Wherefore they deſerve great praiſe and commendation, that have taken 
paines to-inroll and put in writing the memorable as and occurrents of 
their times, to communicate the ſame to their poſterity : for there the 
high and wonderfull works of God doe moſt clearely, and as it wereto the 
view, preſent themſelves, as his juſtice and providence : whereby albeit hee 
 guideth and direteth eſpecially his owne, to wit, thoſe that in a fpeciall 
and {inguiar manner worſhip and truſt in him (as by the ſacred Hiſtories, 
touching rhe ſtate and government of-the ancient and Primitive Church, 
it. may appeare) yet hee ceaſeth nor for all that to ſtretch the arme of his 

rover all, andto handle and rule the prophane and unbeleeving ones 
at his pleaſure ; for he hatha ſoveraign Empire and predominance over all 
" " the:VWorld; And unto him belongeth the direQion and principallcondu& 
of hamane- matters, in ſuch ſort that nothing in the world commethto 
paſſe by'chance or adventure, but onely and alwayes by the preſcription of 
his will; according tothe which he ordereth and diſpoſeth by a ſtrair and 
dire& motion, as well the general! as the particular,and that after a ſtrange 
and admirableorder. And'this a man may perceive, if he would but mark 
and conſider the whole body , hut eſpecially the end and iflue of things : 
wherega the great and marvatiotts-vertues of God,as his bounty, juſtice,and 
power, doc moſt clearely fine; when he exaltethand favourcth ſome, and 
debaſeth and frowneth upon others , blefſeth and proſpereth whom hee 
pleaſes and onthe contrarig,-curſeth and deftroyeth whom he pleaſe, and 
thatdeſerve it.

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phane Hiſtories ; having gathered them together, and ſorted them one af 
ter another in their ſeverall rooms, according tothe diverſity of the offen- 
ces, and order and courſe of time, which as neare as I could I endeavoured 
to follow. to the endto lay downe, as it were inone Table , and under one 
Aſpe&, the great and fearefull judgements of God upon them that have re- 
belled or repugned his holy will.

ance intheir good courſe. For if God ſhew'himſelfe ſo ſevere a tevenger of 
their ſinnes that amr in Fwy rai 09 but on 
the contrary he will ſhew himſelfe bountiful; (gracious, and liberall int re- 
 warding all themaccording to his promiſe which leeke to pleaſe him, - and 
conforme- their lives unto his will. - Great and ſmall, young aid old;inen 
and women, and all other , of what degree and condition ſocver, may here 
learne at other mens charges, how. togoverne themſelves in duty towatds 
God, and betwixt themſelves , by a heolyandunblameable life in mutuall 
peace and unityzand by ſhunning andeſchewing ſin,againſt the which God 
(a moſt juſt Judge) powreth forth his Ince , even upon the heads of 
them that are guilty thereof. Beſide, hefe is ample matrerandargumentto | 
ſtop the mouthes of all Epicures and Atheiſts vf our age,andto leave thein 
confounded in theit errors, ſceing that ſuch and! ſo matiy 0cchrrents'und - 
puniſhmers are manifeſt proofs, that there is-xGod abovethat guiderlithe 
ſtern of the worldand that taketh care of humane marters, & that is Juſtin 
puniſhing the unjuſtand. malicious. -Againe;whereas ſo much evillandſo 
many.ſins have reigned and ſwayed ſolong, tide, and de yet reigwatid fivay 
upon the earth, we may; behold the huge corwptiqu and perverſity of tiiag- 
Linde; and the rotten fruits of that wormezeateh foot, 0riginalifin:' when 
we are not diretegd norgnided by the hely Spirit of God, but leſt nhtoour 
owne nature.

FY V enas one that taketh pleaſure to be- 
- bold a pleaſant and delightſome place, a piece of 
\ ground covered and painted with all manner of fine 
tlowers,a garden decked, and as it were cloathed with 
exquiſite plants and fruicfull rrees, is much grieved 
ſo ſoone as he perceivethall this beauty and pleaſure 
ſuddenly to be withered and ſcorched by the vio- 
lenceof ſome ourragious tempeſt : or if he be conſtrained to caſt hiseyes 
from them, upon ſome other place by, all cragged and parched, full of 
briers and brambles. In like ſort, a man.cannor chuſe but be ſore grieved 
and diſcontent, when hee beholdeth on the one fide the wholſome light 
of the Sunne, whereby the heavens doe many wayes diſtill their favours 
upon this World, gloriouſly to advance it ſelfe : onthe other fide he per- 
ceiveth ſuch an army of thicke clouds and palpable darkneſſe, from whence 
ſuch a number of diſorders and hurliburlies do ariſe, that moſt ſtrangely 
disfigurethe face of the whole World : when that he which oughtto be 
centle atid peaceable, is become miſchievous and quarrellous : in ſtead of 
being true and ſingle hearted, diſloyall and deceirfall : in ſtead of being 
modeſt, well governcd.and courteous, is proud,cruell,and diffolute:in ſtead - 
of ſervins God, ſericth his owne hamors and affections : WW hich kinde

deflrection and miſery is in their waies, and they have not kyowne the way of peace : 

in ſumme.the fare of Gods wot before their eyes, From whence it commerh, 

that being not reftrained by any bridle, like untamed colts broke looſe, 

they give the full ſwinge to their bold and violent afte&tions, running 

fiercely toall filthinefſe and miſehiefe : and being thus enragec, ſome of 

chem with horrible blaſphemies (moſt villanouſly) ſpeake and doe in de- 

ſpightof God,and deny him that creared them, and ſent them into the 

World : Othcrs are not aſhamed to be open forſwearers of themſclves, 

violating and breaking every promiſe, withour regard of faith or honeſty : 

Others, as they areof cruell and bloudy natures, ſo they doe not ceaſe ro 

cxerciſe theſe their natores by outragious practiſes : to ſome of them 

whoredomes and adolreries are no more eſtecmed , than as ſports and 

paſtimes, whereof they boaſt themſelves:to another ſort,couſenings,extor- 

rions, and robberies, are ordinary exerciſes, whereof they make their beſt 

occupations, Allwhichevils are ſo common” and ſo uſuall at this time 

amongſt men, that the World ſeemeth truly ro be nothing elſe but an 

occan full of hideous monſters, or a thicke forreſt full of theeves and rob- 

bers,or ſome horrible wilderneſſe wherein the inhabitants of the earth, 

being ſavage and unnaturall, void of fence and reaſon,arc transforined into 

bruit beaſts, ſomelike Tygres or Lyons, others like Wolves or Foxes, 

others like Dogges and Swine : Oh fiwſullnation (wonld the man of God 
Ifay-14; ſay if hee lived at this houre)' 4 peophe laden with iniquity, a ſeed of the wicked, 

corrupt children, they have forſakenthe Lord, they have provoked the Holy One of 
Iſrael teanger. Thenoble and high minded are proud todiſdaine the lower, 
and ready alwaies to ſmire rhem, making their countenance pale with 
vices and oathes:-the Magiſtrate partiall and fall of bribes, overthroweth 
equity : the Merchant covetous and defirous of gaine remembreth not his 
Integrity : nor the labourer his fimplicity. And ſo vertue in moſt menlyeth 
buried, piety baniſhed, juſtice opprefled, and honeſty trodenunder foor : in 
ſuch ſorr, thatall things being as it were overthrowne and turned upfide 
downe, men ſpeake evill of good, and good of evill, accounting darknefſe 
light, and light darknefſe, ſowre ſweet, and ſweet fowre. And by ſuch di(- 
order it commeth to pafle, that the moſt vertuous are deſpiſcd, whileſt 

naughty. packs and vitious fellowesare eftecmed and made much of.

Nan " Thatinche latter dayes ( which are theſe wherein we live) 
Iniquity ſhall be increaſed. And herein wee ſhall percceiveeven the juſt ven- 
geance of God to light tipon the malice and untharikfulnefle of men, 
ro whom when hee would draw neere, to doe good unto by offerin 
them the cleere light of his favour, the more they ſtrive toalienate and 
keep themſelves aloofe from him, and are ſo farre from being bettered 
thereby, that they ſhew themſelves a great deale more malitious and 
obftinate than ever they did before : not unlike to thoſe who by nature 
being bleare eyed, and tender ſighted, are rather dazled and dimmed by 
the Sunne beames,than any wayesctilightened i ſo men in ſtead of grow- 
ing better, grow worſe, and every adde ſome increaſe to their wicked- 
nefle : to whom alſo many great men give elbow-roome and permiſſion 
to ſinne, whileſt juſtice ſlumbrech, and the not puniſhing of miſdeeds 


giveth them liberty and boldneſſe ro commit their wickedneſſe: ſo that 


ſome of theſe mighty ones ſhew themſelves bur lictle berter than che 
other. A miſchiefe to be lamented above the reft, drawing after it an 
horrible overflow of all evils, and like a violent ſtreame ſpoyling every 
whereas it goeth : when as they thar ovghe to governe the ſterne of che 
Commonwealth , let all goe atrandome, an themſelves to beroe- 
ked aſleep with the falſe and deccitfull lullaby of cffeminate pleaſures 
and delights of the fleſh , or ar leaft letting themfelyes be carried bead- 
long by the tempeſt of their owne ſtrong and furious paſſions, into im+» 
minent dangerand ſhipwrackes : whenas their carcfull watchfulneſfe and 
modeſty, accompanicd with the traine of other good and commendable 
vertues, ought co ſerve them for ſaliscables, ankers, maſts, and skuteles, 
whereby to governe and dire& the Veflell whoſe ſteerſman they are ap- 
pointed, and thoſe that are their charge, to whom they ought to give 
a good example of life, and to bee unto them as it were a glaſſe of ver- 
tus : for they are ſetaloff, as it were upon a ſtage, to bee gazed at of eve- 
ry commer, Their faulrs and vices are like foule ſpots and ſcarsinthe 
face , which cannot by any means bee hid. And x 49 208 they ought 
to be carefull to lead an honeſt and vertuous life, that thereby they mighe 
perſwade and move the meaner ſort of people to doe the like : For it 
1s a true ſaying of the Philoſopher , Like Prince, like People z inſomuch. 
that every one defireth to frame himſelfe according to the hamour of 
his ſuperiour, whoſe will and manners ſerve fimply fora law todoevill: 


to the which men uſe by raking any occaſion teo haſtily to give them- 


ſelves over with too much liberry : whereupon followeth an unrecoverable 
B z ruine, 
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ruine, no leſſe than the fall of a great houſe, which for want of pillars 
and ſupporters that ſhould uphold it, ſuddenly falleth to the ground ; 
ſo this ſhip being deprived of her governour, is ſet looſe and layd open 
to the mercy of the waves, violence of windes , and rage of tempeſts, 
without any dire&ion and government : and fo the body of man,nor 
having any more the light of -his owne eyes, abideth in darkneſſe all 
blinded, nor able to do any thing that is right and good, but ready every 
minuter6 fall into ſome pit, And this is the perverſity and eorruprion of 
this world. + ; | [-.:

ners;,cand. that:fludy.to feed-and pleaſe their humour, As contrariwiſe 
none -lefſe welcome unto. them;, than :they that tel]- them of their 
fanlts:,:7and contradict them never .ſo little-: for they cannot abide 
in airy-caſe to bee: reprooved,,: whatſoever-they doe. And now adayes 
every:baſe companion will forſadth ſtorme and fume as ſoone , if hee 
be reproved iof a-faulc, as if: hee had received the greateſt wrong in 


the-world' 2 fo much: is:everyiman pleaſed: with himſelfe, and puffed 


up with his ownewvice and fooliſh vanities. And what ſhould a. man 
doe: im this cafe z tt is 'as hard: to redrefle-thoſe great miſchiefes , as 
if wee-ſhould goe..abour to. ſtop and hinder the courſe. of a mighty 


ſtreawe there where the banke or cauſey. is broken, downe : if it 
bee':not. by: applying extreame and deſperate medicines, as to de- 
ſperare diſcaſes;:Wwhich are as it were given over -by the Phyfitian, 
and''ro the which a light purgation will doe no good. For: as for 
admonivions” and warnings, they are nor a whit regarded : but they 
that 'give them, are derided or laughed to ſcorne, or reviled for 


their' labonurs, What muſt wee therefore doe > it is neceflary thar 
JE We 
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wee aſſay by all means to bring theſe men (if ir be poſſible) ro ſome mo- 
deſty and feare of God ; which if it cannot bee done by willing and 
gentle means, force and violence muſt be uſed to plucke them our of the 
fire of Gods wrath, to the end they be not conſumed : if not all, yetat 
leaſt thoſe that are not grown tothar height of ſtubbornneſle,and of whom 
there is yet left ſome hope of amendment, For even as when a Captaine 
bath nor prevailed by ſummoniog a city to yeeld up it ſelfe , he by and by 
placeth his cannon againſt their walls, to put them in feare; 1n like ſort 
muſt we bring forth againſt the proud and high minded men of this world, 
an army of Gods terrible judgements throwne dowre by his mighty and 
puiſſant hand on the wicked, more terrible and fearefull than all the roaring 
or double canons inthe World, whereby the moſt proud are deſtroyed and 
conſumed even inthis life, all their prideand power, how great ſoever it 
\ be, being not able to turne backe the vengeance of God from lighting 
upon their heads, ro their utter deſtruction and confuſion. And it is ma- 
nifeſt by infinite examples. Now becauſe that the nature of man is fleſhly, 
and given to be touched with things rhat are preſented before their faces, 
or hath been done before time ; it is a more forcible motive to ftirrethem 
up, than that which as yet cannot be made manifeſt, but is rocome, There- 


fore I purpoſe here to ſer down the great and fearfull judgments, wherwith 


God hath already plagued many in this world, eſpecially them of high 
degree, whoſe example will ſerve for a glafle both for theſe that live now; 
or ſhall live hereafter. And tothe end thatthe juſtice of God may more 
cleerely appeare and ſhew it ſelfe in ſuch ſtrange events , before we goany 
further, we will run over certaine neceflary points concerning this matter.

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CHAP. IIIL 


How the Inftice of God « more evidently declared: whon the 
mighty ones of thu world, than upon any other, 
and the cauſe why. 


d 3, Ecing then that theſe men are more guilty and culpa-. 
ble of finne than any other, they deſerve ſo mucha 
more grievous puniſhment, by how much.ctheir mil. 
deeds are more grievous : for doubrlefle, There « a God 
that judgeth the earth(as the Pſalmiſt ſaith) who as hee 
-O 1s benigne and mercifull rowards thoſe that feare and 

>) & Obey him, ſo he will nor ſuffer iniquity to goe unpuni- 

ſhed:Ths  hee(ſaith the Prophet)rhar executeth juſtice, 

mercy,and judgement upenthe earth: for ifit be theduty of an earthly Prince, 
to exerciſc not only clemency & gentleneſle, bur alſo ſharpnes and ſeverity, 
therby by puniſhing & chaſtifing malefaQors,to ſuppreſſe all diſorders in 
the common-wealth , then it is very neceſſary,that the juſtice of our great 
God,to whom all ſoveraign rule & authority belongs,and who is the Indge 
over al the world, ſhould either manifeſt it ſelfin this world, or inthe world 
to come: 8& chiefly towards them which are in the higheſt places of acount, 
B 3 who 
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whobeing more hardened and bold to (in, do as boldly exempt themſelves 
from all corre&tions and puniſhments due unto them, being altogether un- 
willing to be ſubje& toany order of juſtice or law whatſoever : and there. 
fore by how much the more they cannot be puniſhed by man, and that hu. 
manelawes can lay no hold upon them ; ſo much the rather God himſelfe 
becommeth executioncr'of his owne juſtice upon their pates : and in ſuch 
fort, that every man mayperceive his hand to be on them. Let any adverſity 
or affliQtion light upon a man of low degree,or which 1s pooreand deſolate, 
no manconſidereth of it rightly ; but calking thereof, mcn ceaſe not to 
impure the cauſe of this poore ſoules miſery, either to poverty,or want of 
ſuccour, or ſome other ſuch like cauſe. Therefore it any ſuch be in griefe, 
or by chance fallen into ſome pir and drowned, or robbed and killed inthe 
way by theeves : ſtraightway this is the ſaying of theworld, That it com- 
meth thus to paſſe, either becauſe he was alone without company,or deſti- 
tute of help, ornot well looked roand regarded : and thus they paſſe over 
the matter. Buras concerning great men, when they are any way affliQed, 
no ſuch pretences or excuſes can be alleadged ; ſeeing they want neither 
ſervants to attend upon them,nor any other means of help to ſuccor them : 
therefore when rheſe men are overtaken and ſurpriſed with any great evill, 
whichby no means they caneſchew,and when their bold and wicked enter- 
priſes are purſqged and concluded with fſtrapge and lamentable events, in 
this we muſt acknowledge aneſpeciall hand of God,whocan intangle and 
pultdowne the proudeſt and arroganteſt He that lives,and thoſe whom the 
world feareth to meddle withall. Theſe proud gallants are they againſt 
whom God diſplaieth his banner' of power more openly, than againſt 


- meaner and baſer perſons : becauſe theſe poore ſoules finde oftentimes to 


their paines, that they are puniſhed without cauſe, and tormented and vex- 
ed by thoſe tyrants, not having committed any offence at all, to deſerve it : 
whereas (as Philip Comine ſaithYwho dare be ſo bold as to controll or repre- 
hend a King and his favorites,or to make enquiry of his miſdeeds : or ha- 
ving made inquifition of ther, who dare. preſume to informe the Tudge 
therof?whodare ſtand up to accuſe themwho dare fit downtojudge them> 
Nay who dare take knowledge of them 2? ang laſtly,who dare affay te pu- 
niſh them > Sceing then in this caſe, that our worldly juſtice hath her hands 
bound behind her from executing that which is right; it muſt needs be 
that the ſovereigne Monarch of heaven and earth ſhould mount up into 
his Throne of ludgement,and from thenee give his definitive unchapgable 
ſentence, todeliver up the moſt guilty and hainous finners to thoſe paines 
and torments which they have deſerved , and that after a ftrange and extra- 
ordinary manner,which may ſerve for ancxample to all others. 
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CHAP. V. 


| How all men,both by the Law of God and Nature, 
are inexcwu[able in their finnes. 


for an excuſe, God hath beſtowed upon every one a 
certaine knowledge and judgementof good and evill, 
which being naturally engraven inthe rables of mans 
FT heart, is commonly called the Law of Nature,wherby 
>) every mansSowne conſciehce giveth ſufficient reftimo- 
TE nyuntoir ſelfe,when in his moſt ſecret thoughes, itei- 

ther accuſeth or excuſerh him + for there is not a man 

living, which doth not know in his heart, that he doth an evill deed, when 
he wrongeth another, although he had never been inftruced elſewhere in 
that point. So, although thar in Tarquinizs Swperbus time ( Cicero ſaith) 
there was no written Law eſtabliſhed in Rome, forbidding the raviſhing 


and deflouring of wives and virgins, yet the wicked ſonne of this Targsire 


was not therefore lefſe guilty of an hainous crime , when contrary to the 


Law of Nature he violently robbed Zucrece of her chaſtity : fornoman can 


be ignoranr,that it is a moſt grievous crime to lay fiege tothe chaſtity of a_ 
married woman,with ſuch outrage : and ſo the whole people of Rome did 


eſteeme of it, as a crime moſt wicked, ſtrange, and intolerable,and worthy 
of grievous puniſhment, Every man knoweth thus much, that hee oughe 


not todoe that to another, which he would notanother ſhould do re him ; 


which ſentence the Emperour S:verws made alwaies to bee ſpoken aloud, 
ard declared by the ſound of the trumpet, in the way of advertiſement, as 
often as puniſhment was taken upon any offendor, as if it were a generall 
Law pertaining toall men. This is thatequity and juſtice which oughrtro 
be ingraffed inour hearts, & whereof nature her ſelf is the ſchoolmiſftreſle; 
from this fountaine all humane and civill Lawes are derived : if we had not 
rather ſay that they are derived from that true ſpring of equity, which is 
in the Law of God, which Law hehath given for a plaine and familiar ma- 
nifeſtationof his will, concerning juft, kely, and reaſonable things, tou- 
ching the ſervice, honour, and glory, which is dueunto himſelfe, and the 
mutuall duty, friendſhip, and good will, which men owe onetoanother : 
whereunto heexhorterh andenticeth every one by faire and gracious pro- 
miſes, and forbiddeth the contrary by great and terrible threatnings (ſo 
gentleand mercifull is he towards us, and defirous of our good.) This is 
that Law which was publiſhed before the face of more than fix hundred 
chouſand perſons, with the mighty and reſounding noiſe of Trumper,with 
earthquake, fire, and ſmoake, and with thunders and lightnings, to make 
men more attentive to heare , and more prepared to receive it with all hu- 
mility, fearc, and reverence; and alſoto put them in minde, thar if they 
were diſobedient and rebellious, he wanted no power and ability to puniſh 


them ; for he hath lightning, thunder, and fire, preparcd inſtruments roexe- 


cute his juſt vengeance, which no creature under heaven is able to avoid, 
| when

when by the obſtinate tranſgreſſion of wicked men he is provoked to anger 
- and indignation againſt them. This is that holy law which hath been {er 
forth by the Prophets ; by the rule whereof, all cheir warnings, exhostings, 
 andreproovings have been ſquared. Tothis Law, the onely begotten Son 
of God, our Saviour and Redeemer Ieſus Chriſt, conformed his moſt holy 
doarine, bringirig men tothe true uſe and obſervation thereof, from which 
they bad declined,and whereof he is the end, the ſcope,and perfeR accom- 
pliſhment: fothat ſo farre it is that a Chriſtian man may be ignorant of ir, 
and have it in contempr, that none can be counted and repured a true 
Chriſtian, if hee frame not his life by the rule thereof ; if not fully, yer ar 
leaſt as farre forth as bce is able: otherwiſe,what a ſhame and reproach is ic 
for men tocall themſelves by the name of Gods children, Chriſtians, and 
Catholiques,and yet todoe every thing clean contrary to the willof God, 
to make noreckoning of his Law , to lead a diflolute and diſordered life, 
and to be asevill, if not worſe than the vileſt miſcreants and Infidels in the 
world © God willeth and requireth that he alone fhould bee worſhipped 
and prayedunto, and yet the greater part of the world are Idolaters, and 
full of ſuperſtition, worſhip Images, ſtockes, and ſtones, and pray tocrea- 
tures, in ſtead of the Creator. God forbiddeth us to ſweare by his name 
in vaine : and yet what is more rife than that > ſothat a man can heare no- 
thing elſe bur oaths and blaſphemies, Many for the leaſt trifle in the world 
ſticke notto ſweare and forſweare themſelves. God forbiddeth rheft,mur. 


ther, adultery, and falſe witneſle bearing , and yet pa, 1 ſo commonas 


backbirings, ſlanders, forgerics, falſe reports, whoredomes, couſeningys, 
robberies, extortions,and all manner of envies & enmities, God hath com- 


manded, that we love our neighbours as our ſelves ; but we,in ſtead of love, 


hate, deſpiſe, and ſeeke to procure the hurt and damage of one another, nor. 


regarding any thing but our owne peculiar profit and advantage.Is not this 
a manifeſt and profeſtdiſobedience, and intolerablerebellion againſt our 
Maker > Whatchilde is there that is not bound to honour and reverence 
bis father > What ſervant, that is not bound to obey his maſter, and to doe 
all that he ſhall will him > What ſubje&, that is not ticd in ſubjeRion to 
his Prince and Soveraigne ? Yet there 1s not one which will not confefle, 
yea and ſweare too with his mouth, That God is his Lord and Father. 


_ Which if it be true, what is then the cauſe that in ſtead of ſerving and 
_  Pleaſing him, they doe nothing elſe bur diſpleaſe and offend his Majeſty > 
Is not this the way to provoke bis wrath, and ftirre up his indignation 


againſt them > Is it any marvell if hebe incenſed with anger, if hee be ar. 
med with revenge, and ſend abroad his cruel! ſcourges upon the earth, to 
{irikeand whip it withall 2 Is it any wonder, if hee pile up the wicked 
ones on heaps, and ſhoot our his revengefull arrowes againſt them, and 
make them drunkenwith their owne bloud, and make bis ſword of juſtice 
as ſharp as araſor, to punifh thoſe Rebels that have rebelled againſt bim > 
For vengeavce is mine (ſaith he) and belongeth only unto me, Whoſocver there- 
fore he be that followeth the deſires and concupiſcence of his owne fleſh, 
and this wicked world, and ſhall lead a life contrary to the inſtruQion 
and ordinance of the law of God, yea although he never heard there. 
of, yet is hee guilty thereof, and worthy to be accurſed'; for ſo much 
as his owne conſcience ought to ſerve for a law unto himſeltc, by the 


which he is condemned in thoſe evill ations which hee commutteth : 
| even

CHAP. VI. 


How the greateſt Monarchs in the World ought tobe ſubjett to 
the Law of God, and conſequently the Lawes 
of Man and Nature. 


= Gaal. V cry man confeſſeth this to be true, That by how much the 
exXM o | more benefits and dignity he bath. received from another, 
| [ oy ſo much heis the more bounden and beholden to him:: 
| now it is {o, that Kings and Princes are thoſe uponwhom 
God hath beſtowed moreplentifully his gifrs and graces, 
LC=—=e== = a) upon any other, whom: hee harh made as it were 
bis Lievrenants in-the world : far hee bath extolled and placed them above 
others, and bedecked them with honour, giving them power and authority 
ta rule and raigne, by putting people in ſubjeRion to them, and therefore 
ſo much the more are they bound to re-acknowledge him againe; tothe 
end.to doe him all honour and homage which is required at their 


hands. Therefore David exhorteth them, ts ſerve the Lord even with reve- 


rence,” This then their high: and ſuperintendent eſtate is no-priviledge to 
exempt them- fram the ſubjeRion and abedience which they owe unto 
God,whom they ought to reyerenceaboyeall:things.: Yee Princes and high 
Lords (ſaith the;Prophetr) give you-wnte the Lord eternal glory and ftrength : 
give unto him glory due unto: his name, and.caff. your ſelves before hins to ds him 
revarence, It they owe ſo much honour; pat, Gad as; to their Soveraigne, 
then ſurely it muſt follow, thar they ought coobey his voice, and feare ro 
offend him ; and-ſo much the rather, becauſe hee'is a great deale more 
ſtrong and terriblethan they, able to cauſe his horrible thunderbolts to 
tumble upon their heads, they being not able once to withſtand his puiſ- 
ſance, bur conſtrained very often totremble therear.. In all that preſcrip- 
tion and ordinance ordained and ſet down by God concerning theofftice of 


Kings, there is nomention made of any liberty he giveth them to live after 
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their owne luſts, and to doe. every thing that ſeemerh-good in their own 


eyes : but hee enjoyneth them-expreſly , to have alwaies with them the 
booke of his Law, dclighteth to reade and meditatetherein, and thereby 
to learne to feare and reverence his nate; by obſerving all the precepts 
that arc contained-in that booke. As for civill and naturall Lawes, info. 
much as they are founded yuponequity and right ( for otherwiſe they were 
no Lawes)therein they are agreeable to, -and as it were depcndents on the 
Law of God ; as is well declared by. C:cero in the firſt and ſecond booke 
of his Lawes; for even they.alſacondemne theeves,adulterers, martherers, 
parricides, and ſuch like. If-then Princes be ſubje& to rhe Law of God, 
(as I am about ro ſhew) there is no doubt bur thar they are likewiſe ſub- 
je to thoſe civill Lawes,by 'reaſon of the equiry and juſtice which rhere- 


inis commended unto us. And if ( as Plato ſaith) the Lawes ought tobe Die4.4e 
: g PB - - Legib. 
above the Prince,nor the Prince above the Lawes, it is then moſt manifeſt, 


that 
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that the Prince istycd unto the Lawcs, even in ſuch ſort, that withour the 


ſame, the government which hee ſwayeth can never be lawfull and com- 


mendable. And if itbetrue, that the Magiſtrate isor ought to be a ſpea- 
king Law (as it is ſaid) and ought to maintaine the authority and credit 
thereof, by the due and upright adminiſtration of Iuftice ( for if hee did 
not this, he were adumbe Law, and withour life) how is ir gone that 
he ſhould make itof authority and force with others, if hee deſpiſerh and 
tranſgrefleth ir himſclfe ? David did never affume ſomuch to bimfelfe, 
as to deſire to have liberty todoe what bee liſted in his Kingdome,bur wil. 
liegly ſubmirted himſelfe rothat which his office and duty required ; ma- 
Ling, even then when be was inſtalled and eſtabliſhed King over the whole 
Land, a Covenant of peace with the Princes and Deputies of the people: 
and we know, that in every covenant and bargaine both parties are bound 
to each other, by a murtuall bond toperforme the conditions which they 
arc agreed upon. The like is uſed at rhe coronation of Chriſtian Kings, 
whereas the people is bound and ſworne to doe their alleagance to their 
Kings ; ſo the Kings are alſo ſolemnely ſworne to maintaine and defend 
erue Religion, theeſtare of Tuſtice, the peace and tranquillity of their ſub- 
jeas, and the right and priviledges (which are nothing but the Lawes) of 
the Realme : whereas Davidwas by the Prophet Nthar reproved forthe 
adulrery and murder wbich he had committed, he neither uſed any excuſe, 
noralledged any priviledgewhereby he was exempted from the rigour of 


_ thelaw tojuſtific his fac, but freely confefled without any cloake,thar he 


had fioned, Whereby it appeareth of how ſmall irength and authority 
their opinion and words be, which thinke or affirme that a Prince may 
diſpenſe with the lawes at his pleaſure - by this opinion was the mother 
in law of Aztenics Caracalls ſeduced ; who having by her laſcivious and 
filthy allurements enticed ber ſonne in law to luft, and love her, and tode- 
fire her for bis wife , perſwaded him that he might bring his purpoſe to 
paſſe, and that it was pet wr, forhim, if hee would, though for 
other it was unſawfull, ſeeing that hee was Emperovr, and that it belon. 
geth not ro him to receive, but togive lawes : by which perſwafion, thar 
brave marriage was concluded and made up, contrary to the law of nature 
and nations, and ro all honeſty and vertue, So it was reported how Cam- 
byſes tocke his owne ſiſter towife, whom notwiehftandiog a little after hee 
put ro death : which thing being not uſuall then among the Perfians, 
not daring to enterpriſe it (although hee was a moſt wicked mav) with- 
out the advice of the Magiſtrates and Counfellors of his Realmehe called 
them together, and demanded whether it was tawfull for him to make 
ſuch a marriageor no > to whom they anſwered freely, That there was no 
—__ law which did allow of ir : yet (that they might ſooth him up, 
caring toincurre his diſpleaſure) they ſaid further, that though there was 
no law to command it, yet ſuch a mighty King as hee, mightdoc what he 
pleaſed, In like manner the trencher Philoſopher Anaxarchws, after that 
he had told _ſ1lexander the Great with a loud voice, that hee ought not to 
feare the penalty of any law, nor the reproach nor blame ofany man, be- 
cauſe it belonged onely to his office ro create lawes for all other tolive by, 
and to preſcribe the limirs of lawfull and lawlefle things ; and that it be. 
came him, being a conquerour, to rule likea lord and a maſter, and not to 
obey any vaine conceir of law whatſoever ; and that what thing ſoever the 
King 
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King did, the ſame was ſacred, juſt and lawful, without exception, And by 
thts meats made his proceedings farre more diſſolute and outragious in 
many things than ever they were before. Dion inthe Epitome of Xrphiline 
reporectn, how the Emperours were wonhtto uſurpe this priviſedge, tobe 
exempred trom all law, that they might not be tryed toany neceſſity of 
doing or leeving undone any rhing, and how in no caſe they would endure 
to be ſ15j=-c& to any written ordinances : the which thing 1s manifeſt even 
inthe behaviour of the chiefeſt of them, as well in regard of their lite and 
manners, as Of the government that they uſed intheir Common. wealths. 
For firft of all, Auzuſizs Ceſar having kept. in his owne hand the office of 
the Triumwvir ten yeares (as Snetonins teſtifierh) hee alſo-uſurped the Tri- 
bnnes office and authority, and that till his dying day: and likewiſe tooke 
upon him the Cenſorſhip ;namely,the office of correQing and governing 
mannersand Jawes,if nced required : whoſe ſucceſſors(a man may truly fay 
for the moſt part) trampled under their feer all fincere and ſacred lawes, 
by their nororious intemperance, diſſoluteneſle, and cruelties, And yet for 
all this there wanrcd not a parafiticall Lawyer, who topleaſe the Emperor 
his lord and maſter the better, and to underprop, and asit were ſeele over 
with a faire ſhew that tyrannicall government uſed by other Emperours : 
foiſted in rhisasa law amongſt the reſt, Princeps legibus ſolutns eſt, That the 
Prince was exempted from all law, As for that which they alleadge out of 
Ariftotles Politiques , it maketh nothing to ſer acolour upon this counter. 
feit 2 ( for ſaith 4riſtotle ) If there be any man that excelleth ſo in vertue 
above all others, rhat none is able to comparewirh him, that man is to be 
accounted asa God amongſt men, to whom no law may be preſcribed, be- 
cauſe he is a law unto himſelfe*: all which I grant to be true, if that which 
was preſuppoſed could rake place : for where no tranſgreſſion is found, 
thereno law is necefſary ; according as Saint Paul ſaid , The law was not gi- 
ven for the juſt, but for the unjuſt and offendors:but where is it poſſible to find 
ſuch a Prince ſoexcellent and fo vertuous, that ftandeth not in need of 
ſome law toberuled by ? | | 
Of the like force and firengrth is that which is written in the firſt booke 
of Inſtitutions, tit.2. the words are theſe : The Princes pleaſure ſerveth for a 
law, becauſe the whole body of the people hath tranſlated all their at hortty, power, 
and juriſdietion wnto him. This is ſpoken of the Romane Emperours, bur 
uponthe ground of ſoflender and filly reafon, that upon fo weake a foun- 
dation it can never ſtand : for if it be demanded, whether this aQion of 
the people, of giving over their right and prerogative t6 thetr Prince, 
bewilling or conſtrained, what anſwer will they make 2? If ir be by .con- 
ſtraint and feare (as it is indeed) who will not judge this uſurping of 
cheir liberty utterly unjuſt and tyrannicall, when one man ſhall arrogate 
that.co himſelfe which pertaineth ro many, 'yea to the whole body of the 
people? And admir that this reaſon was effeuall, yet the glofſe upon the 
place ſaith very norably , That the Princes pleaſure may be held tor a law, 
ſo farre forth as that which pleaſeth him be juſt and honeſt : giving usto 
know thus much thereby, That every will and pleaſure of a Pringe.may 
nor indifferently be allowed for a law, if ir bean unjuſt and diſhoneſtaQt- 
on, and contrary tothe rule of good manners. Moreover, icappeareth by 
the Cuſtomes of many antient people and Realmes, That Princes had ne- 
ver this licenſe given them, to doe what they liſted : for ler them benever 
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ſomighry, yea as mighty as Darius, under whoſe raigne the Perſian Mo- 
narchy was aboliſhed , yet hee muſt be content (acording to the law of 
the Medes and Perſians) not to be able to infringe that law which was by 
the advice of his Peers and Privy Councell enacted, and by his one con- 
ſent and authority eſtabliſhed : no, though for. Dexels deliverance ſake, 


whom he loved, he greatly deſired and tooke painescither todiſannull,orar 


leaſt togivea favourable interpretation of tr. | 
Such in old time was the cuſtome of the Kings of Zgypr,not to follow 


their owne affeQtions in any actions they went abour, but tobe directed 


by the advice of their lawes : for they had not ſo much authority as ro 
judge betwixt man and man, or to levy ſubſidies and ſuch like by their 


owne powers ; neither to puniſh any man through choler , or any over- 


weening conceit, but were alwayes tyed toobſerve juſtice and equiry in 
all cauſes : neither did it grievethem ſo to doe, being perſwaded thar 


whileſt they obeyed their lawes, nothing could bctide them but good. 


The Lacedemonian Kings were in ſuch bondage to the Jawes of their 
comntrey , that the Ephori, which were ſer up to none other end but to be 
a bridle to hold them backe from doing what they liſted, had abſolute au- 
thority to corre them when they had committed any fault, which ſub. 
jeion nothing diſpleaſed King Theopompw,as it is apparent by the anſwer 
he made his wife, that reproved him once inanger, ſaying, By his cowar- 
diſe he would leave aleſſe kingdome to his children, than he bad received 
of his Anceſtors. Nay (ſaith he) a greater, forſomuch as more durable 
and permanent. Pletarch praifing the uprightneſſeof King Alcamenes,who, 
for feare to breake the law, refuſed divers preſents that were ſent him, bur. 
ſeth into this ſpeech: O heart worthy of a King , that hath preferred the 
authority of the law before his owne profit ! Where are thoſe fellowes 
now that cry, Kings pleaſures ought co be obſerved for Lawes, and thar 
a Prince may make a law, but 1s not ſubjeR to it himſclfe 2 And this is 


rhatwhich Plutarch ſaith as concerning that matter, who lived undcr Trajun 


the Emperor. 
Cornelius Tacitus diſcovering the beginning and originall of the Romane 


Civill Law, ſaith, That Servzws the third King of Rome after Romulus and 


Numa., was the only man that moſt eſtabliſhed thoſe Jawes, whereunto 
Kings themſelves ought to yeeld and be obedicnt. And admir thar the 
Emperours ſwayed with great power and authority almoſt all the world, 
yet forall their fierceneſſe and haughtineſſe of minde, F/:zy curſt tell Tra- 
ja, That an Emperour ought to uſe to carry himſelfe with ſuch good go- 
vernment in his Empire, as if he were ſureto giveup an account of all his 
ations : Thou muſt nor (faith hee) defire more liberty to follow thine 
owne luſi, than any one of us doe : a Prince is not ſer over the law, but the 
Jaw placed in authority above the Prince. This was the admonition of that 
heathen man. Likewiſe CAnroniu and Severws, rwo mighty Emperours, 
although by reaſon of an opinion of their owne greatneſſe and havghri- 
nefle , wherewith they fl ittered themſelves, bragged that they were nor 
ſubje& toany law; yer they added this clavſe withall, That notwithſtan- 
ding they would live according to the dire&ion of the law. This ( ſaith 
Theodofius and Y alentinian, wwonolefſe mighry Emperours) isa voice be. 
comming tbe Royall Majeſty and grearncfle of a King, To confefle him. 
ſelfe to live underalaw ; and intruthic is a thing of greater importance 

than

than the imperiall dignity ir ſelfe, to pur ſoveraignty under the authority 
of law. Amongſt many other good leffons and exhortations which 
Lewis that good King gave unto his ſonne on his Yeath-bed , this was 
one worthy the remembring, how he commanded him ro love and feare 
God with all his ftrengrh, and to take heed of doing any thing thar 
ſhould be contrary to his law, whatſoever ſhould befall him ; and ro 


. provide that the good lawes and ſtatutes of his kingdome might be ob- 
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ferved, and the priviledges of his ſubjets maintained: ro forbid Ludges .. 


to favour him more than any others, when any cauſe of his owne came 


in tryall. Thereby giving us thus much to underſtand , That every good 


King ought to ſubmir himſelfe in obedience under the hand of God, and 
vader the rule of juſtice and equiry. Vherefore there is neither King nor 
Keifar that can or ought ro exempt himſelfe from the obſervance of fa- 
cred and opright lawes, which if they reſiſt or diſanull, doubrlefle rhey 
areculpabieof a moſt hainous crime, and eſpecially of Rebellionagainſt 


the King of Kings. 


_ CHAP. VIL 
Of the puniſhment that ſciſed wpon Pharaoh King of 
Epyps, for refiting God, andtranſgreſiing tbe 
firſt commandement of the Law. 


LS2SEec have ſufficiently declared inthe premiſſes, that the 


Z hv themſelves under the obedience of Gods law : it re- 
TW, maineth now that we produce examples of thoſe pu- 
/ niſhmenrs that. have fallen upon the heads of the 
He eranſgrefſours, of the ſame, according to the manner 
Sf @ LP of their tranſgreſſion, of what ſort ſoever : which thar 
we may the better defcribe, it behooveth us to follow the order of the 
Commandements, as the examples wee bring may be fitly referred to. 
any of them. And firſt we are to underſtand, that when God ſaid, Thew 


© fhakt have noneother Gods before me , hee condemnerh under theſe words 


the vanity of men that have forged to themſelves a multitude of gods 
hee forbiddeth all falſe Religion, and declareth, That hee would be 
acknowledged ro be the ſole and true God ; and rhat we ſhould ſerve, 
worſhip, love, feare, and obey him in and abave all things ; and who- 


| ſoever it be that doth otherwiſe, either by hindring his worſhip , ar 


aflicting thoſe that worſhip him, the ſame man provokcrh his heavy 
wrath to bee throwne npon him, to his utter ruine and deſtruQion. 
This is the indignation that lighted upon Pharaoh King of Agypt, as 


| wee read in the booke of God : who being one of the moſt puiſlane 
Kings of the earth in his age, Ged choſe him for anobje& co ſhew his. 


wonderfull power, by the means of horrible plagues and ſcourges = 
| C c 
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heecaſt upon him, and by deſtroying him with all his armies at the 
lepgth, as bis rebellion well deſerved : Forhe like a cruell Tyrant conti- 
nuing to oppreſle thechildren of Iſrae], without giving them any releaſe 
or breathing time from their miſery, or liberty to ſerve God, although by 


Moſes in the name and authority of God (who made himſelfe wellenqugh 


knowne unto him, without the help of any wrirten- law) bee was many 
rimes inftantly urged and requeſted thereunto : ſo maby judgements and 
puniſhments aſlayled him one inthe necke of another , 'in ſuch ſort,that 
at length he was overtaken and enſnared therewith, Firſt of all, the very 
waters of Zgypt being converted into bloud, proclaimed warre againſt 
him : then the frogges which covered the face of the earth, climbed 


_ upeven to his chamber and bed, and filling every corner of his land, ſoun- 


ded him an alarme-:' next a muſter of lice and gnats, and ſuch other trou- 
bleſome and ſinking creatures, ſummoned him to combate : an handfull 
of embers ſcattered in theaire by 2Zoſes , were unto him as the ſtrokes of 
a lone or a ſhaft, which did wonderfully disfigure their bodies with 
boyles and moſt noyſome ſcabbes : afterward the graſhoppers were pat 
in bartell array againſt him, together with the haileſtones, horrible thun. 
ders and lightenings, waſting and ſpoyling, and running up and downe 
grievouſly through his whole land. Afrer all theſe bitter blowes, the Ty. 
rant being cut ſhort, and being ſo beſieged on every fide with hideous 
and palpable darkneſſe, that he could not tell which wayes toturne him- 
ſelfe, yet would hee not be brought to any reaſon, but continued obſti- 
nate and hardened againſt God, though all che elements, with heaven and 
earth, had takenarmour together, and conſpired his deftrution. There- 
fore while hee remained in this wretched ſtare, Gods Angell puniſhed him 
in the perſon of his eldeſt ſonne,, which died ſuddenly inone night, to- 
es with all the firſt borne of Egypt ; whcrewithall both hee and all 
is people being greatly moved and prieved , at length gave the Iſraclites 
not onely leave, but alſo haſted them ro depart : bur anon, as he ſaw them 
going, likea man beſtraught he ranne after them againe,and purſued them 
with a mighty army, untill God in the meane while opening a peiPige for 
his children overthwart the deep Red ſea, attended him in the mid way, 
where hee ſurpriſed and enſnared him, averthrew and violently overtur- 
ned the wheeles of his chariots, and pur his whole army toa hurly burly , 
and that he might utterly deſtroy him, cauſed the fea from each ſide to re- 
rurne tohischannell, which drowned and devoured him and all his army. 
And this is one of the nobleſt and fearfulleſt judgements of God that can 
be mentioned, and therefore is very often recounted in many places of the 
Scripture, as a thing moſt memorable above others. Neither ought wee 
tomarvell, if ſonotable a Hiſtory as this is not ſer downe among the wri- 
tings of prophane authors : for that beſides their Hiſtories doe not ordi- 
narily ſtretch ſo farre, as to record ſuch antient aQF, there is alſo no 
doubr bur the fucceflors of that Tyrant, and all the Zgyprians, 
ſought all means poſſible to cancell and blot out the memory of their 
ſo great and horrible ruine. And if by chance any Hiſtoriographer 
make mention of the departure of the Iſraclites our of Agypt, it is 
done infſuch fort, thar the truth is nor onely diſguiſed, but wholly per- 
_ by them, and in place thereof nothing bur lies and falſhood foi- 
ed in. 

Like 
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dren of God, made himlclfe ſo guilty of Gods wrath, that he deſer- 
ved to be utrerly deſtroyed, with the greateſt part of his people : fo 
alio after their miraculous deliverance, 'whoſoever laboured either to 
hurt, binder, or reſiſt them, did no lefle incurte Gods diſpleaſure and 

fierce wrath againſt rhem, wherewith they were conſumed : whercof 
the overthrow and diſcomfirure of Amatech is a plaine example ; who, 
admit all the great wonders which God had done for tho Ifraclices in Ex0d.17- 
Agypt and in the red ſea ( whereof the brute being blowne into all 
corners of the earth, hee could not be ignorant;) yet was he fo ma- 
litious and fooliſh hardy, as ro take up armour againſt them, and to 
meet them to bid them bactecll , but he and his wicked complices were 
by 7e/haah and his poore people ( though unwarliking and unacquain- 
ted with ſuch aQions, lately crepr out of bondage, whereia they had 
been only exerciſed to make mortar and bricke, and nor to handle wea- 

ons) diſcomfited and overtbrowne : for the Lord of Hoſts (who is 
the divider of viories to whom he pleaſeth) at rhe fervent prayers cf 
his ſervant Moſes , fought for them, to the confulion of Amalech and 
all bis traine , and therefore he commanded Moſes to put this decd of his. 
in writing, as a thing worthy to be remembred ; who alſo ereed an 
Altar in the ſame place, for a perpetuall monument of ſo noble a vi- 
Qory. | | 

6 Amalech, and for the like finne, were Arad a King of the Numer, 

Canaadites , Sehon King of Amorices, and Oe King of Baſan, with 
their people and cities, deſtroyed and raſed downe ; fo the Madi- 
anites enterpriſing to withſtand the foreſaid Iſraclites, by the wicked 
and pernicious counſell of Balaay , were ſubdued and put to the Nuw.zr-: 
ſword, even five Kings of them together, not one cſcaping fave 
the young Virgins which had never committed fornication with 
man. a 
|  Aﬀeer that the Children of Iſrael had continued a ſeaſon peaccably 

in the Land) of Canaan which the Lord had beſtowed upon them, 

then did Egon King of Moab tiſe up, and ſubdued them by: warre, 1,q,..: 
and tyrannizedover them eighteene ,yeares. And although irwas'Gods . 
will that they ſhould be thus chaſtiſed, becauſe of rheir corruption , 
and iniquity , neverthelefſe rhis Moabite (his Rod ) hee cauſed (in re- 
gard of his love to his people) to be (laine by Ahud an Iſractite ; as 
hee was taking his caſe in his chamber. In l:ke manner was hiswrath 
Kirred up againſt 74bin King of Afor, who had oppreſſed Iſrael twenty 
yeares : whoſe army,though it was great and well appointed, was tiot- 
withfanding by Baraks handfull of men, under the condud and rule 
of Deborah the Propbereſſe , wondrouſly diſcomfited, in ſuch fort, thar 
of all the multirude there remained nor one that felt nor the edge of the 
ſword, except Siſzra their Captaine , who eſcaping from the batrell by 
betaking bim to his heeles, turned inby chance intothe houſe of a woman 
called 7ahel , who bating him, as be flepr, with a hammer faſtened a naile 
into his temples ; and thus eſcaping from thoſe whom he feared, be was 
murthered by her whem he trufted. And fo this valiant warriour,as be was 
overcome in battell by the conduct of awoman, ſowas he put to death by 
the hand ofa woman; " 
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That which happened to the Madianites io the time of Gid:on, 1s admi- 

rable and very ſtrange ; who being furniſhed with a mighty army of ſol. 
diers,with the Amalekites and other their Allyes, to deſtroy Iſrael,were ſo 
ſcarred and ſcattered ar the ſound of the trumpets, and brightneſlc of tor- 
ches of three hundred men at the moſt that were with Grdcon, that through 
tbe marvellous aſtoniſhment they were in, they turned their blades into 
their owne buſumes, and murthered one another, till che greateſt part of 
them were deſtroyed;and the refidue being put to flight, and purſued by the 
men- of Ephraim, two of their Kings, Orc and Zeb, were taken and 
{laine. 

A while after it cameto paſſe, thar the Princes of the Philiſtims, who 
had oppreſſed the people ot God by the ſpace of forty yeares,being aſſem- 
bled cogether with all their people in the Temple of Dagon their god even 
then whea after their ſacrifices, they thought to make themſelves moſ& 
ſport and paſtime with poore 8a-pſox, whole eyes in mockery & contempr 
th. y had put our, were alrogether maſſacred by the tall of the houſe which 
Sampſos by bis ſtrength pulled upon their heads : which was the greateſt 
overthrow that before times by his means they bad received, 

In the raigne of Saw/King of Iſrael, 4gag King of Amalech,the poſte- 
rity of thoſ: that laid wait for Iſrael in the defart, as they came our of 
Zgypt,were by Sau/(following the commandement of the Lor.!)ſer upon, 
who running upon him and his people, made a great ſlaughter and butche- 
ry of them, not ſparing man,woman,nor childe,butthe King onely,wbom 
he rooke to mercy,and led captive,wbich he ought not tohave done, This 
Capraive being thus ſpared by one that was bur little better than himſelf, 
could not ſo eſcape ; for the Prophet Sammnel became rhe executioner of 
Gods vengeance upon him, ſince See/ refuſed it,and with his own hand flew 
him,even then when be thought he ſhould live. 

_ Alittle while after,Goliaha gyant of the Philiſtims,whoas well through 
the hug+nefle of his ſtature, and ſtrength of body, as through the horrible 
cruelty which appeared in bim, ſeemed in mans eyes invincible, proudly 
and preſumpruoully defied the army of the living God, offering and da- 
ripg any one man of Iſrael to enter combat. wich him : This provd fellow = 
was, potwithftapding all bis brags , by young and unarmed Devid, ſave a 
little icke and a few ſtones which he had in his bands, varquiſhed and 
rod under foot ; for he gave this great beaſt ſuch a knocke with one of bis 
Noves on the forehead, thar at the fiift blow he tumbled him groveling on 
the carth, and quickly leaping upon bim, caught hold of his buge ſword, 
and therwithall cut off his monſtrous head : which the Philiſtims per- 
n—_ , turned their backes and fled, andwere purſued and {laine by the 
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Of thoſe chat perſecuted Gods Iudgemen's, Chriſt and his Church. 


CHAP. VII. 
AMore Examples like unto the former. 


= (a © £52N thetime of Achab, Benhadad King of Syria accom- 
2 07 S 5Y panied with two and thirty Kings, came very proudly 
againſt Iſrael, as it were in deſpight of God to bid 
him bartell, but it rurned to his owne ſhame and con- 
ſufon, being firſt diſhononrably pur to flight by 2 30 
ſervantsof the Princes of Iſrael (a ſmall handtull ro- 
2 encounter ſo mighty an army:)and ſecondly,returning: 
to ſeeke revenge, found the lofſe of roo00d footmen 
at one clap, beſides 27000 which eſcaping by flight, were cruſhed in 
- Pieces by the ruine of a wall inthe city Aphec. And fo this brave gallant, 
that erſt bragged, that the gold and filver of Iſrael, yea their wives and 
childrenwere his, was now glad to fly for his life amoogſt the reſt, and in 
his returne ro hide himſc]fe, all diſmaied ina little chamber , and from 
thence (being adviſed thereto by his ſervants).to ſend ro intreat Acbab tor: 
his owne life, which a little before rhonghr him ſure of the lives of all Lf- 


- 


racl. Yet forall this, ere long hee enterpriſed a new praRiiſe againſt che 


Prophet ElJews, and beſieged alfothe city of Samaria fo long, thar. cer- 
raine women (coaſtrained by extreme famine) cevoured their children : 
bur inthe end he was compelled (through fearfull cerrorwhich God ſent 
into his army by the noiſe of infinite Chariots and Horſes which founded 
19 their eares, as if ſome puiſſant hoſtof menof warre had been marching 
towards them) to forſake the fiege, and fleewith all bis forces, leaving be- 
hinde rhem their tents, horſes,carriages, vituals, and munitions, to bear 
prey for them chat purſued them nor. And laſtly, falling ficke, Hazee/ one: 
| of his owne ſervants, thar ſuccceded him inthe kingdame; to the end hee 
mightdiſpatch him quickly, and withour tumule, caftly in the morning 
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rookeathick cluth dipt inwater, and ſpreading itover his face, ſtifled him!

When the Moabites and Ammonites roſe up in arms againſt 7ebofaphat 

King of [uda, as ſoone as this good King humbled himfelfe rogetherw oh 

all his people before the face of God by taſting and prayer, forrhwith:God: 


ſent ſucha giddinefſc of ſpirit amongſt bisenemies, thar they kitled one. 


another:and the men of Iuda without being croubled with fighting, gattie: 
= the ſpoile which they had ſcattered, and enriched themſelves with rheir 
reliques, ET SHS, «33. 0) 
Aman, promoted in honour and credit above all the: Princes of-the 
Courtof King Aſſzeras, conceived ſobeaſtly an hatred againſt the poore 
diſperſed Iewes (being at that timethe only Church of God) that maliti- 
ouſly he conſpired, in one day todeſtroy and put to death the whole nation, 
to the very women and infants : and in accompliſhing this his purpoſe, 
he mightily abuſed the authority of the King, wbom he falſly informed, 
That this nation would not be ſubje& ro his ordinances and lawes which 
his other people were ſubje& unto ; and that therefore hee ought not to 
permit and ſuffer them any longer. But God that carriech alwayes a 
watchfull eye over his Church, and knoweth how to breake and daſh =

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the enterpriſes of his enemies, brought all this wretches purpoſes tO 
nought, by preſerving miraculouſly thoſe whom he would have ceſtroyed, 


and making him doe reverence to Mordechews, whom hee ſpecially foughr 


to bring to infamy, and for whom he had of purpoſe provided a givber 
rohang him on, but was hanged thereon himlelfc, with ren of his ſons : 
beſide, all thoſe which had conſpired with him againſt the Iewes, were 
upon the ſame day which they had ſet downe for their mafſacre, by the 
kings commandement flaine by the hands of them whom they had appoin- 
red to the laughter. 

Balthaſar King of Babylon, as he was feafting among his Princes, com- 
manded amidſt his cups, the golden and filver Veſſels which Nebachad- 
#e224r had taken out of the Temple of Icruſalem, to be brought, that 


both he, and his princes, and his wives and concubines might drinke there- 


in , exalting himſelfe thus againſt the Lord of Heaven, and boaſting in his- 
idols of earth , therefore God being-ſtirred upto wrath againſt him, ap- 
pointed his deſtraRion even whileſt he thus dranke and made merry inthe 


| midſiof his jollity, and cauſed a ſtrange and fearcfull Fgneto appeare be- 


fore bis eyes,a bodileſſe hand writing upon the wall ovcr againſt the can- 
dleſticke ; the words of which writing portendcd the deltrution of his 
kingdome, which preſently cnſued'; for the very ſame nighe hee was 
murthered , and the Scepter ſciſed 'upon by Darivzs King of the 
Medes. —- | 

A ztiochm, by firname Epiphanes, or Excellent (though by truer report of | 
people, contemptuouſly entituled the Furious) King of Aſia, being veno- 
mouſly enraged agaidſt the Iewes, ' began at the firſt marvellouſly to op- 
preſſe them, ro rob and ſpoile their Temple, and ro ilaughter the people. 
Abour ten yeares after, deceiving the poare people with faire and ſmooth 
words, covers of moſt vile and wretched :trcaſon, whileſt they imagined 
no miſchiefe, hee ſet upon' them in ſuch erucll fore, that the lofſe and 
deſolation which they endared at that time-was incllimable , for beſides 
the deſtruQion of Jeruſalem rtbeir City, the ſlaughter of infinite multi- 


tudes of their people, andthe captivity of women and infants , as if all 


theſe were not enough, there was yet anotber miſery to make up the full 
ſumme, worſe than all the reſt : which was this ; The curſed ryrant ſee- 
ing his purpoſe not to take the full cffet, commanded every where, That all 
his ſubje&s(I megane the Iewes) ſhould forſake and abjure the Law of God, 
and be united into one Religion with the Infidels. By means of which 
Edi&the Religion of God was defaced, the books of his Law rent and 
burned, and thoſe with whom any ſuch books were found, rigorouſly pur 
to death : Which ſearefull cruelty when the Iewes perceived, it cauſed 
many of them to wax faint hearted, and to give themſclves oyer to wal- 
low in the dirty faſhions of the uncircumciſed Idolaters,and intheir mad- 
neſſe to ſubſcribe tothe unjuſt lawes of the vile monſter, Now after he had 
committed all theſe outrages, he was repulſed with diſhonour from the 
city of Elymais in Perſia, which he went about to ſpoile and robyand forced 
to fly to Babylon;where after tidings of the overthrow of his two armies in 
Iudeawith griefe and deſpight he ended his dayes. 

Antiochu the ſonne of this wretched father ſucceeding him as in his 
kingdome, ſo in wickednefſe, perjury and difloyalty ; when, tothe end to 


conſultabovr his ow ne affaires, he concluded a peace with the Iewes, and 
: by 
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by folemne oath as well of himſelfe as his princes, confirmed che tree exer- 
ciicof their Religion : behold, ſuddenly he fallied bis plighted and fworne 
fatth, and undid all chat ever he had done but it was not long «r= hee alto 
was overtaken by the army of Dcmetrizs, and together with Lyſias his Go. 
vernour, put to deat!), 

A while after rcigned Alexander his brother, who whileſt he was encom. 
bred with the troubles of Cilicia, thar revolted from him, the King of 
Agypt his father in law came traitcroufly to foreſtall him of his kwg- 
dome, tooke his wite, and gave her to his deadlieſt cnemy, and a{terward 
gavc him batcell, diſcomfired his forces, and drove him to fly into Arabia 
tor ſafety ; where in ſtead of helpe, he found an hatchet ro chopoff 
his uk which was ſent for a Preſent to gratifie the King of ZEgypt 
withall, | 

Not long after, Antiochus his ſonne recovered the Scepter of his Father, 
butalas his raigneendured bur a ſmall ſpace ; for being yer but ayoung 
chitde, hee was flaine by Tryphon in the way as he led him to warte againit 
the Iewes. And thus periſhed the curſed race of Aztiochus,which felt Gods 
wrath upon irceven inthe third generation. 

Antiochus the ſonne of Demetrius (of whom mention was made buta 
little before) after hee had chaſed 7ryphon from the kingdome of Alta, 
which he uſurped, and broken the league which he had madewith the 
Iewes, gave himſclfewholly to worke them miſchicfe. Therefore comming 
againſt Iceruſalem, he tooke it by force, commanding his ſouldicrs to pur 
all rodeath that were within the ſame: ſothat withia three days there was 
ſuch a maſſacre of young and old men,women, and children,that the num- 
ber of the {laine aroſe to foureſcore thouſand carkafles. After this, having 
executed many more villanies againſt this people, in ſo much as to make 
them'renounce the law of God, putring them crue[lyrodeath that did nor 
obey his commandementr, it came to paſſe, that thiscruell tyrant was firſt 
of all put to flight by the inhabitants of Perſepolis'a city of Perſia, for 
going about to rob their temple of their treaſures : next endamaged by an 
overthrow of his army in Indza : which hee no ſooner underſtood, but he 
rooke counſell in his fury how to be revenged of leruſalem; and belched 
forth birter threats againſt it. But in the meane time the Lord ſtroke him 
with a ſudden and incurable plague, and ſurpriſed him with a horrible tor- 
ment of his <entrails. Howbeit, for all this he ceaſed not his malftious en. 
terpriſe, but haſted forward his journey towards the Lewes with ſuch ca- 
gerneſle, that in the way he fell out of his chariot, and bruiſed fo his body, 
that ir became putrified and fo full of corruption,that very vermine ſcraw- 
led out thereof, and the rotten fleſh dropping piecemeale away, no man,no 
not himſelfe being able to endure the ſtinch thereof. Then was heconſtrai- 
ned/inthe midſt of his torments to confefle, that it was meet that he ſhould 
ſubmit himſelfunto God; that he which is mortal],ought nor toexalt him- 
ſelfe ſo high,as to comparewith the immortall God : and inthiscſtate this 
reprobate ended his wicked dayes by a ſtrange and moſt miſcrablekind or

T he firſt Emperour that tooke in hand to perſecute the Chriſtians, was 
Nerothe Tyrant; picking a quarrell againft them for ferting the Ciry on Terts',Niceph. 
fire ; which being himſclfe guilty of, hee charged themwithall,as deſirous * Commane 
co ande out any occaſion to doe them hurt ; wherefore under pretenc? of calumniation 
the ſame crime, diſcharging his owne guilt upon their backs, hee expoſed #/**+c4p-44- 
them to the fury of the people, that tormented them very ſore, as it they 
had been common burners and deftroyers of Cities,and the deadlieſt enc. 
mi.s of mankinde. Hereupon the poore Innocents were apprebended, Tacir. 4n+,',5; 
anJ ſome of them clad with skinnes of wilde beaſts, were torne in picces | 
_ 'by dngges; others crucified, or made bone-fires of on ſuch heapes, that 
thc fline ariſing from their bodies, ſerved in ſtead of torches for the nighr. 
Toconelade, ſuch horrible cruelty was uſed towards them, that many 
of their very encmies did pirtty their miſerics. Butar laſt this wrotch, rhe 
cau'erof all, ſeeing himſelfe in danger to be murchered by one appointed 
for char parp1ſe(a juſt reward for hi+ horrible and unjuſt dealing)baſtened 
his death by killing himſelfe, as it ſhall be ſhewed moreat large inthe (e- 
cond booke, 
The author of the ſecond perſecution againſt the Chriſtians,was Domr- $uee. 
$41, who was ſo paft up and (wolnewith pride,that hewould needs aſcribe ant Haier ogg 
uato himlſelfe the name of God. Againſt this man roſe up bis houſhold Frere lt. 
ſervants whoby his wives conſent ſlue him with daggers in his privy cham- $Sue., 
ber : his body was buried without honour, his memory curſed to poſterity, nary 
and his enſignes and trophies throwne downe and defaced. 
Tr4jan, who albeit inall things, and inthe government of the Empire 
alſo, ſhewed himſelfe a good and ſage Prince, yet did hee daſh and bruiſe 
himſelfe againſt chis ſtone with the reſt, and was reckoned the third perſe- 
cuter of the Church of Chriſt:for which cauſe he underwent alſorh. crucll Dion. 
vengeanceof God,and felt his heavy hand upon him: for firſt he tell iyzoa 
palfie,and when he had loſt the uſe of his ſences(perſwading himlelfe that 
he wa+ poiſoned)gor a dropſy a!ſo,and fo died in greatanguiſh. 
Hadrianin the ninth yeareof his Empire cauſed tenne thouſand Chri- 
ſtians ro be crucified in Armenia at one time , and after that ceaſed nor to 
ſtirre up a very hor perſecution againſt them in all places. But Goc perſe- 
cured him, and that to his deſtruRion ; firſt withan iſſue of bloud, where- 
with he was (o weakned and diſquieted, that oftentimes be would faine Maxder.7.7.x. 
have made away himſelfe: next with a conſumption of the lungs & lights, &'* 9% 


which be ſpate out of his mouth continually ; and thirdly with an m_ 
able 
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able dropfic:ſo that ſeeing himſelfe inthis horrible rorment, he defired poi- 
ſon to haſten his death,or a knife to make quicke riddance ; but when all 
thoſe means were kept backe, he was inforced to endure ſtill,and at laſt to 
die ingreat miſery. 

W hileſt Marcus Antonize, firnamed Yerw, ſwayed the empire, there 
were exceeding, cruelties ſer abroach againſt the poore Chriſtians every 
where, but eſpecially at Lions and Vienna in Daulphio (ﬆs Exſcbime in his 
Eccleſiafticall Hiſtory recordeth;) wherefore he wanted nor his puniſh- 
ment, for he died of an Apoplcxy, after he had lien ſpecchlefle three 
dayes. | 

{08 that Severus had proclaimed himſelfe a profeſt enemy to Gods 
Charch,his affaires began eodecline, and be found himſelfe peſtered wirh 
divers extremitics, and ſct upon with many watrres ; and at length aſ- 
ſaulred with ſuch an extreme paine throughout his whole body, that lan- 
2viſbivg and conſuming, he defired oft to poiſon himſelf,and ar laſt died in 
vreat diſtreſſe, Y itellius Saturuings one of his Licvtenants in thoſe exploits 
became blinde : another called Claudius Herminianus Governour of Capa- 
docia, who in hatred of his owne wife that was a Chriſtian, had extreme! 
sfMiced many of the faithfull, was afterwards himſelfe affliQed with the 
peſtilence,perſccured with vermine bred in his owne bowels, and devoured 
of them alive in moſt miſerable ſort. Now lying inthis miſery,be deſired 
not to be knowne or ſpoken of by any,leſt the Chriſtians that were left un- 
murthered, ſhould rejoice at his deſtruQion, conteſſng alſo that thoſe' 


_ plagues did juſtly beride him for his crvelties ſake, 


Dccius, in hatred of Philip his predeceſſor ,that had made ſome profeſſion 
of Chriſti:nity,wrought tooth and naile to deſtroy the Church of Chriſt, 
uſing all the cruelties and rorments which his wit could deviſe, againſt all 
thoſe which before time had offered themſelves tobe perſecuted for that 
cauſe. Buthis devilliſh praiſes were cut ſhort by means of the war which 
he waged againſt the Scythians,wherein, when he had rai ow not full ewo 
yeares,l1is army was diſcomfited, and he with his ſon crue]ly killed. Others 
ſay,thattoeſcape the hands of his encmies,he ran 1ntoa whirlcpir,and that 
his hody was never found after. 

Neither did the juſt hand of God plague the Emperovr onely, but alſo 
as well the heathen Gentiles throughout all Provinces and dominions of 
the Romane Empire. For immediately after the death of this Tyrant,God 
ſcat ſuch a plague and peſtilence amongſt them, laſting for the ſpace of ten 
ycares together, that horrible it is to heare, and almoſt incredible to be- 
leeve, D:0nyſims writing to Hierax a Biſhopof Agypt, declarcththe mor. 
tality of this plague to have been ſo great at Alexandria, where hee was 
Biſhop, that there was no houſe in the whole city free. And although 
the greatneſle of the plague touched alſo the Chriſtiar s ſomewhat, yet it 
ſcourged the heathen Idolaters much more : beſide thar, the behaviour 
of the one and the other was moſt divers : ſor as the foreſaid Dionyſimdorh 
record, the Chriſtians through brotherly Love and piety did not refuſe one 
tovifitand comfort another, and to miniſter to him what need required: 
notwithſtanding it was to them great danger for divers rberewere, whoin 
clofing up their eies, in waſhing their bodies, and intcrring them in the 
ground,were next themſelves which followed them to their graves. Yet all 


this ſtayed net rhem from doing their duty , and ſhewing mercy one to 


another.

another. Whereas the Gentiles contrarily being extremely viſited by the 
band of God, felt the plague, but conjidered nor the ſtriker , neither yet a3 
conſidered they their neighbour, bur every mao ſhifting for himſelfe, ca- 
red not for one another. Such as were infected, ſome they would caſt out 
of rhe doores halfe dead, to be devoured of dogs and beaſts , ſome they 
let diewirhio thceirhouſes, withour all ſuccor;ſome they ſuffered tolic un- 
buried, for thatrno mandurſi come neere them : and yet notwithſtanding, 
for all cheir voyding and ſhifting , the peſtilence followed them whither- 
ſoever they went, and miſerably conſurged them, Inſomuch that D7pnyſies 
reporteth of bis owne city Alexandria, That there was nor left inthecity; 
of old and young, ſo many as there was wont to be old men from three- 
ſcore yeares upwards. This plague, though ic ſpred it ſelfe over the whole 
world, yet eſpecially it raged where the EdiQts of the Empetour had 
hens againſt the Chriſtians, whereby many places became utterly de- 
olate. x | 
7 alerien, albeit in the beginning of his Empire be ſhewed himſelf ſom-

The like ſeverity of Gods terrible judgment is alſo robe noted inGlay- rienric, de £5:

to be poſſeſſed andvexed bf the Devill, in ſach ſort, that biting aff his  * * 
owne tongue in many ſmall pieces,be ſoended his dayes. 
| Neither did Galiens the ſonne of 7 alerien, after the captivity of bis fa- 
ther, utterly eſcape the righteous hand of God: for beſide the miſerable 
captivity of bis father, whom he could notreſtore, ſuch firange portents, 
and ſuch earthquakes did happen, alſo ſuch tumults, commorions,and re- 
bellions did follow, that Trebe#o doth reckon up tothe number ot thirry 
together, which at ſundry places, all at one time, tooke upon them tobe 
Emperouts of rhe Romane Monarchy : by the means whereof hee was not 
able to ſuccour his father,chough he would:notwithſtanding the ſaid Gali. 
ewus,being,as is thoughr,terrified by the example of bis fatber,did remove, Zafeb+l.7. c.1: 
or at lcaſtwiſe moderate the perſecution ſtirred up againſt the Chriſtians, | 
as it may appeare by his Edid ſer forth in Enſebims. K 
Axrclianbeing upon point to trouble the quiet of the church, which ic a 
while enjoyed under the Emperour Galjen;even whilft\be was deviſing new 
praQiſes againſt ir;a thunderbolt fell from heaven ar his feet, which ſo 
amazed him,that bis malitious and bloud-thirſty mind was ſomewhat re- 
bated and repreſſed from dpingrthat which he pretended , untill chatrerur- 7p. 
ning to his old bent, and perſevering to purſue his-purpoſe; when: Gods Nice:

Diecl:fanwent.another way toworke, ſor he did pot ſer abroach all bis 
practiſes atone puſh, but firſt aſſayed by ſubtle means ro make thoſe that

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were inhis army to renounce their faith; then by open proclamation com- 
manded, that their churches ſhould be rafed and beaten downe, their 
Bibles burned and torne in pieces : that they thatwere Magiſtrates, or bore 
any publique office in the commonwealth, it they were Chriſtians,ſhould 
be depoſed : and'that all bondmen that would forſake their profeſſion, 
ſhould'be enfranchiſed. When hee had thus left no deviſe unpraRiſed 
that might further ro aboliſh and deſtroy the religionof Chriſt, and per- 
ceiving that, notwithſtanding all his malice and cruell rage, it every day 
(through the wonderfull conſtancy of Martyrs) increaſed and grew even 
againſtthe haire ; with very ſpightand anger he gave up the Empire, And 
laftly,'when be had been tormented with diverſe and firange diſcaſes,and 
that his bouſe had been ſer on fire with lightniog,and burned with fire from 
heaven, and he himſclfe ſo ſcarred with thunder, that he knew not where ro 
hide him, he fell njad and killed bimſelfe.. There was joyned tothis man 
inthe government of the Empire, one Maximilian, whole cruelty and ty- 
ranny againſt the Chriſtians was ſo outragious alſo, that upon a ſolemne 
feftivall day, when infinite numbers of them were aſſembled together at 
Nicomedis, in a Temple, to ſerve God, he ſent a band of Atheiſts to in- 
cloſe them, and burne the Temple and'them rogerher, as they indeed did : 
for there were conſumed at that bone- fire (as Nicephorue writeth) twenty 
thouſand perſons. Inlike ſortdealthewith'a whole city in Phrygia, which 
afterhe had long befieged, hee cauſcd to be- burnt-to-_cinders, with all the 
inhabicants therein. Bur-the end of this wretch was like his life, even mi- 
ſerable : for lying awhile fickeof a gricvous diſcaſe, the very vermine and 
ſuch horrible ſtinke came forth of his body, that for ſhameand griefe hee 
hung himſelfe. ol, | 

Maximinus that raigned Emperour in the Eaſt, was conſtrained to inters 
rupt ahd make ceaſe his perſecution which he had begun, by means of a 
dangerfgliand grievous fickneſſe , and to confirme a generall peace toall 
Chriſtiats in bis dominions,by publique Edias. | ; 

His ficknefſe was thus : In the privy members of his body, theregrew a 
ſudden putrifaQion,and after in the bottome of the ſamea botchy corrupt 
bile,with a fiſtula, conſuming and caring up his intrails, out of the which 
came ſwarming an innumerablemulritude of lice, with ſuch a peſtiferous 
ſtinke, that no man could abide him ; and ſo much the more, forthar all 

the groſſeneſſe of his body, by abundance of meat before he fell ficke, was 
turned into fat; which fat now putrified and ſtinking, was fo ugſome and 
horrible, that none thar came to him could abide the fight thereof,by rea- 
ſon whereof the Phyficians which had him in cure, ſome of them nor able 
toabide the intolcrable ſtink, were commanded to be ſlaine , other ſome, 
becauſe they could not heale him, being paſt hope, were alſocruelly put to 
death. Atlength, being pur in remembrance, that his diſeaſc was ſent of 
God, hee began to repent of the cruelty which he had ſhewed the Chriſti- 
ans,and forthwith commanded all perſecution to ceale. ; 

Bur (alas) this peace was ſo brittle, that it laſted but ſix moneths ; for 
cventhen he ſought by all means poſſible againe to trouble and diſquier 
theirreſt, and ſent forth a new Edi@ quite contrary to the former, impor- 
ting their utter deſtraction. And thus being nothing amended, bur rather 
made worſe by his ſickneſle, it affailed hin afreſh, in ſuch ſorr, that every 
day growing in extremity, as he grew in cruelty, it at laſt broughthim ny

Inthe tenth yeareof the perſecution of Diaclefian, Galerizs his ci rp Chro, 

miniſter and inſtrument in thar pra@iſe, fell intoa grievous ſicknefle, ha 
vinga ſorerifen intheneither partof his _ which conſumed his thy 
members, from whence ſwarmedyteat plenty of wormes engendred Ni 
putrefaQion. This diſeaſe could not be holpen by any Chirutger | 
{ick-wherefore be confeſſed that it juſtly happened unto hit fo 
trous cruelty towards the Chriſtians, and called in his' Secunia 
which he had publiſhed againſt them.

neſſe, uſed him moſt currzſhly. But preſently as he went te the Baths, ro 
make them ready for the Emperour, thehand of Goa ſtroke him wirh an 
Apoplexy, that he fell downe dead intothe waters. 
Theod.t.3.c.7. , Under the Empire of /#/ia»the Apoſtate, all they that eitFer conſpired 
or praRiſcd thedeath of Cyril a Deacon of Heliopolis, ſcituate neer to 
Libanus, came toa milerable end : for after that Conſtantine was deceaſed, 
by whole authority the boly Martyr bad broken downe many of their Ima- 
ges and 1dolls, the abhominable {dolatersdid not onely murther him, bur 
alſo devoured his liver with bread, as if it bad been the ſweereſt morſell of 
meat inthe world. Bur the all-ſceingeye of God ſaw their villany, and 
his revengefull rod bruiſed ther in peeces : for their tecthwherewiththey 
chewed that unnatural food, fell all outof their beads 3 and their tongues 
wherewith they taſted it, rotred and confurned to _— ; and 'laſtly,their 
eyes which beheld it, failed thern, and they becaine blinde.

Ar Tyre a City of Phenicia,underrhe raigne of Drocleſian,many Chri- 
ſians that tourly profeſied and maintained the Faith and Religion of 
Chriſt Jeſus, wete after many tortures and deftruQions, expoſed to wilde 
beaſts to be devoured, as Beares, Libards, wilde Boares, and Buls : the {a- 
vage baſts, though made fierce and furious by fires and ſwords, yet (1 know 
not by what ſecret inſtinR,) refuſed once to touch them, or to come neere 
them, but turned their teeth upon the Infidels that were without, and came 
to ſer them or: upon the Saints, and tore many of them in pieces in their 
ſteads. Howbeit, althouph they eſcaped. the jawes of wilde beaſts, yer 
they eſcaped not the ſwords of ther that were more ſavage than any beaſts: 
20d though the bowels of Beares refuſed to entombe them, Jet were they 
intended inthe flouds , and crowned with the Crowne of ſacred martyr- 
"Proceſs and Hertiawm, Keeper of the Priſon wherein the Apoſiles Fe- 
'  #er and Paul were incloſed at Rome, ſeeing the miracles which were 
wrought by their hands, believed in Chriſt, and together with ſeven and 
forty other priſoners were baptized. Which when Pazlinu the Judge per- 
ceived, hee injoyned them to lay atidg tbeir conſTience, and offer facrifice 
: to1dols. But they,readier to obey God than man, could neither by threats 
Fine": nor violencebee brought to it3 bnt choſe rather to ec beaten with clubs

= Syriahs : ſurely an egregious figne of Gods heavie wrath and diſplea- 

ure. 

Toconclude,there was never any that ſet themſelves againſt the Church 
of God, but God ſer himſelfeagainſt rhem by ſome notable juagement: ſo 
that ſome were murthered by their ſubjeRs,as Bluſo King of the Vandales;

CHAP. XI. 


: Of the Tewes that perſecuted Chriſt. 


Y how much the offence of the Iews was more hainous ; 
not onely in deſpiſing and reje&ing the Lord of glory, 
whom God had ſent amongſt them tor their ſalvation,but 
alſo in being ſo wicked as to put him to death;by ſomuch 

51 the more hathGod beſtowed his fearfull indignation upon 

= them :as at many other times, fo eſpecially by that great 

calamity and deſolation which they abidar their laſt deſtruction, begun 
by Y eſpaſian, and perfeAed by Tirm, which was ſo great and lamentable, 


cut. As for Jeraſalem, when it hada longtime cadured the brunt of the tha 
warre both within and without, it was pinched with ſo ſore a famine, that warsof the 
the dung of Oxen ſerved ſome for mear : others fed vpon the leather of old Iewsl.z. 
ſhoves and buckles; anddivers women were driven to the exttemity tO7;4.6.c0.10 
boyle andeat their owne children : Many thinking to fave their lives by Lib-7-c.7.8. ! 
flying tothe Enemy,were taken and lit in pieces, in hope to finde gold and L3b.6.caq-LSe 
filver in theirguts ; in one night two thouſand were thus pitcoully dealt 
withall ; and at the laſt the —_ City was by force taken, and the holy 
Temple conſumed by fire. And this in generall was the miſerable iſſue of 
that lamentable warre: during which, fourſcore and ſeventeen thouſand 
Tewes were taken Priſoners,andeleven hundred thouſand flaine for within 
the city were incloſed from the beginning to the ending, all thoſe chat were 
aſſembled rogether from all quarters of the earth, to keep the Paſſtover , 
as their cuſtome was. As touching the priſouers, ſome were carried to 
Rome in triumph; others were here and there maſlacred at their conque- 
rors wils;ſomes lot it was to be torn in Pieces and devoured of wild-beaſts; 
others were conſtrained to march in troops againſt their ſe}lowes, and kill 
one another as if they had been _— « Allwhich cvils came upon _

for the deſpight and fury which they uſed rowards the. Sonne of God and 
our Saviour ; and that was the cauſe why he, foreſceing this deſojation, 


wept over Jeruſalem, and ſaid, That {it ſhould be beſieged on every fide, and 


raſed to the ground, and that not one ſtone ſhould be left apon ancther, becauſe it 
knew not the time of her viſitation, Likewile ſaid he tothe woman that bewai- 
led him as he was led to the Crofle, That hey ſbonld nor weep for him, but for 
themſelves andtheir children, becauſe of the dayes of forrow which were to 
come, wherein the barren and thoſe that had no children, and the dngs rhat 
never ſuckled ſhould bee courted happy. So horrible and pitifull was 
the deſtrudtion of this people, that God would not ſuffer any of bis owne 


; Children to bee wrapped in their miſerics, nor to perifh with this perverſe 


and unbelieving Nation: for ( as E»ſeb1w reporteth) they were a little be- 
fore the arrivall of theſe miſchiefes,advertiſed from heaven by the ſpeciall 


' providence of God, to forſake rhe City, and retire” into ſome far Coun- 


oak —_— ry where none of theſe evils might COmMe Ncecr them. The reliques of th 1s

wretched pcople that remained after this mighty tempeſt of Gods wrath, 


 remprof the Were diſperſed and ſcattered throughout allnations under heaven, beeing 


ſubje& ro them with whom they ſojourned, without King, Prince, Judge, 
or Magiſtrate ro lead and guidethetn, or to redrefle their wrongs, but were 
altogether at the diſcretion and commandement of the Lords of thoſe 
Countries wherein they made their abode 3 ſothat their condition and kind 
of life is at this day fo vileand contemptible ( as experience ſheweth)that 
no natien inthe world is halfe ſo' miſerable, which 1s a manifeſt badge of 
Gods vengeance yet abiding upon them. 

And yet forall this, theſe diſpetſed reliques ceaſed not to vomit out the 
foameof their malice againſt Chrift, it being ſo deep rooted an evill, and 


ſo inveterate,that time nor reaſon could revoke them from it. And no mar- 


vell, ſeeing that God uſeth ro:-puniſh che greateſt ſinnes with other ſinnes, 
as with the greateſt puniſhment : ſothey having ſhut their eyes to the 1ighr 
when it ſhined among them, are now given over to a reprobate and harde- 


ned ſence ; otherwiſe it were Tot poſſible they ſhould remain ſo obſtinare. 


And albeit ( God be thanked ) we have many converts of them, yet I dare 
ſay for the moſt part, they remain in malitious blindneſſe, barking againſt, 
and deſpighting bothour Saviour himſelfe, and all that profeſic his name, 
—_— their puniſhments have been ſtill according to their deſerts : as 
by theſe examples following ſhall appeare. | | 

The Jewes of Inmeſter, a Towne lying betwixt Calchis and Antioch, 
beingupon a time celebrating their accuſtomed playcs and feaſts, in the 
midſt of their jollity, as their uſe is, they contumeliouſly revyed not cnly 
Chriftians, but even Chriſt himſelfe: for they gor a Chriſtian childe, and 


hung him upon a Crofle, and after many mocks and taunts, making them- 


ſelves merry at him, they whipt him to death. VVhat greater villany could 
there be than this > Or wherein conld theſe Devils incarnate ſhew forth 
their malice more apparently thanthus ? not content once to have cruct- 
fied Chriſt the Saviour of rhe World, but by imitation to performe it 
againe 3 andas it wereto make knowne, that if it were urcone, they would 
doe it : Soalſo handled they a boy called Simeon, of two years ard an halfe 
old, in the yeare ot our Lord 1476. and an another in Fretuliwum five years 
after that. But above all, they maſſacred a poore Carpenters ſon in Hun. 


fon : 


gary in hatred of Chriſt, whom they falfly ſuppoſed to bee a Carpenters 
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ſon: for they cutin two all his veines, and ſuckt out his bloud with quills, 31 
And being appreitended and tortured, they confeſſed that they had done h 
the like at Thirna foure yeares before; and that they could not be without 
Chriſtian bloud, for therewithall they anointed their Prieſts. But at all 

theſe times they ſuffered juſt puniſhment, for being ſtill taken, they were 
either hanged, burned, murthered, or put ro ſome other cruell death, at 

the diſcrerion of the Magiſtrates. Moreover, they would at divers times 

buy the Hoſt of ſome Popith Prieſt, and thruſt it through wirh their 
knives, and uſe it moſt deſpightfully, This did one Eleazerw in the yeare 

of our Lord 1492, the 23 of October, but was burnt for his labour : and 

<_ and thirty at another time forthe ſame villanie, by the Marqueſle o- 
achings : for the caitites would ſuffer themſelves to be bapriſed for none 0- 

ther end, but more ſecurely to exerciſe their villanies. 

Another Jew is recorded in the yeare of our Lord 147 to have ſtoln the cop nediw. 
picureof Chriſt our ot a Church, & to havetiruſt it through many times /ib. 3.cap.6. 
with his ſword, wlercourt, when bioud miraculouſly iflued, hee amazed, 
would have burned it,but being taken in the manner,the Chrtſtians ſtoned 
him to death. The truth of which Rory, Fug I wwll not ſtand to avow, 
yet I doubt not bur- ir 'might berrue, conſidering that either the Devill 
might by his cunning ſo foſter and confirme their ſuperſtition, or rather 
that ſeeing Chriſt is the fubjeQ of their religion as well as of ours, though 
after a corrupt and facrilegious torme, and that the Jew did not ſo much 
aime at their reli at Chriſt the ſubje& of ir, the Lord might ſhew a 
miracle, not to eſtabliſh their errour, but to confound the Jews impiety, 
eſpecially m thoſe young yeares of the Church. | 

In our Engliſh Chronicles arc recorded many hiſtories of the malitious 
practiſes of the Jews againſt Chriſtians, in hatredof Chriſt Jeſus aurSavi- 
our, whom they in contempr call our crucified God; and eſpecially this 
devilliſh praiſe was moſt frequerit amongſt them here in England, as in 
Germany, France, and other pl.ces wheret! ey were ſuffered to iphabites ,;. -,5.;. 
namely every year to ſteale ſome Chriſtian mans childe from the parents, 
«nd on good Friday to crucific him in deſpight of Chriſt and Chriſtian 
religion. Thusthey ſerved a childe at Lincolne named Hugo, of nine years 
of age, in the yeare 1255, inthe rcigne of Hewrythet!:ird, and anotherat (:prexſe 
Norwich about the ſametime z baving firſt circumciſed him and detained Fiore biftor. | 
him awhole yeare in cuſtody. In which rwo fafts they were 2pprehended ; 
and art Lincolne rhurty two of tliem pur ro death, and at Norwich twenty, 
But this was not all the puniſhment that they endured : as they proceeded 
and increaſed in their malice againſt Chriſt and his religion, fo he procee- 
ded in vengeance and indignation againſt them : Firſt therefore at the co- 
ronation of Richard the firſt, whereas ſome of them preſumed to enter into 
the Court-gate contrary to the Kings exprefle commandement, a great tu- 
mult arifing thereupon, a number of them were flaine, and their houſes 
fired in the City of London,by the raging mulrirude - and from thence the 
example ſpred into all other countries of the Land : for they following the 
example of the Londoners, havocked, ſpoyled, killed, and fired as man 
Jewes as they could come by ; untill by the = Writs unto the Sheri: 
of every County the tumult was appeaſed, and ſame few of the principall 
authors and ftirrers of this outrage puniſhed, And it is to bee noted, that 
this yeare the Iewes held for their Iubilie, but it turned to them a years 
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22 of confuſion. Neither were they thus maſſacred onely by the Chriſtians, 
but they became butchers of rhemſelves alſo : For in the City of Yorke, 
when as they had obtained the occupying of a certaine Caſtle for their 
preſervation, and afterward were not willing to reſtore it roche Chriſti- 
ans 2gaine, andbeing ready to bee vanquiſhed, and offering much money 
for their lives, when as that would not be accepted, by the counſell of an 

old Jew among them, every one with a ſharpe raſor cut anothers throat, 
whereby a thouſand and five hnndred of them were at that preſent deſtroy- 
ed. At North-Hamptona number of them were burnt, for enterprizing 
to fire the City with wilde-fire,wbich they had prepared for that purpoſe; 
befides many grievous impoſitions and taxes which were laid upon them. 
At laſt by King Edward the firſt they were utterly baniſhed this Realme of 
England, in the yeare 1291 : For which deed the Commons gave unto 
the King a Fifteen. And abont the ſame timealſo they were baniſhed out 
of _ for the like praQtices3 and till the wrath of God ceaſeth not ro 
puniſh them in all places whereſoever they inhabit. | 
1e.Fincet,t.,, , But that their Impiety may bee yet more diſcovered, I will here ſer 
de Miracui. downe the confeffion of one of their own Nation, a Jew of Ratisbone con- 
.. verted to the Faith, one very skilfull in the Hebrew tongue. This man 
being asked many queſtions about their ſuperſtition and ceremonies, an- 
ſwered very fitly : and being demanded, why they thirſted fo after Chri- 
\ ftianmensbloud? He ſaid it was a myſtery onely knowne tothe Rabbines 
/ and higheſt perſons ;but that this was their cuſtome he knew, when any 
of them was ready to dye, a Rabbine anointed him with this bloud, uſing 
ns Wh. A(> theſe ot ſuch like words : 1f hee that was promiſed in the Law and Prophets 
” "r-**  hahiruly appeared, and if this Teſw crucified bee the very Meſfias, then let the 
114 +141), blond of this innocent man that diedin hu Faith, cleanſe thee from thy ſins, and 
belp thee to eternal life. Nay Epiphaniue affirmeth, That the Jews of Tybe- 
riasdid more confidently affirme itthan thus : for they would whiſper into 
adying manseare, Beleeve in Ieſw of Nazareth whons our princes crwcified, for 
| bheſhall cometo judge thee in thelatter day: All which declareth how impious 
© theyaretogoe againſt their owne conſcience, and upon how fickle ground 
all their Religion ſtandeth.

cruelty, thereby foſeppreſſe the truth, and quench that faire and cleere 
light, which God after long rime of blindnefle and ignorance, had cauſed 
of his infinite mercy to ſhine pon us. - There fires were kindled every 
where with the bones of —_ whileſt forthe ſpace of forty yeares or 
therceabouts they never ceaſed ro burne thoſe that were followers of that 
way. Now when they ſaw thatall their butcheries and burnings were not 
able to conſume. this holy ſeed, but that the more they went about ro 
choake it, the more it grew up and increaſed, they tooke another courſe, 
and raiſed up tggubles and ſedirions in all quarters,as if by that means they 
ſhould pods. ar of their purpoſe. Hell vomited ” all her Furiesof 
warrethe whole earth was in a tumult, youvg and old with tooth and naile 
were imployed to root out the Church of Chriſt,but God ſtretching forth 
his arme againſt all their praiſes, ſhewed himſelfe net only a Conqueror, 
bur alſoa moſt ſharpe none ot all his adverſaries. This is moſt apparens 
inthat which happenedto Themes Arendel an Engliſh man, Archbifhop

This man therefore, at that time when the Chri- 

ftiansof C-brier and Merindol began to ſuffer perſecution, baving ob tai- 
ned a Commiſſion from the Biſhop of Provence and the Embaſſagour* 
Avignion, to make inquifition after and ſeiſe upon the bodies of all chem 
thatwere called Lutherans ; ceaſed not to afli& them! with the cruelleſt 
rorments he could deviſe : Amongft many of his terturesthis was one, To 
cauſetheir boots tobe filled with boiling greaſe, andthen fafthing them 
overthwartwiſe over a bench, their legs hanging over a gentle fire, to ſeerh 
them todeath. The French King advertiſed. of this cruelty, ſent our his 


Letters Patents fromtkbe Parliament of Provence, charging, That ay 
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Tohn.de Roms ſhould be apprehended, impriſoned, and by proceſſe of law 
condemned. Which news when the Caitife heard, he fled backe as faſt as 
he could trot to Avignion, there purpoſing to recreate and delight him- 


 ſelfe with the excrements of his oppreſſion and robbery which hee had 


wrung out of the purſes of poor people : but ſee how Cohtrary to his ho 

it fell our 3 for firſt he was r bed of his evill gotten goods by his oi 
ſervants ; and preſently upon the ſame hee fel} ficke of ſo horrible and 
ſtrange a diſeaſe, that no ſalve or medicinecould be found to aflwage his 
paine 3 and beſide it was withall ſo loathfome, that a'man could-not en- 
dure his company for the ſtinke and corruption which flived from him, 
For which cauſe the white Frycrs « his Cloyſterers) conveyed him out of 
their Covent intothe hoſpitall;where increafing in ulcers and vermine.and 
being become now odious ,not onely toothers, but to himſelfe alſo, hee 
wouldoften cry, cither to be'delivered from his noyſomneſſe, or to bee

Andthus in hortible torments and moſt feartull deſpaire he moſt miſera- 
bly died. /Now being dead, there was none found that would give Sepul- 
tureto his rotten carkafſe, kad nota Monke of the ſame Order dragged the 
carrion into a ditch, which he provided for the purpoſe. 

The Lord of Reveſt, whos while ſwpplicd the place of the chiefe Prefi- 
dent in the Parliament of Provence,by whoſe meanes many of the Faith- 
full were put to death, after hee was put beſide his office, and returned

ſuch furious and mad firs withall, that his wife and neereſt allyance not da-

A Counſellor of the ſame Court called Befemont,was ſo hot and zealous 
in proceeding againſt the poor priſoners for the Word of Gods ſake, that 
tothe end to pack them ſoontothe fire, he uſually departed not fromthe 
Judgement Hall from morning toevening,but cauſed his meat and drinke 
to beebrought for his meales, returning not home but onely ar night to 
take his reft. But whilefſt hee thus ſtrongly and endeavourouſly imploy- 
ed himſelfe about theſe affaires, there began a little ſore to riſe upon his 


foot, which atthe firſt being no bigger, than if a waſpe bad ſtung the place, 


grom quickly ſo red and fullot paine, and fo increaſed the firft day by ranc- 
ling over all-his feot,and inflaming the)ſame, that by the judgement of 
Ph Xi and Chirurgions, through the contagious fire that ſpread it 
ſelte over his whole body, .it ſeemed incurable, except by cutting off kis 
foot, the other members of rhe body might be preſerved : which hee inno 
Caſe willing to yield unto, for all the medicines that were applied unto it, 
found the ſecond day bis whole leg infeRted, andthe rbird bis whole thigh, 
and the fourth day his whole body, inſomuch that he died the ſame day, his 
dead body being all partched as it it had been rofted by a fire. And thus he 
that was ſohat in burning poore Chriſtians,was himſelte by a ſecret flame 
of Gods wrath; as by ſlow and ſoft fire, burned and conſumed to death.

Alltheſe almoſt, with many more which I could recite,dycd ſuddenly, 
being moſt cruell and horrible perſecutors of the flocke of Chriſt. Many 


- there were, which though they eſcaped ſudden death, yet did nor avoid 


a moſt miſerable and wretched end. In the number whereof I may place 
firſk Alexander the Keeper of Newgate, together with his ſonne in law 


Tohn Peter , of whom mention was made betore : Alſo Maſter Woodroofe 


the Sheriffe of London, who uſed to rejoyce at the death of the poore 
Saints of Chriſt, and would not ſuffer Maſter Rogers, going to his Mar- 
tyrdome, to ſpeake with his children : this man lay ſeven or eight yeares 
bed-rid, having one balfe of his body+ all benummed, and fo conti- 
nued till his dying day. Alſo one Baron the Bayliffe of Crowland in 
Lincolneſhire, who having beeri a Proteſtant in outward ſhew in King 
Edwards dayes, as ſoone as Queene £Hary was quietly ſeared inthe king- 
dome, became very earneſt in ſetting up the Maſle againe, and conftrai- 
ned the Curate by threats to leave the Engliſh Service, and fay Maſle.. 
This blinde Bailifte not long after, as hewas riding with one of his neigh- 


| bours, a Crow flying over his head, let her excrements fall upon his face, 


the poyſoned ſtinke and ſavour whereof ſo annoyed his ſtomacke, that he 
never left vomiting untill he came home, and there after certaine dayes, 
withextreame paineof vomiting, crying and-curſing the Crow,deſperate- 
ly bedyedwithout any token of repentance.

his wife was alfo ſtricken with the falling ſickneſle, with thewhich malady | 


ſhe was never infeRed before. ; 

Laſtly(to omit many others)one Twiford is not to be forgotten ; who in 
King Henries dayes was a buſic doer in ſettingup ſtakes for the burning of 
poore Martyrs : and ſeeing the ſtakes conſume fo faft, provideda big tree, 
cutting off the top,and ſet it up in Smithfield, ſaying, will have « ſtake that 
foal bold, But behold Gods hand ; before ever that tree was conſumed, the 
fate of Religion turned, and he fell into an borrible diſeaſe, rotting alive 
above the ground beforc he dyed. 

Beſides theſe, many there were that hanged themſelves. As for cx- 
ample, one Clarke an open enemy to the Goſpel] in King Edwards dayes, 
hanged himſelfe in the Tower. So did Pavier the Towne- Clarke of Lon- 
don, another bitter enemy tothe Goſpell. So did the ſonne of one Lever 
a husbandrnan, that mocked and fcorned ar the holy Martyr Maſter Zat#- 
wer, being dead; andthat at the ſame boure, as neereas could be gathered, 
whilft his father was railing uponthe dead Martyr. So did Henry Smith 
a ms. Proteſkane;became a Papift. Others drowned 
themſclves3:as namely*Richard Long dt Calice, in King Henrythecights 
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Ofthoſe that perſecuted Gods Indyements: the Goſpell in our Age: 


our Lord 1566. Andone Laningtona Fellow of the fame Colledge, ina 
Well at Padua, or as foinethinke, at Rome.

was ſaved, but he was damned ; and ſo continued rill his dying day. So

—_ againſt the Goſpell of Chriſt and the Profeſſors thereof, fell ſtarke 
mad, |

The overthrow of many mighty ones inour Age, ſerve for a looking 


glaſle to repreſent the high exploits of the wondertull judgements whic 
the King of Kings hath ſent upon thoſe that have in any place or countrey 
whatſoever, reſiſted and ſtrove againſtthe Truth: whereof ſome after great 
victories, which by their ſingular dexterity and worldly wiſedome in the 
mannaging of their affaires, have atchieved, by a perverſe and overthwart 
end,contrary to their former proſperity,have darkned and obſcured the re- 
nowne and glory of all their brave deeds,their good report dying with their 
bodyes, and their credit impaired and buried with them in their graves. 
Others in like manner having addreſſed all their forces, and laid thei bat- 
tcry, and placed all their Pieces and Canons againſt thewals of Sion, and 
thinking to blow it up and conſume it to aſhes, have made many breaches 
into the ſides thercof,yea they have ſo bent all their ſtrengthagainſt it, and 
afflicted it with ſuch outragious cruelty, and unmercifull effafion of bloud, 
chat it is pitifull and lamentable to remember: howbeit after all their po- 
licies and practiſes, their courage hath been at length abated, and them- 
ſelves raked one after another out of this world, with manifeſt markes ofthe 
juſt vengeance of God upon them. For _ it may ſeem for atimethat 
God flepeth and regardeth riot the wrongs andoppreſſions of his ſervants, 
yet he never failethtocarry a watchfull eyeupon them, and: in his fitteſt 
timeto revenge himſelte upon their enemies.

luntary, the laſt both voluntary and malitious: which though they be all 


very bainous end offenfive in the ſight of God, yer the ſecond and: third 


ſort are moſt dangerous,and of them alſoone more hurcfull and pernitious 
than the other,as we ſhall perceive by that which followeth. Now as all 
theſe kinds are different one from another, ſo will referre the examples of 
each ſort to his ſeverall place, that the efficacy thereof may be the better 
perceived, And firſt of thoſe which have fallen away through feare and 
iofirmity, and afterward in order of the reft. Arhough that they who by 
the conceit and feare of tortures preſented before their eyes, or of ſpeedy 
and cruell death threatned againſt chem, doe decline and ſlide backe from 
the proſeſſionof the Goſpell, may pretend fos excuſe the weakenefſe and 
feebleneſle of the fleſh, yer doubtleſle they are found guilty before the 
throne of God, for preferriog the love of this tranſitory and temporary life 
before the zeale of his glgry, and the honour which is due to his onely be- 
gotten Sonne, eſpeciallVar that eimewhen they are called out of purpoſe 
by their Martyrdome to witnefle his ſacred truth before men, and he deſi- 
reth moſt to be glorified by their free and conſtant perſeverance therein : 
to the which perſeverance they are exhorted by many faire promiſes of 
eternall life and bappineſſe : and from the contrary terrified by threats of 
death and confuſion,and upon paine to be diſcharged from the preſence of 
Chriſt before God, becauſe they have denied .him before men : which is 
the miſery of all miſcries, and the greateſt that can happen to any man; 
for what ſhall become of that man whom the Sonne of God doth not ac- 
knowledge 2 Now to prove thar God is indeed highly offended ar this 
faint-hearted cowardlinefle, be m_—_— bath made knowne unto us,by the 
puniſhments which divers times he hath ſcent upon the heads of ſuch of- 
fendors. As inthe time of the Emperour Yalerian the cighth perſecutor of 
the Church, under whoſe perſecution albeir that many Champions beſtir- 
red themſelves moſt valiantly in that combat of Faith , yet there wanted 
not ſorce, whoſe hearts failing them, and who in ſtead of maintaining and 
ſtanding for their cauſe tothe death, as they ought to have done, retyred 
and gaveupthemſclves tothe enemy atthe firſt aſſault. Amongft the num- 
ber of which doubry ſouldiers, there was one that went up into the Capi- 
toll atRome, in that place where [upiters Temple inold time ſtood, to ab- 
jure and recant Chriſt and his profeflion: which he had no ſooner done, bur 


| he was preſently ſtrucke dumbe , and fo was juſtly puniſhed in that very 


member wherewith he had offended. 

A woman likewiſe having renounced her. profeſſion, and feeling in her 
ſelfe noremorſe of conſcience for her fall, went as ſhe was wont to doe in 
the time of her reſt and proſperity, to the Bathes and Hor-bouſes tore 
freſh her ſclfe, as if all had had gone well with her ; but ſhe was ſo ſciſed 
upon and poſlefſed by an evill Spirit, that in ſtead of pleaſure, which ſhe 
ſought ſor, ſhe fell ro lamenting, and rormenting her owne fleſh, and chopr 
in pieces with her dainty tecth her rebellious tongue, wherewith ſhee had 
ſpoken wicked words, and diſhonoured God, and: taſted meats offered to 
Idols : and ſo this peore wretch, whereas ſhe ſhould have waſted ber ſelfe 
19 reares of true repentance, and inthe true bath of grace and mercy, be- 
cauſe (he had more care of cleanſing her body from filth, than ber ſoule 
from'ſinne, becamecorrupr and filthy both body and ſoule, by the meanes 
of thatuncleane ſpirit which God had given power to affli& her : and 
armed 
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armed her owne mouth,which had taſted,chewed, and ſivallowed that cur- 4+. 
ſed food, furiouſly to riſe againſt her-ſelfe ro deſtroy her : fo thar ſhe be- . 
came her owne murtherer, | tor ſhe furvived notlong , by reaſon that her 
bowels and intrails were choaked uÞ tothe throat with paine. © 
Another woman well ſtricken in yeares, that'in likernanner had revol> (prjen, 
ted fromrhe Trurh, throfther ſeltfenotwirhſtatiding into the aſſembly of 
rhe Faithfull, as rhey were receiving the holy Sacrament. Bit that holy Concempr of 
food which nourithed/the ſoules of them thar believed, rurnedro her banez Vor02nd wp 
for ſhe found there inſtead of peace, © fivord 3 : inſtead of noriſhment; jj6.1,c.24. 
deadly and mortall poiſon, in ſuch ſort, that inimediately afterthe receit 
of that holy Supper, ſhe began to'be marvelloufly troubled and 'vexed in 
ſoule, and felr the hand of God ſo heavy upon her for her offevnet-egmmit- 
ted indenying her Saviour, toſhunher perſecution; that trembling and 
ſtamping ſhe feltdownedead. | ee ET rnb 
There was atfo in like manner a certain man, that hayingtefiouiiced his cries. 
faith, did notwithſtanding preſent: hiemſelfe'ar the celebration of the holy 
Supper, preſnming tocome and ezt at his Tablewhom he had a little be- 
fore denied 3 bur recewing mtohis hand part of the Sacrament as well a$ 
chereft, and thinking to put into-his'mouth, ir was turned into aſhes: _—_—— 
whereupon he ſtood amazed and confotimded in himfelfe, God miatiifeſting i6.1.c.34. 
in him, that hee thet revoked his faith, and recotled from Cheiſt Jefus, 
ChriſtJeſus would recotle from him, & give hfm over to death;by depri- 
ving him of his grace, and ſpoiling him of the power of his quickning 
and ſaving Spirit.

Theſe are the fearfull examples of Gods Judgements , whick Saint 
Cyprian reporteth to have light upan back fliders in his rimezadding more- 
over, that befides thefe, many were poefleſſed of devils, robbed of rheit

poltalte, | 4 Fegt BEE | 
. Amongſt all the examples of our age,of Gods ſevete juſtice upon Apo- $leiden aids 
ſtates, the example of Francis Spreraan Italian Lawyer,a manofcredit and 
authority in his countrey, is moſt pitifull and hmentrable , who havin 
embraced the rrue Religton with marvellous zeal; and made open pro 
on of the ſame, fearednot freely todechre his opinion of evezy'poine of 
Do&rine that came in queſtion, and grew in knowledve every day more 
and more. But it was not long cre be'was-comph ined oftothe Popes Em- 
baſladour:which when he underſtood, and faw the danger wheteinhe was 
liketo fall, after he had long debated and difpuredthe matter ifihis owne 
conſcience, the counſel! of zhe fleſh and worldly wiſedome prevailing, he 
reſolved ar laſt to goe to the Embaſſadour, to the intene ro appeaſe his 
wrath, and do whatſoever he ſhould command. Thus comming ro Venice, 
and over-ruled with immoderate fear,he confeſſed that he had Conant 
& craved pardon for the ſame, promiſing ever after tobe an'obedienr ſub=- _.. 
jk to the Popes Lawes: and that which is more, when it was enjoyned 
Him, that at his return home he ſhould in his owhe conntreyopenly recans 
his former profeſſion, be refuſed nor, but performed his recantariowindue 
fort, Bur it chanced very foone after, that this miſerable mar fell ficke of 
body and ſoule,and began ro diſpaire'of Gods mercy towards hint.” His 
_ perceiving his diſpoſition, judged, thatthe'canſe of his budies _ 
giſcaſe was 2 vehement: conceit and thought of minde; and thereſore - 
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ave advice to miniſter counſell to his troubled -miride very caretully, that 
the cauſe being taken away; the effe& alſo might ſurceale. To this end 
many learned men frequented himeveryday,recalling into his minde, and 
laying open before him many exprefleplaces of Scrtpture, rouching the 
 greatneſſeof Gods mercy, Which things he avouched tobe crue, bur ſaid 
that thoſe promiſes pertained not to him, becauſe he had revour.cedChrift 
Jeſus, and forſworne the known truth, and that for this cauſe nothing was 
Prepared for hjm but hell fire, which already in ſoule hee ſaw-and felt : [ 
would(ſajd be)willingly, it it were poſlible,love God » bur ut. is altogether 
impaſkible.. lonely feare him withour love. Theſe and ſuch ſpeeches uſed | 
he with a ftedfaſt countenance z neither did his tongue at any time run at 
randome,norhis anſwers ſavourot indiſcretion or want of memory ; but 
adviſedly warnedallthat ſtood by to take heed -by. his example, how ro 
liſten too muck to worldly wiledcme, eſpecially when they ſhould be cal-

Tamer a profeilor of the trupReligicn, was ſeduced by his brother to 
cleave unto Popery;andto forſake his firſt love: but for his defe&ion from 
thetruth, the Lord gave him up intoa reprobate ſenſe, ſo that falling into 
deſpaire he hung himſelfe. | 
Richard Penton a Blackſmith dwelling at Wels in Cambridge-ſhire,has 
ving been a profeſſor ofthe Goſpell aforetimezwhenWiliam Woolſey Mar- 
tyr (whom the ſaid Denton had firſt converted from the Truth ) ſent him 
certaine money out of priſon at Ely, with his commendations, That hee 
marvelled he rarried ſo long behinde him, ſeeing he was tbe firſtchat deli- 
vered him the booke of Scripture into his hand, and told bimi that it was 
truth: -bis anſwerwas this;I confefle it is true, but alas I cannot burn.

PO Ce If the inhabitants of any city have turned fromthe Lord, to 
follow after ſtrange gods, let them be deflroyed with the etlge of their ſword, and 
their city conſumed with fire, that they may be utterly raſed oat and brought to no - 
thing, This was the finne of Solomon King of Iſrael (a brave and mighty 1 Kingatz 
kingdome in his time) a man ſubje& to none for power, nor fearing any for ' * 
authority : yet for all this, ſo filthily recoyling trom the Truth which hee 
knew and had profdſſed, that in ſtead of ſerving the true God, he became a 
ſetter up of falſe Idols, and that of his owne free will atd pleaſure:he thar 
had been ſo well brought up and infiruaed from his childehood in true 
Religion by his Schoolmaſter the Prophet Nathan, into whoſe charge hee 
wascommitted ; ahd ſo ofren and earneſtly admoniſhed by his father D4- 
vid,to obſerve diligently the law of God, todire& his wayes thereby: and 
whom God vouchſafed this honour, to appeare twice nnto, and toenricti 
and adorne with ſuchexcellent wiſedome, that the Queene of Saba hea- 
' ring his report, came to Teruſalem to be his auditor : even this Solomon in 
his old age, when he ſhould have been moſt ſtedfaſt and conſtant, ſuffered | 
himſclfe tobe ſeduced by the enticements of his ſtrange wives and concu- 
bines,to offer ſervice unto ſtrange gods, and to forſake the God of Heaven, 
toworſhip the Idols of the Gentiles. And as his renowne was great #nd 
famous before for building that ſumptuous and beautifull Temple at le- 
ruſalem ; ſo was his obloquy and reproach the greater, for erecting Alcars 
and Chappels for the Idols of his wives and concubines,even for every _ 
P @ 
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50 of their 1dols, tothe intent to flatter and pleaſe their humors : it was ther- 
| forejuſt and equal), that the Lord (his wrath being provoked againſt him) 
raiſed up two ſtrong enemies that wrought him and his people much 

ſcath. Yea moreover [eroboam one of his owne ſervants (whileſt hee yer 
lived) was by the ordinance of God deſigned King over ten Tribes : and 

ſo God puniſhed him for his [dolatry and Backſliding, leaving him but a 

ſmall portion of the kingdome to continue ro his ſucceſſors : which, had 

it noc been for his father Davias ſake, bad been alſo taken away, Ir is true, 

Thar we read not thar he ever hindred che ſervice of the Temple, or com- 

pelled or perſwaded any man to worſhip an Idoll ; yet he did enough to 

make him culpable before God of a grievous finne, in that he being; che 


bead and Soveraigne Magiſtrate of the people,commirted ſuch wickednes 


and ſuch Apoftaſic in Iſrael : befide, it is a marvellous ftrengrhning, thar 
in all bis Hiſtory there is not ſo much as any token mentioned, or tobe ga- 
thered of his true repentance after this notable fall. And hee that well 
weigherh the nature and quality of this finne, ſhall perceive thar it ſome. 
what reſembleth that which is ſpoken of, Heb. 6.ver,4.,5,6: for Solomon was 
not ſo ignoraur and deſtiture of the knowledge of God, but rather had the 
treaſure of wiſedome in fulneſſe and abundance,and was endowed with the 
ifts and graces of Gods Spirit, that he was able to inſtruc others, and 
to diſcharge a Doors place inthe Church, as he alſo did both by word 
and writing. And although that the Sonne of God was nos as then yet 
\. manifeſted in the fleſh + yer the power and efficacy of his death being ever- 
laiting, and from the beginning, whereof the Law with the ceremonies 
and ſacrifices thereof, was as it were a Schoolemaſter could not be hidden 


Itis manifet from him : Therefore ſo ſoone as he addicted himfſelferro his Idolatry, he.

| faid, charGod Jing and makingof none effe&, as concerning bimſelfe, the grace of the 
_ 10-2 Mediator, ordained from the beginning : ſo that his downfall was terrible 
he was @ pen and perilous. Yet there be that thinke that after all this he wrote the booke 
v6; ** whe Of Eccleſiaſtes,as a declaration of his repentance ; whoſc opinion purpoſe 
Scriptu'e,and NOt to contradia. 


- Girdhy , be- Roboam his ſonne ſucceeded him, as well in the likeneſle of his fione, as 
F* —— of his kingdome: for after that the Prieſts and Leviges forſaking the pare 
Chriſt, of Teroboam becauſe of his Idols,and leaving their houſes and pol. flions to 
2 Chrone12. firangers, had made repaire tohim, for feare of God, and love of his hol 

ſervice, and that he had diſpoſed and pur in ordcr his publique affaires, 
for the ratifying and confirming of his kingdome; preſently he and all bis 
people forſonke the law of Gad, and gave themſelves over to Idolatry and 
other grievous ſinnes : wheretfore the Lord alſo forſooke and gave them 
over to the hands of Ceſac King of Azypt, that raiſed npa mighty power 
of men, evena thouſand and ewo hundred chariots, threeſcore thouſand 
horſemen, with an infinite maltirude of foormen to make warre againſt 
him : ſo rhar all the ſtrong cities and fortrefles of Iudab, nonor ſeruſalem 
it ſelfe, was ſtrong enough to repulſe him from ſacking and taking them, 
and robbing the Temple of their treaſures,and deſpoyling the Kings pala- 
ccs of his riches, and carrying backe into Apypt a rich prey of the beſt 
pn and beaurifalleſt chings that were therein, And this was the firſt ſhake that 
| ever this kingdome received ſince it was a kingdome, whereby it began to 
| walne 
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waine and decline. Notwith ttandiag all this,yet the Lord had compaſſion 


and pitty of him and all his people, and would not ſuffer his dignity tobe 


croden under foot and quite ſuppreſled, but reſtored him once againe into 
an honourable eſtate, becauſe when he was reproved by Semezathe Prophet, 
he humbled himſelfe before the Lord,and his Princes alſo: which is a ma- 
feſt ſigne, that his finne was not an uaiverſall Apoſtafie, whereby hee was 
wholly turned a{ide from God and all hope of grace; but it was a particular 
revole,ſuch as was thatof his forefathers,the childicn of [{rgel, when they 
imagined chat God wonld be preſent with them in the idolatrous golden 
Caltc,and in that figure to worſhip him, ſo groſſe and ſenceleſſe were they : 
alcbough yet Reboarns fin ſeemeth to exceed theirs in greatticeſle and guil- 
tinefle, | 
The Iewes that in the time of Prolomey Philopater abode in A&gypt, and 
willingly renounced the law and ſervice of God, in hope thereby better to 
provide for their worldly commodities, enjoyed nor long their caſe and 
proſperity : for the other Iewes which had couragiouſly ftucke to their 
profeſſion, and had been miraculouſly delivered from their enemies; being 
grieved and chafed at their recoyle, made their ſupplications tothe King 
(whoſe heart God inclined to favour their ſuit) that he would permit them 
to revenge Gods quarrell upon thoſe Apoſtates as they had deſerved : al-

ledg ing, that it was bard for them to be true ſubjeQs tathe King, who for Machab.7. 


their bellies ſake bad rebelled againſt the commandement of God, The 
King ſeeing their requeſt reaſonable,and their reaſons which chey alledged 
likely, not onely commended them, but gave authority todeſtroy all thoſe 
that could be found in any placeof his dominion, withour aby further en. 
quiry of the cauſe,or intelligence of the Kings authority ; inſomuch that 
they put to death all thoſe that they knew to have defiled themſelves with 
filthy Idols,doiog them before, all the ſhame they could deviſe. So that at 


that time there were diſpatched above three hundred perſons:which when 


they had accompliſhed they rcjoyced greatly. 


CHAP XVIL 


Of the third and worſt ſort of poſtates, thoſe that 
through malice forſake the Truth. 


Ss GY F ſobe rhar they of whom we have ſpoken in the two 
|. 557) former Chapters, are in their revoltings inexcuſable 
=- \> (as indeed they are)then much more worthy condem- 
SS& nation are they, who nor only in 4 villanous contempt 
A Caſt away the graceof Gods Spirit, and his holy wor- 
>5 (hip, but alſo of a purpoſed malice ſer themſelves 
& againſt the ſame, yea and endeavour with all cheir 
power,utterly torace and root it ont,and in ſtead there- 
of to plant the lies, errors; and illafions of Satan by all means poſſible. 
Againſt this kindeof Monſters ſentence is pronounced inthe thirteenth 
of Deutronomy;ro wit, That juſtice ſhould beexecuted upon-them with all 
extremiry,and no mercy and — ſhewed upon him, be he Propher 
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or what elſe, that gocth about to ſeduce others from the ſervice of the Al- 


mighty, to follow falſe gods. This is the pitfall wherein Zeroboarn the firſt 


King of Iſracl flipped by the perverſeneſſe of his ewne conicience;who as 
he had by his rebellion againſt Rehoboamand the houſe of David, upreared 
a new kingdome ; ſo by rebellion againſt God and his Houſe (in hope by 
that means toretaine his uſurped ſtate and people in ſubjeRion) upreared 
alſoa new Religion: for diſtruſting the promiſes of God which were made 
him by the Prophet 4hias as touching the Realme of Iſracl, which he was 
already in poſſeſſion of, and deſpiſing the good counſell of God,in reſpe& 
of his owne inventions, he was {o beſotted and bleared with them, that juſt 
after the patrerne of his idolatrous forefathers, who by their Agyprian 
tricks had provoked the wrath of God againſt themſelves,he ſer up golden 
calves,and cauſed the people to worſhip them, keeping them ſo from going 
to [eruſalem toworſhip God : nor yet content with this, hee alſo ereed 
bigh places to ſet his Idols in ; and having reſtrained the Prieſts and Le- 
vites from the exerciſcof theircharge, hee ordained a new order of Prieſts 
to ſacrifice and miniſter unto his gods, and prociaimed a newer fealt than 
that was in Iuda; even the ſeventh day of the cighth moneth : wherein he 
not onely exiled rhe pure ſervice of God, bur alſo perverted and turned 
upſide downe the Eccleſiaſtical diſcipline and policy of Gods Church, 
which by the Law had been inftituted, And that-which is yer more, as he 
was offering incenſe on the Altar ar Bethel, when the Prophee cryed out 
againſt the Altar, and exclaimed againſt that filthy Idolatry, by denonn- 
cing the vengeance of God againſt it, and che maintainers thereof, he was 
ſo deſperate and ſencelefſe, as to offer violence to him, and tocommand 
that he ſhould be attached ; but the power of Gods diſpleaſure was vpon 
bim'by and by : forthat hand which he had ftretched out againfi the Pro- 
pher,dried up, ſorthar he could not draw it backe againe and at the very in- 
ſtant, for a manifeſt declaration of the wrath of God, the Altar rene in 
pieces,and the aſhes that were within were diſperſed abroad. And although 
at the prayer of that holy man,his hand was reſtored to his former ſtrength 
and ſoundneſſe, yet returned not he from his unjuſt and difloyall dealing, 
but obſtinately continued therein till his dying day. Wherefore alſo the 
fierce wrath of God bunted and purſued him continually : for firſt of all, 
hewas robbed of his ſonne 46a, dying through ſ{i&nefle : then he was 
ſet upon by 4634 King of Iuda, with an army of foure hundred thouſand 
men of warre: and though his power was double in ſtrength and number, 
arifing to eight hundred thouſand perſons, yet was he and his vaſtc army 


quite diſcomfired : for he loſt at that field five hundred thouſand of his 


men, beſide certain cicies which were ycelded to 444 in the purſuit of his 
victory : his courage was ſo abated and impoveriſhed ever after this,that he 
could uever recover ſtrength to refit the King of Indah any more: And fo 
God revenged at once the Apoftafic both of the King and people of Iſrael, 
and laſt of all ſo ſtrucke him after, that he died. 

loram King of Iuda, although his father 7oſaphat had inſtruacd him from 
his childehood with holy and wholſome precepts, and ſer before his face 
the example of his owne zeale, in purging the Church of God from all 
Idolatry and ſuperſtition, and maintaining the true and pure ſervice of 
God ; yet did he ſo foulely runne aſtray from his fathers ſteps, that allying 
himſclfe by the marriage of 4halia, to the houſe of Ach4b, he became nor 
only 


againſt him. Preſently the Arabians and Philiſtims roſe up againſt him, 


. wer thereof, by the death of this holy Propher, by whom it ſpake ; God k 
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only himſelfe like upto the Kings of Iſrael in their filthy idolatry, butalſo 55 
drew his people a{ter him, cauſing the inhabitants of Ieruſalem, and men 
of Iuda, to runnea whoring atter bis ſtrange gods : for which cauſe Elie 
the Prophet moſt ſharply reproved him by letrers;the contents whereof in 
ſamme was this : That becauſe he rebelled againſt the Lord God of his 
Fathers , therefore the people that were in his ſubjeion ſhould rebell 


waſted his countrey, robbed him of his treaſures, rooke away his wives, 
and putall his children ro the ſword, except little 0choJ4es his youngeſt 
ſonne that was preſerved: And after all theſe miſeries, the Lord ſmore him 
with ſo outragious and uncurable diſeaſe in his bowels, that after two 
yeares torment he died thereof, his guts being fallen our of his belly with 
anguiſh, ; | 
Tee alſo King of the ſame country, was one towhom God had bin many 2Chron, a3; 
waycs beneficiall from his infancy : for he was even then miraculouſly pre- 
ſerv. d from the bloudy hand of Athalia, and after brought up in the houſe 
of God, under the tuirion of that good Prieſt 7:h0;ada, yet he was no ſoo- 
ner lifted up into his royall dignity, bur by and by he and his people Rar- 
red aſide, tothe worſhip of ſtocks and ſtones, at that time when hce had 
taken upon him the repaire of the Houſe of God. Burt all this came to 
paſſe after the deceaſe of that good Prieſt his Tutor,whoſe good deeds to-. 
wards him in ſaving bis life, and giving him the Crowne, he moſt unthank- 
fully recompenced, 'by putting todeath his ſorine Zacharias ; whom hee * Chion.34; 
cauſed (for reproving and threatning his Idolatry in a publique afſembly, 
incired thereto by the Spirit of God) to be ſtoned to death in the' porch 
of the Temple. But ſccing he did fo-rebelliouſly ſer himſelfe againſt the 
holy Spirir, as if he would have quite oppreſſed and extinguiſhed the po- 


bifſed for an army of Syrians, that gave him battell, and conquered his 

ſouldicrs, who in outward ſhew ſeemed much too ſtrong forthem. His 

Princes alſo that had ſeduced him, were deftroyed, and himſelfe vexed 

wich grievous diſeaſes, till ar length his owne ſervants conſpired againſt 

him for the death of Zacharias,and flew him on his bed , yea and his me- 

mory was ſo ndious, that they could notaffard him a burying place among . 

the ſepulchres of their Kirgs, © « | 
_Amizies the fonne of this wicked father, carried himſelfe alſo at the 2 Chrons; 

firft uprightly towards Gad in his ſervice; bur it laſted cor long: fora 

while atrer, he was corrupted and turned afide from that good way whielr 

he had begun, totread in the by-paths of his father 79& : for after he had 

conquered the Idumzans, and flaine twenty thouſand menof warre;:and 

ſpoyled divers of their cities,in ſtead of rendring due thanks co God, who: 

(withour the ayde of the Iſraelites) lad given him that victory, he ſer up 

the gods of the Edomites, which hehad robbed them of, robe: his gods, 

and worſhipped and burned incenſe tothem, ſo-void of ſence and reaſon 

was be. And-bcing rebuked by the Propher of his adverſe dealing, hewas 

ſo farre from humbling and repenting himſelf thereof; that quite contrary, 

he proudly withſtood and rejeed the Prophets chreatnihgs, menacing 

him with death if he ceaſed not. Thus by this means having aggravated | 

his finne, and growing more and more obſtinate;God made him an infiru- I 

ment to haſten his owne deſtruion ; for being proud,and puffed up "_ 
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the overthrow which he gave the Edomires, he defied the King of Iſracl, 
and provoked him to bareellalſo, bur full evill ro his eaſe: for ke loſt the 
day, and was carried priſoner to leruſalem, where before his face (for 
more reproach) foure hundred cubirs of the wall was broken downe, the 
Temple and Palace ranſackt of bis Treaſures, and his children carried for 
boſtages to Samaria. And pot long after,treaſon was deviſed againſt him in 
Teruſalem, ſo thathe fl:d ro Lachi(h, and being purſued rhither alſo, was 
there taken and put todeath. 

Likewiſe King 44«z for making molten Images for Baa/im,and walking 
in the idolatrous wayes of the Kings of Iſracl,and burning his ſonneswirh 
fire, after the abhomination of che heathen, in thevalley of Ben-Hinnon, 
was forſakenof the Lord,and delivered into the hands of the King of Syria, 
who carried him priſoner to Damaſcus ; and not onely ſo,but was alſo {ub- 
duced by Pekah King of Iſracl, in thar great battell,wherein his owne ſonne, 


with foureſcore thouſand men at armes, were flaine ; yea and two hundred 


thouſand of all ſorts, men, women, and children, were taken priſoners: for 
all theſecbaſtiſements did he nor once reforme his life, bur rather grew 


 worſeandworſe. To make up the number of his finzes, he would needs 


ſacrifice to the gods of Damaſcus alſo, thinking ro finde ſuccour at their 
hands: ſo that he utterly defaced the true ſervice of God at Ieruſalem, 
broke in pieces the holy Veſſels, locktup the Templedores,and placed ia 
their Reads his abhominable Idols, for the people to worſhip, and ereged 
Altars in every corner of the city todoe ſacrificeon. But as he rebelled on 
every fide againſt his God, ſo Gad raiſed up enemies on every (ide todi. 
ſturbe bim : the Edomites and Philiſtims afſaulted him onevery fide, bear 
his people, tooke and ranſackthis cities - on the other fide, the Aſſyrians 
whom he had bired with a great ſuin for his help, turned tohis undoingand 
utter overthrow and confution, 

Wat ſhall we thinke of X2/ansſſes ? who re-edified the high places and _ 
Altars, which the zeale of Ezecbies his father had defaced and throwne 
downe, and adored and worſhipped the planers of Heaven, the Sunne, the 
Moone, and the Starres, prophaned the porch of Gods Temple with Al- 
tars dedicared ro ſtrange gods, committing thereon all the abhominations 
of the Gentiles , yea, and cauſed his ſonnes to paſſe through the valley of 
Ben. Hinnon, and was an obſerver of times and ſeaſons, and gave bimſcelfe 
over towitchcraft, charming, and ſorceries, and uſed the helpof familiar 
ſpirits and Soothſayers, and that which is more, placed a carved Image in 

houſe of God, flat againſt the ſecond commandement of the Law : 
$o that he did not onlygo aſtray and erre himſelfe, in giving over his mind 
to moſt wicked and damnable berefies, bur alſo ſeduced the people by his 
pernitious cxample and authority to doe the like miſchiefe, And that 
which is yet more, and worſt of all, he made no account nor reckoning of 
the admonitions of the Prophets ; but the rather and the more hardened 
his heart, eo runne out intoall manner of cruelty and wickednefle, that his 
finnes mighthave their full meaſure. For the very ſtones of the ſircers of 
Icruſalem were ſtained from one corner to another with the guiltleſſe and 
innocent bleud of thoſe that either for diſſwading him from, or not yeel- 
ding unto his abhominable and deteftable Idolatry, were cruelly murthe- 
red : Amongſt the number of which flaine innocents, many ſuppoſe that 
the Prophet Zſay«s (although he was of the bloud-royall) was with a 
ſtrange 
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ſtrange manner of rorment put to death, Wherefore the flame of Gods ire 55 
was kindled againſt him and his people: ſo that he ftirredup the Aſſyrians 
againſt them , whoſe powerand force they being not able toreſiſt, were 
ſubdued, and the King bimſelfe raken and pur in fetters, and bound in 
chaines, carried captive to Babylon : but being there 1n trihulation, hee 
humbled his ſoule, and prayed unto the Lord his God ; who for all his 
wicked, crucll, and abhominable Apoſtaſie was intreated of him, and re- 
ccived him to mercy ; yea and brought him againe to leruſalem into his 
unhoped for kingdome. Then was he no more unthankfull rothe Lord for 
his wonderfull deliverance, but being touched with true repentance for 
his former life, aboliſhed the ſtrange gods, broke downe their Alrars, and 
reſtored againe the true Religion of God, and gave ſtrait commandemenr 
to his people todoe the like, Whercin it was the pleaſure of the Higheſt, 
tO leave a notable memoriall unto all poſterity, of his great and infinite 
mercy towards poore and miſerable finners, ro the end that no man (be his 
finnes never ſo hainous) ſhould at any time deſpaire : for, Where ſin aboun- Rom.s: 
deth, there grace aboundeth much more. Admit that this revolt of Manaſſes 
was farre greater and more outragious than was Solomens,yet his true repen- 
rance found the grace to be raiſed up from that woefull downefall: for,Ged Roms.rs, 
hath mercy on whom hewill have mercy, and compaſſion on whons he will have com- | 
pafiion. O the profound riches of the wiſedome and kuowledee of God ! How wn- Rom. 11,33. 
ſpeakable are his judgements ? and hu wayes paſt finding out, 
 Amonthe wicked ſonne of rhis repentanr father,commitred alſorhe like 2 Chron,gy; 
offence in ſerving ſtrange gods, but recanted notby like repentance , and EST 
therefore God gave his owne ſervants both will to cotiſpire, and pewer 1dolatry.) 
ro exccute his deſtruQion, after hee had ſwayed the kingdome but two 69740 
yeares. . | EET Be 
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CHAP. XVIII. 
Of the third and worſt [ors of Apoſtate's. 


C. SJ] Y how much the more God hath in rheſe latter daies poured = 
& [Þ / ? forth more plentifully his graces upon the ſonnes of gen, 
« Ws by the manifeſtations of his Sonne Chriſt Ieſus in the 
| « FB 2| fleſh, and ſent forth a more cleere light by thepreaching 
ſo much tbe more culpable before God,and gailty ofcter- 


nalldamnation are they, who being onceenlightened and made parrakers 
of thoſe excellent graces, come afterwards cither to defpi 


iſe or make lighe 
account of them, or goe about to ſuppreſſe the trath,and quench the ſpiric 

which inſtructed them therein. This is the Sinte againſt the Holy Ghoſt, 

which is mentioned in the fixth and tenth chapter tothe Hebrewes,and in 
the twelfth of Luke, and in another place, it is called a Sinne amo death, be-. 
cauſe it is impardonable, by reaſon that no excuſe of ignorance can be 

pleaded, nor any plaiſter of true repentance applycd unto it. The Apo. 
ſara's of rhe old Teſtament under the Law were not guilty of chis finne : 
for although there were many that willingly and maliciouſly rerolted _ 
» ct 
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ſet themſelves againſt the Prophets of God, making warre as it were with 
the Holy Ghoſt ; yet ſeeing they had noſuch cleere teſtimonies of Chriſt 
Ieſus, and declaration of Gods Spirit as we have, their ſfinne cannor be 
properly ſaid dire&ly to be againſt the Holy Ghoſt, and ſo never to bere- 
mitted: according to the deſcription of this ſinne in thoſe paſſages of 
Scripture which were before recited, as it may manifeſtly appeare by the 
former example of King Manafſes. The Apoſtle himſelfe likewiſe doth 
averre the truth bereof, when he ſaith, If we finne willingly after that we have 
received the knowledge of the Truth, there remaineth uo more ſacrifice for ſinnes, 
but a fearefull looking for of judgement, andwiolent fire, which ſhall devoure the 
adverſaries. If any man deſpiſed Moſes Law, he died without mercy,under two or 
three witneſſes : of how much ſorer puniſhment ſuppoſe ye ſhall he be worthy, which 

treadeth under feet the Sonne of God, and counteth the bloud of the new Teſt amen 

4s 4 prophane thing, whereby he was ſanitified, and doth deſpight tothe Spirit of 
Grace. Here we may ſ{cethat this finne is proper to thoſe onely that lived 

under the Goſpell, and Have taſted of the comfort and knowledge of 
Chriſt, ... 

Indas Iſcariot(that wicked and accurſed VYarlet)commitrted the deed,and 
feeles the ſcourge of this great ſinne:forhe (being a Diſciple,nay an Apo- 
ſtle of Chriſt Ieſus) moved with coverouſnefle, after he had deviſed and 


concluded of rhe manger and complot of his treaſon with the enemie, ſold 


his Lord and Maſter, the Savior of the World, for thirty pieces of ſilver, 
and betrayed him int the hands of theeves and murtherers,who ſought no- 
thing bur his deftruRion. After this vile traitour had performed this ex- 
ecrable purpoſe (by reaſon: whereof he 1s called the ſonne of perdition) be 
could finde no reſt nor” repoſe in his guilty conſcience, but was horribly 
troubled and tormented with remorſe of his wickednefle, judging himſelte 
worthy of a thouſand deaths, for betraying that inrocent and guilrleſle 
bloud. If hee looked up, he ſaw the vengeance of God ready to fall upon 
him and inſnare him : if hee looked downe,he ſaw nothing but hell gaping 
to ſwallow him up: the light of this world was odious to him, and his own 
life diſpleaſed bim, ſo that being plunged intothe bottomleſſe pit of de- 
ſpaire,he ar laſt ſtrangled himſelfe, and burſt in twaine in the midR, and all 
his bowels guſhed our. | 

"There isa notable example of Zacian, who having profeſied Chriſti- 
anity for aſcaſon under the Emperour Trajay,fell away afterwards, and be- 
came ſo prophane and impious, as to make a mockeat Religion and Divi- 
nity ; whereupon his firname was called 4theiſt. This wretch,as he barked 
out (likea foule mouthed dog) bitter taunts againſt the religionof Chriſt, 
ſeeking rorend and aboliſh it,ſo he was himſelfe,in Gods vengeance,torne 

10 pleces and devoured of dogs. 3X | 
Porphyrie alſo(a whelp of the ſame litter)after he had received the know- 
ledge of the truth, for deſpight and anger that he was reproved of his faults 
by the Chriſtians, ſct himſclfe againſt them, and publiſhed books full of 
horrible blaſphemies, rodiſcredit and overthrow the Chriſtian Faith, Bur 
when he perceived how fully and ſufficiently he was confuted, and that he 
was reputed anaccurſed and confounded wretch for his labour, in terrible 

deſpaire and anguiſh of ſoule hedied. 

Islian the Emperour, firnamed the 4poſtate, caft himſelfe headlong into 
the ſame gulfe : for having been brought up and inſtrufted from his childe- 
; hood 
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hood in the Chriſtian faith, and afterward awhilea proteſt reader thereof 
roothers in the Church, as ſoone as he had obtained the Empire, maliri- 
ouſly revolted from his profeſſion, and reſiſted with all his power, the 
Faith and Church of Chriſt, endeavouring by all means poſlible, cither 
by torce toruinate and deftroy it, or by fine fleights and ſubrilicies to vn- 
dermineit. And becauſe his purpoſe was to doe what hurt bee could to 
Chriſtians,tberefore he ſtudied by all he could, to pleaſe, content, and up- 
hold the contrary party, I meane the Painims : he cauſed their temples fir{t 
to be opencd, which Conſtantine his predeceſſor had cauſed tobe ſhur up : 
he tooke from the Chriſtian Churches and their Miniſters thoſe privi- 
ledges, liberties,and commodities which the ſaid Conſtantine had beſtowed 
upon them: and not content with this, he confiſcated the Church revenues, 
and impoſed great taxes and tributes upon all that profeſſed the name ot 
Chriſtians, and forbad them to have any ſchooles of learning for their 
children. And yet more tovexe and grieve them, he tranſlated many orders 
of the Church diſcipline and policy into Paganiſme, After he bad thus 
by all means ſtriven to beat down the Scepter of Chriſfts kingdome, ic tur- 
ned quite contrary to his expeation;for in ſtead thereof, the ſceprter of his 
owne kingdome was broken and brought to neught : at that time when 
making warre upon the Perſians, hc was wounded with an arrow, which 
' Pierced his. armour, and dived fo deep into his ſide, that he died thereof, 
When he undertoeke this voyage, he was furniſhed with ſuch bravery both 
of apparell and all things elſe, as it might ſeeme itappertained rohim and 
none elſe to overwhelme and overſway the world ; ſtill belching out threats 
againſt poore Chriſtians, whom he hed determined at his recturne from 
Perſia utterly to deſtroy, and leave none alive,as was afterwards reported by 
one of his Councell. The number of his ſouldiers was fo innumerable, 
and his ſtrength ſo impregnable, that he made 'no other reckoning but ro 
be lord of Perſia in avery ſhort ſpace. But loe how the Lord overturncth 
the attempts of his enemies : This great army (as S. C/ryſoſtome reportetlh 
againft rhe Heathen) in which he put ſo much confidence, ſeemed ere long 
tobe rather a vaſte and weak multitude of women and infants, than an hott 
of Watriours : for by evill and fooliſh condu@ and government, there roſe 
ſo great a famine amongſt them, that their horſes which were provided for 
the battell, ſerved for their bellies, yeaand for want of that too,many hun- 
dreds died for hunger and thirſt. Even when he *kirmiſhed;his owne (ide 
came to the worſe, doing more ſcath to themſelves, than to their enemies ; 
and laſtly (leading them fo undiſcreetly) they could not by any means 
eſcape, but were conſtrained after he was flaine, to intreat the Perſtans to 
ſuffer them toretyre ; and ſoas many as could, eſcaped and fled away ro 
ſave their lives. Andthus this brave army was thus miſerably diſmembred 
and diſcomfited,to the everlaſting ſhame of chat wicked Apoſtare; 
One of the Treaſurers of this wicked Emperour (who to pleaſe his Ma- 
fter, ſforſooke alſo the Religion of Chriſt) being on a time mocking and 
deriding the miniſtry of the boly Word, died miſerably ona ſudden, vo- 
miting his owne bloud out of his mouth, and(as Chry/o/fome ſaith)his privy 
parts being rotten and purrified, and conſumed with lice, for all chatever 
he could doe to remedy the ſame. | | = 
Itis recorded of Trebellizs the firſt King of the Bulgarians, that being 


converted with his people tothe faith of Chriſt,to the cnd rogive himſelfe 
more 
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more quiet to the meditation and cxerciſc of Religion, reſigned over his 
kin2dome to his clde it ſonne ; whom when hee perceived to renounce the 
Faich,and to follow ſirange gods, be not only deprived of all his Royall 
dignity, butalſocauſed his cyes to be pur our, for a puniſhment of bis 
Apoſtacie, and beſtowed the kipgdome upon his other ſenne ; ſhewing 


| thereby, that he that abandoneth the true lightof ſalvation, is not worthy

to enjoy the comfortable light of the world. 

During the beptarchy of the Saxons here in England, thereraigned in 
Northumberland two Kings ; one called 0ftrich,who was King of the Dei- 
rians, and the other Eaxfride King of the Bernirians ( for into thoſe two 
Provinces was that countrey anticntly divided.) Theſe two Kings before 
they came to their Crownes, were by the preaching of Paulinu converted 
to the Faith of Chriſt, and baptiſed intothe ſame Faith ; but as ſoone as 
God advanced them to their Kingly dignities, preſently they expelled the 
King of Glory outof their bearts, and renouncing Chriſt, betooke them- 
ſelves againe to their filthy Idols. But they joyed not long in this their 
Apoſtacie; for within one yeare they were both flaine by Ceawalia King of 
the Briraines, the one in battell, the other comming to ſue for peace: And 
ſo they forſaking Chriſt in their proſperity, were forſaken by bim in their 
adverſity, and given over to be a prey into the hands of their enemies. This 
yeare wherein theſe two Kings thus revolted and were flaine, hath upon ir 
the marke of vengeance to this day : for by the common conſent of all 
Chronicles, that the memory of theſe Apoſtates might be utterly defaced 
and blotred out, it was reckoned in the account of the next Kings raigne, to 
wit Oſwold, a holy and religious man ; and ſo both the name of the Kings, 
and the time of their raigne, is, in deteſtation of the Apoſtacie, utterly lefe 
out of our Engliſh ſtories,as if they were unworthy to have a place amon 
men,much more among Kings,that forſooke Chriſt of their owne ncooT 


 wichour any conſtraintor compulſion thereunto. 


A Divine at Louvaine, one /ames Lajonw, who was well inſtructed at the 
firſt ia the knowledge of the Truth, afterwards renouncing the ſame, en- 
deavoured with all his power to oppugne and oppreſle it. This man being 
G1 # time mounted intoa pulpit, to preach before the Emperour Charles 
the fifth, was at the very inſtant ſo amaſcd and aſtoniſhed, that no man 


_ could perceive what he ſaid, and ſo made himſclfea laughing ftocke toall 


that audicnce. Seeing himſelfe thus diſgraced, he returned from Bruſlcls 
ro Louvaine, where he fell into ſuch griefe and ſorrow of minde, for the 
diſhonour which he had goteen, that it turned at length into deſpaire : and | 
in hisdayly Le@ures, tbeſe or like words oftentimes eſcaped after that 
goodly Sermon, That he had impugned the truth of God : which when 
divers of his owne Coat heard, they cauſed him to be ſhut up faſt in a 
houſe, where in deſperation he died,telling every man he was damned, and 
that he could not hope for ſalvation or remiſſion of his ſins, becauſe that of 
mcer malice he had refiſted and made war with God, 

Cardinal] Peolean Engliſhman, had alſo ſomrimes profeſſed himſelfeto 
be well feen inthe ſincerity of the Goſpell, yer contrary to his conſcience 
he ſent 1nto his countrey the Trophies and Enfignes of Antichriſt the 
Pope,which before had been raſed out and aboliſhed the realme , bur he 
died rwoor three daies after Queene ary,in hortible griefes,terrors, and 


feartn]nefſe, without any ſhew of repentance. 
| Stephen 
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Stephen Gaediner Biſhop of Wincheſter, and afrer Chancellor of En- 
gland, ſhewed inhis young yeares ſome fotwardnefſe to withftand the Po- 
Piſh abuſes and ſuperftirions ; but as ſoone as he was exalted ro honour, he 
rurned over a new leafe, and began freſhly amd furiouſly to afflic and to 
rend the poore & faichfull ſervants of Chriſt, putting them to the cruelleſk 
deaths he could deviſe. And yet more to diſcover his prophanenefle and 
rebellion, he wrote many books againſt the pure Religionof God : and 
being thus ſwolne with venomous ſpight againſt the Soutie of Gad, be- 
ſide the extreame covetouſneſſe, whoredomes, and cxtortions which raig- 
ned in him, behold the Lord layd his hand of wrath upon him, and ſtroke 
him with ſo ſtrange a malady, that before his death ſuch horrible Ninke 
iſſued from him, that none of his friends and ſervants, no not himſelfe, 
could endure the ſavour thereof : his belly was ſwolne like a taber, his eyes 
diftracted and ſunke 1nto his head, his cheeks thin, and the appearance of 
his whole face very terrible: his breath ſavoured of a filthy and intolerable 
ſtinke, and all his members were rotren with continuall griefes and ſwou- 
nings; yet this vilewrerch inthe midſtof all theſe rorments ceaſed nor to 
yell out continiall blaſphemies, ard infamous ſpeeches, and ſodeſpigh- 
ting and maugring God, died... | 


Peter Caſtelion Biſhop of Maſton, having attained to great riches and re- 
nowne, by the means of the Goſpell, turned notwithſtanding his backe to 
Chriſt, and mightily inveyed in his ſermons at Orleance againſt the pro- 
feſſion of his Religion ; ſeeking to make it knowne, that he had not onely 
abjurced and denied it, but alſo that hee was a profeſt adverſary unto ir; 
This man fitting ata time in his chaire, -fell into a ſtrange diſeaſe, which 
no Phyſitian had ever ſeene, or could ſearch out the cauſe of; for one halfe 
of his body was extreme hot,and burned like fire, the other extreame cold, 
and frozen like Ice; and in this torment with horrible cries and groanings 
heended his life. | 

A gray Frier called Picard, whoonce was not aſhamed of the Goſpell, 
afterwards ſet himſelfe to preach againſt that which he had profeſſed, and 
being inthepulpitat Orleance,after infinite blaſphemies which he had dif- 
gorged againſt the Truth,at laſt ſaid, That he proteſted before God and the 
holy aſſembly, that he would never preach more after that day, becauſe he 
was an Apoſtate : which ſaying he by and by impudently and conſtantly 
denied,to the perill and damnation of his owne ſoule; thinking by his hor. 
rible curſings and forſwearings, to abuſe the poore ignorant and ſuperſti- 
tions people;bur he no ſooner came into the field,bur the puiſſant hand of 
God over-reached him, and ſtroke him ſpeechleſſe, ſo that he was carricd 
thence halfe dead, and within ſhort ſpacedied, altogether withont any ap- 
pearance of repentance. | SD | 
' Amons orher [udges which ſhewed themſelves hot and rigorous in per- 
ſecuring and procceding againſt the faithfull prifoners of Valence 1n 
Daul;:hine, and orher Romanes, at that ſeaſon when rwo Miniſters of the 


ſame c:ry \uffered Martyrdome, one Le#beſþin a Counſellor, and Ponſenes - 


the Kings Arrurney at the Parliament of Grenoble, both two having been 
profeMſors inrimes paſt,were not the backwardeſt in that ation , bur God 
made them both ſtrange examples of his wrath : for Lanbeſþis falling in love 
witha young maid was ſo extremely paſſionate thereiv, that he forewene: 


his owae cate, andall bounds of civill khonefty,to follow her pp gen _

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whitherſoever ſhe went : and ſeeing his love and labour deſpiſed and fer ar 
nought, he ſo pined away with very thought, that making no reckoning of 
himſclfe, ſuch a multitude of lice ſo ted upon him, and tooke fo guod 
liking of their paſture, tharby no means he could be cleanſed of them; for 
they mcreaſedand iſſued our of every partof his body in ſuch numver, as 
maggots are wont toengender in a dead and rotten carrion. Ar length a 
little before his death ſeeing his owne miſery, and feeling Gods heavy ven. 
geance upon him, he began to deſpaire of all mercy ; and ro the end to 
abridge his miſcrable dayes, he reſolved to hungerſtarve himſelfe to dearth, 

Which purpoſe the lice furthered ; for they ftucke ſo thicke in his throar, 

as if they would have choaked him every moment : neither could he ſuffer 
any ſuftenanceto paſſe downe by reaſon of them. They that wereeye. wit. 
neſſes of this pittifull ſpeQacle, were wondroufly moved with compaſiton, 
and conſtrained him tocat whither hewould or nor. And that they might 

make him take cullifles and other ftewed broaths, becauſe he refuſed and 

Krove againſt chem, they bound his armes, and pur gagges into his mouth, 

to keep it open whileſt others poured inthe food, And in this wiſe being 


_ gagged, hedied like a mad beaſt, with abundance of lice that went downe 


his throat; inſomuch that the very Papiſts themſelves ftucke not to ſay, 
That as he cauſed the Miniſters of Valence to have gagges thruſt into their 
mouths,and ſo put to death, ſolikewiſc.he himſelf died with a gagge in his 
mouth, 

As touching Poyſenes, commonly called Bourre/ (a very Butcher indeed 
of poore Chriftians) after he had ſold his owne patrimony, and his wives 
and friends alſo, tothe end ro buy our his office, and had ſpent thatwhich 
remained in houſe: keeping,boping in ſhore ſpace to take up twiſe as much 
aS he had ſcattered, fell downe into a ſtrange and unknowne diſcaſe, and 
ſhortly grew in deſpaire of Gods ſuccour and favour towards him, by a 
firong remembrance of thoſe of Valence, and the other Romanes which 
he had put ro death, which would never depart out of his minde, bur ill 
preſented themſelves before him: ſo that as one beſtraught of reaſon and 
ſence, he denied his Maker, and called upon his deſtroyer the Devill, with 
moſt horrible and birter enſuings : which when his Clearke perceived, he 
layd out before him the mercies of God, out of all places of the Scripture, 
to comfort and reſtore his decayed ſenſe. Bur in ſtead of returning to God 
by repentance and prayer,he continued obſtinate, and anſwered his Clerke 
(whoſe name was Stephen) in this wiſe , Stepber, Stephen, thou art blacke : 
Solam and it pleaſe you (quoth he) bur I am neither Turke nor Moore, 
nor Behemian, but a Gaſcoigne of red haire. No no (anſwered he)not fo, 
but thou art blacke ; bur it is with finne. That is trve (quoth he) but I 


— hope in the bountifull mercy of God); that for the love of Chriſt whodied 


for me, my blacke ſinnes ſhall not be imputed to me. Then he redoubling 
his choler, cried mainly after his Clerke,calling him Lutheran, Huguenor, 
Villaine. Ar which noiſe his friends without ruſhed in to know what the 
matter was, But hee commanded , that Stephen his Clerke ſhould pre- 
ſently have a paire of bolts clapt on his heeles,and to be burned for an He. 
retique, In briefe, his choler and rage boyled fo furiouſly in him, thar in 
ſhort ſpace he died a fearefull death, with borrible bowling and outcries. 
His creditors ſcarſe gave him reſpiteto draw his carkafſe our of his bed, 
betore they ſeiſed uponall his goods, not leaving his poore wife and chil- 

dren 
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dren fo much asa bed of ſtraw to lye in : ſo grievous was the curſe of God G1 
upon his houſe. _ Wa, 7 Ws 

Another great Prince having in former time uſed his authority and po- 0 
wer tothe anocing of Gods kingdome, afterwards being ſeduced by the —__ 53 
allurements of the world,renounced God, and tooke part with the enemies ee D 
of his Church, to make warre againſt it 3 in which war he was wounded to 
death, and is one notable example of Gods juſt vengeance, toallthat ſhall 
in like manner fall away. |

CHAP. XIX, 
Of Heretiques. 


S it is a matter neceſſarily appettaining to the firſt 
| Commandement, That the purity and ſinceritie of 

thedo@rine of Gods Word be maintained, by the 
. Tule whereof he would have us both know him, and 
underſtand the holy myſteries which are revealed to 
us therein : ſo alſo by the.contrary, whatſoever ten- 
deth to the corrupting ar 'fallifying of the ſame 
Word, riſing from fooliſh and ſtrange opinions of 


| humane reaſon,the ſame tranſgreſlerh the limits of this Commandement : 


of which ſort is Hereſie, an evill of its owne nature very pernicious and 
contagious, and no leſſe to be feared and ſhunned than the heat of perſecu- 
tion : and by means whereof the whole nation of Chriſtendome hath been 
heretofore toſſed with many troubles, and the Church of God grievouſly 

vexed, But as Truth got ever the upper hand, aid prevailed againſt fal- 

ſhood : ſo the broakers and upholders of falſhood came ever to the worſe, 

and were confounded as well by the ftrength of Trath, as by the ſpeciall 
judgements of God ſent downe upon the moſt part of them. | 

Theudas & Indas Galilens were twothat ſeduced the Jews before Chriſt: Ads. 36.39: 

for the firſt of them ſaid he was a Prophet ſent from God, and that he could 1% 
dividethe waters of Jordan by his word, as /oſhwab the ſervant of the Lord 1,f..antiq. 
did. Theother promiſed to deliver them'from the ſervitude and the yoake 66: r8.c.1.6+ 
of the Romanes. And both of them by rhat means drew much peopte' after #92069 
them : ſo prone is the common multitude to follow novelties, and to be- 
leeve every new fangle that is but yeſterday fet on broach, But they came 

both to a Lend deſtru&ion : for Fatvs the Governour of Jury overtooke 

Thesdx, and ſending his trunke tothe grave, carried his head as a monu- 

ment to Jeruſalem. As for #44s,he periſhed alſo,and all his followers were 
diſperſed, manifeſting by their ends, that their works were not of God, but 

of men,and therefore muſt aceds come to nayght. | 

After Chriſt,in the Apoſtles time there was one Elywas a Sorcerer,that an:53 

mightily withſto@d the doQrine of Paul and Barnabas, before Sergins Paulas 

the deputy, and ſowed a contrary herefie in his minde ; but Pa«l full of the 

Holy Ghoſt, ſet his eyes on him, and ſaid, 0 ful of all ſubtilty and miſchief, 

the childe of the Devill,aud enemy of righteouſneſſe,wili thou not ceaſe to pervert 

the frait wayes of the Lord ? Now therefore behold,the hand of the Lord is upon 

thee, end then ſhalt be blinds for a ſeaſon. And immediately there fell wen is

4 miſt and aarkneſſe , and hee went abort to ſecke ſameto lead him by the hand. 
And this recompence gained hee for his erroneous and hereticall pra- 
ae. 

A while after him, under the Empire of 4d7t«»,aroſe there another cal- 
led Benchorbab, that profeſſed himſelfe to be the Meſſas, and to have de- 
ſcended from Heaven in the likeneſle of a Star, for the ſafety and redemp-

difciples; but at kength he and many of his credulous rout were flaine,and 
was called by the lewes Bencozba (that is) the ſon of a lye. And rhis was the 
goodly redemption which this Heretique brought upon his owne head and 
many of his fellowes. 

It is reported of Cerinthwan Heretique, that he denying and going 
about ro darken the do@rine of Chriſts everlaſting kingdome, was over- 
whelmed by tle ſudden fallot an hot houſe which fell upon him and his 
aſſociates, as ſoone as S. lohs was departed from it : for trenens ſaith, Thar 
he heard Polycarpus often report, how $.Jo4n being about to enter intothe 
bathes at Epheſus, when he perceived Cerinths already within, departed 
very haſtily; ſaying to thoſe that bore him company,that be feared that the 
houſe would fall upon their heads, becauſe of Cerimthus the hererique, that 
was therein at thar inſtnat. 

Manes, of whom the Maniches tooke their name and firſt origina!l, for- 
ged in his foolifh brainea fiction of two gods, and two beginners, and re- 
jecting the old Teſtament, and the true God which is revealed in the ſame, 
publithed a fifth Goſpell of his owne forgery, yea and was ſo beſotted with 
folly (as Szides teſtifierh of him ) that he reported himſelfe tobe the Holy 
Ghoſt : whet be hadchus with his devilliſh herefies and blaſphemies infe- 
Redthe world, and was purſued by Gods juſt judgement, ar laſt for other 
pert practiſes he had his skin plucked over his cares alive,and ſo dycd-in 
milery. 

a that blaſphemous Caitife, of whom came the Montaniſts, or 
Pepuzian herertiques, of a towne in Phrygia called Pepuza, denied Chrift 
our Saviour to beGodzand ſaid he was but a man only like other men,with- 


out any participation of divine Eflence: he called himſelte the Comforter 


and holy Spirit which was forepromiſed to come into the world; and his 
twowives Priſcille and Maximilla,he named his propheteſles,and their wri- 
tings pragphecies : howbeit all their cunning could nor forcte!l nor prevent 
a wretched and deſperate end which befel] him for he hung himſelfe,after

deſtruction of Antioch ts feene, which beiog a very ſinke of heretickes, was 
partly conſumed with fire from Heaven above, in the ſeventh yeare of 1ſt3- 
»u the Empcror, and partly overthrowne with earthquakes below, wherein 
Enphraſius the Biſhop, and many other were deſtroyed. | 

Moreover, beſides thoſe, there were under Pope /znocent the third, ccr- 
caine heretickes called c4lb:zenſes, or Albiani, which being poſſeſſed with 
the ſame ſpiritof fury that the Maniches were,aftirmed that there were two 
Gods ; the one good, and another evill : they denied the Reſurrection, def- 
piſed the Sacraments, and ſaid that the foules of men after their ſepara- contempe of 
tion, paſſed either intohogs,oxen, ſerpents, or men,according to their me. 'h< Word, 
rits: they would not ſpare to pollute the Temples appointed for the ſervice APY 
of God, with their excrements, and other filthy ations, and rodefile the 
holy Bibles with urine, in deſpight and contumely. This herefie like an 


moſt all Europe, athouſand cities were polluted therewith ; ſo that it was 
high time tocut it ſhort by violence and the ſword,as it was; for they were 
oppreſſed with ſo hugea ſlaughter, that an hundred thouſand of them were 
flainc, partly by war,partly by fire,at one time. 

Gregory of Tours hath recorded the life and death of an heteticall Monk 
of Bourdeaurx, that by the helpof Magicke wrought miracles, and tooke 


reſtore thoſe that were paſt help by phy ſicke,unto their healths : hee went 


his couſenage was diſcovercd, and he was baniſhed rhe city, as a man unfic 
for civill ſociety, x 
In the yeare of our Lotd God 1204, in the Empire of 0710 the fourth, 

there was one Almaricusalſo that denied the preſcnce of Chriſt inthe Sa- 
crament, and ſaid, that God ſpake as well in prophane Ow/a;as holy Aug. | 
fine : he ſcotfed at the doarine of the Reſurreftion, and eſteemed heaven. Ee aty 2 
and hell but as an old wives fable. Hee being dead, his diſciples were © 
brought forth into a large field neere Paris,and there in the preſence of the 
French King,degraded and burnt : the dead carkaſie of Almaricas being ta-. 

ken outof the Sepulchre and burnt amongſt them, .ir fell out that whileſk 

they were in burning, there aroſe ſo huge a tempeſt, that heaven and earth 
ſeemed to move our of their places ; wherein donbtleſſe the ſoules of theſe 
wicked men felt by experience, that hell was no fable;buta thing,and ſuch 

a thing as waited for all ſuch rebels againſt God,as they were. 

Anaflaſius, Emperour of Conſtantinople, being corrupred with the he. 

refie of Eutiches, publiſhed an Edi, wherein all men were commanded 
toworſhſ God not under three perſons as a Trinity, bur as a quaternity, 
containing in it foure perſons : and could not by any counſell be brought 
from that devilliſherror, but repelled from him divers Biſhops with great 
reproach, which came to perſwade him to the contrary : for which 
eauſe not long after, a flaſh of lightning from Heayen ſuddenly ſeiſed 
G 2 UPON 
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upon him, and ſo hee perithed when he had raiyned twenty eight yeares. 

Tsft:nws the ſecond allo, who after the death of 1»ſ#:7ia» obrained the 
Imperiall Crowne, was a man of exceeding pride and cruelty,conremaing 
poverty, and murthering the Nobility for the moſt part. In avarice his 
deſire was ſo inſatiate, that he cauſcd iron cheſts to be prepared, whercin 
he might locke up that treaſure which by unjuſt exaRtions he bad extorred 
from the people, Notwithſtanding all this, he proſpered well enough un- 
till he fell into the herefic of Pelagius, ſoone after which, the Lord berefc 


him of his wits,and ſhortly after of his4ife alſo,when he badraigned eleven 


yeares. 
M ahomet. by birth an Arabian, and by profeſſion one of the moſt mon- 


* ſtrous hereriques thatever lived, began his herefie in the yeare 625. His 


off ſpring was out of a baſe ſtocke , for being fatherlefſe,one Abdemonoples 
a man of the houſe of 1ſmacl, bought him for his flave,and loved him great- 
ly for his favour and wit: for which cauſc he made him ruler over bis mer- 
chandiſe and other buſinefle. Now in the meane while one Serg145 a Monk 
(flying for hereſie into Arabia) inſtructed him in the hereſie of Neſtorive : 
a while after, his Maſter died without children, and left behinde hiaz much 
riches, and bis wife awidow of fifty yeares of age,whom Mahowet married, 
and when ſhe died, was mad: heire of all her riches. So chat now (what for 
his wealth and cunning in Magicke) he was had in high honour among the 
people. Wherefore (by the counſell of Sergizs) hee called himſelte the 
grear-Propherof God. And ſhortly after (when his fame was publiched) 
hedeviſed a Law and kinde of Religion called Alcaron, wherein he bor. 
rowed ſomething almoft of all the herefies that were before his time:wich 
the Sabellians he denied the Trinity:with che Manichees be ſaid there was 
but cwo perſons in the Deity : he denied the equality of the Father wich 
the Sonne, with Exnemizs ; and ſaid with Macedone that the Holy Ghoſt 
was acreature ; and approved the community of women with the Nicho- 
lJaits: he borrowed of the lewes circumciſion ; and of the Gentiles much 
ſuperſtition, and ſomewhat he tooke of the Chriſtian verity,befides many 
devilliſh fantaſies invented of his own braine : thoſe that obeyed his Law, 
he called Sar«zins. Now after he had lived in theſe monſtrous abuſes forty 


yeares, the Lord cut him off by the falling ſicknefle, whick he had diſſcm.. 
| bledalong time, ſaying when he was taken therewith, that the Angell Ga- 


briel appeared unto him, whoſe brightneſſe he could not behold : bur the 
Lord made that his deftruQion, which he imagined would be for his ho- 
nour,and ſetting forth his Sect. | 

Infinite be the examplcs of the.deſtruRion and judgement of private 
Heretiques in all ages, and therefore we will content our ſelves with chem 
that be moſt famous. In the yeare of our Lord 1561, andthethird yeare 
of the raigne of Queen FZlizaberh, there was in London one William Geffery, 
that conſtantly avouched a companion of his called /ohn Moore to be 


Chriſt oux Saviour, and could not be reclaimed from this mad perſwa- 


ſion, untill hee was whipped from Southwarke to Bedlam, where the 
ſaid Hopre meeting him, was whipped alſo, untill they bggh confel- 
ſed Ehriſt ro be in Heaven, and themſelves to be finnefull and wicked 
men, | 

But moſt ſtrange ir is, how divers ſenſible and wiſe men were deluded 


and carried beſide themſelves by the ſubtilry of Satan, inthe yeare 15 Ar , 
an 
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and of the raigne of Queene Elizabeth 3 3,the memory whereof is yet freſh {& 7 
in every mans head and mouth, and therefore 1 will burbriefly touch the 
ſame. Edmund Coppingerand Henry Arthington,two gentlemen, being afſo- 
Ciated with one VVi{{;am Hacker, fomtimes a propbane and very leud perſon, 
| bugnow convertcd 1n outward thew, though nor in inward affeRion, were 
| ſoFeduced by his hypocriticall behaviour, and the devils extraordinary de- 

| viſes, that trom one point to another they came at laſt ro thinke, that this 
| Hackes was anointed to be the Ludge of the world ; and therefore commin 
' one day to Hackets lodging in London, he told them they had bin anointed yore on 
| of the Holy Ghoſt : then Coppinger asked him what bis pleaſurewas to be (2 one 
| done : Goe your way (ſaith he) and proclaime in the city,thar Chriſt Ieſus 
, is come with his fanne in his hand ro judge the earth: and if they will not 
| belecve it, ler them come and kill me, if they can. Then Coppinger anſwe- 
red, it ſhould be gone forthwith ; and thereupon (like mad men) he and 
Arihingten ranne into the ſtreets, and preclaimed their meſſage aforeſaid : 
| and when by reaſon of the concourſe of people they could nor proceed any 
further, rhey got up into two empry carts in Cheape, crying, Repenrt, repens, 
; for Chriſt Teſus is come to judge the world : and then pulling a paper out of his 
boſome, he read out of it many things touching the office and calling of 
' Hacket,how he repreſented Chrift by taking part of his glorified body, &c. 
Beſiges, they called rhemſelves his Prophers, one of Iuſtice, another of 
| | Mercy. And thus thele fimple men were ſtrangely deceived by a miracu- 
| | lousillufionof Satan, who no doubt by ſtrange apparicious had brought 
them into this vaine conceit, But let us obſerve the end of it;it was thus * 
the whole city being in amaze,tooke Hacker, the breeder of this deviſe,and 
_  arraigning him betore the Major and other Iuſtices, found him guilty as 
| ___ wellof this ſeditious practiſe, as of ſpeaking traiterous words againſt the 
Queene : wherefore he was ſhortly after hanged on agibbet in Cheapfide, 
counterfeiting to his laft his old deviſes, and at lengrh uttering horrible 
blaſphemies againftthe Majefty of God. As for his Prophets, Coppryger 
died the next day in Bridewell, and 4rthington was kept in priſon, upon 


hope of repentance.

ly for faſhion ſake, or in regard of men: as appeareth by the reprootes and 
checkes which the Prophet Eſay denounceth againſt the hypocrites of his 
time: who made (hew of honouring God, bur it was bur with their lips 
and vaine and frivolous ceremonies, not 1n truth of heart and afte&ion : fo 
our Sayiour Chriſt thundred out his curſes againſt the Scribes and Pha- 
riſees with the judgements and vengeance of God for their hypocriſie, 
With this ſinne was Balaars that wicked Prophet, upon whom GoJ be. 
ſtowed a certaine gift of prophecy, inte&ed : for when King Balac ſent for 
him to curſe the Iſraelites, he made as though he would not enterpriſe any 
thing contrary tothe will of God, as if he had him ingreat reverence and 
eſtimation : neverthelefſe being allured and enticed by the golden preſents 
which were ſenthim, he deſpiſed Gods commandement, and diſcovered 
his owne ſecret impicty,and becamg an hired ſlave and enemy to the people 


of God : but as he was in journey towards him, there happened a ſtraoge 


and prodigious thing z an Angell met him by the way with a naked {word 


In his band ready to hew him in pieces : whom when he bim(elfe being 


blinded with covetouſneſle as with a vaile, could not perceive, his aſlc ſaw 
and was afraid , and that which was more ſtrange, the poore bruit and 
dumbe beaſt ſpeaking ina new language like a man, reproved his maſters 
madneſſe. Whereat he being ſore amaſed, and notwithſtanding all che 
aſſes bumbling before the Angell, yet purſued his unhappy journey, to his 
erernall ſhame and confufion, as cne of an obftinate and heardened heart ; 
for he wa: forced by the Spirit of God toblefle thoſe whom he had purpo- 
ſed tocurſe, and yet further diſcovering his bypocrifie and envious diſpo- 
fition, he was the cauſe why the Iſraclites provoked the wrath of God 
apainfithemſelves, through the pernicious and deceivable counſell which 
he gave to the Madianites;for which cauſe he himſelfe was in the end ſlain. 

In this range may we place Geeſe, Elizews ſervant, who being as it were 
the Diſciple and profeſt follower both of his Maſters life and do@trine, the 


true Prophet of God, by whom for the further aſſurance and confirmation 


of the grace and bleſſing of God, he had ſeen many notable and excellent 
miracles wrought, yet notwithſtanding was not true of beart, but drawne 
aſide by deſire of Jucre, that cauſed him ſecretly (unwitting to his maſter) 
to runne after Naan the Syrian in his maſters name, for the money and 
apparel] which his maſter had before refuſed: and ſuppoſing his knavery to 
be ſo hidden that it could not come to light, God diſcovered and pulled off 
his viſard,and puniſhed as well the deed,as the maner of doing hercof,upon 
him and his poſterity,with a perpetuall leproſie. 

Saint Zuke inthe firſt chapter of the 4&#s doth at large deſcrive the 
hypocrifieof 4navias and Saphira, who that they might ſeeme zealous to 
Godward, and charitable toward the Saints, having ſold a certaine poſleſ- 
fion, under pretence of giving the price thereof among the poore,retained 


covertly a certaine portion of it to their owneuſe, being ſo impudent as to. 


lyeunto the Holy Ghoſt the Prefident of the Church, and founder of all 
ſecrers: but being attached by the mouth of Peter,a juſt and fearfull judge- 
ment of God fell on them both, even their ſudden death at the Apoſtles 
feer,one after another,

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Door of Divinity, a-Monke of Canterbury, and divers others,counter- #1 
feited ſuch manner of trances and diſtortions in her body, with the utte- 
ring of divers counterfeit vertues and holy words, tending ro the rebuke of 
ſinne, and reproving ſuch new opinions as there began ro ſpread, that ſhee 
woon great credit amongſtrhe people , and drew atter hera multirudeof 
favouries3 beſides, ſhe would prophecy of things ro come, as that ſhee 
ſhould be helped of her diſeaſe by none but the Image of our Lady in Al- 
dington ; whither being broughr, ſhe appeared tothe people tobe ſudden- 
ly relieved from her ſicknefſe; by meanes of which hypocriticall diffimula- 
tion ſhe was bronght into marvellous eſtimation, not only withthe com- 
mon people, bur with divers great men alſo, infomuch that a book was put 
in print, touching her fained miracles andevelations. Howbeit, not con- 
tent todeludethe people, ſhe began alſoto meddle with the King himfelf, 
Henry the cight 3 ſaying, Thar if be proceeded to be divorced from his wife 
Queene Katherine, he ſhould nor remaine King one month after, and inthe 
reputation of God not one day: for which'and many other tricks praiſed 
by her,fhe with her complices was arraigned of high treafon,and after con- 
feflion of all ker knavery,drawn from the Tower to Tyburne,and there han- 
gedzrhe holy maidens head being ſet upon London bridge, and theother an 
certaine gates of rhe City. | 

The other named /« Pucella de Dien,marvellouſly deluded with her coun- 
terfeit hypecriſie, Charles the ſeventh, Kihg of France, and all the whole 5:9 Cone 
French Nation ; in ſuch ſort, that ſo much credit was attributed unto het, 
that ſhe was honoured as a Saint, and thought to be ſent of God to the aide 
of the French King. By her meanes Orleance was woon from the Engliſh, 
and many other exploits atchieved, which (tobe ſhort ) I will referrerhe 
Reader unto the French Chronicles, where they ſhall finde her admirable 
knavery at large diſcovered.

of Leviticus, to turne after familiar ſpirits, -or to ſeeke-ro Soorhfayers to 
be defiled by them : and the more to withdraw them irom this damnable 

crime, in the Chapter following there is a threaz. ſer downe again(t it in 

manner of a Commandement, T hat if cither wan or woman have a ſpirit of 
divination or ſothſaying in them, they ſhould aye the aeathgthey ſhould flone them 

to death, their blond ſhoald be nponthems : ſo inthe two.and twentieth of Exo- 

dus, the Law of God ſaith, Thos ſhalt not ſuffer aWirch to live : and Moſes 

following the ſame ſteps, _ an expreſfle charge inthe eighteenth of 
Dewteronomy,againſt this ſinne, ſaying, Let nowebe found among thee that uſeth 
witchcraft, vor that reg ardeth the Clouds or times,nor a Sorcerer or a Charmer, or 
that counſclleth with a Spirit, or ateller of Fortunes, or that asketh counſell of the 

dead, for all that doe ſuch things are abheminatronuntothe Lord, And therefore 

this finne, 1 Sam, ver,15. is reputed amongſt the moſt hainous and enor- 

mous ſinnes that can be : When they (ball ſay nnto you ( ſaith the Propher) 

Enquire at them that have a Spirit of Divination, and at the Soothſayer,which 
26h ana murmures : anſiver,Shonld not a people enquire at their God ? from 

the living tothe dead? To the Law, and tothe Teitimony ? Wherefore it was 2 

commendable thing, and worthy imitatiop, when they that had recejved 
the Faith by Pauls preaching, having uſed Curious Arts, as Magicke and 
ſuch like, being touched with the feare of God, brought their bookes, and 
burned them before all men, although the price thereof amounted to fifty 
thouſand pieces of ſilver, which by Bucs his ſupputation ariſerth to five 
thouſand French Crownes.. The Councels, as that of Carthage, and rhat 
other of Cevftantinople, kept the ſecond rime inthe ſuburbs, utterly con- 
Jdemned the pra&ices of all Conyurers and Enchanters, The twelve Tables 
in Rome adjudged to puniſhments thoſe that bewitched the ſtanding 
corre. And for the Civill Law, this kind is condemned both by the Law 
Iulis and Corvelis. In like manner the wiſeſt Empcrours(thoſe I mean that 
2tained tothe honour of Chriſtianity) ordained divers Edicts and Prohi- 
bitions, under very ſharp and grievous puniſhments, againſt all ſuch villa- 
ny :as Conftantine in the ninth book of the Cod.:it.18.cnacted, That whoſo- 
ever ſhould attempt any ation by Art Magicke, againſt rhe ſafety of any 
perſon, or ſhould bring in or ſtir up any man, to make him fall intoany 
miſchiefe os riotous demeanoaur, ſhould ſuffer a grievous puniſhment : in 
the fifth Law he forbiddeth every man to aske counſel! at Witches, or to 
uſe the helpe of Charmers and Sorcerers, under the paineof death, Ler 
thera(ſaith he inthe ſixth Law) be throwne to wild beaſts ro be devonred, 
that by conjuring or the helpe of familiar ſpirits go abour to kill either 
their enemies, or any other. Moreover in the ſeventh Law he willeth, that 
not ſo much-as his owne courtiers and ſervants, ifthey were found faulty in 


- this crime, ſhould be ſpared, but ſeverely puniſhed 3 yet nevertheleſſe, 
many of this age gave themſelves over to this fi'thy finne, without either 


feare of God, or reſpe& of Law : ſome through a foolifh and dangerous 
curioſity, others through the overruling of their owne yile ard wicked 
aMeRions, and a third ſort, troubled with the terrours of an evill conſci- 
ence, defire to know wir ſhall betall. apd- happeg unto them in the 


cad. 
Thus Sas! the firft King of Iſrael being troubled in bimielte, and terri- 
fedwiththe army of the Philiſtims that came againſt him, would necds 
6." tie ET... - forcknow 
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foreknow his owne fortune, and the iſſue of this doubtfull warre. Now 
whereas before whileſt he performed the duty of a good King, and obeyed 
the commandement of God, hee had cleanſed his Realme of Witches and 
Enchanters , yet is he now {9 mad as to make them ſerve his owne turn, and 
touſetheir counſels in his extremity; adding this wickedneſle rethe num- 
ber of his other great ſins, that the meaſure thereof might be full; he went 
therefore toa Wirch to ſeeke counſell, who cauſed a Devill ro appeare 
and ſpeake unto him tn the ſhape of Samuel, and forerell him of ( Gods 
juſt jadgement upon his wickedneſſe) his utter and finall ruine and de- 
ftrucion. __ | 


Anexample not much unlike vnto this in the event, but moſt like in B=cher.rerun, 
praiſe, wee finde recorded of Natholicw,the one and thirtieth King of the ***%+- 
Scots: who, afrerhe had unjuſtly uſurped the Crowne and Scepter, and _. 


inftalled himſclfe by much bloudſhed into the Throne of the Kingdome, 
by open intruſion, and:-no apparent ſhew of right, ſought by the ſame 
means to confirme and eftabliſh the Kingdome unto him : And therefore 
(as wickedneſſe is alwaies accompanied with ſuſpitionand feare) hee ſent 
one of his truſtieft faiends roa Witch, to enquire of things to came, both 
what ſuccefſe he ſhould haye in his Kingdome,and alſo how long he-ſhauld 


live: the Witchanſwered, That he ſhould nor live long, but ſhould ſhort- 
ly be murtbered, net by his enemy, but by his familiar friend : when the 


Meſſenger urged inftantly of whom, ſhe anſwered, of him : hee deteſfing 
herat firſt, and abhorrivg the thought of _——_— villany, yer at leogt 
conſidering that it was nor ſafe toUiſcloſe the Wirches anſwer, and.oh the 
other fide, that it could nor be concealed, refolved for his moſt ſecurity, 
rather to kill the Tyrant, with the favour of many, than to faye himalive 
with the hazard of his owne head. Therefore as ſoone as he was returned 
home, being in ſecretalone with the King, to declare unto him the Wit- 
ches anſwer, he flew him ſuddenly, and gave him his juſt deſerr, both for 
his horrible cruelty, and wicked ſorcery, Let all them thatmake no con- 
ſeicnce of running to Witches, either for their loſt goods, or for recovery 
of their owne or friends health, remember this examplecither for their 
inſtruQion to amend, or for their terrour, if they continue rthar devilliſh 
practiſe. 


Plutarch inthe life of Romulgs reporteth of one Cleomedes, a manin PIO- Pint, Row: 


portion of body, and cruell practiſes, huge and gyant-like : who for that 
he was the cauſe of the death of many litele children, and was purſued by 
the parents of thoſe dead infants, who ſought to be revenged on him for 
chat cruel] part, he hid himſclfe ina coffer, cloſing the lid faſt to him : but 
when the Coffin was broken up, the Conjurer was not therein,neither alive 
nor dead, but was tranſported by che malitious ſpirit the Devill, toa place 
of greater torment. Lo 


Antient Hiſtories make mention of one Piſo, a man of credit and au racic. 


thority among the Romances, whom the Emperour Tiberius gave unto his 
ſonne Germanicus for an belp and counſellor in the mannaging of hus af- 


faires in Afia, ſowell was he perſwaded both of his ſuſficieacy, courage, 


and loyalty towards him. It chanced a while after, that Ke'was ſuſpeRed 
to have bewitched todeaty the ſaid Gerwanicws : the fignes and markes of 
which ſuſpition were, certaine dead mens bones digged our of rhe earth ' 
with divers charmes and curſes, and Germapicu name engravenin _— 5 

oe - | cad, 
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| lead, and ſuch liketraſh which Witches uſe to murther men withall, were 
14 found with him. VWWhercupon Tiberizs himſelfe accuſed him of that crime; 
but would not bave the ordinary Iudges to fit upon it, but by ſpeciall pri. 
viledge committed the enquiry thereof unto the Senate. Piſs, when every 
man thought he was preparing bimſelf for his defence againſt the morrow 
(like awiſe man to prevent all miſchiefes) was found dead the day before, 
baving his throat cut, and,as moſt likelihood was, finding himſelfe guilty 
of the fa, and too weake to overweigh the other ſide, foreſtalled the 
infamy of a moſt ſhamefull death, by killing himſelfe , although there 
be that ſay, that the Emperour ſent one of purpoſe todiſpatch him in this 
manner.

__ the Ner- by his delufions did ſodeceive and blinde the poore ignorant people, that 
Py they accounted him not onely for ſome mighty man, butrather for ſome 
Referthis alſo 'QJermy god ; ard intoken of the honour and reverence they barchim, they 
t001.62% offcredup ſacrifices unto bim,which he refuſed nor ; butar laſt his knaye- 
ries and couſenages being laid open, they killed him whom before they ſo 
much cſiremed : and becauſe his dead carkafſe with filthy ſtinke infeQed 
the approachers,they digged it up,and broached ituponthe end of a ſtake, 
to be devoured of wild beaſts. 
edepa3. ofthe Another called Holere (as the ſame Author witnefleth) plaid the like 
foreſaid book, 11; £5 inabuſing the peoples minds as firong]y as the other did, infomuch 
that he was repured alſo for a god :.for be joyned with his craft, ſtrength and 
power to make him. feof greater authority in theworld., Vhen he liſted 
to paſſe over the ſca,he uſed-no other ſhip but a bone figured with certaine 
charmes,whereby be was tranſported, as if both ſayles and wind had helped 
and driven him forwards ; yet his inchanted bone was not of power to ſave 
him from being murtbered of his enemies. 
Glaze Atagues The ſame Author writeth, That in Denmarke there was one Otto a great 
" Rover and Pyrat by ſea, who uſed likewiſe to paſſe the ſeas without the 
belpof ſhipor any other veſſcll, and ſunke and drowned all his enemies 
with the waves, which by his cunning be ftirred up: bur at laſt his cunning 
practiſe was over. reached by one more expert inhis are than himſelfe, and 
as he had ſerved others, ſo was he himſelfe ſerved,cven ſwallowed up of the 
Waves, 

There was a Conjurer at Saltzburg, that vavnted thathe could gather to- 
_ all the ſerpants within half a mile round about into aditch,and feed 
them and bring them up there : and being about the experiment, behold, 
the old and grand ſerpent came in the while, which whileſt he choughr by 
the force of his charmesto make toenter into theditch among the reſt, he 
ſet upon and incloſed bim round abour.like a girdle ſo ſtrongly, that bee 
drew him perforce into the ditch with him, where he miſerably died. Mark 
here the wages of ſuch wicked miſcreants, that as they make it their occu. 
pation toabuſe ſimple folke, they are themſelves abuſed and couſened of 
the Devill,whois a finer jugler than chem all. 

It was a very lamentable ſpeRacle that chanced to the Governour 

of Maſcona Magitian, whom the Devill ſnatched up indinner while, and 
 boiftedaloft, carrying him three times about the towne of Maſcon in the 

' Kugede Cluni, Preſence of many beholders, to whom he cried on this manner, Help, help, 
my friends ; ſo that the whole towne ſtood amaſed thereat, yea and __ rc- 
membrance 
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membranceof this ſtrange accident ſticketh at this day taſt intheminds 
of all the inhabitants of this country;and they ſay, that this wretch having 
given himſelfe to the Devill, provided ſtore of holy bread(as they call ic) 
which he alwaies carried about with him, thinking thereby to keep himſelt 
from his clawes; but ir ſerved him to ſmall ſtead, as his end declared. 


About the yeare 1437, Charles the ſeventh being King of France, Sir | 


Gyles of Britaine, Lord of Rais, and high Conſtable of France, was accu- 
ſed (by the report of Engucrran de Monſtrelet) for having murthered many

infants and women with childe, to the number of eightſcore or more,with v2. 


whoſe bloud he either writ or cauſed tobe written books full of conjurati- 
ons, hoping by that abhominable means toateaine to high matters : bat ir 
happened cleane croſle and contrary to his expectation and practiſe ; for 
being convinced of thoſe horrible crimes (it being Gods will, that ſuch 


groſſe and palpable finnes ſhould nor go unpuniſhed) he was adjudged to 


| be banzed and burned to death, which was alſo accordingly executed at 
Nantes,by the authority of the Duke of Britaine, 

lohan Francis Picus of Mirand faith, Thathe conferred divers times with 
many, who being inticed with a vaine hope of knowing things ro come, 
wereafterwards ſo grievouſly tormented by the Devill (with whom they 


had made ſome bargain) that they thought themſelves thriſe happy if they 
cſcaped with their lives. He ſaith moreover, That there was in histime a. 


certaine Conjurer that promiſed a too curious and no great wiſe Prince,to 
preſent unto him upon a ſtage the ſieg: of Troy, and LYchilles, and Hedtor 
fighting together as they did when rhey were alive , bur he could nor per- 
forme his promiſe for another ſport and ſpeQacle more hideous and ovgly 
rohis perſon , ſor he was taken away alive by a Devill, in ſuch ſort, that he 
was never afterward heard of. - {-$ 
In our owne memory the Earle of Aſpremont and his brother Lord of 
Orne, were made famous, and inevery mans: mouth, for their ſtrange and 
prodigious ſeats, wherein they were ſo unreaſonably difſolute and vaine- 
olorious, that ſometime they mave it their ſport and paltime to breake 
downe all the windowes abour the caſtle Afpremont, where they kept 
(which Iyeth in Lorraine two miles from Saint Michad) and threw them 
piccemeale intoa deep VVell to heare them cry plumpe: bur this vaine cx- 
ceſſe preſaged a ruine and deſtruQtion to come, as well upon their houſe, 
which at this preſent lyeth deſolate and rninous in many reſpeRs, a s upon 
themſelves, that finiſhed their dates in miſery one afrer another;as we ſhall 
now underitand of the one the Lord of Orne : as for the Earle, how hee 
dicd, ſhall more at large be declared elſewhere, Now it chanced, that as 
the Lord of Orne was of moſt wicked and cruell conditions, ſo hee had 
an evill favoured lookec, anſwerable ro his inclination and name, tobe a 
Conjurcr : the report that went of his cruelty was this, That upon a time 
be put the Baker (one of his ſervants, whoſewiic he uſed ſecretly ro cnter- 
rainc) into a tun, which he cauſed to be rowled from the top of a hill, into 
the bottome, ſometimes as high as a pike, as the place gave occation, buc 
by the great mercy of God, notwithſtanding all this, this poore man ſaved 
bis life, Furthermore, it was a common report, that when any Gentlemen 
or Lords came to ſee him, they were entertained (as they thought) very ho- 
nourably, being ſerved with all fort of moſt dainty faire and exquiſite di- 
ſhes, as if he had not ſpared to make them the beſt cheere that might oy 
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Aſweerk'fſe 
doubtleſlc, 


but at their departure, they that thought themſelves well refreſhed, found 
their ſtomacke empty and almoſt pined for want of fond, having neither 
eaten nor drubk any thing ſave in imagination only;and it is tobe choughr, 
that their horſes found no better fare than their maſters. It happened one 
day thatacertaine Lord being departed from his houſe, one of his men ha- 
viog left ſomething behind, retarned co rhe Caſtle, and entring ſuddenly 
into the ballwhere they dined but a little before, he eſpied a Munky bea- 


ting the maſter of the houſe that had feaſted them of late, very ſore, And 


there be others that ſay, that he hath been {cen through the chink of adore 
lying on a table upon his belly all at length, and a Munkey ſcourging him 
very ſtrangely ; towhom he ſhould ſay, Let me alone, Jet me alone, wilt 
thou alwaies torment me thus > And thus he continued a long time:but at 
lengrh after he had made away all his ſubſtance, he was brought to ſuch 
extremity,that being deſtirure of maintenance, and forſaken of all men,he 
was fain(for want of a betterrefuge) to betake himſelfe tothe Hoſpitall of 
Paris, which was his laſt Manſion houſe, wherein he died. See here ro how 
pittifull and miſerable an end this man fell ; that having beeneſte:med 


amongſt the Mighties cf this world, for making no more account of God, 


and for following the illuſions of Satan(the common enemy of mannkdi) 
became ſopoore and wretched as to dye in an Hoſpitall among Cripples 
and Beggars. - 

It is nor long ſince there was in Lorraine a ccrtaine man called Conley, 
that was over much givento this curſed Art:among ſt whoſe tricks this was 
one tobe wondred at;that he would ſuffer harquebuſes or piſtols robe ſhor 
at him, and catch their bullets in his hand without receiving any hurt: bur 
upona certain time one of his ſcrvants being angry with him, hor him fuch 


 aknock with a piſtoll(notwitbſtanding all his great cunaing) that he killed 


him therewith. 
Moreover, it is worthy to be obſerved, That within theſe twohundred 


eares hitherto, more Monks and Prieſts have been found given over to 
theſe abhominations and devilliſhneſſes, than of all other degrees of peo- 
ple whatſoever, as it is declared in the ſecond volume of Engnerran de Mon- 
firalet more ar large : where he maketh mention of a Monks that uſed to 
pace his ſorceries in the top of a tower of an Abbey, lying neere to 

ongin upon Marne, where the Devils preſented themſelves ro be at his 
commandement :and this was in the raigne of C/az/cs rhe ſixth, In the 
fame booke it is recorded, That in the raigne of Charles the ſeventh, one 
Maſter W:{;am Edilize DoRor in Divinity, and Prior of Saint Germaine 
in Lay, having been an Auguſtine Frier, gave himſclfe to the Devill for 
his pleaſvre, even to have bis will of a certain woman : hewas upon a time 
ina place where a Synagogue of people were gathered together ; whereto 
theend that he might quickly be(as he himſclfe confeſſed te took a broom 
and rode vpon it, He confeſſed alſothar he had don homage to that enemy 
of God, the Devill : who appeared unto him in the ſhape of a (ſheep, and 
made him kiſſc his binder parts, as he reported. For which cauſes hee was 
placed upon a ſcaffold, and openly made to weare a paper containing his 
owre fou'rs, and afterwards plotted to live priſoner all the reſt of his life 
laden with yrons,in the Biſhop of Exreux his houſe, which was accordingly 
execured. This happened inthe yeare 145 3. 


In the raigne of the ſame King, 1457, there was a certaine Curare of a 
village 
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village neere to Soiſſons, who to revenge himlelfe of a Farmer tharrerai- 77 
ned from him the tenths which were appointed to the Knijghrs of the | 
Rhodes, wenttoa Witch, of whom he received ingifta fat toad inan ear- 

then pot, which ſhe had a long while fed and brought up, which ſhe com- 

manded him to baprtiſe ; as he alſodid, and called it by the name of 7ohs : 

albeit I tremble to recite ſo monſtrous and vile a fact , yet that every man Conrempt of 
might ſee how deadly beſorted thoſe ſort of people are that give them. Jji7ca,.a., 
ſelves over to Satan,and with what power of errour beoverwhelmech chem, 

and belide, how full of malice this uncleane ſpirit is, that as it were in de- 

ſpighe of God, would prophane the holy Sacrament of Bapriſme, This 

200d holy Curate, after he had conſecrated the holy hoſt, gave italſoro 

the toade tocat, and afterward reſtored it to the Witch agatn,whokilliog 

the toade, and cutting it in pieces, with other ſuch like forceries, cauſed 

a young wench to carry it ſecretly into the Farmers houſe, and to pur it un» 

der thc table as they were at dinner ; whereupon immediately the Farmer 

and his children that were at the table fell ſuddenly ficke, and three dayes 
afrerdied : the Witch her ſelfe being dereRted, was burned, but the Cu- 

rate ſuff-red onely a little impriſonment inthe Biſhop of Paris houſe, and 

that nor long for what with friendſhip and money he was ſoone delivered. 
Froiſſard, who was Treaſurer and Canon of Chymay , reporteth of ano. 

ther Curate th the countrey of Beare (under Charles the ſeventh) that had 

a familiar ſpirit which hee called Or:hoy : whoſe helpe hee uſed tothe 
diſturbance of the Lord of Corofſe, by caufing a terrible noiſe. to bee 

heard every night by him and his ſervants in his caſtle, becauſe the ſaid 

Lord withheld his tythes from him, and converted them to his owne 

uſe. | 

In the yiare 15 30, at Nuremburg a certaine Prieſt ftudied Art Magick, wierw. 

and being very covetous of gold and filver, the Devill (whom hee ſerved) 

ſhed him through a Chryſtall certaine treaſures hidden in the city : he by 

and by (greedy of this rich prey) went to that part of the city where hee 
ſuppoſed it to have lien buried : and being arrived at the place, with a com- 

panion whom he brought tothis pretty paſtime, fell a ſearching and dig- 

ging upa hollow pit,untill he perceived a coffer that lay in the bottome of 

the hole,with agreat blacke dog lying by it : whither he was no ſooner en- 

tre, but the earth fell downe and filled up the hole,and ſmothered and cru- 

(hed him to death. So this poore Prieſt was entrapped and rewarded by his 

maſicr no otherwiſe than he deſerved ; but otherwiſe than heexpeced or 

looked for. 
| Howbeit they are not onely ſimple Prieſts and Friers that deale with Navcler.vire. 
theſe curſed Arts, but even Popes themſelves. Silvefter the ſecond(as Pla- © 
tina and others report) was firſt a conjuring Frier, and gave himſelfe to the 

Devill upon condition he might be Pope, as he was indeed; and having 
obraincd his purpoſe, as it ſeemed he began earneſtly rodefire to know the 

day wherein he ſhould die: which alſobis Schoolmaſter the Devill revea- 

led unto him, bur under ſuch doubrfull tearmes, that he dreamed in his 

fooliſh conceit, of immortality, and that he ſhould never dic, It chanced - 

ona time as he was ſinging Maſle at Rome ina Temple called Ieruſalem 

(wbich was the place aſſigned him rodie in)and not Ieruſalem in Paleſtina 
(as be made himſelfe falſly to beleeve,he heard a great noiſe of Devilsrhat , 
came to fetch him away (note that this was dane in Maſſe while) _ the noting, 
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he being terrified and rormented , and ſeeing bimſclfe nor able any way

to eſcape, hee defircd his people to rend his body in pieces after his death, 
and lay it upon a charriot, and let horſes draw it whither they would ; 


* which was accordingly performed : for as ſoone as he was dead, the pie-

ces of his Carkaſſe were carried out of the Church of Laterane by the wic- 
ked ſpirit, whoas he ruled him inlife, ſo he was the Chiefe in his death and 
funerals. 

By like means came Bevedi# the ninth tothe Popedome, for he was a de- 
teſtable Magirian; and in the ten yeares wherein he was Pope having com- 
mitted infinite villanies and miſchiefs,was at laft by his familiar friend the 


 Devill ftrangled to death in a forreſt, whither he went to apply himſelfe the 
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more quieter to his conjurings. 

Gregory the (ixth, ſcholler to S/ 
wrought much miſery in his time, butwas at laſt baniſhed Rome, and en- 
ded his life in miſery in Germany. FEE | 

Tohnthe two and twentieth, being of no better diſpoſition than theſe we 
have ſpoken of, but following judiciall aſtrology, fed himſelfc with a vain 
hope of long life, whereof he vaunted himſelfe among his familiars, one 
day above the reft at Viterbum, in a chamber which þe had lately builded, 
ſaying,thathe ſhould live a great while, hewas aſſured of it : preſently the 
floore brake ſuddenly in pieces, and he was found ſeven daies afrercraſhed 
to pieces under the ruines thereof. All this notwithſtanding, yer other 
Popes ceaſed not to ſuffer themſelves to be infeted with this execrable 
poiſon:as Hildebrand, who was called Gregory the ſeventh,and Alexander the 
fixth, of which kinde we ſhall ſee a whole legend in the next booke. Doe 
but marke theſe holy Fathers how abhominable they were, tobe in ſuch 
ſort givenover to Satan. 

Cornel: Agrippa, a great Student in thiscurſed Art, and a man famous 
both by his owne works and others report, for his Necromancy, went al- 

waies accompanied with an evill ſpirit in the fimilitude of a blackedogge: 
bur when his time of death drew neer,and he was urged torepentance, hee 
rooke oF the inchanted collar from the dogs neck, and ſent him away with 
theſe termes ; Get thee hence thou curſed beaſt, which haſt utterly deſtroyed mee : 
Neither was the dog ever after ſeen:ſome ſay he lept into Araris, and never 
_ out againe, Laerippe himſelte-died at Lyons ina baſe and beggarly 
nne. 

Zeroaſtres King of BaQtria isnotified to have bin the inventer of Aftro- 
logy and Magicke. But the Devill (whoſe miniſtry he uſed) when he was 
too importunate with him, burned him to death. | 

Charles the feventh of France, put Egedius de Raxa Marſhall of his King- 
dome, toa cruell and filthy death, becauſe he praQiſed this Art, and inthe 
ſame had murthered an hundred and twenty teeming women and yong in- 
roo cauſed him to be hanged upona forke by a hot fire, and roaſted to 

eath. 

Bladud the ſonne of Lud King of Britaine, now 'called England , in 
the yeare of the World 3100, ( hee that builded the city of Bath, as 
our late Hiſtories witneſſe, and alſo made therein the Bathes ) addicted 
bimſelfe ſo much tothe Devilliſh art of Necromancy, that hee wrought 
wonders thereby, inſfomuch that he made himſelfe wings, and attemp. 
red to fice like Dedalins : bur the Devill (as ever like a falſe me for. 

| ooke 


lyvefter, as great a conjurer as his maſter, 
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ſooke him in his journey , ſo that hee fell downe and brake his necke. 
In the yeare of our Lord 1578, one 8im0n Pewhrooke dwelling in Saint 19 
Georges pariſh ii London, being a figure ſetter, and vehemently ſuſpe&ed 
to be a Conjurer, by the commandement of the Indge appeared in the pa- 
riſh Church of Saint Savioxr at Court holden there : where whileſt he was 
buſje in entertaining a ProQor, and leaned his head upon a pew a good 
ſpace,the Proctor began to lift up his head to ſee what he ayled,and found 
him departing out of this life, and ſtraightwayes he fell downeratling in 
the throat, withour ſpeaking any one word. This ſtrange judgement hap- 
pened before many witneſſes, who ſearching him, found about him five de- 
villiſh books of conjuration and moſt abhominable praQiſes, witha pi- 
 Gture in tein of a man having three dice in his'hand, with this writing, 
Chance dice fortwnately , and much other traſh : fo that'every one confeſſed 
it to be a juſt judgement againſt Sorcery, and a great example tocauſe 
others to ſcare the juſt judgement of God, Now let every one learne by 
theſe examples to feare God, and to ftarid firme and ftedfaſt rohis holy 
Word, without turning from it on any fide, ſo ſhall he be ſafe from ſuch 
like miſcrable ends as theſe wicked varlets come unto.

LSD fore: And this is wheh we aſcribe fot 'unto'Got the | 
F) glory of his benefics, to givelrim thanks far cheon, but 
B3).Q< through a fooliſh pride extoll. our" ſelves: higherrhan 
— CEVSS=S weought, preſuming aþove tneaſure and reaſon'inour 
owne power, deſire toplace our ſelves in a! higher degree than is tneer. 
With this fond and fooliſh'affe&ion (I know. not how): our firſt fathers Gen.:. 
 weretickled and tainted from the beginning,tothink to impaire theglory 

of God : and they alſo were puffed up with the blaft of ambition "Hart 
know not with what fond, fooliſh, raſh, afd proud conceft,went abut after 
the floud to build a city and tower of exceeding height,by rhar meats ro 
win fame and reputation among men - In ſtead whereof they ooght rather 9<2-17- 
to have pray ſed God by remembring hisgraciousgoodirefſt in their mira- 
culous deliverance in their farhers perſons, from that /generall deluge and 
ſhipwracke of the world : bur foraſmuch'as with a proud 'and high ſto- 
macke they lifted up themſelves againſt Gad, to whom all glory otiely ap- 
pertainerh, therefore God alfo ſer himſelfe agaioſt them and againſt their 
over bold praQiſes, interrupting all their determined prefarmprucus pur- 
poſes, by ſuch a confuſion and alteration of tongues whichheſear among 
them, that one could not underſtand anorher : ſo that with ſhame they 
were conftrained to leave their begun worke. And befides, in ſtead of that 
firong and ſurc habitationwhich they dreamed on, ro maintain and _—_— 
them- 
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themſelves by,againſt all enemies, and-tbe fortrefle and caftile wherby they 
went about to keep other in ſubjeion tothem,they were forced to forſake 
the place by the juſt judgementof God,who ſcattered and diſperſed them 
hither and thither, that ke migkt bring them ro that eſtate and condition 
which they moſt of all feared,and ſtrove troſhun. And thus God refiſteth 
the proud, and favouretb the humble : loe here the puniſhment wherewith 
God puniſhed their fin, remaining till upon them this day,for a chaſtiſe- 
ment of their proud ſpirits. 

With the ſtaine of this finne, moſt commonly, the mightieſt Poten- 
eates of this world are defiled, who although both by word and writing 
avouch and confcſſe their power to be by the grace of God, yet for the 
moſt part they are very unthankfull for the ſame, and ſo proud and high 
minded, that they ſhew themſelves moſt obſtinate and ungratefull of all 
men : for oftentimes they rob him of the honour and glory which is pecu- 
liar unto himſelfe, and attribute it to themſelves, in ſetting forth their 
brave and ſumptuous ſhewes and triumphs : this 18 the ſfinne whereof N#- 
buchadnezzar King of Babel! wasreproved ; for God baving beſtowed upon 
him a kingdome with ſuch pompe and renowne, that he made whole nati- 
ons to tremble before his face, and putting many people'in ſubje&ion un- 
der him, he (in ſtead of giving thanks for theſe great benefits) exalted 
bimſelfe, ſuffering his hear to ſwell, and his underflanding to waxe hard 
with pride, nor regarding the Lord who exrolled him ſo high: and yer nor- 
withſtanding he was conſtrained to confeſle and acknowledge him for the 
true God, to haveaneverlaſting Kingdome,and an infinite power, as well 
by the forewarning of dreamesywbich Doric! interpreted, as by the miracu- 
lous deliveranceof three young men out of the burning furnace , there- 
foreas he walked que day in his royall palace at Babylon, and vaunted of 


' bis greatneſſe, and magnificenice, ſaying to himſclfe, 7s not chigreat Babel, 


which 1 have built for the houſe of the King dome, by the might of my power, and 
for the honour of my Majefty ? Now whileſt the word was yet in his mouth, a 
voyce was heard from heaven, ſaying, O Kine, to thee it i ſpoken, Thy King- 
dome ſhall depart from thee : and according to the tenour of the voyce hee 
was immediately depoſed from, his royall ſear, ſpoiled of all his glory,dri- 
ven from the ſociety of men, deprived of ſenſe, and made a companion for 
the bruit beaſts, and wilde afles,cating grafle like oxen, even ſo long,untill 
his baire was growne ſtiffe like Eagles feathers, and his nailes like the 
clawes of birds. In which eftate he continued the ſpace of ſeven yeares , 
even hethata little before was ſo proud and arrogant, and he that had con. 
quered ſo many kingdomes and nations, that triumphed over Iecruſalem, 
with the Kings thereof. This is a moſt excellent looking glaſle for Kings 
robekold the ficklenefle and inſtability of all their power and pomp,when 
it pleaſeth God rohumble and bring them under : there is neither Scepter, 
Crowne, ſtay, or ſtrength of man, that is able to higder and rurne aſide 
the hand of the Almighty, the King of Kings, from abaſing and weakning 
the moſt high and ſtrong of this world, let them be never fo brave an jolly, 
and bringing them into a low, contemptible,and bruciſh eſtate. 
Beſides this which we have alrcady touched, there is another kinde of 
pride and preſumption moſt damnable and deteſtable of all; and it is when 
a man doth ſo much forger himſclfe, as to ſeiſe and take upon him that ho- 


nour which onely appertaineth to God, aſcribing to himſelfe a certaine 
deity,

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deity. One would hardly thinke that there were avy ſuch in the world, fo 
proud as tO commit this ſione, did not experience by certaine examples 
reach us the contrary : As firſt of all the King of Tyre, whoſe heart was ſo 
exalted with the multitude of riches, and the renowne and greatneſſe of 
his houſe, that he doubted not to eſteeme himſelfe a god,and to defire ma- 


jeſty and power correſpondent thereunto. For which preſumption God by Chay.28. r, 


the Prophet Ezechiel reproved him, and threatned his deftruQion, which 3 ©. 
afterward came upon him, when by the power of a ſtrange and terrible 
nation, bis goodly godhead was overcome and murthered, feeling indeed 
that hc was no god, as hee ſuppoſed, but a manſubje& to death and mi- 
{ery. 

King Herod, firnamed Agrippa, which pug /ames the brother of 195» to Aft 134 
death, and impriſoned Peter, with purpoſe to make him raſte of the ſame 
cup, was puffed up with no lefle ſacrilegious pride; for being upona time 
ſeared in his throne of judgement, and arrayed in his royall robes, ſhewing 
forth his greatneſſe and magnificcnce in the preſence of the Embaſladors 
of Tyre and Sidon, that defired rocontinve in peace with him, as he ſpake 
unto thery, the people ſhouted and cryed, That it was the voice of God, 
and not of man : which titles of honour he diſclaimed nor, and therefore . 
the Angellof the Lord ſmote him ſuddenly, becauſe he gave not the glory 
to God : ſo that he was eaten with wormes, and gave up the ghoſt. 7oſephirs 
reporteth the ſame ſtory moreat large on this manner : Vpon the ſecond I-with Anti- 
dayof the ſolemnization of the playes which Herodcauſed to be celebra- 
ted for the Emperours bealth, there being a great number of Gentlemen 
and Lords preſent,that came from all quarters to his feaſt,he came berime 
in the morning tothe Theatre, clad in a garment all woven with f(ilver of a 
marvellous workmanſhip ; upon which, as the Sun rifing caſt his beames, 
there glittered out ſuch an excellent brightneſle, that theredy his perni- 
tious flatterers t2oke occaſton tocall him witha loud voice by thename of 
God : for the which ſactilegious ſpeech, he not reproving rior forbidding 
them, was preſently taken with moſt grievous and horrible dolours and 
Oripes in his bowels, ſo that looking upon the people he uttered thele 
words: Behold here.your goodly god, whom you but now fo highly hano- 
red, ready to die with extreame paine. And ſo hedied indeed moſt miſe. 
rably, even when he was 1n the top of his honourand jollirty, and as it were 
in the midſtof his earthly Paradiſe,being beaten downe and ſwallowed up 
with confuſion and ignominy,not ſtrickenwith the edge of ſword or fpeare 
(for that had been far more honourable)but gnawne in pieces with lice and 
vermine,

Simon Magn, Otherwiſe called Simon the Samaritane, borne in a village F*.42.6.12. 
Ph:l. in Chron, 


called Girton, after he was curſed of Peter the Apoſtle, for offering to buy (441.1.13.c. 
ehe gifts of the Spirit of God with money, went toRome, and there pur. 
ting inpraQiſe his magicall arts, and working miracles by the Devill, was 
reputed agod,and had an image crected in his honour, with this infcrip. 
tion, To Simon the holy god : Beſides. all the Samariranes, and divers alſoot 
other nations accounted him ro lefle, as appeared by the reverence and ho- 
nour which they did unto him : inſfomuch, as they called his companion, 
or rather his whore Helena (for that was ber profeſſion in Tyre a ciry of Phe- 
nicia)the firſt mover that diſtilled out of S::0v5 boſome. Now hcto foſter 


this fooliſh and ridiculous opinion of theirs, and to cternize his name, 
boaſted '

boaſted that he would ar a certaine timefly up into heaven,which,as he ac- 
tempted to doe by the helpof the Devill, Peter the Apoſtle commanded 
the unclean ſpirit tocaſt him down again, ſo that he fell upon the earth and 
was bruiſed to death, and proved himſelfe thereby to be no more than a 
mortall, wicked, and deteſtable wretch. 

Moreover elſewhere we read of Alexander the Great, whoſe courage 
and magnanimity was ſo cxceeding great, that heenterpriſed to goe our of 
Greece and ſet upon all Afia, onely with an army-of ewo and thirty thou- 
ſand foormen, five bundred horſe, and an hundred and fourcſcore ſhips:and 
in this appointment paſſing the ſeas, he conquered in ſhort ſpace the grea- 
reſt part of the world : for which cauſe he was repreſented tothe Propher 
Daniel ina viſion, by the figure of a Leopard with wings on bis backe, to 
notifie the great diligence and ſpeedy expedition which he uſed incom- 
paſſing ſo many ſudden and great vifories ; with pride he was ſo ſoone 
infe&ed, that he would brooke no equal! nor companion in his Empire , 
bur as heaven had but one Sunne, fo he thought the earth ought ro have 
but one Monarch, which was himſelfe : which mind of his he made known 
by bis anſwertoKing Darizs demanding peace, and offering him the one 
halfe of his Kingdome to be quiet z when he refuſed to accord thereunto ; 
ſaying, He (corned to be a partner in the halfe, and hoped cobe full poſſe(- 
ſor of the whole. After his firſt victory had of Darizs, and his entrance 
into Egypt (which he tooke without blowes, as alſo he did Rhodes and 
Cllicia) he practiſed and ſuborned the Prieſts that miniftred atthe Oracle 
of Hammon, tomake him be pronounced and entituled by the Oracle, The 
ſonne of Tupiter (which kinde of jugling and deceit was common at that 
time.) Having obtained this honour, forthwith he cauſed himſelfe robe 
worſhipped as a god, according to the cuſtomeof the Kings of Perſia : nei- 
ther wanted he flatterers about him that egged him forward, and ſoothed 
him upin this proud humor : albeir that many of the better ſortendeavou- 
red tooth and nayle to turre him from it, It hapned as hewarred in Iodia, 
he received ſo ſore a wound, that with paine thereof he was conſtrained to 
ſay, Though he was the renowned ſonne of Jupiter, yer he ceaſed not to feele 
the infirmities of a weake and diſeaſed body : finally, being returned to 
Babylon, where many Embaſſadors of divers farre countries, as of Car- 
thage, and other cities in Africa, Spaine, France, Sicily, Sardinia,and cer- 
caine Cities of Italy, were arrived to congratulate his good ſucceſle,for the 
oreat renowne which by his worthy deeds he had gotten, as hc lay there ta- 


king his reſt many dayes, and bathing himſelfe in all kinde of pleaſurc,one 


day after a great feaſt, that laſted a whole day and a njght,inabanquerafir 
ſupper, being ready toreturne home, he was poyſoned ; when before hee 
had drunke his wholedravghr, he gave a deep figh ſuddenly, as it hee had 
been thruſt through with a dart, and was carried away ina {woone, vexed 
with ſuch horrible torment, that had he not been reſtrained. he would have 
killed himſelfe. And on this manner he that could nor content himlelfe 


' with the condition of a man, but would needs climbe above the clouds, 


rogocinequipage with God, drunke up his owne death, leaving as ſu4- 
denly all his worldly pompe, as kee bad ſuddenly gotten it : which va- 
iſhed like ſmoake, none of his children being any whit the better for 

it. y 
There was ig Syracuſa a city of Sicilia(which is now called SaragofTc)a

Phy ſitian called Merecrates, whoſe folly and preſumption was ſo great, that 2 
he accounted himſelfea god, and defired to be ſoreputed by others, inſo- 3 
much that he required no other wages and recompence of the patients 
which he tooke in hand (as «£/;4xw witneſſerh) bur that they ſhould onely 
acknowledge him to be epiter, and call him ſo, and avow themſelves to his 
ſervice, Vponatime Dens the tyrant, defirous to make ſome paſtime with 
him, madea feaſt, and invited him amongſt others to be his gueſt ; butbe. 
cauſe he waza god, todoe him honour anſwerable to his name, he placed 
himatatable all alone,and ſet before him nodiſhes, but only acenſer with 
frankincenſe, which was a proper and convenient ſervice for the gads, This 
bonourableduty pleaſed the Phyſitian very well at the firſt, ſo that he ſnuf- 
fed up the perfume moſt willingly : but when this poore god ſaw the other 
gueſts cating and drinking indeed, and himſclfe not being ableto be fed 
with ſmoake, ready to ſtarve with hunger, aroſe up and went away all in- 
raged in himſc]fe, and derided of others ; having more need to purge his 
_ braines of their ſuperfluous humor, than others from their fick- 
nefles. 

Caligula the firſt, Emperor, being became an ordinaty deſpiſer andopen 
mock<er of all Religion, it came preſently in his braine tobeleeve(ſodrun- 
ken was be with a draught of his owne fooliſh conceit) that there was no 
other God bur himſelfe; therefore hecauſed men to worſhip him, and to 
kifſe his hands or his feet in token of reverence (which honour afterwards 
the Popes tooke upon them) yea and was ſo beſotted, that he went about 
by certaine engines of art to counterfeit thunder and lightniogs: albeit in 
all this pride and arrogancy, or rather folly, there was none ſo timerous 
and fearcfull as be,or that could ſooner upon lighter occaſion bediſmaied. 
One day as he was by mount Ztna in Sicily, hearing by chance the violent 
crackivg of the flames which all that ſeaſon aſcended out of the top of the 
hill;it ftrucke ſo ſudden and horrible a feare into him, that he never ceaſed 
flying all night till he came co Phar in Mefſina, Every little thunderclap 
put him in feare of death,for he would leap up and downe like a mad man 
when he heard it thunder ; finding himſelfe notable by his godhead tode- 

. fend himſelfe from the power thereof ; but if there chanced greater cracks 
than ordinary, thenwould not his hot bed hold him, bur needs muſt he run 
into the cold floore underneath the bed, to hide himſelfe. Thus was hee 
compelled againſt his will to feare him whom willingly he would nor 
deigne to acknowledge. And thus it falleth out with all wicked miſerable 
Atheiſts, whoſe hearts imagine there is no God ; and therefore have fo 
lirtle aſſurance inthemſelves, that there need no thunder and lightening to 
amaſe them ; for the ſhaking of every leafe is ſufkcient ro make rhem trem- 
ble: To conclude, this Atheiſt, void of all Religion and feare of God,and 
fullof all prophanenefſe,was according to his due deſert,murthered by one 
of his ſervants: of the which will follow more at large in the next booke. 

Domitian likewiſe was ſo blinded with pride, that hee would be cal- Grofel-74re 
boy a god, and worſhipped : of whom alſo wee will ſpeake in the ſecond 

ooke, 

Totheſewe may adde them alſo, that to the end to make themſelves Pon Maklr. | 
feared and reverenced as gods, have counterfeited the lightnings and thun. "MH: Toms, 
ders of heaven, as we read of one Aladiaue a Latine King that raigned be- 
fore Romulus : whobeing a moſt wicked Tyrant, and acontemner of God F

Agath.lib.s, 
Bel.Goths, 
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invented a trickewhereby to preſent to the eare and eye, the ratling and 
ſwift Chine of both thunder and lightning ; that by that means aſtoniſhing 
his ſubjes, he might be eſteemed of them for a god : but it chanced that 
his bouſe being ſet on fire by true lightning,and overthrowne with the vio- 
lent ſtrength of tempeſtuous rain, together with the overflowing of a pond 
that ſtood neer, he periſhed by fire and water,burat and drowneg, and all at 
ONCE, 

Did not the King of Elide the like, and to the ſame end alſo,by the de- 
viſe of a charet drawne about with foure horſes, wherein were certain yron- 
works, which with wrinching about gave an horrible ſound reſembling 
thunder, and torches and ſquibs which hee cauſed to be throwne about 
like ligbtniogs, in ſuch ſorr, that hee oftentimes burnt the beholders: 
and in this manner he went up and downe braving it, eſpecially over an 
yron bridge which he had of purpoſe built to pafle and repaſſe over ar his 
pleaſure ; untill Gods long ſuffering could not endure any longer ſuch 
outragious and preſumptuous madneſle, but ſent a thunderbolt from hea- 
ven upon his head, thatall the world might ſee by his deſtruQion, the ex- 


. ceeding folly and vaine pride which bewitched hie in his life time : 


which hiſtory the Poet in the perſon of Siby44 , ſetrerh downe to this ef- 
feQ: 


I ſaw Salmon ix cruel rorments lie, 
For connterfetting thunder of the 5kie, 
And Loves cleere lightning : whilſt with torches bright, 
Drawne with foure Fora and brandiſhed hs light, 
He rode triumphantly throug h Blis ffreats, 
And made all Grecia wonder at his feats. 
Thinking to win the honour of a god, 
(Mad &s he was ) by ſcattering fire abroad. 
With braJen engines, and with courſes faigning, 
A noyſe like that which in the clouds « ralgning, 
And ns where elſe : but God fromthickeſt skie, 
No torch, but ſuch a thunderbolt ttt flic 
At him, that headlong whirld him from his Cell, 


And tumbled downe int the deepeſt Hell, 


Thus this arrogant King was puniſhed according to the quality of his 


offence, even inthe ſame kinde wherein he offended :which thing though 


it be found written in a Poer, yer ought not be rejeed for an old wives 
tale,ſeeing itis not incredible, that a King might make ſuch paſtimes and 
yron-craſhing noiſes,nor that he mightbe juſtly puniſhed for the ſame:and 
the rather, becauſe Caligu/adid the like, as we have heard before. And wee 
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read alſo,that one Arthemeſizs,in the time of the Emperour 1aftiziar, coun. 
terfeited by certain engines and deviſes, in his owne houſe in Conſtantino- 
ple,ſuch earthquakes, lightenings,and thunders, that would aſtoniſh a wiſe 
braine to heare or behold them on a ſudden. 

But above all others that by darkning the glory of God, to increaſe their 
own power, have proudly exalted themſelves againſt him, the Popes are the 
ring-leaders,whoſe unbridled boldnes hath binſo much the more impudent 


and pernitious , for that in terming themſelves the ſervants of the ſervants

of God, in word; indeed, take unto them theauthoritie and power of God 

himſelfe : asof pardoning and abſolving ſinnes , creating lawes and ordi- 
nances at their pleaſure,in binding or unbinding mens conſciences ; which 
things appertaine to God onely. Nay, they have been ſo brazen-faced , as 
tocommand angels and devils,as Clement the fifth did in one of bis buls : ſo 
impudent as to be carried like Idols upon their vaſlals ſhoulders,and weare 
three Crownes upen their heads 3 ſo proud and arrogant , as to conftraine 
Kings and Emperours to kifle their feet , to make them their vaſlalls,to 
uſurp lordſhip anddominion over them,and all their lands and pofſefſions, 
and to diſpoſleſſe whom they like not, of Kingdomes , and inſtall in their 
roome whom they pleaſc;and all this by therhunder of excommunication, 
whereby they make themſelves fearcd and ſtood in awe of. By which dea- 
ling of theirs,they verifie in themſelves that which the Scripture ſpeaketh 


of Antichriſt,which is the man of finne,the ſonne of perdition, anadver-, Theſl.9.1t 


fary , and onethat exalteth himſelfe againft all which is calied God, or 


' which is worſhipped+till he be ſet as a God inthe Temple of God,ſhewing 


himſelfe that he is God. Wherefore alſo the heavy vengeance of God is 

the great and horrible res they have been

fo his hands z and when having his ſword by his fide he (hamed nar to ſay, 
that he alone, and none elſe, was Emperour and Lordof all the world: in 
demonſtration whereof, he beſtowed the Empire upon Duke Albers, toge- 
ther with the Crowne of France ; and not content herewith, his infolency 
was ſo importunate, that he charged Philip the Faire to acknowledge him- 
ſelfe ro be his ſubje& inall cauſes , as well ſpirituall as remporall , andto 
levie a ſubſidy for his holineſſe owt of his clergy,difabling his authoritie in 
beſtowing Church-livings,which yorngy ive he challenged to his See: the 
concluſion of this bull was in theſe words : Aliud credentes fatuos repute- 
mas 32s much to ſay,as,wheſoever is of another mind than this, we eſteeme hind

nounced an Hereticke, a Symoniſt, and a Man- ſlayer , it was agreed upori 


bya joint conſent, 'that the King ſhould doe no more obcifance ; but re- 


jeR as nothing wotth; wharſoever he ſhould impoſe. Wherefore the King 
co tame his proud and malitious nature ; diſpatched ſecretly two hundred 
men at armes under the conduR of one Captaine Nognard, towards Avian 
in Naples (whither his Holineſſe was fled for feare of divers whoſe houſes 
and caſtles he had cauſed tobe raſed downe) thereto ſurpriſe him on a ſud- 
den : which ſtratagem they ſpeedily performed , and carried him priſoner 
toRome,where he died moſt miſerably. Peter eſte a Spaniſh Gentlemen 
of Sevill,ſaith in many of his Le&ures, that he died in priſon inraged with 
famine. Nicholas Gilles in his firſt volume of French Chronicles reporteth, 
that he dicd inthe caſtle Saint Angelo, through a flux of his belly , which 
caft him into a frenzy , that he gnew off his bwne hands , and that at the 


| houreof his death there were heard horrible thunders and tempeſts , and 


lightenings round about : this is he inwhoſe honour this fine Epitaph was 
made : /ntravit ut Y alpes, rexnavit ut Leo, wortnm eſt ut Canis, Heentredlike 
« Fox, raigned like a Lyon, and dyed like a Dog, Andthis was Þe that on the 
firſt day of Lent giving aſhes tothe Biſhopof Genes , in ſtead of uſing 


' theordinary forme of ſpeech, which is, Ademenrs homo quod cins es, or in 


cinerem converters, Remember man that thou art aſſes; andimto afbes thou ſhalt 
return,ſaid in deſpight and mockery, Memenro homp quia Gibelinus e5,07-cum 


_ Gibellinks in cinerem converteris: Retwember that thou art a Gibelline,@ together 


with the Gibellines thou ſhalt be tarned into aſhes : and in ſtcad of laying the 


aſhes upon his forehead, threw them into his eyes, and forthwith depri- 
\ ved him of his Biſhopricke, and would havedone worle, if it had been in 


his power : marke what little account this holy father himſelfe made 
of thele ceremonies ; and therefore it is no marvell 1f others mocke 
at them , ſeeing 'the Popes themſelves make them but matters ef 
paſtime; | | i EO IS 

If it be ſo therefore, that no man ought to atrogateto himſelfe any title 


of deitie,then conſequently it is no lefle unlawfull rogive that divine ho- 
- Dour to any other mortall creature 3 and therefore the peop!e of Czſarea 


faulted greatly, when blaſphemouſly they called King Hered a god , as bath 
been declated before, Likewiſe it was high aid proud preſumption inthe 
Senat of Rome, notto receive any godto their Common-wealtb, without 


- their owne ſore>approbation and cenſent. As if that God could not main- 
Caine his dighitie , nor ſtand without the good liking and aflent of men; 


Or as if that man could defie whom he liſted , which is a moſt ridiculous 
and abſurd thing. And thus the Romans in time of Tiberim conſecrating 
tothemſelves a whole legion, even thouſands of falſe gods , would not 
_ of the true God, and his Sonne Chriſt , but rejeed him above all 
rs. | | 
* Among all the vanities of the Athenians, this was one worthy noting, 
how they ordained,that Demetrins, glexanders ſucceſſor (for re-eſtabliſhing 
their popular and antient libertie ) with bis father 4»##gonw , ſhould be 
called Kings, and honoured with the title of Saving-gods , and to havea 
Prieſt that ſhould offer ſacrifice unto them : arid moreover cauſed their pi- 
Qtures to be drawne in the ſame banner where the piRures of Iwpiter and 
eXinerva(the proteftors of their citie) were drawne in broidered worke : 


bur this goodly banner as it was carried about in proceſſion , was rent in 
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pieces by a tempeſtuous torme that ;aroſe ſuddenly, God rhereby mani- 
feſting, how odious and diſpleaſane both this new and old ſuperſticion was 
in his fight : beſides that, doe but conſider the laudable vertues that ſo 
commended this new god Demetrivs, to make them honour him in ſuch 
ſort, they were violence and ctueltics, intemperance, with all inordinate 
laſciviouſneſle, villanics, and whoredomes : ſo that 1t was no maryell if 
they had made him a god, being unworthy altogether of humane ſociety. 
This new found god having gotten a great viory by ſea, as he triumphed 
and braved it with ſhips atter the ſame, was ſo fthattered with a ſudden 
tempeſt, that the greateſt part of his navy went to wrecke, and afterwards 
was vanquiſhed by Seleuchws ina battell, wherein his father _U»iizonue was 
flaine: and when he thought to returne to Achens, they ſhut their gates 
upon him, whom a little before they had cannrized for a god : for which 
cauſe he raiſed war againſt them, and ſo wearied them with onſers oneach 
fide, and fo incloſed them both by ſea and land, that being brought ro ex- 
treame famine and neceſſity, they were compelled to entertain him again, 
and to behold the horrible ourrages of their owne made god, to their griefe 
and confuſion. But not long after, Seleuchws once againe damped his cou- 
rage, inſomuch that haviog lived three yeares in a countrey of Syria, like a 
baniſhed outlaw ; for feare to be delivered into his hands, and weary of his 
owne life, he tuffed himſelfe fowith food, that he barſt in pieces, There- 
fore let every man learne by theſe examples, not to tranſlate the honour and 
majeſty of God toany creature, bur to leave it to him alone,who is jealous 
thereof, and will not (as the Prophet ſaith) give his glory unto ano- 
ther. | |

xs S couching voluptuous Epicures and curſed Atheiſts, 
”.J thar deny the providence of God, belceve nor the 
immortality of the ſoule,chink there is no ſuch thing 
as life tocome, and conſequently impugn all divine 
ty, living io this world like bruit beaſts and [ike dogs 
and (wine, wallowing in all ſenſuality ; they doc alſo 
irike chemſelves againſt this commandement, by 
going about to wipe out and deface the knowledge 
of God , and if itwere poflible, to extinguiſh his very Eſſence; wherein 
they ſhew themſelves more than mad and brutiſh, whereas notwichftan- 
ding all the evident teftimonics of the vertue, bounty, wiſedome,and eter- 
nall power of God, which they dayly ſee with theireyes,and feele in them- 
ſelves, doe neverthelefle ſtrive to quench his lightof nature,which enligh- 
teneth ani] periwadeth them and all Nations of this, There is a God, ,6y 
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whom we live, move, and have our being ; whoalthough inhis Eſſence is invi- Ats:7.22: 


fible, yet maketh he himſelfe knowne, and as it were ſeene by his works and

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that would perſwade rhemſelves that this glorious heaven and maſſy earth 
wanted a guider and a governour, have their underſtanding blinded 
from fight of things manifeft, and their hearts perverted from all ſhew of 
reaſon : for is there any ſubſtance in rhis world that bath no cauſe of his 
ſabſiſting 2? Is there a day without a Sun ? Are there fruit and no trees ? 
Plants and no ſeeds 2 Can it raine without acioud ? Bea tempeſt withour 
winde 2 Cana ſhip ſayle without a Pylot > Or a houſe be builtwithout a 
Carpenter or builder ? If then every part of this world hath his particu- 
ler cauſe of being and dependance, is it like]y rbat the wliole is without 
cauſe ro beto it a furniſhing and government > Say, you hogs and dops, 
doe you not beleeve that which you ſee? orif your eyes be bored our that 
you cannot ſee, muſt you thirke there is no Sunne nor light, becauſe your 
eyesare in darkneſſe and blindnefle > Can you behold all the ſecrets of na- 
ture 2 Is there nothing but a voice, a ſinging of birds, or an harmonious 
conſort of muſicall inſtruments in the world > And yet who perceiveth 
theſe ſmall rhipgs > Can you behold the winde > Can you ſcethe ſweet 
ſmell of fragrant floivers along the ftelds > Can you fee the ſecrers 
of your owne bodies, yourentra1les, your heart and your braine 2 And yer 
ou ceaſe not to beleeve that there are ſuch things,except you be heartleſſe 
and brainlefſe indeed : Why then doe you meaſure God by your own fight, 
and doe not helceve there 1s a God,becauſc he is inviſible, fince that he ma- 
nifeſteth himſclte more apparently borh to underRanding and ſence, than 
either voice, {me}! or winde > Doe nor your owne oathes,blaſphemies,and 
horrible c: rſin;.s beare witaeffe againſt you, when you ſweare by, deſpighr 
and mav-;rc him whom you deny to be > Doth not every cthunderclap con- 
ſtraine you torremblc at the blaft of his voyce 2 If any calamity approach 
neere unto or [ight upon you, or if death be rthreatned or ſet beferc your 
eyes. doe nor you then feele, in ſpight of all your reaſon, thar the ſevere 
judgement of Goddoth waken up your dull and fleepy conſcience to come 
to his tryall > There was never yctany nation or people ſo barbarous,which 
by the perſwaſion and inftind of nature hath not alwayes beleeved a cer- 
tainedeity, and tothipke otherwiſe is not only a deteſtable thing, bur alſo 
moſt abſurd,and fo contrary to humane reaſon, that the very Paynims have 
very little tolerared ſuch horrible blaſphemy. The Athenians are witneſ- 
ſes hereof, who baniſhed Protagoraes their city and countrey, becauſe inthe 
beginning of one of his books hecalled in queſtion the deity, and cauſed 
his books ro be burned openly. Neither ſhewed they any lefle ſeverity to- 
wards D:agoras, firnamed the Atheiſt : when being (as ſome ſay) injuri- 
ouſly and falfly accuſed of this crime, and for feare of puniſhmerr, fled 
away, they proclaimed, that whoſoeyer did kill him ſhould havea talent 
of ſilver in recompence, which in value is as much as fix hundred crowns, 
after the rate of five and thirty ſhillings French to the crowne. How much 
more then is the ſtate of Chriſtendome atrthis day to be lamented, which 
weſcein many places infeted with ſuch a contagious peſtilence, that 
divers men invenomed with this deadly poiſon, are ſo miſchievous and 
wretched, as to make roome for Arheiſme, by forbidding and hindering 
by all means poffible, the courſe of rhe Goſpel! :wherein they make known 
what they are, and whatzcale they beareto thereligion and ſerviceof God, 
and with what affeQion they are led towards the good and ſafety of rhe 
commonwealth, and what hereafter is to be hoped of him: forwhere there 
1s 
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15 no knowledge nor feare of God, there alſo is no bridle ror bond to re. 
ftraine and hold men backe trom doing evill:whereupon they grow to that 
paſſe tobe moſt inſolenr and propnane. This is the Divinity and godly 
inſtru&ion that commeth beyond the mounrtaines, from that ſcienrificall 
Vniverſity and Colledge of the right reverend Maſters, and from the ex- 
cellent holineſſe of ſome of their Popes : whoſe manner of life is ſodil- 
ſolute, laſcivious , diſhoveſt, and Sardanapal like , that thereby their 
Atheiſme is evidently and notoriouſly knowne and talked of by every 
ONe..

Hereof Pope Leo the tenth, -a Florentine by birth, may ſerve for an ex. ns 


ample: who as hewas a very effeminatc perſon, given to all manner of de- 


lights and pleaſure, having no ocher care bur of himſelfe, and his owne 


filthy carkaſſes eaſe ; ſo had he no more taſte at all, nor feeling of God 
and his holy Word, than a dog : he made the promiſes and threats contai- 
ned inholy Scripture, and all elſe that we belecve, matter to laugh at,and 
things frivolous and of no weight ; mocking at the fimplicity, the faith, 
and beleefe of Chriftians : for one day when Cardinall Bemmbus (who alſo 
ſhewed himſelfe to be none of the beſt Chriſtians in the world, by his Ve- 
netian hiſtory, where as oft as he ſpeaketh of God he uſcth the plurall 
number, afrer the manner of heathcn writers) alleadged a place our ofthe 
Goſpell, his damnable impudency was fo great as to reply, That this fable 
of Chriſt had bropght to him and ſuch as he, no little profit. Oh ſtinking 
and curſed throat to belch out ſuch monſtrous blaſphemy ! doe not theſe 
ſpeeches bewray a villanous and abhominable Atheiſt, if ever any were ? 
Is not this to declare himſelfe openly to be Antichriſt 2 For he is Anti- 
chriſt which denieth leſus ro be Chriſt, and which denieth te Father and 


the Sonne, according as Saint 70h» ſaith. Albeit in the meane while this cur-- x tohn 2,22: 


ſed caitife, that had as much religion as a dog, made ſhew to be the prote- 
Qor and defenderof the Catholicke Faith, making warre with all hispo- 
wer againſt Chriſt Icſus in the perſon of his ſervant Luther. Now afrer he 
had by his pardons and indulgences drawne out a world of money, and 
heaped up great treaſures by-rhe maintenance of courtizans and whores, 
and had enriched bis baſtards, one day being at mear, he received newesof 
the overthrow of the French in Lombardy, whereat hee rejoyced out of 
mcaſure, and for that good ridings doubled his good cheare ; ſuddenly he 
was conſtrained to turne bis copy from joy into ſadneſſe,trom pleaſure into 
griefe and gnaſhing of teeth, by a moſt birter and unlooked for death, 
which deprived him at once of all his pleaſures, tomake him drink the cup 
of Gods fierce wrath, and to throw him downe headlong into everlaſting 


paines and torments which were provided for him. Pope Leo ( ſaith-Saint 


AMartin of Belay in his ſecond booke of memorable things) hearing of the 
great loſſe which the Frenchmen ſuſtained at Milan, rooke ſo great joy 
thereat, that a catarrhe and an ague enſuing, killed him within three dayes 
after; a happy man indeed todie with joy. 1 840061 

| Pope 7aliusthe third was one of the ſame Rampe, nothing inferiqur to 
the former in all manner of diflolute and infamous living, and vie and cur- 


ſd talke, making kflowne by his impiety, that he had none other god but 7i4c/1b.1.cap. 


bis belly, and that he was none of Chriſts fold, but oneof Epicures crew; 
he was ſuch a glatton, and ſo paſſionate in his luſts, and ſo prophane a de- 
ſpiſer of God and his Word, that once at ſupper being inraged, and: blal- 
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go

wards two foot, and there ſtayed : ſo that all that were within the hall loo- 


beming becauſe they had not ſerved in a cold Peacocke which he com- 
manded to be kept whole at dinner, though there were other hat on the 
table, a Cardinall that was preſent, defired him not tobe ſo moved for ſo 
ſmall a trifle : What(quorh he)if ir pleaſed God to be foangry forecating 
of anapple,as to thruſt 44am and Eve out of paradiſe, ſhould nor I which 
am his Vicar be angry for a Peacocke, which is far more worth than any 
apple? Sce how this wicked wretch p_ the holy Scripture, and 
like an Epicure and Atheiſt mocked God : but he died of the gout, after 
he had been long plagued with it,together with other diſcaſes, leaving none 
other good name behind him, ſave the report of a moſt wicked and abhomi- 
nable man. 

Philip 8110226, whom Panlus Tovies reporteth to have bin commonly brui. 
ted to be an Atheiſt, was an Exile of Florence, and afterwards priſoner 


there inthe time of Coſmas Medims, the Prince of that Commonwealth, 
_ (againft whom this Philzphad enterprized ro make warre) and being in pri- 


ſon, be killed himſelfe with the ſword of a Spaniard his keeper, which 
by overſight he had left behinde, ſetting the point agaiuſt his throar, 
and falling downe upon it : ſo may all Atheiſts periſh and come to 
naught. 
Franck Rabelais having ſuckt up alſo this poiſon, uſed like a prophane 

villain,to make all Religion a matter to laugh.and mockeat , but God de- 

rived him cf his ſences, that as he had led a brutiſh life, ſo he might die a 
bruriſh death ; for be died mocking all thoſe that talked of God, or made 
mention of mercy in his cares. = 

How miſerable was the end of Periers the author of that dereftable book 

intituled Symbolum mund;, wherein he openly mocked at Ged and his Reli- 
77 even finally he fell into deſpaire, and notwithſtanding all that guar. 

ed him,killed himſelfe. | | 

Ndelealſoa French tragicall Poet, being an Epicure and Artheift, made 
a vety tragicall and moſt pittifull end; for he died in great miſery and di- 
Ktrefle, even pined todeath, after he had rioted out all bis ſabftance, and 
conſumed his patrimony. Zizveroles the Courtier, to make himſelfe ſeeme 
a man of ſervice, made open profeſſion of Atheiſme ; bur his end and 
deſtruQion came from thenee whence he looked for credit and advance. 
MEDC, 
To bring the matter to an end, I will here ſet downe a notable and + 
firange thing that chanced in the raigne of Lewis the ninth (as Emgaerran de 
eHonſtrelet in his ſecond volume of Hiſtories recordeth it)upon the fif- 
teenth day of Tune inthe yeare of our Lord God 1464, there happened a 
range thing in the Palace at Paris : So it was, that there was a marter in 
Jaw to be tried betwixt the Biſhop of Angiers, and a rich citicen, whom 
the Biſhop charged to have ſpoken before many witneſſes, that he beleeved 
not that there was either God or Devill, Heaven or Hell. Now whilſt the 
Biſhops Lawyer laid to his charge theſe things, the place began ro tremble 
very much wherein they were,and a ftone fell downe from the roofamongſt 
them all, without hurting any , yet every man was ſore afraid,and dep-rted 
out of the houfe untill the morrow, then the matter was begun againe to 
be pleaded, which was no ſooner in hand, but the chamber began afreſh to 
ſhake,and oneof the ſummers came forth of his mortiſchole, falling down- 


king 
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Ling to have been flaine outright, ran out ſoviolently, that ſome lefc be- I 
hindethem their caps, others cheir hoods, others their ſlippers:ſummarily,: 9 
glad was hethatcould ger out firſt ; neither durſt they plead any more 
cauſes in that place untill it were mended. Thus much reporteth Enguerran, 
without mention of any deciſion of that matter. Now foraſmuch as no- 

thing happeneth by chance, it is moſt likely that God by that accident 
would give us to underſtand, both how monſtrous and deteftable all ſach 
ſpeeches are, asalſo how men ought to fare and abhorre them, ſeeing thar 

the dumbe and fenceleffe creatures,and wood, beams,planks,and ſtones,and 

the carth itſelf(by nature ſtedfaſt and fixed)are fo far from enduring them, 

that they are moved witball. 

There was a certaine blaſphemous wretch, that on a time being with his piſjpatue d: 

companions in a common ]nne, carowfing and making merry, asked them, **=p.ſerm.13. 
if they thought a manwas poſſeſſed with a ſoule or no > Whereuntowhen 
ſome replyed, That the ſoules of men were immortall, and that ſome of 
them after releaſe from the body lived in heaven, others in Hell (for ſo the 
Writings of the Prophets and Apoſtles inſtructed them) hee anſwered 
and ſwore,tbat he thought ir nothing ſo; bur rather that there was no ſoule 
in man to ſurvive the body, but that heavenand hell were meere fables,and 
inventions of Prieſts to get gaine by ; and for himſelfe, he was ready to 
ſell his ſoule.to any that would buy it : then oneof his companions tooke 
upa cup of wine and ſaid, Sell me thy ſoule for this cup of wine: Which 
he receiving, bad him take his ſoule, and drankeup the wine, Now Satan 
himſelfe was there ina mans ſhape (as commenly he is never far from ſuch 
meetings)and bought it againe of the other at the ſame price, and by and 
by bad him give him his ſoule , the whole company affirming itwas meer 
he ſhould have it, fince he had bought it, not perceiving the Devill : bur 
preſently he laying hold of this ſouleſeller,carried him into the aire before 
them all, toward his own habitation, tothe great aſtoniſhment and amaſle- 
ment of the beholders; and from that day to this he was never heard of, bue 
eryed to his painthat men had ſoules,and that hell was no fable, according 
to his godlefſſeand prophane opinion. 

Pherecides (by birth a Syrian,a tragicall Poct and a Philoſopher by pro. Alieude 
{ſſion)boaſted impudently againſt his ſchollers of his proſperity,learning 7©5#4- 
and wiſedome ; ſaying, that although he offered no ſacrifices unto the 
gods, yet he led a more quiet and proſperous life, than thoſe that were ad- 
died toReligion, and therefore he paſſed not for any ſuch vanity.Bur ere 
long his impiety was juſtly revenged , for the Lord Riruck him with ſuch a 
ſtrange diſcaſe, that out of his body iflued ſuch a ſlimy and filthy ſwear, 
andengendred ſuch a number of lice and wormes, that his bowels being 
conſumed by thern, he died moſt miſerably. 

At Hambourgh nor long ſince there lived an impious wretch,that deſpi. rheatr,bifor. 
ſed the preaching of the Goſpell, and the Miniſters thereof, accaunting ic 
as a vaine thing not worthy the beleeving of any man : neither did he chus 
bimſelfonly;but alſo ſeduced many otbers, bringing them all ca Atheiſme 
and ungodlinefſe. Wherefore the Lord juſtly recompenced him for his 
impiety : for he that before had no ſence nor feeling of God in his conſci- 
ence, being touched with the finger of the Almighty, grew to the con- 
crary, even to too much feeling and knowledge of God, that he fcll into. 


extremedeſpaire, affirming now his ſinnes to be paſt forgivencfle, —— 
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be had withdrawne others from the truth, as well as himſelfe, whereas be- 
fore he thought bimſelfe guilty of no fiance , and that God was fo juſt, 
that he would not forgive him, whcreas before he thought therewas no 
God (ſo mighty is the operation of the Lord when he pleaſeth to touch 
the conſcience of man) finally, continuing in this deſperate caſe, he threw 
himſelfe from the roofe of a houſe into a well, and not finding water 
enough to drowne him, he thruſt his head into the bottome thereof, till he 
had made an end of his life, 

Inthe yeare of our Lord 1502 there lived one Hermazngs Buwicke, a 

rand Arheiſt, and a notable inſtrument of Satan, who affirmed, that the 
world never had beginning, as fooliſh doſes dreamed : and that there was 
neither Angels, nor devils, nor hell, nor juture life, but that the ſoules 
of men periſhed with their bodies : beſides, that Chriſt Ieſus was nothing 
elſe but a ſeducer of the people; and thatthe faith of Chriſtians,and what- 
ſoeverelſe is contained in holy writs, was meere vanity. Theſe articles full 
of impicty and blaſphemy, he conſtantly avouched tothe death ; and for 
the ſame cauſe was together with his books burnt in Holland. 

A certaine rich man at Holberſtadium abounding with all manner of 
earthly commodities, gave himſelfe ſo much to his pleaſure, that he be. 
came beſorred therewith , in ſych ſorr, that he made noreckoning of Relli. 
gion, nor any good thing, but darcd to ſay, that if he mighrlead ſuch a 
life continually uponeatth, hewould not envy heaven, nor defire any ex- 
change. Notwithſtanding ere long(contrary to his expeRation)the Lord 
cut him off by death, and fo his defired pleaſure came roan end : but after 
his death there appeared ſuch diabolicall apparitions in his houſe, that no 
man daring to inhabite it,it became deſolate: for every day there appeared 
the Image of this Epicure firting at a board, with a number of his gheſts, 
drinking, carouſing, and making good cheare , and his table furniſhed 
with delicates, and attended on by many that miniſtred neceſlaries unto 
them, beſide with minftrels, trumpetrers, and ſuch like. In ſumme, what- 
ſcever he delighted in, in his life time,was there to be ſcene every day. The 
Lord permitting Saran to, bleare mens eyes with ſuch ſtrange (hewes, to 
the end that others might be terrified from ſuch Epicuriſme and impiety, 

Not inferior toany of the former in Atheiſme and impiety, and equall 
toall in mannerof puniſhment, was one of our owne nation, of freſh and 
late memory, called Aarlin, by profeſſion a ſcholler, broughtup from his 
youth in the Vniverſity of Cambridge, but by practiſe a Play-maker, and 
a Poct of ſcurrility , who by giving too large a (wing to his owne wit, and 
ſuffering his luſt to have the full reines, fell (not without juſt deſert)to that 
great outrage and extremity, that he denied God, and his ſonne Chriſt, 
and not onely in word blaſphemed the Trinity, but alſo (as it is credibly 
reported) wrote books againſt it, affirming our Saviour tobe but adecei- 
ver, and Xfoſes ro be but a ſeducer of the people, and the holy Bible tobe 
but vaine and idle ſtories, and all Religion but a deviceof policy. But ſee 
what a booke the Lord put in the noftrils ofthis barking dogge : ſo it fell 
out, that as he purpoſed to ſtab one whom he ought a grudge unto, with 
his dagger, the other party perceiving, ſo avoyded the ſtroke, that withall 
catching hold of his wreſt, he ſtabbed his ownedagger into his own head, 
in ſuch ſore, that notwithſtanding all the means of ſurgery that could be 
wrought, he ſhortly after died thercof : the manner of his death being ſo 
| rertible 
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terrible (for he even curſed and blaſphemed to his laſt gaſpe, and togerher 
with his breath an oath flew outot his mouth) that it was not onely a ma- 93 
-nifeft figne of Gods judgement, but alſo an horrible and fearefull rerrour 
to all that beheld him. Burt hereindid the juſtice of God moſt notably ap- 
peare, in that he compelled his own hand which had written thoſe blaſphe- 
mies, tobe the inſtrument to ptnith him,and that in his braine,which had 
deviſed the ſame. | 

v Anotheralſoof our owne nation is not to be overpaſſed, who fer an 
Atheiſt and an Epicure might compare with any of the former,and for the 
judgement of God upon him doth give place to none. It was a gentleman 
of Barkfhire,whoſe name I forbeare to expreſſe,a man of great poſſeſſions, 
This man was an open contemner of God and all Religion, a profeſt 
Atheiſt, and a {corner of the Word of God and Sacraments; infomuch,as 
I have heard reported of very credible perſons, being a witnefle at the bap- 
tiſing of a childe,he would neecs have it called Bee[zebub, Beſides this, he 
was given overtoall ſenſuality ot the fleſh, keeping 1n his houſe continu- 
ally notorious ſirumpets, and thar openly without ſhame : his mouth was 
ſoaccuſtomed ro ſwearing, that he conld ſcarie ſpeake withour an oath. 
This miſerable man, or rather beaſt, having continued long in this damna- 
ble courſe of life, at laſt Gods heavy vengeance found him out : for upon a 
certain day riding abroada bunting with another companion,as they were 
diſcourſing of many vaine matrers, it pleaſed Almighty God of a ſudden 
co ſtrike him with ſuddendeath: for falling ſuddenly to the crupper of his 
horſe backward, he was taken downe ſtarke dead, with his tongue banging: 
out of his mouth after a fearfull manner, and became a terrible example to 
all wicked Atheiſts,of Gods juſtice. 

Hither I might adde the examples of others, who having been in bigh 
places of favour in former times, are fallen like Lzcifer from their heaven, 
that is, their worldly felicity, and live like him in cbaines of impriſon- 
ments. Theſe had wont (being in their bravery) to mocke arall Religion, 
and to make themſelves merry with ſcoffing at the holy Scripture, but the 
Lord hath brought them downe,and plucked the feathers of rheir pride,to 
reach them ro know there is a God, and thar Religion is no matter of po- 
licy, but Gods owne ordinance,tobring men tobleſſednefle; and lerthem 
be aſſured,if they repent nor, the Lord will yet further execure his venge- 
ance vpon them, and make them more manifeſt ſpeQacles of his juſtice. 

Many more moderne and home: bred examples I could adde ; of ſome 
that were banged, ſome rhar died deſperate, ſome that were deprived of 
their ſenſes, having been notorious Arheiſts and Epicures in their lives ; 
bur I hope theſe already named are ſufficient to prove, that the Lord of 
heaven obſerveth the wayes of men,and rewardeth every man according to 
his works, cſpecially ſuch as ſtrive to deny his Efſence-or his ſonne Chriſt, 
I would to God (and { pray ir from my heart) thatall Arheiſts in this 
Realme, and in the world beſide, would by the remembrance and con- 
fideration of theſe examples either forſake their horrible impiety, or that 
they might inlike manner come todeſtruction;and ſo that abominable fn 
which ſo flouriſheth among men of greateſt name, might either be quite. 
extinguiſhed and rooted our, or at leaft ſmothered and kept under, that it 
durſt not (hew it head any more in the worldseye. ca 
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CHAP X XII.

ERP ſecond Conmandement, Bur before we proceed, wee 

-& > Y muſt know,that as ir is required of ns by the firſt Com- 

mandement, to hold God for onr true and onely God, to repoſe all our 
whole truſt and confidence in him, and call upon him, ſerve and worſhip 
him alone , ſo in the ſecond to this the contrary to this is forbidden ; 
which is, todoe any manner of ſervice, honour, and reverence by devotion 
ro Idols, foraſmuch he is a Spirit (that is to ſay, of a ſpirituall nature and 
Eſſence, which is infiniteand incomprehenſible) fo loverh he a ſpirituall 
worſhip and ſervice, which 1s anſwerable tohis nature, and not by Images 
and pictures,and ſuch other outward and corruptiblemeans,which he hath 
innowiſe commanded : wherefore 7/aiah the Prophet reproving the folly 
and vanity of Idolaters, faith, To whom w:ll you liken God, or what ſimilitude 
will you ſet up unts him : Therefore if 1t be not Gods will, that under pre- 
rence and colour of his owne name, atty Image or picture ſhunld be adored 
(being a thing not only inconvenient, buralſo abſurd and unſeemly)much 
leſſe can hee abide to have them worſhipped under the name and title of 
aby creature whatſoever. And for this cauſe gave he the ſecond Comman- 
dement, Theu ſhalt not make to thy ſelfe anygraven Image, ec. which prohibi- 


tion the Iſraclires brake in the deſart, when they ſer up a golden calfe,and 


bowed themſclves before it after the manner of the Paynims, giving it the 
honour which was onely due to God : whereby they incurred the indigna- 


tion of Almighty God, who is ſtrong and jealous of ſuffering any ſuch 


ſlander to be done unto his name : wherefore he cauſed three thouſand of 
them to be ſtroken and wounded to duath by the hand of the Levires, at 
the commandement of <Moſes, ro make his anger againſt Idolatry more 
manifeſt, by cauſing them to be executioners of his revenge, who were 
ordained for the miniſtry of his Church, and the ſervice of the Altar and 
Tabernacle. Howbeit for all this, the ſame people nor ou afrer,fell back 
intothe ſame (in, and bowed themſelves beftere ſtrange gods, and through 
the allurcments of the daughters of Afoab, joyned themſelves to Belphegor: 
forwhich cauſe the Lord being inſenced, firoke them with ſo grievous a 
plague, that there dicd of them in one day about twenty and foure thou- 
ſand perſons. 

And albeit that after all this, being brought by him into the land of 
promiſe, he had forbidden and threatned them, for cleaving to the Idols of 
the nations, whoſe land they poſſeſſed, yet were they ſo prone to Idolatry, 
that notwithſtanding all this, they fell ro ſerve Baal and 4ftaroth:wherefore 


the fire of Gods wrath was inflamed againſt them, and he gave them over 
eo 
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tobe a ſpoile and prey unto their enemies on every {ide, ſo that for many 95 
yeares, ſometimes the Moabites oppreſled them, otherwhiles the Magia- 
nites, andever after the death of any oftheir Judges and Rulers which God 
raiſed up for their deliverance, ſome grievous puniſhment befel}chem : for - 
then (being without Law or government Jevery mandid that which ſeerned 
_ good in his own eyes,and ſotnrned aſide from the right way. 
Now albeit theſe examples may ſeeme to have ſome affinity with Apo- 
ſalie, yet becauſe the ignorance and rudenefle of the people was rather the 
_ cauſeof their falling away from God, than any wilfull affe&ion that raig- 
ncd in them, therefore we place them in this ranke, as well as they have 
been alwaies brought up and nuzled in Idolatry:; +5; 
 Oneofthis crew was Othoſias King of Juda, ſonne of /#ram, who having, cyron.z., 
before him an evill precident of his-wicked father, and a worſe inftrution 
and bringing up: of his mother CAthalia, who together with the houſe of 
Athab pricked him forward to evill, joyned himſelfe to them and totheir 
Idsls, and for that cauſe was wrapped inthe ſatne puniſhment and deſtru- 
Rion with {oram the King of Iſrac), whom Jebs ſlew together with the 
Princes of Juda, and many of his neere kinſmen, | 
Andto be ſhort, Idolatry hath been the decay and ruine of the kingdom 
of Juda, as at all other times, ſo eſpecially under [s«chas ſonne of Toſias, that x Kings 33; 
raigned not above three moneths in Jeruſalem, before he wastaken and led 
captive into Zgypt by the King thereof, and there dyed : from which time 
the whole land became tributary tothe King of Zgyprt. 
And not long after, it was utterly deſtroyed by the forces of Nabechas- , Kinks 24.35 
»e=z4r King of Babell, that cameagainſt Jeruſalem andtooke it,and carried 
King 7oachtw with his mother, his Princes, his ſervants, andthe treaſurers, 
of the Temple, and his owne houſe, into Babylon ; and finnally tooke Ze- 
dechias that fled away, and befpre his eyes cauſed his fonnesto be ſlaine: 
which as ſooneas he had beheld, commanded them alſo to be pulledout, 
and fo binding him in chaines of Iron, carried him priſoner to Babylon 3 
putting all the Princes of Juda to the ſword, conſuming withfire the 
Temple, with the Kings Palace, andall the goodly buildings of Jeruſa- 
lem. And thus the whole Kingdottie (thongh by an eſpeciall prerogative, 
conſecrated and ordained of God himiſelfe ) ceaſed to be a Kingdomie, and 
came to ſuch an end, that it was never re-eſtabliſhed by God : 1t is no mar- 
vell then if the like bapned tothe Kingdome of Iſracll, whichwas aftera 
ſort o__ and confirmed by the filthy idolatry of 7eroboams calves, which yidel, &ig; 
as his ſacceſſors maintained or favoured more or lefle, ſo were they expo- 
ſed to more or lefle plagues and incumbrances. 1f72d _ 
Nadab, Ieroboams ſonne; being nuzled and fiirtuted up in Idoll worffiip,'s Kings xy, 37 
after the example of his father, received a condigne punifhment for his 
iniquity : for Basſathe ſonne of TLh;j4h put both him and all the off-ſpring 
Of /eroboams houſe tothe ſword, ind raigned inhis ſtead + whoalfo being 
no whit better than thoſe whom he had ſlaine, was puniſhed in the perſon 
of Elahis fonne,whom Zambri alſo his ſervant ſlew. And this agaive uſurp- 
ing the Crewne, enjoyed it but ſeven dayes, at the end whereof ( ſeeing 
himſclfe in danger in the city of Titza, taken by Ami, whom'the people 
had choſen fortheir King) went into the palace of the Kings houſe, and bur= 
ned himſelfe. | | $5

 Eherulilew. Chriſtor of ſome other Saint was piftured, rent. it in pieces, with theſe: 


kedneſſe than all his predeceſiors, wherefore the wrathof God was ſtret- 


' ched out againſt him and his 3 for be himſelfe was wounded todearh in 


battell by the Syrians,his ſon ora {laine by 7ehn,and threeſcore and ten of 
his children put todeath in Samaria by their governours and chiefe of the 
City, ſending their heads in baskets to /chv. 

Above all, a moſt notable and manifeſt exampleof Gods judgement 
was ſcene inthe death of Tezabel his wife, that had been his ſpurre and pro- 
voker toall miſcheiſe,when by her Ennuchs and moſt truſty ſervants,at the 
commandement of Jeb, ſhe was throwne downe out of a window, and 
trampled under the horſe feet, and laſt of all devoured of dogs. Moreover 
the greateſt number of the Kings of Iſrael that ſucceeded him, were mur- 
thered one after anpcher : ſo that the Kingdome fell to ſuch a low decline, 
that it became firſt tributary to the Kingof Aſſyria,and afterward invaded 
and ſubverted by him,andthe inhabitants tranſported into his land, whence 
they never returned, but remained ſcattered here and there like vagabonds, 


and all for their abhominable Idolatry. Which ought to be a lefſonto all. 


oo le, Princes, and Kings, that ſeeing that God ſpared not theſe two 
ea 


mes of Judaand Iſrael], but deftroyed and rooted them our from the 


earth, much leſle will be ſpare any other Kingdome and Monarchy whici 
continue by their Imagesand Idoll-worſhip, to ftirre up his indignation 
againſt them. 
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' Of many ervils that have come upon ChriStendome for Idolatry. 
E a EF we conſider and ſezrch out the cauſe of the ruine of 
£ the Eaſt Empire, and of ſ6 many famous and flouri- 
ſhing Churches as were before time inthe greateſt 

of Europe, and namely in Greece, we ſhall find 
that Idolatry hath been the cauſe of all: foreven as it 


got footing and increaſe intheir dominions, ſocqual-

take root and foundation among them, and proſpered 
ſo well. that the reſt oftheworldtrembled at the report thereof 3 God ha. 
boy wan and fortified them}, as before time he had done the Affyrians 
a 


nd Babylonians, as whips and ſcourges to chaſtenthe pong and Nations 
of the world that wickedly had abuſed his holy Goſpell, and bearing the 
-name of Chriſtians, bad become Idolaters - for no other name than this 
can be giventhem, that in devotion do any mannerof homage to Images 
and Pi&ures, whatſoever may ſuperficially be alleadged tothe contrary: 
For be it the Image eithet of Prophet, Apoſtle, or Chrift Jeſus himſelfe, 
yet it is neceſſary thatthe Law of God ſtand whole and ſound, which ſaith, 
T how ſhalt make thy ſelfe no graven Image, nor any likeneſſe of things either in 
Leaven above, or in earth beneath, thou ſhalt not bow dewne to them, nor wor ſhip 
thems, &c,erefore he performed the part of a good Biſhop,that finding 
a vaile ſpread in the entrance of a Church doore, whereinthe Image of 


words, 
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words, That it was azainft the authority of the ſacred Scriptures, to have any 9 
Image of Chriſt ſet up inthe Church. Atter the ſame manner, Serewns Biſhop 7 
of Marſeilla, beat downe and baniſhed all Images out of his Churches,as 
occaſions of Idolatry : and to ſhun them the more, it was ordained in the 
Elibertine Councell, that no Image nor piQure ſhould be ſerupinany 
Church : for which cauſe alſo the Emperour Leo the third, by an open _ . -- 
Edit commanded his ſubje&s to caſt our of their Temples all piqures Part Diccon, 
ard ſtatues of Saints, Angels,and whatſoever elſe,to the intent thatall oc- ***2"4- 
calions of Idolatry might be taken away: yea and he burned ſome,and pu- 
niched divers otherwiſc,that in this regard were not pliant,but diſobedient 
to his commandement. After which time, when Images were recalled into 
Greece and into Conſtantinople (the chiefe city and ſeat of the Eaſt Em- 
pire) it came to paſſe by a greatand dreadfull(yer juſt)judgement of Gad, 
that this famous and renowned city, in the worlds eye impregnable, after 
long fiege,and great and furious afſaults, was at length taken by the Turks, 
who having won the breach, and.entred with fury, drove the poore Empe- 
reur Paleolezwus (even till then fighting for the cities defence)to thatextre. 
mity, that in retyring among the preaſe of his own ſouldiers,he was thron- 
ged and trampled todeath ; and his ſlain body being found,was beheaded, Er 
and his head contemptuouſly caried about the city upon a launce, Now af= _ A 
ter the maſſacre of many thouſand men,to make up a compleat,& abſolute 
cruelty, they drew the Empreſle with her daughters and many other ladies 
and gentlewomen to a banquet, where after many vile and horrible wrongs 
and diſgraces, they killed and tore them in pieces in moſt monſtrous man- 
ner. Inall which, the execution of Gods moſt juſt wrath for Idolatry did 
moſt lively appeare: which finne,accompanied with many other execrable 
and vile vices, muſt needs draw after it a grievous and terrible puniſhment, 
ro ſerve for example to others that were to come : neither was it athing 
by chance, or hap-hazzard,thart the Chriſtians were made a mocking Rock 
co them in that wofull day, when in their blondy triumphs they cauſed a 
Crucifix to be carried through the ſtreets in contempt, and chrowing durt 
upon if, cried in their Language, This «the gallant por of Chriſtians. 'And 
thus did God licenſe and permit rheſe ſavage Turks ro'commit every day 
grievous outrages, and to make great wafts and deſolations id all Chri- 
ſtendome, till that they grew ſo mighty, that it is to be feared leſtthe ſay- = | 
ing of ZaFantius touching the returne of the Empire into Aſia, be not ve- Le&entbb.z. 
rified and accompliſhed very ſhortly if there be no amendment practiſed : Inſt128t. DY 
for we ſee by wofull experience, that almoſt all the forceswhich Chriſtian © 
Princes have muſtered from all quarters, in pretence toreſift their furyand 
rage, have not oaly been bootleſle and unprofitable, bur alſo thatwhich is 
worſe, given them further occaſion by their bloudy vifories, and wonder- | 
full laughter of fo many millions of men, to make them miore obſtiniate in 
their deteſtable Mahometiſme 8 Turkiſh Religion thah they were before: 
for they make their boaſts thereof, and reare up trophies of their cruel- 
ties, taking no more pitty of the vanquiſhed, than the Butcher doth of 2 
Sheepallotred to the ſlaughter. VWhereof we have a pittifullexample1n 
the overthrow of the French army,which oh» the ſonne of Philip Duke of 
Burgondy led againſt the Turke Bajaer, and: by rhe treachery and cowat- 
diſe of the Hungarians,who in the time of batrell turned their backsand 
fed, was overcome : in that this wicked and cruell Tygre expreſly —_ 
at 
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9 2 Thatallthepriſoners (in number many) ſhould be murthered one after 

another, which was readily executcd beſore his eyes ; ſothat ſaving the 
chiefe Capraines and certaine few Lords of the company,that were ſpared 
in reſpect of great ranſomes,thereeſcaped nor one alive. 

Beſides theſe generall calamities, the Lord hath particularly ſhewne 
forth his indignation againſt private perſons and places for Idolatry ; as in 
Spoletium at one time there periſhed by an earthquake three hundred and 
| fifty, whileſt they were offering ſacrifice unto Idols. At Rome under the 
cen:>4.14 Empire of Alexander Severw, after that the left hand of the Image of 7s- 

piter was miraculouſly melted, the Pricfts going about to pacifie the an- 

ger of their gods with LeQiſterns and ſacrifices, foure of chem together 

withthe Altar and Idoll were ſtricken in pieces with a thunderbolr, and 
ſuddenly ſuch a terrible darknefſe overſpread all rhecirty, that moſt of the 
inhabitants ran out into the fields all amaſed. Moreover, did nor the Lord 

ſend lightning from heaven to inflame that notorious Temple of Idolatry, 
Theeder.lib:3, of Apolle,or rather the Devill of Delphos, in the tine of 7ulian the wic- 
64.9. 10- Led Apoftate, whileſt he was cxerciſing tortures upon one Theodoras a 
Chriſtian, and did it not conſume the Image of A4poltotoaſhcs > The fa- 

 - mousandrich Temple of I»pitcr at Apames, how ftrangely did ic come to 
ep ruineand defiruQion 2 For when the Preſident and Tribunes (who had in 
21:6*7* chargetodeſtroy it) thought ita thing almoſt unpoſlible, by reaſon of rhe 
ſtrength of the wals, and matter of it ; Marcel/us the Biſhop undertook the 

labour, and found out a man that promiſed to ſhake and root up the foun- 

dation of it by fire; but when he had put it in praQile, a blacke Devill ap- 

peared and hindred the natural! operation of the fire : which when M arce/- 

las perceived, he by carneft and zealous prayer droveaway the Devill, and 

ſotbe fire rekindled and conſumed it to nothing. In all which exampſes 

we may ſce the wonderfull indignation of God againſt Idoll-worſhippers, 

when by ſuch ftrange and extraordinary means he bringeth them todeftru- | 

Qion. Aod this doubrlefſe is nonew courſe, for even ſince the beginning 

of the world (if we conſult Hiſtories)we ſhall finde, that well nigh all the 
kingdomes, places, perſons,and countries that have been any wiſe infeaed 

with this finne, have ſtill come to ſome ruinc or other, and to ſome grear 
overthrow, and their [dolatry ſuppreſſed by ſome notable ard ſtrange ac- 

cident. Whereof Saint Hierome may be awitneſſe, who affirmerch , Thae 

when Ieſus beinga childe was carried into Zgypt for feare of Herod, all 

the Idols of Agypt fell downe,and all their miracles became mute,which 

lay 19. the Prophet 7/#/ac foreſceing, ſaith, Behold, the Lord rideth wpon a fwift cloud. 
and ſhall come into <Agypt,and the Idols of <Agypt ſhall melt in the midſt of her, 

Befides, the generall filence of-the Devill in his Oracles throughout the 

world preſently upon Chriſts Incarnation, is a thing known and confeſſed 

of all men. Notwithſtanding all which, the holy Pope will till maincain 

his Idolatry, albeit the Lord hath made manifeft tokens of bis indigna- 

tion againft ir. As appeareth by that which happened inthe yeare 145 1, 

being the Popes Iubile, when ſuch a concourſe of people was made trom 

all quartersof the world to honour that ſuperſtitious day : for the people 

being upon 4&riaxs bridge, were ſo thruſt together, that two bundred men 

and three borſes loſt their lives, being trampled upon and ſtifled todeath : 

many fell intothe water over the bridge,and ſo periſhed , of whom an hun- 

dred and thirty were buried at Saint Ceiſ. And theſe are the fruits of 

their 
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Gods Indgements. Of mingling mans invention, &c. 
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cheir Indulgences, which are roo much bought and ſought for, andof 


their Iubilies, proceeding from the Biſhop of Rome his 1mpious and ſa- 
crilegious zeale. Now to eſchew theſe and ſuch like misfortunes ; the 
crue and onely meanes is, an unfained diverſion from all Idolatry and Su- 
perſtition, and whatſoeverelſe contrarieth the pure ſervice of God, and a 
converſation unto him,to ſerve him in ſpirit and truth, as the Scripture ex- 


horteth.

! & inviolably, it behoverh therefore every,Chriſtian to 
I 'P7NJS) conforme himſelfe untothis order; and not to be 
UIBRNE puided by every fickle imagination of his own braine, 
or every raſh preſumption that ariſeth in himſelfe, but onely by the dire&t 


ruſe of Gods Word, which onely we ought to follow. By meanes of neg- 


lefing which duty, many vaine and pernitious ceremonies and ſtrange 
ſaperſtitions have beene brought in and ſwayed mightily : by' reaſon 
whereof great Controverſies and Diſpurations are taken up at this day, 
Albeit indeed it beathing manifeſt , thar being not grounded and prop- 
ped upon the Anchor 507 Scriptures,they ought to be aboliſhed, what 
brave outward ſhew. in appearance ſoever they beare. [ 

. And that they ſet abroach things are not blameleſle and excuſable be- 
fore God, it appeareth by the puniſhment of Nadab and _ſbihn,who being 
ordained Priefts of God, to ſacrifice and offer onely thoſe things which 
were commanded in the Law, yet were ſoevill adviſed as to offer ſtrange 
ifcenſe and perfume upon the Altar, received at the very inſtant of the 
faccondigne puniſhment for their preſumption : for ſuddeply this their 
ſtrange firc invaded them ſo fiercely,and ſo piercingly, that & 
burned and conſumed therewith: and ſo they were not ſpared, albeit 
they were _ſHarons ſonnes, even his firſt borne, and <Aoſes Nephewes; 


that by them all other might feare and take warning how to enterpriſe any 


thing in Gods ſervice contrary to his exprefſe Ordinance, 

This moderation alſo oughttobeobſerved in the Church Diſcipline, 
towit, thatevery man containe himſelfe within the Precinas of his voca- 
tion,and that none intrude themſelves intoany charge without being cal- 
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y were ſoon - 


led of God thereunto : whereof Corah greatly faulted, when being not yyumb.is, 


content with the dignity ofa Levites office which God had beſtowed up. 
on him, he ambitiouſly aſpired tothe Prieſts office, and beſides this ſtirred 


Uupand drew to his faRtion Dathan and Abiram, and many others , to the 
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2 Chron,26, | 


number of two hundred and fifty perſons, againſt AZoſes and Aaron : but 
he drew withall the vengeance of God downe upon himſelfe and all that 
tooke bis part in moſt horrible and fearefull manner : for ſome of ther, 
towit,the two hundredand fitry, who, notwithſtanding <Aoſes reproofe, 
were ſo bardy and preſumptuous as to preſent themſelves the next morrow 
after the tumulr,openly before the Tabernacle, tooffer Incenſe, as if the 
had beene true Prieſts, were for their flame of Ambition and Pride,ſer on 
fire and conſumed with the flame of Gods wrath : others, towit, Dathan 
and LAbiram, ſor their audacious enterpriſe againſt God, inthe perſogof 
his ſervants, Moſes and Aaror,and their high mindednefle and rebellion, in 
not comming out of their Tents at the commandment of Moſes, were 
throwne downe into the loweſt pit,the earth opening her mouth, and ſwal- 
lowing them up alivewith their Tents and Families,and all that belonged 
untothem, to the fearefoll amaſement of the whole people, that were be- 
holders ofthis SpeQacle. | 
Oziah King of Iuda, cartied himſelfe a long while uprightly and mo- 
deftly in the ſervice of God: bur after God had given him many great 
vicories over his enemies the Philiftims, the Arabians,the Amorites,and 
that his renowne and feare was ſpread not onely to his neighbours, bur al- 
ſoto trange nations, by and by his heart was puft up with pride and ſelfe- 
conceit,that he dared to enter the Temple of God, and burne Incenſe up- 
on the Altar, which belonged onely to the Prices office rodoe: and not 
obeying the Rtrong reſiſtance and countermand of the good Prieſts that 
had charge of the Temple, hewas ſtrucken with a Leproſie, and haſtily 


carried out and ſequeſired from the focietyof men all his life time. And 
ſothis proud King that fooliſhly rooke upon him more chan was lawfull 
and convenient,was forced to recoile, and tobe ill, being hamblied under 


ſo grievous a ſcousge as never forſooke hit eill his death. 
Whenthe Arke of the Covenant was in bringing from 465444bs houſe 
in Kyriathjatim,ina Cart guided by Yz=« and 4/10, Abinadabs {onnes, it 


fell out on the way, that it being ſhaken by the Oxen , (unfit Servitors for 


ſuch a werke) Yzz« putforth his hand to bold it, but therein hee wene 
beyond his charge, and therefore was puniſhed forthwith with preſenc 

death.for his inconfiderate raſhneſle: for albeit he was both a Levite, and 
thought nocvill inhis heart, yetin no reſpe& was he licenced to rouch 
the Arke,being a thing lawfull for the Prieſtsonely, Let therefore every 


ove be adviſed by theſe Examples, to follow the rule in ſerving God, that 


is by him deſigned, in all fimplicity, modeſtie, and obedience, withont 
altering or declining, or undertaking any thing above or beſide their 
calling, |

Majeſty, Power, Divine verrue, and fearcfull Iuſtice, 
Wer Aa (for theſe bee his names) men by fraud and ma- 
lice abuſe their. Oathes , cither in denying that which is true;! or 
affirming that which is untrue, or ne 
and vowed to others : ſor this is neither to hngiane peR unto his preſence, 
who is every where, nor reverence to his Majeſtie, who 1s God of Heaven 
and Earth, but rather to make him þeare witnefle to our lyc and falſhood ; 
as if he approved it,. or had na power torevebge the injury «ad diſhonour 
donetohim. And therefore againſt ſuch, ia chreatningwords hedenoun- 
ceth judgement ,. that He will not hold him guiltleſſe that taketh his Ngme in 
vaine. Howbeir very many over-boldly give themſelves over tothis ſinne, 


making little or no conſcience: to, couſen one another even by forſwear- 


ings: whereby they give moſtcleare cvidence againſt themſelves , that 
they have very little feare of God beforetheireyes, and are not guided by 


- any other rule ſave of their owne affe ions by which they ſquare outatd 
build theiroathes, and pull them done againeat their pleaſures ; forler it 


be a matter of vantage,and then they will keepe them, but ſtraightway ifa 
contrary perſwaſion come in their braine , ,they will cancell them by and 
by : wherein they deale farre worſe and more injuriouſly with God, than 
with their knowneencmies ; for he that contrary to his ſworne faith de- 
ceiveth his cnemy;declareth thattherein he feareth him, bue feareth- nor 
God ; and careth for him, but contemneth God, It was thereforenor 
without good. reaſonthart all antiquity ever marked them with the coat of 
infamy that forſwore themſelves. And thereupon it 1s that Homer ſo of- 
ren taunteth the Trojans by reaſon of their ſo uſuall Perjuries. The Egyp- 


_ tians had them in deteſiation as prophane perſons, and reputed it ſo Ca- 


pitall a crime , that whoſoever was convinced thereof was puniſhed by 
death. The ancient Romanes reverenced nothing more then faith io pub, 
like affaires, for which cauſe they had intheir Citic a Temple dedicated 
tO it: whercin for a more ſtrait bond they uſed ſolemnely ro promiſe and 
ſwcare toall the conditions of Peace, Truces, and Bargaines, which they 
made,and to curſe thoſe which went about firſt ro breake them: for grea- 
ter ſolemnity and confirmation hereof, they were accuſtomed at thoſe 
times to offer ſacrifices to the image of faith for more reverence ſake. 
Hence it was that Attilizs Reoulmychiefe Captaine of the Romane Army 
againſt the Carthaginians, was ſo highly commended of all men, becauſe 
when he was overcome and taken priſoner,and ſent to Rome, he onely'for 
his oathes ſake which he had ſworne, returned againe to rhe enemy, albeit 
hee knew what gricvous torments were provided for him at his returne, 
Den. K 3 Others 
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Others alſo that came with him,though they were intreated, and by their 
Parents, Wives, and Allies, inftantly urged not roreturne to Harnibals 
Campe, could in no wiſe be moved thereunto: but becauſe they had 
ſworne to the enemie, if the Romans did not accord to thoſe conditions 
which were offeted, to come againe., they preferred the bond and reve- 
rence of their promiſed faith, though accompanied with perperuall capri- 
vity,before their private commodiries,and neereſt linke'of affe&tion. But 
ewooftheſe ten ( for ſo many were they ) falſified their oath, and wharſo- 
ever miſt they mighr caſt to darkcn and diſguiſe their Perjury with, yer 
werethey condemned of all men for cowards, and faint-hoarted Traytors : 
infomuch that the Cenſors alſo nored them with infamy for the fat, 
wherear they rooke ſuch griefe and inward ſorrow, that being weary of 
their lives;they flew themſelves. Now what can they pretend that 
feſle themſelves Chriſtians and Catholickes,to excuſe their Perjuries, ſce- 
Cic affic.ib. 1+ ing that the very Heathen cry out ſoloud and cleere, That an oath and 
faith is fo ſacredly to be kept towards our enemics > This is one of che 
greateſt vertucs and commendgations which the Pſalmiſt attributeth rothe 
. faichfull man, & him that fedreth'God,and whom God avoucheth for his 
. ys 5 a—_ Net to falfifie his oath thas he ſneareth, though it be to his dammage. The 
ibeonires although they were ſo execrable a people,' that for their 
and horrible wickednefſes andahominations they mightbe well eſteemed 
for Hereticks, yet the Princes of Iſrac];after they had ſworne and given 
their faith unto them, would in no wiſe retract or goe agaiuſt their oath, 
_ albeit therein rhey were deceived em, for feare of incurring the 
wrath of God, that ſuffereth not a Perjurer to goc unpuniſhed, Vpon 
what ground or example of holy Scripture then may that DoAtrine of the 
' Councellof Conſtance be founded , the purport whereofis, That aman 
oughr not to keepe his faith with Hereticks > I omit to ſpeake how theſe 
ood Fathers ( by Hereticks ) meant thoſe men who fearing God, relyed 
themſelves upon his VVord, and rejeRed the fooliſh and ſuperſticious in- 
ventionsof men, And under what colour can the Popes uſurpe this Au- 
thority, ro quit and diſcharge ſubjeRs of their oath wherewith they are 
bound to their Superiors ? yet this was the impious audacity of Po 
Plating  Zacharia, Pope Bonifacethe 8, and Pope Benedit? de la Lyne, who freed the 
Frenchmen from their duty and obedience which they ought unto cheir 
Kings.In like manner angoged Gregorytbe 7 his choler and ſpighrt againſt 
Fnguerrande the Emperour Henry , by qr nn bis SubjeAs to be his Subjeas, 
Monpritet. and to yeeld that obedience unto him which Subjets were bound 
rodoe, 
Howbeit ifan oath be madecither againſt God, orto the damage and 
hurt ofour neighbour (it being for that cauſe unlawfull ) it behoveth us 
1Sam;14 To know thatwe oughttorevoke it, leſt wee fall into the finne of Sol and 
Marc. 6. Herod, Now what puniſhments God hath laid upon Perjuries, theſe Ex- 
amples that follow ſhall make known unto us. Oſce the Jaſt King of Iſrael, 
being made ( by Gods juſt judgement for his ſinnes ) ſubje and tribura- 
aKings 17. ry tOSalmanazar King of Aſhur , without regard to the bond wherewirh 
| bewasbound,and to his faith which he bad plighted, conſpired andente- 
red leaguewith the King of Zgypt,againſthim: but he diſcovering their - 
ſcditious and privieconſpiracies,afſembled his forces, ſpoyled his coun- 


trey,and bad them warre on all fides ; laying fiege to the chiefe Citie of 
| his 
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his Kingdome, after three yeeres rooke it, together with the forfworne 
King, whom hepur in cloſe priſon,and kept very ftraightly, leading him 
and his whole Nation captive into Syria, tocndtheirdayes in miſery : of 
which evill,as of all others that happened in that warre, the diſloyalty and 
Treaſon of Ofce was rhe next and chiefeſt cauſe. De! 

Among the bed. roll of finnes which Zedechias the laſt King of Iuda is 
noted withall in holy Scripture, Perjury is one of the count: tor ffotwith- 
ftanding he received his Kingdome of Nabachaduezzar, and had ſworne 2 Chron.36. 
fealty to him, as to his Soveraigne, yet brake he his oath in rebellin 
againſt him, which was the very cauſe of his deftruQion: for Nebucbadnez- 
er tO be revenged on his diſloyalty, ſent a puiſſane Armiec againſt leruſa- 
lem, which rook, ſpoyled, and burnt it, and overtooke the Perjurer in his 
flight,and firſt made him a beholder of the ſlaughter of his owne children, 
and then had his owneeyes borcd out,and was carticd in chaines to Baby- 
lon, ſerving for aſpeRacle toall poſteritie, of Gods wondrous judgements 
upon Perjurers. And thus both the Kingdomes of Iſracl and Iuda 
w_ for breach and falfifying their Oath quite extinguiſhed and ra- 

ed out, 

The greatdeceiver and moſt treacherous perſon, one of them, that ever 7/116. 
Greece ſaw,was Liſander the Lacedemonian,a bufic-body,full ofcunning, 
ſubrilcy,and craft, and one that performed the moſt of his as of Warre, 
more by fraud and ſtratagems,than by any other meanes: this was bethar 
ſaid, That when the Lions skinne ( meaning Fortitude ) would not ſetve,ie 
was ncedfull then to ſow unto it the Foxes caſe ( meaning ſubtilty ) he 
made ſolittle reckoning of forſwearing himſelfe, that he would often fay; 

That children were to be couſened with trifles, as Dice and Cockles, and 

old men with Oathes : but withdeceirfull cricks he was occaſion of much 
evill,and divers murders: but at laſt this Foxe making warre againſtthe 

Thebans,for that they bad taken part with the Achenians agaiofthim, and: 
given them ſuccour and meanes for recovering their liberty , was taken in 

the trap,and (laine at the foor of their walls. 24: 121 

Metius Suffetizs, Generall of the Albanes, procured the Fidenates fo en- £vi% 
ter warre againſt theRomanes, contraty to his oath which he had ſworne 
untothem,and being called by the Romanes to their ſuccour, and placed 
in anout Wing to helpe if need were, whileſt the reſt were fighting, hee 
drove away the time in ordering his men, and ranging them into ſqua- 
drons,toſce which part ſhould havethe beſt, that be might joyne himſelfe 
unto that fide . But Tulwu the Roman King having obrained the vicory, 
and ſecing the cowardiſe, ſubrilty, and treaſon of this Albane, ad judged 
him toa moſt ſtrange and vile death;anſwerable to his faQ: for as he had 
in his body a double heart ſwimming between two ſtreames, and now rea- 
dy togoe this way, now that, ſo was his body diſmembred and torne in 
pieces by foure horſes,drawing foure contrary wayes: "to ſerve for an ex- 
ample toallotherg ro be more fearefull and true obſervers of their oathes 
than he was, | PE: 

In old timethe Africans and Carthagenians were generally noted for 
perfidy and falſhood aboveother Nations; thecauſe of which bruic was 
principally that old ſubtile Souldier 4vn5b«,an old deceiver, and #n0to- ;;,.pud.q;. 
rious Perjurer,who by his crafts and couſenings which be wrought withe 16,1. 
out Religion or feareof God,raiſed up the evill report. This —— 
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havingmade warre in Italy fixteen yeeres, and all thatwhile croubled and 
vexedthe Romanes ſore, after-many vicories, waſtings of Countries, 
ruines, and ſackingsof Cities, and cruell bloodſhed, wasat length over- 
come by Scipio in his owne Conntrey ; and perceiving that his Country. 
men imputed the cauſe of their fall nntohim, and fought to make him 
odious tothe Romanes,by laying to his charge the breach of that leagne 
whichwas betwixt them, he fled to Antrochw King of Syria, not fomuch 
forhis owne ſafeties fake, as tocontinue his warre againſt the Romanes, 


which be knew Antiochw tobe in hammering , becauſe they came ſo neere 


unto his Frontiers : but be found his hope fruſtrate ; for King Antioch, 
for the ſmall truſt he affied in him,and the daily Tuſpition of his treachery, 
would not commit any charge of his Armie into his hand , although for 
valiantnefſe and proweſie he was ſecond to none of that Age. Ir came to 
paſſe therefore, thatas ſoone as Antiochu was overthrown of the Romanes, 
he was conſtrained to flie to Prafime King of Bythinia,that tooke him into 
his proteRion i but being as treacherous himſelfe, hee ſoone deviſed a 


-meanes to betray him to @uintins, the Generall of the Romane Armie : 
'whichwhen Anniba/ underſtood , and ſeeing that all paſſages forevaſion 


were Cloſed up, and thathe could not any way eſcape, he poyſoned him- 
ſelfe., and ſo miſerably ended: his treacherous life. And thus the de- 
ceitwhich he practiſed rowardgothers, fell at length upon his ewne Pate, 
ts his utter deftrnQiion, 

Albeit that Perjurers and forſwearers were to the Egyptians very odi- 
ous and abominable ( as wee ſaid before) yet among them there was one 


Prolame,who tobereavehis fifter 4rfnoe of ber Kingdome, ſtained himſclfe 
with this villanous ſpor,and thereby brought his purpoſe to paſſe; for pre- 


trending and proteſting great'affeRion and love unto her in the way of 
marriage(for ſuch inceſtuous marriages were there through a perverſe and 
damnable cuftome not unlawfull) and avowing the ſame by ſolemne oath 
before ber Embaſſadours,did notwitſtanding ſoon make knowne the drife 
of bis intent,which was to make himſelfe King : for being arrived in 


ſhew to conſummate Marriage, at his firſt approach hee cauſed his . 


Nephbewes ( her ſonnes which ſhe had by her former husband ZLyfmachys, 
and were come forth from their mother to give him entertainment on the 
way) to beſlaine, yea, and leſt they ſhould eſcape his hands, hee purſued 
themeven to their mothers boſome, and there murthered them, and after 
(expelling her alſo from her Kingdome ) caught the Crowne, and reigned 
Tyrantinherroome: all which miſchiefe he committed by reaſon of the 
faithleſſe oath which bee had taken: and although that in ſuch a caſe no 
oath ought to bee. of force roconfirme ſo lawfullaftiance (though it bee 
pronounced and taken by the nameand inthe Temple of their Idols ) yer 
notwithanding it being donewith an evill conſcience, and to an evill pur- 
poſe, be that did it can be no lefle thena Perjurer. But for this and other 
vicesiteame to paſſe,thatere long he was conquered by the Gaules, who 
taking bim in batrell, flew him and cur off his bead,and having faſtened 
rs upon - Lance, Carried it in figneof viory and triumph up and downe 
tNE DORIT.: 3} | 
A moſt notableexample of the puniſhment of Perjurie and falſhood in 
Y ladiſiaw King of Hungary and bis Army deftroyed by the Turkes , is ſet 
downe in Zenfinus his Hungarian Hiſtory , after this manner. Icfel] on 
that 


that the King of Hungary had ſo well beftirred himſelfe againſt the Turks, 
that 4mvrathes was glad ( upon unequall conditions, andevento his owne 
hurt, and their good) ro conclude peace with him:wherein it was agreed, 
that certaine Provinces ſhould be reſtored to the Hungarian, which other. 
wiſe could not have becn recovered but by great lofle of men. Thivleague 
being made,and the Articles thereofengroſled in both Languages, with a 
ſolemne oath taken on both parties for the confirmation of the ſame, be- 
hold the Cardinall of Florence, Admirall of the Naviewhich lay upon the

from Greece) ſendeth Letters to the King of Hungary toperſwade him

maine helpe forward: which two good pillars of the Church, inſpired © 
with on and the ſame ſpirit,wrought together ſoeffeRuallywith the king, 
that at that inſtance be falſified his oath,broke the peace, and ſent ro Con- 
tantinople todenounce Warre afreſh; and forthwith whilſt their Em- 


baſſadors were retyring their Garriſans out of Mifia, to bring them into 
their hands againe, and had ſent forty thouſand crownes for the ranſome of 
great men which were priſoners,and had reſtored the Realme of Raſcia and 
all their Captiyes, according to the tenour of their late league, not know- 
ing of this new breach: inthe meancwhile (1 ſay be ſer forward his Ar. 
mie towards the great Turkes in all expedition. Now the Turkes ſecure 
and miſdoubting nothing,were ſet upon unawaresby the King, yet purting 
themſelves in defence,theregrew a longand ſharpe bartell, till Ammrathes 
perceiving his fide to decline, and almoft overcome; pulled our of his be- 
ſome theArticles of the aforeſaid peace,bc lifting up his eyesto heaven, ur- 
tered theſe ſpeeches:O Ielus Chriſt, theſe are the leagues tharthy Chriſti: 
ans have made and confirmed by ſwearing by thy name, andyethave bro. 
cen them againe : if thou beeſt a God.as they ſay thouart, revenge this 
injurie which is offered both thee and mee;and puniſh choſe Truce-breat. 
ing Varlets. He had ſcarce ended theſe ſpeeches; but the Chriftians bat- 
tel and courage began torebate, Yied;flaw himiclfe was flaine by the Te- 
nizaries,hishorſe being firſt hurt ; bis whole Army was diſcomfited, and 
all bis people pat tothe ſword, ſaving a few that fled :. among whom was 
the right reverend Embaſlador of the Pope , who as ſoane as he hadthruft 
in over the cares, withdrew himſelie (forſooth) farreenvuph from blowes 


or danger, Then follewedahortiblebutchery of people,and a lamentable 


noyſe of peore ſoules ready to be {laughtered, for they ſpared none;but ha- 


led them miſerably in pieces,and executed a juſt and rigorous judgement 
of God for that vile treachery and perjury which was committed; =

ſalonicaes children likewiſe all periſhed : and laſtly, Alexander after all his 

great victories, in the middeſt of his pompe,was poyſoned at Babylon. 
_ . Greeorie Tours maketh mention of a wicked Varlet in France among the 
o enfeſor geople called Averni;thar forſwearing himſclfe in an unjuſt cauſe, bad his 
rongue ſo preſently tyed, that he could not ſpeake but roare, and ſoconti- 
nued,till by his earneſt prayers and repentance the Lord reſtored to him- 

ſelfe the uſe of that unruly member... 

Liv.ikg: There were in old time certaine'people of Italy called «/£qu/, whereof 
We the memory:remaineth onely at this day , for they were utterly deſtroyed 
by 8.Cincinnatus. Theſe having-ſolemnely made a league with che Ro- 
manes,and ſmorneunto itwith one conſent, afterward choſe Gracchw Clut- 
lis for their Captaine, and ander his condu& ſpoyled the Fields and Ter- 
ritories of the Romanes ; -contrary to the former league and oath. 
Wherupon. the Romans ſent 9. Fabime, P. Yolumni, and 4. Pofthumius 
Embaſſadors tothem, ro confplaine of their wrongs and demand atil- 
faction : but their Captaine ſo little cſteemed them, that he bad them 
deliver their meſſage toan Oake ſtanding thereby , whileſt hee atten- | 
ded other buſineſſe.. Then one of the three turning himſelfe towards 
the Oake, ſpakeon this manner : Thou hallowed oake, and whatſoever elſe 
belongeth to the gods inthis place, heare and beare wittes of this diſloyall part , 
and favor our 1uft complaints, that with the aſfiſtance of the gods wee may bee 
revenged on this injury. This done they returned home , and ſhortly after 
garnering apowerof men, ſet upon and over came that truce- breaking

In the yeer of Rome built, 317, the Fidenates revolted from the friend- 
ſhip and league of the Romans , to To/aminas the king of the Yeyans, and 
adding cruelty to treaſon, kilked foure of their embaſſadours that came to 
know the cauſe of their defe&ion:which diſloyalty rheRomans not brook- 
ing, undertooke war againſt them, and notwithſtanding all their private 
and forrein ſtrength, overthrew and flew them. In this barrell it is ſaid, 
that a Tribune of the ſouldicrs ſeeing Toluminu dravely galloping up and 
down, and incouraging his ſouldicrs, and the Romans trembling at his ap- 
proch,ſaid, Is this the breaker of leagues,and violater of the law of nations?

caſtle at Bamberg ; trom whence the Emperour neither by force nor poli- 
cic could remove him for ſeven yeares ſpace, untill 4:0 the Biſhop of 
Mentz by trecherie delivered him into his hands, This Atro under ſhew of 
friendſhip repaired to the caſtle, and gave his faith unto the earle, thar if 
he would come downe to parle with the Emperor, he ſhould ſafely return 
into his bold : rhe Earle miſtruſting notraud , went out of the caſtle gates 
wich the Biſhop rowards the Emperour ; bur 4:0 (as it were ſuddenly re- 
membring himſelfe , when indeed itwas his deviſed plot) defireth to re- 
rurne back and dine cre he went, becauſe it was ſomewhat late: ſothey do, 
dine, and returne, Now the Earle was no ſooner cometorthe Emperor,but 
he cauſed to be preſently put to death, notwithſtanding he urged the Bi- 
ſhops promiſe and oath for his returne: for it was anſwered, that his oath 
was quit by returning backe todine, as he had promiſed. And thus the 
Earlc was wickedly betrayed, though juſtly puniſhed. As for Are the 
ſubrill traitor, indeed he poſſeſſed himſelfe by this meanes of the Earles 
lands; but withall, the juſtice of God ſciſed upon him , for within a while 
after hewas firicken with a thunderbole, and as ſome ſay, carried into 


Cleomenes King of Lacedemonia making warreupon the Argives, ſur- conpefulgeſ: 
priſcd them by this ſubtilty, be rooke trace with them for ſeven dayes,and £#%-7-3+ 
the third night whileſt they lay ſecure, and unwarie in their truce, he op- 
preſſed them with a great ſlaughter, ſaying, (roexcuſe bis trecherie, 
though no excuſe could clcare him from the ſhame thereof) that the truce 
which he made was for ſeven dayes onely, without any mention of nighes: 
howbeir for all this, it proſpered not ſowell with him as hewithed : for the 
Argive women, their husbands flaine, tooke armes like Amaſons, To/eſ/ 
being rheir captaineſſe,and compaſſing the citic walls, repelled Cledmenes, 
balfe amaſed with the ſtrangenefſeof the ſight. After which hewas bani- © 
ſhed into Egypr, and there miſcrably and deſperatly ſlew himſelte, | 

The Pope of Rome with all his heard of Biſhops, oppoſed himſelfe a> cbron.cariox. 
gainſt the Emperor Henry the fourth; for he baniſhed him by excommy. 
nication from the ſociety of the Catholike Church, diſcharged his ſub- 
jeQs from the oath of fealty, and ſenta crowneof gold to Redolph king of 
Suevia, tocanonize him Emperor: thecrowne had this inſcription, Petrs 
dedit Petro, Petrus diadema Rodulpho ; that is, The Rocke gave unto Peter, and The Rocks 
Peter gave unto Rodoiph the crows : Notwithſtanding Rede/phremembring is Chriſt. 
bis oath to the Emperour , and how vilea part itwas to betray him whom * ©" 
he had ſworne toobey and defend, at firſt refuſed the Popes offer : howbe. 
it by the perſuaſion of the Biſhops ſophiſtrie, he was induced to undertake 
the name and title of Czſ«r, and to oppugne the Emperor Henry by armes, 
even by foure unjuſt barrels, inthe laſt of which Redoſphbeing overcome, 
loſt bis right hand, and was ſore wounded otherwiſe : wherefore being rea- 
dy to die, when one brought unto him his hand that was cut off in the "= 

cell, 
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118 ll, he in deteſtation of the Popes villanie, burit forth into theſe termes,

Lib,2.Cap-24- cuſe hins falſely,T pray God I may be deprived of my ſig ht,and become blinde, Thus 
although tbe honefly and chaſtity of Narcigzs was fo well knowne to all 
the fairhfull, that they belecved none of rheir oaths, yet the good Biſhop, 
partly mooved with griefe of this falſe accuſation, and partly with defire 
of quietneſle from worldly affaires, forſooke his biſhopricke , and lived in 
adcſart for many. yeares. But his forſworne accuſcrs by their death wit- 
nefled his innocencie, which by their words they impugned : for che firſt, 
his houſe being ſer on fireextraordinarily, periſhed in flame , with all his 
family and progenic. The ſecond languiſhed away with an irkeſome dif 
eaſe that beſpread his bodie all over. The third ſeeing che wofull ends of 
his companions, confefled all-their villanie, and lamenting his caſe and 
crime, perſiſted ſo long weeping, till both his eyes were our.

In the Empire of /s/iav the Apoſtata, there were divers great men that 
for the Emperours ſake fake forſooke Chriſt and his religion : among (t 
whom, was one [#/ias, uncle to the Emperour,and Governour of the Eaſt, 


another, Felix the Emperours Treaſurer: the firſtof which two, after hee 


had ſpoyledall Chriſtian Churches and Temples, pifled againft the table 
whereon the holy Sacraments were uſed to be adminiftred, in contempr, 
and ſtrucke Exzoixe on the eare for reproving bim for it : the other behol- 
ding the holy veſlcls that belonged to the Church. ſaid, Seewhat pretious 
veſſels 2far:c5 ſonnc is ſerved withall. After which blaſphemy, the Lord 
plagued them moſt ſtrangely : for 7zie» fell into ſo ſirange a diſeaſe, thar 
his intrailes being rotten, hevoided his excrements at his mouth, becauſe 
when they paſſed naturally, heabnſed rhem to the diſhonour of God. Fe. 
lix vomited bloud ſo cxceffively night and day at his blaſpbhemous mouth, 
that hedied forthwith, 

About the ſame time there lived a famous ſophiſter and Epicure called 
Libanixs ; who being at Antioch, demanded blaſphemouſlly of a learned 
and godly ſchoolemaſter, What the Carpenters ſonne did, and how he 
occupied himſelfe 2 Marry (quoth the ſchoolemaſter, full of the ſpiric of 
God)the Creator of this world (whom thoudiſdainfully calleſt the car- 
penters ſonne)is making a coffin for thee,to carry thee to thy graverwhere- 


- arttheſophiſter jeaſting, departed, and within few daies dying,was buried 
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inacoffin, according to the propheſic of that holy man. 

The Emperour Heracliue fending Embaſſadors to Coſrot the King of 
Perſia to intreat of peace,returned with this anſwer, That he would never 
ceaſe to trouble them with warre, till he had conſtrained them to forſake 
their crucified Chrift,and to worſhip the Sunne. Butere long he bore the 
puniſhment of his blaſphemy : fer whatwith a domeſticall calamity, and 
a forrein overthrow by the hand of Heraclius,he came toa moſt wofull de-

Michael thatblaſphemous Rabbine, that was accounted of the Iewes, 
as their Princeand Mefſias,as he was on atime banquetting with his com- 
anions, amongſt other things this was chiefeft ſauce for their mear, to 
blaſphone Chriftand his mother Mary, infomuch as he boaſted of aviao- 
ry already gotten overthe Chriſtians God, But marke the iſſue: as hedeſ- 
cended down his foorſlippiog, be tumbled headlong and broke 
his neckwhereinhis late viRory proved a diſcomfiture and overthrow, ro 
hiserernall ſhame and confuſion. . 
wed Y e's Three 
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Three ſouldiers (amongſt the Tyrigetes, a people of Sarmaria) paſling 13 
through a Wood, there aroſe a tempeli of thunder aad lightening, which 3 
chough commonly it maketh the greateſt Arheiſts to tremble, yet one of 
them to ſhew his contempt of God and his judgements, burſt forth into 
blaſphemy and deſpightings of God. But the Lord foone tamed his re- 
bellious rongue : for he cauſed the winde to blow up by the root a huge 
rree, that fell upon him and cruſhed him to pieces, the other eſcaping to 
teftifie to the Vorld of his deſtruction. 

At avillage called Benavides in Spain, two young men being together Anthoniade | 
in a ficld, there aroſe of a ſudden a terrible tempeſt, with ſuch violence of 794%: 
weather and winde, and withall ſo impetuous a whirlwinde, that it amaſed 
thoſe thatbeheld it. The two young men ſeeing the fury thereof com- 
ming amaine towards them, to avoid the danger ran away as faſt as they 
poſſibly might: but make what baſte they could tt overtooke them : who 
fearing leſt the ſame ſhould ſwing them up into the ayre, fell flatlong 
down upon the carth,where the whirlwinde whisking abour them a pretty 
whilc, and then paſſing forth, the one of them aroſe lo altered and in ſuch 
an agony, that he was ſcarcely able to ftand on his feet : the other lying 
fill and not ſtirring, ſome others afarre off, that ſtood under a hedge, 
went to ſee how hee did, and found him, to be fſtarke dead, not withour 
markes upon him of wonderfull admiration : for all his bones were ſocru- 
ſhed, that the pipes and joynrs of his legges and armes were as caſfie tobe 
turned the one way as the other, as though his whole body had been made 
of moſle; and beſides,his tongue was pulled out by rhe roots, which could 
not by any meanes be found, though they ſought for it moſt diligently. 

And this was the miſerable end of this wretched man, who was noted ta 
be a great outragious ſwearer & blaſphemer of Gods holy name, the Lord 
therfore chaſe him out,to make him anexample tothe world of his juſtice. 

Nolefle notable is the example of a young girle, named Dexs Benefield, Ads and Me- 
of twelve yeares of age : who going to ſchoole amongſt other girles, when — _ 
they fell torcaſon among themſelves after their childiſh diſcretioa abour *'* 
God, one among the reſt ſaid that he was a good old father ; Whar, hee 2 
(faid the foreſaid Dezis ) he is an old doting foole : which being told to her 
miſtreſſe, ſhe purpoſed tocorre@ her the next day for it : but it chanced 
that the next day her mother ſent her to London tothe market, the wench 
greatly intreating her mother that ſhe might nor goe, ſo that ſhe eſcaped 
her miſtreſſes corretion. But the Lord in vengeance met with her : for 
as ſhe returned homeward, ſuddenly ſhe was ſtricken dead,all rhe one fide 
/ of her being black, and buried at Hackney the ſatne night. A tertiblecx. 
ample (no doubt) both ro old and young, what it is forchildrentoblaſ- 
pheme the Lord and God, and what it is Or parents to ſuffer their young 
ones 10 grow up in blindneſſe,withour gurtering them inthe feare of God,

There was upon a time in Germany, a certain naughty packe of a moſt 
wicked life, and ſoevill broughtup,that at every word he ſpake almoſt, the 
Devill was at once end ; if walking hechanced to tread awry,or to ſtumble, 
preſently the Devill was in his mouth : whereof albeit he was many times 
reproved by his neighbors, and exhortcd to correa and amend ſovile and 
deteftable avice, yer all was in vaine: continuing therefore this evill and 
damnable cuſtorae, it happened, that as he was upona time paſling over a 
bridge, he fell downe, and in his fall gave theſe ſpeeches, Hoiſt up with ag 
hundred Devils : which he had no ſooner ſpoken, bat the Devill whom he 
called for ſooft, was athiselbow to ſtrangle him,and carry him away with 
him. 

A certain ſouldier travclling through Marchia,a conntry of Almaigne, 
and finding himſelfeevill ateaſc in his journey, abode inan Inne till hee 
might recover his bealth, and commitrred to the hofſteſles cuſtody certaine 
money which he had abour him. Now a while after being recovered of his 
ſickneſle, required his money againe ; but ſhe having conſulted with her 
husband, denicd the receir, and therefore the returne thereof;and accuſed 
him of wrong, indemanding that which ſhe never received : The ſouldicr 
on the other fide fretted amaine,and accuſed her of couſenage: Which ſtir 
when the goodman of the houſe underſtood (though privy to all beſore) 
yerdifſembling,tooke his wives part, and thruſt the ſouldier out of doors: 
whobeing throngbly chafed with that indignity, drew his ſword, and ran 
at the doore with the point hereof;whereat the hoſt began tocry, Theeves, 
theeves, ſaying that he would have entred his houſe by force: ſo that the 
poore ſouldier was taken and caſt into priſon, and by proceſle of law ready 
to be condemned ro death : bur the very day wherein this hard ſentence 
was to be pronounced and executed, the Devillentred into the priſon,and 
told the ſouldier that he was condemned todie , howbeit nevertheleſſe if 

he 
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heewould give himſelfe bodie and foule unto him , he wonld promile to 
deliuer himoutof their hands : the priſoner anſwering, ſaid, That he had 
rather die being innocent, and without cauſe, than ro be delivered by thar 
meanes: againe the divell replied, atid propounded unto him the great 
danger wherein he was, yea and uſed all cunning meanes poſlible ro per- 


ſwade him : but ſceing thar he loſt his labour, hear lengeh left his ſuir, 


and promiſed him both helpe, and revenge upon his enemies, and that for 
nothing : adviſing him moreover when he came co judgement, toplead 
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nor guiltie, andtodeclare his innocencie and their wrong , and to intreat 


the Iudge togrant himone in a blew capthat ſtood by to be his advocate : 
(10w this one in ablew cap was the Divell himſeltc) rhe ſouldier accep- 
ting bis offer, being called tothe barre, and indicted there of Felonie, pre- 
ſently deſired to have his Atturney , who was there preſent to plead bis 
cauſe; then began rhe fine.and craftie DoQar of the lawes to plead, and 
defend his client veric cunningly, affirming him to be falſly accuſed, and 
conſequently unjuſtly condemned, and that his hoft did withhold his mo- 
ny and had offered him violence,and to prove his affertion he reckoned up 


every circumſtance inthe aQion, yea the verie place were they had bidden 


the mony. The hoſt on the other (ide ſtood in deniall very impudently,wi- 
ſhing the divell might rake bim if he had it: then the ſubrill lawyer inthe 
blew cap, looking for noother vantage, left pleading, and fell rolay hold 
of the hoſt, and carrying him our of the Seſſions houſe, hoiſted him into 
the ayre ſo high, thathe was never after ſecn nor heard of, And thus was 
the ſouldier delivered from the executionof the law moſt ſtrangely,tothe 
aſtoniſhment ofall the beholders, that were eye witneſſes of that which 
happened to the forſworne and curſing hoſt, 

In the yere of our Lord 155 1,at Megalopole neer Voildſtat, ithappened 
in the time of the celebration of the feaſt of Pentecoſt, the people being 
ſer on drinking and carouſing , thata womanin the company commonly 
named the Devill in her oathes; till that he being ſooftencalled on, came 
of a ſudden,and carried her through the gate aloft into the ayre before 
them all,who ran out aſtoniſhed ro ſee whither he would tranſport her, 
and found her a while hanging in the ayre without the rowne,and then fal- 
ling downe upon the ground dead. | 

About the ſametime there lived ina City of Savoy one thatwas both a 
monſtrous ſwearer, &alſo otherwiſe very vicious,who put many good men 
ro much fruitleſſe paines,that in regard of their charge employed them- 
ſelves often ro admoniſh and reprove his wicked behaviour, to the end he 
might amend it : but all invaine, they mightas well caſt ones againſt 
the wind;for he would not ſomuch as liſten ro their words, much leficre- 
forme his manners, Now it fell out that the Peſtilence being in the City; 
be was infe&ed with ir , and therefore withdrew himſclte a part with his 
wife 8& another kinſwoman intoa garden which he had:neither yet in this 
extremity did rhe Miniſters forſake him, but ceaſed not continually to ex- 
hott him torepentance,and to lay before his cyes his faults and offences 
ro the end to bring him into the right way. But he was ſo farre from beiog 
rouched or mayed with theſe godly admonitions , that he ſtrove rather 
to harden himſelfe mcre and more in his finnes. Therefore one day 
hafting forward his owne miſhap, as hee was ſwearing and denying 


God,and giving himſelfe to the Devill, and calling for him with vehe- 
mency, 
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hemency, behold even the Devill indeed ſnatched him up ſuddenly, and 
heaved him into the aire, his wife and kinſwoman looking on, and ſeeing 
him fly over their heads.Being thus ſwiftly tranſported, his ca p tumbled 
from his head, and was found at Roſhe ; but bimſclfe no man couldever 
after ſet eye on. The magiſtrate advertiſed hereof,came to the place where 
he was taken,to be better informed of the truth, taking the witneſſe of the 
two women touching that which they had ſeene. Here may wee ſee the 
flrange and terrible events of Gods juſt vengeance upon ſuch vile caitifes; 
which doubrtlefle are made maniſeſt to ſtrike a feare and terrour into the 
heart of every ſweater and denier of God (the world being bur roo full at 
this day of ſuch wretches) that are ſo inſpired with Satan,tiat they can- 
not ſpeake but they muſt name him, even him that is both an enemy to 
God and man, and like a roaring lion runneth and roveth too and fro to 
deyouretbem:not ſeeking any thing but mans deſtruion. And yer when 
any paine afſaileth them, or any trouble diſquieterh their minds, or any 
danger threateneth to opprefle their bodies, deſperately they call upon 
him for aid, when indeed it were more needfull ro commend themſelves - 
to God,and to pray for his grace and aſſiſtance, having both a comman- 
dement ſo to doe, and a promiſe adjoyned, that he will help us in our ne- 
ceſfities, if we comeunto him by true and hearty prayer. Ic is not there- 
fore without juſt cauſe, that God hath propounded and laid open in this 
corrupt age,a Theatre of his Iudgements,that every man mightbe warned 
thereby. ; 
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Ly fs Luther hath left regiſtred unto us a notable example 
Je) ſhowne upon a popiſh pricſi that was once a profeſſor of 
Ys tbe fincerereligion, and fell away voluntarily unto Pa- 
' piſme;zwhereof Adam Budifſina was the reporter : This man 
thundred out moſt bitrercurſes againſt Luther in the pulpit, at a town cal. 
led Ruthnerwald, and amongſt the reft, wiſhed, that if Lathers dorine 
were true,a thunderbolt might ſtrike him rodeath. Now three dayes af- 
ter there aroſe a mighty tempeſt, with thunder and lightening : whereat 
the curſed Prieſt, bearing in himſelfe a guilty conſcience, for that bee had 
untruly and malitiouſly ſpoken, ranne haſtily intothe Church, and there 
fell to his prayers before the Altar moſt devourly , but the vengeance of 
God found him outand his bypocriſie, fo that he was ſtroken dead with 
the lightenipg,and albeit they recovered life in him againe, yer as they led 
him homewards throu gh the Church-yard, another Raſh ſoſetupon him, 
that he was burnt from the crowne of the head to the ſole of the foor, as 
blacke as a ſhoo, ſorbathe died with a manifeſt marke of Gods vengeance

never returned to his mother alive, according co her ungadly wiſh, 

The like judgement of God we read of trohave beene executed upon A4ztenir/e 
another ſonne that was banned and curſed by his mother , in the citic of 7914*emedes 
Aftorga. The mother in her rage curſed one of her ſons with deteſtable 
malediQions, betaking him to the Dinels of hell, and wiſhing that they 
would ferch him out of her preſence, with many other horrible execrari.

Ar laſt the boy remembring 
God, and beſeeching him of helpeand affiſtance, the cruell fiends broughe 
bim backc againe through the aire, and put him in ar a little window intro 
a chamber inhis fathers houſe, where after much ſearch and griete for 
him, heewas found in this pirtifull plighr, and almoſt beſides bimſelfe, 
And thus though they had nor power todeprive bim of his life, as they 
had done the former, yet the Lord ſuffered them to affli& the parents in 
che ſonne , for the good of both parents and ſonne if they belonged unto

Bae let us cometo the examples wherein the grievouſneſle of this finne 
willy more open than by any words can be expreſſed. 2 

Firſt, ro beginwith the houſe of Iſrael , which were the ſole ſele& peo. 
ple of the Lord, whom he had choſen out of all other nations ofthe world, 
tobe his owne peculiar flocke, and his chicfe treaſure, above all other 
people of the earth, and a kingdome of Prieſts, and a holy Nation , when 
as they contemnedand deſpiſed his Word ſpoken unto them by his pro. 
phets, and caft his law behinde their backe , he gave them over intothe 
hands of their enemies, and of Ami made them Zoamm ; that is, ofhis 
people, made them not his people: and of Rehama, Loruhama; thatis, of 
ſuch as had found mercy and favour at Gods hand,a nation that ſhould ob- 
rain no mercy nor favour, as the Prophet Hoſea ſpeaketh. TO Le 

This we ſce plainly verified firft inthe teh tribes, which under /eroboam 
fell away from the Scepter of Iuda: for after that the Lord had ſundry 
times ſcourged them by many particular puniſhments, as the famin, 
ſword, and peſtilence , for their idolatry and rebellion to his law ; at the

laſt in the ninth yere ofthe raign of Hoſhea King of Iſrael, he brought i 4

- onthem a finall and generall deſtruction, and delivered them intor 
| handsof the King of Aſhur, who carried them away captive into' Aſſyria, 


and placed them in Hala and in Habor, by theriver of Goſan, and in the 
Cities of the Medes; and in ſtead of them ſeated the men of Babel, of Cu- 
thah, Ava, Hamath, and Sepharvaim, in the cities of Samaria. Thus were 
they utterly rooted up, and ſpued out of the land of their inheritance, and 
their portion given unto ſtrangers,as was threatned to' them by the meuth 
of Moſes the ſervant of the Lord:and the cauſe of all this is ſet down by.the 
holy Ghoſi,2 Xiz.17.13. to be,for that though the Lord had teſtified to 
them by al his prophets & ſeers,ſaying, Turn from your evill wayes, and keepe 
my commandements and my ſtatutes,according to all the Law which I commanded 
your fathers : nevertheleſle they would not obey, but hardned their necks : 
& then it followeth in the 18 ver,Therforethe Lord was exceeding wroth wit h 
1/7 al, and put them out of his fizht , and none wasleft but the Tribe of Indaonely, 
Now though the kingdome of Indacontinued in good. eſtate longat- 
ter the deſolation of the ten tribes, (for this hapned in the raigne of 4/4; 
King of Iuda, ) yet afterward in the raigne of Zeatkiah, the great and fa- 
mous Citie Ieruſalem was taken by Nabuchadnez; ar the King of Babel, and 
utterly rained and defaced: the glorious and ſtately temple of the Lord, 
builc by S«/o07, the wonder of the world , was burnt dowa to aſhes, t ir 
| M 0 
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bs ther with all the houſes of Teruſatem, and all other great houſes in the 
' Jand : all the rich veſſels and furniture of the temple, of gold, filver, and 
_ braffſe, were carried to Babel by Nabu=aradar the chiete ſteward. The king 
himſeclfe was bound in chaines, and after he had ſeen his owne ſons ſlaine 
beforc his eyes, had his owneeyes put out , that he might never more take 
comfort of the light. The prieſts and all the greateſt and richeſt of the 
peopke were catricd away incaptivity, and only the poore were left behind 
to drefſe the vines and til the land. Now what was the cauſe of this la. 
mentabledeftruRion of rhis holy City, of the Temple and SanQuary of 
| the Lord, andof his owne people ? it is ſet downe by the holy- Ghoſt in 
2'Chron, 36, exprefleword, 2 Chro.36.15,16, That, When the Lord ſent umo themby his 
an Adeſſungers, riſing early, and ſending, becauſe he had compaſſion onthem, and on hes 
habitation, they mockedrhe Meſſengers of God, deſpiſed hs words, and miſuſed his 
Prophets : andtherefore thewrath of the Lord aroſc againſt his people, andthere 
was n0 remedy. Bebold here the grievous jadgement of the Lord npon ſuch 
as contemned his VWord, and de(piſed his Prophets, 
Thus was the firſt city and temple deftroyed : and did the ſecond fare 
any becrer 2 no verily, but far worſe : for as their {inne was greater, in that 
_ the former Iews contemned only the VWord ſpoken by the Prophers which 
_ werebat ſervants, theſe deſpiſed rhe Word ſpoken by the Sorne himſelf, 
which is the Lord of life z ſotheir puniſhment was alſo the greater : for as 
- Ncb.10,28,29, the Apoſtle faith , If rhrywhich deſpiſed Moſes Law died withow mercy, how 
much ſorer puniſhnewt are they worthy of which tread under foot the Sount of God, 
"PTIY and count the bloud of the Teſtament as anwnholy thing , and neglei ſo great ſal- 
*-. eation,which firſt began to bepreached by the Lord himſelfe , and afterward was 
confirmed by them which htardhim. Thexcfore the deſtraQion of the ſecond 
city and temple by Tir and Yefpafiar Emperours of Rome, was far more 
lamentable than that of the former : yea , ſo terrible and fearefull was the 
judgement of God upon that nation art this time , that never the {ike cala- 
mitie and miſery was heard or read of : there at the fiege of Icruſalemthe 
famin was ſo greatwithinthewalls, and the ſword ſo terriblewithout, char 
within they were conſtrained to eat hot only leather and old ſhoo's , but 
horſe-dung, yea their owne excrements , and ſome todevour their owne 
children: and as many as iſſued out were crucified by the Romans, as they 
had crucified the Saviour of the world , till they had no more wood to 
naile them on.So that it was moſt true which our Saviour forepropheſied, 
. Marth,24-21. That ſuch ſhould be the tribulation of that time , as was not from the beginning of 
the world, wor fhouldbe againe totheend. At this deſtruCtion periſhed eleven 
hundred thouſand Iewes, as Hiſtorians report, beſides them which Yeſpe- 
ſpar flew in ſubduing the Country of Galilee : over and beſides them alfo 
which were ſould abd ſerr into Egypt and other provinces,to vile flavery, 
ro the number of ſeventeene thouſand : two thouſand were brought with 
Titzs in triumph ; of which, part he gave to be devoured of wilde beaſts, 
and partctherwiſe moſt croelly were ſlainc. By whoſe caſe all nations 
may take example, what ir is to reje the viſitation of Gods verity being 
ene unto they , and much more ro perſecutethem which be ſent of God 
for their ſalvation. And here is diligently to beobſerved the great equi- 
ty ofthis judgment : they refuſed Chriſt to be their King.and choſe rather 
© be ſabjeR vnto Ceſar; now they are by the ſaid (their owne) Ceſar de- ; 
Nroyed, when as Chrifts ſabje Rs the ſatne time eſcaped the danger. : 
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The like example of Gods wrathfull puniſhment is to be noted no I43 
lefſe in the Romans alſo themſelves, for deſpifing Chrift and his Goſpel : "BR 
for when Tiberius Nero the Emperor having received by letters from Pont:- phokeng is 
4 Pilat, a true report of the doings of Chriſt Teſus, of his miracles, reſur- ** 
reQion , and aſcention into heaven, and how hewas received as God of 
many good men, was himſelfe mooved with beleete of the ſame, and did 
confer thereof with the whole Senat of Rome, ro have Chriſt adared as 
God. But they not agreeing thereunto, refuſed him, becauſe that contra. 
ry to the law of the Romans, hewas conſecrated (faid they) for a God 
before the Senar of Rome had decreed and approved him. Thus the vaine 
Senatwhich were contented with the Emperor to raign over them, were 
not contented with the meeke King of glory , the Sonne of God, tobe 
their King « yea they contemned alſothe preaching of the two blefſed 

| Apoſtles Peter and Paul, who were allo moſt cruelly put ro death inthe 
; later end of Domitiu Nero his raigne, and the yeare of Chriſt 69, for the 
teſtimony and faith of Chrift. And therefore after much like ſort to the 
Tews were they ſcourged and entrapped by the ſame way which they did 
prefer: foras they preferred the Emperour, and rejeRed Chriſt, ſodid ger 
God ſtirre up their owne Emperours againſt ther, in ſuch ſort, that both **"** 
the Senators themſelves were all devoured , and the whole city moſt hor. 
ribly aflied the ſpace almoſt of three hundred yeares together. Neither 
were they only thus ſcourged by their Emperors, butalſoby civill wars, 
whereof three were foright intwo ycaresat Rome after Nero's death: as 
likewite by other caſualties: for in Seeronizs is teſtified, five thouſand were 
hurt and ſlaine by fall of a Theatre. ey 

| How heavy and fearetull the judgement of God hath beene towards 
thoſe ſeven famous Churches of Aſia, tothewhich the holy Ghoſt wri- 
terh his ſeven Epiſtles, Revel. 2 and 3, hiſtories ſufficiently reftific, and ex- 
perience ſheweth : for whereas in the Apoſtles time, and long after in the 
dayes of perſecution, no Churches in the world more flouriſhed, after, 
when they began to make light account of the word of God, and to fall 
away from the truth toerrors, from godlinefle to impicties, the Lordalſo 
made light account ofthem,.and removed his Candleſticke, thar is, the 
miniſtery of his Goſpell, from amcngRt chem, and made them a prey unto Revela.s, 
theirenemies: and ſothey which before were ſubjc&s to Chriſt, are now 
flaves to Mahomet , and there where the true God was worſhipped is now 
a filthy Idol adored; and inftcad of the Goſpel of Chriſt, is the Turks Al- 
coran , in ſtead of the ſeven ftars and ſeven candleſticks.are ſeven thouſand 
prieſts of Mahorrer, and worthippers of him : and thus for the contempt of 
the Goſpelof Chriſt, is the Chrurch of Chriſtians made a cage of Divels. — 

Venerable Bede in bis Ecclcſticall hiſtory of England reporterh, That 2 #16645: 

aboutthe yeare of our Lord 420, afterthat the Brittons had been long 
affliced by the Iriſh, Pics, and Scots, and that the Lord had given them 
reſt from all their enemies, and had bleflcd them with ſuch great plenty 
of corn, and fruits of the earth , as had not been before heard of, they fell 
into all canner of ſins and vices,and in ſtead of ſhewing themſelves thank- 
full ro che-Lord for his great mercies, provoked his indignation more 
| fiercely againſt them : for,as be ſaith, together with plenty grew ryot,and 
; this was accompanied with a train of many other foule enormities;eſpeci- 
| ally the hatred of the truth, &:contempr of the Word,and that not only = 
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the Laity and ignorant people, but even alſo in the Clergy and Sheep- 
heards of the people: for which cauſe the Lord firſt ſeat among them 
ſucha contagious plague, that the living were ſcarce ſufficient to bury 


the dead: and when by this puniſhment they were not reclaimed, theg by 


their owne counſels and procurement the Lord brought upon thema 
fierce and mighty nation, even the Saxons of Germany ; who albeir they 
came at firſt as helpers and ſuccorers of them againſt their enemies, yer 
ere long proved their ſoreſt foes themſelves, and after much bloudſhed 
drave them almoſt quite our of their Kingdome, confining them into 
a haven, nooke, and corner of the ſame, where they remaine till this day : 
and all this came uponthem (faith that reverend Authour) for their jn- 
gratitude for Gods mercies, and contempt of the Word of God. 
Againe, we reade a little before this, how that God flirred up Gildes 
a godly learned man, to preach to the old Brittoas , ard ro exhort them 


 tEOrepentance and amendment of life , and to forewarne them of plagues 


rocome,ifthey repented not : but what availed it > Gi{dgs was laughed to 
ſcorne and taken for a falſe Prophet, the Brittons,with whoriſh faces and 
unrepentant hearts, went forward intheir fins ; and what followed > God 
ro puniſh their contemptof his VWord aged Miniſters, ſent in their enc- 
mies on every ſide,and deſtroying them, gave their land toother nations. 

Apgaine, not many yeares paſt, Almighty God ſeeipg idolatry, ſuper- 
ſtition , hypocrifie, and wicked living uſed inthis land, raiſedup that 


godly learned man 7ohn Wickliffe to preach unto our fathers repentance, 


and toexhort them to forſake their idolatry and ſuperſtition: bur bis ex- 
hortations were not regarded, bewith his ſermons was deſpiſed, his 
bookes and himſelfe after his death , were burne ; What enſued > A moſt 
grievous and heavy vengeance : they ſlew their lawfull K ws , and ſet up 
three other on a row, under whom all the noble bloud was {laine up, and 


halfe the Commons deſtroyed ; what by warre ig France, and civile dif. 


cord among themſelves, the cities and towns were decayed, and the land 


| brought half to a wildernefſe.O,cxtrem plagues of Gods juſt vengeance!

Bur theſe examples be general! over whole nations: now let us deſ- 
cend to particular judgments upon private perſons, for contemning, 
ſeorning, or deſpifing the Word of God , the holy Sacraments, and the 
Minifters of the ſame. 

Hemingime a learned Divine, in his expoſition upon the firſt chapter of 
S. Tobms Goſpell reporteth, That about the yere 1550 there was a certain 
lewd companion in Denmark, who had long made profeſſion to mockeart 
all Religion, and at devour perfons : This fellow entering into a Church 
where there was a ſermon made by the Miniſter of the place, began con- 
trary toall thoſe that were preſent, to behave bitaſelte moſt prophanely, 
and to ſhew by lewd countenances and geſtures, bis diſlike and contempt 
of that holy exerciſe : to whom the preacher (being inftant upon his bufi- 
nefſe in hand) ſpake not aword, bur only ſigbing , praied unto God,thar 
this mocker might be ſuppreſſed : who ſeeing that the Preacher would 
noe conteſt againſt him, bur contemned his unworthy behaviour, goeth 
outof the Church bur yet not out of the reach of Gods vengeance: for 
preſently as he paſſed our, a tyle fell from the houſe upon his bead, and 
ſlew him upon theplace: a juſt judgement upon ſo prophane a wretch.

ding the ſame unto them , he thanked God that ever he lived to ſee thar 
day : adding moreover , that he beleeved, thatby the vertue of thac Bull 
he was as cleane from ſinne as that night that he was borne: which words 
he had no ſooner uttered , but the Lord to ſhew that he lyed, ſtroke him 
with ſudden death,and ſo he fel down out of the pulpir, never ſtirring hand 
nor foot, not ſpeaking word, butthere lay , an amazement and aſtoniſh- 
ment toall the people. | : 
Denterius an Arrian Biſhop being at Bizantium, as he was about to bap- 
tiſe one Barbas after his blaſphemous manner, ſaying, I baptiſe thee inthe 
name of the Father, through the Sonne, in the holy Ghoſt, (which forme 
of words is contrary to the preſcript ruleof Chriſt, thar bad his diſciples to 
baptiſe all nations, In the Name of the Father , the Sonne, and the 
| M 3 holy 
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holy Ghoſt) the water ſuddenly vaniſhed, ſorthar he could notthen be 
baptiſed : wherefore Barbas all amaſed, fled to a Church of purer Religion, 
and there was entertained into the Church by baptiſme. Socrates in his 
Ecclefiaſticall Hiſtory reporteth the likeaccident to have happened to a 
Iew, who had beene oftentimes baptiſed , and came to Paulus a Novatian 
Biſhop,to receivethe Sacrament againe;but the water as before vaniſhed; 
and his villany being deteaed, he was baniſhed the Church. 

Frbanwm Formenſis and Felix Idecenſis, two Donatiſts by profeſſion, ru- 
ſhing into Thipaſaa,city of Mauritania, commanded the Euchariſt co be 
throwne among thedogs ; but the dogs growing mad thereby, ſer upon 
their owne Maſters, and rent them with their tecth, as being guilty of de- 
ſpiſing the body of Chriſt. Certainly a netable judgement ro eondemne 
x veme-Swog behaviour of thoſe miſcreants, who were ſo prophane, as. nor 
only to refuſe the Sacrament themſelves , butalfoto caſt it totheirdogy, 
as if it were the vileſtand contemptibleſt thing inthe world. 

Theoprmpns a Phyloſopher en Hit toinſert certaine things out of 
the writings of Moſes, into bis prophane works, and foto abuſe the ſacred 
Word of God, was trickenwith a frenzy ; and being warned of the cauſe 
thereof ina dreame, by prayers made unto God, recovered his ſences 
againe. This ory isrecorded by Tſephw.' As alſo arother of Theodeftes - 
a Poet, that mingled bis Tragedics with the holy Scripture, and was ther- 
fore ſirickenwith blindnefle, untill he had recanted his impiety. 

In a towne of Germany called Itzſith , there dwelta certaine busband- 
manthat was a monſtrous deſpiſer and prophaner of the Word of God 
and his Sacraments : heupona time amidſt his cups, railed with moſt bir. 
ter termes upon a Miniſter of Gods Word ; after which, going preſently 
intothe fields to overlooke his ſheepe , be never returned alive, but was 
found there dead, with his body all ſcortched and burnt as blacke as a 
cole : the Lord having given him over intothe hands of the Divell, tobe 


* thus uſed for his vile 0" and abuſing his holy things. This

In the yeare of our Lord 1553,a certain Coblers ſervant being broyghe 
up among the profeſſors of the reformed Religion, and having received 
the Sacrament in both kinds, after living under Popery , received it afrer 
their faſhion in one kinde but when he returned cohis old Maſter, and was 
admoniſhed by him to goagaine tothe Communion as he was wont, then 
his ſleepy conſcienceawaked. and he fell into moſt horrible diſpaire, cry- 
ing that he was the Divels bondflave, and therewitball threw bimſelfe 


| headlong ont of the window, ſothat with the fall his bowels guſhed our

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of his mouth, and he died moſt miſerably. 

When the great perſecution of the Chriſtians was in Perſia under king 
Sapor, in the yeare of our Lord 347, there was one Mites an holy Biſhop, 
and conftant Martyr ; who preachiog, exhorting, and ſuffering all manner 
of torments for the truth of the Goſpel, could not convert one foule of 
the whole city whereof he was Biſhop , tothe faith : wherefore in batred 
and deteſtation of ir he forewent it cleane : bur after his departure the 
Lord made them wortbily rue their contempt of his Word ; for he ſent the 
ſpititofdiviſfion betwixt King S4por and them, ſothat he came with an ar- 
my of menand threghundred Elephauts againſt it, and quickly ſubvyerted 
it, that the very apparance and memoriall of acity was quile defaced _

derſtanding. This isa terrible example for all choſe that be mockers; ar 
the VVord of God,towarne them ( if they doe not repent ) Jeſt the ven- 
geance of Gad fall upan them in like manner. Thus we ſeethaw ſci | 
the Lord puniſheth all deſpiſers and prophaners of his holy things, and 
thereby ought to learne to carry a moſt dutifullregard andreverenceve 
them,as alſo to note them for none of Gads flocke,whoſacvet they be thar 
deride er contemne any part of Religion,or the Miniſters at the ſame.

CHAP. XXXV. 
Of thoſe that prophane the Sabbath day. 


SIN the fourth and laſt Commandemeat of the firſt Table, - -P 
| itis ſaid, Remember keepe holy the Sabbath day: by which FA 
| words it is ordained and enjoyned us to ſeparate one day 
| (| of ſeven from all bodily and ſervile labour, not to idfc+ 
@Y || nefſceand looſeneſie, butto the worſhipof God, which is 
222) ſpirituall and wholeſome, Which holy ordinance when 
one 
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one of thechildren of Iſrael in contempe broke, as they were in the wil- 
dernes, by gathering ſticks upon the Sabbath, he was brought before X0- 
ſes and Aaron, and the whole congregation, & by them put 1o priſon untill 
ſuch time as they knewtheLords determination concerning him:knowin 
well, That he was guilty of a moſt grievous crime. And at length by the 
Lords owne ſentence to his ſervant Moſes,condemned to be ſtoned to death 
without. the hoſt, as was ſpeedily executed. Wherein the Lord made 
knowneuntothem, both how unpleaſant and odious the prophanation of 
his Sabbath was in his ſight, and how ſeriouſly and carefully every one 
ought toobſerve and keepe the fame. Now albeit that this ſtri& obſcr- 
vation of the Sabbath was partly ceremoniall under the Law, and that 
in Chriſt Icſus we have an accompliſhment, as of all other, ſoalſoof this 
ceremony, (He being the true Sabbath , and aſſured repoſe of our ſoules) 
yet ſeeing we till ſtand in needof ſome time for the inſtrucion andexer- 
Ciſe of our Faith, it is neceſſary that we ſhould have at leaft one day ina 
weeke to occupy our ſelves in and about rhoſe holy and godly exerciſes, 
which are required at our hands ; and what day fitter for that purpoſe 
"than Sunday ? which was alſo ordained in the Apoſtles time for the ſame 
end,and called by them Dies Dominicws,thatis,the day of our Lord:becauſle 
upon that day he roſe from the dead, to wir, the motrow after the lewcs 
Sabbath, being the firſt day of the weeke : to which Sabbath it by com- 
mon conſent of rhe Church ſucceeded, tothe end that a difference might 
be put betwixt Chriſtians and Iewes. Thercfore ir ought now religiouſly 
to be obſerved, as it is alſo commanded in the civill law,with expreſſe pro- 
hibition not 'ro abuſe this day of holy reſt,in unholy ſports and paſtimes 
of evill example. Neverthelefle in ſtead hereof we uſe the evill imploy- 
ance,abuſc,and diſorder of it for the moſt part, for beſide the falſe worſhip 
and plentifull ſuperſtitions which reigne in ſo many places, all manner of 


_ diforder and difſolutenefle is in requeſt, and beareth ſway intheſe dayes : 
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this is the-day for tipling houſes and tavernes to be fulleſt fraughr with 
ruffians and ribalds,and for villanous and diſhoneſt ſpeech,with lecherous 
and baudy ſongs robe moſt rife : this is the day when dicing, dauncing, 
whoring, and ſuch noyſome and diſhoneſt demeanors, muſter their bands 
and keep ranke together; from whence foame out envies, hatreds,diſplea- 
ſures,quarrels,debates,bloudſheddings, and murthers, as daily experience 
teſtifieth. All which things are evident fignes of Gods hcavy diſpleaſure 


- upon the people where theſe abuſes are permitred, and nodifference made 


of that day wherein God would be ſerved, but is'contrarily moſtdiſhono- 
red by the overflow of wicked examples, 

And that it isathing odious and condemned of God, theſe examples 
following will declare. Gregory Twronenſisreporteth, That a husbandman, 
whoupon the Lords day went to plough his field, as he cleanſed his plow- 
ſharewith an yron, the yron ſtucke ſo faſt into his hand, that for two yearcs 
hee could nor be delivered from it, bur carried ie about continually to his 

exceeding great paine and ſhame. Another prophane fellow,withour any 
regard of God or his ſervice, made no conſcience toconvey his corne out 
of the field on the Lords day in Sermon time ; bur hee was well rewar- 
ded for his godlefſe covetouſneſic : for the ſame corne which with ſomuch 
care he gathered rogether, was conſumed with fire from heaven, with the 

barne and all the graine that was in ir. EY 4 
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A certaine- Nobleman uſed every Lords day ro goe a hunting inthe 14 9 

Sermon while;which impiety the Lord punzſhed with this jadgement:he .,, + 
cauſed his wite tobring torth a childe witha head like a dog, that ſeeing hs 
he preferred his dogs before the ſervice of God, hee might have one of his 
owne getting to make much of. 

AtKimſtara towne in France,there lived in the yere of our Lord 15 59, 10 Fincetl.2, 
a certain covetous woman,who was fo eager upon the warld, and greedy of de Airac. 
gaine, thar ſhe would neither frequent the Church to heare the word of 
God her ſclfe,nor ſuffer any of her family ro doe it, bur continually abode 
labouring and toyling about drying and pilling flax, and doing other do- 
melſticall buſineſſes ; neither would ſhe be reclaimed by her neighbours, 
who admoniſhed and dehorred her from ſuch untimely works. One Sab- 
bath day as they were thus butily occupied, fire ſeemed to ifſue among rhe 
flax, withour doing any hure : the next Sabbath day ic tooke fire indeed, 
bur was quickly exrind : forall this ſhe continued obſtinare in her pro- 
phaneneficeven the rhird Sabbath, when the flax againe taking fire, could 
not be quenched trill ir had burnt her and two of her children to death;for 
rhough they were recovered out of the fire alive, yet the next day they all 
three died. And thatwhich was moſt to be wondred art, a youpg iafantin 
the cradle was taken out of the midſt of the flame,wirhout any hurr, Thus 
God uſeth to exerciſe his judgements upon the contemners of his com- 
mandements, | | 

The Cenruriators of Magdeburge,iatreating of the manners of Chri- cuc.12.cap.6. 
ſtians,made report out of another hiſtory,thar a certaine husbandman (in 
Parochia Gemilacenſh)grinding corne upon the Lords day,the meale be. 
gan to burne, Anno Dom.1126, which though it might ſcemeto be a thing 
mecrecaſuall, yet they ſet it downe as a judgement of God upon him for 
breaking the Sabbath. As alſoof thatwhich chey ſpeake in the ſame place Ezcc/.ie. 
of one of the Kings of Denmarke, who when as hee (contrary to the ad- Cenc-12.5h, 
monition of the Prieſts, who deſired him rodeferre it) would needs upon 
the day of Pentecoſt make warre with his enemy,dicd in the batrell. Bur 
that may be better knowne tous all, which is.written in the ſecond booke 
of Macchabees, of Nzicaner the Iewes enemy,whowould necds ſet upon 
them on the Sabbath ; from which when other the ewes that were com- 
pelled ro be with him,could no way diſſwade him;he was {laine inthe bat- 
rell,and moſt miſerably but deſervedly handled, even the parts of his bo. 
dy (hamefully diſmembred,as in that Hiſtory you may -read more atlarge. 

Therefore in the Councell at Paris every one labouring to perſwade un- _ #il 
toa more religious keeping of the Sabbath day, when they bad juſtly Frys +a 
complained, that (as many other things) ſoalſo the obſervation of the 
Sabbath was greatly decayed through the abuſe of Chriſtian liberty , in 
that men too much followed the delights of the world, and their owne 
worldly pleaſures, both wicked and dangerous : They further adde, Mut; 
nanque noftrum viſu multi etiam quorundam relatu dedicimus,&c.For many of 
us have beencye-witneſſes, many have intelligence of ir by the relation of 
others that ſome men upon this day being about their husbandry, have 
been firucken with thunder, ſome have been maimed and made lame, ſome 
have had their bodies (even bones and all) burnt ina moment with vifible 
fire, and have conſumed co aſhes,and many other judgements of God have 
been, and are daily ; Whereby it is declared, that is offcaded m_ 
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the diſhonour of ſo higha day. - And our time hath not wanted examples 
in this kind, whoſoever hath obſerved them,when ſometimes in the faires 
upon this day the Wares have ſmumme inthe ſirectes ; ſometimes the 
ſcaffolds at Playes bave falne downe, tothe hurting and endangering of 
many ; ſometime one thing , ſometime another hath fallen out, to the 
great damage and hurt of many that have noconſcience of this day , yea, 
often to the endangering of their lives : and that which is moſt ſtrange, 
withintheſe latc yeares,a whole town hath been twice burnt for the breach 
of the Sabbath, by the inhabitants, as all men judged : The juſt repore 
thereof I paſſe over here to ſer downe, untill ſuch time as I ſhall be berter 
inftruced, | 

Famous and memorable alſo isthat example which happened at Log-_ 
don in the yeare 1583 at Paris garden, where, upon the Sabbath day 
were gathercd together (as accuſtomably they uſed) great multitudes of 
prophane people, to bchold the ſport of Beare baiting,without reſpe of 
the Lords day,or any exerciſe of religion required therein:which prophane 
impiety, the Lord that he might chaften in ſome ſore, and ſhew his diſlike 
thereof, he cauſed the ſcaffolds ſuddenly to breake, and the beholders to 
rumble headlong downe; ſo thattothe gumber of eight perſons, men and 
women, were {laine therewith, beſides many others which were ſore hurt 
and bruiſed,to the ſhortening of theirdayes. The [ike example happened 
at a towne in Bedfordſhire called Rifley, inthe yeare 1607 : Where the 
floore of a chamber, wherein a number wcre gathered rogether to ſee a 
play on the Sabbath day, fell downe, by meanes whereof many were ſore 
hurt,and ſome killed. Surely, a friendly warning to ſuch as more delight 
themſelves with the cruelty of beafts, and vain ſpores, than with the works 
of mercy and Religion, the fruits of a true faith, which ought to be the 


| Sabbath dayes exerciſe. And thus much for the examples of the firſt Ta- 


ble,whercof if ſome ſceme toexcecd credit, by reaſon of the ftrangenefſe 
of them, yer let us know, that nothing is impoſſible to God , and thathee 
doth often worke miracles cocontrollthe obſtinare impiety and rebellion 
of mortall men agaioſt his commandement. Beſides, there is not one ex- 
ample here mentioned, bur it hath a credible or probable Author for the 
avoucher of it. Let us now,outof all his that hath been | poken,gatherup 
chis wholſome icfſon, to love God with all our beart and affeion, to the 
end we may worſhip him, invocate his boly name, and repoſe all the 
confidence of our ſalvation upon him alone through Chrift 
leſus, ſeeking by pleaſing and obeying bis will, to ſec 
forth his glory, and render him duethanks 


for all his benefits.

hide it, but mocked and jeaſted at it : for which cauſe hee was curſed both | 
of his father, and of God, in the petſon of his yonnpeſt Orme Chaabhad;and Fr - 
made a ſervant totheſervanrs of his brethren which earſe was folflled i Deuty, 
his poſterity the Cataanires, who being forſaken of God, were rooted 
upand ſpued out of their land, becauſe of rheir finnes atd abhotnit- 
tions. Hy, 
Marvellous ſtrange was the malice of 46ſalon, to rebell fo farietifly 2Samrs. 
againſt his father David,as ro wage watre agamilt hith :which he did wirkt 
all bis ſtrongeſt endeavours, withour ſparing aty thing that might further 
his proceedings ; inſomuch that he grew to rhat 6urtage and tagatftt, 
through the wicked and pernirions counſel of Aehiroybel, oivat Abe! (4 
med not villanouſly to commir inceſt with his fathets conedubines; #hd 2 Sam.rs, 
ollute his bloud even before the eyes of the multiredes: by whichtieans 
bolng become altogether odious and abhominable, hee (hottly f(t Toft 2 Sam.18, 
the battell: wherein rhough himfſelfe received no Hurt nor woutid, 'yttivas 
be nor therefore quit;bur being purſued by Gods juſt judgetient, ef em- 
wittingly into the ſhare which he had deſerved : fot #5 He rode xi6i]g the 
forreſt,to ſave himſelfe from his fathers atmy;his moyle cartying Hinweftt- 
der a thicke oake, left him hanging by the haire vpotiabough-betwitr 


heaven 
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heaven and earth, untill being found by 7oab, he was wounded to death 
with many blowes, VV hereby every man may plainly ſee that God wan- 
teth no means to puniſh ſinners when it pleaſeth bim , bur maketh the 
dumbe and ſencelefſecreatures the inſtruments of his vengeance : for hee 
that had eſcaped the brunt and danger of the batrell, (and yer not having 
therefore eſcaped the hand of God) was by a bruit beaſt bronghr under a 
ſencelefle tree, which God had appointed to catch hold of him as an cxe- 
cutioner of his juſt judgement : which if wee conſider, is as Vee: and 
wonderfull an accident as may poſſible happen , and ſuch ap ohe as God 
himſclfe provided, to puniſh this wicked, proud, and refe[lious wretch 
withall: for ſeeing bis outrage and villany was fo great aStorebel] againſt 
bis father, and ſo good and kinde a father towards him as he was, it was 
moſt juſt, that he ſhould endure ſovilea puniſhmeat. Beſide, herein doube. 
lefſe God would lay open to the eyes of all the world, a fearefull ſpeacie 
of his judgements againſt wicked and diſobedicnt children, thereby ro 
terrifie the moſt- impudent and malitious wretches that live, from this 
horrible finne. Arid for the ſame cauſe it was his pleaſure, that that wic. 
ked and falſe 4chitephel ſhould fall into extreme ignominy and confuſion 


_ for forſaking David, and ſetting forward with counſell and preſence yong

$Aaſetns againſt his father; for which cauſe with deſpaire he bung him- 
elfe. Now by thisexample1t is caſic to perceive how-unpleaſant this ſin 


is in Gods fight, and how mych he would bave cvery man to bate and de- 
reft ir, ſeeing that Nature het.ſglfe teacheth and inſtruReth us ſo farre, as 
to yeeld duty and obedicnceuntagboſe that begar, nouriſhed, and broughr 
us up. WM S4y, 
| Nonrichſiaodiog all this, yet.is the world full of 11] adviſed and ill nur- 
tured youth, that are little eſſe diſobedient unto their parents than 4/ſo- 
lon was, as Adramalech and Saraſer, that ſlew their father Sexxacherib as he 
was worſhipping in the Temple of Niſrot/ his god : but whereas they loo- 
ked for the ſoveraignty , they loſt the benefit of ſubjeion, and were 
__ into Armenia, :their brother Zſarhaddon raigning. in their 
cad, | 

Gregory of Tours maketh mention of one Cravnim the ſon of C/otarins 
King of France, who having conſpired treachberouſly, and raiſed warre 
againſt his father, together with the Earle of Brittaine bis ſupporter, were 
both vanquiſhed and put to flight, but the Earle was ſlaice in the purſuit: 
The Prince himſelfe alſo (thinking to eſcape by ſea, where lay provided 
certaine ſhips ready to receive him) was in the mid way overtaken, toge- 
ther with his wife and children, whom he purpoſed tomake partakers of 
his fortune, and werealtogether (by the -cxpreſſe commandement of his 
father) (hut up in a lictle houſe, and there burned together. In this wiſe 
did Clotariws revenge the treachery and rebellion of his ſonne, after a more 


ſevere, cruell, and fierce manner than King Daviddid, who would have ſa- 


ved his ſonne.doſolons life, notwithRanding all hiswickedneſſe, and ma- 
litious and furious rebellion ; but this man contrariwiſe being bereft of all 
fatherly affeRion, would uſe nocompaſſion towards his ſonne, but com- 
manded ſo cruell an execution to bee performed, not onely upon bim, 
but upon his daughter in law alſo,and their children, percbance altogether 
innocent and guiltlefſe of that crime. A very rare and firange example, 
ſeeing it is commonly ſecne, that grandfathers uſe more to cheriſh and 
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cocker their childrenschildren than their own, Therefore we muſt think; 153 
that it was the providence of God to leave behind a notable example of his 
moſt juſt and righteous ſeverity apainfſt diſobedient and rebellious-chil- 
dren, to the end to amaſe and feare all others from enterpriſing the 


like. | | 
Philip Comincas hath recorded the treacherous tragedy of a moſt wicked Phils comine- 


and crucll ſonnecalled Adolphus (for rhe world-waxeth every day worſe *.*7=ignc 
than other) that came in an evening ſuddenly to take his father the Duke twclfth,cops 
of Gin Sw even as he was going to bed, and would not give 
him ſo much HYerty as to pull on his hoſe(for he was bare legged) bur cat- 
ricd him away in all haſte, making him march on footwichour breeches 
five long Almaine miles, ina moſt cold weather : and then clapt him up 
in the botrome of a deep tower, where there was no light fave by alittle 
window, and there kept himcloſe priſoner {i6 moneths together. After 
which cruell fa&, he himſelfe was taken PeieFer ir like manner, and'car- 
ried boun&to Namur, where he lay a long timEbhtillthe Gaunrs reprived 
him forthwith, and led him with them againſt Tournay,wherehe was ſlain: 
in the while of his impriſonment, his father yeelding ro nature, difinhe- 
rited himof all his goods, for his vile ingratitude and unnaturall cruelty, 
and leftthe ſucceſſion of his dukedome tothe Duke of Bourgondy. 
 Inthe yeareofour Lord 1461, ina village called Iychi, neere ro Cam» ExgaerrAde ' 
bray, there dwelt a certaine man (orrathera beaſt) that in a great rage erate 5; 
threw his owne mother outof his doores thrice in-one day, and the third 
time told her in fury, That hee had rather ſee his houſe on fire, and burne 
ro coles, than that ſhe ſhould abide there bur oneday longer. It happe- 
ned that the very ſame day, according to his curſed ſpeech , his houſe was 
indeed fired, but how orwhence no man could judge: and the firewas ſo 
fierce,that it conſumed to aſhes not only that houſe, butalſotwelve other 
houſes adjoyning: which was an evident figure of Gods juſt judgement in 
| puniſhing ſo vile and unnaturall a deed by fire , ſeeing he deſervedat the 
leaſt to loſe his houſe for baniſhing her our of it, that had borne him in , 
24 her belly, and nouriſhed him with themilke of her paps. | | 
- In this place I may fitly inſert two memorable examples of the ſame Alex-ab Alex. 
ſubje&, gathered by an author of credit and fame ſuſficient, to this effe&. [ger 
It is nor long (ſaith be) fincea friend of mine, a manof a great ſpirit, and 
worthy to be beleeved, recounted to me a very ſtrange accident which, he 
ſaid, hapned to himſelfe, and proved his ſaying by the teſtimony of many 
witneſſes : which was this : That being upon a time at Naples at a kin(- 
| mans and familiars houſe of his, he heard by night the voice of a man cry- 
ing inthe ſtreet for aid, which c-;{ed him to riſceand lighra candle, and 
run out to {ce what the matter was : being come out of the Coores, he per= 
ceived acruell and ougly ſhaped divell, ſtriving with all his force tocarch 
and get into his clouchesa yong man, that trove onthe other fide rode- 
tend himſelfe, and for feare raiſed that outcry which he had before heard: 
the yong man ſeeing him, ran to him forthwith, and catching faft hold by 
his cloathes, and pitifully crying to God, would in no caſe let go his hold 
untill his cruel] cnemy forſooke him : and being brought into the houſe 
all diſmaied and beſide himſelfe,would not let go his bold untill he came 
to his ſences againe out of that exceeding feare. The cauſe of which 
aſſault was, he had led all his time a moſt wicked life, and had been a con- 
| N temner 
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remner of God, and a Rebell againſt his parencs, uſing vilerailiog and bit- 
rer ſpeeches againſt then, in ſuch ſort, that in ſtead of bleſſing, they had 
layd a curſe upon him. And this is the firſt example. 

Concerving the ſecond, I will alſo ſer downe the Authors owne words, 
as followeth, Ofall the ſtrange things (ſaith he) that ever I heard reporr 
of, that which happened nor long fince at Rome is moſt worthy tobe re- 
membred, ofa certaine yong manof Gabia , borne of a baſe and poore fa- 
mily, but endued with terrible and furious nature, and addicted to a looſe 
and diſordinate lite, This gallant picking a quarrell wich his owne father, 
in his anger reviled him with moſt groſſe and reprochfull rearmes : In 
which mad fits, as one wholly given over tothe Divell, he purpoſely de- 
parted to Rome to praQiſe ſome naughty device againſt his father : but 
bis ghoſtly facher the Divell mer him in the way, under the ſhape of a 
cruell and ougly fellow with a thicke buſhie beard, and haire hanving 
diſorderly , and cloathes all rent and tattered ;, whoas they walked roge- 
ther, enquired of him why hewas ſo ſad : He anſwered, that there had 
paſſed ſome bitter ſpeeches betwixt his father and him, and now he devi- 
ſed to work him ſome miſchiefe. The Divell by and by like a crafty knave 
ſoothed him up & ſaid,thathe alſo upon the like occaſion went about the 
ſame praiſe, and deſired that they might purſue both their voyage and 
enterpriſe together : it was ſoone agreed upon betwixt them, being like 


' tolike, as the proverbe goeth. Therefore being arrived at Rome, and lod-

gedat the ſame Inne, onebed did ferve them both ; where whileſt the 
yong man ſecurely and ſoundly ſlept, the old malicious knave watchin 

his opprtunity , caught him by the throat co ſirangle him : whereat the 
poorewretch awoke, and cried forbelp to God ſo that thewicked ſpirir 
was conſtrained to forſake him without performing his purpoſe, and co 
flee out at the chamber with ſuch force and violence, that the houſe roofe 
crackt, and the tyles clattered downe aboundantiy. The hoſt of the houſe 
being awaked with the noyſe, cryed out to know what the matter was, and 
running into the chamber where this noyſe was, with a candle in bis hand, 
found the poore young man all alone betwixt dead and alive, of whom 
(recovered) he learnt out the wholetruth, as hath beentold : butheaf- 
ter this terrible accident repented him of his wicked life , and was touch- 
ed with the ſence of his grievous finne fo nearly , that ever after he led 
- more circumſpect and honeſt life. Thus much we findewritten in thar 

uthor. 

Hepry the fifth inſpired with the furics of the Pope of Rome, made 
warre upon bis father Henry the fourth, vexing him with cruelland ofcen 
battels, and not ceaſing till he had ſpoiled bimof his Empire, and till 
thc Biſhop of Mentz had proudly and infolently raken from him his Im- 
periall ornaments even in his preſence : but the Lord in recompence of 
his unnaturall dealing, made him and his army a prey unto his enemies. 
the Saxons, and to flic before them , ſtirring up alſo the Popeof Rome 
to be as grievous a ſcourge untohim, as he bad beene before time to his 
father. Now as tho ambition of a Kingdome was the cauſe of this mans 
ingratitude, foin the example following, pride and diſdaine ruled, 
and therefore he is ſo much the more to be condemned , by how 


mucha Kingdome isa ſtronger cord to draw men to vice, than a mans 
owne affeRion, | 


There 
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 Therewas (ſaith Hazlizs) anold man crooked with age , diſtreſſed 
with poverty, and almoſt pined with hunger, that had a ſonne rich, ſtrong, 
and fat, of whom he intreatced no gold or filver, or peſſeſſion, but food and 
ſuſtenance for his belly, and clothes for his backe , but could not obtaine 
itat his hands: for his proud heart, exalted with proſperity, thought it 
a ſhame and diſcredit to his houſe, tobe borne of ſo poore and baſe paren- 
tage, and therefore not onely denied him relicte, butalſo diſclaimed 
him from being his farther, and chaſed him away with bitrer and crabbed 
reproaches. The poore old man thus cruelly handled, ler reares fall as 
witneſſe of his griefe, and departed comfortlefle from his Tygre. minded 
ſonne, Bur the Lord that gathereth up the tears of the innocent, looked 
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down from heaven in juſtice, and ſent a fury inte the fences and under. 


ſtanding of this monſtrous ſon, that as he was void of nature and compaſ- 
fion,ſo he might bevoid of reaſon and diſcretion for ever after. 

Another not ſo cruell and difdainfullas the former , yet cruell and diC. 
dainfull enough to plucke downe vengeace upon his head, would nor ſee 


Manlius in 
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his father beg indeed, nor yet abjure him as the other did ; bur yer under-. 


raking to keepe him , uſed him more likea ſlave than a father : forwhar 
ſhould be too deare forhim that givesus life > yetevery good thing was 
x00 deare for this poore father, Vpon a time a dainty morſell of meat was 
upon the boord to be eaten, which as ſooneas hecame in he conveied 
away, and foiſted in courſer vicuals in the roome, Burmarke whathis 
dainties turned to: when the ſeryane went to fetch it againe , he found in 
ſtead of meat ſnakes, and of ſauce ſerpents, to the great terrour of his con. 
ſcience : but that which is more, one of the ſerpents: leaped in his face, 
and catching hold by hislip, hung there till his dying day, fo that hee 
could never feed himſclfe, bur he muſt feed the ſerpent withall. And 
this badge carried he abour as a cogniſance of an unkinde and angrate- 
full ſonne, | | 
Moreover this 15 another judgment of God, that commonly as children 
deale with their'parents, ſodoe their children deale with them : and this 
in the law of proportion is moſt juſt, and in the @rder of puniſhing moſt 
uſuall ; for the proofe whereof,as experience daily teacherh, ſoone exam. 
pleor two I will ſubjoyne It is reported how a certaine unkind and per- 
verſe ſonne beathis aged fatherupon a time, and drew him by the haire 
of his head to the threſhold : who when hee was old was likewiſe beaten 
of his ſonne, and drawnealfo by the haire of the head nor to the thre- 
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ſhold, but out of doores into the durt; and how hee ſhould ſay he was 


rightly ſerved, if he had left himat the threſhold, as he left his father, and 
not dragged him into the ſtreets, which hee did nor to his. Thus did 
his owne mouth beare record of his impiety,and his owne conſcience con- 
demne him before God and men. 

Another old man being perſuaded by his ſon ( that had maried a yong 
wife) with faire and ſugred promiſes of kindnefſes and contentments, to 
ſurrender his goods and lands unto him, yeelded to his requeſt, and found 
for a ſpaceall things tohis deſire: but when his often coughing annoyd 
his yong and dainty wife , he firſt removed his lodging from a faire high 
chamber toa baſe under roome,and after ſhewed him many other unkinde 
and unchildly parts : and laftly when rhe old manas ked forcloathes, he 
bought foure elnes of cloath,two wherof he beſtowed upon him,andreſer- 
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156 ved the othet two for himſelte. Now his young ſonne marking this nig- 
gardiſe of his father towards bis grandfather, hid the two elles of cloath, 
and being asked why hee hid them (whether by ingeniouſneſſe or inſtinct 
of God) he anſwered, To the end to reſerve them tor his father, againſt he 
was old, tobe a covering for him. Which anſwer touched his father fo 
neere, that ever after hee ſhewed himſelfe more loving and obſequious to 
his father than he did before. Two great faults, but ſoone and happily 
amended. Would it might be ancxample toall children, if not to miti- 
gate them, yet at leaſt to learne them to feare how to deale roughly and 
crookedly with their parents, ſeeing that God puniſheth finne with fanne, 
and finners in their owne kinde, and meaſureth the ſame meaſure toevery 

GeorgeLanter. man which they have meaſured unto others. The like we readof another 
de d;ſropine  thatprovideda trough for bis old decrepit unmannerly father ro car his 
meat in :who being demanded of his ſonne alſo to what uſe that trough 
ſhould ſerve,anſwered for his grandfather : What (quoth the childe) and 
muſt we have the like for youwhen you are old > Which words ſo abathed 
him, that he threw it away forthwith. Y | 
Theer.bift, Art Millanthere was an abſtinate and ungodly ſonne, that when he was 
admoniſhed. by bis mother of ſome fault which he had committed, made a 
wry mouth,aud pointed his fingers at her in ſcorne and derifion.' Where- 
at his mother being angry, wiſhed that he might make ſuch a mouth upon 
Mandete3* thegallowes. Neither was it avaine wiſh, for within few daies he was ta- 
bx - Ay ken with a theft, and condemned by law to be hanged;and being upon the 
| ladder, was perceived to wryth his mouth in griefe, after the ſame faſhion 
which he had done before to his mother in derifion. 

Henry the ſecond of that name, King of England, ſonne of Geffrey Plane 
ferenct, and, Maud the Empreſſe, after be had raigned twenty yeares, was 
cont.nt toadmit his young ſonne Henry (married to Afargarer the French 
Kings daughter) into parricipationof his Crowne:but he like an unnatu- 

- rall ſon torequite his fachers love, ſought rodiſpoſſeſſe him of the whole; 
for by inciting the King of France and certaine other Nebles, bee tooke 
armes,and raiſed warre againſt his owne naturall father: betwixt whom di- 
vers ſtrong bartels being fought, as well in England by the Deputies and 
friends of both parties, as alſo in Normandy, Poyrou, Guian, and Britain, 
the vicory alwayes inclined to the father, ſothart the rebcllions ſon with 
his allies were conſtrained to bend to his fathers will, and to defire peace, 
which he gently granted, and forgave his offence. Howbeit the Lord for 
his diſobedience did not ſo lightly pardon him, but becauſe his haſty 
mind could not tarry for the Crowne till his fathers death, therefore the 
Lord cut him ſhort of ir altogether, cauſing him to die fix yeares before 
His father,being yet but young,and like to live long. 

Zothair King of Soiffons in France, committed the rule of the province 
of Guian to his eldeſt ſon Cramirs,who when(contrary to the mind of his 
father) he oppreſſed the people with exaRions, and was reclaimed home, 
helike an ungratious and impious ſon, fled to his uncle Chi/4eber!, and pro- 
yoked him towarre upon his owne father, wherein he himſelfc was by the 
juſt vengeance of God taken, and burned with his wife and childrento 
death. 

Furthermore it is not(doubrleſſe)but toa very good end enafted in the 

»* law of God, That he which curſeth his father or mother ſhould = -y 
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death,and that rebellious children and ſuch as be 1ncorrigible, ſhould at 157 
the inſtance and purſuitof their owne parents, by order of law be ſtoned | 
rodcath. I 
As children by all cheſc examples ought not onely to learne to feare to 
diſpleaſe and revile their parents, but alſo to feare and reverence them, left 
that by diſobedience they kindle the fire of Gods wrath againſt them: ſo 
likewiſe on the other fide parents are here advertiſed to have great care in 
bringing up and inflrucing their children in the feare of God, ahdobedi- 
ence to his will;leſt for wantof inſtruction and correRion on their part, 
they themſelves incurre a puulitungnt of their cor '-T5n=oligence inthe { 
perſon of their children, Aud this is prove. * -*nernceat the men of 2Kin.. 
Bethel.of whoſe children two and torty were totte 42 pityo5 uy Beares, for - 
that they had been ſoevill tauzhr as to mocke the holy Prophet E/izew,in 
calling him bald- pate. 
Heli likewiſc the high prieſt was culpable of this fault, for having two 1 $ama,s, 
wicked and perverſe ſonnes, whom no feare of God could reftraine, being 
diſcontentwith that honourable portion of the ſacrifices allotted them by 
God, like famiſhed and unſatiable wretehes fell ro ſhare out more than 
was their due, and by force to raven all that which by faire meanes they 
could not get : and that which is worſe, co pollute the holy Tabernacle of contempt of 
God with their filthy whoredomes, in ſuch ſort, chat the Religion of God boly things. 
grew in diſgrace through their prophane dealings. And albeit it may ſeem 734 
.thar their father did his duty in ſome ſort, when he admon:ſheg and repro- 
ved them, yet it is manifeſt by the reprehenſion of the man of God, thar 
,bedid no part of that atall, or if he did, yet it was info careleſſe, looſe, 
,an 'cold manner, uſing more lenity than hee ought, or leffe ſevericy*han 
* was necefliry that God turned their deſtrutions(when they were ſlaine at 
th- overthrow of Iſrael by the Philiſtins) to be his puntſhmenr:for under- 
2 1ding the dolefull newes of his ſonnes death, and the Arkes taking, at 
ks. 2,he fell backewards from his ſtoole,and burſt his necke, being old and 
heavy,even foureſcore andeightcene yeares of age, not able either to help 
or lay himſclfe. I 
Davidalſo was not free from this offence ,; for hee ſo much cockered 
ſome of his children, that they proved the greateſt plagues and ſcourges 
unto him, eſpecially Abſolon and Adonyah : for the one openly redelled 
againſt him,and almoſt drove him our of his kingdome;the other uſurped 
the title and honour of the kingdome before his fathers death : of this ic 
isrecorded, That David (0 cockered and pampered him, that hewould ne- 
ver diſpleaſe him from his youth, But ſee how he was puniſhed tm thema 
forthis too great lenity;both of them came to an untimely death,and pro- 
| ved nor onely the workers of their owne deſtruRion, but alſo great croſſes 't 
to their father. | ws | ; 
Luwovicuw Vives ſaith, That in his time a certain woman in Flanders did 0 4008 
ſo much pamper and cocker up two of her ſonnes, even againſt her hus- prin. pil 
| bands will, that ſhe would not ſuffer them to want money, or any ching 
which might farniſh their roiotous life, both indrioki it © yy 
dicing ; yea ſhe would ſteale from her husband to miniſter untothem: bur 
as ſoone as herhusband was dead, ſhewas juſtly plagued in them both, for : 
they fell from royoting ro robbipg, (wEich two vices are commonly 
linked together)and for the ſame one of them was executed by the faped,

166 *4the otherby che halter, ſhe her ſelfc looking on as a witnefle of their 
deſtruRtions,whereof her conſcience told her that her indulgence was the 
chiefeſt cauſe. Hither may we referre that common and vulgar ſtory, and 
I ſuppoſe very true, which isalmoft inevery childes mouth, of him that 
going to the gallowes, defired to fpeake with his mother in her earecre he 
dyed ; and when ſhe came unto him, in ſtead of ſpeaking, bit off her eare 
with his teeth, exclaiming upon her as the cauſer of his death, becauſe ſhe 
did not chaſtiſe him in his youth for his faults, but by her flatteries cſta- 
bliſhed him in vice, which brought him to rhis wofnll end:and herein ſhe 
was doubly puniſhed,both in her ſonqgsdeſtrution,and her owne infamy, 
whereof ſhe carriedabout her a continuall matke, This ought to be a war- 
ning toall parents, to looke better to the education of their children,and 
toroot out of them: in time all evill and corrupt manners ; leſt of ſmall 
ſprigs they grow to branckes, and of qualities to babits, and ſoeitherbe 
hardly done off, or at leaſt deprave the whole body, and bring it to deftru- 
@ion : but above all to keep them from idleneſle and vaine pleaſures, rhe 
diſcommodiry and miſchicfe whereof this preſentcxample will declare. 
10b.Fixcelim, At a townecalled Hannuel in Saxony, the Devill transforming himſelfe 
ub.de M14 into the ſhape of a man, exerciſed many jugling trickes and pretty pa- 
ſtime to delight young menand maids withall , and indeed to draw after 
him daily great companies : one day they followed him out of the city 
gates, unto a hill adjoyning, where he played a jugling tricke indeed with 
them, for be carried them all away with him, ſo that they were never after 
heard of. This hiſtory is recorded in the Annales of the aforenamed city, 
and avouched to be moſt trne;being a notable and fearcfull admonition ta 
all parents, to (ettheir children to learning and inſtruction, and to with 
draw them from all ſuch vaine and fooliſh paſtimes. r

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Yet forall this the children of Iſrael were not atraid many times to 5 
commitr this (in, but then eſpecially when they charged Moſes with con- 9 
ſpiring the murther of thoſe Rebels that (under Corah, Dathan, and CAbi- Num.rs, 
7am,Captaines of that enterpriſe ) {ct themſelves againſt him and Aaros ; 
whom not he, but God for their prideand ftubburnneſſe, had rooted our 
and deſtroyed: and thus they backbited and flandered cMHoſes, and muri- 
ned againſt him,being their ſoveraigne Magiſtrate and ConduQor, that 
ſo meekly and juſtly had brought them out of Egypr, cven by the ſpeciall 
commiſſion of Almighty God. Bur the fury of Gods diſpleaſure was ſo 
ſtirred upagainſt them for this their fa, that they were ſcourged with a 
grievous plague, whereof dyed about foure thouſand and ſeven hundred 

-r[ons. | 
” In the time of King Davids flight from Abſalom, who purſued him to 2 Sam.16: 
bereave him of his kingdome, there was one Semera Ieminite , that in his 
wicked and perverſe humour, in ſtead of ſervice done unto his Soveraigne, 
eſpecially in that extremity,not only preſented nothimſelfe unto him as a 
ſabje&, bur as a railer curſed him with moſt reproachfull tearmes, as of aander-3. 
murtherer, and wicked man, and alſo threw ſtones at him and his follow- Frag 
ers, in moſt deſpightfull manner : for which his malitious and rebellious © ON 
ac, though whileſt Davidlived he was not once called in queſtion : yer 
was he not exempred from puniſhment therefore , for in the end his wic- 
kedneſſe fell upon his owne head,and deſtruQtion overtooke him by deſert 
of another fault,at the commandement of Solomon. '1 King. 2; 

The puniſhment of Sh;ba the ſonne of Bichri tatried not all ſo long, 2 Saw.zo. 
who having alſo with a proud and audacious heart ſtirred up the greateſt 
part of [ſracl torebell againſt David, then when he thought to have been 
moſt at quiet,cnjoyed not long his diſloyall enterpriſe; tor being ſpeedily 
purſued by Davids ſervants, and beſieged inthe city Abel, his head was 
cut off by the citizens,and throwne over the wall,as a juſt reward for his re- 
bellious a. 

Bur ler us paſſe over theſe ſacred hiſtories, and come to prophane, yet 

probable, and more neere examples. When Camilias beſieged the Phalife Zryb.s. 
chi,a people in Hetruria, neere to mount Floſcon, a Schoolemaſter of the 
City,who had the rule over the chiefe mens ſons, both touching inftru&ion 
and governance, led them out of the city gates one day in ſhew tawalke, 
bur indeed to betray them into Camilla hands : which unſaithfull dealing 
Camilius did not onely miſlike, bur deteſt and refuſe, thinking it annnho. 
neſt part by ſach ſiniſter meanesto bring even his enemics in ſubjeQion g 
and therefore reproving the truſtlefle Schoolmaſter,and binding his hands 
bebind his back, he gave every one of his ſchollersa rod, with commande- 
ment to whip him backe unto the parents, whom hee had pretcnded fo to 
deceive. A moft noble a in Camila (would wee could finde the like 
among Chriſtians) and a moſt deſerved puniſhment of the Schoolmaſter, 
(would no traitor might be ſerved berter.) Neither might that worthy 
Romane repent his deed, for the Phaliſchi in admiration and love of this 
notable juſtice, freely yeelded themſelves and their city to bim, which 
otherwiſe in Jong time,and without great effufionof bloud he: could noe 
have atchicved, 

Did Tarpeia the daughter of Sp.T arpeics ſpeed any better,when ſhee be- 2;v.66.r. 
trayed the tower whereof her father was the overſeer,to T atixe King «roma 

abines, 
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Sabines, who at thar ſeaſon beſieged Rome, upon condition of a ſumme 
of gold, or as other writers ſay, ofall that the ſouldiers wore on their lefe 
bands 2 Noverily,for the Sabines (as ſoon as they bad obtained their pur- 
poſe)overwhelmed her with her lefthand gifts ; ro wit, their ſhields, and 
not their rings and bracelets, which ſhe hoped : to the end to leavean ex- 
ample to the poſterity, how no promiſe nor oath ought to be of force 60 
traitors,to keep them from puniſhment. ; 

Neither did theſe noble young men of Rome, amongſt whom were the 
Conſull Brutus ſhnnes, come to any better iſſue, when they conſpired to 
receive King Tarquinius 1ntO the city by nighr, who by the vertuc and va-_ 
lour of their father was worthily expulſed : for their ſecret and wicked 
counſell being bewraycd to the Conſuls 7uniws and Pub Yalerim by Yin- 
dicioabondflave, they were apprehended, having letters about them wric- 


- ten to Targuinie to the fame effec ; and being condemned, were firſt

ſhamefully ſcourged with rods,and afrcr executed to death. 

Pauſanias King of Sparta having conſpired with the Perſians againſt his 
own countrey,and as it were offercd violence to his owne bowels, fled into 
the SanQuary of Pale: for reliefe, when he ſaw the Ephoritogo about to 
call him in queſtion for his treaſon. Now whereas ir was irrelegious to 
take him from thence by violence, they agreed to ſhut him up there con- 
tinually,and ſo to pine him to death, Which when his mother underflood, 
ſhe was the firſt perſon thar brought a ſtone to ſtop up the doores, to hin- 
der him from getting forth:and therein ſhewed a notable example of god- 
ly cruelty to her childe, and cruell pitty ro her countrey : approving 
that ſaying of Ariſtippme, who being demanded why hee neglected his 
ſonne being borne of his body ? anſwered, Doe wee not caft from us 
lice and flegme which are alſo bred of our bodies ? Infinuating, That 
they which have nothing to commend them to their parents bur genera- 
tion, are not to be eſteemed as children;much lefle they that degenerate. 

When Brenna, Captaine of the Gaules,brother to Belizus, and ſonne to 
Aoleutius King of Brittaine, beſieged Epheſus, a devilliſh woman enti- 
ced with the jewels which Brennus wore about him, betraied the city into 


| his hands. But Brennw deteſting this abhominable covetouſneſſe,when he

\ This their enemy by policy, and totake bim our of the way : for which 


entred the city ſo loaded herwith gold, that he covered and oppreſſed her 
therewith, 

In like manner Herodamen delivered up to the Emperour Aurelian his 
own native City Tiana,in hope to ſave his owne life by betraying his coun- 
trey. But ir fell out quite contrary to his expeQation ; for though Ceſar 
had ſworne not to leave a dog alive within the wals,becaule they ſhut their 
gates againſt him, and alſo his ſouldiers were inſtant and urgent upon his 
promiſe,yet he ſpared the city,and deſtroyed the traitor,and quit himſelfe 
of his promiſe, by hanging up every dog in the city, contrary to his owne 
intent,and his armics expeQation ; yet agreeable to his words, and moſt 
correſpondent to equity and true fortitude. 

Inthe yeare of our Lord 1270, the Biſhop of Colonea pratifing to 
ſpoile the city of her priviledges,and reduce it under his own juriſdiction: 
Hermanus Grinu, Conſul, and chiefe Magiſtrate, withſtood bis power and 
authority with all his force, ſo that he could not bring his purpoſe abour, 
Wherefore two Cannons belonging to the Biſhop, ſought to undermine 


cad 
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againſt their Superiors: 


end they invited him in very kind manner to dinner, but when he was come 
they brought him intoa young lyons denne (which they kept in honour 
of the Biſhop)and unawares ſhur the doores upon him, bidding him ſhift 
for himſelfe,thinking that it was impoſſible for him to eſcape out alive. 

But the Conſull perceiving in what great danger he was, wrapped his 
cloake about his left arme, and thruſting it into the mouth of ithe hungry 
Lion,killed him with his right hand, and ſoby the wonderfull providence 
of God,cſcaped without hurt, But the two traitcrous Canons he caughr 
right ſoone,and hung them at their Cathedrall Church,to their owne con. 
fuſion,and tertor of all traitors. 

It was noble ſaying,and worthy the marking,of Auguſtus Ceſar,to Rami- 
zalches King of Thracia, who having forſaken 4»#hony, to take part with 
Auznrſtms,boaſted very infolently of his deſerts towards him : then Ceſar 
difſembling his folly, dranke to another King, and ſaid, I love treaſon, but 
I cannot commend nor truſt a trattour. The ſame alſo in effe& Philzp of 
Macedony and Inlius Ceſar were wont to ſay, That they loved a traitour 


at the firſt, but when hee had finiſhed his treaſon, they hated him more 


than any other : ſignifying, that traitoyrs deſerved no retribution of 
thankes, ſceing their office was accepted for a time, yet they themſelves 
could never be counted lefſe than naughey and diflnyall perſons : for no 
honeſt man ever betrayed his countrey or his friend : and what greater pu- 
niſhment can there be than rhis > But for manifeſt proofe hereof ler this 


one example ſcrve in ſtead of many, ramely, of Theedoricke King of Fran- Albe 


cia,and 17mizfride King of Thuringia, who beivg profeſt foes, and having 
fought mauy cruell bartels, at lengreh the latter was conquered of the for- 


mer, by the lucky affiftance of rhe Saxons, This /minfride thus ſubdued, 


ſued for pardon and releaſeat the conquerours hand, bur hee was ſo farre 
from pirtying his eſtate, that he corrupted one 1ringus a Nobleman, and 
Irminfride's ſabjec, to murther his maſter, which he performed kneelin 
before Theeaoricke, running him through with his ſword at his backe: 
which traiterous deed, as ſoone as it was finiſhed, Theodoricke, though the 
ſerterof it, yet he could notabide the atour,but bad him be packing, for 
who could put truſt in him that had betrayed his owne maſter > Ar which 
words 1ringw (mad with apger and rage) ranne at Theedericke alſo, with 
purpoſe to have ſlaine him roo , but his hand miſhng the marke,rcturned 
his (word into his owne bowels,fo that he fell down dead upon his maſters 
carkaſſe, What more notable and wonderfull jadgement could happen ? 
ſurely it is an example worthy to be written in golden letters, and to bee 
read and remembred of every one, to teach men allegiance and obedience 
co their Princes and Superiors, leſt more ſudden deſtru&ion than this fall 
upen them.

After thedeath of Ieronimus King of Siracuſe, 4nadrovedoru and Themi- Tit.Livinu 


fins, provoked by their wives deſcending of the bloud royall, affeted an 
uſurpation of the crowne, and wrought much hurtto the commonwealth: 
but their praiſes being diſcovered, the Pretors (by the conſent of the 
Senatours) flew them both in the market place, as rotten members of 
their common body, and therefore fittobe cutoff, And when they un- 
derſtood, how their wives Damarataand Harmoniawere breeders and incen- 
ſers of this miſchiefe, they ſent ro kill them alſo, yea and Heraclia, Har- 
moniaher ſiſter, guiltleſſc and witlefle of the crime (for no other pos 

ur 
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162 Þut becauſe fhee was fiſterunto her) was pluckt from the Alcar, and ſlain 
inthe tumult, with two of hcr daughters that were virgins. And thus is 
treaſon plagued not only in traitors themſelves, bur alſo in thoſe that are 
linked unto them in friendſhip and affinity. 

Cicod th The glory and reputation of Fabritiws the Roman is eterniſed by that 

eficb3* noble aR ofhis, in ſending bound to Pyrrhwu a traitor that offered to poy. 
| ſon him. Foralbeit that Pyrrbus wasa ſworncenemy tothe Roman Em- 
ire, and alſo made war upon it, yet would not Fabritizi trecherouſly ſeeke 
his deſtraRion, but ſent back that traitor unto him , robe puniſhed at his 
diſcretion. ; 
What notable treaſons did Hadrianthe fourth, Pope of Rome, praRiſe 
againſt the Emperor Frederick Barbaroſſa, yet all was ſtill fruſtrate, for the 
Lord proteRed the Emperour, and puniſhed the traitour with a ſudden 
and ſtrange death , for he was choaked with a flie which went downehis 
throat and ſtopped his breath , and could by no meanes be pulled ourrill 
itmadean end of him. Beſides, many others that went about the ſame pra- 
Riſe, were brought to notable deſtrucions : as that counterfeit foele 
whom the Italians ſet on to murder Fredericke.in his chamber, which had 
been performed, had he not leaped outof a window intoa river, and 
ſo ſaved his life : forthe foole being taken, was throwne headlong out of 
the ſame window and broke his neeke. Asalſoan Arabian DoQor,a grand 
poyſoner, who going about to infe@ with poyſon his bridle, his ſaddle, 
bis ſpurres, and ftirrops, that as ſoone as he ſhould but touch them , hee 
might be poyſoned, was diſcovered and hanged for his labour, 

Attert,eramis, In the yeareof our Lord 1 3 64, when as the Emperour Charles the 
fourth, and Philip Duke of Auſtria, were ready to joyne battell in the 
field , Charles diftruſting his owne power, undermined his foe by ſubcil- 
ty on this faſhion : he ſent for three of Duke Philips captaines privily, and 
perſuaded them with promiſes of rewards to worke ſome meanes to terri- 
fie the Duke, and diſſuade him from that battell: which they performed 
with all diligence, for they told the Duke, that they had ſtolne into the 
Kmperours tents by night, and viewed his power, which they found roex- 
ceed his by three parts, and therefore counſelled him not to try the ha- 
zard of the battell , bur to ſave his ſouldiers lives by flight, which if they 
carried, they were ſureto looſe. Wherewithall the Duke miſtruſting no 
fraud, ſore affrighted, tooke the next occaſion of flight, and returned 

| home with diſhonour. Now whenthkeſc three traitors came to the Em. 
perour for their compaRted rewards, he cauſed them tobee payed in coun- 
terfeit money, notequivaling the ſumme of their bargaine by the twen- 
tieth part: whichakhough ar firſt they diſcerned not, yer afterwards | 
finding how they were couſened , they returned to require their duc, and 
complaine of their wrong. But the Emperor looking ſternely upon them, 
anſwered, That counterfeit money was good enough for their counter- [ 
feit ſervice, and that if they tarried long , they ſhould have a due reward | 


of their treaſon. 


Lenuelanies Ladiſlaw LereJin, Governour of Alba Tulia in Hungary, under Maximi- 
Turky. liaw the Emperour, inthe yeare 1566 : the City being beſieged, and in 
ſome danger of loſing , albeit hee was advertiſed, That within two dayes 
he ſhould receive ſome reliefe, yet yeclded the City traiterouſly into the 


hands of the Turkes uponcompoſition, The cruell Turks forgetting ow 
| ait 
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faith and all humanity , maſſacred all the ſouldiers within the City, and yg z 
ſent Ladiſlaus the traitour bound hand and foor to Se/ymthe great Turke : 
where he was accuſed for his cruell ſlaying of ſome Turkiſh priſoners, and 
delivered to his accuſers to be uſed at their pleaſure ; who ( a juſt reward 
of his former treaſon) put him into a great Pipe ſtick full of long nailes, 
and then rolled him downe from a high mountaine, ſo as the natles ran 
chrough him, and ended his life in horrible torment, Beſides, his {onne 
thatwas alſo parcaker of this treaſon, diced miſerably withour meanes,and 
abandoned of all men, in great poverty and extremity. 

When as the City of Rhodes was beſieged by the Turke, there was in 
it a certaine traiterous Nobleman, who upon promiſe tohave one of Soly. 


.- mans daughters given him in marriage, did many ſervices to the Turke in 


ſecret, to the prejudice of the City. The Iſland and rowne being woon, he 

preſcnted himſelfe to Solyzran, expecting the performance of his promiſe: 
bur hee in recompence of his treaſon cauſed him to be flayed alive; fay- mforical me- 
ing, That it was not lawfull for a Chriſtian to marry a Turkiſh wife, ex. 4##4%ca7-7, 
cept he put off his old skinne: being thus flayed , they layed him upon 

a bed all covered with ſalt, and ſo poudered him, that in ſhort ſpace hedi- 

ed in unſpeakable tormenes.

>) of his chiefeſt officers, namely, his Chancellour, pur (js.1.c49.47. 
in praiſe this notable piece of treaſon againſt him : 
he waged three deſperate young men with an infinite 
a ſummeof money to kill him on aday appointed , and 
{CC ASVEaVUthen with a band of ſouldicrs determined to poſleſſe 
himſelfe of the Crowne, and of the City, and to flayall that any way 
erofled his purpoſe. But the treaſon being diſcoured ſecretly torhe Em. 
preſſe, ſheacquainted her Lordwith it, who tooke the three traicours, 
and pur them all to cruell deaths: and as for the Chancellour, he firſt bo- 
red out his eyes, and plucking his rongue through his throat, rormented 
him ro death with a rigorous and moſt miſerable puniſhment. | 
When the Turke beſieged Alba Grzca, certaine ſouldiers conſpired Boefinus, hz. 
to betray the City into his hands, for he had promiſed them large rewards Decad.s. 
ſotodoe, howbeit it ſucceeded nor with chem, for they were dereed 
and apprehended by Paulus Kynifivs Governour of Hungary, who confſtrai- 
ned thern to cat one anothers fleſh, ſeerhing every dayone to feed the other 
withall, but he that was laſt was faine to devour his owne body. 
Scribowianw a captaine of the Romans in Dalmatia, rebelled againſt the 
Emperar C/audiws, and named himſelfe emperor in thearmy, bur his re- 
bellion was miraculouſly puniſhed, for though the whole army favored 
him very much, yerthey could not by any meanes ſpread their bangers, _ 
or remove their ſtanders out of their places as long as he was called by the 
name 
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name of Emperor , with which miracle being moved, they turned their 


loves itito hatrcd, and their liking into loathing, ſorbatwhom lately.rhey- 


ſaluted as Emperor, him now they murthered as a traitor. 
To rehearſe all the' Engliſh traitors that have conſpired againft their 


Kings from the Conqueſt unto this day, it is a thing unneceſlary,.andal- 


molt impoſſible. Howbeit, that their deſtruions may appearemoreevi- 
gently , and thecurſe of God upon traitors be made more manifeſt, I will 
briefely reckon up a catalogue of the chiefeſt of them. In the yere 1295 
Lewlize Prince of Wales rebelled againſt King Edward the firſt, and after 


much adoe, was taken by Sir Roger Mortimer , andhishead ſetupon the 


Tower of London. In like ſort was David;Lewlize's brother ſerved. Ries 
and Maabk eſcaped no better meaſure in ſtirring the Welchmen up to re- 


bellion. No moredid the Scots, who having of their owne accord com-' 


mitted the governmentof their kingdome to king Eaward, after the dearth 
of Alexander (who broke hisneck bya fall from an horſe, and left no ifſee 
male ) and ſworne fealty unto him ,; yet diſpenſed with theiroath by the 


' Popes commiffion, and Frenchmens incitemenr , and rebelled divers 


times againſt King £4vard: for he overcame them ſundry times, andmade- 
aughter of their men, ſlaying at one time 32000, and taking diversof 
their Nobles priſoners. Inlike mannerthey rebelled againſt King £9. 
ward the third, who made three voyages into that land in the ſpace of foure 
yeares, and at every time overcame and diſeamfited them, inſomuch thar 
well necre all the nobility of Scotland, with infinicenumber of the com- 
mon people were {laine. Thus they rebelled in Henry the fixths rime, and 
alſo Henry the eights, and divers orher kings reignes, ever when our Eng- 
liſh forces were buſicd about forraine wars, invading the land on the other 


- fide moſt traiterouſly.

In the reigne of King Hepry the fourth there rebelled at onetime againſt 


him Sir 70h» Ho#and, D, of Excefter, with the Dukes of Aumarle, Surrey,. - 


Salixbury, and Glouceſter : and at another rime Sir Thomas Periy Earle of 
Worceſter, tad Henry Percyfon to the Earle of Northumberland : at ano- 


ther, Sir Richard Scroope Archbiſhop of Yorke, and divers others of the 


houſe of the Lard Afoubray : at another time Sir Henry Percy the father, 
Earle of Northumberland, and the Lord Bardo!ph: and laſtly, Ryce op Dee 
and Owen Glendogr , two Welchmen : all which were either flaine, as Sir 
Henry Percy the younger ; or bcheaded, as the reſt of theſe noble Rebels ;. 
or ſtarved rodeath, as Owen Glendony was in the mountaines of Vales, af- 
ter he had devoured his owne fleſh. © Fo t 

. Inthe reigne of Henry the fifth, Sir Richard Earle of Cambridge, Sir 


Richard Scroope Treaſurer of England, and Sir Thowss Grey wetebebeaded 


for treaſon. 


No lefſe was the perfidious and ungratefull treachery of Humphry Ba- 


»ifier an Engliſhman towards the Duke of Buckingham his Lord and ma- 
ſter, whom the ſaid Duke had tenderly brought up, and exalted to great 


promotion, For when as the Duke being driven intoextremity, by reaſon 


of the ſeparation of his army which he had muſtered together againſt 
King Richard the uſurper, fled to the ſame Bavifter as his truſtieſt friend, 
to be kept in ſecret untill he could find opportunity to eſcape; this falſe 
traitor,upan hope of a thonſand pounds which was promiſed to him that 


could bring forth the Duke , betraicd him into the hands of 79h _ 
BY : birife 
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Shirife of Shropſhire , who conveied him to the city of Salisbury, where 165 
: ' King Richardkept his houſhold ; where be was ſoone after put todeath, 
; Bur as for ungratefull Baniſter, the vengeanceof God purſued him to uis 
| utter ignominy : for preſently after, bis eldeſt ſonne became mad and 
; died ina bores ſtie: his eldeſt daughter was ſuddenly ſtricken with a foule 
| lepry : his ſecond ſonne marvellouſly deformed of his lims, and lame : his 
; youngeſt ſonne drowned in a puddle: and he himſelte in his old age ar- 
raigned and found ouilty of a murther, and by his Clergy ſaved : And as 
for his thouſand pounds, King Richard gave him not a tarthiog , ſaying, 
Thar he which would be untrue to ſo good a maſter, muſt needs befalſe 
ro all other, | 
To paſſe over the time of the reſidue of the King:Bvhere in many exam- 
ples of treaſons and puniſhments upon them areextant, and tocome nee- 
rer unto our owne age, let us conſider the wonderfull providence of God 
in diſcovering the notorious treaſons which have been ſo oftenpretended, 
and ſo many, againſt our late Soveraigne Queene F/:zz4beth, and prote- 
Qing her ſo fatherly from thedint of themall. Firit theretore, to begin 
with the chiefeſt, the Earles of Northumberland and Weſtmerland, in 
the eleventh yeate of her raigne began a rebellion in the North, preten- 
ding their purpoſe to be ſometimes to defend the Queenes perſon and go- 
vernment from the invaſion of ſtrangers, and ſometimes for conſcience 
ſake to ſeeke refotmation of Religion: under colour whereof they gor to- 
gether an army of men, to the number of ſix thouſand ſouldiers ; againſt 
whom marched the Earle of Suſſex, Lieutenant of the North, and the 
Earle of Warwicke , ſent by the Queene to his ayde : Whoſe approch 
firucke ſuch a terrour into their hearts, that the two Eatles, with divers 
of the arch Rebels, fled by night into Scotland, leaving thereſt of their 
company a prey tinto their enemies , whereof threcſcore and fix, or there- 
about, were hanged at Durham, As for the Earles,one of them (rowit ) 
of Northumberland, was after taken in Scotland, and beheaded at York. 
Weſtmerland fled into another Countrey , and left his houſe and family 
deſtroyed and undone by his folly, - | | | 
A while after this, what befell to obn Throzmerton , Thomas Brooke, 
George Redman , and divers other Gentlemen at Norwich, whopretended 
a rebellion under the color of ſuppreſſing rangers, were they nor diſco- 
vered by one of their owne conſpiracy Thomas Ket , and executed at Nor. 
wich fortheit paines > The ſame end came Francis Throgmorton to, whoſe 
trecheries as they were abhominable, and touching the Queens owne per- 
ſon, ſo they weredifcloſed not without the eſpeciall providence of God, 
Buraboveall, that vile and ungratefull traitor William Parry , upon 
whom the Queene had powred plentifully her liberality , deſerverh tobe 
had ineverlaſting remembranceto his ſhame , whoſe treaſons being dif- 
covered, he payed the tribute of his life inrecompence thereof, Whar . 
ſhall I ſay of the Earle of Arundell, anda ſecond Earle of Northumber- 
Jand > Did not the juſtice of God appeare in both theirends, when being 
attainted for treaſon, the one ſlew himſelfe in priſon, and the other died 
by courſe of nature ia priſonalſo > Notorious was the conſpiracy of thoſe 
arch. traitours, Ballard, Babington, Savadee, and Tylney, &c. yet the Lord: 
brought them downe, and made them ſpeacles tothe World of his ju- 


| {ttce, Even ſo that notorious villaine Do&or Lope; (the Queenes Phy fi- 
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tian) whoa long time had not onely beenean intelligencer to the Pope 


and King of Spaine of our Engliſh Counſells, bur alſo had poiſoned ma- | 


ny Noblemen, and went about alſo ro poyſon the Queene her ſelfe, was 
benot ſurpriſed inhis treachery , and brought to ſudden deftration? In 
ſumme, the Lord preſerved her Majeſty notonly from theſe , but many 
other ſecret and privy foes, and that moſt miraculouſly, and contrary to 
all reaſon, and ſpread his wingsover her , evermore to defend her from all 
herenemies ,and indeſpight of them all brought ber, being full of yeares, 
in peace to her grave: All theſe treaſons had their breeding and begin- 
ning from that filthy finke of Romiſh ſuperſtition, from whence the poi- 
ſon was conveied intothe hearts of theſe traiterous wretches,by the means 
of thoſe common firfbrands of the Chriſtian World, the wicked Ieſuites, 
whoſe chiefeſt art is Treaſon, and whoſe profeſſion is equivocartion, and 
practiſe, to ſtir up rebellion ; and therefore as long as they breath in the 
world let us looke forno better fruits from ſuch trees. 

And hath the reigine of our now Soveraigne King 7ames beene free from 
theſe Sinons Heb.:th as yet ſwayed the Scepter of this Kingdome not 
fully nine yercs, and how many treaſons have beene complotred and pra- 
Riſcd againſt his Majeſty and the State, and how miraculouſly bath che 
Lord preſerved him evermore, even as the apple of hiseye , and the ſigner 
on his right hand, To omic the treaſon of Raleigh and Cobham,and that al- 
ſoof Watſon and Clerke, that late and laſt divelliſh and damnable praiſe 
of blowing up the Parliament houſe with gunpowder, together with the 
King, Prince, andallthe Nobles and chiefe Pillars of the Land, is pever 
tobe omitted nor forgotten, but tobe remembred as long as the Sunne 
and Moone endureth , to the ſhame of their religion, andthe profeſſours 
thereof : never Nation ſo barbarous, that ever praiſed the like : never any 
religion ſo odious,that maintained the like:but ſuch are the fruits of their 
ſo much advanced religion, ſuch the cluſters of their grapes : Howbeir the 
Lord prevented their malice, and turned it upon their owne pates, not on- 
ly by a Divine and miraculous diſcovery of their treaſon ( the very night 
before it ſhould have beene cff<ced) butallſo by bringing the chiefe plot- 
ters thereof unto confuſion , ſome by the ordinary proceeding of juſtice, 
and ſome by ſlaughter in refiſtance : and that which is not to bee overpaſt, 
ſome of the principall of them being together in a chamber , were ſo 
ſcorched by their owne powder , which was in drying, that they were dri- 
ven to confeſle the heavy judgement of God to be upon them. I pray 
God ſuch may ever bee the end of all traicours, and that the religion 
which bringeth forth ſuch horrible fruits may nor onely be ſuſpeed bur 


_ abhorred of all. 


Moreover, there is yet another kind of treaſon, and another rapke of 
traitors as pernitious as any of the former, and as odious before God and 
man. Such are they which either upon private quarrels, or received inju- 
ries, oz hope of gaine, or any other filly reſpeR,forſake their countries,and 
take partwith the enemies to fight againſt it: orthey that in time of ne- 
ceflity refuſe to fight,or dare not fight in defence of ir: the former ſort are 
called fugitives, & the latter cowards. As touching the firſt,they havebeen 
alwayes in deteſtation in well governed Policies, and alſoevermore ſe- 


 verely puniſhed. The Zginates puniſhed themwith the loſſe of their right 


hand thumbs, rothe end they might no more handle a ſpeare or a ſword, 
| but 
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but an oare : the Mitylenians with loſle of their lives ; rhe inhabiranrs of 
Samos marked them in the face with the piure of an Owle: and the Ro- 
mans puniſhed them after divers faſhions. Fabixe Maxim cauſed all 
thoſe that had fled from the Roman ſuccours tothe enemy to loſe their 
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hands. Africans the former, though gentle and mild by nature, yer in pateriu 2124. 
this reſpe he borrowed from forreine cruelty - for having conquered in, 


Carthage, and got into his powerall thoſe Romane Rebels that rooke 
part againſt his countrey, he hung the Romans as traitors ro their coun- 
trey, and mitigated the puniſhment of the Latines, as bur perfidious con- 
federates. Africanwthe later, when hee had ſubdued the Punicke Narti- 
on, he threw all fugitives amongſt wilde beaſts robe devoured. 

Lucius Paulus after the conquelt of the King of Perſia, commit :ed theſe 
fellowes to the mercy of Elephants. Generally there is no Nation under 
the Sunne which holdeth them nor in execration: and therefore yur Eng- 
liſh fugitives, who under cloke of Religion not onely abandon tl.eir coun. 
trey, their kindred, andtheir Prince, bur alſo conſpire the andoing, 


_ and ſ{wearethe deſtractionof them, are they not worthy tob3 handled 


like traitours,and to have their quarters ſpeQacles of perfidy ? *Chebridge 
and gatesof London beare wirneſſe of the wofull ends thattheſe runna- 
gates COme unto. 

As touching cowards (I meane ſuch as preferring theirlives or liberty, 
or any other by-reſpe&s, before their countries welfare, and either dare 
notor will not ſtand ſtoutly in defence of it in time of warreand danger ) 
they deſerve no lefle puniſhment than the former , ſeeing that as they are 
open oppugners , ſo theſe are cloſe underminers of the good thereof, And 
therefore the Romanes did ſharpely chaſten them in their governmenr, 


as may appeare by diverſe examples of the ſame: as firſt they were noted - 


with this ignominy , never to eat their meat bur ſtanding; and hereunto 
they were ſworne: Nay, they were in ſuch hatefull account amongſt 
them, that when Avxzbal offered the Senate 8000 captives to be redee- 
med, they rcfuſed his offer, ſaying, That they were not worthy co bere. 
deemed, that had rather be taken baſely than die honeſtly and valiantly : 
The ſame Senate dealt more favourably with the captives which King 
Pyrrhu tooke, for they redeemed them, but with this diſgrace, degrading 
them from their honours and places, untill by a double fpoile they had 
woon their reputation againe, L. Calparnixs Piſo handled Titi the cap- 
taine of his horſemen in Sicilia ( one who being overcharged with ene- 
mies, delivered his weapons untothem) on this manner, he cauſed him

togoe bare footed before the army, wearing a garment without ſeames, ,,,,.. 


be forbad him ſociety with ary ſave ſuch'as were noted with the ſame 
fault, and from a Generall over horſemen he debaſed him toa common 
ſouldier. How did the ſame Senate corre& the cowardiſe of Caim Y atie- 


#5 (who to theend to priviledge himſelfe from the Italicke warre, 


cut off all the fingers of his left band: ) even they proſcribed his 
goods, and caſt him into perperuall priſon, thatthat lifewhich heere- 


| fuſed ro hazard indefence of his countrey, he might conſume in bondage 


and fetters.

Fulzofius ſaith, That among the Germanes it was ſo unhonourable :14.z,cop.2 


a part to loſe but a ſhield in the warre, that whoſover had happened rodoe 
ſo, was ſuſpended both from the place of common councell, and from 
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the temples of Religion ; inſomuch , that many ( as he reporteth) killed 
themſelves to avoid the ſhame. The people called Daci puniſhed cowards 
on this ſort : they ſuffered them not to ſleepe but with their heads to the 
beds fect-ward ; and beſides, by the law they made them ſlaves and ſub. 
jeas totheir owne wives, VVhat viler diſgrace could there be than this > 
And yetthe Lacedemonians plagued them more ſhamefully : for with 
them it was a diſcredit to marry in the ſtocke of a coward; anyman might 
ſtrike them lawfully, and in theirattirethey went with theirclothes renr, 
and their beards halfe ſhaven. Thus are all kind of traitors continually pu- 
niſhed of the Lord by one meanes or other ; and therefore letus learne ta - 


ſhun treqſon as one of the vileſt and deteſtableſt things inthe world.

2 a8 mr; , Captaine of halfe the chariots of £/4h, King of 
Iſrael, conſpired againſt his Lord, as he was in Tirza 
drinking till bewas drunke in the houſe of C47=e his 
Steward , and cameupon him ſuddenly, and ſmote 
him till hee died, and poſſeſſed the Kingdome in his 
roome. Howbeit, hercin he was the Lords rod to 
puniſh the houſe of Baaſha, yet when the puniſhment 
| was paſt, the Lord threw the rod into the fire, forhe 
enjoyed the Crowne but ſeven dayes : forall Iſrac], deteſting his fact, 
made 0mri King over them, who beſieged him in Tirza, and drove him in. 
rothatextremity , that heewent into the palace of the Kings houſe, and 
burnt himſelfe and the houſe with fire. | 

- To;achar the ſonne of Shimesh, and 7eozabed the ſonne of Shower, came 
to no better end for murthering 7ehoaſh King of Iuda: for Hmaziah his 
ſonne after the kingdome was confirmed unto him, cauſed them both to 
be put todeath : but theirchildren he ſlew nor, accerding tothat which is 
written in the Booke of the law ; The fathers ſhall nor be put to death for the 
children, nor the\children for the fathers , but every man ſhall beare this owne ſin, 

Neither did Shalumr, that flew Zacharia King of Iſrael, proſper any bet- 
ter; for he reigned but one month in Samaria, when 2ena/im the ſonne of 
Gad; rebelled againſt him, and ſlew him as he bad done bis maſter. 

Amon, the ſonne of Adanaſſeh, was ſlaine by his owne ſervants, bur the 
Lord ſtirred up the people of the Land to revenge his death,and to kill all, 
them that had conſpired againſt their King. | 

Bur toler paſſe the holy hiſtories of the ſacred Scripture, wherein,ever 
after any treaſon, the Holy Ghoſt preſently ſetteth downe the puniſhmene 
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of traitours, as it were of purpoſe to ſignifie how the Lord bateth all ſuch

Rebels that roſe up againſt his owne ordinance : let us conſider a little the 
conſequents of theſe in prophane, yet credible authors, and apply them 

unto our purpoſe, | 
Ldrehelau King of Macedonia had a minion called Cratenas, whom 
hee loved moſt entirely ; but he againe required him not with love bur 
| with 
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wich hatred, and ftrerched all his wirsto inſtall himſelfe in bis king- yh 
dome, by depoſing and murthering him-: which though he accompli. | 9 
ſhed, yet bis deſerts were cut ſhort by the vengeance of Ged: for be con- 
tinued not many dayes in his royalty , bur he was fcrved with the ſame 
ſauce that he. had made. 4rchelaws before him to taſte of, even betraied 
and murthered., as he well deſerved. 
. | Lodovicws Sfortia to the end to inveſt himſclfe with the Dakedomeof 
Millain, ſpared notto ſhed the innocent bloud of his rwo Nephewes, 
che ſonnes of Galcachw,: together with cheir tutars, and one Francs Cala- 
 ber,a worthy and excellent man, but the Lord-ſo diſpoſed of his purpoſes, 
chathe (1n ſtead of obtaining the kingdome ): was taken priſoner by the 
| King of France, ſorhat neither he nor any of his off ſpring injoyed thar 
'_ which he ſo much affected. 
When Numerianu was to ſucceed Carw his father in the Empire, Arr ,,,. 
w Axer his father in law, tothe endto tranſlate the Empire unto him- chro wiihs 
ſelfe, entered a conſpiracy, and flew his ſonne in law, that nothing mi(- | 
truſted his diſloyalty: but the Pretorian army underſtanding the mat- 
rer, diſcharged Arrius, and eleted Diocleſianin bis roome, who laying 
hold upon his competirour, laied an ation of treaſon to his charge, and 
put him to death in the fight of the multitude. 
T heodoricke and Fredericke conſpired againft their owne brother Thuriſ cy,e, gigeberr; 
mund King of the Viſigothes , torhe.intentta ſuceeed bim in his King- 
dome: And albeit that nature. rcclaymed them. fromthe act, yet they 
ſlew him without all compaſſion. But after thirteene yeres reigne the 
ſame Theedericke was requited by his other brethren with the ſame meaſure 
that he before meted to his brother Thariſaund, And ſo though vengeance 
ſlept a while, yet at length it wakened.;... _,- 
Elias Antonive Gordianus ; Emperour: of Rome ,- though ſo excellent Philis Melant 
a young Prince, that hedeſerved'to be called the Love ang Tewell of the ©"* 
World, yet was heſlaine by one promoted by himſelie ro high honour, 4,1... 
called Philip Arabs, when he was but two and twenty yeres old;after whoſe 
deccale this Philip got himſelfe eleaed Emperour by the Band, and con- 
firmed by the Senate. All which notwichſianding, afterfive yeres Decius 
rebelled, and his owne ſouldiers conſpired againft him, ſo that both he at Ingrariude 
Verona, and his ſonne at Rome, wete ſlaine by them about one time, —Pibed. 
After the death of Cenftantine the Great, his three ſannes dividing the _qventin.tis.2, 
Empirebetwixt them, ſucceeded their father. Gonffartzxe the eldeſt had 
for his ſhare Spaine, France, the Alpes,and England; Conſtance the ſecond 
beld Iraly, Africa,Grzcia, and Illyricum ; Conſtantive the younger way 
King and Empcrour of the Eaſt. Butambirion ſuffered them nor ro enjoy 
quietly theſe their poſſeſſions : for when the eldeſt being more proud and 
ſeditious than the other, not content wirh his alotted portian, made warre 
upon his brother Conſtance his Provinces , and ftrove to enter Italy, be was 
flaine ina batte!lby L£quileis, when he was but five and twenty yeares 
old; bywhich meanes, all the provinces which were his, fell ca Cor- 
favce, and therewithall ſuch a drowfineſle and Epicuriſme for want of 
a ſtirrer op after his brothers death, that he fell iaco the gour, and 
negleRted the governement of the 'Empire :- Wherefore-in Auſpurge 
and in Rhetia they created a new Emperour; .ane Magnentias, whoſe 
life before time Conſtance had ſaved from the ſfouldiers; atid as 
| O 3 Is 
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his treachery was the greater. This Aagnentizs deprived and flew Corn- 
 woublein. farce, but was overcome by Conſtantine the third brother in Illyricum, 
»ratirude pu- YEt in ſuch ſort, that the conqueror could not greatly brag , for he loſt 
nifhicd. an infinit company of his men, and yet miſſed of his chiefe purpoſe, the 
raking of A/agnentizs, for he eſcaped to Lyons , and there maſſacring all 
that he miſtruſted,ar laſt growing (I ſuppoſe) in ſuſpition with his owne 
hearr,ſlcw bimſelfe alſo : and fo his traiterous, ingratefull,and ambitious 
murther was revenged with his owne hands, .. 

nirinn 1ih.x, de F ifFericus betrayed Lnyba king of Spaine, and ſucceeded in his place 
regib, iſpen, ſeven yeares after, another traitour ſlew him , and ſucceeded alſo in his 
place. Maerritivs the Emperor was murthered by Phocas , together with 
his wife and five of his children, he ſeating himſelfe Emperour in his 
roome: Howbeit, traitors and murtherers can never come to happy ends : 
for as he had ſlaine Hauritive ; ſo Priſcus, Heraclianms, and Phorins three 
of his chiefeſt captaines, conſpiring againſt him, with three ſeverall ar- 
| mies gave him ſuch an alarmeat once at his ownedoores, that they ſoone 
quailed his courage,and after much mangling of his body, cut him ſhor- 

ter by the head and the kingdome at one blow. | 
. -In the time of Edward the ſecond and Eaward the third in England, 
one Sir Roger Mortimer commitred many villanous outrages in-ſhedding 
- much bloud, and at laſt King Edward himſelfe, lying at Barkley caſtle,to 
the end that he might (as it was ſuppoſcd ) enjoy 7/abe! his wife, with 
whom he had very ſuſpitious familiarity. After this , he unjuſtly accu- 
ſed Edmund Earle of Kent of treaſon,and cauſcd him to bee pur to death 
therefore : and laſtly, he conſpired againſt King Edward the third , as it 
was ſuſpeQed, for which cauſe he was worthily and deſervedly beheaded. 
Among this ranke of murrherers of Kings we may fitly place alſo R:. 
chard the third, uſurper of The Crowne of England , and divers others 
which he uſed as infiruments to bringhis deteſtable purpoſe to effe : 
as namely Sir loves Tirrel Knight, a:man for natures gifrs worthy to bave 
ſerved a much better Prince than this Richard, if he had well ſerved God, 
and beene endued with as much truth and boneſty as be had ſtrength and 
wit : alſo Ales Foreft,and ohn Dighton two villaines fleſhed in murthers. 
Bur to come to the fa, it was on this ſort : When Richard the uſurper 
had enjoyned Robert Brackenbury to this piece of ſervice of murthering 
the young King Eaweard the fifth, bis Nephew, in the Tower, with bis 
brother the Duke of Yorke,and ſaw it refuſed by him: he committed the 
- charge of the murther to Sir awes Tiryel , who haſting to the Tower, by 
the Kings Commiſſion received the keyes into his owne hands, and by 
the helpe of thoſe two butchers, Dighton and Foreft , ſmothered the two 
Princes in their bed, and buried them at the fſtaires feet : which being 
done, Sir ewes rode back to king Richard, who gave bim great thatkes, 
and as ſome ſay, made him knight for his labour. All which things on 
every part well pondered, it appeareth , that God never gave the world 
a a9 yok example, both of the unconſtancy of worldly wcale, and alſe 
of the wretched end which enſueth ſuch deſpightfull cruelty : for firſt, 
to begin with the miniſters., Mz/es Foreſt rotted away -peecemeale at 
Saint Martins, Sir ewes Tirrel died at the Tower hill beheaded for 
treaſon , King Kicherd himſclfe ( as it is declared elſewhere) was ſlaine 
in the field, hacked and hewed of his enemies, carried on _ 
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backe dead, his baire in deſpight torne and tugged like a dog: beſides, the 
inward torments of his guilty conſcience were more than all the reſt: for 
ic is moſt certainly reported, That after this abhominable deed hee never 
had quiet in his minde : when he went abroad, his eye whirled abour, his 
body was privily fenced, his hand ever upon his dagger, his countenance 
and manner like one alwaies ready to ftrike, his fleep ſhart and unquier, 
{ull of fearcfull dreames, inſomuch that he would often ſuddenly ſtartup 
and leap out of his bed,and range about his chamber, his reſtlefle conſet- 
ence was ſo continually toſſed and tumbled with the redious impreſſion 


of that abhominable murther. 


CHAP: V. 


Of [uch as rebelled againſt their Superiors,becauſe of Sub- 
fidies and Taxes impoſed upon them. 


pareats, though they be cruell and unnaturall, ſo alſo 
it is as unlawfull for ſubjets to withſtand their 
Princes and Governors, though they be ſomewhat 
grievous and burthenſome unto them: which we af- 
firme, not to the end that it ſhould be licenſed to 
them toexerciſe all manner of rigour and unmeaſy- 
rable oppreſſion upon their ſubjects (as ſhall be de- 


Clared hereafter moreart large) bur we entreat onely here of their duties 


which arc in ſubjeion tothe power of other men, whoſe autboriry they 
ought in no wiſe to reſiſt, unleſle they oppoſe themſelves againſt the ordi- 
nance of God. Therefore this poſition is true by the word of God, Thar 
no ſubjeR ought by force to ſhake off the yoke of ſybjeion and obedi- 
ence due unto his Prince, or exempt himſelfe from any taxe or contribu- 
tion, which by publicke authority is impoſed : Gzve (ſaith the Apoſtle) 
eribute to whom tribute belongeth, cuſtome to whom cuſtdme pertaineth, feare to 
whom feare us due, and honour to whom honour « owing. And generally inall 
ations wherein the commodities of this life (chough with ſome oppreſſi- 
on and grievance)and not the Religionand ſervice of God, nor the conſci- 
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ence abour the ſame is called into queſtion, we ought with all paticnceto 


endure whatſoever burthen or charge is kid upon us, without moving any 
troubles,or (hewing any diſcontentments for the ſame : for they that have 
otherwiſe bebaved themſelves, theſe examples following will ſhew how 
well they bave been appaied for their miſdemeanors. 

In the yeare of our Lord 1304,afterthat Guy Earle of Flanders baving 
rebelled againſt Philip the Faire his Soveraigne, was by ſtreogthof armes 
reduced into ſubjeQion, and conſtrained todeliver himſelfe and his ewo 
ſons priſoners into his hands, the-Flemings made an inſurrection againſt 
the Kings part, becauſe of a certain taxe which he had ſer upon their ſhips 
that arrived at certaine havens: and upon this occaſion great warre,divers 
battels, and ſundry overthrowes on each ſide grew, bur ſo, that at laſt the 


King remained conqueror,and the Flemings (for a reward of their _ 
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lion) loft in the batcell fix and thirty thouſand men that were ſlaine, beſide 
a great number rhat were taken priſoners, #5 

Two yeares after this Flemmiſh ftirre, there aroſe a great commotion 
and hurly burly of the raſcall and baſeſt ſort of people ar Paris, becauſe of 
the alteration of their coines : who being nor ſatisfied with the pillage 
and ſpoilage of their houſes, whom they ſuppoſed ro beeithcr cauſes of 
the ſaid alteration, or by counſel! or other meanes any furtherers there- 


- unto, came in great troupes before the Kings Palace, at his lodging in the 
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Temple, with ſuch an hidcous noife and outrage, thar all the day after, 


neither the King nor any of his officers durſt once ſtir over the threſhold : 
nay they grew to that overflow of pride and 1nfolency, that the vicuals 
which were provided for the Kings diet, and Carried to him, were by them 
ſhamefully throwne under feet in the dirt, and trampled upon in deſpight 


- and diſdaine, But three or foure daies after this tunwlr was appeaſed, ma- 


ny of them for their pains were hanged before their own doores, and inthe 
city gates,to the number of cight and twenty perſons. 

In the raigne of Charles the fixth, the Pariſtans (by reaſon of a certaine 
taxe which be minded to lay upon them) banded themſelves and conſpi- 
red together againſt him: they determired once (ſaith Froiſſard) to have 
beaten downe Loure, and S. Vincents caſtle, and all the boules of defence 
abour Paris , that they might nor be offenſive to them. Burt the King 
(chough young in yeares) hangled them ſo ripe and handſomely that ba- 


. vang taken away from them their armor, the city gates and chaines of the 


ftreets, and locked up their weapons in S. Vincents caſtle, hee dealtwith 
them as pleaſed him. And thus their pride being quaſhed, many of them 


were executed and put to death : As alſo for the like rebellion were at © 


Troyes, Orlean, Chalon, Sens,and Rhemes. - 

Abourthe ſame time the Flandrians, and eſpecially the inhabitants of 
Gaunt wrought much trouble againſt'Lews the Earle of Flanders, for di- 
vers taxcs and tributes which he had layd upon them, which they in no re- 
ſpe& would yeeld unto, The marter came to be decided by blowes, and 
much bloud was (bed, and many loffes endured on both ſides, as a meanes 
appainted of God tochaſtiſe as well the one as the other. The Gaunts 
being nomore in number than five or fix thouſand men, overthrew the 
Eatles army conſiſting of forty thouſand, and in purſuir of their victory 
tooke Bruges, whither the Earle was gone for ſafety, and lying in a poore 
womans houſe, was conſtrained (in the habit of a beggar) to fly the City. 
And thus he fared till King Charles the fixth ſent an army of men to his 
ſuccor(for he was his ſubjet)by whoſe ſupport he overc? me thoſe Rebels 
in abatcell fought at Roſe Bec,to the number of forty thuuſand : and the 
body of their chiefetaine Philip Artevi!, {laine in the throng, he canſed to 
be hanged on a tree. And this was the end of that cruell Tragedy, the 
countrey being brought againe into the obedience of their old Lord. 

A while before this, whileſt King 7b» was held priſoncr in Eogland, 
therearoſe a great commotion of the common people in France, againſt 
the nobility agd gentry of the realme, that opprefſed them : this tymule 
began but with an hundred men tharwere gathered together in the coun- 
trey of Beauvoiſin, but that ſmall handfull grew right quickly to anarm. 
full, ever to nine thouſand, that ranged and robbed throughout all Brie, 
along by the river Marne to Laonoiſe, and all about Soiffons, armed with 


great 
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great bats ſhod with yron : an headlefle crue without Governour, fully 


purpoſing to bring to ruine the whole nobility, In this diſorder they 
wrought much miſchiefe, broke up many houſes and caftles, murthered 
many Lords, ſothat divers Ladies and Knighes,as the Duchefles of Nor- 
mandy & Orleance, were faia to fly tor ſafegard ro Meaux : whither when 
theſe Rebels would nceds purſue them, they were there overthrown, killed, 
and hanged by troups. 


[n the yeare of our Lord 15 25, there were certain husbandmen of Sou. ,,;4,;5.4. 


abe that began to ſtand in reſiſtance againſt the Earle of Lupsfen, by rea- 
ſon of certaine burthens which they complained themſelves ro be over- 
laid with by him : their neighbors ſeeing this, cnterpriſed the like againſt 
their Lords: And ſo upon this ſmall beginning (by a certaine contagion) 
there grew up a moſt dangerous and fearefull,commotion, that ſpread it 
ſeltea ſos all Almaine: the ſeditionchus intreafing in all quarters, 


and the ſipes being now full torty thouſand firghg, making their owne 
liberty angThe Goſpels a cloake to cover theErafflon tid rebellion, and 
a preteffe8 of their undertaking armes (to the wonderfull gricfeof all that 
feared God) did not onely fight with the Romane Catholickes, but with 
all other withoutreſpe,as well in Souabe as in Franconia: they deſtroy- 
ed the greater part of the Nobility,ſacked and burnt many caſtles and for- 
treſſes,tothe number of twohundred,and put to death the Earle of Hel- 
ſeſt,in making him paſſe through their pikes, Butat length their irengrth 
was broken, they diſcomfited and torn inpieces with a moſt horrible maſ- 
ſacre of more than eighteen thouſand of them. During this ſedition there 
were {laine on each ſide fifty thouſand men, The capraine of the Souabian 
ſwaines called Geiſmer, having betaken himfelfe to flight, got over the 
mountaines of Padua,where by treaſon he was made away. | 

 Inthe yeare'df our Lort5 ry, in the M arqueſdome of the Vandales, 
the like inſurretion and rebellion was of the commonalty, eſpecially the 
baſer ſort, againſt the Nobiliry;Spiritugll, and Temporall,by whom they 
were oppreſſed with intolerable exaRions : their army was numbred of 
ninety thouſand men all clowns and husbandmen,that conſpired together 
to redrefſe and reforme their owne grievances,withour any reſpe& of civill 
Magiſtrate, or feareof Almighty God: This raſcality of ſwaines raged 
and tyranizedevery where,burning and beating down the caſtles and hou- 
ſes of Noblemen,and making their ruines even with the ground:Nay,they 
handled the Noblemen themſelves, as many as they could attaine unto,nor 
contumeliouſly only,but rigorouſly and cruelly, for they tormented chem 


todeath, and carried their heads upon ſpeares, in token of vitory.z* us | 
they ſwayed awhile uncontrolled, for the Emperour Maximilian wihked 
at their riots, as being acquainted with what injuries they had been overs” 


charged: but when he perceived that the rude multitude did not limit 


their fury within reaſon, but ler ir runne too laviſh to the damnitfying as 


well the innocentas the guilty, he made out a ſmall troup of mercinary 
ſouldicrs,together with a band of horſemen, to ſuppreſle them, whocom- 
ming toa City were preſently ſoenvironed with ſuch a multitude of theſe 
ſvaines,that like locuſts overſpread theearth, that they thought it impoſ- 
{ible ro eſcape with their lives;wherefore feare and extremity made them 
roruth outro battell with them, But ſee how the Lord proſperetha good 
cauſe,for all their weak number in compariſonof their enemies, yet ſuch 2 
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feare poſſefled their enemies hearts,that they fled like troups of theep,and 
were {laine like dogges before them:inſomuch, that they that eſcaped the 
{word, were either hanged by flocks on trees, or roſted on ſpits by fires, or 
otherwiſe tormented to death. And this end befell char wicked rebellious 
rout,which wrought ſuch miſchicte in that country,with their monſtrous 
villanies, that the traces and ſteppes thereot remaine at this day to bee 
ſcene. 

In the yeare of our Lord 1381, Richard the ſecond being King, the 
Commons of England (and eſpecially of Kent and Eſſex) by meanes of a 
raxe that was ſet upon them, ſuddenly rebelled,and aflembled together on 
Blackheath, to the number of 60000 or more : which rebellious rout had 
none but baſe and ignoble fellowes for their captaines ; as Wat T iler, lacke 
Straw, Tom Miller, but yet they cauſed much trouble and diſquietnefle in 
the Realme,and chiefly about the city of London, where they committed 
much villany,in deſtroying many goodly places,as the Savoy,and others ; 
and being in Smithfield, uſed themſelves very proudly and unreverently 
towards the King : but by the manhood and wiſedome of William Walwerth, 
Major of London(who arreſted their chicte captain in the midſt of them) 


_ that rude company was diſcomfited, and the ringleaders of them worthily 


puniſhed. 
In like manner in the raigne of Hezry the ſeventh, &s great commotion 


was ftirredupin England by the Commons of the North, by reaſon of a 


certaine taxe which was levied of the tenth peny of all mens lands and 
go0ds within the land ; in the which the Earle of Northumberland was 
flain;bur their raſh attempt was ſoon broken, and Chamberlain their captain 
with divers other haygedat Yorke, for the ſame. Howbeit their example 
feared not the Corniſhmen from rebelling upon the like occaſion of arax, 
under the conduc of the Lord Audley, untill by woefull experience they 


felr the ſame ſcourge : for the King met them upon Blackheath, and dif. 


co mfiring their troups, took their captaines and ringleaders,and put them 
to moſt worthy and ſharp death. 

Thus we may ſee the uphappy iſſue of all ſuch ſeditious revoltings, and 
thereby gather how unpleaſant they are inthe fight of God. Lee all the 
people-therefore learne by theſe experiences to ſubmit themſelves inthe 
feareof God to the higher powers, whether they be Lords, Kings,Princes, 
or any ether thatare ſer over them,

CHAP. VL. 
Of IMurtberers. 


WS oF. S touching Murther, which is(by the ſecond comman- 
/\&>©,.] dement of the ſecond Table) forbidden in theſe words, 
> (Y Thou ſhalt not kill : the Lord denounceth this judgment 
SJ Upon it, That he which ſtriketh a man that hee dieth, 
&_/ ſhalldiethe death. And this is correſpondent to thar 

FS (RN S EdiQ which he gave to Noah preſently after the uni- 
DD YDScqz yerſall floud, to ſuppreſſethat generall cruelty which 
had taken root from the beginning in Cai» and his poſterity, being carcfull 


for 
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for mans life; ſaying, That hewill require the blond of man, at the hands of ei- 


ther manor beaſt that killeth him: adding moreover, That whoſoever ſheddeth - 


mans blond, by man alſo his blond ſhall be ſhed, ſeeing that God created him after 
his owne Imaze : which he would not have to be baſely accounted of, bur 
deare and precious unto us, If then the bruit and unreaſonable creatures 
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are not exempted from the ſentence of death pronounced in the law, if 


they chance to kill a man:how much more puniſhable then is man, endued 


with will and reaſon, when malitiouſly and adviſedly he raketh away the 


life of his ncighbour > Bur the hainouſneſſe and greatneſle of this finne is 


moſt lively expreſſed by that ordinance of God ſer downe in the 2 x of 


Deutronomy, where it 1s enjoyned, That if a man be found ſlain in the field, 
and it be not knowne who it was that ſlew him, then the Elders and Iudges 
of the next towne aſſembling together, ſhould offer up an expiatory ſacri- 
ficeby the hands of the Prieſts, to demand pardon for that cruell murther, 
that the guilt of innocent bloud might not be imputed unto them. And 
if by overfight ornegligence withour any malice, hatred, or pretence, one 
killed another, yet was he not exempred from all puniſhment, but ſuffered 
rofly tothe city of refuge, tobe kept, and as itwere incloſed untill his in: 
nocency were made manifeſt, or at the leaſt untill the death of the high 
Prieſt. From this (it may ſeeme)aroſe thecuſtome of Painims in the like 
caſe, which was,that if a man had unwillingly committed murther, he did 
preſcntly avoid the countrey,and goe unto ſome man of power and autho- 
rity of a ſtrange nation, and preſent himſelfe at his gate, ſitting with his 
face covered, humbly intreating pardon and reconciliation for his mur- 
ther : and for one whole yeare he might not returne into his countrey. On 
this manner was the ſonne of a cerraine King of Phrygia entertained in 
King Creſus court,who unadviſedly had ſlaine his owne brother, Whereby 
it is manifeſt, how odious and exccrable in all ages, and all places, and all 
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people, this murther hath been : inſomuch that mcn did ſhun their very 


meeting and company, and abandon them out of their temples and pub- 
licke afſemblies, as people excommunicare and prophane, And yet for all 
this, mankinde (for the moſt part) like ſavage beaſts hath by the inſtiga- 
tion of thatwicked ſpirit(whowas a murtherer from the beginning) been 
roo too addicted to this kind of cruelty, not being afraid to offer violence 
ronarurezand ſhed innocent bloud. Such was the franticke and perverſe 
cruelty of the ſecond man Cairn, when withour any occaſion, bur onely 
through envy, he ſlew his brother Abel, and that traiterouſly:which deed, 
albeit it was done in ſecret and without the view of men, yer it could nor 
ſhun the piercing, eye of God, who reproved him for it, ſaying, That the 
bloudof” Abel cried for vengeance from theearth. And although this curſed and 
wicked murthcrer received not immediately a condigne puniſhment an- 
ſwerable tohis crime (God totheend to ſpare mans bloud, uſing undeſer- 
ved favour towards him) yet eſcaped hee nor fcot free, for he was purſued 
with a continuall torment and ſting of conſcience, together with ſuch an 
inccfſant feare,that he became a vagabond and a runnagate upon theearth: 
and ſeeing himſelfe brought into ſo miſerable an eftare, be fell to complai- 
ping, that the puniſhment was greater than he was able to beare, Thus 
God permitred this wretch to draw out his life in ſuch anguiſh, that for a 
greater puniſhment he might pine away the reſt of his daies without com- 
fort, A man may find in this world many ſuch brothcr- murthering han 4s 

who 
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who for no occafion ſticke not to cut their throats, whom (for the boad of 
common nature whereinall menare linked togerher as branches to one 
root) they ought to acknowledge for their brethren and friends : upon 
whom the heavy band of God hath nor Heene more {lacke to puniſh either 
by one meanes or other, than it was upon their c|deft brother Cain, But 
ſceing the number of them is ſo great, and it is not ſo convenient to heape 
up here ſo huge a multitude together, it ſhall ſuſfice onely ro recount the 
moſt famous and notableſt of them, as of thoſe that have beene men of 
note and reputationof the world, or that through an ambitious defire of 
raigning, have by armes ſought to atchieve their purpoſes - for theſe for 
the moſt part are the greateſt murtherers and butchers of all,that through 
their wicked affections , worldly pompe, ordefire of reverge , have no re- 
morſe of making the bloud of men run like rivers upon rhe earth , making 
no more account of the life of a man,than of a flic or a worme. 

Such an one was Abimelech one of the ſonres of Gedeon, whoto the end 
to uſurpe the regiment of the people, (which his father before him refu. 
ſed) got together a rout of raſcal and vile fellowes,by whoſe aid comming 
co his fathers houſe, he flew ſeventy of his brethren , even all except 10a. 
thanthe yongeſt, that ſtole away and hid himſclfe. After which maſſacre, 
he raigned in jolity three yeares, and at the end thereof was cut ſhort by 
God, together with the Sichemites his provokers and maintainers, who 
were alſo guilty of all the innocent bloud which he had ſhed: for God 
ſent the ſpirit of diviſion betwixt them, ſo that the Sichemitcs began ro 
deſpiſe him, and rebell againſtbim, bur they badthe worſt end of the 
Raffe, and were overcome by him : who purſuing the viory , tooke their 
City by force,and put them all tothe edge of the ſword. And after he had 
thus deſtroied their city, pur firealſoro the caſtle, wherein be conſumed 
neere about a thouſand perſons of men and women , that were retired thi- 
ther to ſave their lives. And thus God brought upon them the miſchicfe 
which they had conſented and put their hands unto : for as they had lent 
him aid and furtherance to the ſhedding of his'brerbrens blouc, ſowas 
their owne bloud with their wives and childrens ſhed by him : yet this ry- 
ran not content therewith, made war alſo with the inhabirants of Tebex, 
and tooke their city, and would have forced the tower alſo, wherein the 


Citiſens had incloſed themſelves ; but as he approched to the wall , a wo- 


man threw downe a piece of a milſtone upon his head , wherewith finding 
himſelfe hurt rodeath, he commanded one ct his ſoldiers ro kill him 
outright. And thus this wicked murtherer that had ſþcd the bloud of 
many men, yea of his owne brethren, had his braines knockt cut by awo- 

man, and died a moſt deſperatedeath. | 
The bloudy treachery of Baana and Rechab , chiefe captaines of 1fbbo- 
ſheth, Sanls ſon, in conſpiring againſt and murthering their maſter whileſt 
beflept, abode nor long unpuniſhed , for baving cut off his head, they 
preſented ir for a preſent to king David, hoping to gratifie the king, and 
to receive fome recompence for their paines, But Davi4being of an up- 
right and true kingly heart, could not endure ſuch vile treachery, tkough 
apainſtthe perſonof hisenemy .; bur entertained them as moſt vile trai- 
tors and maſter. murtherers, commanding firſt thcir hands ard feet to * 
be cutoff, which they had eſpecially jimployed as inſtruments abour 
that villany, and afterwards cauſed them 1o bee flaice, and then 
| hanged 
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hanged for an example to all others that thouldattempt the like. ; 1 
. For the like cauſe was 7045 ( Generall of King Davids hoſt) for killing 

Aber traiterouſly (who torſaking 1ſhzoſherh, had yeeldedhimſfelfe to the Treafon,B6.s 
King) curſed of David, with all his houte, with a moſt grievous and terri- cope, 
ble curſe. And yet notwithſtanding a while after he came againe co that 

paſle, as to murder Amaſe one of Davids Chiete captains, making fhew'to 

ſalute and embrace him. For which cruell deed, albeit that in Davids time 

he received no puniſhiment, yet it overtooke him ar laſt, and the faine kinde *: $32:25- 

of cruelty which he had fo traiterouſly and villanouſly committed towards 

others, fell upon his owne head, being himſelte alfo killed as he had killed 

others : which happencd in king Solomons raigne, whio executing the charge 

and commandement of his father, put to death this murderer in thetaber- x. King. 2. 
nacle of God,and by the Altar,whither hce was fled astoa place priviledged 

for ſafctic.

ellwar in many places for the ſp:ce of thitty yeares : and therefore it was 
neceſſary that he ſhould taſte ſotne fruits of his itfariable and bloud:thirlty FE 
defife , as hee indeed did: for after many Steat Victories and conqueſts o- 9791-2.

Cambyſes, Cyr fon, was ilfo fo blouly and cruel! 4 man. that ate day-hee. Hered.lib 3, 


ſhot a nob!etnans fonneto the heart, with an affow, for being admomthed 
by. bis father of his drunkennefſe,to which he was very mich giveh,wHith be 
dtd in indignation, and to ſhelf thit hewas tor yet fo drimkeri but tie knew 
how to draw tis bow. He caſed his 6wvit brother tobe thnrdered ptivi- 
Jy, for feare he fhould Wo og aftet him ; and flew His" fiſter for.repro- 
ving bim for that deed. In his voyaze to Ethiopia , when His attiie 
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was brought into ſo great penurie of victuals, that they were glad to feed 
upon horſe fleſh, hee was ſo cruell and barbarous, that after their horſes 
were ſpent he cauſed themtoeat one another: but at his returne from /Z- 
egypt, the Suſians his chiefe citizens welcommed him home with rebellion : 
and at laſt, as hewas riding, it ſo chanced , that his ſword fell out of 
the ſcabberd, and himſelfe upon the point of it, ſo that it pierced him 
through, and ſo he dyed. FT 
After that Xerxes by his overbold enterpriſe had diſturbed the greateſt 
art of the world , paſſed the ſea, and traverſed many countries , to the 
end to aſfaile Greece with innumerable forces, he was overcome beth by 
ſea and by land, and compelled privily to retire into his countrey with 
ſhame and diſcredit : where he had not long beene,but Artabanus the cap- 
taine of his guard killed him in his palace by night : who a.ſo after thar and 
many other miſchiefes committed by hum, was himſelfe cruelly murthered. 
The thirty Governours which the Lacedemonians ſet over the Athenj- 
ansby compulſion, were ſuch cruell tyrants, oppreflors, and bloudſuckers 
of the people,that they made away a great part of them, untill they were 
chaſed away themſelves violently : and then being ſecretly dogged and pur- 
ſued, were all killed one after another. 


« Pyrrhus king of Epire that raigned not longafter Alexander the great, 


was naturally diſpoſed to ſuch a quicknes and heat of courage, that he could 
never bequiet but when he was cither doing ſome miſchiete to another, or 
when another was doing ſome unto him : ever deviſing ſome new practiſe 
of moleſtation for paſtimes ſake. This his wilde and dangerous diſpoſition 

an firſt ro ſhew it ſelfe in the death of Neoprolemms, who was conjoyned 


king with him , whom having bidden to ſupper in his lodging under pre- 


tence of ſacrifice to his gods, he deccittully flew : preventing by that meanes 
Neoptolemus pretended purpoſe of wy oning him when occaſion ſhould 
ſerve. After this he conquered Macedonia by armes, and came into Italie to 
make war with the Romans, inthe behalfe of the Tarentines,and gavethem 
battel in the field,and ſlew fifteen thouſand of them in,one day: he took their 


| camp, revoked many cities from their alliance, and ſpoyled much of their 


countrey even tothe walls of Rome : and allthis ina trice without breath- 
ing. Againe by Aſcolie he encountred them the ſecond time, where 
there was a great overthrow of each {ide of fifteene thouſand men : but the 
Romanes had the worſt, and tooke their heeles. When hee was intreated by 
the Sicilian embaſſadors to lend them aid to expulſe the Carthaginians 
out of their Iſle, hee yeelded preſently and chaſed them out. Being rccalled 
by the Tarentines into Italy for their ſuccour, he was conquered by the Ro- 
manes after he had made war upon them fix yeres.At his returneto Epire he 


 re-entred by violence Macedonia,tooke many places, overcame the army af 


king Antigonu that reſiſted him,& haJall the whole realm rendred into his 
bang Being intreated by Cleominm to make war upon Sparta,totheend tore- 
inſtall him in his kingdome which hewas deprived of: forthwith he muſtered 
his forces, beſieged the citie, and ſpoyled and waſted all the whole country. 
Afterwards there being a {edition raiſed inthe city of Argos betweene two 


_ of the chiefeſt Citizens,0ne of the which ſent unto him for aid,be (what ifſte 


ſoever was like to enſue,whether victory or vanquiſhment) could not abide 
in peace from diſquietingothers and himſelfe,but muſt needs $9 to take part 
in that ſedjtion : but to his coſt,even to his deſtruction. For firſt in his w_ 
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he found an evill-favoured welcome by an ambuſh placed ot purpoſeto in- 
terrupthis journey, amonglt whom he loſt his ſon : which miſhap nothing 
diſmaied him, nor abated any whit of his purpoſe or courage from purſu- 


Ingthis journey to Argos, though the citzens themſelves intreated him ro 


retire,and though he had no bulſineſſe there ſave only to looke over the town: 
being arrived by night, and finding a gate left open tor hum toenter by, by 
the meanes of him that had ſent for him to his aid, hee put his fouldiers in, 
and poſſeiled himſelte of the towne incontinently. But the city being aided 
by 4»tigenxs and the King of Sparta, charged and preſſed hum fo fore, that 
he ſought meanes to retire out of the ſame,but could not. At which time 
being about to ſtrike a young man of the city that had done him ſome hurr, 
his mother being aloft upon the: roofe of an houſe, perceiving bis intent, 
threw downe a tile with both her hands upon his head, and hit him ſuch a 
knocke upon the necke through default of his armour, that it ſo bruiſed his 
joynts;that he fell into a ſudden fwound,and loſt his fight, his raines falling 
out of his hand,and he himſelfe tumbling from his faddleupon the ground, 
which when ſome of the ſoldiers perceived, they drew hum out of the gate, 
and there,to make an end of the tragedy,cut off his head. 

The cruelty of the Ephori was marvellous ſtrange,when being unwilling 
ouce to hearethe equality of lands and poſſeſhons go be named, which Ae is 
their King,for the good of the commonwealth (according to the antient cu- 
ſtome and ordinance of L:curg w) ſought to reſtore:they 10ſe up &ainſt him 
and caſt him in priſon,and there without any procefle or forme of law ſttan- 
gloy himto death, with his mother and grandfather. But: it coſt them yery 

care: for Clcomenes who was joynt King with 424, albeit he had conſented 
to the weaving of that web himſelf,totheend he might raigre alonesyet cea- 
ſed he not to proſecute revenge upon them, which hee did not onely by his 
daily anduſuall praQtiſes By alſo privily z .for taking them once ar 
advantage,being at ſupper all together, hee cauſed his mento killthem ſud- 
denly as they fat. Andthus was the good King 4g# revenged. But this laſt 
murtherer which was fullied and polluted with ſo much bloud, he went not 
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Jong unpuniſhed for his misdeeds : for ſoone after, 4»t7gonw King of Maces 


donia gave him a greatoverthroiv ina battel], wherein hee loft Sparta his 
chiefe city,and fled into Zgzypt for ſuccour:where after ſmall abode, upon 
an accuſation /aid againſt him, he was caſt into priſon, andthough he eſca- 
ped out with his company by cunning and craft, yet as hewalked up and 
down Alexandria inarmor,in hope that through his ſeditious practiſes the 
Citizens would take his part,and helpto reſtore him to his liberty 3 when he 
perceived it was nothing ſo,but that every man forſooke him, and that there 


was-tio hope left of recovery, he commanded his men to kill one another, as 


they did-In which deſperate rage and fury he himſelfe was {lain, 8& his body 
being found, was commanded by King Ptolomey to be hangd on a gibbet, and 
his mothergwives, and children that came with/him into Zgypt,ro bee put 

todeath.And this was thetragicall end of Cleomenes King of Sparta. 
Alexander the tyrant of Pheres never ccaſed to make and ſpy out all occa- 
ſions of warre againſt the people of Theſſaly, tothe end to bring them ge- 
nerally in ſubje&tionmnder his daminion : he was a moſt blondy and cruell 
minded man, having neither regard of: perſon or juſtice inany action. Inhis 
cruelty he buried ſome alive,--others he.clothed in beares and boares skins; 
and then ſet dogs at their tailes.to rend them in pieces 5 others hee-ufed 
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in way of paſtime to ſtrike through with darts and arrowes. And ore day 
25 the inhabirants of a certaine city were aſſembled together in counſell, he 
cauſed his guard to incloſe them up ſuddenly, and to k11l them all even to 
the very infants. He flew alſo his owne uncle,and crowned the fpeare wher- 
with he did thar deed with garlands of flowers, and ſacrificed unto him be- 
ing dead;as to a god. Now albeit this cruell Tygre was garded continually 
with troupes of ſouldiers that kept night and day watch about his body 
whereſoever hee lay, and witha moſt ougly and terrible dog, unacquainted 
with any ſaving himſclfe, his wife, and one ſervant that gave him his mear, 
tied to his chamber dore, yet could hee not eſcape the evill chance which 


by his wives meanes fell upon him : for ſhe taking away the ſtaires of his 


| chamber, let in three of her owne brethren provided to murther him, as 


they did : for finding him aſleep,one tooke him faſt by the heeles,the other 
by the haire, wringing his head behind him, and the third thruſt him 
through with his ſword, ſhee all this while giving them light to diſpatch 
their buſineſſe. The citizens of Pheres when they had drawne his car- 


 kafſſe about their ſtreets, and trampled upon it therr bellies full, threw it

to the dogges to be devoured 3 ſo odious was his very remembrance among 
" Zugarth, ſonneto Maveffabal, brother to AGcipſa King of Numidia, by 
birth a baſtard, for hee-was borne of a concubine, yet by nature and 


diſpoſitich fo valiant and full of courage, that hee was not onely belo- 


ved of all men, but alſo ſo deerely eſteemed of by Micipſa, that he adop- 


ted him joynt heire with his ſonnes Adherbat and Hiewpſal, to his Crowne, 
kindly admoniſhing him in way of intreaty to continue the union of 
love and concord without breach between them, which hee promiſed to 
performe.. But Micipſs was no ſooner deceaſed, bur hee by and by not 
content with a portion of the Kingdome,ambitiouſly ſoughr for the whole. 
For which cauſe hee firſt found meanes to diſpatch Hiempſal out of his 
way by the hands of the guard, who in his Nodgi by night cut his 
throat, and then by battell having vanquiſhed AY dberbal his brother , 
obtained the ſole regiment without controlment. Befides, hee corrup- 
ted ſo by bribes the Senafors of Rome thar had ſoveraigne authority in 
and over his Kingdome, that inſtead of puniſhment which his murther 
cried for, he was by the decree of the Senate allotted to the one halfe 
of the Kingdome. Vhereupon being growne yet more preſumptuous , 
hee made excurſions and ryots upon Adherbals territories, and did him 
thereby much injury * and from thence falling to open warre,. put him 
to flight, and* purſued him to a city , where hee beſieged him fo long, 
till he was conſtrained to yeeld himfelfe. And then having gotten him 


_ within his power, puthim to the cruelleſt death he could deviſe : which 


villanous deed gave juſt cauſe to the Romanes, of that warre which they 
tndertooke againſt him, wherein hee was diſcomfited : and ſeeing him- 
ſelfe utterly loft, fled to his ſonne in law Bochw, King of Mauritania, 
ro ſeeke ſupply of ſuccour, who receiving him into ſafegard, proved a falſe 
des him,and delivered him into the hands of his enemies,and ſo was he 

ried intriumphtoRomeby Afarims faſt bound;and being cometo Rome, 
caſt into perpetuall-prifon, where firſt his gowne was torne off his backe 
by 'violence, next a ring of gold pluckt off his care, lap and all 3 and 


Laſtly, himſelfe ſtarke naked throwne into a deepe ditch , where com- 
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bating with tamine ſix dayes , the ſeventh miſerably ended his wretched 
life, according to the merits of his miſdeeds. 0rſime, faith he, was ſtrang- 
led in priſon. 


ct his kingdome , and after under pretence of parlying with one of his 
Be66y ſlew him alſo : for which cauſe the Romanes tooke up the quar- 


rell, and made warre upon him , by meanes whereof much loſle and in- 


convenience grew unto him as well by fea as by land. After the firſt over-

Afterward being vanquiſhed in the night by Pompey the Roman , _ r 
to flight with ovely three of his company, as he went about to gather 
2 new ſupply of forces, behold tydings was brought him of the revolt of 
miny of his Provinces. and countries , and of the delivering up of the.reſt 
of his daughters into Pozppeyes hand ,, and of the treaſon of his yong ſonne 
Pharnax, the gallanteſt of his fonnes', and whom be purpoſed to make his 


| ſucceſſor, who had joyned himſelfe to his enemy, which troubled and afto- 


niſhed him more than all the reſt + ſo that his courage being quite daſhed, 
and all hope of bettering his eſtate extinguiſhed., his other two daughters 
he poyſoned with his owne hands, and ſought to praiſe the ſame experi- 
ment upon himſelfe, but that his. body was too ſtrong for the poiſon,and 
killed the, operation thereof by ſtrength.of nature : but that which poyſon 


could not effec. his owne {word performed.

The Emperour Phoces attained by this bloudy means the imperiall dig- —— 
nity,even by the ſlaughter of his lord and maſter 2fesricim,whom as he fled ©." 
indiſguiſed attire for feare of a treaſon pretended againſt him, he being be- 
foretime the Lievtenant Generall of his army, purſued fo maliciouſly and 
hotly,that he ovextooke him in his We for his further griefefirſt put 
all his children feverally to death betore his face, that every one of them 
might be a ſeverall death unto him before he died, and then ſtew him alſo. 

This murtherer was hethat firſt exalted tofo high a point the popiſh horn, 
when at the requeſt of Boniface he ordained, That rhe Biſhop of Rome ſhould 
have preheminence and authority over all other Biſhops : which he did to 
the end that the taine and blame of his moſt execrable murther might be 
either quite blotted out,or at Jeaſt winked at. Vnder his regency the forces 
of the Empire grew wondroully intodecay : France,S aine, Almaigne, and 
Lombardy,revolted fromthe Empire:and at laſt himſelfe being purſued by 
- bis ſon in law Priſc#s with the Senatours,was taken,and having his hands and 
feet cut off, was together with the whole race of his off-ſpring put toa moſt 
cruell death,becauſe of his cruell and tyrannous life. 

. Among all the ftrange examples of Gods judgements that ever were de- 
clared inthis world, that onethar betfell a King of Poland, called Popiel, for 
his murthers, is for the ſtrangenefle th moſt worthy to be had in me- 
mory:he reigned inthe yeareoft our Lord 1346.This manamongſt other of 
his particular kinds of curſings and ſwearings, whereof he was no niggard, 
uſed; ordinarily this oath, 1f it be not true, world rats mig ht devoure me ; Pro- nyap.c ol 
pheſying thereby his owne deſtrutionsfor hee was devoured by the ſame Aaxdes " 
meanes which he ſo often wiſhed for;asthe ſequell of his hiſtory will de- C6 
clare. The father of this Popiel feeling himſelfe neeredeath, reſigned the go- JO” 
vernment of his kingdome to two of his brethren;men exceedingly reveren- 
ced of ll men for the valour and vertue which appeared in them. He being 
deceaſed;and Pepiel being growne up to ripe and lawfull yeares, when he ſaw 
Himſelfe in full liberty, withour all bridle of government to doe what hee 
liſted, he began to give the full fwinge to his lawleſſe and unruly deſires, in 
fach ſort, that within few dajes he becatne fo ſhameleſle, that there was no 
vice which appeared not in his behavior,evento the working of thedeath of 
his owneuncles,for all their faithfull dealing towards him,which he by poj- 
fon brought to paſſe. Which being done,he cauſed himſelfe forthwith tobe 
crowned with garlands of flowers, andto be perfumed with precious oynt- 
ments : and tothe end the betfer to ſolemmiſe his entry tothe crowne, com- 
manded a fumptuons and | pom OR banquet to be prepared, whereunto all 

the Princes and Lords of his kingdome were invited. Now as they were 
about to give the onſet uponthe delicate cheere, behold an army of rats fal- 

lying our of the dead and En bodies of his uncles, ſet upon him, his 
 wiſeandchildren,amid their dainties,to gnaw them with their ſharp teeth, 
infomuch thar his gard with all their weaporis and ſtrength were not able to 
chaſe them away, but being weary with reſiſting their daily and mjghty aſ- 
faults,gave over the battell-wherefore counſell was given to make great cole 
fires about then, that the rats by that means might be kept off,not knowing 
that no policy or power of man was able to withſtand the unchangeable de- 


cree of God for, for all their huge forces they ceaſed not torun through _ 
5 mi 
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6 mid{ of them, and to aſſault withtheir tecth his cruell murtherer, Then 
I9 they gave him counſell to put himſelfe, his wife, and children into a boat, 
ad thruſt it intothe middeſt of a lake, thinking that by reaſon of the wa- 
ters the rats would not approach unto them:but alas 1n vainesfor they fivum 
through the waters amaine, and gnawing the boat, made ſuch chinkes into 
the Ch thereof, that the water a to run in : whichbeing perceived of 
the boatman, amaſed them ſore, and made them make poſte haſte untothe 
ſhore, where hee was no ſooner arrived, but a freih muſter of rats uniting 
their forces with the former,encountred him fo ſore,that they did him more 
ſcath than all the reſt. Whereupon all his guardzand others that were there 
preſent for his defence, perceiving it to bea judgement of Gods vengeance 
upon him,abandoned and torſooke himat once : who ſeeing himlſelfe deſti- 
tute of ſuccour,and forſaken on all ſides, flew into a high tower in Chouz- 
itze, whither alſo they purſued him, and climbing even up to the higheſt 
roome where hee was, firſt eat up his wife and children (ſhe being guilty of 
| his uncles death)and laſtly gnew and devoured him to the very bones. 
Munſter Cof- After the ſame fort was an Archbiſhop of Mentz,called Hatto, puniſhed _ ].- 
wezraphice. inthe yeare 949,under the reigre of the Emperour Oro thegreat,for the 
| extreme cruelty which be uſed towards certain poor beggers,whom in time 
of famine he aflembled together into a great barn,not to relieve their wants, 
as he might and ought, but to ridtheir lives,as he ought not,but did : for he 
Maendet.s, fet on fire the barne wherein they -were, and conſumed them all alive ; .and 
Avariceand comparing them to rats and micethat devoured good corne, but ſerved to 
— unmerciſulnes 1 other good uſe. But God that had regard and reſpect unto thoſe poore 
wretches, tooke their cauſe into his hand, to quit this proud Prelate with 
juſt revenge for his outrage committed againſt them 3 ſending towards him 
an army of rats and mice to lay ſiege againſt him with the engines of their 
teeth on all fides,whichwhenthis curſed wretch perccived,he removed into 
2 tower that ſtandeth in the midſt of Rhine, not far from Ae hee 
preſumed this boſt of rats could not purſue himzbut he was deceived : for. 
they ſwum over Rhine thick and threefold,and got into his tower with ſuch 
ſtrange fury,that in very ſhort ſpace they had conſumed him to nothing in 
memoriall whereof;this tower was ever after called the tower of rats. An4 
this was the tragedy of that bloudy arch-butcher that compared poore 
Chriſtian ſoules to brutiſh and baſe creatures, and therefore became him-- 
ſelfe a prey unto them,as Fopiel King of Poland did before him 3 in whoſe 
ſtrange examples the beames of Gods juſtice ſhine forth after an extrior- 
dinary and wonderfull manner;to the terrour and feare of all men;zwhen by 
the means of ſmall-creatures they made roome for his vengeance, to make 
entrance upon theſe execrable creature-murtherers, notwithſtanding all 
mans deviſes and impediments of nature : for the native operation of the 
elements was reſtrained'from hindering the paſſage of them,armed and in- 
| Ipired with an invincible and ſupernaturall courage, to feare neither fire, 
watcr,nor weapontill they had finiſhed his command that ſent rhem. And: 
thus in old time did frogs, flyes,graſhoppers,and lice, make war with Pha- 
raoh,at the command of him that hath all the world at his becke. 
After this Archbiſhop, in the ſame ranke of murtherers we finde regi- 
ſtred many. Popes, of all whom the moſt notorious and remarkable are 
theſe two, /znecent the fourth, and Boniface the eighth, who deſerved rather 
Fo be called Nocents and Malefaces than Innocents and Beniface,for their "_ 
ke 
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ked and perverle lives : for as touching the firſt of them, from the time that j 97 
bewas fir{t inſtalled in the Papacie, he alwayes bent his hornes againſt the 
Emperor Fredericke, and fought with him with anarmie not of men, but of 
excommunications and curſings 3 as their manner is : and ſceing that all his 
thundering Buls and Canons could not prevalle fo farre as hedelired,he pre- 
ſently fought to bring to paſſe that by treaſon which by force he could 

not : for he {o enchanted certain of his houſeiold ſervants wirh foule bribes 

and fairewords, that when by reaſon of his thort draught, the yſon which yyjerey. 
he miniſtre4 coulda not hurt him, he got them to ſtrangle him to death. Mgrins. 
Morcover, he was chicte ſower of that warre betwixt Henry, Lantgrave of * 
Thuring, whom hee created King of the Romanes, and Conrade, Prederickes 
ſonne, wherein he reaped a crop of diſcomfitures and overthrowes : after 
which, he was found flaine in his bed, his body being full of blacke markes, 

as if he had beene beaten to death with cudgels. 

Concerning Boniface, after he had by ſubtile and crafty meanes made his 
predeceſſor diſmiſle himſelfe of his the 42m: enthroniſed himſelfethere- ow 
in, he put him to death in priſon, and afterward made war upon the Gibi- 
lines,and committed much cruelty 3 wherefore alſo hedyed mad,as we heard Murdering 
before. But touching Popes and their puniſhments, we ſhall ſee mote 1n FRO 
the 44 chapter following, whither the 2xamples of themare referred, that 
exceeding inall kinde of wickednefle, cannot be rightly placed in the trea- 
tiſe of any particular commandement.

8 DW:#;am,County of Henault,offered them the combat 

inthe City of Queſhey to decide the controverſie, when 
as by law it could not be ended : whereunto they being come, and having 
broken their ſpeares in two,and encountered valiantly with their fyords, 
at length hethat was charged with and indecd guilty of the murder,was over- 
come of the other, and made to Confeſſe with his mouth in open audience 
the truth of the fat : Wherefore the County adjudged him in the fame 
place to be behcaded 3 which was ſpecdily executed,and the conquerour ha- 
nourably conducted to his lodging. Now albeit this manner of deciding | 
 controverhies be not approved of God,yet we muſt not think it happened at. 
all adventures, but rather that the iſſue thereof came of the Lord of Hoſts, 
th-r by this meanes gwe place to the execution of his moſt high and ſave-

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About this very timethere was a moſt cruel! and outragtous riot practi- 
ſed and performed upon Lews Duke of Orleance, brother toCharles the 
ſixth, by the complot and deviſe of 79h» Duke of Burgunaie, who ( as hee 
was naturally haughtie and ambitious ) went about to ulurpe the govern- 
menr of the realme of France, for that the king by reaſon of weakeneſle of 
his braine was not able tomannage the affaires thereof, fo that great trouble 
and uncivill warres were growne up by that occaſion inevery correr of the 
realme. As therefore he affected and gaped after the rule, fo hee thought no 
meanes diſhoneſt to attaine unto it, and therefore his firſt enterpriſe was 


* totake out of the way the Kings brother,who ſtood betwixt him and home. 


Having therefore provided fit champions for his purpoſe, he found oppor- 
cunity one night to cauſe him to. come out of his lodging late by counterfeit 
tokens from the king, as if he had ſent for him about ſome matters of im- 
portance: and being in theway to S. Pauls hoſtile, where the kings lodging 
was in Paris, the poore Prince {uſpe&ing nothing, was ſuddenly ſet upon 


with eighteen roiſters at once, with ſuch fury and violence, that in very 


this murder ; ſaying, That he had ex ly 0 


ſhort ſpace they left him dead upon the pavement, by the gate Barbet, his 
braines lying fcattered about the ſtreet. Aiter this deteſtable and odions 
a& committed and detected, the cruell Burgundian was fo farre from ſha- 
ming, that he vanted and boaſted at it, as if he had atchieved the moſt valo- 
rous and honourable exploit in the World (fo farre did his impudencie 
outſtretch the bond of reaſon. ) Nevertheleſle,;to caſt ſome counterfeit co- 
lourupon this rough practiſe, he uſed the conſcience ard fidclitic of three 
famous -Divines of Paris, who openly n ' rl allemblics approved of 

ended, 1it he had left it undone. 
About this device be imployecd eſpecially M. ohn Petit, a Sorboniſt Do- | 


or. whoſe raſhneſle and braſen-tacednefſe was ſo great, as in the counce]- 


| houſe ofthe King, ſtoutly to averre, That that which was done in the death 


of the Duke of Orleance was a vertuous and commendable a&tion, and the 
author of. it to be void of fault, and therefore ought tobe void of punifh- 
ment. The preface which this brave Orator uſed,was, That he was bounden 
in duetie to the Duke of Burgundie, in regard of a goodly penſion which he 
had received at his bands,and for that cauſe he had prepared his poor tongue 
intoken of gratitude to defend his cauſe. He might better have ſaid thus, 
That ſecing his tongue was poore and miſerable, and he bimſelfe a ſenceleſle 
creature, t Mme, ought not to allow or defend fo obſtinately ſuch ade- 
teſtable & traiterous murder committed upon a Duke of Orleance,and the 
ſame the Kings brother, in ſuch vile ſort 3 and that if he ſhould doe other- 
wiſe,heſkould approve of that which Godand man apparcntly condemned, 
yea the very Turkes and greateſt Paynims under heaven 3 and that he ſhould 
juſtifie the wicked, and condemne the innocent, which is anabomination 
before God ; and ſhould put darkenefſe in ſtead of light, and call chat which 
isevill, good : (for which the Prophet £/«y in his fitth chapter derounceth 
the jugdements of God againſt falſe prophets ) and ſhould follow the ſteps 
of Balaam, which let out his tongue to hire for the wages of iniquity : but 
none af theſe ſuppoſes came once 1nto his minde. But to returnetoour Hi- - 
ſtory : The Duke of Burgundy having rhe tongues of theſe brave NoRors 
at his commandement, and the Pariſians who bore themſelves partially in 
this quarrell ( generally favourers of his ſide ) came to Parts in armes, to 
juſtifie himſelfe, as he prerended, and ſtrucke ſuch a dreadfull awe of him- 
ENS”. | | ſelfe 
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ſelfe into all mens mindes,that notwithſtanding all the carneft purſtirt of 199 
the Dutcheſle, the widow of Orleance, for juſtice, heeſcaped unpuniſhed, Lads 
untill God ( by other meanes ) rooke vengeance upon him : which happe- 
ned aftera while, after that thoſe his complices of Paris ( being become 
lords and rulers of the citic ) had committed many horrible and cruell mur- 
ders, as of the Conſtable and Chancellor, two head officers of the realme, 
whoſe bodies faſt bound >, Ps drew nakedthroughthe ſtreets from 
place to place in. molt deſpighttull manner : for the Daulphin eſcaping 
their hands by night, and ſafegard 1n his caſtle, after that he heard of the 
ſeifure of the citic, found meanes to aſſemble certaine forces, and 
marched to Montereaufautyon with 20000 men, of purpoſeto be reven- 
ged on the Duke for all his brave and riotous demeanors : hither , under 
colour of parling anddevifing new means to pacifietheſeold civill troubles, 
| heenticedthe Duke ; and being come, at his very firſt arrivall, as he was 
bowing his knee in reverence to him, he cauſed him to be ſlaine. And on 
this manner was the Duke of Orleance death quitted, and the evill and cru- 
elty ſhewed towards him , returned upon the murderers owne necke; for 
25 he flew him trecherouſly and cowardly , fo was he alfo trecheroufly and 
cowardly flaine, and juſtly required with the ſame meaſure that he before 
had meaſured co another : notwithſtanding herein the Naulphin was not free 
from a grievous crime of diſloyaltie andtruth-breach, inworking his death 
without ſhame ofeither faith-breach or perjury, and that in his owne:pre- 
ſence, whom hee had ſooften with proteſtation of aſſurance and ſafctie, re- 
queſted tocome to him. Neither did heeſcape unpuniſhed for it z:for af- 
ter his fathers deceaſe he was in danger of loling the Crowne, and all for 
this cauſe : for Philip Duke of Burgundie taking his fathers revenge [into 
his hands , by his cunning devices wrought meanes to diſplace him from 
the ſucceſſion of the kingdome, by according a marriage betwixt the King 
of England and his ſiſter, to whom he in favor agreed ta give hiskingdome 
in reverſion after his owne deceaſe. Now afloone as the King of England: 
was ſeiſed upon the governement of France , the Daulphin was preſently 
ſummoned to the marble Table, to give: anſwere for the death of the old 
Duke : whither, when he made none appearance, they preſently baniſhed 
him the realme, and pronounced himto be unworthy tobe ſucceeder tothe 
noble Crowne : which truely was a very grievous chaſtiſement, and ſuch an 
one a brought with it a heape of many miſchiefes anddiſcomfitures,which 
w—— in the warre betwixt England and him , for the recovery of. his 
ingdome. | 2 
Peter, ſonne to 4lphonſu King of Caſtile , was a moſt bloudy andicruell roi. 56, t« 
Tyran : for firſt he put todeath his owne wife, the daughter of Pefer Duke *# 7 
of Burbon, and ſiſter to the Queene of France : next hee ſlew the morher 
of his baſtard brother Herrie, together with many Lords and Barons of the 
rcalme, for which he was hated not onely of all his ſubjects, but allo of his 
neighbor and adjoyning countries : which hatred moved the foreſaid Henrie 
to aſpire untothe, Crowne 3 which, what with the Popes avouch , who le- 
gitimated him, and the helpe of certaine French forces, and the ſupport 
of the Nobility of Caſti!e, he ſoone atchieved. Peter thus abandoned, put. 
his ſafeſt gard inhisheeles , and fled to Bordeaux, towards the Prince of 
VVales, of whom he received ſuch good entertainment, that with his aid 
he ſonne re-entred his loft dominions , and by maine battell chaſed his ba- 
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ſtard brother out of the confines thereof : but being re-inſtalled, whileſt his 
cruelties ceaſed not ro multiply on every fide, behold Henrie ( with anew 
ſupply out of France) began to aflayle him afreſh, and put him once again 
to his ſhifts : but all that he could doe , could not ſhift him out of Henrees 
hands , who purſued him fo hotly, that with his owne hands hee foone rid 


him our of all troubles, and afterwards peaccably enjoyed the kingdome 


of Caſtille. | 
But above all the horrible murders and maſlacres that ever were heard or 

read of in this laſt ageof the World, that bloudy maſlacre in France, un- 

der the reigne of Charles the ninth , is moſt famous , or rather infamous ; 

wheteinthe noble Admirall, with many of the nobility and gentrie, which 

were Proteſtants , were moſt traiterouſly and cruelly murdered in their 

chambers and beds in Paris , the foure and twentieth of Auguſt , in the 

night: inthis maſſacre were butchered in Paris that very night tenthouſand 

Proteſtants , and in all France, ( for other cities followed the example of 
Paris )thirty, ot as ſome ſay, forty thouſand, I will not ſtand to relate 

the particular circumſtances and manner thereof , it being at large defcri- 
bed by divers writers both in[French and Engliſh : only to our purpoſe, let 
us conſider the judgements and vengeance of Almightie God upon the 


chiefe praftiſers and plotters thereof, which were theſe : Charles the ninth 


thenKing , by whoſe, commiſſion and commandement this maſſacre was 
undertaken ; his brother and ſucceflour the Duke of Antiou ; the Queene 
wother, his baſtard brother, and the Duke of Guiſe, yea the whole towne 
of Paris 3and generally all France was guilty thereof. Now obſerve Gods 
juſt revenge : Charles himſelfe had the thred of his life cut off by the imme- 


diat hand of God, by/a long and lingring ſickeneſle, and that before he was 
s f1 


come tothe full ageof 24 yeres : in his ficknefle bloud iſſued ingreat abun- 


- dance out of many places of his body , infomuch that ſometimes be fell 


and wallowed in his owne bloud : that as he had delight to ſhed the bloud of 
fo many innocents, ſo he might now at the latter end of his dayes be glut- 
ted with bloud. And ſurely by this meanes the Lord did put him in minde 
of his former bloudy murders, to draw him to repentance, if it were poſ- 
ſible. The Duke of -Anjou, who fucceeded this Cherles in the Crowne of 
France, and was called Henriethe third, was murdered by a young Iacobine 
Monke, called Frier /aqses Clement, at the inſtigation ofthe duke de Maine 
and others of the league, and that (wherein appeareth manifeſtly the hand 
of God) in the ſelfe ſame chamber at S. Cloves wherein the Councell for 
the great maſſacre had beene taken and plotted, as it is conſtantly affirmed. 
The Duke of Guile, in the yeare 1 588, the 2 3 of December, was murde- 
red by the kings owne appointment, being ſent for into the kings chamber 
out of the councell chamber, where attended him 45 with rapiers and po- 
niards ready preparedto receive him. 'The Queene mother ſoone after the, 
flaughter of the Duke of Guilſe, tooke the matter foto heart , that ſhee 
went tobed, and dyed the firſt of Ianuarie after. Touching allthe reſt that 
were chiefe aQors 1n the tragidie, few or none eſcaped the apparant 
anceof God :|andas for Paris and the whole realme of France, they alſo Ele 
the ſevere ſcourge of Gods juſtice, partly by{civile wars and bloudſhed, and 
partly by famine and : other. plagues ;-ſo that the Lord hath plainly made 
knowne to the world, how precious inthe fight of his moſt Holy Majeſtic, 
is the death of innocents , and how j5apoſſible it 1s for cruell mnrderers to 
eſcape unpuniſhed, © TRIES ..

his eſtate : inſomuch as ſome called him Cyclops, ſome Buſirs, others An. 
res, forhis cruelty. Vherefore the Senate of Rome ſeeing his indignity, 
proclaimed him an enemy to their commonwealth. and made it lawfull FA 
any man to procure his death : Which being knowne , his ſouldiers lying 
at the ſiege ot Aquileia, moved with hatred, entred his tent at noo day, 
and \lew him and his ſonne together. 1 
Inftinian the yonger (no lefſe hatefull to his ſubjedts for his cruettythan 
eMaximinu ) was depoled from the empire by conſpiracy , and having his - 
nofthrils ſlit, exiled ro Cherſona, Lremtiws fucceeding in his place. How: 
beitere long he recovered his Crowne and Scepter , and returnedto Con- 
ſtantinople, exerciſing more cruelty at his returne, than ever he had done 
before : for he had not only pat to death Leawtins and Taherime , but alld all 
that any way favored their parts. It is ſaid of him, that he never blew his 
mangled noſe, but he cauſed one of them ro be executed to death. Ar laſt 
He was flaine by Philippicms, to verific the word of the Lord, That he which 
ftriketh with the ſword ſhall periſh with the ſword. Fg 
 Alboniue king of Lunbardy, drinking upona time to his wife Roſimand 
112 Cup made of her fathers skull { whom he ih battell had fſlaine ) fo dif- 
Pleaſed her therewith , that ( atttibuting more to naturall afﬀe@ion than 
unity of marriage) decreed with her Fj to hazard life and kingdorne, to 
be revenged upon this grievous injurie 3 wherefore ſhe thus praftiſed : A 
knight called Hemichild was enamoured with one of her maids 3 him ſhte 
brought into a ſecret darke plate by policie, in ſhew to'1njoy his love, but 
indeed to be at her command 3 for ſhe ſupplyed his loves place: and then 
diſcovering her ſclfe, pur it to his choiſe, either to kill her- busband, or to 
be accuſed by her of this villanie. Hemichild choſe the former, and indeed 
murdered his Lord in his bed 3 and after the deed done, fled with her to Ra- 
venna. But marke how the Lord requited this murder,everi moſt ſtrangely ; 
for they both which were linkt together in the fa&, were linkt together alfo 
in the puniſhment 3. and as they had beene joynt inſtruments of anothets 
deſtruftion, ſo he made them mutuall inſtruments of their owne * for y/- 
wand thinking tt poyſon him too, made him drinke halte her medicine : 
but hee feeling the poyſon in his veines, ſtaied in the mid way , and made 
her ſapup theother halfe for her part : ſo they died both together. |

of Naſſavia, and 4lbertws Duke of Auſtria, rooke upon them the regi- 


ment and managing of the State : whereupon grew grievous wars in all 


Germanic, and diſſention between the two State-men , ſo that Adolphus 
was ſlaineby the Duke of Auſtria in battell by the citicof Spire : whoſe 
death was thus notably revenged. All that tooke part againſt him, or 
that were acceſlary to the ar , periſhed moft ſtrangely 3 4/bert Earle 
of Hagerloch was flaine, Otto of Ochſenſteme was hanged , the Biſhop 
of Mentz died ſuddenly of an apoplexic, in his cellar, the Biſhop of 
Strasbrough was butchered by a Butcher : the Earle of Leimingen died 
of a frenfie, the Duke of Auſtria himſelfe was flaine by his nephew 


Tobn, from whom' hee had taken the government of Suevia , becauſe of 


his unthriftineſle : generally they all came to deſtrution, 1o om_— 
is the crie of innocent bloud, againſt thoſe that are guilty thereof. 

After the death of Woldimirw King of Rhythenia, his ſonne Beriſns 
ſucceeded in the kingdome , who though hee was a vertuous and relij- 
gious Prince, yet could not his vertue or religion priviledge him from 
the malice of his brother S#adopolcw, who gaping and itching for the 
Crowne , flew his brother -this good Prince as hee was ſleeping in 
his Chamber, together with his Eſquire that attended upon him : and 
not @&atent herewith , but adding murder to murder, - hee aſſaulted ano- 
ther} his brethren by the ſame impietie, and brought him to the 
ſame end. VVhereupon the laſt brother Toriſlaws ( to. bee revenged on 
this villanie.) ſet upon him with an armie of men, and killing his 
complices , drove him to fly to Crachws king of Polonia for ſuccour : 
who furniſhing him with a new armie, fent him backe againſt his 
brother, in which battell ( his ſucceſſe being equall to the former ) hee loſt 


his men, and himſelfe eſcaping the ſword, dyed in his flight to Polonia, 


and was buried in a baſe and ignoble ſepulchre, fit enough for ſo baſe and 
1&fioblea wretch. And that wemay ſee how hatefull and ungodly a thing it 
is tobeecither a proteCor or a ſaverof any murderer, marke the judgement 
of God that fell upon this king of Polonia, though not in his own perſon, 
yet in his poſterity ; for hee being dead, his eldeſt fonne and heire Crachus 
was.murdered by his younger brother Lechw, as they werehunting, ſo diſ- 

iſed and torn,that every man imputed his death not to Lechws (whoſe eyes 

opt crocodiles teares ) but to ſome my and cruell beaſt : howbeit ere 


long (his trechery being diſcovered,and diflſeiſed of his kingdome) heedied 


with extreame griefe and horrour of conſcience. And thus we ſcethat Cre- 
chus his kingdome came to deſolation for maintaining a murderer. | 

Tohn the high Prieſt of Jeruſalem, ſonne and ſucceſſor to ſds, had a 
brother doin, 


in his roome : upon which occaſion this eſis growing inſolent, ſpared not 
to revile his brother, and that in the temple, with immodeſt and opprobrt- 
ous ſpeeches, ſo that his anger being provoked he flew him in his rage; a 
moſt impious part for the high Prieſt to pollute the holy temple with 


bloud, and that of his owne brother , and ſo impious, that the Lord in -- 
juſtice could not chuſe but puniſh the whole nation for it moſt ſevere: y. 


For. this cauſe B&goſes impoſed a tribute upon them , even a moſt 'grie- 


vous tribute , that for every lambe they offered upon thealtar,they ſhould 


pay fiftie groats to the: king of Perſia , beſides the hppa" of

leſws , towhom Bagoſes the lieutenant of Artaxerxes army - 
promiſed the Prieſthood, meaning indeed to depole 79h», and inſtall him 
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their temple with the uncircumciſed Perfians, whoentred into it-ar:their 20 

pleaſures, and fo polluted the Sandtuary and holy thihgs of God + this pu- ; 

ni{hment continued upon them ſeven yeares and all forthis one murder.

no ſafer nor neerer waie for him. than to croſle the lake to Bonne, he entrea- 
tedone of his acquaintance , named 7ohn Yikaive, to procure him meanes 
of ſafe paſſage over the lake : who for that purpoſe procured two watermen 
torranſport him , with his horſe, r arell , and other things : being up- 
on the lake, the watermen, whereof the chicfeſt was called 47artin Bowrree, 
fell upon him andcut his throat : 1b» Yilleine underſtanding hereof com- 
plained to the magiſtrates 3 but they being foreſtalled with a preſent 
rom the murderer, of the gentlemans horfe , which was of great value, 
made no inquiſition into the matter, but ſaid, that hee was an enemy which 
was diſpatched : and ſo the murderers were juſtified ; but God would not 
leave it ſo unpuniſhed : for about rhe fifteenth of Tuly 15 9 1, this Bonrrie go-

being in ſentinell, one of his owne fellowes unawares ſhot him through the 
arme with a harquebuſe, whereof he languiſhed the ſpace of three moneths, 
and then died ſtarke mad. | 
The town of Bourges being yeelde1by Monſieur D'ywoy, during the firſt 
troubles in France, the inhabitants were inhibited from talking together, 
either within or without the towne , or from being above two together at a 
time: undercolour of which decree many were moſt cruelly murdercd : And 
2 principall ator herein was one Gerget captaine of the Bourbonne quar- 
ter, who made a common practiſe of killing innocent men, under that 
' Pretence. But ſhortly after , the Lord that heareth the crie of innocent 
leud met with him : for hee was ſtricken with a burning fever, and 
ranne up and downe blaſpheming the Name of God, calling upon the 
Divell, and crying out if any would goe along with him to hell, hee would 
Pay his charges ; and ſodied in deſperateand franticke manner.

Faulkners to executethis ſentence upon him, upon paine to bee drowned 
himſelfe : whereupon he performed his maſters command : But God defer- 
red not the revenge thereof long 3 for within three daies after, this Faulkner 
and a Lackey falling out about the dead mans apparel], went into the _

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and ſlew one another. Thus he that was but the inſtrument of that murder 205 
was juſtly puniſhed ; how much more is it likely that rheauthor eſcaped 
not {cot free,except the Lord gave hima heart truely to repent ? | 
It hath beene obſerved in the hiſtory of France, fincethe yeare of our 
Lord 1560, that of a thouſand murders which remained unpuniſhed in 
regard of men, not tenne of them eſcaped the hands of God , but came to 
moſt wretched ends. | 
In the yeare of our Lotd 1546 Toby Diazime, a Spaniard by birth, living 
a ſtudent and Profeflor in Paris , came firſt ro Geneva, and thento Stras- 
brough , andthere by the grace of Gods ſpirit ſaw his Sorbonicall errors, 
and renounced them , betaking himſelfe to. the profefſion ofthe purer reli- 
gion,and the company-and acquaintance of godly men : amongſt whom was 
Bacer that excellent man , who ſent him alſoto Nurrburge , to overſee the 
printing of a booke which he was to publiſh. Whileſt Diazims lived at this 
Nurnburge ( city ſcituat uponthe river Dim5w) his brother, a lawyer, .,.. Bhat 
and judge laterall to the Inquiſition, by name A!phonſus,came thither, and ; 
by all meanes poſſible endevoured to difſuade him from his religion,and to 
reduce him againe to _ But the good man perliſted in the truth not- 
withſtanding all his perſwaſions andthreats : wherefore the ſubrill fox took 
another courſe,and faining himlſelfe to be converted allo to his religion;ex- 
horted him to goe with him into Italy,where he might do much good;or at 
the leaſt to Anguſt : but by the counſell of Bacer and his friends he was kept 
| back,otherwiſe willingto follow his brothet. Wherefore 4/phonſws depat- 
ted, and exhorted him to conſtancy and perſeverance, givin Flm alſo = 
teene crowns to defray his charges.Now the wolfe afoot nthreedayes 
abſent,when he hireda rakehell and common butcher, and with him flew a- 
ain to Nurnburge in poſt haſt » and comming to his brothers lodging, de- 
| mace him a letter, which whileſt he read , the villain his confederat cleft 
his head in pieces with an axe, leaving him dead upon the floore, and ſo fled 
withall expedition. Howbeit they were apprehended, yet quit by the Popes 
juſtice (fo holy and ſacred are the fruits of his Holineſſe) though not by the 
juſtice of God, for within a while after hee hung himſelfe upon his mules 
necke at Trent. | 
Duke Abrogaftes ſlew Yalenmtinianthe Emperour of the Weſt, and ad- 
vanced Engeniu to the crowne of the Empite : but awhile after , the fame 
fivord which had ſl2in his lord and maſter was by his owne hands turned in- 
to.his owne bowels. 
Mempriciu the ſonne of Madan, the fourth King of England, then called Languer, Chre. 
Britaine after Brute, had a brother called Manlize, betwixt whom was great 
Arife for the ſoveraigne dominion : but to rid himſelfe of all his troublear 
once, he ſlew his brother Manliue by treaſon, and after continued his raigne 
in tyranny and all unlawfull luſts, the ſpace of twenty yeeres : but although 
vengeanceall this whilewinked, yet it ſlept not, for at the end ofthis ſpace, 
25 hewas hunting, he was devoured of wilde beaſts. FRO: 
Inthe yeareof our Lord God 745 one Sigebert was authoriſed king of 
the Saxons in Britaine, a cruell and tyrannous Prince towards his ſubjets. 
and one that changed the antient Lawes and cuſtomes of his Realmeafter 
his owne pleaſure : and becauſe a certaine Nobleman ſomewhat ſharpely 
advertiſed him of his evill conditions , hee maliciouſly cauſed him tobee 
put todeath. But ſee how the Lord revenged this murder , hee co ws 
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pn 6 Nobles to deprive him of his-kingly authority., and-at laſt as a deſolate 


and forlorne perſon ;-wandring alone ina. wood, tobe flaine of a ſwine- 
heard,whoſe maſterihe (being king) bad wrongfully put to death.

abroachr that murthefous practiſe. of himſelfe underitanding at length 
the innocency of theking , and the hainous cruelty of bis fact , gave the 
tenthpartof his goods:'tothe:Church, beftoweil uponthe Church of Heze- 
ford, in remembrance of this Erhelbert, great lands, buildedthe Abbey of 
S. Albons, with certajne other Monaſteries beſide , and afterward went to 
Rome for his penance , where hee gaveto the Churchof $. Peter, a peny - 
through every.houſe in his dotninion , whichwas commonly:called Rome- 
ſhot , 'or Peterpence, -and there at length was transformed: froma king to 
2 monke. Thus God puniſhed not only hint and his wife , but the whole 
land, for this vile murder. _ TT 

One principall-cauſe of the conqueſt of this land by the Normans , was 
a vile and horrible murder committed by.one- Goodwin, an Earle in Eng- 
land , upon certaine Mormans that came overwith Affred and Edward, 
to viſit their mother Emma, that had beene married to King Canutw, 
This matter thus fell out ; When theſe two came from Normandy to 
England , to viſit their mother, as I have ſaid, Earle Goodwrn having a 
daughter called Godith, whom hee thought to marry to Edward, and ad- 
vance him tothe kingdome, to bring his purpoſe to paſle uſed this pra- 
Riſe, that is, to perſwade King. Hardeknowr and the Lords , not to ſuf- 
ferthoſe Normans to bee within the Realme , for jeopardy , but rather 
to puniſh-them for example : by which meanes hee got authority to or- 
der the matter himſelfe : Wherefore hee met them on Guild downe, and 
there wretchedly murdered, or rather martyred the moſt part of the Nor- 
mans, killing nine , and leaving the tenth alive throughout the whole 
company 3 and then tything againethe ſaid tyth,he ſlew every tenth knight, 
andthat by cruell torment , as winding their guts out of their body, after 
a moſt ſavage manner : among the reſt he put out the eyes of the elder of 
the. two brethren, &ifred, and ſent him to an Abbey at Elie; 
where being fed with bread and warer , hee ere long; ended his life. 
Now albeit hee obtained his purpoſe hereby ; and married his daugh- 
ter to Eaward, who was after King, ' called Edward the Confeſlor, 
INT yet 
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yet did not Gods juſtice ſleepe to puniſh this horrible murder : tor he him- 
ſelfe died not long after ſuddenly, havirg forſworne himſelfe , and the 
Normanes with W:/{;am their Duke ere long came into this Iland, to 
revenge this murder , as alſo to claimea right of inheritance bequeathed 


unto him by Edward his Nepheiy : and how hee ſucceeded, and what milſe- 


ry he brought this whole Nation unto , who knoweth not. Bur heere is 
the juſtice of God : As the Normans comming with a naturall Engliſh 
Prince, were moſt cruelly and barbarouſly murdered of Engliſhmen 3 fo 
afterwards the Engliſhmen were flaine and conquered, by the Normans 
comming witha forreine King,being none of thetr naturall countrey. | 

Inthe yeare of our Lord f{1xe hundred threeſcore and cighteene, Childe- 
rich Kingof France cauſed a Nobleman of his Realme, called Botyde, to bee 
bound to a ſtake, and there beaten to death , without the pretence of any 
juſt crime or accuſition againſt hum : For which cruelty his Lords and 
Commons, being grievouſly offended , conſpired together, and ſlew him 
and his wifcas they were hunting. | | 

In the raigne of Edwardthe ſecond and Edward the third, Sit Roger Mor- 
timer committed many villanous outrages , 1n grey. much humane 
bloud : but he was alſo juſtly recompenced in the end; firſt he murdered 
King Edwardthe ſecond , \ying in Barkeley Caſtle, to the end he might, 
 aSit was ſuppoſed, enjoy Iſabel his wife, with whom he had very ſuſpi- 
tious familiarity. Secondly , he cauſed Edward rhe third to conclude a di- 
ſhonorable peace with the Scots , by reſtoring them all their ancient wri- 
tings, charters, and patents, whereby the Kings of Scotland had bound 
themſelves to be feudaries. tothe Kings of England. Thirdly , he accuſed 
Edmand Earlc of Kent, uncle to King \Edward, of treaſon , and cauſed him 
unjuſtly to bee put todeath. And laſtly he conſpi redagainſt the King to 
worke his deſtruion 3 for which and divers other things that were laid to 
his charge he was worthily and juſtlybeheaded. —_ 

Inthe reigne of Henry the ſixt , Humfreythe good duke of Glouceſter, 
and faithfull prote&tour of the King , by the meanes of certaine malicious 
perſons, to wit , the Queene, the Cardinall of Wincheſter , and eſpeci- 
ally the Marqueſſe of Suffolke , (as it was ſuppoſed ) was arreſted, caſt 
into hold , and ſtrangledto death in the Abbey of Bure : For which cauſe 
the Lords hand of judgement was upon them all : for the Marquefſewas 
not onely baniſhed the land for the ſpace of five yeares , but alſo baniſhed 
 outof his life for ever 3 for as hee failed towards France, hee was met 
withall by a Ship of Warre, and there preſently beheaded , and the 
dead corps caſt up at Dover 3 that England wherein he had committed 
the crime, might be a witneſle of his puniſhment. The Queene,, that 


thought by this meanes to preſerve her husband in honour, and her ſelfe - 


ineſtate, thercby both loſt her husband and her ſtate : her husband loſt 
his realme 3 and the Realme loſt Anjou, Normandy, with all other 
places beyond the ſea, Calice onely excepted. As for the Cardinall, 
who was the principall artificer of allrhis miſchiefe, he lived not lon 

after and being on his death bed, murmured and grudged againſt Gol: 


asking wherefore hee ſhould die , having ſo much wealthand riches ? and 


ſaying , That if the whole Realme would fave his life , he was ableeither 


* by policy to get it , or by riches to buy it : but death wouldnot be bri- 


bed ; for all his aboundant treaſure he died miſerably , more like a Heathen 
© than 
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208 than 2 Chriſtian, without any ſhew of repentence. Andthus was the o00d

fornlen/. 


Dukes death revenged upon the princiall procurers thereof. 

| Asthe murder of a gentleman in Kent , called maſter Arden of Fevet- 
ſham, was moſt execrable, ſo the wonderfull diſcovery thereot was exceed- 
ing rare. This C4rdenbeing ſomewhat aged , had to witea young woman, 
no leſle faire than diſhoneſt , who being in love with one Ao5bic more than 
her husband, did not onely abuſe his bed, but alſo conſpired his death with 
this ber companion : for together they hired a notorious Ruffin , One Blacke 
Will, to ſtrangle him to death with a towell as he was playing a gameat ta- 
bles : which though ſecretly done, yet by her owne guilty conſcience,and 
ſome tokens of bloud which appeated in his houſe , was ſoone difcovered 
and confeſſed. Wherefore ſhe her ſelfewas burnt at Canterbury : Michael, 
maſter £4rdens man, was hanged in chaines at Feverſham : 44056:e and his 
fitter were hanged in. Smithfield : Greene another partner in this bloudy 
2&tion was hanged in chaines in the high way agawſt Feverſham : And 
Blacke Will the Ruffin, after his firſt eſcape, was apprehendedand burnt on 
2 ſcaffold at Fluſhing in Zeeland. And thus all the murderers had their de- 
ſerved dues in this life , and what they endured inthe lite to come (excepr 


they obtained mercy by true repentance) is caſte to judge.

true and firme , which he made almoſtbeforeall other lawes : He that ſhed- 
deth inans bloud, by man ſhall his bloudbeſbed. IfT ſhould commit towriring 
211 the examplesof this kinde , which cither are recorded in Authors , 'or 
whichdayly experience doth offer unto us, it would require rather a full 
Booke than a ſhort Chapter for that ſubject : Andtherefore T will be con- 
tent with ſome few, and thoſe fortruth moſt credible , and yet for ſtrange- 
nefſe. moſt incredible. - AE 
 Andto begin withour owne countrey : About the yeareof our Lord 
867, acertaine Nobleman of the Danes, of the kings ftock, called Lothebro- 
cc, farher to Inguar and Habba,entring upona certaine time with his hawke 
into a: cockboat alone, by chance through tempeſt was driven with his 
hawketo the coaſt of Northfolke in England , named Rodbam : where be- 
ing found;anddetained,hewas preſented to king Edmund, that raigned over 
the Eaſt-Angles in Northfalke and Suffolkeat that time, The King (as hee 
| was 
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was ajuſt and good man) underſtanding his parentage, and ſeeing his cauſe, #209 
entertained him in his Court accordingly 3 and every day more and more - 
perceiving his a&tivity , and great dexterity in hunting and hawking , bate 
ſpeciall favour unto him : inſomuch that the Kings Faulconer bearing pri- 
vy malice againſt him, for this cauſe,ſecretly as they were hutiting together 
ina wood, did murther him, and threw him in a buth. Zothebroke beingthus 
murthered , aud ſhortly miſſed inthe Kings houſe, notydings could be 
heard of him, untill it pleaſed God to reveale the murther by his dog : 
which continuing in the wood with the corps of his Maſter, at ſundry times 
came to the Court , and faunedon the King : ſo that the King fufpeing 
ſome ſuch matter,at length followed the trace of the hound,and was brought 
to the place where Lothebroke lay. Whereupon inquiſition being make : 
at length by ſome circumſtances of words , and other ſuſpitions, it was 
knowne that he was murdered by Berike the _ Faulconer : who for his 
puniſhment he was ſet intothe ſame boat of Lorhebroke alone , and ſo com- | 
mitted to the mercy of the ſea: but the fea more mercifull to him'than be 
wasto Lethebroke , carried him dire&ly to the coaſt of Deninarke,; from 
whence LZothebroke came 3 as it were there to be puniſhed for his murder.

The like tory the fame Author reporteth of the mutdet of the Poet 
Hefied, who being ſlaine by the ſonnes of GanyFor, the murder, rhongh ſe- 
cret , and the Murderers, though unknown to all 'th& World ſaver6God 
and their owne conſcience, were diſcovered and brought to puniſhment by 
the means of a:dog which belonged to him that was rurdeted. © 


The like alſo we reade of two French Merchants, whic bras, 1 be, 
ther through a certaine Wood , one of tirem toſe apainſt the other | 6, 

deſire of his mony', and fo ſlew him, and buried hitn - but the Dog df the - 
murdered Merchant would not depart from the place,but filled the Woods 
with howlings andctyes. The murderer went forwardoti bis joufticy,, atid 
the Inhabitants necte the ſaid Wood, found our the taittdered cofps; and 
alſothe Dog , whomthey tcoke up and nouriſhed till the Fairewas _ 
af 
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and the Merchants returned 3 at which time they watched the H ighwayes, 
having the Dog with them : who ſecing the murtherer , inſtantly made 
force at him withoutall provocation , as a man would doeat his mortal! 


' enemy: which thing cauſed the people to apprehend him ; who being exa- 
' mined, confeſſed the fat , and recewed condigne puniſhment for ſo foule 


a deed. | 
The ſame Author reporteth yet a more memorable and ſtrange ſtory of 


another murder diſcovered alfo by the meanes of adogge , which I may 
not omit. There was (faith hee) a certaine maid neere Paris, who was be- 


_Joved of two young men the one of whom as he was going to viſite his 


love, happenedto be murdered by. the way, and buried : now his dog which 
he had with him would not depart from the grave of his maſter : at the laſt 
the young man being miſled by his father and brethren , was diligently 
ſought for ; but not finding him , at laft they found his dog lying upon his | 
grave, that howled pittifully as ſooneas he ſaw his maſters brother : the 
grave was opened,and the wounded corps found, which was brought away, 
and committed to other buriall , untill the murderer ſhould be deſcryed : 
Afterward, in proceſſe of time, the dogge in the preſence of the dead mans 
brethren eſpied the murderer,and preſently aſlaulted him with great fierce- 
neſſe : VWhereupon he was apprehended, and examined, andwhen by no 
meanes nor policy he would confeſle , the magiſtrate adjudged, That the 
young man and the dogge ſhould combate together : The dogge was cover- 
ed with a dry ſod skinne in ftcadof armour,and the murderer with a ſpeare, 
2ndon his body a thinne linnen cloth; and ſo they both came forth to fight: 
but behold the hand of vengeance : the man offering at the dogge with his 


ſpexre, the dogge leaped preſently at his face ,. and caught him faſtby the 
th wt”, 


at , and overthrew him : whereat the wretch amaſed , Cryedout tothe 
beholders, Take pity.on me , and pull off the dogge from my throat, and 
I will confeſleall : the which being done, he declared the cauſe and manner 


ofthe whole murder, and for the ſame was deſervedly put to death. 


All theſe murders were diſcovered by dogges , the Lord uſing them as 


inftruments to. reveale his juſtice and vengeance- upon this bloudy ſinne, 


but theſe following by other meanes : The murderof the Poet Ibycws was 
detected by.Crancs 3.25 you may ſee inthe 3 6 chapterof this booke more 


' - Lmther recites ſuch another ſtory as that of 7bycas,of.a certain Almaigne, 
who intravelling fell among theeves, which being about to cut his threar, 
the poore maneſpied a flight of Crows, and ſaid, O Crows I take you for wit- 
nefſes and revengers of my death. About two or three dates after,theſe mur- 


| - deringtheeves drinking inan Inne, acompanyof Crows came and lighted 


on the top of the houſe : whereuponthe theeves began+to laugh and fay one 
toanother,Looke yonder are they which muſt revenge his death, whomwe 
diſpatched the other day. The Tapſter over hearing them, told it to the ma- 
Siftrat 3 who preſently cauſed them to be apprehended, and upon their dif- 
agreeing in ſpeeches and contrary anſwers, urged them fo far;that they con- 
feſſed the truth, and receivedtheir deſerved puniſhment.

Now this Merchant being expected at Luca a whole yeare together , whi- 
ther he had ſent word he would ſhortly repaire 3 when he camegnot, a meſ- 
ſenger was diſpatched to ſeeke him out; andafter muchenquiry at London 
-and Roan,andelſewherche learnt at laſt inſan Inne , that a Lucquois Mer- 
chant about ſixe moneths before had lodgeFthere, and was gone to Paris : . 
wherealſo not hearing any tydings of him, he ſuſpeCted that he was mur- 
thered, & made his complaint to the Court of Parliament at Roan:VWhich | | 
imbracing this buſineſſe ( being direted by Gods providence) made en- i 
quiry up and downe the Towne, Whether there were any that within ſeven | "= 
or eight moneths had ſet up a new ſhop 3 and finding one , cauſed him ro 
be arreſted for a ſuppoſed and a pretended debt : but 1n the end examined 
him ow this murther,and laid it to his charge : herewith the priſoner, ſo- 
licited partly bythe remorſe of his-conſcience,8 partly by hope of freeing v 
himſelfe by a bribe,confeſſed the fad in private to the Juſtice : but as ſoone 
as he perceived that he went about tocall in witneſſes to his confeſſion, hee 
—_ it againe : in briefe,the new Merchant is committed to priſon, and 
he ſueth the Juſtice for forgerie and falſe impriſonment : the Juſtice can 
by no meanes cleare himſelfe,but onely by the affurance that all men had 
. of his honeſty. The matter hangs thus in ſuſpence, till at length the dead 
carkaſſeofthe Lucquois was heord of, and the blind manalfo cameto light 
who heard the noyſe of the murther : to make ſhort , this blind 'man was 
brought to confront the priſoner 3 and twenty men were cauſed to ſpeake 
one after another , and ſtill the blinde man was demaunded,whether hee 
knew their voices,and ſaid, That that was the man that anſwered him onthe 
mountaine. This courſe being ofttimes re-iterated, the blind man hit al- 
wayes on the right,and never miſſed, VWhereupon the Court condemned 
 himto death,and before he dyed he confeſſed the fa; to the great glory of 
Gods Juſtice, and the great amazement and ftrange aſtoniſhment ofall 
men.

now.marke the juſtice of God,who hatin promiſed,that nothing ſhall be ſo 
hid but ſhall be broughtto light. It hapned,that one 19hs Flaming, Serge- 
ant ofthe Subſidies at Paris,being upon occaſion of bufineſle at S. Leups, 
a Village by Montmoreney, chanced among othertalke at Supper to ſay, 
how he had left his wife at home ſicke,and no body with ber but a little boy: 
there was nod man then preſent,named 4»ſtier, and a ſonne in law,of 
his, who" immediatly.upon this ſpeech went away that night, with eachof 
them a basket of cherries and a greene gooſe,and came about ten of the clock 
the next morning to Flamings houſe,where they intended to murder beth 
the woman and the boy, and to poſleſle themſelves of all the goods that they 
could conveniently carrie away : but the Lord prevented them of their pur- 
poſe: for being ler in at the dores by the boy, pretending that they came 
from the husband with thoſe remembrances to his wite,they preſently flew 
the boy,thinking alſo to ſurpriſethe womanzbut ſhe hearing the cry of the 
boy, lockt faft her chataber dore,and cried for heſpe out at her window, 
whereupon the neighbors running to the houſe tooke theſe two villaines , 
one hidden inthe funnell-of the Chimney 3 and the orher in a Well in the 
Cellar,with nothing byt-his noſeabove water. Now theſe two wretches be- 
ing thus apprehended, arraigned,and.condemned,, being on the ſcaffold at 


thephlace'of cxecution,the old man defired to ſpeake with tke Smithes wi- 
dow; whoſe husband was _ for the firſt murder : ofwhom when ſhe ]. 
iC 


came, heeasked forgiveneſle 3 ſaying, that it was be which bad killed the 
young woman by S. Oppartaves Chureh. Thus the Lord diſcovered both 
the innocency of the Smith,and the guiltineſle of this vile murderer , and 
that twenty yeeres after the fat was committed, 

Nor long ſince the like diſcovery of a murderer was made here in Eng- 
land in Leiceſterſhire,not farre from Lutterworth, almoſt twenty yeeres 
after the fat committed, The murder was committed by a Miller upon one 


in his Mill, whom he buried inthe ground hard by : This Miller removed - 


unto another countrey,and there dwelta long ſpace, untill at laſt guided by 
Gods Almighty providence,to the manufeſtation of his juſtice, he returned 


unto that place to viſit forme of bis friends. Now in the meane time whileſt 


he was there,the Miller that now poſlefled rhe former Mill,had occaſionto 
dig deepe intothe ground,where he found the carkaſle ofa dead man, pre: 
ſently it was ſuſpeSted that ſome had beene murdered,and was there buried: 
whereupon the Lord put it into their hearts to remember , how about 
wwenty yeares before a certaine neighbour of theirs was ſuddenly miſſed, 
and could never be heard of, inſomuch that all ſuppoſed him to have beene 
dead in ſome ſtrange countrey : this carkaſle they ſuſpected ty be his , and 
bethinking themſelves who was then Miller of that Mill , behold he was 
there ready inthe townegnot having been there for many yeares before. This 
man-was ſuſpe&ed,nd thereupon examined, and without much adoe confeſ- 
ſedrhefa&,and received deſerved puniſhment.

Another murderer at Tubing betrayed his murder by his owne fighes, 
which were ſodeepe and inceſſant, in grieke not of his-fact, but of his ſmall | 


booty, that being bur asked the queſtion, be confeſſed the crime, and under- 


went worthy puniſhment. : 
Another martherer in Spainwas diſcovered by the trembling of his heart; 
for when many were ſuſpetted of the'murder, and all renounced it, rhe 
Judge cauſed all their breaſts to be opened, and him'in . whom he ſaw moſt 
trembling of breſt,he condemned,whoalfo could not deny the faR,butpre+ 
{ently confeſſed the ſame. Ip 43; 
- Art Iſenacumacertaineyong man being in leve with a maid, and not ha- 
ving wherewith to maintzin/her,uſed this unlawfull meanes to accomplaſh 
hisdeſire; upon a night heflew his hoſt, and chrowing his body intoa Cel- 
lar,tooke away all his money , andthen hafted away 3 but the terrour of 
his owne conſcience and the judgement” of 'God ſo beſotted him,that hee 
could not ſtirre a foot untillhe was apprehended. Ar the fame time c3far- 
tin Luther,and Philip Melani#hen abode at Iſenacum,and were eye-witneſles 
ofthis miraculous judgement, who alfoſo dealt with this murderer,thar im 
moſt humble and penitent confeſſion of his finnes,and comfort of ſoule, he 


By all theſe examples wee [ee ,i how hard it is fora murderer to eſcape 
withour his reward : when the juſtice of man is either too blinde , that-it 
cannot ſearchiout the truth, or too bluner, that it doth not irike: with feve- 
rity the man appointed'unto death ; rhen the juſtice of God rifethup, and 
with his owne arme he diſcovercth and puniſheth rhe murderer 5 yea,rather 
than he ſhall goe unpunifhed ; ſenceleſſe creatures and his owne heart and 
tongue riſe to give ſentence againſt him. I doubt not but daily experi- 
ence in all places affordeth many more examples to this purpoſe, and eſpe- 
cally the experience of our Judges in criminall cauſes,who have continuall 
occafionof underſtanding ſuch matters in their Circuits: but theſe ſhall 


fuffice for our preſent purpoſe.

them for their finnes : three examples of greateſt note I will propound, 
which 1 thinke can hardly bee matched. LOTS 
When the City of Jeruſalem was taken by Herod and Sofiws,, there was 
a certaine Jew that had hidden himſelfe in a dennewith his wife and ſeven 
children 3 to whom Herod offered both life and liberty, if hee would come 
forth : but the ſtiffe-hearted wretch had rather die. than bee captive to the 
Romanes : therefore refuſing Herod offer , hee firſt threw downe his chil= 
dren headlong from a high rocke , and burſttheir neckes, next hee ſent his 
wife after them, and laſtly tumbled himſelfe upon their carkafſes.to make 
upthe tragedie : a horrible and lamentable ſpeCacle of a proud and deſpe- 
rate minde. | | Sp 
The ſecond example is nothing inferior to the former. After the fiege 
and 
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and facking of Jotapata by the Romanes, forty Jewes (among whom was 
Loſepive the writer of this ftory ) having hid rhemſelves ina cave,by mutu- 
all conſent killed one another, rather than they would fall intothe hands of 


the Romines : /oſephws onely, with one other , by his perſuaſion , by great 
art and.induſtry, after the other wereſlain , proceeded rot in that bloudy 
- enterpriſe, but yeelded themſelves,to the mercy of the enemies , and fo ef- 


caped withtheir lives. 'This fearctullobſtinacy may well be imputed to the 
juſtice of God upon them, as for their other {innes, ſo eſpecially for cruci- 
fy in the Lord of life, whoſe bloud they imprecated might fall on themand 
ontheir children. ©... 
 Thethirdexample ſurpaſleth both the former both in cruelty and obſti- 
- Eleazer the Jew after the taking of Jeruſalem fled into rhe tower of 
undred followers 3 being beſieged thereby Sabinm Fla- 
vicar, a Roman Captaine , when he ſaw.that the walls were almoſt beaten 


| downe, andthat therewas no hope of eſca ping » heperſuaded his compani- 
re 


ons bya pithy and vehement Oration, and drew themto this reſolution, 
that tenne ſhould be choſen by lot, which ſhould k1ll allthe reſt , together 
with their wives andchildren, and that afterward they themſelves ſhould 
Kill each other. The former part of this Tragedy being performed , the 
ſurviving'tenne firſt {er.on firethe Tower , that no prey might come unto 
the enemy (the yictuals only preſerved , to the end it might be knowne, 
that not hunger, but deſperate valour drew them to this bloudy maſſacre : ) 
then according totheir appoyntment , by mutuall wounds they diſpatched 
one another : and of ſo great a number not one remained , beſides one wo- 
man with her five children, who hearing the horribleneſle of their determi- 
nation, hid her ſelfe in a:cave inthe ground , and fo eſcapedwith the life of 
her ſelfe and her children, and became areporter of this whole ſtory, 

_. The like ſtory is recorded by Livie touching the Campagnians 3 who 
being belicged by the Romanes,and conſtrained to yeeld uptheir City unto 
them upon compoſition, F:b:#, a chiete nobleman of the City, with ſeven 


and twenty other Senatours , that they might not fall into their enemies 


hands, afterthey had glutted themſelves with wine and good cheere, dranke 


_ allof them poyfon, and ſo bewayling the ſtate of their counrrey and embra- 


cing each other,and taking their laſt farewell, diedere the enemies were re- 
ceived.into the city. | 
 Butbes, otherwiſe called Boges by Heroedotus,Governor of Thracia, being 
beſieged inthe city Eion,by Cymon the Athenian capraine , tothe endthar 
the enemy might receive no benefit nor great glory by his victory , firſt 
cauſed the city to be fired , and then by one conſent they all killed them- 
ſelves.So likewiſe did Ariarathes king of Capadocia, when he was beſteged 
by Perdicca. Cato Yicenſis , rather than hewould fall intothe hands of lali- 
"os oy dey enemy,after his viſtory over Pompey,fell upon his owne ſword, 
and flew himſelfe ; having firit read P/ato's booke of the ummortality of the 
ſoule. So likewiſe did Marcus 4ntoniue, after that hewas overcome by Au- 
guſts. And Cleoparrathe Egyptian Queene, when as by herallurements 
ſhe could not intice Auzguftus to her luſt , as ſhe had done Anthony , but 
perceived that ſhe was reſerved for triumph , eſcaping out of priſon, and 
placing her ſelfe in her ſumptuous ſepulchre, neere to the body of her dead 
paramour, ſet an Aſpe to her left arme, by the venome whereof ſhe died as 
it were ina ſleepe. Thus the Lord doth infatuate the mindes of wicked __

Solon being deman- 
ded why he appointed no puniſhment in his Lawes for Paricides;anfvered, 
that there was no neceſfity,thinking that the wide world could not afford ſg 
wicked 2 wretch. Ir is ſaud,that Rownuley for the ſame cauſe ordained no py» 
niſhment in his Common-wealth for that crime, þut called every murde- 
rera Paricide 3 the one being in his opinion a thing execrable,and the ather 
impoſſible. And intruth there was not for 600 yeeres ſpace (accordingto 
Platarchs report ) found in Rome any one that had cammitted this execra- 
ble fat. The irſt Paricide that Rome ſaw,was Lucim Oft ins , after the firſt 
Pumicke warre 3 although orher Writers affirme, that 4. Meliolus was the 
firſt;and Lucia the ſecond : howſoever it was , they both underwent the 
puniſhment ofthe Law_Pompeia,which enaed, That ſuch offenders ſhould 
he thruſt intoa ſacke of Leather,and an Ape,a Corke,a Viper, and a ay:

and ranſacking his coffers, one of Cleodovics faitors ftrooke Pim ſuddenly, 
and murdered him, and fo Cleodeime feiled both upon the Crowne and

After the death of Hircanus, Arifiobulns ſucceeded in the government. of 
Judea,whichwhileſt he ſtrove to reduce into a kingdome , and to weare a 
crown,contrary to the cuſtome of his predeceſlors,his mother 8 other bre- 
thren contending with himabout the ſame,he caſt in priſon, & took Antigo- 
us his next brother to be his affociate-but ere long(a good gratefull ſon)he 
famiſhed her to de?th with hunger that had fed him to life with her teares, 
even his naturall mother : And after perſwaded with falſe accuſfations,cau-

aA gEcing thenthey that take away their neighbours lives doe not 
VG ps unpuniſhed, ( as by the former examples it jg ls 
LW. 2 mult needs follow,that it Gy to whom the {word of Juſtice is 
| = committed of God,to repreſlc wrongs,and chaſtiſe vices, dogive 
over themſelves to cruelties, and to kill and ſlay thoſewhom they ought in 
duty to prote& and defend, muſt receive a greater meaſure pen, 
according to the meaſure and quality of their offence. Such an one was 
Sasl the Pct king of Iſrael; whoalbeit he ought to have beene —— 
inſtructed out of the law of God inhis {ws in this behalfe : yet was hee fo 


cruell and bloody-minded, as contrary to all Juſtice, ro put todeath<xbi- 


 melechthe high Puieſt,with foureſcore and five other Prieſts, of the family 


of his father,onely for receiving David into his houſe : a ſmall,or rather no 
offence. And yet not ſatisfied therewith, he vomited out his rage alſo againſt 
thewhole city ofthe Prieſts,and put to the mercileſle ſword both man,wo- 
man,and child, without ſparingany. He ſlew many of the Gibeonites, who 
though they were reliques of the Amorites that firſt inhabited thar land, 
yet b:cauſe they were received into league of amity by a ſolemne oath, and 
rmitted of long continuance to dwell amongſt them , ſhould not have 
ceneawarded as enemies, nor handled after fſo' cruell a faſhion. Thug 
therefore hee tyrannizing and playing the Butcher amongſthis own ſubjeRs 
( for whichcauſe his houſe was calledthe houſe of ſlaughter) and praQi- 
ſing many other foule enormities,he was at the laſt overcome of the Phili- 
tims,and ſore wounded : which when be ſaw, fearing to fall alive into his 
enemies hands,and not —_—_— of bis owne men that would lay their 
hands upon him,deſperately flew himſelfe. The ſame day three of his ſons, 
and they that followed him of his owne houſhould,wereall ſhine. The 
Philiſtims the next day finding his dead body diſpoyled among the carkaſ- 
ſes,beheaded it,and carried the head in triumph ro the temple of their god, 
and hung up the trunke in diſgrace in one of their Cities,tobe ſcene, lookr 
ene: wg at. And yet forall this was not the fire of Gods wrath 
Davids time there aroſe a famine that laſted three 
yeeres,the cauſe thereof was declared by God tobe the murder which Saul 
committed upon the Gibeonites : wherefore David delivered Sauls ſeven 


ſons into the Gibeonites hands that were left , who put them to the moſt 


 ſhamefulldeath;thar is;evento hanging, Amongſt all the fins of King 4- 
,chab and Iezabel, which were many an 
inthe fore front 3 for though hee had committed no ſuch crime as mighe 


great,the murder of Naboth ſtanderh 
any way deſerve death , yet by the ſubtill and wicked deviſe of ezabel,

Andlaſtly,as indoing to death his own brethren, he committed cruelty a- 
gainſt his owne bowels, fo the Lord ftroke him with ſuchan incurable diſ- 
eaſe in his bowels,and fo perpetuall ( for it continued two yeares ) that his 
very entrails iſſued out with torment,and ſo he dyed in horrible oy "es 

Albeit that in the former booke we live already touched the pride and 
arrogancy of King Alexander the Great, yet we cannot pretermit to ſpeake 
of him in this place,his example ſerving to fit forthe preſent ſubje&3 for 
althouzh as touching the reſt of his life he was very well governed in his 

Private aXions ; as a Monarch of his reputation might be; yet in his .de- 
clining age ( I meane not in yeares, but to deathward ) he grew exceeding 
cruell,not onely towards ſtrangers,asthe Coſleis,whom he deſtroyed tothe 
ſucking babe,but alſoto his houſhold and familiar friends : Infomuch thax 
being become odious to moſt, feweſt lovedhim, and divers wrought all 
meanes poſſible to make him away,but oneeſpecially, whoſe ſonne 1n law 
and other neere friends he had put to death;never. ceaſed untill he both mi- | .. 
niſtred a deadly draught unto himſelfe , whereby he a him of his * Gone: 
wicked life,and a fatall ftroke to his wives and cliiren aſter his death ; to 
the accompliſhment of his full revenge.

Phalars,the Tyran of Agrigentum, made himſelfe famous to polterity Oroſe; 
by noother meaties than horrible cruelties,exerciſed upon his ſubjets, in- 
venting every day new kinds of tortures to ſcourge and affti& the 'poore 

' foules withall.' In his dominion there was one Peri/{ws artificer of his craft, 
one expert in his occupation,who to flatter and curry favour with him, de- 

_ viſeda new torment;,a braſen bullof ſucha ſtrange workmanſhip, that the 
voyce of thoſe that were roaſted therein, reſembled rather the roaring of a 
Bull;then the cry of men. The Tyran was well pleaſed with the Invention, 
but he would necds have the Inventor make firſt triall of his owne worke, _ 

. as hewell deſerved, before any other ſhould take taſte thereof; But what cjc,of.z- 
was the endofthis Tyran ? The people not able any longer to endure his k 
monſtrous and unnaturall cruelties, ran upon him with one conſent , with 
ſuch violence,that they ſoone brought him todeſtruRion: and as ſome ſay, 
put him into the braſen Bull ( which hee provided to roaſt others) to bee 
roaſted thercin himſelfe : deſerving it as well for approoving the deviſe, 
as Perzllu did for deviſing it. | tt , 

Edward the ſecond of that name,King of England, at the requeſt and de- Ly 
fire of Hugh Spencer his darling , made warre upon his ſubjeQs, and pur to IT 
death divers of the Peetes and Lords of the Realme, withouteither right or 

form of the law, infomuch that queen 1ſabel his wife fledto France with her 
yong ſon, for fear of his unbrideled fury, 8 after awhile finding opportunity

wthoſe countreyes gathered together, ſhe found the whole people ditcon- 
rented with the Kings demeanours,and ready to affiſt her agarit him : fo 
ſhe belieged hym with their ſuccour,and tooke him priſoner , and put him 
intothe Tower of London to be kept,till order might be taken for his de- 
poſition 3 ſorhar ſhortly after by the Eſtates (being aſſembled tegether ) 
e was generally and joyntly reputed and pronounced unworthy tobe King, 
for his exceeding cruelties fake which he had commutted upon many of his 
worthy Subjects ; and ſodepoſing him, they crowned his young fonne Ed- 
_ (the third ofhisname ) King 1n his roome;he yet livingand beholding 
e ſame. 
 Tobn Maris Duke of Millan may be put into this ranke of Murtherers # 
for his cuſtome was divers times whenany Citizen offended him, yea,and 
ſomtimes without offence too,tothrow them amongſt cruell Maſtives to be 
torne in pieces and devoured. But as be continuedand delighted inthis un- 
naturall.kinde of murther,the people one day incenſed and ſtirred upagainſt 
him,ranne upon him with ſuch rage and violence, that they quickly depris 
ved him of life. And he was fo well beloved,that no man ever would or Jurſt 
beſtow a Sepulchre upon his dead bones,but ſuffered his body to lie m the 
open ſtreets uncovered,ſave that a certaine harlot threw a few Roſes upon 
his wounds.and fo covered him. 
Alphonſuithe ſecond, King of Naples, Ferdinends ſonne , was in tyranny 
towards his ſubjeds nothing inferiour to his father : for whether of them 
impriſoned and- put to death more of the Nobility and Barons of the 
Realme it is hard to ſay; but fure it is, that both were too outrigious in all 
manner of cruelty : for which,ſo ſoone as Charles the eight, King of France 


_ departing from Rome, made towards Naples, the hatred which the people 


bore him ecretly,with the odious remembrance of his fathers cruelty , 
an openly to ſkew it ſelfeby the fruits; for they did not nor could not 


. diſſemblethe great deſire that every one had of the approach of the French- 


men : which when 4phonſuw perceived, and ſeeing his affaires and eſtate 
brought unto ſo narrow a pinch, he alſo cowardly caſt away all courage to 
reſiſt,and hope to recover ſo huge a tempeſt : and he .that for a long time 
had made warre his trade and profeſſion,and had yet 211 his forces andarmies 
complete andin readinefſe, making himſelfe banquerupt of all that honour 
and reputation,which by long experience and deeds of armes he had gotten, 
reſolved to abandon his kingdome, and to reſigne the title and authority 


 thereofto his ſonne Ferdinand, thinking by that meanes to afſwage the heat 


_ © and advertiſement 


of their hatred, and that ſo young and innocent a King,who in his owne per- 
ſon had neveroffended them, might be accepted and beloved of them, and fo 
their affeRion toward the French rebated and cooled. But this deviſe ſee- 
red to no more purpoſe than a falve applyed toa ſore out of ſeafon , when 
it was growne incureable , or a prop ſet to a houſe that is already falne, 
Therefore he tormented with the ſting of his owne conſcience , and finding 
in his minde no repoſe by day,nor reſt by night, but acontinuall ſummons 

| by fearefull dreames,that the Noblemen which hee had 
pur to'death, cryed to the people for revenge againft him , was ſurpriſed 
with ſo terrible terrour , that forthwith, without making acquainted with 
hisdepartureeither his brother or his owne ſonnehe fled to Sicilie,ſuppo- 
fitig in his journey,that the Frenchmen were till at his backe, and ſtarting 
wevery little noyſe, as if he fearedallthe Elements had conſpired his de- 


ſtruction, 
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ſtu&ion. Philip Comme, that was an eye-witneſle of this journey, repor- 
teth, That every night he would cry,that he heard the Frenclimen, and that 
the very trees and ſtones echoed/France into hiseares : And on this manner 
was his flighr to Sicilie. King Charles in the meane while having by force 


and bloodſhed to terrifiethe reſt,taken two paſſages that were before him, 


the whole Realme witnout any great reſiſtance yeelded it felfe untohis'mer- 
Cy. ,/ albeit that the young King had done what he could to-withſtandlrim; 
Butat length ſeeing the Neipolitanes ready to rebell, and humiſelfe in: dan- 
ger tobetaken priſoner, he fled from the Caftle of Naples,and with a fmall 
campany-got certaine Brigandines , wherejn he fayled tothe Iſland Ichia, 
thirty- miles from Naples : ſaying at his departure this verfe:outof the

Plalmes, : How vaine are the watchmen andgards of that City which is not gar- 


ded and watched by the Lord? which he often repeated, and ſo long as Naples 
was'ih his view. And thus was cruelty puniſhed both in Ferdinand the: fo- 
ther,and 4/phonſothe:fonne.

Artaxerxes Othin:the eight King of the Perſians began bis raigne With gerodot: 


thus nwny murders: he flew two of hi s: owne brethren firſt : ſecondly, 
Euazoras/King of Cyprus,his partner and Mociate in thekingdome; third: 
ly,1e tooke G1dontraiterouſly, and was the cauſe of forty thouſand mers 
deaths that were flaine and burned therein 3 beſide many other private mur- 
ders and outrages wiich he committed : fprwhich cauſe the Lord in his 
juſtice rained downevengeance upon his head :- for Bagow one of his Prin- 
ces miniſtred ſuch a fatall cup to his ſtomacke, - that it mortified his ſenſes, 
and deprived him of his unmercifull ſoule and life, and notonely upon his 
head, but upon his Kingdome. and his ſonne Arſeme alfo, for be was alſo 
poyloned by the fame Bagoes,and his Kingdome' was tranſlated to Duriue 
Princeof Armenia 3 whom when the ſame Bagoes went about to maketaſke 
of the fame cup,which his predeceſſors did, hewas taken inhis owne ſnares 
for Darius underſtanding his pretence, made him drinkeqp-his owne poy- 
ſonwhich he providedfor him : andthus mutder was revenged with mur- 
der, and poyſon with poyſon ,- according tothe Decreeiof the Almighty; 
who ſaith, Eye for eye,tooth for rooth ec. 5H vs 7. 2 TOMR 
Intheyeare of the World 3659.- Morindue a moſt cruell and blood 
minded Prince raigned bere in England, who for his cruekies ſake came'to

"There was ( as Alianwus reporteth ) a cruell apqperaiapns] 2, WO Elerw, 
rt | 


tothcend to prevent all praiſes of conſpiracy and treaſon ( as Tyrans zrc 


ever naturally and upon deſert timerous)that might be deviſed againithim, | 


enacted this Law among his ſubje&s, That no man ſhould: conferce-with 
another,cither privately or publikely,upon paine ofdeath :'and 1ſo'jndeed 
he abrogated all civill ſociety: (For ſpeech, as it was the begitmihg and 


birth of fellowſhip,ſo it is the very joynt and gluethereof) bur whar:cared 


he for ſociety,that reſpeRed nothing but his owne ſafety ? hee was ſo farre 


from regarding the common good, that when his ſubjeds, nor daring to 
ſpeake, lignified their mindes by ſignes, he prohibitedthat alfo : and tliat 
which is yet more,when not dating to ſpeake,or yet make'fignes , they fell 
to weeping and lamenting their miſery, he came with a bundof men even 
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roreſtraine their teares too : but the multitudes rage being juſtly incenſed, 
they gave him ſuch a deſperat welcome, that neitherhe nor his followers re- 
turned one of them alive. And thus his abominable cruelty cametoan end, 
together with his life 3 and that by thoſe meanes (which is to be obſerved ) 
by which he thought to preſerve and maintaine them both. 

_ Childericus,who in the yeare 697,fucceeded inthe Kingdome of France 
Theodricke (that for his negligence and ſluggiſh government was depoſed, 
and made of a King,a Frier ) exerciſed barbarous and inhumane cruelty up- 
on his ſubje&s : for he ſpared neither noble or ignoble, but mixtly ſent 
ther to their graves,without reſpec of cauſe or juſtice. One of the noble 
ſort he cauſed to be faſtened toa ſtake,and beaten with clubbes,not to death, 
but to chaſtiſement: which monſtrous cruelty ſo incenſed the peoples mind. 
apainſt him, that there wanted no hands to take part with this club-beaten 
man- againſt the Tyran his enemie. VV herefore they layed wait for him as 
he came ane day from hunting,and murdered him, together with his wife 
great with childe,no man either willing or daring to defend him. -. . 

Tymocrates the King,or rather Tyran of the Cyreniang, will give place 
to none inthis commendation of cruelty : For he afflicted his ſubjets with 
many and monſtrous calamities,inſomuch that he ſpared not the prieſts of 
his:gods, which commonly were in reverent regard among the Heathen 

As the bloody death of Menalippms ( pe pc rieſt ) did witneſſe , whom 
to the end to marry his faireahd beautifull wite 4retrephils , he cruelly pur 

toteath': howbeit,it proſpered not with him as he deſired : for the good 
womannot contented with this ſacrilegious contra, ſought rather meanes 
to revenge her firft busbands death ,; than to pleaſe this new ltchers hu- 
mour : Wherefore ſhe aſſayed by poyſon to effe& her wiſh 3 and when 
thatprevailed not, ſhe gave 2 yong daughter ſhe had to Leander,the Tyrans 
brother, to wife,who loved her exceedingly3but with this condirion,that he 
ſhould by ſome practiſe or other worke the death and deſtruion of his 
brother : which indeed he performed; for he ſo bribed one of the groomes 
of the Tyrans chamber, that by his helpe he ſoone rid wicked Tymocrates 
out of the way by a ſpeedy and deſerved death. But to abridge theſe long 
diſcourſes, let'us looke into all times and ages,and tothe hiſtories of iſ 
Countries and Nations,and we ſhall finde,that Tyrans have ever come to 
onedeſtruRion orother. 

Diomedes the Thracian King fed his horſes with mans fleſhas with pro- 
vender, but was made at laſt provender for his owne horſes himſelfe by 
Hercules. 

Calippus the Athenian, that ſlew Dion his familiar friend, and depoſe

to viſite their Temples where to caſt more colours upon his treachery, hee 
offered many ſacrifices, & in the mean while perceiving the people gathered 
| together from all quarters to bid him welcome, finding opportunuty fitting 
his wicked and traiterous enterpriſe , he gave commandement,that all the 
young men of the Citze ſhould aſſemble together ar one placez ſaying, 
That hee would acquaint them to range themſelves in battell after 
the manner of the Macedonians, in honour of King Alexander, But 
whileſt they thus aſſembled together in mirth and bravery , hee making as 
though he would bring them inarray by going upand down amongſt them, 
and holding them intalke,his army encloſed them on all ſides: then with 
. drawing himfelfe with his guard, hegavethewarch-word, chat they ſhould 
ruſh upon them;which was performed with ſuch outrage,that the poor cre-- 
dulous people being ſurpriſed at unawares,were all moſt cruelly maſſacred, 
There might you ſeethe moſt horrible, barbarous , and incredible butche> 
ry of men thatever was heardof:: for beſides thoſethat were aRors in this 
þloody tragedy, therewere others that drew the flainc bodics _ y__ 
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 - ditches, and very often hated in'them that were ſcarce dead, yea and'ſome-

made untothem of the Spaniards and French-men,if they could recover

Furthermore, being deſirous to obtain a viory over 
the Parthians, that he might get bimſelfe fame and reputation thereby, 
he paſſed not at what rate he bought it : he ſent therefore Embaſſadours 
with Lettersand Preſents to the King of Parthia, to demand his daugh- 
ter in matriage, thoughhe never intended any ſuch thing, and being non- 
ſuted at: the firſt with a deniall, yet purſued he his counterfeit purpoſe 
with much earneſtnes, andwith ſolemne Oath proteſted his ſingular good 
affection and love that he bore unto her 3 ſo thatin the end the match was 
condeſcended unto by all parties, whereof the Parthian people were nor 
alittle glad, in hope of ſo durable a peace, which by this marriage was 
liketo. be eftab'iſhed betwixt them.

war 3 yea, though Necho had by embaſſage aſſured him not to meddle 
with him, bur intreated onely free paſſage at his hand : yet would not Joſias 
ia any wiſe liſten (fo opintonative and ſelfe-willed was he) but gave him 
battell in the field, without any juſt cauſe, ſave his owne pleaſure, which 
turned to his pain : for he caught ſo many wounds at that skirmiſh, that 
ſhortly after hee died of them, fo the great griete of the whole people; 
and the Prophet Ieremsy alſo, that lamented his death. | 
Kinz 10hn of France ( for retiling reaſonable conditions of peaceat the x;,,vet.r. 
Engliſh mens hands) was overthrowne by them two miles from Poytiers, Nie,Gil.2. 
| with a great overthrow : tor the Engliſhmen in regard of their owne ſmall - 
number,and the huge multitude of the French to encounter with them, ti- 
| morouſly offered up a furrender of all that they had either conquered;taken, 
EE: orſpoiled, fince their comming frani Bourdeaux, and ſo tobe {worne not - 
| tobcar Armes againft him for ſeven yeares, ſo that they might quictly de- 
part. But the King, that crowed before the Conqueſt, affying too much in 
the multitude of his Forces, ſtoprt his eares to all conditions, not willing 
to hear of any thing but war, war, even thinking to hey them in pieces, 
without one eſcaping : but it tell out otherwiſe, tor the Engliſh men in- 
trenching rhemſelves in a place of advantage, and hard of acceſle, incloſed 
with thicke hedges and brambles, diſturbed and overthrew withtheir Ar- 
chers, at the firlt onſet, the French Horſemen, and wounded moſt of their 
men and horſes with mu'titude of arrowes: it tarried not long ere the foot- 
men alſo were put to flight on the other (ide, 2nd the whole Army of three-- 
ſcore thouſand men, by bare eight thouſand Engliſh, diſcomfited : divers 
eat Lords were found flain in the field, and divers others with the King 
Fenſclhe carried Priſoners into England : which was a great ſhake to the 
whole Realme, and the occaſion of many tumulrs and Jifdeders that enſued 
afterwards. | | RD 
Moreover, as it is a raſh part to hazard the doubtfull event of battell 
indiſcreetly, and without caulc, fo it is a point of no lefle folly tothruſt 
ones ſelfe voluntarily into any ation of war without charge, not being 
particularly called and bound thercunto, or having a body iinſifficient and 
unfit for the ſame.” And this was alſo one of the warlike points of Diſci- 
pline which the antient Romans uſed; That none ſhould preſume to fight 
for his Countrey, before he had been admitted by ſomie Captain by a ſo- 
lene Oath. , | 
* Of allrhe Hiſtories that I ever read, I know none more ſtrange in mat- 
terof war, than this which I now 20 about to recite, of Henry of Luxen- Froiff. vo'-L. 
bourg, Emperour of Germany, who when he heard that his ſon Charles £49139 
Kingof Bohemia was inthe French Army, and that Ph:lip of Valois, King 
of France, was ready to give battell to the Engliſh, albeit hewas blinde, 
and conſequently unfit for war, yet would needs take part withthe French : 
and therefore commanded his men at Armes to guide him intothe place 
wherethe Field was to be fought, that he niight ſtrike one blow. They as 
fooliſh as himſelfe, not willing tocrofle his minde, and a iy On boſe him 
inthe preaſe, tied him faſte ro the raines of their bridles; being by this 
meanes ſo coupled toner: as if they meant allto periſh together if need 
were, as indeed they did, for they were overcome in battell, and the next 
day found all dead, horſe and men faſte _ together. This acciderit be:

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fellat Crecy neer Abrevile, inwhich journey the French King ſuſtained an 
ineſtimable damage, for he loſt fifteen of his chiefeft Princes, fourſcore 
Enſignes, twelve Fd Knights, ana about thirty thouſand men. 

Inthe ycer 1455. the Hungarians withour any juſt cauſe or pretence, 
made war upon the Emperour Orto, onely moved with a deſire of bringing 
under their ſubje&tion the Germane powers 3 and the rather at this time, 
becauſe they ſuppoſed the Emperours ſtrength of war tobe weakened, and 
hrs power of men leſſened, by thoſe continuall troubles and wars which he 
had been daily occupied in : notwithſtanding Oro, as by his former deeds 
of Armes, he deſervedthe ſirnameof Great, ſo inthis exploit eſpecially, 
for he conſcribed eight Legions of men out of Franconia, Bavaria, and 


' Bohemia, and with that ſmall valiant handfull, overturned and deſtroyed

the huge unchriſtened multitude of his enemies: for albeit the Bohemians 
being placed in the Rereward, wereas ſuddenly and unexpeGtedly aſſaulted 
by the enemy, that craftily paſled over the River Lycus to ſet upon them 
behinde, as unhappily put to flight with the lofle of the carriages and vi- 
@uals, which they were ſet to proteat3 yet Orio with his other Legions 
renuing the battell, and encouraging his ſouldiers, gave the enemy ſuch an 
encotinter and repulſe, that he put them to flight and ſlew them with a mi- 
ſcrable ſlaughter : three of their Kings he took Priſoners, and few of thar 
vaſte Army eſcaped with their lives, On the Emperours fide died many 
worthy men, among whom Conrade the Emperours ſon in law, and Burg- 
hard Duke of Suev1a were two, beſide many other. In this ſucceſſive bat- 
tell, it is to benoted above the reſt, how religiouſly rhe Emperourboth 
began and finiſhed it : the day before the Fight he enjoyned a Fafte in his 
Army, and dire&ed his prayers to the Almighty, relying moreupon the 
eſence of GoJs helpe, than his owne power: after the Conqueſt gotter} 
Fo cauſed ſolemne thankes to be given in all Churches to God, for the 
reat deliverance. I would our moderhe Generals and Captaines would 
Larne by this example to follow his footſteps, and not romake their pray- 
ers quaffings, and their thankſgiving caroulings, as they uſe to do, even as it 
were purpoſely to tempt the Lord, andto ſtir up his wrath againſt them. 
PeadtKing of middle England, making war upon Anya King of Eaſk 
Angles, flew him in open field : with which victory being puffed up by 
pride, he ſent defiance to Oſway King of Northumberland alfo : who kear- 
ing of his approach proffered him great gifts, and fair conditions of peace, 
which when Pendeobſtinately refuſed, he was flain in battellwith thirty of 
his moſt noble Captaines, although he had thrice the number of people 
which Oſway had. And thus the heathen and bloudy Pagan ended his crugle 


ty, and paid dear for his too much forwardneſſe inwar. 
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Of ſuch as pleaſe themſelves orvermuch 
in ſeeing Cruelties. 


DCJ8 He Romanes were ſo accuſtomed by.long iiſe of warto 
L) behold fightings and bloudſhed, that intime of peace

3 cording to Sexecs) that deviſed and pur in practice this unkindely Com- $,,,c. 
bate of Beaſts and Malefatours, was Pompey, who p tided an rmiy of 
eighteen Elephants to fight with men, and thought. ar'a notable and com- 
mendable ſpe&acleto put men to death after this new and ſtrange faſhion. 
Oh how mens mindes are blinded with over much proſperity ! He efteem- 
ed himſelfe at that time to be higher 'in dignity than all-othet, when he 
thus threw to wilde beaſts peopleof farre Countries, and in the preſence 
of the people cauſed ſo much bloud to be ſhed : but not long after himſelfe. 
was betrayed by the treachery. of the Alexandrians, and flainby abond- 
ſlave (a juſt quitrance for murdering ſo many of that condition : ) thus 
much of Senece. Now it is manifeſt that this was an ordinary paſtime 
| among the Romans, albeit it is ſtrange, that any paſtime or pleaſure could 
| ariſe by ſeeing poorCreatures interchangeably ſtrike one another ro death, 
| and humane blondtorun like water along the ſtreets. ht > 

b  Itwas not then without cauſe;but by a ſpeciall will of Godto revenge ctu-. zwr; 
elty,that the bondſlaves(conduted bySpartacu the Fencer)rebelled againſt = 
their maſters in Rome, after they had broken thtough the guards of Lex- 
8#/xs his houſe, and iſſuing out of Capua, gathered together above ten 
thouſand fighting men, and encamped themſelves in mount Veſuviuss 
where being beſieged by Clod:s Glaber, they fallied fo rudely ahd boiſte- 
rouſly upon him, that the vitory and ſpoil of their enetnies tents. remairi- 
ed ontheir ſides : after this they ran over all the Land, forraged the Coun- 
trey, and deſtroyed many Villages and Townes, bur eſpecially theſe four, 
Nola, Nocera, Terrenevz, and Metaponte, were by them ſacked and ſpoil- 
edwitÞ a ſtrange and bloudy overthrow : after all which, baving encoun- 
tred two Conſuls, they overcame Lewtaluv on mount Appennine, and dif- 
corfited Gaim C affizs neax Modene + all which victories and lucky pro- 
ceedings did ſo embolden and puffe up the courage of Captain Fercer, that 
he determined to give an alarmeto Rome, and to lay fiege unto it : butthe 
Romanes preparing and dire&ing all their Forces rowithſtand their pra- 
Rices,gave himand his crue ſo ſorea repulſe,that fromRome they were fain 
to flic tothe uttermoſt parts of Italic, and there ſeeing themſelves pent in 
on all ſides, anddriven to deep extremity, they gave fo deſperate an onſer 
on their enemies, that both their Captain and they were all ſlain. And 
thus the Romans made jolly paſtime with their Fencers and bondflaves, 
and more (I thinke atthis time) than they cither looked or wiſhed for : for 
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four hundred of them being taken by the bondmen, were enforced to ſhew 
them paſtimeat the ſame game. whereatcthey: had oftentimes made them- 
ſelves merry at their coſts 3 and to kill one another, as they had before 
time cauſed them todo. OE TRY | 
How curious didefirous the people of Rome was wont to be of be-

In the mean while there was heard inthe air fearfull 
criesand voices, and a blacke Cow was ſeen running up and downe in the 
midſt of the water, that did much hurt. The firſt houſe that was over- 
throwneby this tempeſt, was dead Alvarads's, wherein his widow (a very 
roud woman, that held the Government of the whole Province in her 
299; and had before deſpited God for her husbands deatb) was flainwith 
all her houſhold, and ina moment the Citiewas either drowned or ſubvert- 

_ ed: there periſhed in this tempeſt of men and women fixſcore perſons : 
but they that atthe beginning of the floud fled, ſaved their lives. The mor- 
row after the waters were ſurceaſed, one might ſee the poor Spaniards lie 
along the fields, ſome maimed intheir bodies, other with broken armes or 
legs, or otherwiſe miſerably wounded. And thus did God revenge the mon- 
frrous Spaniſh cruelties exerciſed upon thoſe poo ople, whom inftead 
of inticing by fair and gentle meanes to the knowledge of the true God 
and his Son Chriſt, they terrified by extraordinary tyranny (for ſuch isthe 
Spaniſh nature) makingthemthinke that Chriſtians were the cruelleft and + 
moft wicked men of the carth.

Fpoil of them. Cruell chaſtiſements are: prepared for them that be cruell 
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burchery of the Croyſadoes in Hungary - the ſtory 1s this, There wasa ge- 
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nerall diſcontent amongſt the people, againſt the King and chiefeſt of the 04th; curcus 


Realme, becauſe they went not about to conquer thoſe places again from 
the Turke which he held in tiungary. Thereupon the Popes Legate 
publiſhed Pardons for all thoſe that would crofle themſelves to goto war 
againſt the Turke. Vhereupon ſuddenly there gathered together a won- 


derfull company of thieves and robbers, from every corner of Hungary, 


who together with great multitudes of rhe common people that were ” 
preſſed by the infolency of the Nobility (creating themſelves a General!) 
committed a moſt horrible ſpoil almoſt over all Hungary 3 murdering all 
the Gentlemen and Biſhops they could meet withall : the richeſt and thoſe 
which were nobleſt deſcended, they empailed alive. This cruell rage con- 
tinuing, at laſt the 2, APR Forces againſt them, and ere long they were 
defeated ina ſet battle, y/ ohn the ſonof Vayvod Stephen , Who having cut 
the moſt of them in pieces, took their Leaders, and put themtodearh by 
ſuch ſtrange torments as I have horrour to remember : forthe Generall of 
this ſeditious troop, called George, he cauſed to be ſtripe naked, and a 
Crowneof hot burning iron to be ſet upon his head ; then. ſome of his 
veines tobe opened, and made Lcatizs his brother to drinke the bloud 
which iſſued out of them. After that, the chiefeſt of the Peaſants, who had 
been kept three dayes without meat,were brought forth,and forced to fall up 
onthe body of George (yet breathing) with their teeth, and every one to rear 
away and eat a piece of it. Thus he being torne in pieces, his bowels were 
pulled out, and cut into morſels, whereof ſome being boyled, andthe reſt 


roaſted, the Priſoners were conſtrained to feed on them : which done, all_ 


that remained were put to moſt horrible and languiſhing deaths. An ex- 
ample of greater cruelty can hardly be found ſince the world was a world, 
andtherefore no marvell if the Lord hath puniſhed the King and Realme of 


and inhumane. | 
* Duringthe Peaſants war in Germany, inthe year 1525. a certain Gen- 


tletman not content to have maſſacred a great number even of thoſe which 
had humbly craved __ of him, uſedin all company to glory of his ex- 


ploits, and to tell what murders and thefts he had committed. But ſome 
moneths after he fell ſicke, and languiſhed many dayes of an extreme pain 
inthe reines of his back ; rough the corment whereof he fell into de- 
ſpair, and ceaſed not to curſe and deny: his Creatour, who is blefled for 
ever, untill that both ſpeech and life failed him.

This fin did the Iſraelites commit with the woman of Madian, by means 
whereof they were to follow ſtrange gods, and to fall into Gods heavie dif- 
pleaſure, who by a cruell Plague deftroyed 24000. of them for the ſame 
ſin. And foraſmuch as the Madianites (through the wicked and pernicious 
counſell of Balaam) did lay this ſnare for them, andwere ſo villanous and 
ſhameleſſe, as to proſtitute and be Bauds to their owne wives; therefore 
they were by the expreſſe Commandement of God diſcomfited , their 
Kings and falſe prophets, with all their men and women, except onely their 

_ unpolluted virgins that had knowne no man, ſlain : and all their Cities and 
dwellings burnedand conſumed to aſhes. As every one ought te havere- 
gardand careto their honeſty, ſo maides eſpecially, whoſEwhole credit and 

reputation hangeth thereupon ; for they that make no account thereof, but 
ſuffer theraſelves to be polluted with any filthineſſe, draw upon them not 
onely moſt vile infamy, but alſo many great miſeries : as is proved by the 

daughter of gee Prince of Athens, who being a whore, her father 

ſhut up ina able withawilde horſe, giving him no provender, nor other 

meat toeat, that the horſe (naturally furious enough, but more enraged by 

famine) mighttear her in pieces, and with her carkaſe refreſh his hunger, 

as he did. Pontus Aufidian underſtanding that his daughter had been betray- 

ed and ſold into a lechers hands by a ſlaveof his thatwas her ſchoolmaſter 3 

put them both to death. In like manner ſerved Pub. Atilins, Faliſque his 

Lud, Vives. daughter, that fell intothe ſame infamy, Fives reporteth, that in. our fa- 

thers dayes, two brothers of Arragon perceiving their fiſter (vhomthey 
ever eftcemed for honeſt) to bewith childe, (hiding their diſpleafurc untill 
her delivery was paſt) came in ſuddenly, and ſtabbed her intothe belly with 
their daggers, till they killed her, in the preſence of a ſage matron that was 
witneſſctotheir deed. The ſame Authour ſaith, That when be was a your 
man, there were three in the ſame Countrey, that conſpired the death of .2 
—_— of theirs, that went about to commit. this villany, and as they 
Con Pired, ſo cpeemed it, ſtrangling him to death with a napkin, as 
he was oing to his filthineſſe, As for Adulterers, examples are infinite 
both of their wicked lives and miſcrable ends. In which number many of 
them may be ſcored,that making profeſſion of a ſingle life,and undertaking 
the vow of chaſtity, ſhew themſelves monſtrous knaves and ribauds, as

ſervants : ſo ſhe. eſcaping, carricd to her husband both his money, and 
threw at his feet the villaines head that had ſpoiled her of her chaſtity. 

Avdress King of Hungary having undertaken the voyage into Syria for

purſe, Balrw ſaith, That at this day every whore in Rome payes tributets 
che Pope, « Lulle 3' which amounted then to twenty thouſand Ducats by rhe 
year atleaſt , but now the number is ſo encreaſed, that it arifeth to fourty 
thouſand. I chinke thete is none ignorant, how Pope Pew! the third bad/by 
computation five and fourty thouſand whores and curtezans, that paid him 
a monethly tribute for their whoredomes : and thns alſo this holy Father 
was a-ptoteour and upholder of the Stues, and deſervedby his villanous 
behaviour (for he was oneof the lewdeſt Adulterers of that time) to hear 
the name of the maſter andereQour of theſe filthy places : and hereinboth 
be and the reſt of that crue have ſhewed themſelves enemies to God, and 
true Antiehriſts indeed, and have not onely imitated, but far ſurpaſſed 
ſhameleſſe and wicked Caliguls in all filthy and monſtrous dealings.

burſt our and bewrayed it felfe. The matter being come to her brothers 
cares, they took it ſo to the heart, that they could not reſt untill they had 
revenged the vile injury and diſhonour which they pretended to have been 
done to them and their whole houſe, equally by them both. Therefore 
when they had chaſed them firſt from Ancona, whither in hopesf quiet- 
nefſe they had fled out of Naples, they drave them alſo out of Tuſcane: 
who ſeeing themſelves fo hotly purſued on every fide, reſolved to make to- 
wards Venice; thinking there ta finde ſame ſafety : But.in the midway ſhe 
was overtaken, and brought backe to Naples, where in ſhort ſpace ſhemi- 
ſerably ended her life : for her brothers Guard ſtrangled her to death, to- 
gether with her chambermaid, who had ſerved in ſtead of a Baudto them 
and her poor infants which ſhe had by the ſaid Bologne. But he by the good-. 
neſſeof his horſe eſcaping, took his flight ro Milan, where he ſojourned 


quietly a Jong while, untill at the inſtant purſuit of one of her brothers,

the Cardinall of Arragon, he was {lain in the open ſtreets, when be leaſt 
miſtruſted any preſent danger. And this was a true Cardinall like exploit 
indeed, repreſenting that mildeneſſe, mercitulneſle, and gool nature which 
is ſorequired of every-Chriſtian, in traiterouſly murdering a man fo many 
yeares after the firſt rancour was conceived, that might well in halte that 
{pace have been digeſted, in foſtering hatred fo long 1n his cruell heart, and 
waging ruffians and murderers to commit ſo monſtrous an a&t : wherein al- 
beir the Cardinals cruelty was molt famous, as alſo in putting todeathrhe 
poor infants, yet Gods juſtice' bare the ſway, that uſed him as an inſtru- 
ment to puniſh thoſe who under the vail of ſecret Marriage thought it law- 
full for them to commir any villany. And thus God bulteth ſometimethe 
moſt wicked about his will, and n:aketh the rage and fury of the Devill 
bumſelfe ſerve for meanes to bring to paſle his tearfull judgements.

Of unlawfull Marriages, and their iſſues. 


SS Y Ow to redres all ſuch evils as have before been mention- 
B>—\££ <&d, andto avoidall inconveniences inthis caſe, God of 
Z|l@) hisbountifull mercy hath ordainedMarriage as a reme- 

AIM dy tobe applicd to all ſuchas have not the gift of con- 
EDA [FF £1ncncy, leaſtthey ſhould fall into fornication : which 
Y [C- 
SIR AN not at their owne filthineſle, but rather rejoyce therein, 
make no account of. Such are they that making Marriage one of the Sacra- 
ments of the Church,do nevertbeleſle deſpiſe as avile and prophane thing; 
albeit that the Apoſtle ſaith, That Marriage i honourable among all men, and 
the bed undefiled ; but whoremongers and Adulttrers God will jdbe, But they 
have in that eſtimation, ſeeing by authority they are deprived of the 
uſe thereof, and not of Adultery. That which is honeſt and laudable is for- 
bidden, and that which is ſinfull and unlawfull, allowad of. This (faith 
Sleiden) is the cuſtom of the Germane Biſhops, for money to ſuffer their 
Prieſts to keep harlots, not exaSting afy other puniſhment, ſaving their 
purſes, to privilege their knaveries. But theſe reines of liberty were ler 
more looſe in certain Villages of the Cantons of Switzers, where it was 
not onely winked at, but alſo commanded, That every new Prieſt ſhould 
have his private whore for his owne tooth ; that he'mught not intermeddle 
withother mens. Neither was it without reaſon that [hz le Maire ſaid, 
how under the ſhew and colour of chaſtity, Prieſts whoredomes did over- 
floiy, being men abandoned to all diſlolute and riotous living. Now then it 
were far bettexgo marry than to burne 3 yet in ſtich ſort to marry, that all 
giddinefle and inconfideration ſet aſide, every one ſhould matcht himſelfe 
according to his degree and age, with great reſpe& and good adviſement 
-haduntothemiboth, ro the end to avoid thoſe miſchiefes andenormities 
which oftentimes happen, when either by an over-hardy, fooliſh, and raſh 
preſumption, a man would neſtle himſelfe in an higher neſtthan his eſtate. 
and calling requireth, or by a ſenſuall and fleſhly luſt paſſing the bounds of 
reaſon, 


notwithſtanding many ſhameleſle creatures that bluſh. 
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reaſon, goeth about to conſtrain and irterrupt the law of nature. The 
chiefeſt thing that is required in Marriage, is the conſent of parties, as 
wellof themſelves thataretobe joyned together,as of eachoftheir parents 3 
the contraty whereof is conſtraint,wyhereeither party is forced: as it hapned 
to thoſe two hundred maids which the Benjamites took by force and vio- 
lence to be their wives. | 

This was a reproach to Romulw the firſt King of Rome, when he raviſh- 
cd the Sabine virgins that came to ſec their ſports, which was cauſe of 
great war betwixt them. Moreover beſides the mutuall joint of love which 
ought to be betwixt man and wife, it is neceſſary that they that marry do 
marry in the Lord, to ſerve him in greater purity, and with lefle diſtur- 
bance'z which cannot be if a Chriſtian marry an Infidel], for the great dit- 
ficulties and hinderances that uſually ſpring from fucha root. Therefore 
it was ftraitly forbidden the people of God to contract Marriages with 
Idolaters3 yea, andthe holy Patriarchs before any ſuch law was on, had: 
carefully great regard (in the Marriages of their children) tothis thing, 
as the example of Abraham doth ſufficiently declare. Therefore they that 
have any mannerof government and authority over unmarried folkes, whe- 
ther they be fathers, morthers, kinſmen, or Tutors, ought to have eſpeciall 
careand regard thereof. Yea, Chriſtian Princes: and Lords, or Rulers of 
Common-wealths, ſhould not in this reſpe& be ſo ſupine and negligent in 
the performance of their Offices, as once to permit and ſuffer this amongſt 
them, which is ſodire@ly contrary to the Word of God; but ratherby 
eſpeciall charge forbid it, tothe end that both their Lawes might be con- 
formable,and inevery reſpe& agrecableto the holy Ordinance of God; and 
thatthe way might be Ropped tothoſe miſchiefes which were likely toariſe 
from ſuch evil concludedMarriages.For what reaſon is it that a young maid 
baptiſed and brought up inthe Church of Chriſt,ſhould be given in marri- 

e toaworſhipper of Images and Idols;and ſent to ſuchaCountrey where 
the worſhip of God is not ſo much as once thought upon ? Is not this to 
pluckea ſoul out of the Houſe of God,and thruſt it into the houſe of the de- 
vill? out of Heaven,into Hell? than which,what greater apoſtaſighr falling 
from God can there be > whereof all they are puilty, that eit up 


f make 
ſuch Marriages or give their good will or conſent to them, or donot hin- 
der the cauſe and proceedings of them, if any manner of way they can. 
Now that this confuſion and mixture of Religion in Marriages is unplea- 
ſant and noyſom to God, it manifeſtly appeareth Gen.6. where it is ſaid, 
that becauſe the ſonnes of God (to wit, thoſe whom God had ſeparated for 
himſelfe from the beginning of the world to be his peculiar ones,) were ſo 
evilladviſed, as to beallured with the beauties of the daughters of men, 
(to wit, of thoſe which were not choſen of God to be his people 3. andto 
- marry with them, corrupting themſelves by this contagious acquaintance 
of prophane people, with whom they ſhould have had nothing to do) that 
therefore God was incenſed againſt them, and reſolved ſimply to revenge 
the wickedneſle of each party without reſpe<&. Beſide, the fnonſtrous fruits 
of thoſe prophane Marriages, do ſufficiently declare their odiouſneſſe in 
Gods ſight: for from them aroſe gyants of ſtrength and ſtature, exceeding 
the proportion of men, who by their hugeneſſe did much wrong and vio- 
lence in the world, and gained fearfull and terrible names to themſelves : 
but God (provoked by their opprefſions) drowned their tyrannies in the 
Floud, and made an end of the world for their ſakes. | In 
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In thetime of the Judges in Iſrael, the Iſraelites were chaſtiſed by the 259 
handof God for this ſame fault 3 for they tooke tg-wives the daughters of 

tke uncircumciſed, and gave thera their daughters alſo. In like fort framed Judges 3. 
they themſelves by this meanes to their corrupt manners and ſuperſtitions, 

and to the ſervice of their Idolatrous gods; but the Lord of heaven raigned 

downe anger upon their heads, and made them ſubje& to a ſtranger, the 

Kingof Meſopotamia, whomthey ſerved the ſpace of eight yeares. 

Looke what hapnedto King So/omon for giving his heart to ſtrange wo- : Kings tt4 
men that were not of the houſhold of Gods people : he that before was re- 
pleniſhed with ſuch admirable wiſdome, that he was the wonder of the 
world, was in his olde age deprived thercof, and beſotted with a kinde of 
dulneſſe of underſtanding, and led aſide from the true knowledge of God to 
ſerve Idols, and to build them Altars and Chappels for their worſhip, and 
allthis to pleaſe forſooth his wives humours , whoſe acquaintance was the 
chiefe cauſe of his miſery and Apoſtaſie. 
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CHAP. XXIV. 
Touching inceſtuous Marriages. 


P Ow as it is unlawfull to contra marriages with parties 
£ of contrary religion, ſo it is as unlawfull ro marry thoſe 
®) that are ſnieare unto us by any degree of kindred ar affini- 
\ ty, as It is inhibited not only by the law of God,bur alſo 
INVERT by civill and politique conſtitutions : whereyntoallna- 
VITNIS) tions haveever by the ſole inſtindt of nature agreed and 
: 22 accorded, except the Egyptians and Perſians,whoſe ab- 
ho ſo great, as tO take their owne ſiſters and mothers tobe 
their wives. Cambyſes King of Media and Perſia, married his owne ſifter, 
bnt it was not long ere he put herto death. : a juſt proofe of an unjuſt and 
accurſed marriage. Many others there were in protract of time,that in their 
inſatiable rang nee themſelves no lefſe unſtaicd and unbridled in their 
lawleſle affeRions then he : One of which was A4xtigenw King of Judea, 707ips, antie. 
' ſonof Herodes, ſirnamed Great, who bluſhed nat to marry þis ſiſter, the 15-17. cap-15+ 
Lite wife of his deceaſed brother _4lexander , by whom ſhe had borne two 
| _ children : but for this and divers other his good deeds, he loſt not only his 
goods (which were confiſcated) but was himfelfe alfo baniſhed out of his 
countrey intoa forraine place, from Judea to Vienna, in France. 
' Herod alſo the Tetrarch was ſo impugent and fhameleſſe, that he tooke The c,me,; 
from his brother Philip his wife Herodies, an eſpouſed her unto himfelte ; 15.18.c4p.3. 
which ſhameleſſe and inceftuous deed Toby Bapeilt reproving in him, told. | 
bim plainly how unlawfull ir was for him to pofſefſe his brothers wiſe: byt 
the puniſhment which befell him for this, and many other his ſins,we have 
heard inthe former booke, and need not here to be repeated. | 
Anton, Caracallatqoke to wite his mother in law, allured thereunto by 
her faire enticements : whoſe wretched and miſerable end hath already been 
touched inthe former booke, 
The Empegrour Heraclias, after the deceafe of his firſt wife ,- married his 
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owne neece the daughter of his brother : which turned mightily to his un- 
doing 3 for beſides thar, that under Þis raigne, andas it were by his occaſi- 
on, the Saracens'entred the borders of Chriſtendome, and ſpoiled and de- 
ſtroyed his dominions under his noſe, to his foule and utter diſgrace, he was 
over and above ſmitten corporally with ſo grievous and irkſome adiſeaſe of 
dropſie, that he dyed thereof. OE | 

Thus many men run ryot, by aſluming to themſelves too much liberty, 


- and breake the bounds of civill honeſty required in all Contracts, and too 


audaciouſly ſet themſelves againſt the commandement of God,which ought 
to be of ſuch authority with all men , that none (be they never fo great) 
ſhould dare to derogate one jot from them,unlefle chey meant wholly ro op- 
poſe themſelves as profeſt enemies to God himſelte, andto turre all the 
ood order ofthings into confuſion. All which notwirhſtanding, ſome of 
the Romiſh Popes have preſumed to encroachupon Gods right, and todif- 
anull by their fooliſh decrees the lawes of the Almighty : As 4lcxander the 
ſixth did, who by his Bull approvedthe inceſtuous marriage of Ferdinand 


- Kingof Naples with his owne Aunt his father A/phonſm liſterby the fathers 


fide : which otherwiſe (faith Cardinall Bembw)had been againſt all law and 
equity, and in nocaſe to be tollerated and borne withall. 

Henry the ſeventh, King of England, after the death of his eldeſt fon Ay- 
thay, cauſed (by the ſpeciall diſpenſation of Pope I®lia)his next ſon named 
Henry, to take towife his brothers widdow called Katherine, daughter to 
Ferdinand King of Spaine, for the deſire he hadto have this Spaniſh affini- 
ty continued: who ſucceeding his father inthe Crowne, aſter continuance 
of time, beganto adviſe himſelfe,and to conſult whether this marriage with 
his brothers wife were lawfull or no; and found it by: conference both of 


holy and prophane lawes utterly unlawfull : whereupon he ſent certaine Bi- 


ſhops to the Queene to give her to know, That the Popes diſpenſation was 
altogether unjuſt, and ot noneeffe& to priviledge ſuchan a& : towhom ſhe 
anſwered, That it was too lateto call in queſtionthe Popes Bull which fo 
long time they had allowed of. The two Cardinals that were in Commiſſi- 
ON Gon the Popeto decide the controverſie, and to award judgement upon 
the matter, were once upon point to conclude the decree which the King de- 
ſired , had not the Pope impeached their determination in regard of the 
Emperour Charles, nephew tothe ſaid Queene, whom he was loath to diſ- 
leaſe : whereforethe King ſeeing himſelfe fruſtrate of his purpoſe in this 
behalfe, ſent into divers Countries to know the judgement of allthe learned 


Divines concern the matter in controverſie, who (eſpecially thoſe that 4 ; 
e 


dwelt not faroff ) ſeemedto allow and approve the divorce : Thereupon he 


| reſolved (reje&ing his olde wife) to take him to a new, and to marrie (as be 


did) Anxe of Bulloine one of the Queenes inaides of honour , a woman of 
moſt rare andexcellent beauty. Now as touching his firſt marriage with 
his brothers wife, how unfortunate it was in it owne nature, and how unjuſt- 
ly diſpenſed withall by the Pope, we ſhall anon ſee by thoſe heavy, ſorrow- 


full, and troubkſomeevents and iſſues which immediatly followed in the 
neck thereof. * 


_ . - Andfirſtand formeſtoftheevill fare of the Cardinall of Yorke, with 


whom the King bei ghight diſpleaſed for thatat his inftance and requeſt, 
the Pope had oppoſed himſelfe to this marriage, requited him (and not un- 


| deſervedly) onthis manner : firſt he depoſed him from the office of the 


Chancel- 


—_—_— _— 
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Chancellorſhip : ſecondly, deprived him of two of his three biſhoprickes 
which be held : and laſtly, ſenr him packing to his owne houſe,as one whom 
kenever purpoſed moreto ſee : yet afterward being advertiſed of certaine 
inſo'ent and threatning ſpeeches which he uſed againſt him , he ſent againe 
for him : but he not daring to refuſe to come at his call, dyed in the way 
with meere gricfe and defpight. The Pope gave his definitive ſentence 
againſt this act, and favoured the cauſe of the divorced Ladie : but what 


o1ined he by it, ſave only that the King, offended with him, rejeted him 


and a1l his trumpery, retained his yearely tribute levied our of this Realm, 
and converted it to another uſe : and this was the recompence of his good- 
ly diſpenſation with an inceſtuous marriage : whereinalthough, to ſpeake 
truly and properly, he loſt nothing of his owne, yet it was a deep check and 
no ſhallow loſſe to him and his ſucceflors, to be deprived of ſo gaodly a re- 
venue, and fo great authority inthis Realme. as he then was. 


CHAP.-XXVII, 
Of Adulterie. 


| <3] Eeing that marriage 1s ſo holy an inſtitution and ordinance 

&Y 31] of God, as it hath been ſhewedtobe ; it followeth by good 
right that the corruption thereof, namely Adultery, where- 
by the bond of marriage is diſſolved, ſhould be forbidden : 
for the woman that is polluted therewith , deſpiſeth her 
owne husband, yea and for the moſt part hateth him, and 


] 
foiſteth in ſtrange ſeed (even his enemies brats) in ſtead ofhis owne,not on- 


ly to be fathered, butalſo to be brought up and maintained by him , and in 
time to be made inheritors of his poſſeflions : which thiog being once 


kr.owne, muſt needes ſtir up coales to ſctanger on fire,and ſetabroach much 
miſchiefe : and albeitthat the poore infants are innocent and guiltleſſe of 
the crime , yet doth the puniſhment and ignominie thereof redound to 


them, becauſe they cannot be reputed as legitimate, but are even marked 


with the black coale of baſtrdy whileſt they live: ſo grievous is the guilt of 
this ſin, and uneafie to be removed. Forthis cauſe the very Heathen not on- 


ly reproved adultery evermore, but alſo by authority of law prohibited it, 
and allotted to death the offenders therein. FE

eAbmelechKing of the Philiſtims, a man without circumciſion , and Gen.26. 


therefore without the covenant , knowing by the light of nature (for hee 
knew not the law of GoJ) how ſacred and inviolable the knot of marriage 
ought to be, expreſly forbad all his people from doing ny injury to Iſaac 
in regard of his wife, and from touching her difhoneſtly upon paine of 
death. Out ofthe ſame fountaine ſprang the words of queene Hecnbs in Ex- 
ripides, ſpeaking to Menelaws touching Helen, when ſhe admoniſhed him to 
enat this law, That every womanwhich ſhould betray her husbands cre- 

dit, and her owne chaſtity to another man, ſhould die the death. 


In olde time the Zgyptians uſed to puniſh adultery on this ſort 3 the Diodep- E 
man with a thouſand jerkes with a reed, and the woman with cutting off = 


her roſe; but he that forced a free woman to his luſt, had his privy mem-

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bers cut off, By the law of /#{s, adulterers werewithour difference adjudg- 
ed todeath, inſomuch that Iu/ime A#tonine, 2 man of great parentage and 
reputation among the Romanes, whoſe ſon was nephew to 4ugeſt,c ſiſter 
(as Cornelinu Tecitru reporteth) was for this crune executed to death, Au- 
reljanws the Emperour did ſo hateanddeteſt this vice, that to the end ta 
ſcare and terrific his ſou'diers from the like offence, he puniſhed a ſouldier 
which had committed adultery with bis hoſteſſe in moſt ſevere manner, 
even by cauſinghimto be tyed by both his feer to two trees bent downe to 
the earth with force, which being letgoe,returningto their courſe,rent him 


; cruelly in picces, the one halfe of his body hanging 6n the one tree, and the 


other onthe other. Yea and at thisday amonglit the very Turkes and Tarta- 
rians, this fin is ſharply puniſhed. So that we onghrt not wonder that the 
Lord ſhould ordaine death for the Adalterer, If a man (faith the law) lic 
with anotber mans wiſe, if (I ſay) he commit adultery with his neighbours 
wife, the Adu'terer and the Adulterefſe ſhall die the death. And in ano- 
ther place, If a man be found lying witha woman married to a man, they 
ſhall die both twaine 3 to wit, the man that lay with the wife, and the wite, 
that tou m1eſt put awayevill from Iſracl. Yea, and before Moſes time al- 
ſo, it was a cuſtome to burnethe Adulterers with fire, as ut appearerh by 
the ſentence of 7a (one of the twelve Patriarchs) upon Thamar i:isdaugh- 
ter in law, becauſe he ſuppoſed her to have played tl'e wt ore. Beſide all tl:15, 
to theend this ſin might nor be ſhuffled up and kept cloſe, there was a 
meanes , neg if a mandid but ſuſpe& his wife for this fin, though 
ſhecould by no witnelſe or prooke be convin. ed, her wickedneſſe notwir 

ſtanding mod ſtrangely andertraordinarily might be diſcovered. And it 
was this : The woman publikely :t her husbands fait called in queſtion be- 
fore the Prieſt, who was to give judgement of her after divers ceremonies 
and circumftances perfarmed, and bitter curſes pronounced by bim, her 
belly would burſt,and her thigh would rot, if ſhe were guilty,and ſhe ſhould 
be a curſe amongſt the people for her fin ; but if ſhe was free, no cvill 
would come unto her. Thus it pleaſed God to make knowne, that the fil- 


thineſſe ofthoſe that are polluted with this fin, ſhould nor be hid. This 


_ more Clearely 2ppeare by the example ofthe Levites wife, of whom it 
is ſpoken in the 19, 20, and 21, Chapters of ludges, who having forſaken 
her hnsband to play the whore, certaine moneths after he had agiine reCci- 
ved her tobe his wife, (he was given over agiinſt her will to the villanoug 
and monſtrous luſts of the molt wicked and perverſe Gibeonites, that ſo 
abuſed her for the ſpace of a whole night together, thar in the morning ſhe 


was found dead upon the threſhold : which rhing turned to a great deſtru- | 


Rion 2nd overthrow in Lirael 3 for the Levite, when he aroſe, and found his 
wife newly deadatthe dore of his lodging, he cur and diſmembred her body 
into twelve pieces, and ſent them into all rhe countries of Iſrael , to ever 
tribe one, to givethem to underſtand, how vile and monſtrous an injurie 
was done unto him : wherenpon the whole nation aſſembling and conſulting 
r, when they ſaw how the Benjamites (in whoſe tribethis monſtrous 
viſlany was committed) make no reckoning of ſeeing pnniſhment executed 
upon thoſe exccrable wretches, they tooke armes againſt them, and made 
war upon them ; wherein though at the firſt conflict they loſt to the num- 
ber of forty thouſand men, yet afterward they diſcomfited and overthrew 
the Benjamites, and flew of them 2 5000. raſing and burning —_ the

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City G1bea ( whetethe finne was:committed ) withall the reſt of the Ci- 2 
ties of that Tribe, in ſuch ſort that there remained alive but- ſix hundred 
perſons, that ſaved their lives by flying into the defart, and there hid 
themſelves foure moneths , untill ſuch time as the Iſraelites taking pitty 
of them, leſt they ſhould utterly be brought to nought, gave them towitec 
(tothe cnd to repcople them againe)) foure hundred virgins of the ifihi- 
bitz1ts of Jabes Gilead, reſerved out of that flaughter of thoſe people, 
wherein man, woman, and childe , were. put to the ſword, for not com- 
ming forth to take part withtheir brethren inthat late warre. And foraſ- 
much as yet there remained two hundred of them unprovided for, the An- 
tients of Iſrael gave them liberty to take by force two hundred of the daugh- 
ters of their people : which could not be bur great injury and vexation 
untotheir parents , to bethus robbed of their daughters, and to ſee them 
married at all adventures , without their conſent or.liking: Theſe were 
the miſchicfes which iſſucd and ſprang from that vile and abominable a- 
du't.ry ofthe wicked Gibeonttes with the Levites wife , whoſe firſt vo- 
| luntary finne was inlike manner alſo-moſt, juſtly puniſhed by this ſecond - 
rape : and this is no new practiſe of our moſt juſt God, to puniſh one one fn pu#?- 
ſinne by another , and finners in the ſame kinde wherein they have _ with ang« 
offended. | | | 4a | THT 3.

Inthe reigne of Charles the {ixththere befell a notable and memorable Froiſ.Pol.z.

beingenamoured with a Lady no leſle faire than honourable, the wife of 
the Lord of Carouge, came upon aday when he knew her husband to bee 
from home, to her houſe 3 and fatning as ifbe had ſorne ſecret meſſage to 
unfold unto her on her husbands behalte (far their familiarity was ſo great) 15. cap-19- 
entred with her all alone into a moſt ſecret chamber, where as ſoone as he +} 
had gotten her, he locked the doore, and throwing himſelfe upon her,forced 
her unto his luſt, andafterward ſaved himſelfe by ſpeedy flight. Her huſ- 
band at his returne underſtanding the injury and wrong which was done 
himby this vile miſcreant, ſought firſt torevenge himſelfe by juſtice, and 
therefore put his caviſe tobe heard by the Parliament of Paris 3 where be- 
ing debated, it could not well be decided, becauſe he wanted witneſſes to 
convince the crime, except his ownewives words , which could not be ac- 
cepted: ſothat the Court, tothe end that there might ſome end be made 
of their quarrell, ordained a combate betwixt them 3 which was forthwith 
performed : for the two duellifts entering the liſts, fel! projectiy to ſtrokes, 
and that ſoeagerly, rhat in ſhort ſpace thequarrell was decided : the Lord 
of Carouge, husband of the wronged Lady, remained conquerour , after He 
had flainc his enemy that had wronged him ſo wickedly and diſloyally: the 
vanquiſhed was forthwithdelivered tothe hangman of Paris, who dragped 
him to mount Falcon, and there hanged him. Now albeit rhis _ yd

Howbeit the Empreſſe,though pardoned for ber fault, 
returned to her old vomit, and continued her wanton traffique with more 
than eitÞer deſired or loved her company : at Jaſt ſhe fell in lovewirh the 
County of Mutina, a gallant man in perſonage, and too Honeſt to be allu- 
red with her ſtale, though he was often ſolicited by her : whereſore like a 
Tygre ſhe accuſed him ro the Emperour (for extreame love converts toex- 
treame hotred. if it be croſſed) of cfferingto raviſh her againſt her will ; for 

. which cauſe the Emperour Orbo cauſed him to loſe his head : but his wife 
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being privy tothe innocency of her husband,' rraverſed his caule, and re- 269 


quired juſtice, that though his life was loſt, yet his reputation might bee 
preſerved : and to prove his innocency, the miraculoutly handled Iron red 
with heat without any hurt 3 which when the Emperour ſaw, ſearchingour 
the cauſe very narrowly he found out his waves villany, and for her paines 
cauſed her to be burned at a ſtake, but on the Earles wife he beſtowed great 
rewards, even foure Caſtles in recompence of her husband , though no re- 
ward could countervaile that fo great a loſle, 


Rodoalauthe eighth King of Lumbardy being taken in Adultery even in 6,00 21:4 
the fact, by the husband of the Adultereſle, was flaine without delay. 4nns Metantt 6 
659. In like ſort, 1ohbn Malateſta ilew his wife and the Adulterer together, 


when he tooke them amidit their embracements. So did one Lo owicke, 
ſteward of Normandy, kill his wife Car/otta and her lover /ohn Lavernus, as 
they were 1n bed together. 


Hedjon in his Chronicletelleth ofa Doftor of the Law that loved his c.g.ned. 


ProRors wife, with whom as he acquainted himſelfe overfamiliarly and un- parts. 


honeſtly, both at her owne houſe, when her husband was abſent, and at a 
bath in an olde womans houſe hard by, the Proctor watched their haunt ſo 


necre, that he caught them naked togerher in the bath, and fo curried the 


lecherous Dodtor with a curry-combe;, thar he ſcra ped out his eyes,and cut 


of his privy members 3 fo that within three dayes after he dyed : hiswife 


he ſpared, becauſe ſhe was with childe, otherwiſe ſhe ſhould have taſted the 
ſame ſauce. 
Another ſtorie like unto thus he telleth of a Popiſh Prieft, that never 
left to lay ſiege to the chaſtity of an honeſt Matron, till ſhe condeſcendin 
to his defire, brought him into the ſhare, and cauſed her husband to gel 
him. I would to God that all that diſhonour their profefſionby filthy a&i- 
ons might be ſerved after the ſame manner, that there might be fewer ba- 
ſtards and bauds and common {trumpets than there are now adaies, and that 
fince the feare of God is extinguiſhed in their ſoules, the feare and certain- 
ty of ſudden judgements might reſtraine them, | 
Wolfius Schrenk reported to Martin Lather, how in Vaitland foure mur- 
ders were committed upon the occaſton of one Adultery 3 for whileſt the 
Adultereſſe trumpet was banqueting with her lovers, her husband came in- 
with a hunting ſpeare in his hand, and ſtruck him through that ſat next un- 
to ter, and thenher alſo 3 other two inthe mean while leapt downe ſtaires 
with feare and hafte, broketheir armes and ſhortly after dyed. 


A certaine Cardinall committed daily Adultery with a mans wife, that rh.ecr.bi 


winked and as it were ſubſcribed unto it : wherefore her brother taking this 
diſhonour to his houſe inevill part, watched when the lecher had promiſed 
to come, but upon occaſion came not, and in the darke flew his ſiſter and 
ker husband, ſuppoſing it to have been the Cardinall : but when he per- 


ceived his errour, he fled the countrey for feare of the Law : Howbeit, be- 


fore his departure he wrought ſuch meanes,that whom he miſſed in his pur- 
poſe of the ſword, him he murdered by poyſon. This judgement is not on- 
iy for Adulterers, but for Wittals alſo, that yeeld their conſents to the 
diſhonouring of their owne wives 3 a monſtrous kinde of creatures, and de- 

generate not only from the law of humanity, but of nature alſo. 
Metin Luther hath left recorded inhis writings many examples of judge- 
ments on this ſin, but eſpecially upon Clergy men, whoſe profefiwn as ir 
| requireth 
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Luther in E- 


requireth a more ſtri&t kinde of converſation, ſo their fins and judgements 
were more notorious, both in their owne natures, and inthe eye and opini- 
on of the world, ſome of which, as it is not amiſle to inſert in this place, fo 
it is not unneceſſary to belceve them, proceeding from the mouth of ſo war- 
thy a wirneſle. Eee 

There was (faith he) a man of great authority and learning, that forſa- 


pift.confoler «d king his ſecular lite, betooke himſelfe into the Colledge of Prieſts (whe- 
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ther of devotion, or of hope of liberty to ſin, let them judge that reade this 
hiſtory) this new adopted Prieſt fell in love witha Maſons wife, whom hee 
ſo wooed, that he got his pleaſure of her 3 and what fitter time but when 
Maſle was inging did hedaily cauſe for the performing of his villany ? In 
this haunt he perſiſted a long ſeaſon, tillthe Maſon finding him in bed with 
his wife, did not ſummon him to law nor penance, bnt tooke a ſhorter 
courſe and cnt his throat. 

Another Nobleman in Thuringa being taken in adultery, was murther- 
cd after this ſtrange faſhion by the Adultereſles husband ; te bound him 
hand and foot and caſt him into priſon 3 and to quench his luſt, ſeeing that 


Ceres, that is, gluttony, is the fewell of Yew, that is, luſt, denied him all 


manner of ſuſtenance, and the more to augment his paine, ſet hot diſhes of 


- meate before him, that the ſmell and ſight thereof might more provoke 


his appetite, and the want thereof torment him more. In this torture the 
wretched lecher abode ſo long, until! he gnew off the fleſh from his owne 


' ſhoulders, and the eleventh day of his impriſonment ended his life. His 


puniſhment was moſt horrible, and too too ſevere in reſpe& of the infli- 
Qer, yet moſt juſt in reſpe& of God, whoſe cuſtome is to proportion his 
judgements to the quality of the finthar is committed. Luther affirmeth 
this to have hapned 1n his childhood, and that both the parties were known 
unto him by name, which for honor and charity ſake he would not difcoſe. 

There was another nobleman that ſo delighted in luſt, and was fo inor- 
dinate in his deſires, that he ſhamed not to ſay , that ifhis life of pleaſure, 
and paſſing from harlot to harlot might endure ever, he would not care for 
heaven or life eternall, VVhat curſed madnefle and impiety is this > a man 


' tobe lo forgetfull of his Maker and himſelfe, that be preferred his whores 


before his Saviour, and his filthy pleaſure before the grace of God > Doth 
it not deſerve to be puniſhed with Scorpions ? Yes verily, as it was indeed ; 
for the polluted wretch dyed amongſt his ſtrumpets, being ſtrucken with a 
ſudden ſtroke of Gods vengeance. | 

Intheyeare 1505. a certaine Biſhop well ſeen in all learning and elo- 
quence, and eſpecially skilfull in lan es, was notwithſtanding fo filthy 
in his converſation, that he ſhamed not to defile his body and name with 
many adulteries : but at length he was ſlaine by a Cobler, whoſe wife bee 
had often corrupted, being taken in þed with her, and ſo receiveda due re- 
ward of his filthineſle. 

Inthe yeareof our Lord 778, Kenulphws King of the Weſt Saxons in 
Britaine, as he uſually haunted the company of a cettaine harlot which hee 
kept at Merton,was ſlaine by one Clits the k inſman of Sigebert that was late 
King. 

- [2 a Kingof Scotland was ſo foule a drunkard and glutton, and ſo 
outragiouſly givento harlots, that he negle&ted his owne wife, and drove 
her to ſuch penury, that ſhe was faine to ſ&rve other noble-women for her 
living 3 
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liy ingz wherefore ſhe murthered him in his bed, and after flew her ſelfe 24 
alſo. : 
Arichbertus eldeſt ſon unto Letheriue King of France, dyed even as hee 
was embracing his whores. 
In ſumme to concludethis matter, our Engliſh Chronicles report, that 
in the yeare of our Lord 349. there was ſo great a plenty of corne anwl fruit 
in Britaine , that the like had not been ſeene many yeares before : but this 
was the cauſe of much idleneſſe, gluttony, lechery, and other vices in the 
land : (For uſually eaſe and proſperity arethe nurſes ofall enormity : ) but 
the Lord requited this ti'eir r1otous and incontinent life with ſo great a pe» 
Rilence and mortality, thatthe living ſcantly ſufficed to bury the dead. 
Petrarch maketh mention of a certaine Cardinall, that though hee was 77%: 
ſeventy yeares old, yet every night would have a freſh whore, and tothis 
end had certaine bauds purveyours and providers of his traſh : but hedyed 
a miſerable and wretched death. And Mariin Luther reported,that a biſhop 
being a common frequenter of the ſtewes in Hidelberg, came to this miſe: 
rable end ; theboards of the chamber whither he uſed toenter were looſen- 
ed, that as ſoone as he came an he ſlipped through and broke his neck, | 
But above all, that which we finde written inthe ſecond booke of Finge. 19bFixce: 
liz is moſt ſtrange and wonderfull, of a prieſt in Albenthewer, a towne 
neare adjoyning to Gaunt in Flanders, that perſwaded a young maidto re+ 
jet anddifobey all her parents godly admonitions, and to become his con- 
cubine : when ſhe objected how vilea fin it was, and how contrary tothe 
Law of God, he told her, that by the authority of the Pope, he could dif- 
pence with any wickednefle, were it never ſopreat, and further alledged the 
diſcommodities of marriage, and the pleaſure that would-ariſe from that 
kindeof life : in fine, he conquered her vertuous purpoſe, and made her 
yeeld unto his filthy luſt, But when they had thus pampered their deſizes 
together a while, in came the devill, and would needs conelude the phy : 
for as they were banquetting with many ſuch like companions, he tooke 
her away from the Prieſts f1de,and notwithſtanding her pittifull crying and 
all theirexorcifing and conjurine, carried her quite away,telling the Prieſt 
tat very ſhortly he would fetch him alſo, for he was his owne darling. "5 
I may not here paſſe over in ſilence an Iriſh hiſtory , famous both for Helinfted. 
notorious villany , and excellent in juſtice 3 wherein we may ſee by the 
adultery of one filthy Fryer occaſion given not only of. much bloodſhed, 
but of the ruine of a famous City, called Roſle, ſcituate in Leinſter. This 
City being firſt an unwalled towne, was (to prevent the ſudden invaſion'gf 
the Iriſh) compaſſed about with a large and ſtrong wall , by the adyice and 
carers of one Roſe, a chaſte widdow and bountifull Gentlewaman ; This 
Roſe had iflue three ſons, who being bolſtered out by their mothers wealth 
and their ownetraffique, made divers proſperous voyages into fat conn- 
tries : but as one of the three chapmen was employed in his traffique 
abroad, ſo the pretty poppet his wife began to play the harlot at home, and 
that with none but a fat religious cloyſterer of the towne : they wallowed 
ſo long in this ſtinking puddle, that ſuſpition began ro creepe into mens 
braines, and from ſuſpition the matter was ſo apparent, that it grew © 
Plaine proofe : her unfortunate husband was no ſogner come hone, but 
notice Cn was blowne in his eares, ſo that with griefe and anger he BR 
(for ſuch is the narure of jealouſie)almoſi Rarke mad and nee Only hey pub 
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the wholc towne took themſelves as extreamely wronged by this ſhamefull 
fa& + whereupon divers of them conſpiring together , agreed (as being a 
deed of charity) to grub away ſuch wilde ſhrubs from the towne, and fo 
flocking together in the dead of the night tothe Abbey, wherein this Fryer 
was Cloyſtcted (the monument of which Abbey is yet to be ſeenar Roſſe on 
the South ſide) they underſparredthe gates , and breaking open the doores, 
ſtabbed the Adulterer , with the reſt of the Covent, through with their 
weapons; whete they left them goaring in their blood, and gaſping up 
their ghoſts in their couches : a cruell at, I muſt needs confeſle, inthe ex- 
ecutioners 3 who being carried away with private revenge, had no meaſure 
intheir cruelty ; bur yet a juſt vengeance uponthe executed,that harboured 
and'maintained ſo wretched a perſon : but ſecret and deep arc the judge- 
ments of God, who puniſheth one ſin with another,and maketh one wicked 


'.. manarodto plagis another; and-after caſteth the rod alſo into the fire : for 


ſodid he here} ſtirring up the reſt ofthe Clergy to be a meanes to puniſh 
this cruelty : for when as theſe three brethren not long after ſped them- 
ſelves into ſome for countrey to continue their trade, the religious men be- 
ivg informed of theirreturne homeward, every night did not miſleto ſet 
lantorne on thetop of a high rock (which was uſed to be ſet upon the Hulk 
tower, 2 notable marke for Pilots, in dire&ting them which way to ſterne 
their Ships, and tocſchew the danger of the rockes, which are there very 
plentifull) and ſoby this pra&iſetheſe three paſſengers bearing ſaile with a 
good winde, made right upon the lantorre, ſuppoſing it had been the Hulk 
rower, and ſo ere they were aware their Ship was daſht upon the rockes, 
and all the paſſengers over-whirled in the Sea. And rhus was Adultery pu- 
niſhed with cruelty, and cruelty with treaſon : but ſee the end 3 upon this 
there grew ſo great quarrels and diſcontentments between the towneſmen 
andthe religious, the one curſing the other, that the eſtate of that flouriſh- 
ing towne was turned upſide'downe , and from abundance of proſperity, 
. quiteexchanged toextreame penury.

In the Dukedome of 
Spaleto, which is the way from Ancona to Rome (of. the antient Latines 
called Umbria) there were three brethren, who kept in their poſſefſion 
three Cities of the ſaid Dukedome, namely Faligno, Nocera, and Trevio : 
theeldeſt of whom, whoſe {irname was Nicholes,as he paſſed from one town 
- ro 
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to the other, being ar Nocera, odged divers times inthe Caſtle inth- keep- 2 7 
ers and Coprauues houic,whom he had there ſubſtitutedtodefend the place 
with an ordinary baud of ſouldiers. Now as he made his abode there a few 
dyes, he grew tocaſt a more laſcivious eyeupon the Captaines wite than 
was meet, and from looking fell to luſting after ber 3 in ſuch ſort, that-in 
ſhort ſp2ce he got very privy and familiar acquaintance with her,andoften- 
times ſecret and ſufpirious meetings : which being perceived by her huſ- 
band, he after watched ſo narrowly their haunts, that once he ſpyed them 
together without being ſeen of them : nevertheleſle, digeſting and fwallow- 
ingupthis ſorrow with ({ilence, and without giving forth any tokens there- 
of, be conſulted in himſelfe to revenge the injury by the death and raſing 
out, not oaly of the Adulterer , but alſo of the whole race and fraternity. 
Now when he had hampered this enterpriſe,and layed forth the plot there- 
of in his head, he diſpatcted preſently a meſſenger tothe three Gentlemen 
brethren, to invite them againſt the next day to the hunting of the faireſt 
wilde Bore that was this many a day ſeen in the forreſts of Nocera. Seigni- 
or Nicholas failed not to come at the time appointed, accompanied with 
Duke Cemerine, who deſired tobe one of this jolly crue : they ſupped in 
the towne, but lodged in the caſtle, where being atreſt, about midnight the 
Captaie ruſhed into his chamber with the greateſt part of his guard, and 
there handled Seignior Nichols onthis manner; he firſt cut off bis privy 
members, as being principall in the offence, then thruſt him through on 
both ſides with a ſpeare, next pluckt outhis heart, and laſtly, tore the reſt 
of his body into athouſand pieces. As forthe Duke Camerine,he ſhut him 
np ina deep and dark dungeon with all the ftrangers of his retinue. Ar day 
breake anorher of the brethren called Ceſar, that lay thar night in the town, 
was ſent for tocome and ſpeake with his brother, and as ſoone as hewas en- 
tered into the Court ofthe Caſtle, ſeven or eight of the guard bound hiny 
and his followers, and carried him into the chamber where his dead brother 
lay chopr as ſmall as fleſh to the pot, and there murdered himalſo. Comrade 
the third brother, |being by reaſon of 8 Marriage abſent from this —_ 
' whenhereceived the report oftheſe pittifull news,gathered together a 
of men from all quarters, and with them (afſiſted with the friends and allies 
of the Duke Camerino then priſoner) layed (icge to the'Caſtle,they battered 
the walls, made a breach, and gave the aſſault of enterance, and were man- 
fully reſiſted five houres long, rill the defendants being but thirty or forry 
men at the moſt, not able to ſtand any longer indefence, were forcedto re- 
tire and lay open way of enterance to the enemy : then began a mott horri- 
blebutchery of men 3 for Comrade, having woon the fort, firlt hewed then 
in pieces that ſtood in reſiſtance, rhen finding the Captaines father, flew 
| him, andcaſt him piece-meale tothe dogs 3 ſome he tyed to the tailes of 
wilde horſes, tobe drawne over hedges, ditches, thornes, and'bryerszothers 
he pinched with hot [rons, and ſo burnt them to death : which when the” 
Captaine from the top of the dungeon where he had ſaved himſelfe, beheld, 
he tooke his wife whom he held there priſoner, and binding; her. hand atd 
foot, threw her headlong from the top of the rower upon the: pavement : 
which the ſouldiers perceiving, put fire tothe tower, ſo that: he was' con» 
ſtrained through heat and ſmoke (himſelfe, his brother, arid his little child) 
to ſally downe the ſameway whichhe had taught his wife 2 little befote-to# 
goe, and ſoall three broke their necks : their carkafles were'calt our to "_ 
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274 meat for Wolves, as unworthy of humane ſepulture. And this was the ca- 
taſtrophe of that wofull tragedy, where by the occaſion of one Adultery (fo 
heavy 15 the curſe of God upon that ſin) a number of men came to their 

- ends. 

Inthe hiſtoties of ourtime we finde recorded a fearefull ſtory of many 
murders ſpringing from one Adultery, together with the hand of God up- 
on the Adulterers themſelves 3 the ſtory is this : an Advocate of Grafle 
in Provence, called Tolento, that having the managing of the affaires of the 

Seigniorof Chabrye, and by that meanes familiar acceſle to him and his 

| Lat )by this familiarity allured the Lady, who was then forty yeares old, 

and had foure children, to his filthy luſt : and being plunged into this 
gulfe, Satan did thruſt them headlong into others : for firſt they praiſed 
and performed the maſlacre of her husband , walking in his Warren, by 
' two murderers ſuborned to that end : and ſecondly, when her eldeſt fonne 
ſeemed to diſlike her wicked behaviour with the Advocate, they alſo - 
wrought his death, by looſing certaine boords in a gallery , where he uſed 
ordinarily towalk, ſo that as foone as he ſet his foot ontheſedisjoynted 
boords, he fell downe headlong, and had his braines beaten out. Andthird- 
ly, when her younger ſon ſhcwed his diſcontent to their brutiſh converſa- 
tion, yet nothing miſdoubted themto be guilty of the former parricides, 
theſe wickedwretches reſolved to prevent him alſo,leſt he ſhould interrupt 
their reſolved filthineſle. Wherefore they hired a murderer to make him 
away ; who watching bis opportunity, thruſt him headlong downe a ſteep 
rock, ſothat he was at the bottome ſooner flaine then he felt rhe murderer. 
After all this, theſe two miſerable wretches, finding that they were obſer- 
yed by all men, and noted, did practiſe to marry together : but there was 
one betwixt them, namely the Advocates wife 3 wherefore they conſpired 
her death to make up the meſle, and indeed the villanous lecher , her huſ- 
| band, lying one night by her, ſtrangled ter with a napkin 3 and then cryed 
out with.z-loud voice for help, pretending that a catarre had ſuffocated her 
in her ſleep; But for all his cunning, the father of his wife miſtruſted her 
death tobe violent, and cauſed himto be ſtriatly examined upon the ſame z 
who preſently by filence bewrayed his guilty conſcience, and after without 
torture confeſied both his fa, and all the murders before mentioned : for 
which he was condemned to be quartered alive in the market place of 
Graſſe, where he dwelled, and where his murders were committed. As for 
that-cruell Lady his aſſociate, becauſe ſhe could not be found, being fled 
the countrey, ſhe was condemned by contempt , and executed in picture. 
But though ſhe eſcaped the hand of juſtice among men, yet the hand of God 
purſued her : for flying to. Genoa, ſhe was firſt robbed by a ſervant of all 
ſhe had, andafter being conſtrainedto ſerve an olde widdow, and to teach 
her daughters,being tormented with the ſting of her owne conſcience;w ith- 
in ſhort ſpace dycd in great miſery. . 
tonne. + Inthe timeof Pope Stephen the eighth, there was a varlet Prieſt that was 
_ - bb.5.cop.15, Chaplaine in the houſe of a Marqueſſe of Italie, who although he was very 
miſhapen andevill favoured, yet was entertained of the Lady Marqueſſe 
his miſtrefle to her bed, and made her paramour : upon a nighr as he was 
going to lie with her according to his'wont (his Lord being 'from home ) 
behold a dog barked ſo fiercely, leaping and biting at- him, þ all the ſer- 
vants of the houſe being awaked ranthitherward, and finding this gallant in 
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the ſnare, took him, and forall his bauld crowne ſtripped him naked, and 275 

cut off cleane his privy and adulterous parts : and thus was this lecherous 

Prieſt ſerved. 
Pope Toh the thirteenth, aman as of wicked converſation in all things, Luth.prand- 

ſo eſpecially abominable in whoredomes and adultery, which good ad U4apS. 

tions whileſt he purſued, he was oneday taken tardy inthe plain fields, whi- 

ther he went todiſport himſelfe 3 for he was found in the a& of adultery, 

and ilaine forthwirh : and theſe are the godly fruits of thoſe ſingle life-lo- 

vers, to whom the uſe of marriage is counted unlawtull , and therefore for- 

bidden, but Adultery not once prohibited nor diſallowed. 
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Of ſuch as are divorced without cawſe: 


Y theſe and ſuch like judgements, 1t pleaſeth God to- make 
knowne unto men how much he defirethto have the eſtate 
of marriage maintained and preſerved in the integrity,and 
how much every one ought to. take heed how to deprave 
or corrupt the ſame + now thento proceed. It it bea fin 
to take away, raviſh, or intice to folly another mans 

wife, ſhall we not thinke it an equall ſin for a husbandto forſake hiswife, 
and caſt her offto take another, ſhe having notdifanulled and cancelled the 
bond of marriage by adultery ? Yes verily ; for as concerning the permil- 
ſion of divorce to the Iſraelites under the law , our Saviour himſelfe ex- 
poundeththe meaning and intent thereof in the Goſpell, to be nothing elſe Mar-15- 
but a toleration for the hardneſſe and ſtubbornneſſeof their hearts, and nor 
a conſtitution from the beginning 3 upon which occaſion ſpeaking of mar- 
riage, and declaring the rightand firength ofthe ſame 3 he ſaith, Thafwho- 
ſoever putteth away his wife, except it be for adultery, and marrieth ano- 
ther, committeth adultery ; and he that marrieth her that is put away, 
committeth adultery alſo. All which notwithſtanding the great men of 
this world ket looſe themſelves to this fin too licentioutly, as it appeareth 
by many examples : & of LAniechus Theos, ſon of A#trochu Sorter King of 

Syria, who tothe end to goe with Ptolomis Hap King of Egypt, and 

marrie his danghter Berwice, caſt off his wife Laodicea, that had borne him 
children, and tooke Bernice to be his wife : but ere long he rejected her alfo, 
and betrayed her to her enemies (namely his ſon Callinicw) who flew her 

with one of her ſons, and all that belonged unto her : and then he tooke a- 

gaine his old wife, for which cauſe Prolemie Euergetes (ſon to Philadelphac) 

renewed warupon him. F- 

Herod the Tetrarch was ſo bewitched with the love of Heredias his bro- "2.4: pai ag 
ther Philips wife, that, tothe end he might enjoy her, he diſclaitnied his law- = lib.18. 
full wife, andſent her home to her father King Aret«s 3 who beingrouch- cap.7.9, 
edand netled with this indignity and diſgrace, ſought to revenge himſelfe 
by armes : and indeed made ſo hot war tpon him, and charged his army fo 
furiouſly, that it was diſcomfited by him : after which flrartieftrll loffe ; he 
was by the Emperour Caligztes commandement baniſhed ro Liotis; there 
tend the reſidue of his daics. X49 \ Among

Among the Romanes 2farcus Antonins was noted for the moſt diflolute 
and impudent in this caſe ofdivorce, for albeitthat inthe beginning of his 
triumvirſhip he forſooke his firſt wife to marry 0faviws his ſiſter, yet hee 

roceeded further, not content herewith, but muſt necds forſaxe heralſo, to 
= with Cleopatra the Queen of Zgyprt,from whence ſprung out many great 
evils, whichat length fell upon his owne head.; to his finall ruine and de- 
ſtruction : for when he ſaw himſelfe in ſuch ſtraits, thatno meanes could be 
found to reſiſt 0Zavims, he ſheathed with his owne hands his ſword into his 
bowels, when all his ſervants being requeſted,refuſed to performe the ſame; 
and being thus wounded, he fell upona little bed, intreating thoſe that were 
preſent, tomake anend of his daies3 but they all fled and left him in the 
chamber crying and tormenting himſelfe, untill ſuch time that he was con- 
veighed tothe monument wherein Clespatr was incloſed, that he might die 
there: Cleopatra ſecing this pittifull ſpeRacle, all amaſed let downe chaines 
and cords from the high window, and with the help of ter two maids drew 
himup into the monument, uniting their forces,and doing what they could 
to get his poore carkaſle, though by a ſhamefull and undecent manner , for 
the gate-was locked and might not be opened3 and it wasa lamentable ſight 
to ſee his poore body all beſmeared with blood, and breathing now his laſt 
blaſt (for he dyed as ſoone as he cameto the wp ) to be drawne up onthat 
cruell faſhion. As for Cleopatra, who by her Hattering allurements raviſh- 
edthe heattof this miſerable man, and was cauſe of his ſecond divorce, ſhee 
played her true part alſo in this wofull Tragedy; and as ſhe partaked of the 
{in, ſo ſhe did of the puniſhment : For after the ſaw ber ſelte paſt hope of 
help, and her ſweet-heart dead, ſhe beat her owne breaſts,and tormented her 


ſelte ſo much with ſorrow, that her boſome was bruiſed, and halfe murder- 


ed with her blowes, and her body in many. places exulcerate with inflamatj- 
Ons : ſhe pulled off her haire, rent her face with her nailes, and altogether 
infenſied with griefe, melancholic, and diſtreſſe, was found freſh dead, 
with her two'maids lying at her feet: and this was the miſerable end of thoſe 
two, who for enjoying ofa few fooliſh and curſed pleaſures together, recei- 
ved in exchange infinite torments and vexations 3 and at length, unhappy 
deaths together in one and the ſame place : verifying the olde proverbe, For 
One pleaſure a thouſand dolours. 

Charles the eighth, King of France, after be had been long time married 
to thedaughter of the King ofthe Romanes, fifter ro the Archduke of Au- 
{tria, was fo evill adviſed as toreturne her home againe upon no ether occa- 
fionbut to marrie the Dutcheſle of Britaine, the ſole. herre to her fathers 
Dukedome : wherein he doubly injured his father in law the Romane King ; 
for he did not only reje& his daughter , but alſo deprived him of his wite 
the Dutcheſſe of Britajne, whom by his ſubſtitute (according to the man- 
ner of great Princes) he had firſt eſpouſed. Bembw in his Yenetian hiſtor 
bandling this ſtory, ſomewhat mollifieth the fault , when he ſaith that the 
Romane Kings daughter was never touched by King Charles in the way of 
marriage all the while ſhe was there , by reaſon of her unripe and over- 


-young yeares. After a while, after this new married King had given a hot 


alarmetoall Italy, and conquered the Realme of Naples 3 as the Venetians 
were deliberating to take the matter in hand of themſelves, and to reſift 
him, Maximilianthe Romane King (olicited them in the ſame, and thruſt 
them forward, as well that he might confederate himſelfe with the Duke of 

Milan, 
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Milan, as that he might revenge the 1njury rouching his repelled daughter : 3577 
ſo that by this meanes the French K. was foretroubled at his returne, having 

to withſtand him all the Venetian forces, with the moſt part of the Poten- 

rates of Italie : notwithſtanding he broke through them all,afrer he had pur 

the Venetians to the worſt : bur being returned afrer this victorious and ppt. de Com. 
triumphant- voyage, it happened that. one day as he led the Queen to the 

Caſtle of Amboile, to ſee ſome ſome {port at Teniſe, he ſtroke his fore- 

head againſt the upper door-poſte of the gallery, as he went in, that he fell cy. 
preſently tothe ground ſpeechleſle, and died incontinently in the place, 

from whence ( though the filthieſt and fluttiſheſt place about the Caſtle ) 

they removed not his body, but laid iton a bed of ſtraw to the view of the 

world from two of the clocke in the afrernoon till eleven at midnight, and 

this good ſucceſle followed at laſt his ſo much deſired divorce. 
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CHAP. XXVIL. 
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Of thoſe that either cauſe or authoriſe 
unlawful Diwvorcements. 


22 Lthough the Commandment of our Saviour Chriſt ,.,. 
= bevery plain and manifeſt, That man ſhould nor ſepa- 
) rate thoſe whom God hath joyned together, yet there 
LAY are ſome ſovoidof underſtanding and judgement, that 
YI Y they make no conſcience to diſlolve thoſe that by the 
XR bond of marriage are united : Of which number was 
> Sampſons father in Law, who took his daughter, firſt juages 15. 
given in marriage to Sampſon, and gave her to another z without any other 
reaſon, ſave that he ſuſpetted that Sampſon loved her not. But what got he 
by it > Marrythis3 the Philiſtims provoked againſt him, conſumed him 
and his daughter w ith fire, becauſe that by the meanes of his tnjury Samp- 
fon had burned their corne, their vineyards and their olive-trees. 
Afﬀerthe ſame ſort dealt Saul w ith David, when he gave him his daugh- : Sam. 25: 
ter Michol to Wife, and afterward in deſpight and hatred of him took her 
away again, and beſtowed her upon another : wherein, as in many other 
things, he ſhewed himſelte a wicked and prophane man, and was wotthily

- puniſhed therefore, as hath been before declared. 


Hugh Spencer, one of King Edward of Englands chiefeſt favourites, in- FroiſYo!-r. 
ſomuch that his ear and heart was at his pleaſure, was he that firſt perſua- 
ded the King to forſake and repudiate the Queen his Wife (daughter to 
Philip the Faire, Kingof France) upon noother occaſion, but onely ro fati(- 
fie his owne appetite, and the better to follow his delights : And thus by 
this meanes ſhe was chaſed out of England, and driven. to retire to King 
Charles her brother 3 where hoping to finde reſt and refuge, ſhe Was de- 
ceived : for What by the crafts and praiſes of the Engliſh, and what by 
the Popes authority (whothruſt himſelfe into this ation, as his cuſtom! 1s) 
ſhe was conſtrained to diflodze her ſelfe, and to change her countrey very 
ſpeedily : wherefore from thence ſhe went to crave ſuccour of the Coun- / 
ty of Henault, who furniſhed her with certain forces, and ſent her rowards 

England : 
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23o England : where being arrived, and finding the people generally at her 
command, and ready to do her ſervice, the ſet upon her enemy Hugh Spex- 
cer, took him priſoner, and pur him to a ſhamefull death, as hewell de- 
ſerved : for hewas alſothe cauſer of the deaths of many of the Nobles of 
the Realme: therefore he was drawne through the ſtreets of Hereford up- 
on an hurdle, and after his privie members, his heart, and head, were cut 
off, his four quarters were exalted. in four ſeverall places, tothe view of the 

world. 

Guicciar.l.4q Now if theſe be found guilty, that either dire&ly make, or indire&ly 
procure divorcements, ſhall we accuſe them that allow and authorize the 
ſame, without lawfull and juſt occaſion 2 No verily, no though they be 
Popes that take it uponthem : as we reade Pope d4lexander the ſixth did, 
who for the advancement of his haughty deſires, to gratifie and flatter, Lewis 
the twelfth, King of France, ſent him by his ſon a diſpenſation to put away 
his Wife, daughter to King Lews the eleventh, becauſe ſhe was barren and 

- counterfeit, and to recontraXt Anne of Bretaigne, the widow of Charles the 

eighth lately deceaſed. Bur herein, though barrenneſle of the former was 
pretended, yet the Duchie of the later was aimed at, which before this time 
he could never attainunto. But of what force and vertue this diſpenſation 
by right was, orat leaſt ought tobe, it is eafte to perceive, ſeeing it is not 
onely contrary to the words of the Goſpel, 24atth.19. but alſo to their 
owne decrees, ſecund. part. quei#.7, Hi qui mairimoniam : wherein is im- 
ported, that marriage ought not to be infringed for any default of imper- 
fe&ion, no not of nature. But Popes may maim and clip both the Word 
of Godand all other writings, and do whatfoever themſelves liketh, be it 
good or bad. 
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CHAP. XXXI111.” 
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Of Incetuous perſons. 


| Lthough Inceſt be a wicked and abominable ſin, and 
forbidden both hy the Law of God and man, in fo 
much that the very beathen held ir in deteſtation, yet 
are there ſome ſo inordinately vicious and diflolute, 
Y that they blufh not once to pollute themſelves with 
this filthineſſe, Reuben the Patriarch was one of this 
vile crue, that ſhamed not to defile himſelfe with Bi- 
ha his fathers concubine 3 but he was curſed for his la- 
bour : for whereas by right of elderſhip and birth he ought to have had a 
' Gen.49. certain prerogative and authority over his brethren, his excellency ſhed ic 
ſelfe like water, and be was ſurpaſſed by his brerhrea both inencreaſe of 
progeny and renowne; Ammon one of King Davids ſonnes was ſo ſtrongly 
enchanted w ith the love of his ſiſter Thamar, that to the end to fulfill his 
G luſt, hetraiterouſly forced her to his will : but 46ſalows her naturall brother 
Zb.2.c6p.2x. (hunting for opportunity of revenge for this indignity towards his ſiſter) 
invited himtwo yeares after toa banquet with his other brethren, and after 
the ſame, cauſed his men to murder him for a farewell. "a

2 Sam.I3, 
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The ſame A4bſalom that flew Amnon for Inceſt with his ſiſter, commit- 
ted himſelfe inceſt with his fathers concubines, moved thereto by the wic- 
ked counſell of Achitophel, that adviſed him to that infamous deed of defi- 
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2 Sam.16. 


ling his fathers bed : but it was the forerunner of his overthrow, as we have 


already heard. 

Divers of the Kkoman Emperours were ſo villanous and wretched, as to 
make no bones of this ſin with their owne lifters, as Caliznla, Antonius, and 
Commodus : and ſome with their mothers, as Nero, ſo much was he given 
over andtranſported to all licentiouſneſle. 

Pluterchtelleth us of one Cyanippes, that __ overcome with wines. de- 
floured his owne daughter Cyare, but he was ſlain of her for his labour. 
Neither do I thinke it ſo unnaturall a part for her to kill her father, as in 
him tocommit inceſt with his owne daughter : for the Oracle leſſened, or

rather approved her fault, when it abhorred and chaſtened his crime : for 


when Syracuſa was grievouſly infefted with the peſtilence, it was pro- 
nounced by the Oracle, That the plague ſhould continue till the wicked 
perſonwas ſacrificed:which dark ſpeech when no man knew,Cyaze haled her 
father by the head to the Altar ; telling them, that he was that wicked pet- 
ſon pointed at by the Oracle, and there facrificed him with her owne hands, 
killing her ſelfe alſo with the ſame knife, that her innocency might be wit- 
neſſed even by her bload. Thus it pleaſed God even among the idola- 
trous heathen, toexecure juſtice and judgement upon the earth, though by 


the meanes of the devill himſelfe, who is the authour of all ſuch villany. 


P aleria T huſculana was in lovewith her owne father, andunder colour of p;,,,14. 


another maid got to lie with him : which as ſoon as he underſtood, he flew 
himſelfe in deteſtation of his owne ignorant abhomination and wicked- 
neſſe : nay,ſo monſtrous and horrible is this ſin,even in the ſight of man,that 
Naufimenes (4 woman of Athens) taking her owne fon and daughter toge- 
ther, was ſo amazed andgrieved therewith, that ſhe never ſpake word after 
that time, but remained dumbe all the reft of her life time: as forthe in- 
ceſtors themſelves,they lived not,but became murderers of their owne lives. 
Papyriwsa Roman, got with childe his owne ſiſter Cavsſia : which when 
their farher ankerfioed he ſent eachof them a ſword, wherewith they ſlew 
themſelves, | 
But above all, the vengeance of God is moſt apparent inthe puniſhment

of Heraclimthe Emperour, who to his notorious wickednefles, hereſies, paut.Diactu8 


- perſecutions, and paganiſme, he added this villany, to defile carnally his 
owne ſiſter ; ſoto his notorions puniſhments (the Sarafins ſword, dropſie, 
and the ruine of the Empire) the Lord added this infamous and cruel! 
judgement, that he could not give paſſage to his urine, bur it would flic into 
his face, had not a pentiſe been applied to his belly to beat it dow neward. 
Andthis laſt plague was proper to his laſt fin; whereinthe very member 
which he had abuſed, ſought revenge of him har had abuſed it ; for that 
he had confounded nature,and moſt. w ickedly ſinned againſt his owne fleſh, 


<gathias Writing of the manners of the Perſians, reporteth, That cer- 484i 


tain Philoſophers comming out oft Zgypt into Greece, Where they had 
ſeenall manner of unnaturall mixtures, found the carkaſeof a man with- 
out ſepulchre 3 which when in chariry they buried,the next day ir was found 
unburied again ; and as they went about to bury it the ſecond time, a ſpirit 
appeared untothem, and forbad them ro do it ; ſaying, that it was _

Sk owne mother. A notable ſtory, ſhewing that the very earth abhorreth this 
monſtrous confuſion of nature : the truth whereof ler it lic upon the Ay-

Moſt abominable was the inceſt of CAr1axerxes King of Perſia 3 for firſt 
he tooke to himlelfe 4ſaſia his brother Cyr concubine, having @vercome 
him in war ; andafterward gave the ſame 4faſia to his owne ſon Darixs to 
wife 3 from whom, after carnall knowledge, he tooke her againe, commit- 
ting inceſt upon inceſt, and that moſt unnaturally : but mark how the Lord 
puniſhedallthis 3 firſt, Darias his eldeſt ſon was put to death for treaſon ; 
then Orhws (ſucceeding inthe inheritance) flew Arſame another of his bre- 
thren ; and albeit Artaxerxes himſelfe dyed without note of judgement, yet 
his ſeed after him was puniſhed for his offence 3 for ſo miſerable a calamity 
Exgr mans them all, that inthe ſecond generation not one was left to fit upon 

15 throne, 

Now to teach us how execraþle and monſtrous this kinde of (in is, and 
how much to be abhorred of all men, the example of a bruit beaſt may ſtand 
in ſtead of a leſſon for us3 it being ſo worthy of remembrance , that I 

Parro- thought meet to make rebearfall of it 1n this place. Ir is reported by Y «ro 

Lib.2.deks alcarnedanderave Writer (whom S. Auguſtine often commendeth 1n his 

ruſtica,cop-7- booke de Civitate Det) of a certaine horſe which by no meanes could bee 
brought to cover a mare that was his damme, untill by hiding her head they 
beguiled his ſences : but after when he perceivedtheirguile , and knew his 

- damme being uncovered,he ran ſo furiouſly uponthe keeper with his reeth, 
that incontinently he tore him in pieces. Truly a miraculous thing, and 
no doubt divinely cauſed, to reprove the enormous and too unruly luſts of © 
men.

Ardanapalu King of Aﬀſſyria was fo laſcivious and effemi- 
> nate, that tothe endto ſet forth his beauty,he ſhamed not to 
Ro | C| paint his face with ointments, and to attire his body with 
Cie. lob. g.Tuſc- » the habits and Ornaments of women, and on that manner 
queſt. 28) to ſit and lie continually among whores, and with:them to 

SE TH commit all manner of fikthinefle and villany : wherefore be- 
ing thought unworthy to beare rule over men, firſt Arbaces his lientenant 
rebelled ; thenthe Medes and Babylonians revolted, and joyntly made war 
upon-him, till they vanquiſked and put him to flight : and in his flight hee 
returned to a tower in his palace, which (moved with griefe and deſpaire) 
he ſet on fire, and was conſumed therein. 

Such like was the impudent laſciviouſneſle of two unworthy Emperors, 

Commodus and Heliogabolus, who laying afide all Imperiall gravity , ſhewed 

- themſelves oftentimes publikely in womans attire 3 an a as 1n nature 

monſtrous, ſo very diſhoneſt and ignominious : but like as theſe curſed 
monſters rantoo muchout of frame intheir unbridled lufts and —_— 
@ 
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ſo there wanted not many thit haſtened and emboldened themſelves to con- 
ſpire their deſtru&ion, as unworthy intheir judgements to enjoy the bene- 
fir ofthis light + wherefore toone of them poiſon was miniſtred, and when 
that would take noeffet, ſtrangling came 1ntie roome thereof,and brought 
him to his end © the other was 1tlaine ina jakes wrere he hid himſelfe, and 
his body (drawne like carrion through the ſtreetes) found no better ſepul- 
chre then the dunghill. 
*. Touching thoſe abominable wretches of Sodome and Gomortah which 
gwethemſelves over withall violence, and withour all ſhame and meaſure, 
totheir infamous luſts, polluting their bodies with unnaturall fins, God 
ſent upon them an unnaturall xaine, not of water,but of fire and brimſtone, 
to burne and conſume them, that were ſo hot and fervent in their curſed 
vices + ſothat they were quite rooted and raked out of the earth, and their 
Cities and habitations deſtroyed, yea and the very foile that bore t!:em, 
made deſolate and fruitleſſe 3 and all this by fire, whoſe ſmoke aſcended like 
the ſmoke of a furnace : yea and inſigne of a further curſe for to be a wit- 
'nefſe anda inarkeof this terrible jndgement,the erth and face of that coun- 
trey continueth ſtil] parched and withered : and (as [oſephus faith) whereas 
before it was a moſt plentifull and fertile foile,and as it were an e-rthly pa- 
radiſe, bedecked with five gallant Cities 3 now it lyeth defart, unhabitable, 
and barten, yeelding fruit in ſhew, but ſuch as being touched , turneth to 
cinders. In a word, the wrathof God is ſo notorioufly and fearefully ma- 
nifeſted therein, th..t when the holy Ghoſt would ſtrike a terrour into the 
moſt wicked, he threateneth them with this like puniſhment, ſaying ; 

; The Lordnillraine upon each wicked one, ; 
Fire, ſnares, and brimſtone, for their portion. 


How eit this maketh not bur that ſill there are too many ſuch monſters 
in the World, ſo mightily is it corrupted and depraved : neither is it any 
marvell, ſeeing that divers Biſhops of Rome, that take upon them to be 
Chriſts Vicars, and Peters ſuccefſours, are infe&ed with this filtl:y conta- 

ion : As namely, Pope /#liws the third , whoſe cuſtome was to promote 
noneto Ecclefiaſticall livings ſave only his buggerers : Amongſt whom was 
one [nnocent, whom this holy father (contrary to the Suffrages of t!'e whole 
Colledge ) would needs make Cardinal! : nay, the unfatiable and monſtrous 
Juſt of.His beaſtly and ſtinking goat was ſo extraordinary, that he could not 
abſtaine from many Cardinals t''emſ. lves. ſohn de laCaſe, a Florentine by 
birth, and by office Archbiſhop of Benevento, and Deane of his Apoſtati- 
call chamber, was his Legat and Intelligencer in all the Venetian Seignio- 
- ries* a man equall, or rather worſe then himfelfe 3 and ſuch a onezaswhoſe 
memory. ought to be accurſed of all poſterity , for that deteſtable booke 
which he compoſed in commendation and praiſe of Sodomie 3 aud was fo 
ſhameleſſe, nay rather poſſeſſed with ſome devilliſhand uncleane ſpirit, as 
to divulgate it to the view of the world. Here you may ſee (poore ſoules) 
the bolinefſe of rhoſe whom you ſo much reverence, and upon whom you 
build yourbeliefe and religion : you ſee their brave and excellent vertues, 
and of what eſteeme their lawes and ordinances ought to be amohegft you.. 


Now touching the end that this holy father made, it is declared inthe for- 


mer booke among the ranke of Atheiſts, where we placed him. And _ 
| tnac 
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that he and ſuch like vil' 1unes pleaſe their owne humours with their abo- 
minations, and approve and cleare themſelves therein,yer are they rewaxd- 
ed by death, not only by the law of God, but alſo by the law of «be. 

When Charlemaigne reigned in France, there happened a moſt natable 
judgement of God uponthe Monkes of S. Martip in Tours, for their difor- 
dinate luſts : they were men whoſe food was too much and dainty, whoſe 
eaſe was too eaſe, and whoſe | prramen were too immoderate, being altoge- 
ther addited to paſtimes and merriments : in their apparell they went 
clad in fi1-> like great Lords; and (as Nichol. G:l. in his firſt Volume of 
French - faith) their ſhooes were gilt over with Gold , ſo great 
was the ſuperfluity of their riches and pride : in ſfumme, their whole life 
was luxurious and infamous : for which cauſe there came forth a deſtroy- 
ing Angel from the Lord (by the report of Edes the Abbot of Clugnie ) 


-and ſlew them all in one night, as the firſt born of Egypt were flaine, fave 


one only perſon that was preſerved, as Lot in Sodome was preſerved. This 
ftrange accident moved Charlemaigne to appoint a brotherhood of Canons 
to be 1n their roome, though little better, and as little profitable to their 
Commonwealth as the former. | 

It is not for nothing that the law of God forbiddeth to lie with a beaſt, 


 anddenouncethdeath againſt them that commit this foule fin : for there 


have been ſuch monſters in the world at ſome times, as we reade in Cali 
and Polaterraxys, of one Crathes a ſhepheard , that accompanied carnally 
witha ſhee Goat 3 but the Buck finding him ſleeping, offended and provo- 
ked withthis ſtrange ation, ran at him ſo furiouſly with his hornes,that he 
left him dead upon the ground. God that opened an Afles mouth to re- 
prove the madneſſe of the falſe Prophet Balagm, and ſent Lions to kill the 
ſtrange inhabitants of Samaria, employed alſo this Buck abqut his ſervice 
inexecuting juſt vengeance upon a wicked varlet.

About the timeth-t the Emperour Phocas was ſlain by Priſcws, one Gyſal- Sabel, 


phw (Governour and Chieftain of a Countrey in Lumbardy) going out in 
defence of his Countrey againſt the Bavarians (which were certaine re- 
liques of the Hunnes) gavethem battell, and loſt the fieldand his life with- 


all : Now the Conquerours (purſuing their victory) laid ſiege to the chief 


City of his Province, where Romlda his White made her abode 3 who view- 
ing oneday from the wals t':e young and fair King,with yellow curled lockes 
galloping about the City, fel! preſently ſo extteamly in lovewith him, that 
ber minde ran ofnothing but ſatisfying her greedy and new conceived luſt : 
wherefore (burying in oblivion the love of her late husband, with her 
young infants yet living, and ber Countrey, and preferring her owne Juſt 
before them al!) ſhe ſent ſecretly unto himthis meſſ:ge, That if he would 


promiſe to marry her, ſhe would deliver up the City into his hands : he, 


well pleaſed with this gentle offer (through adeſfire of obtaining the City, 
which withour great bloudſhed and lofſe of men he could not otherwiſe 
compaſſe) accepted of it, and was received upon this condition, within the 
wals : and leſt he ſhould ſeeme too perfidious, he performed his promiſe 
of marrige, and made her his wife for that one night 3 but ſoone after (in 

ſcorne anddiſdaine) he gave her upto twelve of his ſtrongeſt lechers, to glut 

her unquenchable fire: and finally nailed-her on a gibbet, for a finall re- 
ward of her tre 'cherous and boundleſſe luſt. Marke well the miſery where- 
intothis wretched woman threw her ſelfe,and not _—_ her ſelfe,but a whole 
City allo, by her boiling concupiſcence, which ſo dazled her underſtand- 
ing, that ſhe could not conſider how undecent it was, diſhoneſt, and incon- 
venient, for a woman to offer her ſelfe,nay to ſolicite a man t'at was an ene- 
mie, a ſtringer, and one that ſhe had never ſeen before, to her bed, and that 
to the utter undoing of her ſelfe and all hers. But even thus, many more 
(whole hearts are paſſionate with love) are blindfolded after the ſame forr 
(like as poeticall Cupid is fained to be) that not knowing what they take in 

hand, they fall headlong intodeſtruction ere they be aware. Let us then be 
here advertiſed topray unto Godthat he would purifie our drofhe hearts, 

anddivert our wandring eyes from beholding vanity, to be ſeducedthereby.

Of unlawfull geſtures, Idleneſſe, Gluttony, Drunkenneſſe, Dancing, 
and other ſuch like diſſolmteneſſe. 


AY NF Ikeas ifwe would carry our ſelves chaſtly and prightly be- 
DEE 2 fore God, it behoveth us to avoid all filthineſle and adulte- 


we, 1), owe muſt abſtain from uncivill and diſhoneſt geftures, 
( whichare (as it were) badges of concupiſcence, and coales 

LN to ſet luſt on fire, and inftruments to injure:others withall, 
cycs to be put out in Spaine, for thruſting his hand under.'a Womans gar- 
ment that was a Spanuard : and for the ſame or like offence did Serterias 
7 command 


From hence it was, that Pompey cauſed one of his ſouldiers Sebe. 
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commiand a footman of his band tobe cut in pieces. O that we had in theſe 
daies ſuch minded captaines, that would ſharply repreſle the wrongs and 
raviſhments which are ſo common and ufuall amongſt men of war at this 
day, and ſouncontrolled ! they would not then doubtleſle be fo rife and 
common as 1n theſe daies they are. 

Kiſſing is no leſſe to beeſchewed than the former , 1 it be not'betwixt 
thoſe that are tyed together by ſome bond of kindred or affinity, as it was by 
antient cuſtome of the Medes and Perſians, and Romanes alſo; according 


to the report of Platarch and Seneca + and that which is more, Tiberius Ce- 


ſar forbad the often and daily practiſe thereof in that Kinde , as a thing not 
to be freqented , but rather utterly abhorred, though it be amongſt kinſ- 
folkes themſelves. It was eſteemed an indignity among the Grecians , to 


kifſeany maid that was not in blood or affinity allyed unto them 3 as it ma- 


nifeſtly appeareth by the earneſt ſuit and requeſt of the wife of P:ſiſfratw the 
Tyran of Athens, to put to death a young man for kiſſing her daughter in 
the ſtreets, as he met her, although it was nothing but love that moved him 
thereto. Saint Aug»uſtinealloaffirmeth , That he which wantonly Kkiſſeth a 
woman that is not his wife, deſerveth the whip. It 1s true, that the holy 
Scripture often menrioneth kifſing, but either betwixt father and childe, or 
brethren or kinsfolkes, or at leaſt in a manner of ſalutation betwixt one an- 
other of acquaintance, according torhe cuſtome of the people of God : and 
ſometimes alſo it is mentioned as a token of honour and reverence, which 
the ſubject performeth to his ſuperiour in this ation. In the former ages 
Chriſtians uſed to kiſſe alſo; but fo, that it was ever betwixt parties of ac- 
quaintance 3 and in ſuch ſort, that by this manner of greeting they teſtifi- 
edtoeach other their true and ſincere charity, peace,and union of heart and 
ſoule in the Lord. Such chearings and loving embracings were pure and 
holy, not laſcivious and wanton, like the kiſſes of prophane and leacherous 
wretches and ſtrumpets, whereof So/omon maketh mention. 

Furthermore, every man ought to ſhun all meanes and occaſions which 
may induce or entice them to uncleaneneſle; and amongſt the reſt cſpeci- 
ally Idleneſſe, which cannot chuſe but be as it were a wide doore and paſlage 
for many vices to enter by, as by experience we ſee in thoſe that occupy 
themſelves about no good nor profitable exerciſes, but miſpend their time 
intrifling and doing nothing, and their wits either upon vaine and fooliſh 
conceit tothe hurt of others 3 or upon laſcivious and unchaſte thoughts,to 
their owne overthrow ; whereas on the contrary, to them that are well em- 
ployed either in body or. minde, no ſuch thing betidethz wherefore wee 
ought to be here advertiſed every one of us to apply our ſelves to ſome ho- 
neſt and ſeemly trade, an{werableto ourdivers and ſeverall eſtates and con- 
ditions, and not to ſuffer our felves to be overgrowne with Idlenefle, leſt 
thereby we fall into miſchiefe 3 for whom the adverſary (that malicious 
and wicked one) findeth in that cafe, he knowes well how to fit themto his 
purpoſe, and to ſet them abour filthy and pernitious ſervices. 

Next to idleneſſe, the too much pampering the body with dainty and 
much food is to be eſchewed : for like as a fat and well fed horſe winceth and 
kicketh againſt his rider, ſo the pampered fleſh rebelleth againſt God and a 
mans owne felfe. This fulneſſe of bread, and abundance of fleſhly delights, 
was the cauſe of the deſtru&ion of Sodome and Gomorrah : and therefore 
our Saviour to good purpoſe warneth us, totake heed toour ſelves, that we

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be not oppreſſed with ſurfetting and drunkennefle : and the Apoſtle,torake 285 
no thought for the tleſh to fulfill the luſts thereof, but 19 walke honeſtly , not Luke: 1.34. 
being given to gluttony and arankenneſſe, chambering, and wantonneſſe : and in Romaz.1z. 
another place, not to be drunke with wine, wherein is exceſle : for belides Ephel.s. 
che loſſe of time and miſpenceof goods, the grievous diſeaſes and pangs of 
the body, and dulling and beſotting of the wit, which ſpring from intempe- 
rance, many other great evils depend and wait thereon 5 as whoredomes, 
adulteries, uncleanneſles, quarrels, debates, murders, with many other ſuch 
like diſorders and miſchicfes. 
Neh, that holy Patriarch, by drinking too much wine, not only diſco- Gen.g. 
vered his owne ſhame, but alſo was the occaſion of that cruell curſe which 
the Lord ſent upon the poſterity of Cham, whicheven to this day lyeth hea- 
vy upon them. | # 
Lot, though he hated the ſin of Sodome, and eſcaped the puniſhment of Gen.rs. 
Sodome, yet being overcome with the wine of the mountaines, he commit- 
red inceſt with his owne daughters, and made a new Sodome of his owne 
family. | ;

Gregory of Tours repotteth of Childerickea Saxon, that glutted himſelfe 
ſo fullof meat anddrink over night, that inthe morning he was found cho- 
ked in his bed. by 
In our memory there was a Prieſt in Rovergne, neare Milan, that (dini 
with a rich farmer for his yeares dinner) cheared himſelfe fo well,and Elle 
his belly fo full, that it burſt in two, and hedyed ſuddenly. | -” 
Alexander the great having invited many of his favourites andcaptaines. Platarch 
to ſupper, propounded a crowne in reward to him that ſhould drinke moſt: 
now the greateſt drinker ſwallowed up foure ſteanes of wine, and woonthe 
prize, being in value worth ſix hundred crownes 3 but loſthis life (a jewell 
ofgreater worth) for he ſurvived not three daies after the vile exceſſe : be- 
fides, the reſt that ſtrove with him in this goodly conflict of carouling,: one 
and forty of them dyedto beare him company. | 
The ſame Alexander was himſelfe ſubje&t to wine, and ſo diſtempered 
divers times therewith, that he often ſlew his friends at the table in his 
drunkennefle, whom in ſobriety he loved deareſt. 
Platarchtelleth us of Armitus and Ciranippms, two Syraculians, that be- Inceſt, 
ing drunk with wine, committed inceſt with their owne daughters. — 
Cleomenes,King of Lacedemonia,being diſpoſed to caroule after the man- 
ner of the Scythians, dranke ſo much, that he becaine, and continued ever 
after, ſenceleſle. | 
Anacrtonthe Poct, a grand conſumer of wine , and a notable drunkard, 
| waschoaked withthe huske of a grape. [4 4: waa 
The monſtrous and riotous exceſſes of divers Romane Emperours :( as 
Tiberims by name, whowas a — of all drunkards) is ſtrange Ly be 
2 cara, 
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heard, and almoſt incredible tobe beleeved : he loved wine ſowell, that in 
ſtead of Tiberizs they called him Biberims, and in ſtead of Clandixs, Caldus, 
and in ſtead of Ngro, Mero z noting by thoſe nicknames, how great a drunk- 
ard he was. 

The Earle of Aſpremont (after he had by infinite excefle exhauſted all 
his ſubſtance) being upon a day at S. A4:chael, dranke fo exceſſively, that he 
dycd therewith. 

Cyrillus a Citizen of Hippon, had an ungracious ſon, who leading a rio- 
rous and luxurious life, inthe middeſt of his drunkennefle killed bis owne 
mother great with childe, and his father, thar ſought to reſtraine his fury, 
and would have raviſhed his ſiſter, had ſhe not eſcaped from him with ma- 
ny wounds. 

Bonoſus the Emperour is reported to have been ſuch a notorious drunk- 
ard, that he was ſaidto be borne not to live, but to drinke : if any Embaſſa- 
dours came unto him, he would make them drunke, to the end to reveale 
their ſecrets : he ended his life with miſery, even by hanging, withthis Epi- 
taph, That atun, not a man, was hanged in that place. 

Philoſtrates, being in the bathes at Sinueſſa, devoured ſo much wine, thar 
he fell downe the ſtaires, andalmoſt broke his neck with the fall. 

Zeno, the Emperour of the Eaſt, was fo notoriouſly given to exceſle of 
meates and drinkes, that his fences being benummed, he would often lie as 
one that was dead : wherefore being become od1ous to all men by his beaſt- 
ly qualities, his wife Ar:aave fell alſo in deteſtation of him, and oneday as 
he lay ſenceleſſe, ſhe tranſported him into a tombe, and —— a great 
ſtone upon it, pined him rodearh, not ſuffering any to remove the ſtone, or 
to yeeld him any ſuccour 3 and this was a juſt reward ofhis drunkenneſle. 

- Pope Pautws the ſecond, beſide the exceeding pompe of apparell which 
heuſed, he was alſo very carefull for his throat : for (as Platima writeth of 
him) he delighted in all kinde of exquiſite diſhes, and delicate wine, and 
thar in ſuperfſuity : by which immoderate and continuall ſurfeiting he fell 
into a grievous Apoplexy, which quickly made an endof his life. Ir is re- 

of him, that he eat the day before he dyed two great Melons,and that 


Ina very good appetite 3 whenas the next"night the Lord ſtruck him with 


his heavy judgement. 

Alexander the ſon of Baſilixs, and brother of Leo the Emperour, did fo 
wallow anddrowne himſelfe in the gulfe of pleaſure and intemperance,thar 
oneday, after he had ſtuffed himſelte too full of meat, as he got upon his 
horſe, he burſt a veine withinhis body , whereat upwards and downewards 
iſfued ſuch abundance of blood, that his life and ſoule iſſued forth wirhall. 

The moderne examples of Gods fearefull judgements upon drunkards, 
not only in other countries, but even inthis Nation of ours, are many and 


_ terrible : all which if I ſhould ſtand to report , it would be matter for a 


whole booke, Our reverend Judges in their ſeverall circuits doe finde by 
experience, that few murthers and manſlaughters are committed, which are 
notfrom this rootofdrunkennefſſe : for when mens braines are heat with 
wine and ſtrong drinke , then their tongues are let looſe to opprobrious 
ſpeeches, and thence proceed both ſudden quarrels, and deliberate chal- 
lenges, wherewith thouſands are brought totheir untimely ends : Beſides, 


the Lord puniſheth the Drunkard many waies ; firſt, in his foulewith im- 


penitency and hardneſle ofheart: which commonly followeth this vice : for 
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as Saint A n2uſtine ſaith, As by too much raine the earth u reſolved into durt, 


and mad: unfit fortillage 3 ſo by exceſſrve drinking, our bodtes arc altogether wn- 
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futed for the ſþirituall tillage, and ſo can bring forth no good fruits of holineſſe aud 'and.Ebrier. 


rigbtcouſneſſe ; but rather like bogges and marſhes, are fit to breed nothing but

ſerpents, frogs, and vermine, that ws, all manncr of abommable fins and louthſome

Concerning Dancing (the uſuall dependants of feaſts and good cheare ) 
there is none of ſound _— that know not, that they are baits and al- 
lurements to uncleaneneſle, and as it were inſtruments of bawdrie : by rea- 
ſon whereof they were alwaies condemned among men of honour and repu- 
tation, whether Romanes or Greckes, and left forvileand baſe minded men 
to-uſe,: And this may appeare by the reproach that Newoſthenes the Orator 
gaveto Philip of Macedony and his Courtters, in an Oration tothe Atheni- 
ans, wherein ke termed them common dancers, -and fuch as ſhamed nor as 
ſoone as they had-glutted their bellies with meate , and their heads with 
wine, to fall ſcusriloufly adancing.. As for the honourable Dames ofRame, 
truly we ſhall never readethart any of them accuſtomed themſelves to dance, 
according to the report of Saluff touching Sempronia, whom he judged to be 
t00 fine a dancer and finger to be honourable withall : as if theſe two. could 
no more agreethen fireand water, OR (E OR 
Cicers in his apolozic of Murera rehearſeth an objetion of Cato' againſt 
his client, wherein hechallenged him for dancing in Afiaz whict\bemaketh 
a matter of ſogreat reproach,that not'daring to maintain or excule the fact, 
he flatly denyeth-it 3 ſaying, That no ſoher and diſcreer man ever, would com- 
mit that fault, anlefſe his ſence aud reeſonwas bereft him, Plutarch alſo ſetting 
forth the vertues.of women,' putteth in this-among the reſt, that ſhe ought 
tobe nodancer : 'and ſpeaking inanother place to all others as well as wo- 
meh, biddeth them to repulſeeven theirftriends, ifthey ſhou'd lead and en- 
tice them to that exerciſe. . 6 it oy ITTO4? 
Beſides, all the ancient Dofors ofthe Church have utterly condemned 
them -as unlawfull:: -T hou learneſt $0ifing prophane avd'idle ſongs ({airh Baſily 
and forgetteſt the godly Pſalmes and Hymnes which were once tawe be thee''; them 
capereſt' and lea eſt with thy fett in dances (unwiſe. as thos art) 'mhcx & thou 
fhaalaeſt rather bead tby knees in prayer to the Almighty 1 bat what ig aine's- gat 
theteby ?. cMarryths, that virgivs returne robbed of their virganities', and 
Oryit L 3 married 


m into the maine ſtreame, from whence they 
&leit behinde them viſible markes' of Goke F” 
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" warriedwives of their troth to their huchauds + both, and all, eſe chaſte than 


they went ; and more diſhoneſt than they ſhould, if not in aft, which peraduemare 
may be, yet ſlainedin thought, which cannot be eſchewed, Heare(ſaith Chryſoft.) 
q6u maids and wives, which are not aſhamed to dance aud trip it at others marri- 
es, and to pollmte your ſexes ; whereſoever a laſciviou dance is danced there the 
Zoil beareth the other part, and « the amhor of it. It & better (faith Ambroſe) 
20 dig and delve upon holy daies than to dance. Andin another place writing to 
his ſiſter, he ſaith, That he weed not care for diſſolute behaviours and (owes 
which are uſed at marriages to make bim merry withall; for when banquets are 
concluded with dances, then u chaſtity in an evill caſe and in great danger to ſuffer 
ſbipwracke by thoſe ſuſpitiows allwrements. Beſides this, dancing hath been ab- 
ſolutely forbidden by conſent ofthe whole Church of Chriſt before time, 
under paine of excommunication 3 as it may appeare by the Conſtantino- 
politan Councell under Tffinian the Emperour : what anfwercant 
make then tothis, that are Chriſtians, and allow of theſe forbidden ſports ? 
Is it thedenyingofa mans ſelfe ? The ſpirituall regeneration ? The purring 
off the old man touching our converſation in this life 2 And if all adultery 


anduncleaneneſle, all filthineſle and fooliſh ralking, jeſting and ſuch like,

ought not once to be named amongſt us, becauſe they arethings not come- 
ly : IfI fay it be not Lawfull to jeaſt or ſpeake the leaſt laſcivious word that 
is, how ſhall it be lawfull to doe an ation with the motion and conſent 
of the whole body, which repreſenteth nothingelſe bur folly , vanity, and 
laſciviouſneſſe 2 Andthis 1s for themthat demand where dancing is for- 
bidden in the Scripture 3 which I touchas it were by the way, and doe but 
point at, not rainding to frame any long diſcourſe thereof, "Foe there is a 
particular treatiſe touching the ſame matter, which he may reade that deſi- 
reth to know any more touching it. Now let us ſee what goodly fruits and 
commoities have riſentherefrom. The daughters of the children of ra- 
el being dancing in Silo upon a feſtivall day, after the manner of rhe uncir- 
cumcifed Idolaters, were raviſhed by the Benjamites for to be their wives, 
and that mixtly without regard of one or other, were they of never fo high 

or baſe condition. vt 
At the feaſt which Herod the Tetrarch made to the Princes and Cap- 
taines and Nobles of Galilee, the daughter of Herodiev pleaſed him and bis 
company ſo well with her dancing, that to gratific this filthy ſtrumper the 
inceſtuous Tyran cauſed 79hu Bprift to be d. T. 
 Lodowicke, Archbiſhop of Magdeburge, celebrating a ſolemne feaſt at a 
towne called Calven, invited many of the worthy Citizens to make metty 
with him : the place for their joyalty was the great hall wherein judicial! 
cauſes were appointed to be diſcuſſed. Here after the banquet ended they 
fell a dancing,men and women mixtly together,ſuch a ridiculous roundelay, 
and ſuch a multirude, that what with the weight of their bodies, or rather 
the indignation of Gad againſt them for this eons and immodeſt beha- 
viour, the beames of the houſe began to crack and threaten a certain ruine 
whereat the Archbiſhop affrighret,, caught hold by a faire dame, and began 
firſtto goe downe the ſtaires 3 but the ſteps afore looſened, as ſoone as he 
trode upon them, tumbled downe, and he and his conſort headlong withall, 
and were cruſhed in pieces. And: thus he that was principall ofthe feaſt 
and ſport, was made an example toall the reſt, of rhe Lords vengeance, be- 
cauſe he diſhonoured his calling and profeſſion by ſuch lewd and light be-

haviour : and this was one goodly effe& of dauncing. 289 
Another we reade of inthe Chronicles of the ſame City to this effect , chron.tagde- 
in a village called Offemer, adjoyning to Stendell : As the Popith Prieſt *%: 
played the minitrell to his pariſhioners that danced the morris before him, 
and rejoyced in their merry May-games, a tempeſt aroſe, anda thunderbolr 
ſtruck off his right band, together with the harpe which he played on, and 
conſumed abeut twenty fonre men and women of the company : a juſt pu- 
niſhment of ſo prophane a Prieſt , who 1n ſtead ofdehorting them (as his 
duty bound-him) from that laſcivious cuſtome, played the chiete part in_ 
the1r madneſle, and was an inticer of them unto It. 
| Moreover, in many places , by dances grievous and ſpitefull quarrels | 
have been ſtfrred up, and many murders executed, the examples whereof 
are ſo evident and notorious, that i is not needfullnow to ſtand upon them: 
to conclude therefore this point with the ſaying of Lodovicw Vives, There Lodovicus 
Is nota greater vanity in the world than dancing for (faith he) I beard of © 
certain menof Aſta, that comming into Spaine , when they firſt ſaw the 
Spaniards dance, were fo ſore affrighted, that they ranaway for feare , ſup- 
poſing them to have been either poſſeſſed with ſome ſpirit, or out of their 
wits at leaſt : and truly I thinke if a man had never ſeena woman dance be- 
fore, he could hardly be of another judgement, there being nothing that re- 
ſembleth frenzic and lunacy more than the ſtrange ſhakings and motions of 
the body at the noiſe of a beaten ſheep-skin : verily at 1s a paſtime to mark 
the grave behaviour, the meaſurable march, the: pomp and oftentation of 
women dancers, andthe great care they have to performe wiſely ſo fooliſh 
an ation: it is very likely that all thetr wit at that time is diftilled from 
their head into their feet, for there it is more requiſite and needfull than in. 
their braine. Thus much ſaith Lodovicw Fives, | 
Now touching Mummeries and Maskes, I placethem inthe ſame ranke 
with the other 3 forſomuch as they arederived from the ſame fountaine,and 
communicate the ſame nature, and produce the fame effe&s,and oftentimes 
are ſo pernitious, that divers honourable women have been raviſhed and 
conveyed away by their meanes ; nay, and fome Maſquers have been well - Yn 
chaſtiſed in their owne vices : as ithappened in the raigne of Charles the _» 
ſixth, to ſix that maſqued it to a marriageat the hoſile of S. Paxls in Paris,: 
being attired like wilde horſes, covered with looſe flax, dangling down like 
haire, all bedaubedwith greaſe for the fitter hanging thereo ,and faſt boutid' 
oneto another, and inthis guiſe enteredthe hal), dancing with/torches be« 
fore them : but behold ſuddenly their play turned to a tragedy 3for a ſpark” 
of one of their torches fell into the greafie flax of his neighbour, and ſet ir 
 Immediatly on fire, ſo that intheturningof an hand they were all'on flame: 
then gave they out a moſt horrible outcry + one ofrhem threw himſelf head-" 
long into a tub of water, provided to rince their drinking cups and goblets;' 
and upon that occaſion ſtanding not far off : two were burnt to death, with-' 
out ſtirring once fromthe place : The baſtard Foix and the Earle of Jouy. 
eſcaped indeed preſent death ; but being conveyedto their lodgings , they 
ſurvived not twodaies : the King himſelfe being one of the ſix, was ſaved by 
the Dutcheſſe of Berry, rhat covering him with her looſe and wide pore Th E?) 
ments quenched the fire before it pie. Ciſe upon his fleſh. Froyſ@d the Vol4 cep.52. 
reporter of this tragedy, ſaith, Thar the next mortow every tan could ſay, 
that this was a wonderfull ſigne and advertiſement ſent by Gadto the Kirig 
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ro warne him to renounce all ſuch fond and fooliſh devices which he de- 
hgbted too mnch ing and more then it becamea King of France to doe : and 
this was the event of that gallant Maſque. 
It reſteth now that we ſpeak ſomewhat of Playes and Comedies,and ſuch 
like toycs and May-games, which have no other uſe in the world but tode- 
prave and corrupt good manners, and to open a doore to all uncleaneneſſe : 
theeares of yong folke arc there polluted with many filthy and diſhoneſt 
ſpeeches, their eyes arethere infe&ted with laſcivious and unchaſte geſtures 
2nd countenances,and their wits are there ſtained and embrued with ſo per- 
nitious liquor, that (except Gods good grace) they will ever ſavourof it : 
the holy and ſacred Scripture ordained to a holy and ſacred uſe, is often- 
times by theſe filthy ſwine prophaned, to pleaſe and to delight their audi- 


"ence : 1n few words, there 1s nothing elſe to be found among them,but nou- 


riſhment toour ſences of fooliſh and vaine delights. For this cauſe man 
of the ſager Romianes, as Nafca and divers other Cenſors, hindred the buil- 
ding ofthe Theatres in Rome, for an opinion they had,that their ſports and 
paſtimes which were excrciſed therein, ſerved to no other purpoſe bur to 
make the peoPp'e idle, cffeminzte, and voluptuous : and beſides, the maſters, 
guiders, and aCtors of Playes were alwayes debarred as men infamous, from 
bearing any publike Office or dignity inthe Common-wealth. 
Tib.rius Ceſar himſelfe, though of moſt corrupt and rotten manners and 
converſation, yet in open Senate complained and found fault with the im- 


. modeſty of Stage-players, and baniſhed them at that ſame time out of Ita- 


lie. When Domitian was Cenſor, :he put out of the Senate a Citizen of 
Rome, becauſe he was too much addiedto the imitation of the faſhions of 
Players and Dancers, And Platarch ſaith, that we ought to ſhun all ſuch 
ſpectacles. in 
If then ſuck paſtimes were by the judgements of the Romanes noted with 
infamy, ſhall we have their equals in follies in better account ? Baſil calleth 
ſuch ſports and paſtimes, tre work-+houſe, forge, and common ſhop of all 
wickednefle ;- and therefore Chryſoſtome prayeth and admoniſheth the faith- 
fullofhis time to abſtaine from frequenting ſuch places. $. Angnſtine alfo 
forbiddethto beſtow our money upon tumblers, juglers, and players, and 
ſuch like. Beſide, by the Conſtantinopolitan Councell under /uſtinian, it 
was inhibited to beonce preſent at ſuch ſports, under the paine of excom- 
munication: and that the ancient: Chriſtians did by. common conſent not 
only condemne, but alſo utterly abſtaine from ſuch paſtimes, it mayap- 
peare by the teſtimony of T; ENEenIng to the Gentiles to this effe&t : 
We renounce and ſcwd back (faith he) ſports andplayes unts you, as to the head and 
fountaine from whence they were firſt derived : we. make no reckoning of thoſe 
things which we know were drawne from ſuperſtition : we love not to beholdthe- 
folly of turning with Chatio!s, nor the unchaſtity of the Theatre, nor the cruclty of 
ſwira-playing,nor the vanity of leaping, wreſtling, and dancing + but take plea- 
ſure in exerciſes of better report, and leſſe hart. BY 
Moreover, how odious and irkſome in the ſight of the Lord ſuch ſpe&a-* 
cles are, andwhat power and {way the devill beareth therein, the judgemetit' 
of God upoh a Chriſtian woman (reported by Tertuliian)' may lufficiently 
-inftru&us : There was a woman (farth he) that went to the. Theatre to ſee 
a play, and returned home poſſeſſed with an uncleane ſpirit + who being re- 
buked in a cenjuration for daring to affault one of the faith, that profeſſed 
| Chriſt; 
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Chriſt; anſwered, that he had done well, becauſe he found her upon his 291 
owne ground. | 
The ſame author reporteth another example as ſtrange, ofa woman alſo 
that went to ſeea Tragedieatted, to whom the might ons hg worm in 
a dreame the picture of a ſheete (a preſage of death)caſting in her teeth that 
which ſhe had done 3 and fivedaties after, death-himfelfe feiſed upon her. 
| As touchifig wanton ſongs, and unchaſte and ribald bookes (that I may 
be briefe) I will content my ſelfe only with that which is alleadged by Lo- 1;þ.ofinfiru- 
devicw V tves concerning that matter. The Magiſtrate (ſaith he) ought to ba- _ a 
niſh out of his dominion all mnhoneſt Songs and Poems, and not to ſuffer novelties 0, 
zo be publiſhed day by day in rimes and ballads,as they are : as if a man ſhoald heare 
tn a City nothing bnt fooliſh and ſcurrilous Ditties , ſuch as would make even the 
gonger ſort that ere well brought up to bluſh, and ſtir up the indignation of men of 
honour andgravity : this ought Maziſtrates toprevent, and to diſcharge the peg- 
ple from reading Amadis, Triſtram, Launcelot due Lake, Melufine, Poggius 
currillities, and Boccace novelties ; with a thouſand more ſuch like toyes : and

Y Intothis fin fell wretched Achan in the time of [s- Joſhua 7. 
| ſhna, when in the ſack of Jericho he ſeeing a'Babylo- 
niſh garment, with certaine gold and filver, covered itand ſtole it away,and 
hid it in his Tent, contrary to the commandement of the Lord : for which 
cauſe the Lord was offended with his whole people, as if they all had been 
acceſlary tothe crime, and enfeebled them ſo before their enemies,that they 
were beaten downe at Hay,and ſhamefully put to flight : neither was his 
anger appeaſed, untill that the offendant being divinely and miraculouſly 
deſcryed, was ſtoned to death and burnt with his children and all his fub- 
ſtance. | 


But tocome unto prophane ſtories, let us begin with Heliodorne, Treaſu- nw. 
rer of Selexchus King of Aftaz who by the Kings commandement and ſug- 
geſtion of one Simon Governour ofthe Temple, came to take away the gold 
and filver which was kept in the Treaſury of the Temple, and to tranf} 
itunto the Kings Treaſury 3 whereat the whole City of Jeruſalem puton 
ſackcloth, and poured ont prayers unto the Lord : ſorhat when Heli#dorws 
was preſent in the Temple with his foldjers ready to ſeiſe upon the treaſure, 
the Lordof all ſpirits and power ſhewed ſogreat a viſion, that he fell ſud 
denly into extreame feareand trembling : for there appeared unto him ay 
hovſe with a terrible man ſitting upon him, moſt richly ons Wks _ 

| ercely 
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fiercely and ſmore at him with his forefcet : moreover, there appeared two 

ong men, notable in ſtrength, excellent in beauty, and comely in apparell, 
which ſtood by him on exther fide, and ſcourged him with many ſtripes : 
ſo that Helioderws that came in with ſo great a company of ſouldiers and at- 
tendants, was ſtrucken dumbe, and carried out in a litter upon mens ſhoul- 
ders 3 for his ſtrength was ſoabated, that he could not help himſelfe, bur 
lay deſtitute of all hope of recovery , ſo heavy was the hand of God upon 
him, untill by the prayers of On: the high Prieſt he was reſtored ; then 
loe he confeſled, that he which dwelt in heaven had his eyeon that place,and 
defended it from all thoſe that came to hurt and ſpoile it. 

oſepbus. Another of this crue was in Crafſav the Romane ; who enterin Jeruſa- 

Zonar.. lem, robbed the Temple oftwo thouſand talents of filver and gold, beſide 

the rich ornaments, which amounted in worth to eight thouſand Talents, 
campoſal. and a beame of beaten gold containing three hundred pound in weighe : for 
k6.1. which ſacrilcdge, the vengeance of God fo purſued him;,that within awhile 
after hewas overcome by the Parthians, and together with his ſon ſlain; his 
evill gotten goods being diſh perſed, and the skull of his head being made a 
ladle to melt gold in, that it might beglutted with that being dead, which 
alive it could be never ſatisfied with. 
toſepbusl.17. Herod following the ſteps of Hircanw his predeceſſor, that tooke out of 
coner 4m!" the ſepulchre of King David three thoufand talents of money, thinking to 
finde the like treaſure, broke up the ſepulchre in the night, and found no 
money, but rich ornaments of gold, which he tooke away with him ; how- 
beit to his coſt : fortwo of his ſervants periſhed in the vault, by a divine 
. firs, as it is reported, and he himſelfe had ſmall ſuccefle in his worldly af- 
faires ever after, == x 
Inlian the Apoſtata robbed the Church of the revenues thereof, and took 
away all benevolences and contributions to ſchooles of learning, to the end 
the children might not be'inſtrudted inthe liberall Arts, nor in any other 
good literature. He exagygeratedalfo his facriledge with ſcornfull jeaſts ; 
ſaying, Thar he did further their falvation by making them poore ; ſeeing 
it was written in their owne Bibles, Bleſſed are the poore, for theirs is the king- 
dome of heaven : but how thus ſacrilegious theefe was puniſhed, is already 
declared inthe former booke. 
Lid .a.cap.20. Leo Groponymw took out of the Temple of Conſtantinople an excellent 
zero crowne of gold beſet with precious ſtones 3 which Mauritizs had dedicated 
to the Lord ; bur as ſoon as he had ſer it on his head, a cruell fever ſeiſed 
upon him, that he dyed very ſhortly. 

Falgeſ lr.c.2. The puniſhment ofthe ſacriledge of Queen Yrrac in Spaine was moſt 
wonderfull and ſpeedy : for when in her war againſt her ſon A/phonſw ſhee 
wanted money, ſhe robbed the Church dedicated to S. Iþdore, and tooke 

* with her owne hands the treaſures up, which her ſouldiers refuſed to do:bur 
ere ſhe departed out of the Church vengeance overtooke her, and ſtrooke 
her dead inthe place. | 

- Moreover, the Lord ſo hateth this irreligious fin, that he permitteth the 
devill to exerciſe his cruelty upon the ſpoilers of prophane and Idolatrous 
temples, as he did upon D = the Tyran of Syracuſa 3 who after many 
robberies of holy things, and ſpoiling the Churches , dyed ſuddenly with 
extreame joy, as authors report. He ſpoiled the Temple of Proſerpina at 
Locris, and ſhaved off the golden beard of &ſc#lapizs at Epidamnum ; fay- 
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ing, It was anunſecmly thing for Apollo to be beardlefle and his fon bearded: 
he deprived ſup:cer Olympus of his golden raiment, and gave him a woollen 
coat inſtead thereof; ſaying it was too heavy for him in the Summer , and 
too cold in winter, andthis was more convenient for both ſeaſons. The pre- 
text of all his ſacriledge was this, That ſeeing the gods were good , why 
ſhould not he be partaker of their goodnefſlc. 

Such another was Cambyſes King of Perita, who ſent fifty thouſand men 


_ toroband deſtroy the temple of Iupiter 4mmon ; but in their journey (0 


mighty a tempelt arole, that they were overwhelmed withthe ſand, not one 
of them remaining to carry newes of their ſucceſle. 

Brennus was conitrained to lay himſelte, for enterpriſing to rob the Tem- 
ple of Apollo ar Delphos : Philomelus, Onomarchus,and Phayllus, went about 
the ſame practiſe, and indeed robbed the Temple of all the treaſures there- 
in; but one of them was burned; another drowned, and the third broke his 
neck : to conclude, the Athenians put to death a yong childe, for taking 
but a golden plate out of Diana's Temple 3 but firſt they offered him other 
jewels and trinkets, which when he deſpiſed in reſpect of the plate, they ri- 
gorouſly puniſhed him as guilty of ſacriledge. 

Cardinall Wolſey being determined to ere& two new Colledges, one at 
Oxford, and the other at Ipſivich, obtained licence and authority of Pope 
Clement the ſeventh,to.ſuppreſle about the number of forty monaſteries, to 
furniſh and ſet forward the building of his ſaid Colledge : which irreligi- 
ous ſacriledge (I call it ſacriledge both becauſe he was per{waded in con- 
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Stow. Chroy. 


ſcience that thoſe goods belonged to the Church, and ſo to him it was ſa- | 


criledge : as alſo for that he did it in pride of his heart) was furthered by 
five perſons, who were the chiefe inſtruments of the diflolurion of Daintry 


Monaſtery, becauſe the Prior and Covent would not grant, them certaine 


lands in farme at their owne price. But what puniſhment enſued upon 
them at Gods hand the world was witnefſe of : for of theſe five perſons,two 
fell at diſcord amongſt themſelves, and the one flew the other, for the which 
the ſurvivor was hanged ; the third drowned himfelte ina well; the fourth, 
being then worth two handred pounds,within three yeares became fo poore 
that he begged untill his dying day 3 and the fifth (called Doftor 4/ew) 
was cruelly maimed in Ireland : The Cardinall himſelfe falling into the 
Kings diſpleaſure, was depoſed from his biſhoprick, and dyed miſerably : 
the Colledges which he meant to have made fo glorious a building, came 


never to any good effect, the one at Ipſwich being cleane defaced, the other 


at Oxford unfiniſhed. 

And thus much of facriledge : Now let us come and ſee the puniſhment 
of ſimple theft, the principall cauſe whereof is covetouſheſſe 3 which is fo 
unruly an evill, and ſo deep rooted inthe heart of man , that ever yer it hath 
uſed to encroach upon the goods of others, and to keep poſleflion of that 
which was none of its owne 3 breaking all the bonds of humanity, equity, 
and right, without being contained in any meaſure or meane 3 whereof wee 
have a moſt notable example in the old world before the flood, which (by 
Moſes report) overflowed with iniquity and extortion, the mighty ones op- 
preſſed the weak, the greater trode under foot the lefle, and the rich devonr- 
edthe poore. VWhen the Lord ſaw the generall deluge of fin and diforder 
thus univerſally ſpread (which indeed was a figne of great defe&tion and 
contempt of him) he like a juſt judge that could not endure thefe monſtrous

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2 in1quities, ſent adeluge of waters amongft them, by opening the windowes 
PF of heaven, and breaking up the tountaines of the great deepes, and giving 
paſſage to the waters both by heaven and carth,fo that it ratgned forty daies, 
and forty nights without ceaſing, and the waters prevailed upon the earth, 
and overcovered the high mountaines by fifteen cubites, theearth being re- 
duced into the ſame eſtate which ic had in the beginning before the waters 
were tooke away from the face thereof : verily it was a moſt hideous and fad 
ſpe&acle, to ſee firſt the vallies, then the hils, and laſt the higheſt moun- 
taines ſo overflowne with water, that no ſhew or appearance of them might 
be perceived; it was a dreadfull fight to behold whole houſes , tofled to 
and tro up anddowne in the waves,and at laſt to be ſhivered in pieces : there 
was nota City nor village that periſhed not inthe deep, not a tree nor tow- 
er ſo high that couldoverpeerethe waters : as they increaſed more and more 
in abundance, fo feare, horrour,and deſpaire of ſafety encreaſed in the hearr 
of every living ſoule. Andon this faſhiondid God puniſh thoſe wicked re- 
bels, not at one blow, but by little and little increaſing their paine , that as 
they had a longtime abuſed his patience, and made no reckoning of amend- 
ment, ſo the puniſhment of their {fin might be long and tedious. Now in 
this extremity one could not helpanother, nor one envy another, but all 
were concluded under the ſame deſtruQion, all ſurpriſcd,afſieged, and envi- 
roned alike,as well hethat roved in the fields,as he that ſtayed in the houſes, 
he that climbed up intothe mountaines, as he that abode in the vallies , the 
mercileſſe waters ſpared none : it was to no purpoſe that ſome aſcended 
their high houſes, ſome climbed upon trees, and ſome ſcaled the rockes,net- 
ther one nor other found any refuge or ſafety in any place, the rich were not 
ſaved by their riches, nor the ſtrong by the pith of their ſtrength, but all pe- 
riſhed and were drowned together, except Ng4h and his family : which pu- 
niſhment was correſpondent untothe worlds iniquity, for as the earth was 
corrupted and polluted with abundance of fin,ſo God ſent abundance of wa- 
ter to purge and cleanſe away the filthinefle thereof, as at the latrer day hee 
will ſend fire to purifie and refine heaven andearth from their dregs,and re- 
ſtore them to their firſt and pureſt eſtate. And thus God revenged theex- 
rortion and cruelty of that age. | 
Bur yer for all this, thoſe fins were not then ſo defaced and rooted up, but 
that they be burniſhed againe and growne in timeto as big a bulke : for 
even at this day the greateſt part of the world is given to practiſe fraud 
and deceit, and by unlawfull meanes to incroach upon others goods : which 
ſubtilties though they deſire never ſo to diſguiſe and cloke, yet will they 
ever be condemned and reputed kindes of theft before God : now as ſome 
are of greater-power 8 authority than others in the world,fo an{werable to 
. themſelves is the quality of their fins, and by conſequence the puniſhment : 
the greater of power, the greater theeves, and the greater judgement 3 for if 
a poore man that through poverty and neceſſity cutterh a purſe or ſtealeth 
any other trifle, be culpable, how much more culpable ſhall he that is rich 
be, that uſurpeth the goods of his neighbour ?

Naboath was falſely accuſed, un- 
juſtly condemned, and cruelly murdered 3 and then he put in poſſeſſion of 
his vineyard: which murder {doubtleſlc) ſhe would never have attempted, 
nor-yet Naboath ever have tefuſedto yeeld his vineyard, if by any pretence 
of Law they could bave laidzclaim unto it : but Nabeath knowing that ic 
was contrary to Gods Ordyjante,: for him. to part with his patrimony 
(which he ought maſt carefully; to preſerve): would not conſent tv ſell over 
his vineyard, neither for love nor money nor other recompence : and 
herein he did but. his duty, approved by the holy Scripture. Now how 
odious a thing before God the pond fr of-poor people is, it is mani- 
feſt by his ow ne words in the Propteſie of -EZechiel, where he ſaith, Let ir 
ſuffice, O Princes of Iſrael, leave-off cruelty and oppreſſion, andexecute judge- 
ment and jufice : take away your exa&ions from my people, andceaſe to thrast 
them from their goods and beritazes. Now concerning the law of man, which 
all menagree unto, becauſe it is grounded upon reaſon and equity, we finde 
no permufſion given to Kings touſe the goods of other men at their plea- 
ſures; for that was far from equity : neither was there any ſuch liberty 
beſtowed upon them, by thoſe that firſt in the beginning exaltedthem to 
that degree of dignity : but rather (as divers worthy Authours avouch) 
their owne vertues and good behaviour which woon them credit amongſt 
the better ſort, inſtalled them firſt unto that honour. And truely there is 
nothing more rigktfull and juſt in mans ſociety, than that every one ſhould 
poſſeſſe and enjoy that which is his owne inpeace and quietneſſe, without 
diſturbance or violence 3 in which reſpect alſo, rules of juſtice are eſta- 
bliſhed, called lawes, w hich nogood Kings will cver feck to ſtand againſt. 
They arc indeed Lords of the earth, as ſome ſay, and truly 3 but fo, thar 
their Lordſhips ſtretch no further than right, and paſſe not the rule of 
equity : and notwithſtanding, the propriety of goods and poſſeſſions re- 


- mainerh untouched. To Kings (faith Seneca) pertaineth the ſoveraigrty 


over all things, bur to private men the propriety. 

Tiberius Ceſar being ſolicited by the Govetnours of the Provinces, to 
lay heavier tributes, and levy larger ſubſidies from his people, made 
(though a Painim) this notable anſwer, That a good ſhepherd ovght to 
ſhcar his ſheep, not to flea them.

What hapned to Roboam King of Iſrael, for ſhewing himſelfe too rigo- 
rous on this behalfe to his ſubjects, but the defection of the greater part of 
his Kingdom from him 3 for being come tothe Crowne after the death of 
his father So/owz0n, when the people came and made a ſupplication to him, 


to be caſed from his fathers burdens, he (deſpifing the counſell of his lage ' Kings12. 


and antient Counſellours, and following the giddy advice of his young 
companions) gave them a moſt ſharpe and ſowre reply 3 ſaying, That if 
his father had laid an heavy yoak g them, he would encreaſe it 3 and if 
he had chaſtiſed them with rods, he would corre& them with ſcourges; 
which when they of Iſrael heard, rhey revolte1 from him (all ſave the two 
Tribes of Inds and Benjamin) and ſtoned to death his Collecours, and 
choſethem another King to rule over them. Thus Reboam was deprived of 
ten partsof his Kingdom thorow his owne unadviſed tyranny, and fled all 
amazed unto Jeruſalem, where he lived all his dayes without recovery of 
the ſame. 

Achew King of Lydia was hanged up againſt a hill , and his head 
throwne into a River running by, becauſe of the great ſubſidies which he 
exacted of his people. 


D:ony ſis, the firſt of that name, a notorious and renowned Tyran, not ptutarch. d: 


onely in regard of his exceeding cruelty, but alſo of his unjuſt rackings Re: 
and exactions, was fo violent in that pra&iſe of doing wrong, thatalbeit 
he well knew the griefes and vexations of the people, that ceaſed not to 
complain and lament their caſe continually, yet he diminiſhed nottheir 
burdens, but multiplied them more and more, and ſucked and gnew out all 
thatever he could, untill he left them naked, empty, and deſpoiled : To 
conclude, this grand theefe, that durſt not truſt his Wife nor o,vne daugh- 
ters, atter he had been diſcomfited by the Carthaginians, was ſlain by his 
{crvants.

Being reproved of his mother atatime, for his immoderate andex- 
ceflive expences 3 ſaying, That there was almoſt not ſo much more trea- 
ſure left as he had already ſpent 3 he made her this anſwer, That ſhe ſhould 
take no care for that 3 for as long as his hand was able towield his ſword 
(which he beld naked before her) he would not want money. Thus is the

up, tocut out (by force and violence) a way to their owne wils, and to cut 
the throat of equity and juſtice, and to compell the poor people to forgo 
their goods, and furrender them into their hands : Now how odious and 
hatefull theſe three were made unto the peopleiby their owne wicked dc- 
meanours, their miſerable ends do ſufficiently teſtify 3 which wee have al- 
ready before mentioned, and mean afterward more at largeto ſpeak of. 
The Emperour ConF#anxce, ſon to Con#antine, whole father was Heraclizs, 
comming at a time out of Greece intoRome,abode there bur five dayes;bur 
in that ſhort ſpace committed ſo much outrage in ranſacking rhe Temples 
and other-publike places, and carrying away ſo many richornaments and 
pictures (whercof thoſe places then abounded) that in mans remembrance 
no forreigne barbarous enemy, having takenthe City by force of war, ever 
went away withthe like ſpoil : beſides, he did fo opprefle the Allies and 
Tributaries of the Empire (and chiefly the Sicilians) with taxcs and im- 
poſts, that many of them were conſtrained to fell their children for mo- 
ney to ſatisfie hisextortion : and by this meanes he ſcraped together an in- 
finite maſſe of rapines and evill gotten goods 3 but enjoyed the ſweetof 
them not very long 3 for very foon after he was murdered by his owne men 
of war, in his returne out of Sicily : and all that ſpoil which hehad un- 
juſtly ſurpriſed, was ſuddenly taken and tranſported into Africa by the 
Saraſens, that then inhabited the City Panorme. x 
Lewi the eleventh, King of France, after he had overcharged his ſub- 
jects with too grievous burdens of payments and taxes, fell into ſucha ti- 
morous concelt and fear of death, as never any man did the like ; he ar- 
tempted all meanes of avoiding or delaying the 3 asfirſt, during his 
ſickneſſe, he gave his Phyſitian monethly ten thouſand crownes, by that 
meanes to creeP into his favour : wherein he, being in all other things a 
very nigpard and pinch-penny, (ſhewed himſelf on the other fide more than 
rodigall : next he ſent into Calabria for an Hermit, reported tobean 
ly anddevout man, towhom at his arrivall, he performed ſo much du 
and reverence, as was wonderfull and unſeemly : for hethrew himſelfe on 
his knees, and beſought him to prolong his decaying lite, as if he had been 
a God, and not a man : bur all that he could do was to no purpoſe 3 nonor 
the reliques which Pope Sextus ſent him to buſie himſelfe withall, nor the 
holy viall of the Rheimes which was brought him, could prorogue this life 
of his, nor priviledge him trom dying a diſcontent and unwilling death - 
he ſaſpe&edthe mot part of his neareſt attendants, and would not ſuffer 
them to approachunto him in his ficknefſle : after he had thus prolonged 
the time in hope, and yet ſtill Janguiſhed in extream diftreſle of his diſ- 
caſe, it was at length told him in all ſpeed, that he ſhould not fer his minde 
any longer uponthoſc vain hopes, nor upon that holy man, for his time 
Was 
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was come, and he muſt needs die. And thus he that during his Riigne z91 * 
ſhewed himſelfe rough and cruell to his ſubjects, by too many and heavy 
impoſitions, was himſelfe in his latter end thus roughly and hardly dealt 
withall. | 

Chriftiernethe cleventh, King of Denmarke, Norway, and Suecia, after 
the death of King John his father, reigned, the year of our Lord 1514. 
and was too intolerable in impoſing burdens and raxes upon his ſubjects ; 
for which cauſe the Suecians revolted from his government : whom though 
aſter many battels and fieges he conquered, and placed amongſt them his 
garifons to keep them inawe, yet ceaſed they not to rebell againſt him, and 
rbat by the inſtigation of a mean Gentleman, who very quickly got footing 
into the Kingdom, and poſſeſſed himſelfe of the Crowne and government. 
Now Chri#zerne having loſtthis Province, and being alſo in diſdain and 
hatred of his owne Countrey, and fearing leaſt this inward heat of ſpight 
ſhould grow to ſome flame of danger to his life, ſeeing that the inhabi- 
tants of Lubecke conſpiring with his uncle Fredericke, began to take armes 
againſt him, he fled away, with his wife (ſiſter tothe Emperour Charles 
the fifth) and his young children, to Zealand, a Province of the Empe- 
rours, after he had reigned nine yeares : after which the Eſtates of the 
Realme (aided by them of Lubecke) afſembling together, exalted his uncle 
Fredericke, Prince of Holſatia (though old and antient) to the Crowne ; 
and publiſhing certain writings, addrefled*them: to the Emperour and the 
Princes of his Empire, to render a reaſon of their proceeding, and to 
make knowne untothem upon how good confiderations they had depoſed 
and baniſhed Chriftierne, for the ryranny which hee exerciſed among 
them. Ten yeares after this he got together a new Army by ſea, in hope 
to recover his loſſes, but contrary to his hope he was taken priſoner, and in 
captivity miſerably ended his dayes. 

Hewry King of Suecia was chaſed from his Scepter for enterpriſing to Xic.Gitvols 
burden his Commons with new contributions : thoſe that were deviſers of 
new Taxes and Tributes, for the moſt part ever loſt their lives in their la- 
bours : for proof whereof, let the example of Parovenys or Porchetes ſerve; 
who for giving counſell to King Theodebert touching the raifingof new ſub- 
ſidies, was ſtoned to death 44 S multitude, in the City Trieves. 

Likewiſe was George Preſquon cruelly put to death by the people, for 
perſwading and ſetting forward Henry of Suecia, to the vexation and ex- 
_ action of his ſubjects. 
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CHAP. XL. 


More examples of the (ame ſubjeft. 


a Hulphus the nineteenth King of Lumbardy, was not 
1 onelya moſt cruell Tyran, but alſo a grievous op- 
preſlour of his ſubje&s with taxes and exations 3 for 
 heimpoſed this upon every one of them, to Pay year- 
Y ly a Noble for their heads : againſt this man Pope 
2 Stephen provoked King Pepin of France, who com- 
ming withan Army drove the Tyran into Tycinum, 
and conſtrained him to yeeld to partiall conditions of 
peace. Howbeit Pepin was no ſooner gone, bur he returnedto his old byas 3 
wherefore the ſecondtime ke came and drove him to as great extreamity z 
inſomuch as another peace was concluded : after the accompliſhment 
whereof, perverſe LH:#ulph ſtill vexing his ſubjets, was plagued by God 
withan Apoplexy, and fo died. 

Iuſtinian the Emperour, as he was profuſe and exceſſive in ſpending, ſo 
was he immoderate and inſatiable in gathering together riches, for he exer- 
ciſed his wit in deviſing new tributes and payments, and rcjoyced his heart 
innothing more3 for which cauſes there aroſea grievous ſedition at Con- 
fintinople againſt him 3 wherein not onely the excellent and famous mo- 
numents of the Empire were burned, but alſo forty thouſand men ſlain ; 
and this was no ſmall puniſhment for his oppreſſion. 

At Paris there isto be ſeene in the corne market, a certaine monument 


-hardat the mouth of the common ſinke, which conveyeth away all the filth 


out of the City : the occaſion whereof 1s.reported to be this : A certaine 
courtier ſeeing the king ſad and melancholly for want of treaſure, counſel- 
led him to exact of every countriman that brought ware into the city but 
one penny, and that but for two yeares together : which when the King 
put in praCtiſe, and found the exceeding commodity thereof, he not onely 
continued that tax, but alſo invented divers others, to the great dammage 
of the common-wealth, and enriching of his owne treafurie. Wherefore 
he that put it firſt into his head, when hce ſaw that he had not ſo much au- 
thority in difſuading, as he had in perſuading it, to take puniſhment of 
himſelte for that inconſiderate deed 3 and to warne others trom attempting 

the like, he commanded by his teſtament, that his body ſhould be buried in 
that common ſinke,to be an example of exaQion and the filthineſle thereof, 

Barnabe,V icount of Milan, by the feport of Paul Dowie, was anuncon- 
ſcionable oppreſlor of his ſubje&s and tetiants : for he did not onely extort 
of them continuall impoſts and payments, but enjoyned them to keepe eve- 
ry one adogge : which if they cameto any miſhap, orwerecither to fat 
or too leane, the keeper was ſure to be beaten, or at leaſt ſome fine tobe 
ſet on his head. This Tyran was taken by /ob» Galeacims, and after ſeven 
moneths priſonment poyſonedto death. 

Archizallo, brother to Gorbonianws in nature, though unlike in conditi- 
ons ( for he was a good Prince, whereas this was a tyran) was crowned King 
of Britaine in the yeare of the world 3671: we may well place him in the 
ranke 
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ranke, of oppreſſours 3: for be de ſed the Noblemen , and exalted the 393

: Neither doth the Lord thys puniſh Ie themſelves, hut alſo they 
rhirtither counteatice, or having anthority; do not/puniſh the latne ; as 
it appeareth by this: example following. 'In the year of our Lord 475. 
rhere lived 6ne-Gorranam a =IG of Scots 3 who though he governed the 
people in peace and'quietnefſe 2 long ſpace, and was indeed a good Prince, 
yet becauſe his Chancellour Tomſet uſed, extortion and exaction amonglt 
his Subje&s, and he being advertiſed thereof, did nor puniſh him, he was 
{lainrraitetonſly by his owne Subjects. Ou; WI 
'Tris not unworthy to be noted, 'how Zdward the Third, King of Eng- 
land; proſpered 'lbog whiſe'ih the warres againſt” France, and got many 
| wry an wonBefh lviRories : but when Prince Edward, fon untothe 
aforeſaid Edward, after comditions of peace concluded, began to ſet taxes 
and impofitions upon the.Coutitry of Aquitain,then didKing Edwards part 
beginto incline, and the fuccefle of war, which the ſpace of fourty yeares 
-never forſook himi; now frownedupon' him, ſo that he quickly loſt all thoſe 
lands which by compoſitionof: peace were granted unto him,

AManlws, after hee had maintained the fortrefle of Rome againſt the 656.2.cop.r1. 
Gaules, glorying in that a&ion , and envying the good hap and proſperity * 
of Camillus, went about to make himſelfe King, under pretence of reſtoring 
the peopleto rheir antient entire libertie : but his praiſe being diſcove- 
red, hee was accuſed, found guilty, and by the conſent of the multitude 
adjudged to bethrowne headlong dow ne fromthe top of the ſame fortreſle, 
to the end that the ſame place which gave him great gloric ,might beawit- 
neſſe and a memoriall of his ſhame and laſt confuſion : for all his valiant 
deeds before done were not of ſo much force with the people, toexcuſe 
his fault or ſavehis life, as this one crime was of weighttobring him to 
his death. 

In former times there lived in Carthage one Hanne, who becauſe he had oo Pp 
more riches than all the Common-wealth beſide, began to aſpiretothe do- © 
mination of the Citie :which the better to accompliſh, hee deviſed to 

make ſhew of marrying his oncly daughter,to the end that at the marriage 
| feaſt hee might potſon the chicefeſt men of credit and, power of the City 
whom he knew could or would not any wayes' withſtand or countermiand 
his purpoſe : but when this deviſe tooke no effect, by reaſon of the diſcove- 
ry thereof by certaine of his ſervants, hee ſought another meanes to effe&t 
his will: Hee pot together a huge number of bondflaves and ſervants,which 
ſhonld at a ſudden pur him 1n poſſeſſion of the city + but being prevented 
herein alſoby the Citizens, he ſeifed upon a caſtle with a thouſand men 
of baſe regard, even ſervants for the moſt part ; whither thigking to draw 
the Africans and King of the Mootes to his fuccour, he was taken and firſt 
whipped,next had his eyes thruſt our,andthen his atmes and legs broken in 
Pieces,and ſo was executed to death before all the people : his carkafſe be- 
ing thus mangled with blowes, was hanged upon a gallowes,and all his kin- 
dred and children put to death, that there might not one remaine of his 
Kraine,either to cnterPriſe the like deed, or to tevenge his death. 

| That great and fearefull warrior Iulins Ceſar, ane of the moſt hardie and 
valiant pieces of fleſh that ever was, aftet hee had performed ſomany nora- 
ble exploits, overcone all his enetniies, and brought all high and haughtie 
purpoſes to their deſired effe& , being prickt forward with the ſpurre of 
ambition and a high minde, through the meanes and aſliftance of the migh- 
ty forces of the common-wealth, which ( conttaryto the conſtitution of 
the Senat ) were left in his hands, hee ſet footing into the State, and ma- 
king himſelfe maſter and Lord of the whole Romane Empire, uſurped a Plterch. 
gy 7 over them : but as he attained to his dignitie by force and vio- A. 
lence, ſo he _—_ it not long, neither gained any great benefit by it, ex- 
cept the loſle of his life may be counteda benefit, which ſhortly after in 
theopen Senat was bereft him : for the conſpirers thereof, as ſoone as hee 
was ſet downe in his ſeat, compaſſing him about, ſo vehemently overchar- 
ged bim on all fides, that notwithſtanding all the reſiſtanice hee could make 
for his defence, toſſing amongſt them, atid ſhifting himſelfe up and downe, - 
he was overthrowneon theearth, and abode for dead, through the — 
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368 of blowes' that were given him, even three and twenty wounds. 

The Monarchie of Aflyria was at one inſtant extinguithed in Sardanapa- 
lus ; and of Babylon in Balthaſar, «Arbaces being the worker of the firſt, 
and Darius King of Perſia, of the later, both of them receiving the wa- 
ges, not of their wickedneſſe, but alſo of their predeceſſors, and. great 
grandfarhers cruelty and oppreſhons, by whom many people and nat ions 
hed been deſtroyed. _ r | 

Moreover, as. the Babylonian Empire was overthrowne by Darius of 
Perſia, .ſo was his Perſian Kingdome ( in- Dariz the laſt King of that 
countrey his time, this mans ſucceſſor) overturned by Alexander,” Again, 

the great dominion of Alexander ( who ſurvived not long after ) was not 
continued to any of his by inheritance, but divided like a prey amongſt 
his greateſt captaines, and from them the moſt part of it in ſhort time de- 
ſcended to the Romanes3 who ſpreading their wings, and ſtretching their 
greedietaHons farre and neecre, for awhile ravened and preyed over all the 
world, and enriched and bedecked themſelves with the ſpoyles of many 
nations 3 and therefore it was neceſlary that they alſo ſhould be made 2 
prey, and that the farre fercht Goths and Vandales ſhould come upon them, 
as upon the bodie of a great Whale that ſuffers ſhipwreck upon the ſez 
ſhore : ſince which timethe Romane Empire went to decay, and grew eve- 
ry day weaker thanother 3 yea,and many Princes ſetting themſelves againſt 
and above it, have robbed it of the rcalmes and provinces which it robbed 
others of before.,,, Andthus wee may ſee. tow all things run as it were in 
aCircle,and how .great. the upcertainetic of this world is, ſecing that the 
mightieſt are ſubje& to ſo many and great chariges ; for if there be any 
thing under the punghat may. carry any ſhew of ont; or ccntinuance, 
ſurely:itis a Monarchie 'or Common-wealth, rounde | upon the unitie 
and conſent of gall x -ople, maintained by the authoritte of the greateſt and 
moſt mightie, and underpropped with the ſhores of much ſtrength and 
wealth, as the Romane Empire was ; and yet for all that, there was never 
any, though never ſo.well reared and furniſhed, anddeepe rooted, which at 
the length hath not bin demoliſhed, ranſacked, and pulled up by ſome no- 
table and ſtrange calamitie. And this is that which the ſpirit of God 
would give usto knowe, by the viſionof that great image, repreſented to 
Nabuchadnezzar ina dreame, according to Darrels interpretation thereof - 
ro wit,that the foure great and | pra Monarchies of the world ſhould at 
faſt be ruined and diſperſed, like the chaffe before the winde, till they were 
conſumed and brought to nothing, albeit they were glorious and excellent 
as gold and filver, or Song an! mighticas btaſle and iron. 

How much more fooliſh and evill adviſed are they then, that for a cer- 

taine apparant ſplendour and ſhew of worldly honour (which is as fraile 
| asany rolezas variable as the winde,as gue and vaine as a ſhadow or ſmoke, 
as unaſſured as a rotten planke ) have the eyes of their tninde ſo dazeled, 
andtheir wits ſo bewitched, and all their afte&ions ſo tranſported, as to 
mingle heaven and earth together, to daſh the Eaſt againſtthe Weſt, to 
ſirre updiſcordand diflention betwixt manand man, and to ſhed ſo many 
- thouſand mens bloud, and all for a, paltriedefire of reigne, though to their 
owne finall ruine anddeſtruQion. 
Sabell. Andthus it came to paſſe in the time of the emperor Otho to a Duke of 
Venice, called Peter Cau&ian, who ( not gontent with his Dukedome) 
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went about to uſurpea tyrannicall rule over the whole Seigniorie, and that ' 369/ 
by pride and thteats,defiring rather to make himſelfe terribleto the people | 
by thoſe bad meanes, than amiable and beloved by any meanes whatſoeverz 
and thus daily bee grew as in age ſo in inſolencie : he placed 2 garriſon of 
men about his palace, and (vo fortifying himſelfe, preſently he ſhewed him- 
ſelfe in his colours, namely a cruell Tyran : which when the multitude 
Pon ived, and remembred withall their libertie,'which they were like to 
oſe, they tooke up armes forthwith,in purpole tObear downe his haugh- 
tie minde:therefore they firſt ſet on fire his houſe,and cauſed him to forlake 
his fortreſle, and tobetake himſelfe to his ſhifts : but when by reaſon of 
the ſtopping of the paſſages he could not eſcape,-they tooke him and his 
young ſonne alſo which was with him, and put them toa moſt cruell and 
ſudden death, and caſt their carkaſles to be devoured of dogs, 

Inthe Empire of Maximilian, Lewis Sforce, a Prince of. an inconſtant' Bembuslib-3. 
and turbulent ſpirit, ambitious, and one that made no account of his hay: rg 
promiſes nor faith, tooke upon him the | var x 6 of Milan, afterthe | 
death of his brother Geleaz, Duke of Milan, who was traiterouſly flaine : 
in which aRionthe firſt wrong which hee did was to his brothers widow, 
whom hee depoſed; the ſecond to his young nephew, his brother Galeaz 
ſonzwhom he ſobrought up.as ifhe never meant he ſhould come to honour 
or-goodneſle 3 for he ſuffered him not tobe trained up either in learning 
or armes; but ler him runne into all poſhble occaſions that might corrupt 
and ſpoyle his tender age. Thus hee enjoyed the principalitie thirteene 
yeares, all thewhile under his nephewes reigne 3 towhom when 4/phonſiu 
King of Naples had given in mariage one of his daughters, and perceived 
what ſmall reckoning his uncle made of reſtoring him his Dukedome 3 

_ afterhe hadoften and inſtantly intreated him without prevailing, at length 
he fell to threaten him with warre : he fearing to have the worſe; abdeo 
loſe ſogreat a dignitie, wrought ſo by his owne ſhifts anddevices, together 
with the helping hand of Pope Alexander, that hee! put in the head of 
Charles the eighth, of France to go and conquer Naples;. for thehatred *... 
which his heart poſſeſſed againſt 4/phonſu ; ſup ing by this meanes the 
'The King of 'Fratice Guicciard.6.1 


better to accompliſh his affaires to his owne delire; ? 
was no ſooner entred Italie, but Lewis Sforce miniſtred an Italian poſſet-to 
his young nephew [shn Galeaz, that hee immediatly died upon ity and then ' 
he proclamed himſelfe Prince of the Duchie, by the aid of the pritcipall 
of the Councell,'whom he had woon to: referre that honour unto him, by 
depoſing the young-ſonne of 10/n Galeez, beeing then but five yeares old *' 
but he declared preſently his -inconſtant and perfidious nature, mbreaking 
pee with the- King. of. France, whome he had induced with ſo many 
ire ſpeeches to undertake that voyage, and entering a'new league Withthe 
Venetians both agzinſt him and the Pope, although ereilong he ſerved theny 
with the ſame meaſure : but Lewis the twelfth, ſucceeding in the:Cxg 
France, could not brooke this injurie done to his predeceſſor, burpreten- 
ding atitle cothe Duchie of Milan, he diſpatched an armie thitherward; 
that beſtirred.it ſelfe ſo well, that in ſhort ſpace they brought under their 
fubje&ion all the Cities and Townes neere adjoyniing-: which thecitizens 
| perceiving, began to rebel! quilt their Dake, and killed his: Treafuter : 
Þ| - whereupon he{(being not able to make: his part good:with.theFrencha- 
broad, nor daring to put any confidence inhi mg 4 TN (mais caſtle\ 
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to the charge and cuſtodie of a captaine, and fled himſelfe with his children 
to Almaine, towards the Emperour Maximiliavs. court, hoping to finde 
ſuccour at his hand, as indeed he did : for he returned to Milan with five 
hundred Burgundians, and eight thouſand Switzers, and was received a- 
gaine into the Citie. Being thus refortified with theſe and other more 
troupes that came unto hing, he encamped before Navarre,and by compo- 
ſition gotthe City into his hands from the Frenchmen. The French Kung 
inthe meane while ſent a new ſupplic of men into the Duchie, amongſt 
whom were many.y W itzers, who {odealt w ith their countruney that were 
on the Dukes fide, that they brought them alſo to favour the King of 
France, and to forſake the Duke : which when he underſtood, hee preſently 
departed the citic, and poſting to the campe, hardened his ſouldiers, defi- 
ring them to play the men,and not to (hrinke, for be meantto e1ve battell 
without delay: but the captains made anſiver,that they might nor fight a- 
g2inſt their owne nation, without eſpeciall leave fromtheir Lords. Now 
in the meane while, whileſt theſe things were in doing, they tooke order, 
that the Frenchmen ſhould approach to Navarre, and intercept allthe paſ- 
ſages, that the Duke might not eſcape : He therefore laid aſide his horſe, 
and marched on foot in the ſquadron of Switzers,now joyned tothe French, 
in attire and armour like a Switzer, thinking by this tricketo fave his life :: 
but all his counterfeiting could nor ſave him from being taken, and from 
lying ten pes priſoner in the Tower of Loches, where be alſodied : and: 
ſo all his high and ambitious thoughts (which ſcarcely Italic could con- 
taine ) were pend up'in a ſtrait and narrow roome. 
 Withtheliketurbnlent and furious ſpirit of ambition have many Ro- 
man Biſhops been inſpired, who what by their jugling trickes, couſenages, 
and ſybtill deviſes, and what by force, have proſpered ſo wal], that of fim- 
le Biſhops ( which they were -wont to be) 'they are growne temporall 
Lor , and as it were Monarchs 3 having in their poſſeflions lands, cities, 
caltles,' fortreſſes, havens, garriſons, and guards, after the manner of 
Kings'z: ay they have exalted themſelves above Kings ( fo intollerable is: 
their impudence ) and made them ſubje& to theirwals 3 and yet they call 
themſelves the Apdſtles pedigree, whom Chriſt forbadall ſuch dominari- 
On. But what ofthat ? Ir pertaineth not to them to ſucceed in vertue, bur- 
inauthoritic the Apoſtles : for if that charge had concerned them, then 


' Pope Laciys the ſecond wonld never have beene fo ſhameleſle, as to requeſt 


in rightof his Popeſhip the ſoveraigntie over Rome as heedid : neither 
when it was denyed him, to bave gone about to uſurpe it by force, and to 
bring his: minde about to have layed ſiege tothe Senat houſewith armed 
men, totheendthat either by baniſhing or murderingtbe Senatours then 
aſlembled together, he might inveſt himſelfe with the Kinglydignitie: bur 
what got he by it-> Marry this, the people being .in an uprore in the Cirie, 
tpon tbe Tight of this boly fathers proud attempt, tooke themſelves ro 
armes;andran with {uch violenceupon maſter Pope, that they forthwith 
ſaved his Holinefſe to death ; but not like Stephen the Martyr forthe pro- 

ſion 9f Chriſt Icſus, but like avile and ſeditious theefe for ſeeking the 

Common-wealthsoverthrow.  - * F© CN NOS Het 

- - Pope #4riun the! fourteenth, zmonkes ſonne, ſucceeding Lacim both 
inthe Pafiacie, andalſo in ambition; rooke in hand his omitted enterpriſes; 
for he excommunicated. che Romanes, untill they had banithed _— 
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Biſhop, that gavethem counſellto retaine the power of eleQting their ma- 371 
giſtrate, and governing their citie in their hands ( a thing repugnant to his - ; 
intent ) and after hee had degraded the Conſuls, to make his part the ſtron- 
ger, he cauſedthe Emperour Fredericke to come with an armieto the citicz 
whom notwithſtanding hee handled but baſely for his paines : for hee did 
not onely checke him openly for ſtanding on his feet, and holding the ſtir- 
rop of his horſe with his eff hand, bur alſo denied him the crowne of the 
Empire, except hee would reſtore to him Poville, which ( he faid ) pertai- 
ned unto him : howbeit he got the Crowne notwithſtanding, and before his 
returne from Rome into Germanie, more than a thouſand citizens that 
would not yeeld nor ſubſcribe unto the Popes will, were laine. After Fre. 
derickes d:parture, the Pope ſeeing himſelte deſtitute of his further aid, firſt 
excommunicared the King of Sicilie, that in right of inheritance poſſeſſed 
the foreſaid Poville : but when this ſerved him to ſmall purpoſe, he practi- 
ſed with Emanuel the Emperour of Greece to ſet upon him 3 whichthing 
turned to his finall confuſion. After this (through his intollerable pride ) 
hee fell out with Fredericke the Emperour, and to revenge himſelte upon 

| him, diſcharged his ſubje&s from their fealtie to him, and him from his 
authoritie over them. Now marxe his end: As he walked one day to-: 
wards Aviane, a flie got in at his mouth and downe his throat fo farre, thar 
it ſtopped the conduit of his breath, ſo that for all that his phyſitions could 
do,hee was choked therewith. And thus he that fought by all the meanes he 
could to make himſelfe greater than he ought to be, and toget the maſterie 
of every thing at his owne will and pleaſure, and totake away other mens 
rights by force, was cut ſhort and rebated by a ſmall and baſe creature, and 
conſtrained to leave this life, which he was moſt unworthy of. 

Hither may be referred that which befell rhe Emperour Albert, Duke of 
Auſtria, and one of his lievtenants in Swatzerland, for going abour tou- 
ſurpeandappropriat certaine lands and dominions to him, which belonged 
not unto him. This Emperour had _ children whom he defired to 
leave rich and mighty, andtherefore by all meanes poſſible he endeavoured 
toaugment his living, even by getting from other men whatſoever he could; 
and amongft all the reſt, this was one eſpeciall praQtiſe, wherein he laboured 
tooth and nayle toalienate from the Empire the land of the Switzers, and 
toleave it for aneverlaſting inheritance to his heires : which although the 
Switzers would in no caſe condiſcend nor agree unto, but contrariwiſe ſued 
earneſtly unto his Majeſty for the maintenance of their antient liberties 
and priviledges which were confirmed unto them by the former Emperors, 
and that they might not be diſtrated from the Empire 3 yet notwithſtan- 
ding were conſtrained to undergo for a ſeaſon the yoke of moſt grievous ty- 
ranny and ſervitude impoſed by force upon them : and thus the poore com- 
munaltic indured many miſchiefes, and many grievous and cruell extorti- 
ons and indignities at the hands of the Emperours officers, whileſt they 
lived inthis wretched and miſerable eſtate. 

Amoneſt the reſt there was one called &riſizer that began to ere a ſtrong 
fort of defence upon a little hill neere unto Altorfe, to keepe the countrey 
in greater awe and ſubje&ion 3 and deſiring to deſcrie his friends from bis 
foes, he invented this deviſe : He pur 2 hat upon the end of a long pole, 
and placed it inthe field before Altorfe, where were great multitudes of 


people, with this commandement, That everic one that came by ſhonld do 
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obeiſance; and vaile bonnet to the hat, and in every reſpet ſhew themſelves 
as dutifall unto it, as to his owne perſon, imagining that his greateſt ene- 
mies con!d not endure nor finde in their hearts to do it, and therefore upon 
this occafion he might apprehend rhem, and difcover all their cloſe praQti- 
ſes, and conſpiracies, which rhey might brew againſt him : now there was 
one, a ſtout hearted man, that. paſſing everie day up and downe that wayes, 
could in no wiſe be brought to reverence the dignitic of the worthy har, 
( ſounreafonable a thing it ſeemed in his eyes ) whereupon being taken, 
the ryran commanded him (for puniſhment of his open contempr ) 
to ſhoot ar an apple laid nponthe crowne of the head of his deareſt childe, 
and if he miſt the apple, to be put todeath : the poore manafter many ex- 
cuſes, and allegations, and entreaties that he might not hazard his childes 
life in that fort, was notwithſtanding enforcedto ſhoot, and ſhooting, God 
ſo dire&ed his ſhaft, rhar the apple was hit, and the childe untouchr ; and 
yet for all this, he adjudged himro perperuall priſon : our of which he mi- 
raculouſly eſcaping, watched the tyrans approach in fo fit a place, that with 
the ſhaft that ſhould have beene the dearh of his ſonne, he ſtrooke him to 
the heart ; whoſe unlackie end, was a luckie beginning of the Switzers de- 
liverance from the bondage of tyrans, and of the recovery of their antient 
freedome, whichever after they wiſely and conſtantly maintained. 

The Empetour A/beyt, purpofing to be revenged upon them for his in- 
jury, as alfo for ſlaying many more of his men, and breaking downe his 
caftles of defence which he had cauſed to be builded in their countrey, de- 
termined to mak war upon them;bur he was ſlaine ere he could bring it hat 
determination to effe& by one of his owne nephews, frem whom ( being 
his overſeer and gardant for bringing up) he withheld his patrimonie a- 
- all equity ; neither by prayers orentreatie could be perſwaded to re- 
ſtore it. Theſe things ( according to Nz. Gs report in his firſt volume of 
the Chronicles of France) happened about the reigne of Saint Lews. 

Hirher may be referred the hiſtory of Richard the firſt, King of En- 
gland, called Richard Cotur de Lyon : though not ſo much a fruite of ambi- 
tion in him, as of filthie covetouſneſſe. This King, when as Widomarws 


\ Lord of Linjonice in little Britaine having found a great ſubſtance'of trea- 


ſure inthe ground, ſent him a great part thereof, as chiefe Lord and Prince 
of the countrey, refuſed it ; ſaying, That he would either have all 'or none ; 
but the finder would not condifcend to that : whereupon the King layed 
fiege to a caſtle of his called Galuz, thinking the treaſure to lye there : but 


 aS hewith the Duke of Brabant went about viewing the Caſtle; a ſouldier 


within ſtroke himwith an arrow in the arme, the yron whereof feltering in 


| thewound, cauſed char the King within nine daies after died: And fo becauſe 
he was nor content with the halfe of the treaſure that another man found, 


loſt all his owne treaſure that he had, together with his life the chiefeſt trea- 
ſure of all. | 
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Qt Vſurers, and their cheſt. 


CHAP. XLI1I. 
Of Yſurers, and their theft. 


NS a. Fopen larcenies and violent robberies and extortions 
"#y are forbidden by the law of God, as we have ſcene 
they are,then it is nodoubt bur that all deceit and un- 


juſt dealings and bargains uſed to the dammage of 0- 


ndeth, that the poore borrower is ſogreatly indam- 
mayed, that in ſtead of benefitting and providing for his affaires, which he 
aimed at, he hitteth his further loſſe and finall overthrow. This finne is ex- 
preſſely prohibited in Leviticus, 25; Teuteronomy 2 3, and Pſalme, 15 $ 
where the commirrants thereof are held guilty before Gods judgement 
Sear , of iniquitie and injuſtice : and againſt them it is that theprophet 
Ezechiel denounceth this threatening : That he which oppreſeth or wexeth the 
poore and afflicted, he which robbeth or givith to uſurie, and rtceiveth the en- 
 Ereaſe into their bags, ſhall die the death, and his bloud ſball bee wpon his 


e 
Neither truely doth the juſtice of God ſleepe in this reſpe, but taketh 
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Vengeance upon all ſuch, and puniſheth them after one fort or other, either .- 


in body or s, 4s it pleaſeth him : I my ſelfe knew a grand uſurer inthe 
countrey of Vallay that having ſcraped together great maſſes of goldand 
filver by theſe unlawfull meanes, was in one night robbedof fifteene hun- 
dred crownes by theeves that broke into his houſe. I remember alſo ano- 
ther uſurer Frelling in a town called Argental,nigh unto Anovay under the 
juriſdition of Tholoſle in high-Vivaria, who being in hay time ina mea- 
dowe, was ſtung in the foot by a ſerpent, or ſome other venomous beaſt, 
that he died thereof: an anſwerable puniſhment for his often ſtinging and 
biting many poore people with his cruell and unmercifull uſurie. 

Nay it is ſocontrarie to equitie and reaſon, that all nations led by the 
inſtin& of nature, have alwayes abhorred and condemned it 3 infomuch 
that the conditions of theeves hath bin more caſte and tollerable than uſu- 
ters 3 for theft was wont to be puniſhed but with donble reſtitution, but 
uſurie with quadruple : and to ſpeake truely, theſe rich and gallant uſurets 
do more rob the common people and purloine from them, than all the 
| pm theeves that are made publike examples of juſtice in the world.

- Inthe Biſhopricke of Collen a notable famous Uſurer lying upon his 


 death-bed ready to die, moved up and downe his chaps and his lips, as ifhe 


had bineating ſomething in his mouth 3 and beeing demanded what hee ear, 
hee anſwered, his money,and that the divell thruſt it in his mouth perforce, 
fo that hee could neither will nor chuſe but devour it : in which miſerable 
temptation he died without any ſhew of repentance. 


.- The ſameauthor tellethof another Ulſurer, that a little before his death 


called for his bags: of gold and filver, and offered them all to his ſoule, 
upon condition it would not forſake him : But if hewould have given all 
the world, it could not ranſome him from death : wherefore when he ſaw 
there was no remedie but hee muſt needs dic, hee commended his fouleto 
the Divell, to be carried intoeverlaſting torments : which words when hee 
had uttered hee gave up the ghoſt. | 

Another Uſurer being ready to die, made this his laſt Will and Teſta- 
ment:My ſoule ( quothhe ) I _— tothe divell who is owner of it, my 
wife likewiſeto the divell who induced me tothis ungodly trade of life, and 
my deacon to the divell for ſooth ing meup, and not reproving me for my 
faults 3 and in this deſperate perſuaſion he died incontinently. 

Uſury conſiſteth not only in lending and borowing,but buyingand ſelling 
alſo, and all unjuſt and crafty bargaining, yea and 1t is akinde of uſurie to 
detain through too much covetou ſneſſethoſe commodities from the people 
which concerne the publike good, and to hoord them up fortheir private 
gain,til ſome ſcarcitie orwant ariſezand this alſo hath evermore beene moſt 

arpely puniſhed, as by theſe examples may appeare. About the yeare 
1543. atwhat time agreat famine and dearth of bread afflicted the world, - 
there was in Saxonie a countrey peaſant, that having carried his corne to 
the market,and fold it cheaper than he looked for,as he returned homewards 
he fell into moſt heavy dumpes and dolours of munde with oriefe that the 
price of graine wasabared : and when his ſervants ſang merrily for joy of 
that blefſed cheapneſle, he rebuked them moſt ſharpely and cruelly,yea and 
was ſo much the morerormented. and troubled in minde, by how much he 
more he ſaw any poore ſoule thankfull unto God for t : but marke how God 
gave him over to a reprobate and deſperate ſence: Whileſt his ſervants rode 
before, hee hung himſelfe at the cart taile, being paſt recoverie of life ere 
any man looked backe or perceived him. A notable example for our En- 
gliſh cormorants, who joyne barne to barne, and heape to heape, and will 
not ſell nor givea handful of their ſuperfluiticto the poore,when it beareth 
a low price, but preſerve it till ſcarcity and want come, and then they ſell 
it at their owne rate 3 let them feare by this, leſt the Lord deale ſoor worſe 
with them. | FF 5s 

Another covetous wretch,when he could nat ſel his corneſodear 2s heede- 
fired, faid the miſe ſhould eat it rather than he would leſſen one jot of the 
Price thereof: VWhich words were no ſooner ſpoken, but vengeance on 
im;

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them : forall the miſe inthe countrey flocked to his barnes and fieldes, fa 375 
that they left him neither ſtanding nor lying corne, but devoured all. This 
ſtory was written to Martin Luther - upon occaſion whereof be inveying ;,,,, 
mightily againſt this cruell uſurie of husbandmen, told of three miſers | 
that in one yeare hung themſelves, becauſe graine borea lower price than 
they looked for : adding moreover, that all ſuchcruell and muddy extorti- 
oners deſerved no better a doome , for their unimercifull opprefſi- 
On. W | | 
Another rich farmer, whoſe barnes were full of graine, and his ſtacks DP-Pomeranws, 
untouched, was fo covetous withall, that in hope of ſome dearth and deere. 
neſſe of corne, he would not diminiſh one heape, but hoorded up dayly 
more and more; and wiſhed for a ſcarcity upon the carth, to the end hee 
might enrich his coffers by other mens neceſſities. This cruell churle xe+ 
joyced ſo much in his aboundance, that everie day he would go into his 
barnes, and feed his eyes with his ſuperfluitie : Now it fell out as the Lord. 
would, that Having fupped and drunke very largely, upona night as hee 
went, according to his cuſtome, to view his riches, with a candle in his 
hand, behold the wine, or rather the juſtice of God; overcame his ſences, 
ſo that he fell downe ſuddenly into the mow, and by his fall ſet on fire the 
corhe, being dry and eafie to be incenſed, in ſuch fort that in a momenta 
that which he had ſcraped together and preſerved ſocharily, anddelighted 
in ſo unreaſonably,was conſumed and brought to aſhes, and ſcarce he him- 
ſelfe eſcaped with his life. 

Another in Miſhia, inthe yeare 1559, having great ſtore of corne hoor- teb.Fincet li.2, 
dedup, refuſed to ſuccor the neceffitie of his poore & halfe famiſhed neigh- 
bours : for which cauſe the Lord puniſhed him with a ſtrange and unuſuall 
judgement, for the corne which he ſo much cheriſhed, aſſumed life, and be- 
came feathered fowles, flying out of his barnes in ſuch abundance, thar the 
world was aſtoniſhed thereat, and his barnes left emprie of all proviſion, 
in moſt wonderfull and miraculous manner. ES Tb 

No lefſe ſtrange was that which happened in a tow ne of France called Theſame Au- 
Stenchanſen, to the Governour of the towne, who being requeſted by one 
of his poore ſubjeas to ſell him ſome corne for his money, when there was Fider fie apud 
none tobe gotten elſewhere 3 anſwered, hee could ſpare none; by reafoghe #*997*m: 
had ſcarce enough for his owne hogs : which hoggiſh diſpoſition the Lord 
requited in-it owne kinde 3 for his wife at the next litter brought forth ſeven 
pigs at one. birth to increaſe the.number of his hogs : that as he had prefer- 
red fiithieand ougly creatures before his a0 rethren, inwhom the +-

Sergins Galba, before hee came tobe Emperor (being Preſident of Africa 
under Claudius, when as through penurie of viduals, corne, and other food 
was very ſparingly ſhared our and divided amongſt the armie ) puniſhed 2 . 
certaine ſouldier that ſould a buſhel! of wheat to one of his fellows for an 
hundred pence, in Fope to obtaine a new ſhare himſelte, in this manner, he 
comandel the Quezſtor or Treaſurer to give him no more ſuſtenance, ſince 
bee preferred lucre before the neceſſity of his owne body and his friends 
welfare 3 neither ſuffered heany man elfe to ſell him any 3 ſo that hee peri- 
ſhedwith famine, and became a miſerable example toall the army, of the 
fruits of that foule droupſie covetouſneſle. $2 

And thus wee ſee how the Lord rained downe vengeance upon all cove: 
tous Uſurers and opprefſors, plaguing ſome on this faſhion, and fomeon 
that 3.-and never paſſing any, but either in this life ſome notable judgement

In the yeare 1 533-necere to Belifſana a citie in Helvetia, there were three 10b.Fincel, 
prophanewretches that played at dice upon the Lords day without the wals 739*= Par 
of the citie, one of which called Ylrich Schrejerw having loſt much mony, 61aſpbemie. © 
and offended God with many curſed ſpeeches,at laſt preſaging to himſelfe 
good lucke, he burſt forth into theſe rearmes, If fortune deceive menow, ,,_. FW 
Iwill thruſt my dagger into the verice body of God as farreas I can : now Breach of '$4- 
fortune failed him as before, wherefore forthwith he drew his dagger, and pros rn 
taking it by the point, threw it againſt heaven with all his trength: behold, Blaſphemie, 
the dagger vaniſhed away, and five drops of bloud diſtilled upon the table #-1.cap.31. 
before them, and without all delay the divell came in place, and carried a- 
way the blaſphemous wretch with ſuch force and noyle, that the whole ci- 
vy was amaſed and aſtoniſhed thereat : the other two ( halfe beſide them- 
ſelves with feare ) ſtrove to wipe away the drops of bloud out of the _

him, that it was both wonderfull and lothſome to behold : the third they 
themſelves (without any further. inquiſition or vr1all ) toavert the indig- 
nation which ſeemed to hang over their beads, put incontinently to death; 
thetable they tooke and preſerved it for a monument, to witneſſe unto po- 
fecrity, both how an accurſed paſtime dicing is, and alſo what great incon- 
venienciesand miſchiefes grow thereby. 

Put that we may ſee yet morethe vanitie and miſchievous working of 
this ſport, I will report one ſtorie more out of the ſame authour, though 
not equall to the former in ſtrangeneſle and height of ſinne, yet as tragicall, 
and no leſle pitifull. + IRS 

In the yeare 1550, there lived in Alfatia one Ldaam Steckman, one that 
got his living by trimming, proning, and drefling vines ; this man having 
received his wages, fell to dice, and loſtattthat he had gotten ; infomuch 
that he had not wherewith to nouriſh his family, ſothat he fell into ſuch a 
gricfe of minde, and withall into ſuch paines of the head, that he grew al- 
moſt deſperate withall : one day his wife being buſic abroad, left the care of 
her children unto him 3 but he tooke ſuch great care of them that he cut all 
their throats, cventhree of them, whereof one lay inthe cradle, and laſtly 

would have hanged himſelfe, bad not his wife come in the meane while,who 
beholding this pitifull tragedie, gavea great outcrie, and fell downe dead ; 
whereupon the neighbours running in, were eye witneſſes of this wofull 
ſpeRacle : as for him, by law he was judged to a moſt ſevere and cruell pu- 
niſhment : and all theſe pitifull events aroſe from that curſed root of Dice- 


Weought therefore to learne by all theſe _ that have beene alrcady 
ſpoken, to abſtaine not onely from this curſed paſtime, but alfo from extor- 
tion, robberies, deceit, guule, and other ſuch naughty practices that tend to 
the hurt and detriment of ene another 3 and in place thereof to procurethe 
good and welfare of each one in all kindenefſe and equity, following the A- 

ſtles counſell, where he ſayeth, Let them that ſtole ſteale no more, but r4- 
ther travell by labouring with his hands in that which ts good, that he may have 
wherewith to ſuccor the necesfitic of others. For it is not enough not to do 
evill to our neighbor, but we arc tycd todo him good, or at leaſt toendea- 
vour to do it.

of his ſubje&s to be gelded : finally fearing ſome miſerable and monſtrous 
end, and want of ſepulchre, in conſcience of his miſdeeds, he gave in charge 
totwo ſtrong and hardy ſouldiers, that they ſhould gard a certain appointed , 
place, and not faile to kill the firſt that came in their ways and to bury his 
y being ſlaine: now the firſt that met them was himſelfe, who offered 
himſelfe unto them without ſpeaking any word, and was ſoone diſpatched 
and buried according to his commandement: but theſe two were encountered 
with foure other, whom he alſo had appointed to do the ſame to them which 
they had done to them. | | | 
 Inthis ranke defervably we may place the ſecond Diovyſiw his ſonne, that Seb, 
for his cruelties and extortions was {laineby his owne ſubjeRs ; whothough 
at the firſt made ſhew of a better and riilder nature than his father was of, 
yet after he was inſtalled in his Kingdom, andgrowne ſtrong, his wickedna- 
ture ſhewd forth it ſelfe ; for firſt he rid out of the way his owne brethren,

' mities this was one., that hee conſtrained the widowes of thoſe whom hee 


had flaine, againſt their wils to marry thoſe of his followers whom hee al- 
lotted them to 3 -inſomuch that many of them with griefe and anger ſlew 
themſelves : now. there were;two men of ſftouter courage than the reſt, who 
pittying the miſerable condition of the whole citie , undertooke to deliver

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an oration to the Senate 2 It was hee that filked the channels of the ſtreets 
of Rome, and othercities in Italic, with blond and flaughters innumerable: 
and that neither ſpared Altar, Temple, or other privikedged place or houſe 
whatſoever, from the pollution and diſtainment of innocent bloud : hu{- 
bands were ſlaine in their wives armes , infants in.their mothers boſones, 
and infinite multitudes of men murdered for their richggz: for if any were ' 
either rich, or owners of faire houſes, or pleaſant gardWs, they were ſure 
todie : beſides, if there were any private quarrell or wu, FA Fes any 
citizen, and ſome of his crew, he fuffered his fide to revenge themſelves at- 
ter their owne luſts, ſo that for private miſlike and enmity many hundreds 
loſt their lives z he that ſaved an outlaw or proſcribed perſon in his houſe, 
(of which there were too many of the beſt fort in his time) or gave him 
entertainment under his roofe ,' whether he were his brother, ſonge, or pa- 
rent whatſoever, was himſelfe for recompence of his curteſie and humani- 
tie, proſcribed and ſould, and condemnedtodeath : and he that killed one 
ofthem that was proſcribed, had'for reward'two talents (the wages of his 
murder) amounting in value to twelve hundred crownes, whether it was a 
bondflave that ſlew his maſter, or a ſonne that murdered his father - com- 
ming to Preneſte;, hee began to proceed.in a kinde of juſticiall forme a- 
mongſt the citizens,and as it were by lawandequitie to practiſewrong and 
injurie : but ere long, either being weary of ſuch flow proctedings,' or not 
2t leifureto proſecute the ſame any further ,.hetauſed ro: mect together in 
one afſemblie twothouſand of them, whom hee commitrtedall to rhe maſs - 
facre without any manner of compaſſion 2 As hee _— ne day in 
the middeſt of his pallace in Rome ,'a ſouldier ty whom he had granted the 
proſcription of his:dead brother, as if he had beene alive: (whom he hints 
felfe before the civile warre hadflaine) preſented him in lieu-of thanks" for 
the great good tutne the head of one Afarine Marius of the adverſe faQtion, 
before the whole citie, with his hands all imbrued in bloud; which hee alſo 
waſhed in the holy water-ſtacke of Apolloes temple, being near unto thar 
place; and all this being commended and countenanced by S:fa : hee de< 
creed a generall diſanulment and abrogation of all titles and rights that _ 
were paſled before his time, to the end ro have the more liberty both to put 
to death whom he pleaſed, and to confiſcate mens - jaar ct alſoto unpeo- 
ple'and repeople cities, fack, pull downe, and build, and to depoſe & make 
Kings at his pleafure : the goods which he had thus ſeiſedy be ſhamed not 
to ſell with his owne hands, ſitting inbis tribunall feats'giving oftentimes 
a faire woman a whole countrey, or the revenues of a citie for her ny 
and to Players, Jeſters, Juglers, Minſtrils ,, andother wicked cffranchiſed 
ſlaves, great an "2:5 wma}, rewards : yea, :and'todivers married women 
alſo, whom (pleaſing hus eye) he deprived their husbands of perforce, and 
eſpouſed them to himſelfe, maugre their wils :. beingdefirous toally him- 
ſelfe with Pompey, hee commanded him'to caſt off hrs lawfull wife, and ta- 
king from Magnus Glabrio his wife «&nilis , made him marry ber, though 
already grear with childe by her former husband 5 but ſhe dred in travelFin 
his houſe. In feaſts and bankettings he was too immoderate, for it was his 
cont inuall and daily-praftiſe : the wine that hee tranke uſually was fortie 
yeares old, and the company thar hee' delighted'ro keepe was compa of 
minſtrils, tumblers, players, ſingers, and ſuch'like rai{Tals, and with theſe 
he would ſpend wholeYayes in drinking, caroufing, daimcing, and all dif- 
* Ec 3 folurcneſſe. 
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ſolutenefle. Now this disinordinate life of bis did fo augment a diſeaſe 
which was growne in his body, to wit an impoſthume 3 thar in time it cor- 


rupted his fleſh , and turned it into lice 3 in ſuch ſort, that though hee had 


thoſe that continually followed him to ſweepe them off, and to louze him 
night and day , yet the encreaſe was {till fo plentifull ; that all would not 
ſerve to cleare hingfor a moment : inſomuch, that not his apparell, though 
never ſo new and @Gangeable; nor his linnen, though never to treſh, nor his 
bath, nor his laver, no nor his meat and drinke could be kept unpolluted 
from the fluxe of this filthy vermine, it iſſued in ſuch abundance : often- 
times in a day hee would waſh himſelte in a bath, but to nogreat purpoſe ; 
for his ſhame increaſed the more. The day before he dyed he ſent for one 
Granius , who attending his death , delayed to pay that which hee ought 


' tothe Common-wealth 3 and being come in his preſence, hee commanded 


him to be ſtrangled to death before his face; but with ſtraining himſelfe in 
crying after his execution , his impoſthume burſt ; and vomuted out ſuch 
treames of bloud , that his ſtrength failed him withall;z and paſſing that 
_ in great diſtrefſe, the next day made up his wicked and miſcrable 
end. | = 

After that Caligula began toaddi@ himſelte to impiety and contempt of 
God, preſently being not curbed with any feare nor ſhame, he became moſt 
diſſolute in all kinde of wickedtiefle 3 for at one time he cauſed to'be ſlaine 
2 great number of people for calling him young 4vg»ſtxs; as if it had beene 
an injury to his perſon to be ſo intiruled: and to ſay btiefly of all his mur- 
ders, there were ſo many of his kindred, friends, fenators,and citizens, made 
away by his meanes, that it would be too: long and redious bere to recite : 
wherefore ſeeing that bee was generally hated of the. people for his miſ- 
deeds, hee wiſhed that they all had but one head, to the end (2s it mighr 
ſeeme) that at one blow hee.might diſpatch:them all. , In ſumptuouſneſſe 
and coſtlinefle of diſhes and banquets, he neither found nor left his equall , 
for hewould ſup up moſ pretious ſtones melted by art, and ſwallow down 
treaſures into his belly : his banquets were ofren ſerved with golden loaves 


_ andgolden meats: ingiving rewards hee was ſometime too too prodigall, 


for he would caſt great ſummes of money amongſt the people certain dayes 


_ together, untill his bags were drawne dric, and then new ſtrange ſhifts muſt 


be praQtiſed to fill them up againe : his ſubjeRs he overcharged with many 
new-found and unjuſt taxes, exacting of them a tribute even for their meat: 
if there were any money controverſies to be decided, the fourth part of the 


ſame was his ſhare, whichway ſoever the matter enclined : the eight penny 


of every Porters gaine throughout the citie (which with travell they ear- 
ned) hee tooke into his purſe : yea, and that which is more filthy and dif- 
honeſt, the very whores and common ſtrumpets payed him a yearely re- 
venue for their bauderies : which a&t,though moſt villanous and flandrous, 
yet is made a ſamplar to ſome of our holy Popes to imitate, and indeed 
nath of many beene put in pra&iſe: but to our purpoſe ; whereas before 
his prodigality was ſo great as to ſcatter money like ſeed amidſt the peo- 
ple; now his niggardlineſſe grew on the other {ide ſo miſerable , that hee 
would have the people upon the firſt day of the yeare, every one to give 
him a new-yeares-gift, he himſelfe ſtanding at the doore of his houſe like a 
beggar, receiving the peoples almes. Moreover, of all that ever gave their 
luſts the bridle to abuſe other mens wives, hee was moſt impudent and no-

torious 3 for divers times he uſed to feaſt many faire Ladies and their bu(- 333 
bands, and after his good cheare ended , to overview them ſeverally a patt, 
as Merchants doe their wares 5 and to take her that pleaſed his fancie beſt 
into ſome ſecret place, toabuſe at his pleaſure : neither after the deed done 
tobe afhamed to glory and vaunt himſelfe in his wicked and filthy at, He 
- committed inceſt with his owne ſiſters, forcing them to his luſt, and by one 
of them had a daughter borne, whom (faith E##ropims) his abhominable 
concupiſcence abuſed alſo in moſt filthy and prepoſterous manner : At 
length many conſpired his deſtruction, but eſpecially one of the Tribunes, 
whith office we may after the cuſtome of our French nation rightly terme 
the Marſhalſhip,and the officer one of our foure Marſhals,as Budew ſaith) 
who ſhewed himſelfe more eagerly affefed in the cauſe thanthereſt ; pur- 
ſued this enterpriſe in more ſpeedy and deſperate manner : for as the Ty- 
rant returned om the Theater by a by-way to his Pallace (rhe third day 
of the feaft, which be celebrated in honour of [zl:9s Ceſar) rhe Tribune pre- 
ſented himſelfe,as if in regard of his office, to import ſome mattgr.of im- 
portance unto him: and having received a curriſh word or two at his 
hands (as his cuſtome was) he gave him ſuch a ſtroke bctweene the head and 
the ſhoulders, that what with it and the blowes of his complices, that gv- 
ing for the ſame intent, ruſhed upon him, he was ſlaine amongſt them, no 
man ſtirring a foot to deliver him out of their hands, though many looked 
on, and might have aided him if they would : he was no ſooner ſlaine, bur 
his wife incontinently was ſent after, and his daughter alſo that was cruſhed MN 
to death againſt 2 wall; and thus came his wretched ſelfe, with his filthie bo 
progenie, to a wretched and miſerable end. [Rd add nfs 4 | 
Nero ſhewed himſfelfe not _ an enemy to God in perſecuting his” 54m; 
Church, bur alſo a perverter and diſturber of humane nature, inembruing 
his hands inthe bloud ofhis owne mother and grandmother, whom he cau- 
, fedtobeputto death, and in killing his owne wife and ſiſter, and infinice 
numbers of all kinde of people : betide, in adulteries he was ſo monſtrous, 
that it is better to conceale them from modeſi'eares, than to ſtirre ap the 
puddle of ſo ſtinking and noyſome a _— : for which his villanies the 
Senate condemned him to a (hamefull and moſt ignominious death, and his 
armies and forces forſooke him : which when hee underſtood, he betooke 
him to flight, and hid himſelfe in an out-way amongſt thornes and buſhes, 
which with great paine having paſt through, being weary of lis life, hee - 
threw himſclfe downe into a pit foure foot deepe 3 and when he could ger 
none of his men to lay their hands upon Him, he deſ] perately and miſerably 
ſlew himſelfe. | | Ke 
Vitellizs, for the murders and other outragious miſdeeds which he com- $ueces: 
mitted, was taken in his ſhirt, and drawne through the ſtreets witha halter 
about his necke, and his hands bound behinde him , and the point ofa dag- 
ger under his chin; the pegs caſting durt arid dung upon him in deteſta- 
tion, andcalling him make-bate and ſeditious villain, withother opprobri- 
ous reproches : and at laſt being miafſacted with many blowes, was drawne 
with a hooke into Tyber, like a carrion. WO. k: CES 
Domitian 'was 2 cruell enemy of the Chriſtians :- hee rejeed his owhe Sector. 
' wifetotake a new, and being covertly reproved by Helvidiu for the ſarhe, 
ina Play of the divorce of Pars and Enon, which he preſented untohim, he 
put him todeath for his labour. Many wy Senatouts and chiefe _ 
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and ſuch as bad borne the office of the Conſull, without juſt cauſe niven of 
reprehenfion, were murdered by bim : hee ſpared not his owne bloud and 
heareſt allics , no nox bis owne brother Ti, but what with poyſon and 


 fmord, deftroyed them all to confuſion. Bur intheend, when hee ſaw thar 


the world hated him for his outragious cruelties, be confulted with the A- 


 ſtrologians and Conjurers,what death did waite for him 3 oneof the which 


amongſt the reſt told him that hee ſhould be Tlaine, and that very ſhortly - 
wherewithall being ſore troubled, hee firſt cauſed him that had prognoſti- 
cated this evillunto him, to be ſlaine : then he compaſled himſelfe with a 
firong guard, and to the end to ſee them that ſhould come neare, hee made 
bis gallery walls where hee walked, of ſuch a kinde of gliſtring and ſhining 
fione, that he might ſee in them all about him, both behinde and before. 
When the day and houre which was fore-calculated for his death was 
come, one of the Conſpirators came in with his left arme in a ſcarfe, as if 
he had beene ſore hart ; feigning that he would bewray the whole treaſon 
which hee ſo much feared ; and being entred bis Chamber, he preſented 
bim witha long diſcourſe inwriting, touching the matter and manner of 
the Conſpiracie : and when in _——— ſame, he ſaw him moſt aſtoni- 
ſhed; then he tooke occaſion to ſtrike him ſuddenly into the belly with his 
dagper, his owne ſervants making up the murther , whenthey ſaw him goe 
about to refiſt. And thus by all his wiſedome and providence he could not 


rid himſelfe from being ſurpriſed, nor hinder the execution of Gods juſt 


fore-appointed judgement. Andtheſe were the cnds of thoſe wicked Em- 
perours, who in regard oftheir vile lives, were rather monſters than men ; 
and not onely they whom we have named, but many moe alſo, as Avtonize, 


_ _ Carccalla, Heliogabalu , and other like may bee worthily placed in this 


But of all, Heopgabalus is moſt famous : of whom is recorded in hiſto- 
ries, that hce was ſo prodigious in all gluttonic, filthineſle, and ribauldric, 
that the like I thinke was never heard of , except thoſe monſters that wene 
before 3 andyetI ſuppoſe he ſurpaſſed them too. Such was the exceeding 
and luxurious pompe of this beaſt-like Emperour, that in his lampes hee 
uſed baulme,and fled his fiſh-ponds with roſe-water : the garments which 
he wore were all of the fineſt gold and moſt coſtly ſilkes : his ſhooes gliſtc- 
red with precious ſtones, curiouſly engraven : he was never two dayes ſer- 
ved with one kinde of meat , nor wore one garment twice 3 and ſo likewiſe 
for his fleſhly wickedneſſe , he any: it every time : Some dayes hee was 
ſerved at _ with the braines of Oſtriches, and a ſtrange fowle called a 
Phylocapterie, another day with the tongues of ah. hp , and Other 
ſiveet ſinging birds, bei nigh to the fea 5 hee never uſed fiſh in places 
farre diſtant from the ſea: all his houſe was ſerved with moſt delicate fiſh: 
at one fupper his table was furniſhed with feven thouſand fiſhes, and five 
 fowles : At bis remoovals in his pregreſle , there followed him 
commonly. ſix hundred chariots : he uſedto facxifice with young children, 
and ed to the beſt advancements in the Common-wealth moſt 1: 
perſons ; as Bawdes, Minſtrels, Players, and fuch like-: in one word, 
was an enemy toall honeſty and good order. Andwhen be was fore-told by 
kis Sorcerers and Aſtronomers, that he ſhould die a violcot death , be pro- 
vided ropes of filke to hang himſelfe, frordsof gold rokill bimiclfe , and 
ſtrong poyſons in Jacinths and Emeraudsto poylun bimbelſe, _—_— ary 
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ſhould thereto be forced : Moreover, heg made 'an high tower, having the 
boarded floore covered with gold plate,and broidered with pretious ſtones, 
from thewhich rower he might throw himſelſe downe, if hee were purſued 
of his enemies. But notwithſtanding all this /proviſion;, (Gods ven 
nat permitting him to die as hee would) bee was-{laine of the ſouldiers, 
drawne through the citie, and caſt into Tiber, after hee had raigned two 
yeares and eight moneths. 69 46 $6: es, 
Tigcllinxe, one of the Captaines of Nerees.guard, anda chiefe procurer 
and ſetter forward of his d faenth was the cauſe of the death of many great 
pexſany in Rome: and being enriched by their, fpoyle and other ſuch 
ke robberies , after the death of Nero (whom: in bis extremity hee for- 
ſoake) plunged himſelte, and wallowed inallmanneraf licentious and dif- 
ordinate delights. Now though hee was worthy of a thouſand deaths for 
his cruelties towards many gaod citizens, yet by the meanes of one Invinu, 
the Emperour Galba his chiefe minion, whoſe favous bee had by great 
funumes of money bought.and obtained (for hee gave unto his daughter at 
anetime five and twenty thouſand crownes, and ts himſe}fe at another time 
2 carknet worth fifteen thouſand crownes for a preſent} he was ſpared and 
kept in ſafety : but. as ſoon as Mhowas inftalled mithe Empire,his downfall 
defiruRtion began preſently to follows for 0:hg,to the cnd'togratifie the 
Ramans, ſent to apprehend him, wha was then in his houſes of pleaſure in 
the figld , banquetping and ſporting with his harlots, and uſing all manner 
of rior, albei aſonof 2 deadly diſcaſe which was| upon him, hee was 
even at deaths doore. When bee ſaw himſelfe thus takeri, and that no 
meanes of eſcape was left, (no not. by the vellels which he had prepared a 
the ſea ſhore for purpoſe, if need were, to, corey tim away.) and! that hee 
which had commufſion to take bim, would give him no advantage of cfca- 
ing, though he offercd him great rewards for the fatne, he entreated onely 
feigero ſhave his beard before he went 3 which being granted, he tooke a 
raſor, and in ftead of ſhaving, cut his owne throat. - 
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Alore examples of the ſame argument.

cans contemptible 19 his labjeds, that they conſpired w—_ : os 
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<Þþ Jerenywas, a true Tyranof S icily, emared and faſhioned Tr. Liv. 
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deprive him both of his life and kingdom : which conf] piracy though it 
came to lipht , yet for all that wanted not his duc efteR : for atter hee had 
(through liſtning rofalſe reports) put to death unjuſtly his trueſt and dea- 


reſt friends , and thoſe that would indeed have helped him in his neceſſity, 


both with good advice and other ſuccour, he was ſurpriſed as he walked in 
2 narrow and ſtrait way , and there cruelly murthered. Now there was 
one Anarevodorus his brother in law , that aſpired to the crowne, had cor- 


rupted his manners, and thruſt him forward to all theſe miſdemeanours, to 


the end by thoſe praiſes he might make him odious to his people, that by 
that meanes he might obtaine his owne purpoſe,as indeed he did * for after 
his death he ſeiſed upon the Scepter, though with no long enjoyance ; for 
through the troubles and commotions which were raiſed in the countrey 
by his meanes, both hee, = mou , and whole _ rogether hog = whole 

rogenic of Hierewymw, whether innocent or guilty , were all utterly roo- 
= out and defaced. 

Arndronicus was one of the moſt wickedeſt men that lived on the earth 
in histime ; for he excelled in all kinde of evill : in ambition, boldnefle in 
doing miſchiefe, cruelty, whoredome, adulteric, and inceſtalſo to make up 
the whole number : beſides, he was ſo treacherous and diſloyall, rhat hee 
traiterouſly ſlew- the ſonne and heire of the Emperour Emanuel, ſhutting 
him in a ſacke, and ſothrowing him intothe ſea; after which, by violence 
he tooke pofſefiion of the Empire of Conſtantinople, and like a ſtron 
theefe piſed upontharwhich was none ef+*his owne ; but as ſoone as he ha 
gotren his deſire,then began his lufts to rageand rave,then he fell to whore- 
ing andiforcing women and maids to his luft, whom after he had once rob- 
bel of their chaſtities, he gave over to his bauds and ruffians to abuſe ; and 
that which is\ more than all this, he raviſhed one of his owne fiſters, and 
committed inceſt with her : moreover, to maintaine and uphold his tyran- 
nous eſtate, he ſlew moſt of the mobile, and all elſe that bore any ſhew of 
honeſty or credit with them, and lived altogether by wrongs and extorti- 
ons : wherefore his ſubjxxts ( provoked with theſe multitudes of evils 
which reigned in him, and not ableto endure any longer his vile outrages 
and indignities ) rebelled againft him and befieged him, got him into their 
mercileſte hands, and handled him on this faſhion following : firſt they de- 
graded him and ſpoyled him of his imperiall ornaments, then they pulled 
out one of his eyes, and ſet him upon an afſe backward, with the tayle 
in his hand in ſtead of a Scepter, anda rope about his necke in ſtead of a 
crowne 3 andin this. order and attyre they led him —_ all Conſtanti- 
nople, the people ſhouting and reviling him on all ſides, ſome throwin 


durrt, others ſpittle, divers dung; and the women their piſpots at his head: 
after all which banquettingdiſhes, he was tranſported to the gallowes, and 


there hanged, to make an endof all. 

Charles King of Navarre, whoſe mother Teen was daughter to Lews Lat- 
7ow King of France, was atother that oppreſlcd his ſubjeRs with cruelty 
and rough dealing : for he impoſed upon them grievous taxes and tributes, 
and when many of the' chiefeſt of his Common-Wealth came to make 
knowne unto him the poverty of his people, and that they were not able to 
endure any more fuchburthens; he cauſed them all ro be pur to death for 
their boldnefſle : he was the kindler of many great miſchiefes in France,and 
of the fire wherewithdivers places of ſtrength, and caſtles of _ or 

une 
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burned to afhes : he counſelled the Count of Foix his ſonne to poyſon his 
father, and not onely fo, but gave him alſo the poyſon with his owne hands; 


wherewiti todo the deed: Moreover, above all this, lechery and Adultery wich. Gilles. 


ſwayed his powers, even in his old age ; for ar threeſcore yeares of age, he 
had a whore in a corner,whoſe company he dayly hanted; and ſo much, that 
ſheat length gave himhis deaths wound 3 for returning from her company 
oneday ( as his ule was) andentring into his chamber, he went. to bedall 


quaking and halfe frozen with cold, neither could he by any meanes recover . 


his heat, untill\by art they ſought to ſupply nature, and blew upon him 
with braſen belfowes Aquavitz and hot blaſts of ayre 3 but withall, the fire 
unregarded flew betwixt the ſheets, and inflamed the drie linnen together 
withthe Aquavitz, ſo ſuddenly, that erc any help could be made, his late 
quivering bones were now halfe burned to death, Ir is true that he lived 
fifteene daies after this, but in ſo great gricte and torment, without ſence 
of any helpeor aſluagement by Phyſicke or Surgery, that at the end there- 
of he died miſerably : and fo, as during his life his. affetionever burne in 
luſt, and his minde was alwayes hot upon miſchiefe and covctouſeſſe, ſo 


his dayes were finiſhed with heat and cruell buriing, 


Lugtake, King of Scots, ſucceeding his father Galas inthe Kingdome, Lazquet, 


was ſo odious and miſchievous a Tyran, that every man hated him no lefſe 
for his vices, than they loved his farher for,his vertues ; he ſlew many.rich 
and noble-men for no other cauſe , but to enrich his treaſury with their 
gools : he committed the government of the :Realme.to.moſt unjuſt and 
covetous perſons, and with their company was molt delighted : he, ſhamed 
not to deflouce his owne aunts, fiſters, and daughters, and. to;ſcorne;his 
wiſe and grave counſellors, calling them old doting fooles :,;all which mon- 
ſtrous villanies (with a thouſand more) ſo incenſe] 

that they ſlew him after he had raigned three yeares : but as the Proverbe 
gocth , Seldome commeth a better 3 another or worſe Tyran1ucceeded, in 
his kingdome 3 namely Megalws, couſin germane to Laugtake, a:man notori- 
oully infe&ed with all manner of vices : for albeit in the beginning of his 
reigne hee gave himſelfe to follow the wiſedome and manners of his unkle 
Galdw; yet in his age his corrupt nature burſt forth abugdantly, but chiefly 
in avarice, lechery, and cruelty : this was he that licenſed theeves and roþ- 
bers to take the goods of their neighbours without puniſhment; and that 
firſt ordained the goods of condemned perſons to be confiſcate tothe kings 
uſe, without reſpe& either of wives , children, or creditors3 for. which 
crimes he was alſo laine by his nobles. | 


Beſides theſe, there was another king of the Scots, called Atherts, inthe The ſame. 


ycare of our Lord 245. who ſhewed himſelfe alſo in, like manner a moſt 


abhominable wretch : for he fo wallowed in all manner of uncleane and - 


effeminate luſts, that he was not aſhamed to goe inthe ſight of the people 
playing upon a flute, rejoycing more to be accouttted a good Fidler, than a 
good Prince; from which vices he fell at laſt to the deflouring and raviſh- 
ing of maids and women , inſomuch as the daughters of his nobles could 
not be ſafe from his inſatiable and intollerable luſt : wherefore being pur- 
ſucd by them, when hee ſav no meanes to eſcape , hee deſperately ſlew 
himſelfe. TIT $4515] 
The great outrages which the Spaniards have committed in the VVelt

Indics, are apparant teſtimonies of their impiety; injuſtice, cruelty, inſa+ - 
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tiable covetoufneſle, and luxury 3 and the judgement wherew1tth God hath 
hunted theti'up and downe both by ſea and land, (as kte and freſh hiſtories 


- dbz teſtifie)ars manifeſt witneſſes of his heavy anger and diſpleaſure againſt 


them : amoneftall which, I will here inſert none but that which is moſt 
hotorious and worthy memory, as the wretched accident of Pamphiling No- 
vares, and his company : This man with {1x hundred Spaniards makit g for 
the coaſt of Florida, to ſeeke the gold of the river of Palme-trees, were fo 
turmoyled with vehement windes and tempeſts,' that they could not keep, 
their veſſels from daſhing againſt the ſhore, ſo that their ſhips did all ſplit 
itt ſunder, and they for the moſt part were drowned, fave a few that eſcaped 
to ſand, yet _—_— not danger 3 for they ranne roving up and downe this 
ſavage counttey fo long, till they fell inro ſuch extreame povetty and fa- 
mine;that for want of vi&tuals twelve ofthem devoured one aroother 3 and of 
the whole fix hundred that went forth , there never yet returned above ten, 
all rhe reſt being either drowned or pined to death, 

Francis Pizarre, a man of baſe parentage, for in his youth he was but 4 
_— and of worſe qualities and education, for he knew not ſo much 
as the firſt elements of learning, giving himſelfe torhe Welt Indian wars, 

rTrew to ſome credit in bearing office , but withall ſhewed himſeite very 
£0 5yall, treacherous,and bloudy-minded, in committing many odic1!s and 
monſtrous crnelties : entring Peru with an army of ſouldiers, to the c1.d, 


to/conquer new lands and dominions ,' and to glut bis unſatiable coverouſ- 


beſſe with 2 new ſurfer of riches (after the true Spaniſh cuſtome ) he com- 


. itred fi my ee rr aQts ; "and exerciſed more than barba- 


tous cruelty :-for firlk nider pretence of friend({hip teyning to parle with 


Ulrtabalbs, King of Cuſcos the poore King comming with fiveand twen- 


& thouſind of unarmed men , in oftentation of his greatneſſe , not in pur- 
Poſe to refiſt, hewelcommed hitn and his men ſo nimbly with ſwords and 
cuftleaxes,thar they hadall ſoon their throats cut by 4 moſt hortibleſlough- 
ter,and the King bimſ&lfe was takenand put in Chaines : yea, andthe Citie 
after this maſſacre of men abroad, felt ſoone the inſolencies of theſe brave 
warriours within: in fine, though Pizarre promiſed A4rtabalibato fave his 
life; in regard ofa ranfome, amounting to morethan two millions of gold; 
yet after the receit thereof he traiterouſly cauſed him tobe hanged, contra- 


- ry to both his oath, andall equity and reaſon: but this cruell perfidie of 


his went not lorig without puniſhment 3 for both hee and all the reſt thar 
were any wayes acceſſarie, or conſenting to the death of this King, came to 


. a wretched end : bur eſpecially his foure brethren, Ferdinand, Gonſal, Iohy 
 Hetin of Alcantara, and Diego of Almagro; who as they were principall 


inthe a&ion, ſo were they inthe puniſhment : the firſt that was puniſhed 
was Tokn Pizarre,whowith many other Spaniards was furpriſed inthe Cj- 
ry of Cuſco, and ſlaine by the,men of warre of Mangofrem and Artabaliba: 
next after that there aroſe fuch a diviſion and heart-burning betwixt rhe 
Pizerres and Almwagyo, and their partakers, that after they had robbed and 
wiſted and ſhared out thegreat and rich Countrey of Peru , they ſlew one 
atigther by muttall firokes : and albeit that there was by common conſent 
aft accorded betwixt them , for the preſerving of their unity and 
friendſhip ; yet Francis P:Farre, envying that Almagro ſhould bee Gover- 
nourof Cufco, and he not, (interrupted all their agreements , by ſtarting 
from his promiſes 3 and re-Litidled the halfe-quenched fire of warre by his 
_ Owne 
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owne ambition : for hee preſently defied Amagro, and {ent his brother 239 
Fer4inand before to bid him battaile 3 who ſo well behaved himſelfe, that <= 
hee tooke Almagro priſoner , and delivered him bound to his brother 
Francis , who cauſed him to bee ſtrangled 1n priſon ſecretly , and after to 
be beheaded in publique. Now Ferdman#. being ſent by his brother ta- 
wards Spaine, with a great maſle of gold to cleare himfelfe of the death of 
Almagro, could not fowell juſtific the fact, as that all his treaſure could 
ſave him from the priſon 3 and:what became of him afterwards , knowne 
It is to God, but not to the world. A while after, the fellowes and friends 
of Almagro, whoſe goods the Pizarriſts hath ſeiſed upon, tooke counſell 
with Don Diezo Almagro his ſonne , to revenge the death of his father 3 
therefore being in number but twelve, with untbeathed fwords , they de- 
ſperately burſt into. Francis Pizarres houſe ,. (then Marqueſle and Gover- 
nour of Peru) and at the firſt brunt flew a Captaine that guarded the ente- 

rance of the Hall, and next him A4artis of Alcantara, and other more, that 
kept the entrance of the Chamber, ſo that hee fell dead even at his bro- 
ther the Marqueſles. feet : who albeit his men were all. {laine before his 
eyes, and himſelfe left alone amiddeſt his enemies, yet gave not over to de- 
fend himſelfe Rtoutly and manfully, untill all of them ſetting upon him. at 
once, hee was ſtabbed into the throat, and ſo fell dead upon the ground 5 

| and thus finiſhed hee and his complices their.wretched dayes , anſwerable 

to their cruell deſerts : but their murderers; (though they deſerved to bee 

thus dealt withall) yet for dealing inthis ſort; without authority, were not 

faultleſſe , but receivedthe due wages of their furious madiieſſe : for Dex 

Dzego himſelfe, after he bad beene a while Governour of Pern, had his ar- 

my overcome and diſcormfited by the Einperours forces, and was betrayed 

into their hands by, his owne Lieutepant. of Cuſco , where he thought to 

have ſaved himſelf, and, right ſoone loſt his head, with the greateſt Captains 

and favourites that hee had , who were alſo quartered, Now of the five 

brethren wee. have heard. foure of their deſtru&jons , onely one remaineth 

(namely Gonzalle Pizarre) to bee ſpoken of.;. who being ſent for by the 
Conquerours to be their Chieftaine. and ProteFor againſt the Viceroy, 
that went about to make them obſerve the Emperours lawes and decrecs, 
touching the liberty, of the Indian.Natian , was betxayed and forſaken by 
the ſame menthar ſent for him, and ſo fell into his,enemies bands, that cur 
off his head; The Gengrall of his army, a covetqus and cruell man, that in 
ſhort ſpace made away:above thres, hundred Spaniards , and all as it were _ 
with his own: hand 3) was drawn up and downe at a-horſe tayle the ſpace of 
balfe a quarter of an houre,and theg hanged upgn.the galloycs,5x quartered 
in foure parts. The Monke of Vauvard, cal F1gcent who with his croſle

and porteiſe. had encouraged. Pizarre-and his army againſt Artabaliba , arid 
was for that cauſe created Biſhop, of Peru, when-Diego came to the ga- 
vernement, fled into the I{land Puna to cape big reach z but in ſeeking 
to avoyde him, he fell, into as great a ſnare,z iog the Hlanders aſfaulted him 
one night , and knockt han tq death wi h axes; and clubs, rogether-with 
forty Spaniards: of bis tellowſhip, that, accqmpanied hitn 4n! his flight , 
and ſtarted.not from bim in his death., And thus.the good and holy Monke, 
for med{ing with, and fetting forward.ehe murder 0 fo many poore Po 
DES LAY paines and good deeds juſtly rewarded by the Indians of that 
tland.. '. :.. I RE. | 
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Moreover, after and beſide all theſe troubles, ſeditions, and civil warres 
of Pery, all they that returned from Spaine, ſuffered ſhipwracke for the 
moſt part : for their fleet had ſcarce attained the midſt of their courſe, 
when there aroſe ſoterrible a tempeſt, that of cighteen ſhips, thirteen ſo 


periſhed, that they were never heard of afterz and of the fivewhich re- 


mained, two were tumbled backe to the coaſt of Saint Dominick, all be- 
rent and ſhivered in pieces 3 other three were driven to Spaine, whereof 
one hitting againſt the bay of Portugall, loſt many of her men : The Ad- 
mirall her ſelfe of this fleet periſhed near unto Saint Lucar de Baramede, 
with two hundred perſons that were within her, and but one onely of them 
all got ſafe intothe haven of Calix, without dammage. Here we may ſee 
how mightily the hand of God was ſtretched forth to the revenge of thoſe 
wicked deeds and villanies which were committed by the Spaniards in 
thoſe quarters. AER ; 

Peter Loys,baſtard ſon to Pope Pas{thethird,was onethat praftiſed many 
horrible villanies, robberies, murthers, adulteries, inceſt, and Sodomitries; 
thinking that becauſe his father was Pope, therefore nowickedneſſe was 
unlawfull for kim to commit. He was by the report of all men, one of 
the moſt notorious, vileſt, and filthieſt villaines that ever the world ſaw : 
he forcedthe Biſhop of Faence to his unnaturall luſt, ſo that the poor Bi- 
ſhop, with meer anger andgricf thathe ſhould be fo abuſed, died immedi- 
ately. Being made Duke of Plaiſenceand Parma, he exerciſed moſt cruell 

ranny towards many of his ſubjeas 3 inſomuch, rhat divers Gentlemen 


againſt him, 


. that could aps nor endure bis injuries, conceived an inward hate 


conſpired his death : andfor to put in praQtiſe the ſame, 
they hired certain R and Royſters to watch the opportunity of ſlay- 

ing him; yea, and they themſelves oftentimes went apart with theſe Roy- 
keeping themſelves upontheir guards, as if ſome private and parti- 
cular quarrels had been in hand. One day as the Duke went in his horſe- 
litter our of his Caſtle, with a great retinue, to ſee certain Fortifications 
which he had prepared, being advertiſed by his father the Pope (by the 
helpeof Magicke which he praQtifed) to look diligently to himſelte the 
tenth day of Tn: : in which notwithſtanding he was lain ; for as he 
er into his Caſtle, the Conſpiratours, to the number of thirty fix, 
marched before him, as it were to do him honour, but indeed todo him 
villany : foras ſoon as he was entred the Caſtle, they drew up the draw- 


- bridge for fear of his retinuethat were without, and commingto him with 


their naked ſrords, caſt inhis tecth his ronys and ſo flew him in his lit- 
ter, together with a Prieſt, the maſter of his horſe, and five Almaignes thar 
wereof his Guard : his dead body they hung by a chain overthe wals, and 
ſhaking it to and froto the view of the people,threw it downe headlong at 


Lhftintothe ditch; where the multitude to ſhew their hares, wounded it 


with s, and trampled it under their feet :' and ſo whom they durit 
nottouch in his life, being dead they thus abuſed : and this befell upon the 
tenth day of September, inthe year of our Lord 1547. 

Some of the Biſhops;of Rome for their rare and notable vertues, and 
the glory of their brave deeds, may be honoured with this dignity, tobe 
ced in this worthy ragke 3 for their good conditions and behaviours were 
uch, that no tyran, butcher, thief, robber, ruffian, nor any other, ever ex- 

celled them in cruelty, robbery, adultery, and ſuch like ay or 
| ſerved 
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deſerved more the credit and reputationof this place than they. And here- 291 
of we have a manifeſt example in obs the thirreenth, who pulling out the 
eyes of ſome of his Cardinals, cutting out the tongues of others, hewing 
off the hands, noſes, and privy members of others, ſhewed himſelfe a 
paterne of ſuch cruelty, as the world never ſaw the like : he was accuſed 
before the Emperour 0zho, in a Synod, firſt tor inceſt withtwo of his own 
fiſters : ſecondly, for calling tbe devill to helpe nimar dice : thirdly, for 
promoting young infants to Biſhoprickes, bribed thereto by certain pieces 
of Gold 3 fourthly, for the raviſhing of maids and waves, and lyzng-with 
his fathers concubine : yea, and laſtly, for lying wth his own mother, and 
- many other ſuch monſtrous villanies: for which cauſe he ivas depoſed from 
the Papacy, though re-inſtalled again by the ſuit and cunning praftiſeof 
his Whores 3 by whom as he recovered his triple Crown,ſo he l6ſt ſhortly 
after his vicious life,by the-meanes of a married whore that betrayed him. _ 
Pope Hildebrand, firnamed Gregory the ſeventh, was adorned with all Bee. 
theſe good qualities, namely to be bloudy minded, a poyſoner, a murthe- ns 
rer, 4conjurer, alſo a conſulter with ſpirits, arid ina word, nothing bur a 
lumpe and maſſe of wickedneſle :+ he was the ſtirrer up of many battels: 
againſt the Emperour Hexry the fourth, and a provoker of his own ſon to- 
depoſe and poylon his father, as he did : burthis wicked (I would fay holy) 
Pope, was at laſt baniſhed his Cathedral Cuty, to Salernum, where heend- 
ed his dayes in miſery. | 6 
Pope Clement the {ixth, of name contrary to his nature; for his incle- 
mency, cruelty and pride towards the Emperour Lews of Bavaria, was in-' 
tolerable; he procured many horrible warres againſt the Empire, and 
cauſed the deſtruftion of twenty thouſand Frenchmen by the King of Eng- 
land, yea and poyſoned the good Emperout alfd; $6 well hewiſhedtohim : 
Howbcit ere long himſelfe was ſtifled to death, and that ſuddenly, not b 
any practiſe of man, as it was thought, but by the eſpeciall hand of God, 
in recompence of all his notable acts. | | 
1ohn the four and twentieth was depoſed by the Councell of Conſtance, 'exxe. - 
for theſe crimes following 3 hereſie, Simony, manſlaughter, poyſonings, Fall 
couſenings, adultery, and ſodomitry, and was caft into priſon 3 where re- 
maining three yeares, he falſely made ſhew of amendment of his wicked 
hife, and therefore was graced with a Cardinals hat, bur it was not that 
which he expedted; for which cauſe with deſpight and grief hedied; __ 
It would be too long to run over the diſcourſe of every patticular Pope 
of like conditions, and therefore we will content- our ſelves inbrief with 
rhe legendof Pope Alexander the ſixth, reported by by two authours of _ _ ._ ; -.:- 
credit and renown, and unfuſpected 3 to wit, Gu/cctardine a Florentine __ ; 
Gentleman, and Bembxs a Venetian Cardinal : This man (faith Guicciar- 
dine) attained to the Papacy nor by worthinefle of vertues, but by heav+- 
nefſe of bribes, and multitudeof fair promiſes made to the Cardinals for 
tis eletion, promiſing large recompence to them that ſtood of his fide z 
whereupon many that knew his courſe of life wete filled withaſtoniſh- 
ment, amongſt whom was rhe King of Naples, who hearing of this eleti- 
on, complained to his Queenwith teares, that there was ſuch a Pope crea- 
red rhat would be a plague to Italy andall Chriſtendom : beſide, the great 
vices which ſivayed in him, of which the ſame Authour ſpeaking, miaketh 
this Catalogue and pedegree in his own TLOBUage, which followeth : Co- 
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ſam (dit il) oſcenſiminon ſincerita, now verita, non fede, nan religione 5 avari- 
Guic mw js ro ori tags roi immoderata. crudelta prnque barbara, i ardentifiima 
ths. 2. cupidita di eſcaltare in qualunque moas, i figlh voli, 1 quakitrano molti : (that is 
to ſay) He was endued with moſt filthy conditions, and that neither fince- 
rity, truth, faith, nor religion, was in him, bur 1n ſtead of them, covetouſ- 
nefle unquenchable, ambition unmeaſurable,more than barbarous cruelty, 
anda burning deſire of promoting his own children (for he had many) by 
what meanes ſocver. He perſwaded King Charles the eighth of France to 
undertake war againſt Naples, and after be had brought himto it, preſent- 
yenetian, big. 1y he forſook him, andentred a new league with the Venetians, and the 
lih.6. other Princes of Italy, to drive him home again. This was he (faith Car- 
dinal Bembacs) that ſet Benefices and Promotions te fale, that he which 
- would give moſt might have moſt; and that poyſoned 1obn Michel the 
Cardinal of Venice at Rome, for his gold and treaſure which he abounded 
with : whoſe inſatiable covetouſneſle provoked him tothe committall of 
all miſchief, to the end he might maintain the forces of his ſon, whowent 
about to bring the whole lands & dominions of all Italy, into his poſſeſſion: 
inadulteries he was moſt filthy and abominable, in tyranny moſt cruell,and 
in Magick moſt cunning,and therefore moſt execrable : ſi upping one night 
with Cardinal Adrian, his very familiar friend, in his garden,having fore- 
appointed his deftruQtion that night by poyſon 3 through the negligence 
and overſight of his butler, to whom he had given the exploit in charge, 
that was deceived by miſtaking the bottles, he dranke himſelfe the medi- 
cine which he had prepared for bis good friend the Cardinal : and fo he 
died (faith Bewbus) not without an evident marke of Gods heavy wrath, in 
_ thathe which had ſlain ſo many Princes and rich men to enjoy their trea- 
fures, and went now about to murder his hoſt which entertained him with 
friendſhip & good ehear into his houſe, was caught inthe ſame ſnare which | 
he had laid, anddeſtroyed by the ſame meanes himſelfe, which he had de- 
ſtinated for another : being thus dead, the whole City of Rome (ſaith Guic- 
ciardine) ran out with greedineſſe and joy to behold his carkafle, not being 
able to ſatisfie their eyes with beholding the dead Serpent, whoſe venome 
_ of ambition, treachery, cruelty, adultery, and avarice, had impoylſoned 
the whole world. Some ſay, that as he purpoſed to poyſon certain Cardi- 
nals, he poyſoned his own father, that being in their company, chancedto 
eta ſhareof his drugs : and that he was foabominable to abuſe his own 
iſter Lucrece in the way of filthineſſe. When Zemes the brother of Bajezet 
the Emperour of the Turkes came and ſurrendred himſelfe into his hands, 
andwas admitted into his proteQtion, he being hired with two hundred 
duckets by Bajeset , gave poyſon to his new Client, even to him to 
whom hee had before ok and vowed his friendſhip -- beſides, that hee 
might maintain his tyranny, he demanded and obtained aid of the Turke 
againſt the King of France , which was a moſt unchriftian and antichri- 
ſtian part: hee cauſed the tongue and two hands of C4ntheny Manci- 
wells (2 very learned and wiſeman) to becut off, for anexcellent Oration 
which he made in.reproof of his wicked demeanours and diſhonefz life. 
It is written moreover by ſome, rhat he was ſo affe&ionated to the ſervice 
- of bis good lord and mafter the devil, that he never attempted anything 
without bis counſell and advice 3 who alſo preſented himſelfe untohim ar 
his death in the habit of a poſt, according to the agreement which was be- 
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twixc-them : ard although this wretchied Antiebriſt trove againſt him for 393 
life, alledgi that his termie was nort* yet finiſhed -yet he was'enforced ts | 
 diflodge, anddeparr into his proper place, where with horrible cries and

ments 3 for one that was a chiefe doer therein became his owne murderer, 
and Maximinu himſelfe was confumed with wormes and rottenneſſe , as 
hath beene ſhewed in the former Booke. : 

It was a law among the Romans , that if any man had enforced an accu- 
ſation againſt another, either wrongfully, unlawfully, or without probahi- 
lity, both his legs ſhould be broken, in recompence of his malice : which 
cuſtome, as it was laudable and neceſlary, fo was it.put in execution at di- 
vers times, as namely under the Emperour Commodes , when a prophane 
wretch accuſed Apolionizs (a godly and profeſt Chriſtian, and afterward a 
conſtant martyr of Chriſt Jeſus) before the Judges , of certaine grievous 
crimes, which when he could by no colour or likelyhood of truth convince 
and prove, they adjudged him to that ignominious puniſhment to have his 
legs broken, becauſe he had accuſed and defamed a man without cauſe. = 

Euftathius Biſhop of Antioch , a man famous for eloquence in ſpeech, 
and uprightneſſe of life, when as hee m—p__— the herefie of the Arrians, 
was Circumvented by them, and depoſed from his Biſhopricke by this 
meanes : they ſuborned a naughty ſtrumper to come in with a childe 1n her 
armes, and in anopen Synod of two hundred and fifry Biſhops to accuſe 
him of adultery, and to fiveare that hee had got that childe of her body : 
which though he denied conſtantly, and no juſt proofe could be brought a- 

ainſt him, yet the impudent ſirumpets oath tooke {uch place, that by the 

:mperours cenſure hee was baniſhed from his Biſhopricke 3 howbeit ere 
long, his innoreacy was knowne , for the ſaid firumper being deſervedly 
rouched with the finger of Gods juſtice in extreame ſickneſle,confeſſed the

lyed., yea,l ſweare and vow that thou haſt done it (for ſhee ſuppoſed it to 
ave beene athaneſiu, whom ſhee never ſaw) whereat the whole Synod 
perceived theicavill of the lying Arrians, and quitted the innocency of that 
ood man. Howbeit theſe malicious hereticks ſeeing this praRiſe not to 
ucceed, invented another worſe then the former; for they accuſed him to 
have flaine one Arſenias, whom they themſelves kept ſecret 3 and that hee 
carried one of his hands about him, wherewith he wrought miracles by en- 
chantment : - but 4rſevi«s, touched by the ſpirit of God , ſole away from 
them, and came to 4theneſins, to the end he ſhould receive no damage by 
his abſence, whom hebrought in tothe Judges, and ſhewed them both his 


hands; confounded his accuſers with ſhame of their malice, inſomuch as 
- they:ranne awayfor feare, and ſatisfied the Judges both of his integrity,

Inour Engliſh Chronicles we have recorded a notable hiſtory to thelike 
effect of King Canutw the Dane, who after much trouble, being eſtabliſhed 
in the Kingdome of England, cauſed a Parliament to bee held at London; 
where (amongſt other thirgs there debated) 1t was propounded to the.Bi- 


ſhops, Barons, and Lords of that Aſſembly , Whether 1n the compoſition 


made betwixt Edmond and Canstmw any ſpeciall remembrance was made for 
the children or brethren of Edmond, touching any partition of any part of 
the land 2 which the Engliſh Lords, flattering the king; though falfly and 
againſt the truth, yea and againſt their owne conſciences, nc to be 3 and 
nor onely ſo, but for the Kings pleaſure confirmed their falſe words with'a 
more falſe oath, that to the uttermoſt of their powers they would pur off 
the bloud of Edmond from all right and intereſt : by reaſon of which oath 


ind promiſe they thought to have purchaſed: with the King great favourz - 


but by the juſt retribution of God 1t chanced farre otherwiſe : for many of 
them, or the moſt part, eſpecially ſuch:as Cannimzs perceived to have ſworne 
fealtie before time to Edmond and his heires , he miſtruſted and diſdained 
ever after : inſomuch, that ſome he exiled, many he beheaded;and divers by

_ Inthe Scottiſh Chronicles we read how Hamilton the Scat Was brought | 


unto his death by the falſe accuſation of a falſe Frier called Campbel: who 
| being in the fire ready to be executed, cited and ſummoned the-faid Frier to 
- appeare before the high God, as generall Judge of all men, to anſwer to the 

innocency of his death,and whether his accuſation were juſt or not, betwixt 
that and a certaine day of the next moneth, which he there named. Now ſee 
the heart and hand off God againſt a falſe witneſle, ere that day came the Fri- 
er died without any remorſe of conſcience; and no-doubt he gave a:ſharpe 
account to Almighty God of his malicious and unjuſt accuſatiqn. f 


In the yeareof our Lord. 1105., Henry Archbiſhop, of Mentz, b ing 


complained of to the Pope ,.-ſent a learned man, a ſpeciall friend of his, to 


excuſe him, named Arvola'z,one for whom he had much done,;and promo- 


red to great livings and promotions : but this honeſt man in fteadofan ex- 
cuſer became an acculer 3.;for hee bribed;the two.chieteſt Cardinals with 
old, and obtained of the. Pope thoſe twoto be ſent Inquilitors.abour the 
rchbiſhops caſe : The which comming into Germany , ſummoned the 
ſaid Henry, and without either law or juſtice, depoſed himifrom his Arch- 
biſhoprick, and ſubſtituted.in his place .4r»o/d, upgn hope of bis EcCleſi- 
aſticall gold : Whereupon that vertuous and, bonourable Henry, is. repor- 
ted to have ſpoken thus unto'thole perverſe Jucges.; If ſhould; 
the Apoſtolike Sea, for this your unjuſt proceſle aſt.n 
ſhould but loſe.my labour , and gaine. nothing but.toyle of bady, laſle af 


goods, atHiction;ofminde, and care of heart : VWherefore I dqe appeale to' | 


the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, as to the moſt higheſt and juſt Judge, and cite you 
before: his judgement ſeat, there to anſwer for this. wrong done unto me 3 
for neither juſtly, nor godly, bur corruprly, and unjuſtly, have you judged 
my cauſe.

"Thus were two Cardinals puniſhed for this finne : and that we may ſee 
that the holy father the Pope 1s no better than his Cardinals, and that God 
ſpareth not him no more than he did them 3 let us heare how the Lord pu- 
niſhed one of that ranke for this crime. | 
It js not unknowne, that Pope Innocent the fourth condemned the Em- 
rour Fredericke at the Councell at Lyons, his cauſe being unheard , and 
efore hee could come to anſiver for himſelfe : For when the Emperour, 
being ſummoned to appeare at the Councell , made all haſte hee could thi- 
therward, and deſired to have the day of hearing his cauſe prorogued, till

& rightly, andthe law of God to be regarded and obſerved 
NS) inviolably : for-to'this end are they ordained of God 
EL that by:their meanes every one _ live a quiet an 
peaceable life, inall godlinefſeand honeſty : tothewhich end the mainte- 
nance and adminiſtration of juſtice being moſt neceflary, they ought nor (6 
to diſcharge themſelves of it, as:to tranſlate it upon their Officers and 
Judges, but alſoto looke tothe execution: thereof rhemſelves, as it is moſt 
ncodfull : for if law (which is the foundation of juſtice) be (as Plato ſaith) 2 
ſpeechleſſe and dumbe Magiſtrate 3 who ſhall give voyce and vigor unto it, 
if not hee that is-in ſupreame and ſoveraigne authority For which cauſe 
the King is commanded in Deuteronomy , To have e him:alwayes the 
Books of the Law; tothe end to; doe juſtice and judgement toevery one in 


the; feare of God. And before the creationof the Kings in Iſrael, the chiefe 


Captaines and Soveraignes oag them were renowned with'no other 
title nor quality, than of Judges. In thertimeof Deborah the Propheteſſe, 
though ſhe was awornan, the weaker vellell 3 yet becauſe ſhe had the con- 
ducing and governing of the people,.they'came unto her to ſeeke judge- 
ment. It is ſaidof Smet, that he judged Iſrael ſo long, till being tyred 
with, age, and not able to beare that burden any longer , hee _ his 
e they pet- 


verted. juſtice, and did not execute judgement like their father Samar/,they 


gave occaſion to the poaple to demaunda King ,. that they might be judged 


and governed after the manrer of other Nations : which things fufficient- 
ly declared, that in old time the /principall charge of Kings was perſonally 
to adminiſter juſtice and judgement, and: not as now to transferre the care 
thereof to others. | 
The ſame we read of King David, of whomit is ſaid, That during his

that whileſt the accuſer laid open his accuſation, he would ſtop oneear 
with his hand, to the end that' the other -mipht be ikept:pureand without 
prejudice, far the defence and anſwer of the accuſed;; The Roman Empe- $aecen. 
rours alſo were very carefull and diligent in this behalfe: as firſt 1ul;u Ce- 
ſ#, whois recorded to havetaken great, paines .in giving audience to pars 
ties, and indecaling juſtice betwixt them,; .In.like manner Auguſtus Ceſar is 
commended for his care and travell jn. this behalfe : for he would ordi- 
narily fit in judgement upon cauſes and. controverſies of. his ſubje&s, and 
that with ſuch great delight and pleaſure, thatoftentimesmight was faint 
interrupt his courſe, before his will was to relinquiſhit;z, yea, though he 
found himſelfe eyill at caſe, yet would he not omut to JPN hinnins 


diviſion of judgement, or elfe.calling the parties before him to Ws. 
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ſpirit, yet inthis refpe@ he diſchirged the duty of a good Prince, for that 
he would intermeddle with hearing his ſubjects caules, and do right unto 
them : hechanced once to make a+ very Pretty” and witty end of a ſuit be- 
twixt a ſon and his niother, whodenying arid diſclaiming him to beher fon, 
was by theEmperour commanded to marry: him ; and fo leſt he ſhould

irruptions into his land , killing and diſcomfiting his-men at three ſundry

moſt part examples of folly and vanity : for.where. is more evils and difſy- 407 
 Jutenefle reigning,than in them ? the principall cauſe whereof is that gree- 
dy worme Avarice, which begetteth n all eſtates much fraud, couſening; 
and other naughty praiſes, with many ſuch like children: for through it 
every man looketh to provide for his owne affaires, and to get any com+. 
moditie or eaſe whatſoever to himſelfe, even with all his powerz not caring 
who be damnified, ſo he be enriched : The plenty of riches whichthere a- 
boundeth, inſtilleth pride and hattghtinefle of minde into ſome, miketh o- 
thers diffolute and effeminate,and beſotteth others with carnall & nnhoneſt 
Pleaſures 3 from which head fpring rivers of evils; as envies, quarrels, diſ- 
fentions, debates; and murders 3 all which things happento them, that be- 
ing tranſported and diſtraed with the furious contrariety of theirdiſordi- 
nate affe&tion, can finde no contentment nor agreement with themſelves ; 
but muſt needs burſt out into ſomie outward miſchiefes : Hence is that 
wonderfull pompe and bravery, as well of apparell as other things : hence 
all gourmandiſe and drunkennefle are ſo common ; yea. and adulteries' fo 
much frequented 3 wherefore the anger of the Almighty'muſt needs bee 
kindled, to conſume themi-in theit ſinnes. © - Tarr? 

One of the notableſt Cities of the world for greatnefle andantiquity was 
Ninive , the capitall and chiefe Citie of the Aſſyrian Empire g, wives 
her greatneſſe and power could not ſo proteCt her, but that afrerſhe had 
once beene ſpared by the meanes of the Prophet /o»as, who fore-told het of 
her deſtru&1on, being returned to her former vomit againe3 towit;of rob- 
beries, extortions, wrongfull dealings, and adulteries, ſhe was wholly and 
utterly ſubverted, God having delivered her for a prey.into the hands of 
many of her enemies, that ſpoiled and pilledher tothe quickes and Laſtly, 
mtothe hands of the Medes, er tems, her toa finall and unrecoverable 
defolation, as it was propheſied by the Prophet Nahum. : -. FAS 

Babylon was wont to be the ſeat of that puiſſant Monarchie under Nabas 
chadnezJar , where flouriſhed the famous Aſttologersz and notable wiſe' 
men of the world, where the ſpoyles and riches of many nations and coun- 
tries were ſet up as Trophies and kept as the remembrance of their vito- 
ries; where alſo vices reigned, and all manner of exceſle and villanie over- 
flowed: for by the report of 2.C#rim,the Citiedid fo exceed inwhoredome 1;4. 5. of we 
2nd adulteries, that fathers and mothers were not aſhamed to be bawdes un- _ Alex- 

to thejr daughters, no nor husbands to their wives 3 a thing moſt FRY 
and odious : wherefore it could- not chufe but in the end: bee ſacked ; and oro. ths. : 
quite deſtroyed with an extreame ruine and deſtruction; the ſignes and: ap- 
parance whereof yet ate ſeen in the juine of old wals and ancient buildings Paut. Fovixs, 
that there remaine. 0 »_ © Comnbibegy. 
Amiongft ſea-bordering Cities, and for renowne of merchandiſe, Tyre | 

in former ages was moſt famous : for thither reſorted the merchants of all 
Countries for traffique of Paleſtina, Syria, £Agypt, Petfia, and Affyria z 
they of Tarſhis brought thither Iron, Lead, Brafte,and Silver : the Syrians 
fo'd their Carbuncles, Purple, broidered worke, fine linnen , corall , and 
pearle : the Jewes , Hony, Oyle, Treacle, Caſſia, and Calamus : the Ara- 
bians traffiqued with Lambs, Muttons, and Goars : the Sabeans brought 
merchandiſe of all exquiſite ſpices and Apothecary ſtuffe , with gold and 
precious ſtones 3 by meanes whereof it being growne exceeding wealthy, 
inriched by fraud and deceit, and being liftedup to the height of pride,and 
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plunged in'the depth of pleaſures , it was at length by the juſt judgement 
of God, ſo ſacked nd ruinated, that the very memory - Wa 4 his day 
ſcarce remaineth. | 

The like judgement fell upon Sidon, and upon that rich and renowned 
Citic of Corinth, which through the commodiouſneſle of the haven, was 
the moſt frequented place of the world, for the entercourſe of Merchants 
out of Afia and Europe for by reaſon of her pride and corruption of man- 
ners, (bur eſpecially for her deſpiſing and abuſe of the beavenly graces of 
Gods'ſpirit) which were ſowed and planted in her, ſhe undenyent this pu- 
niſhment, to be firſt finally deſtroyed, and brought into cinders by the Ro- 
mans; and then after her re-edification, to be debaſed into ſo low and vile 
- eſtate, that that which remaineth is no wiſe comparable to her former 
p A; 2ine, Athens the moſt flouriſhing and famous Citie of Greece for 
her faire buildings, large precinRs, and multitude of inhabitants, but eſpe- 
cially for her Philoſophie, by meanes whereof recourſe was made from all 
parts to her, as the fountaine and well-ſpring of Arts, and the Schoole and 
Univerſity of the whole world 3 whoſe policie and manner of governement 
was fo:much eſteemed by the Romanes , that they drew from thence their 
lawes 5 but now ſhe lies deadand buried um forgerfulneſle, nor carrying any 
of her-former proportion or apparance. 

Car ho noble Citie, miſtreſle of Africa, and Paragon to Rome, 
' not brag of any better iſſue than her fellowes: for though ſhe reſiſted 
made her part good with Rome for many yeares, yet at x a by means 
ofher.owne 1 and civile jarres, ſhe was utterly deſtroyed by them : for 


' the inhabitants, net able to flandany longer in defence, were conſtrained to 


yeeld themſelves to the mercy of their enemies : the women, tothe number 
of five and twenty thouſand marching firſt forth, and after them the men in 
mamber thirty thouſand following ; all which poore captives were fold for 
bond-flaves, a few-onely of the' principall excepted; and then fire was put 
to the Citie, which burnt ſeventeene dayes without ceaſing, even till it was 


. cleaneconſumed.” It is truethat it was re-edified after this, but which laſt. 
ed not long, for it was againe broughtto deftruction ; that at this day there

Numantium in Spaine being beſieged by the Romans, after it had borne 
the brunt of warre and ſacking, a long while made many deſperate allies 
upon their enemies: and laſtly, ſecing themſelves conſumed with famine, 
rather than they would bow their necks to the yoke of ſervitude, barring 
their gates, ſet fireon all : and ſo burning themſelves with their whole C1- 


ry, lefr the enemy nothing but aſhes for his prey and triumph : as the Sa- 


guntines not long before ſerved Annibal. | |

2 time, and then toend, but is eternall and everlaſtingly inherent both in 
body and foule: I fay in the body, after the reſurre&ion of the dead ; and 
in ſoule,after the departure our ofthis life till all cternity : for it is juſt and 
equall, thattbey which have offended and diſhonouged God 1n their bodies 
in this life, ſhould be puniſhed alſo in their bodifs in the world to come 
with endlefſe torments : of which torments whe mention is made in the 
holy Scripture, they are for our weake capacity ſake called Gehenna, or 2 
place of torment, utter darkeneſſe and hell fire, where there is weeping and 
ſhing of teeth, 8c. againe,eternall fire, a poole and pit of fire and brim- 
ne, which is pre for the devill and his darlings : and how miſerable 
their eſtate is that fall therein, our Saviour Chriſt giveth us to know inthe 
perſon of the rich glutton, who having bathed himſelfe in the pleaſures and 
delights of this world, without once regarding or pittying the poore, was 
after caſt into the torments of hell, and burneth in quenchleſſe flames, 
without any ceaſing or allaying of his griefes :' therefore whatſoever pu- 
niſhments the wicked ſuffer before they die, they are not quitted by them 
fromthis other , but muſt deſcend into the appointed place to yo 
LO urplus 
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ſurplus of their payments which is due-unto them: For what were it for gag 
a notorious and cruel] Tyran that had committed many foule and wicked. . 
deeds, or had moſt villanouſly murdered many good men, to have:noother 
puniſhment bur to be ſlaine, and to endure in the houre of death 'fome ex- 
traordinary paine 3 could ſuch a puniſhment ballance with his ſo many 
and great offences > Whereas therefore many ſuch wretches ſuffer puniſh- 
metit in this world, we muſt thinke that this is but ataſte and ſcautling of 
thoſe torments and puniſhments which: are prepared and mide ready for 
them.in the world to come. And therefore it often commetrh to/paſſe, that 
they paſſe out of this life moſt quietly ,; without the diſturbance of any 
croſle or puniſhment 3 but it is that they might be mare ſtrangply tormen-» 
red in another world. Some not conſidering this point; nor ſtretching the 
view of their underſtanding beyond the aſpe& of their carnalt eyes; have 
fallen into this fooliſh opiryon, to thinke that there is neither juſtice nor 
judgement in heaven, nor reſpec of equity with the Higheſ&: when they 
ſee the wicked to flouriſh in proſperity, and the good and innocent ro bee 
overwhelmed with adverſity, yea and many holy men have fallen: into this CN” 6s 
temptation, as 7#b and David did, who when they conſidered the! condition Pla. o. 
of the wicked and unjuſt, how they lived. in this world at their-bearts eaſe, 
compaſſed about with pleaſures and delights , and waxing old'in the fame, 
were carried totheir ſepulchres in peace 3 they were ſomewhat: troubled 
and perplexed within-thetnſelves , untill being inſtructed and reſolved} 
the Word of God, they marked their finall end and:iffue, andahe'ev 
ing perdition which was'prepared for them,and by':no means codld beeſca-

That all things worke for the geod to them that feare God: for whatſoever 
tribulation befalleth them, they cannot be ſeparated from the love of God, 
which he beareth unto them in his welbeloved ſon Chriſt Jeſus : be it then 
that God vifiteth them for their faults, (for there is none that is clear of fin) 
it is a fatherly chaſtiſement to bring them to amendment : be it that hee 
exerciſeth them by many afflitions, as hee did 106, it is to prove their 
faith and patience, to the end they may be better purified like gold in the 
furnace, and ſerve for example to others. If it bee for the truth of the 
Goſpell that they ſuffer, then they are bleſſed, becauſe they are conformed 
to the image of the ſonne of God, that they might alſo be parrakers of his 
glory, for they that ſuffer with him, are aſſured to reigne with him : hence 
it is, that in the midſt of their torments and oppreſſions, 1n the midſt of 
fires and fagots flaming about them, being comforted with tbe conſolatj- 
ons of God: ſpirit , through a ſure hope of their. happy repoſe and incor- 
ruptible crowne which is prepared for them in the heavens , they'rejoyce 
and are ſo chearefull : contrariwiſe the wicked, ſeeing themſelves enſnared 
in the evils which their owne finnes brought upon them, gnaſh their teeth, 
fret themſelves, murmur againſt God , and blaſpheme him, like wretches, 
to their endleſle perdition. There is therefore great difference betwixt the 
puniſhments of each of theſe , for the one tendeth to honour and life, the 
other ta ſhame and confuſion : and even as it is not the greatneſle of tor- 
ments that maketh the my » but the goodnefle of the cauſe; fo the. in- 
ultly, neither maketh-the party afflicted, guilty, 
nor any whit diminiſherh his reputation: whereas the wicked that are juſtly 


; tormented for their finnes, are ſo marked with infamie and diſhonaur, that

” words 3 Zacharie the high-Prieſt, reproving the rebel- 
lious people for the negle& of the worſhipof God,and - 
the ſacred lawes , was flaine of the pcople3 and the de- 
teſtable band of the Jewes dyed the pavement with his 
bloud, in the ninth yeare ofthe reigne of 70a Kirg of 
Judah : which cruelty againſt this good man the whole nation ofthe Jewes 
payed deare for ; for when a yeare was paſt, an armie of the Syrians came 
up againſt 7045, and flew all the Princes of the people in Judah and Hieru- 
faicm : and there being but a ſmall number of the Syrians, God delivered 
into their hands the whole mu!titude of the Jewes.

Incommodous Emperour Commedw, which was judged by the Senate 
more cruell than Domitian, and more impure than Nero, had a tragicall 
end, both for his other vices , and principally for perſecuting the Church 
of Chriſt. [7 8 | 

In the time of Conſtantine, one Teredates a great man in Armenia, gric- 
vouſly perſecuted the Church : at which time Gregoriethe Great , famous 
for miracles, ſuffered many indignities from him, and at the laſt was ſhut 


Up into a darke and muddie pit for the ſpace of fourteene years. But Tere- 


dates 
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dates the Prince of that nation, felt the horrible vengeance of God upon gi5 
himſelfe, his houſhold, and his Nobles , for they were all transformed into 

ſwine, and lived like ſwine rogether, and devoured one another. Whether 
this ſtorie be true or fabulous, let the Reader judge : But it is reported by 
Nicephorm, lib.S$.cap.35. 

In the reigne of Conftantizs , afrer the Antiochian Synod , in the which Zoxem. lib.z 
great Athanaſius was condemned, the Eaſterne Cities, and eſpecially An- © *: 
tioch, were ſhaken and quaſhed with wonderfull Earthquakes, in revenge 
of the injuries done to that good man. 

Neither did Conftantis the Emperour, an aflertor and maintainer of the cext.4- cap.z- 
Arrian herelie, eſcape unpuniſhed for his perfidie and impietie. Forfirſt 
bis warre-like affaires inthe Eaſt proſpered not : then a little before the 
end of his life he grievoully complained, that he had innovated the faith in 
bis kingdome. Art laft in thoſe {1ghings and complaints he parted this life, 
with a grievous and violent diſeaſe. | | . | 

The Unkle of [lian the Apoſtata, called alſo Islienw, at Antioch, inthe 7-Loxicer.

Upon a time, 
being vilely overtaken with drinke, he came home, and tumbled over as

On the ſix and twentieth of November 1:62 1, one Richard Birwe, fervanc 
to 7eſþar Burch Gardiner of Ely, accuſtomed to travelluponthe Lords day, 
and making'no reckeninty of the Sabbath, *ſeldome or never comming to 
Church onthat day, bur went onwards fo Saint Ives market , and ſo ſpem 
the day 3 and being drunke, was at length overtaken by the juſt judgement 
of God : and going up the ſtreame in his boate, which he hadToaden with 
marketable wares, he fell intothe river, apd was ſo drowned. 

On the third day of Avguſt 1 618, one Thomas Alred of Godmancheſter, 
in the Countie of Huntington Butcher , an accuſtomed Drunkard, being 


entreated by a neighbour to unpitcha'load.of hay, and being ar that very 


time in drinke, letting his pitch-forke ſlip out of his hand, and ſtooping to

ly remanded him back againe into priſon, and there commanded his head 
tobeccht off. Which horrible fa&t,when the poore laimentable woman com- 
plainedof to the Duke of Ferara, called Gonſaga, he preſently ſent for this 
Captaine and finding the accuſation true, firſt commanded him to pay 
back againe the two hundred Duckats, with an addition of ſeaven hundred 
Crownes: more 3 next hee ſent for a Prieſt, and married the woman to the 
Captaine : which being done, when as be hoped to enjoy his new Married 


wifey: Gonſaza ſent him preſently to the gallows, and there he ended his mi- 


ſerable dayes. 


- The wife ofa certaine Duke, being a laſcivious woman, wrote two let- 
ters 3 one to the Duke her husband, and another to ber Lover : but it hap- 
pened by chance, that ber letter written to her Lover, was delivered to her 
Husband the Duke 3 who thereby knowing her wickedneſle,came no ſooner 
home, but ſlew her with his owne hand. :

Now follow examples out of humane Writes3 and firſt to begin 

with a ſtorie in Socrates, lib.6. cap.6. and Sozomen. lib.$, cap.4. 

When Arcadiws was Emperour of Rome, and Saint Chryſoſtome Bij- 
ſhop of Conſtantinople, there was Gaina, an Arrian, anda Barbarian 
by profeſſion , who being powerfull and great , went about to thruſt 
Arcadis out of his Seat 3 but the Emperour compounding with him, 
ſent him unto Conſtantinople with a troupe of horſe and foot, under 
the pay of the Emperour. This man Jefired to havea peculiar Church 
for them of his owne Se&, for the free exerciſing of their Religion : 
which being denyed by the Emperour, at the perſwaſion of Saint Chry- 

ſoftome, the Tyrant raiſed his forces in the night ro ſpoyle and havocke 

the Citie. Bur they were reſiſted the firſt and ſecond night, by rhe 
ſhew of a great Armie of tall and Juſtie men, and ſo terrified, thar they 
durſt doe nothing. The third night the Tyrant himlſelfe, thinking this 
to be bur a fable, came in his owne perſon with his whole Armie, and 
found rhe ſame reſiſtance : wherewith being terrified, hee fled inro 
Tracia 5 where hee was flaine moſt miſerably. Thus this great Cirie 
was protected by the miniſtery of Angels , as Hieruſalem once was 
from the Tyran Zenacherib. i 

In the reigne of Pompilize King of Poland , as the Polonian Chroni- 
cles doe report , in the firſt booke, and twelfth Chapter , therc came 
two men of a venerable countenance and habit to the Court gate , deſi- 
ring entrance and entertainment 3 but they were repulſed by the Por- 
ter. Then they went to one Pyaſfas, a man of excellent holinefle and 
charity , who entertained them into his houſe very lovingly 5 broached 
a Veſlell of ſfweet Wine for their drinke, and killed a fat Hogge for 
their meate, which hee had prepared againſt the firſt tonſure of his 
ſonne, according to the cuſtome of that Countrey. Theſe men, or ra- 
ther Angels, finding this kitide entertainment , cauſed the Veſſel! of 
ſweet Wine to multiply, fo that the more they dranke, the more ſti!l 
remained behinde 3 and the Hogge alſo 1n like manner. Ar laſt they 
wrought means,that Pozypilixs the King being dead, this good man was 
choſen King in his ſtead; and then diſpariſhed and were never more ſeen. 
_  Nicephorws in his ſeventeenth booke, Chapter thirty five, reporteth 
a ſtrange ſtorie of a Jewiſh childe. This boy playing among other 
Chriſtian children, was brought into the Temple by the Prieſt to: eate 
the reliques of the Sacrament, as the cuſtome was : who tooke it a- 
mongſt his fellowes. Which as ſoone as the Jew his father underſtood, 
he put him into a fierie even to be tormented to death : his mother 
ſought him up and downe the Citie, not knowing what was done 3 and 
at laſt, after three dayes, found him alive in the Oven : from whence be- 
ing taken, there was no ſmell of fire about him. Thus God protected 
by his Angell this poore childe. 7«ſt1jen rhe Emperour , afrer hce 
knew thereof, cauſed rhe boy and his mother to be baptized 3 and the 
father, who refuſed, he cauſed ro be cracified todcath. 

Under the Emperour Mevritizs the Citie of Antioch was ſhaken 


with a terrible Earthquake, after this manner : There was a hy © 5 
| FE: | 1t- 
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Citizen ſo given to bountifulneſſe to the Poore, that hee would never 
ſuppe nor dine, unleſſe hee had one poore man to be witli him ar his 
Table. Upon a certaine evening ſecking for ſuch a gueſt, and finding 
none, a grave old man met him in the Market-place, cloathed in white, 
with two companions with him , whom hee entreated to ſuppe with 
him : But the old man anſwered him, That he had-more necd to pray 
againſt the deſtruion of the Citiez and preſently ſhooke. his-hand- 
kerchiefe againft one part of the Citie, and then againſt another ; and - 


' being hardly entreated , forbore the reſt, Which hee had no ſooner 


done, but thoſe two parts of the Citie, terribly ſhaken with an Earth- 
quake,were throwne to the ground, and thouſands of men flain. Which 
this good Citizen ſeeing , trembled exceedingly. To whom: the 014 
man 1n white anſwered and fayed, By reaſon of charity to the poore his 
houſe and Familie were preſerved. And: preſently theſe three-men 
(which no queſtion were Angels) vaniſhed out of fight; This Rtorie S7- 


gubert in his Chron. reporteth, .&4nn 585., | 


Philip MelandFhon reporteth, That 1n a certaine Y1llage neare unto 
the Citie Sygnea, a woman ſent her ſonne into rhe wood to fetch home 
her Kine : in the meane while, ſuch a ſhow fell, that the boy could not 
returne home againe : his parents the next day ( taking more care for 


- the boy then for the kine ) went out to ſeeke him 3 and within three

dayes, found him in the middeſt of the wood, ſitting in a faire place 
where no ſnow had fallen : They demanded ofhim, Why he made not 
haſte home :.

Whether he had received any food or no >| The boy, anſwered, That a 
certaine man brought unto him bread and cheeſe, which hee did cate. 


"Thus without doubt the childe was preſerved by an Angell, and the 


man that brought him the bread and cheeſe was an Angel of God. 
Tiburtivs the Governour of Areciam, a Heathen man, forbad two 
Chriſtian brothers, Pergentinu and Laurentinus,to-preach Chriſt: Firſt, 
he allured them by flattering ſpeeches 3 which when it ſucceeded not, 
he cauſed them to be beaten with clubbes, But the armes of them that 
beat them were ſo withered, that they could not ſtrike a ſtroke : Then 
he went about to ſtarve them in priſon , but they:were nouriſhed by an 
Angell of God : Afﬀer, hee commanded them to walke bare- footed 
upon burning coales, which they did without any ſenſe of hurt: Laſt- 


ly, the Image of Tepzer being brought unto them to worſhip, they cal- 


ling upon the name of Jeſus , the brazen Image reſolved into duſt : 
whereupon many of the Heathen people forſooke their Idols, and rur- 
ned unto the faith of Chriſt, This ſtory is written by Marallus Spala- 
zenſis, lib.1.cap.s. Ta

Intheyeare-1565 , ſo great a tempeſt of raine and waters aroſe at 
Iſlebia, that it bare downe houſes before it 3 it fell moſt violently upon. 
the houſe of one Barthold Bogt , ſo that it broke downe the fore-part of 
his houſe, where lay a childe in a cradle 5 which the father, with hazard 
of his life, brought forth and carried into his adjoyning neighbours 
houſe : two other of his children endeavouring alſo to ſave, hee tooke 
in his armes to carry forth of the houſe, but the rage of the water hin-. 
dercd him, ſo that they reſted upon a beame 3 from whence the one of 
his children was violently taxen out of his armes, and he and the other 
being ſhaken from the poſt, were carried into the Orchard 3 where fin- 
ding footing,ſtood up tothe neck in water, withtheThilde in his armes; 
and looking about for his other childe, he found it fitting upon a piece 
oftimber, and comming towards him, which hee alſo tooke into his 
armes , and got up into a high pile of wood, where he reſted all night, 
none being able to afford him any helpe. The next morning, when the 
watcrs were decreaſed, he came downe to looke for two other of his chil- 
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dren which he had-left in an upper. part of the bouſe , whom hee: found 
faſt aſleepe 3 now he had no ſooner taken them from thence, but that 
partof the houſe fell downe alſo: wherewe may ſee a viſible ſigne of 
Gods proteQion by his holy Angels,who not onely preſerved all the fa- 
mily,but alſo kept that part of the houſe from falling,whereinthe cl.l- 
dren lay ſleeping, untill they were brought forth.

£ſop being aSked by Chian, What he thought 1#pr/cer was at that time 
doing > made anſwer , Hee is now dejeRing the proud , and exalting the 
bumble. And the famous Philoſopher <4rio/e, ipying a rich young 
man (but altogether unlearned ) ftrutting along rhe ſtreets, with a proud 
affected gate; and his eyes fo elevated towards Heaven, as if hee defj piſed 
the earth; whercon be.troad 3 came to him, ard ſaid, fried, Such 2s thou 
thinkeſt thy ſelfe to be, F'wiſh FE were ; bur to be ſuch as thou art, I with 
onely to mine enemie. This alſo Secrates with great modeſty reproved in 
Alcibiades, who finding hinaſelfe fuddenly puft up with his extraordinary 
abundance in riches, and much to glory in his many ſpeyles and victories, 
drew him into a private Gallery ; and ſhewinghim a Coſmographicall 
Table of the World, bid him looke in what part of the Map he could { py 
all his greas, T rophies and Triumphs ? And when bee anſwered him, T hey 
were not thereto be ſeene 3 Socrates replycd, Cur igitur ob illa ſuperbis , que 
civca nullam terre partem exiſtunt ? that is, Why then art thou fo proud of 
theſe things which are not viſible in any part of theearth ? 

Neither was the Church it ſelfe free from this ſinne in the dayes of 
learned Saint Bernard, who in one of his Sermons thns complaines. Thou 
ſhalt ſee many inthe Church , wha from obſcure parentage being eano- 
bled, and from poverty made rich with pride, fo ſuddenly tumor'd and 
tympanized,that forgetting from whence they came, bave contemned their 
parents, and bluſht at their owne births : Zhou thalt ſee allo.ſome per- 
nicious, perſons aſpire unto Ecclefiaſticall honours , and then. pretend to 
themſelves a ſeeming ſanctity, by changing of their veſtures, not their vi- 
ces 3; and their mapner of habit, not their mindes; eſteeming thetnſelves to 


deſerve, that dignity which they have infidiated by deceit, and'which (T 


ſcarce dare ſay) have attributed that ro their merit,which they have bought 


But as the ſmoake, which of its owne nature is blacke and obſcure, yer 


* covetsto aſcend from a light and bright flame 3 but in the midſt of its vio. 


lent relu&ation , reſolves it ſelfe into aire; and-ſo vanyſhing , Ioſeth both 
nature and name : So the proud-and ambitious, bowſoever courlſly and 
obſcurely parted , yet will elevate and advance himſelfe above others ; yet 
in his ſtriving to ſtand high, is often precipitated, and loſeth both his 
place and memory :* Beho d (faith the Prophet) He that lifteth up himſelfe, 
bis mind: s not aries bat the Inſt (hall live by his faith.

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How Pride hath beene-ſevercly puniſhed by che A Imighty, we firde fte- 
quent examples in the'holy Text : It was pumiſht tm our frit Parents by 3 
their Exile out of Paradiſe. In the Builders of Babel, (who faid,Come ler ws 
build us aCitic and 8 Tower, whoſe top may reach up to tbe Heaven , that-we may 
get ma name.) Intheir {cattering over the:tace of the carth,and the con- 
fuſion of their Languages: In Sodome and Gomorrah,by rain ing down fire and 
brimitone upon their Caries and people : In Miriam the filter of Moſes, by 
Leaprolic : In Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, for their pride, and rebell:on 
againſt Aoſes 3 the ground clave aſunder that was under them, and the earth _ 
opened her month and ſwallowed them up, with their tamilies; and all the

Caprain ofthe Aſſyrian koaſt,{lainby 1d at the fiege of Bethulia: In Ha- 
mas the ſon of Hammedaths the Agagite, whom the great King 4haſbueroſh 
exalted, and ſer his ſear above all the Princes that were under him 3 whoſe 
pride growing up with his promotion, at length advanced himtoa Gibbet 
tiftie foot high, upon which 1n the glory of his ambx1on he was ſtravgled: 
{n Nabachadnezar,and Balthaſſar King of the Chaldeans : In the great King 
Antiochw, who went up towards Iudea and Hieruſalem with a mighty peo-

The like puniſhment-we reade of in: the perſon of Ncavor, who came 
unto Mount Som, whom the Prieſts and the Elders of the peoplewene 
forth of the SanRuary to ſalute peaceably,and to'ſheiv him thedaily burnt 
offerings for the King 3 bur he laughed atthem and derided their devorion, 
accounting them meerely prophane, and: ſpake proudly, and fware in his 
wrath ; If Indes and his Hoaſt be not delivered into mine hands3 If ever I 
ſhall-returne in ſafety , I will burne up this houſe; 8c. and fodeparted 
thence in great fury : but obſerve the event of his ſo great oftentation and 
inſolence. 1ud4s after ſome few dayes (though againit infinite oddes ) ha- 
ving {line Nicaror in battaile, and routed his whole Army , he cauſed his 
head to be ſtruck off, and that arme and hand which he had ſo-proudly lifted 
up againſt the Temple of the God: of 1ſrae?', ahd-brought them to Hiernſa- 
lem , and there cauſed themtobe hanged up, as aremarkable judgement. 
But not to dwell on thoſe, frequent inthe holy-Text:: I comie now tothe 
like.examples gathered from Ethnick and Morall remembrancers, and out 
of them give you'onely a taſte to prevent ſurfer,: till I fall upbn thoſe more 
familiar and moderne. Alexander the Great,n his height of potency,and 
ſupereminent fortune, conteinning the remembrance of his tather Philrp, 
would be called God, and commanded himſelfe to be ſtiled the ſonne of 
Tupiter Hamon ; who notwithſtanding in the ſufferance of many heats and 
colds, his ſubje&tion to humours and paſſions, hisenduring of ſmarts and 


. wounds, and all other infirmities belonging to man , would not be ſenſible 


of his mortality 3 till in the very Apex of his fublimity he was treacherouſ- 
ly poyſoned, and ſo moſt miſerably expired. | 

And Nero, the Arch-tyrant ſince Adam, after he had filled the Earth 
with many inſolencies , and Rome (the then Worlds Metropolis) with in- 
finite Rapes, Murders, and Maſlacres , not ſparing his neare Kinſman Ger- 
mavicw, his corrivall in the Empire, nor his great grave and learned Tu- 
tor and Maſter Seneca3 to make himſelfe unparalleld in all kinde of parri- 
cidy , He cauſed the wombe of his owne naturall mother Agrippina to be 
ript up before his face, onely in an ambition to diſcover the place of his 
firſt conception 3 notwithſtanding which inhumanities, hee was fo in- 
flamed with an ardent deſire of future memory, that by a publike Edi& he 
proclaimed that the moneth CZpri/ ſhould loſe its ancient name, and be 
called after his owne appellation, Nero; and the Citie of Rome, Neropolis- 


- Yet this proud man inthe end, being quite abandoned and forſaken of all 


his Sycophants and oily flatterers , was glad to fly from his Royail Court 
to ſecke refuge in a ruſtick Cottage and with greater terrour to his owne 
conſcience, then before he had uſed tyranny upon the carkaſles of others; 
he was compelled to fall upon his ſword , his body being after , moſt con- 
temptibly draggd through the ſtreets of the Citie,with more bitter execra- 
tions and curſes, then before he had lived houres or minutes. |

In 
briefe; Pride cateth gold and drinketh blood , and climeth fo high by other 
mens heads; that in the end it-breaketh its owne neck; 1 cannot ſtand to di-

Letall ſuch, prided intheir owne ſelfe-conceited knowledge and wiſe- 
dome , be attentive toa ſtory extrafted. from a learned and grave Spaniſh 
Chronologer:; by him tothis-purpoſe related. Aiphonſme King of Spaine, 
being'avery Wile, learned, and difcreet Prince, was woont to deviſe many 
darke and difficult problems; propoting them to his Lords and Peeres ; to 
ſhaw his owne excellent wiſdomezarid to taske their ignorance, who had 


| ſpent their time in more looſe and idle ſtudies : amongſt others there was 


a Knight in the Court called Doz Pe&o,:one who was very confident in his 
owne wiſedome., and would undertake to make ſolution of what difficult 

ſoever the King at any time propounded ; of which hee fo inſolently boa- 
ſted, that comming to the Kings eare, he was:much incenſed thereat; and to 
let him know what diſtance his weakneſſe had fromeſſentiall wiſedome, he 
cauſed him to be ſent for; and:when he , according.to his ſummons made 
appearance before him, the King at the firſt, ro. humour his ſelfe-conceit, 
_ much to applaud his witty and ready arifyers,which not a little plea- 
ſed him, but at the length concluded ſomewhat more ſharply , telling him 
that he would propoſe three Problems 3 of the interpretations of which, if 


hee could not within one and twenty dayes give him a trug and plenall ac- 


count, both his life and s were immediately forfeit to the crowne ; 
and this ſentence notwithſtanding any meanes or mediation, no way to be 
altered. The three Queſtions were theſe , which he delivered unto him in 
writing :

Theſc he no ſooner received,but the King with a contracted brow depar- 
ted, and fo left him 3 by which he might eaſily conjeRure in what a dange- 
rous treight he was now environ d:and returning very ſad home,and havin 
long ruminated upon theſe riddles, but wanting an Oedjpws to unfold them,

the Crowne, which he preſently for her ſake conferred upon Dan Pedro her 
Advantage father : of which ſhe taking advantage, fell downe againe upon ber knees,

Chancery to attend him ; namely, the; Clerke of the Crown, a riding

moreover in his Houſe the-Surveyour of, Yorke, a Clerke of the Green- 
cloath, and alltheſewere with him upriſing and down-lying, and dicted at 
his charge 3 be kept in his Great»-chamber ,a continyall Table for the 
Chamberers and Gentlemen-Officers, with a Mefſe of young Lords, and 
another of young Gentlemen nor was there any Officers Gentlemen or 

other perſons of account, but were allowed ſome one, ſome two, ſome three

all his power and pompe, riches and ſubſtance, and broughtalmoſtto the

ving and proſperity of others,'who:inhisheart would 
kill the happineſle of his Neighbour, and'before God 
1 isheldnobetterthinan Homicide, the Hebrews call it 
Kineah and Kanne;-which is Emulation or Envy, in 
which we are-ſajd four:wayes to offends* firſt, when 

ERYIPI£ we grieve at the good 'eſtare or fortune'of: another 
man, as tearing becauſe of his ability, he may bealfo willing toendamage 
us or others. Secondly, .when werepine at another mans felicity,” becauſe 
we have not what he hath; nor abound with the like abundanceand riches; 
and this the Philoſopher cales {elas,; and the firſt may beiinfome kinde 
held laudable, If we emulate a man for his vertues and goofs ſeeking 
by imitating to exceedthem, bur' if 'it be for temporall goods it may be 
brought within the compaſle of fin.” The third is, wher we maliene ano- 
ther man,; becauſe he injoyes theſe remporall bleflings which he doth nor

deſerve; and ſuch vexation, becauſe. it. is concerning riches:and honour, 


which happen both to the worthy and unworthy alike, by the Phil6ſopherit 
is called Nemeſis, which thongh _4ri#otleapproves, yetour'Chriſtian Re-' 
ligion will not allow. The fourth is, when weate fad and troubled at out 
netghbours increaſe in wealth and ſubſtance, becauſe heexceedeth us, and 
wearenot ſorich nor ſo well poſſeſſed as be 3 and this is plain Envy in het 
own naturalland abſolute colours, and is alwayes evill, and is a-mbrtiferous 
ſin, becauſe we grieve at that at which we oughttorejoyce 3 'namely, the 
roſperity of our neighbour, and this the Schoolmen diſtinguiſh into three 
cath, um mortall, veniall, capitall. - TER h | 
That is called mortall, when it is hatched and premeditated, nay proſe- 
cuted by the conſent of reaſon, becauſe. ir dire&ly oppoſeth the Charity 
due from us to our neighbour. That which 1s called veniall, is anemulation 
bred meerly in ſenſuality or wantonnefle, when there was no precedin 
of the conſent of reaſon : and as they are the firſt motions, ſo they are hel 


tobe idle and imperfe&. Thethird is called capitall; becauſe frontit ari- 


ſeth /»ſurratio, that is, a mutteringor murmuring behinde ones backe, ſtri- 


ving to darkenoor ecclypſe the reputation or good name of another in ſe- 
cret. Next Detraction, when openly we ſcandall or revile any man to leſſen | 


his worth, or darken hisglory. Then Exultation, whenwe triumph of re- 
joyce in the difſaſtre or diſtreſle of our neighbour. Next Aﬀidtion, when 
weare grievedand diſcontentedat his proſperity. And laſtly, 0dium, or 
hate, by which we arc not onely ſadded and moleſted at his happinefle, but 
withall we inſidiate his eſtate, or malevolently deſire his ruine. = 
Frequent are the Texts in the holy Scripture, againſt this fin of Envy, 
and ſunJry examples to ſhew it hath been even from the beginning, and ſo

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firangers) Becauſe 1ſsac had flockes of ſheep and heards of cattell, and a 
mighty houſhold, Therefore the Philjitims had envie at him, inſomuch that 
they ſtopped and filled up with carth all the wells which bis fathers ſervants dig- 
ged in his father Abrahams time, ec. Betwixt Siſters , When Rachel ſaw 


' that ſhe bare Tgarob no children, ſhe envyed her Siſter, and ſaid unto her hu:band, 


Give me children or 1 die. In Toſephs brethren, who when they ſaw that their 
father /acob: loved him more then. them, they hated him,” and. could net 
ſpeake peaceably unto him 3 and when he dreamed a dreame-androld it his 
brethren, the Text ſaith , they hated'him the more : | Againſt which you 
ſhall reade., Levit. 19. 17: Thes ſbalt not hate thy brother in thine heart, but 
thou ſhalt plainly rebuke thy neighbour , and ſuffer him not to finne, Thou ſhalt 
not avenge, noy be: mindfel of mrong againſt the children of thy people, bat ſhalt 
love thy neighbour as thy ſelfe : I am the Lord.

In Eljab the brother of David, who when he ſpake 
unto the men that ſtood with him, and ſaid, What ſhall be done to him 
that killeth this Philiſtime, (meaning Golia/) and taketh away the ſhame 
from 1/ſ7ael, &rc. Elzab this hearing was very angry with David, and faid,

ſolution of Sphinxes riddle , married with his owne mother Tocaſt (neither 
of them knowing their proximity in bloud) and by that match ſwayed the 
Kingdoine : together with. thoſe two before-named fonnes, and rwo daugh- 
ters, Antigone and 1ſmene, which he had by her.: Butat length having know- 
ledge of that inceſtuous match made with his mother , he in griefe thereof 
with: his nayles-pulled out his owne eyes, and ſhe in deſpaire ſtrangled her 


_ ſelfe; after: which the Kingdore falling to the:two brothers ; They firſt 


agreed to raigne monethly , and then yearely by rurnes 3 but  ſoone' after 


_ theregrew/ſach malitious envy betwixt them., that whatſoever-the ore did 


in his regency, the other when the power came into his hands, utterly abro- 
ared and dilfanull'd, making new lawes ,' to the former quite contrary;

whoſe knowne vertues his younger brother, ofa malevolent and cumbred 
ſpirit much envying , framed 2 moſt ſcandalous and detrating indirement 
againſt him ; prerending rhat he had privately in{tdiated his fathers life 
and-Kingdom,and ſold them both unto his enemics the Rowans;of which by: 
ſuborned witnefles, he had made ſuch proote, (and bribingro that purpoſe) 
prevailed ſo farre, that he was convented ,: convicted, and condemned, and 
moſt innocently ſuffered the rigour ofthe Law, byihaving his head irooke 
off» Bur the King having had notice of theſe barbarous and injuſt procee- 
dings, ſurpriſed with exceſſe of griefe, died not long after 3 and this mali- 
cious-fratricide ſucceeded in the Kingdome : who now-having all things 
anſwerable to his own deſires, thinking Macedonia too narrow a limit for 
his enbounded ambition 3 he ig great preſumption not onely oppoſed; but 
invaded the Komen Empire, whoſe envy and detraction againſt his brother

AMacrins who had murdered Antoninus the brother of Geta, attaining 
tothe Empire, when he had raigred one yeare, his head was cut off in Cal- 
cedon a Citie of Bythinia, with his ſonne Diadumenw, whom in his life-time 
he had made competitor with him in the Empire. | 
Biffianus, otherwile called Heliogabalus, the ſonne of Semiamira , ſuccee- 
ded in the Empire 3 He was firſt a Prieſt of the ſunne, and after by meanes 
of his grandmother eſa (a rich and potent woman) was made Emperour; 
who though a young man of an extraordinary aſpe& and feature, able to at- 
trac the loves and affeCtions of all men, yer was he inwardly infeted with 
the contagion of all the vices that could be named : Infomuch, that in all 
his actions he rather appeared a monſter rhen a man, fo that hee grew not 
onely deſpiſed, bur hatefull to the people. Whichthe wiſe Lady Meſa ſee- 
ing, and fearing his fall, and in his, ler owne ruine 3 as farre as ſhe could 
ſhe excuſed his groſleſt crimes, laying the fault upon the tendernefle of his 
youth 3 and wrought ſo, that by his conſent C4lexianw who was the ſonne 
of Mammea, her daughter was admitted companion with him in the Em- 
pire, which Alexianw after called alexander Severm , was a wile and pru- 
dent Prince , whoſe vertue had gained him the generall love of the Senate 
and people for which Heliogabalxs fo 2nvied him (for vice and vertue are 
{till in oppoſition) that he made many attempts to poyſon him, which by 
the care of Meſa and Mammea, were prevented. But how was this envy pu- 
niſhed ? - The people ſeiſed upon Helrogabalm with his mother Semiamira, 
and dragging; their bodies __ the chiefe ſtreets of Rome, having after 
torne-them-/picce-meale 3 would not affoord them the honour of buriall, 
_ caſt their quarters into the common jakes, that ſtood upon the river 
Tiber. | 
Neither have women beene free from chis rankorous ſinne of Envy, as 
appeareth by.the ſtory following 3 and ſhall be made more apparant here- 
after. This Prince .4lexander Severns afore-named, all the time that his 
grandmother Meſa lived , who ſuffered none but grave and wiſe men to be 
about him :(inſomuch that no Emperour before or after him could be ſaid 
to excced him in all theſe attributes that belong to an Imperiall Monarch) 
was both beloved and feared : ''But ſhe being dead , his mother Mammes 
ew to that height of. þride, coverouſneſle, and envy, that his indulgent ſuf- 
erance of her ambition was a great,and the ſole blemiſh of his government, 
who comming to maturity, and the Empire now ſetled in his owne hands, 
he tooke to wife a daughter of one of the moſt nobleſt Senators of Rome, 
which was alſo by his mothers confent : but when this Lady came to fake 
upon, her the ſtate of an Empreſle, 2fawmea,who challenged that title ſolely 


fruits ef Envy. £O ber ſelfe , malitiouſly envying her eſtate3 wrought ſo, that firſt the fa- 


ther of the new Empreſle was put to death : and fo terrible was her com- 
mandement, and her Majeſtie ſo much dreaded, that ſhe baniſhed both from 
the Court and the bed of the Emperour the innocent Empreſle, unto the

_—_ licke of his fathers life, envying and grievirit that he kept Him ſo long 
from the Crowne :. but wanting meaties'ro mike him ary privately by

ment againſt Envy,as well in the vanquiſht as the victory but the greateſt jn 
the laſt : to be ſocruelly murdered, rather by a morniſter then a motl:er. 
Morindu was the baſtard ſonne of Flavieu King of Brittaine,by his Con- 
cubine F angueſftela; and was inaugurated in the yeare of the World one 


 thonſand eight hundred foureſcore and ten, and made Governour of the 


Land : The Chronicle reports him to have beene of a comely and beaut i- 
full perſonage, of liberall _ , having an ative body , and a moſt daring 
ſpirit, and ſtrength withal above any Pecreor Subject inthe Land ; but as 
agrievous ſtaine and blemiſh to all theſe good parts and endowments , hee 
was of an envious condition, and cruell diſpoſition , for he grew jealous of 
all ſuch as either were greatin wealth, or gracious in the Court for any no- 
ble vertue : for the felt hee had a way to confiſcate their eſtate ; and the 
latter he ſo ſuppreſled, that they never catne into favour, or grew to prefer- 
ment : being Finches fo ſubje& to wrath , that whoſoever croſt or vexed 
him, he would ſuddenly flay with his owne hands. Afterward his Land 
being invaded by a Prince of Mearitante, he met bim in battaile, and chaſed 
himto the Sea, taking many. priſoners : whom, to ſatisfie this cruelty and. 
tyranny , he cauſed to be put to death in his preſence and ſight, with feve- 
rall ſorts of tormentsz by heading, killing, ing, burning, drowning, 
and other kindes of execution : but at the length (as teſtifieth Guido de Co- 
lumna and others) this 2orindus whom our Engliſh Chronicles call Mor- 
with, walking by the Sea fide, and ſpying a dreadfull monſter upon the 
ſhore, he out of his bold and Kingly proweſſe, aſlzying ro kill the beaſt, af- 
ter a long fight was devoured and fivallowed by the monſter , when he had 
DM yearesgoverned the Land s which was a moſt ſtrange and remarkable 
' Envy and diſſenſion was-the firſt bondagingof this our free and noble 
Nation, in becomming tributary to the Rewwans + King Lud of famous me- 
mory being dead, during the minority of his two ſonnes , _Androgems and 
Tenautius ; Caſibelen the brother to Lud was made King in the yeare of the 
World, five thouſand one hundred forty two , who was a Prince, noble, 
bountifull, juſt, and valorous : when the young Princes came to yeares of 
diſcretion, hee gave to Androgews the elder the Citic of London, with the 
Earledome of Kewt ; and to Tevantize the younger,the Dukedome of Corne- 
wall. In this ſeaſon Tulims Ceſar being in the warres of Frence, and behol!- 
ding the white cliffes and rocks by Dower, demanded of the Gauls whether 
it were inhabited or no? or by whom ? being ſatisfied of his demand , hee

and as his cuſtome was, went into the Synagogue on the Sabbath day, and 

ſtood up to reade 3 at which divine Sermoty it1s ſaidy;Yerſ.28, T hen all that 

were in the Synagogue when they heard it, were filled with wrath, and roſe up and 

thruſt him out of the City, and led him unto the edge of the hill on which their 

City was built, to caſt him dewne headtong ; but he paſfed through the midſt of 

them and went bis way, Many other Texts are to'rhiis purpoſe , to reprove 

and condemne wrath and anger 3 the fruits and effe&ts whereof are for the 

moſt part manſlaughter, murder, and the like 5 of which by reaſon of their 

conſanguinity and alliance, I am tyed to ſpeak ſometbing,though brictly. 
Noted murde-. Of Homicides,theſe amongſt others are named-:in the Scriptures 3 Cazn, 
= ogy ho- Simeon and Levi , Abimelech, Doeg the Edomite, Toab, 'Baanalr and Rechab, 
cz who ſlew 1ſþboſeth the ſonne of Sav/, who looking for a reward, David 
commanded his young men, and they ſlew them, and cut off their hands and 
feet, and hanged them up over the poole in Hebron; &c. In King David 
himſelfe, who wrote thus in his letter, Pur you 7444 in the fore-tront of 
the ſtrength of the battaile, and recoile ye backe from him, that hee may 
be ſmitten and die. Abſalom: in killing his brother Ammon. Athalias the 
ſervants of 7oaſh King of [nde/,who flew-him in the bouſe of 24/0, with in- 
finite others 3 whoas they were inbumane in their praCtiſes, ſo were their 
ends miſerable.and abortive,: even all-of them. who.have not truely re- 
pented. | | LPT ORE] | 
_ But I comenow to.Ecthnick Hiſtories; and firſt of them moſt paige: 
In handling of which, I wilbgive you tobegin witha Catalogye of ſuch as 
have beene moſt cruell.. Piglomeus Prſco-one of the Kings of Egypt, cauſed 
his owne ſonne Memphites (whom he had begot of his wike and fifter Cleopa- 
tra) to be flaine, andthen:commanded his head, hands, and feet , to be out

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off, and to be ſhut iti a curious casker made. for the purpoſe, and fent.them 
unto her as a preſent on his birth-day 3 and. then after, when he perceived 
that by his barbarous tyranny he was growne odious untoall his ſubjects, 
thar he-might the better oppoſe the danger , bee cauſed a Schoale (where 
molt ofthe Nobilities children, with others , were doarinated) to be beſer 
2nd round envi roned W ith {words and fire, and {0 ſuddenly aſlaulted them ; 
that ſomeby {icele, others by the flame, were all deſtroyed, not one of them 
eſcaping : Bur that which hee thought to be his refuge, proved his ruine, 
For the people were ſo much incenit with this barbarous and bloudy A, 
that with an unanimous conſent they fell upon him , and rore him in

: The like (if not greater cruelty) was pradtifed by a woman, one Cycenis 
the dau zhter of D-ogerzades, King of Thrace, who greatly delighted to behold 
living men cut in the midJdle, and invite parents to feaſt with their owne 
med children, cookt and dreſt ſeverall wayes 3 but ſhe was after depo- 
ſed from ber principality, and none of her former. ſubjects relieving her; 
(fo hatefull were her inhumanities) ſhe was famiſht to death, and Red of 
hunger. KEE: 
X. - i Artaxerxes cauſed her who was his wife and mother in law, (for his 
marriage 4s inceſtuous ) to have her head parted from her ſhoulders, 
though nothing worthy death could be alleadged againſt her 3 nor did his 
tyranny end there, for after his farher had reſigned the Kingdome to his 
Charge, like an unnaturall paracide, he cauſed him, with an hundred of his 
children , Nephewes and Kinſmen , to be cruelly murdered : nor did hee 
eſcape unpuniſhed, for the Kingdome tyred with his inſolencies , and the 
World weary with his horrible murders , made him in his death remark- 
able 3 for as ſome write, he died by the ſtroake of lightening. JE 
Yitoldus,Prince of Lituaniaſtudied divers ſorrs of tortures and torments 
for men, upon any leight cauſe condemned to death, one of which,was, he 
would command them to be ſewed 1n Beares skinnes, and then made it his 
ſport to behold them torne in pieces with fierce Maſtiffes : Moreover ih 
all his warlike expeditions, hee had alwayes a ſteele bow ready bent , and 
' what ſouldier ſoever but ſept our of his ranke, hee inſtantly ſtrooke him 
dead with an arrow, glorying to himſelfe that he was ſo good a marks-man: 
But after theſe, and infinite other cruelties , hee that delighted to ſee men 
die like Beares, was. himſelfe in the end torne in pieces with wilde Volfes, 
oo paid in the like (chough not in the ſame coyne) which hee lentto 
otners. | 
Suiting to which is that ſtory of Perifus, who hearing that Phalaris the 
"Tyrant over the Agrigentines, was much delighted in the ſevetall wayes of 
tormenting men , and preſuming that nothing could better comply with 
his cruelty, then to preſent him witli ſome rare and unheard of machineth 


that purpoſe, he deviſed and forged by his Art a brazen Bull, to open on the 


one ſide,and ſhut againe at pleaſlite zwhich being brought to Phalari;he de- 
manded of him the uſe for which it was made 2 who anſwered him again,he 
had forged it to puniſh offendors of high nature;for Qaith he) let the naked 
body be put in at this doore, and then an hot fire made under it, rhe perſon 
tormented will not utret the voyce ofa man, to put a relenting commiſera- 
tion upon you, bur the ſohnd will appeare like the bellowing of a Bully #0 
make it the leſſe terrible 3. whith Phallars hearing and grieving in his am- 
- bitious 
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bitious cvill, that any thould offer to out-doe him in bis cruelty : He told 
the workgman rhat be accepted of his gift , but commanded withall that he 
({honld:make proofe of his owne worke, which was inſtantly done 3 and he 
moſt :maſerably. rormented in-his owne engine: far who more fit to taſte 
of rortures,{then they that: have the inhumanity to deviſe them ? and they 
by Gods:Juſtice meritedly fuffer themſelves what they deviſe for arhers: 
of which Oo: tpeakes thus. ' |

' Avidijus Caſfins a barbarous and bloudy fellow, the Romans-called a 
ſecond Catelzze, becauſe he was ſo coverous and thirſty after bloud, for be- 
ſides-many publike {laughters and private murders,' ſtrivingto imitate Pe- 
rillss,” he invented'an engine of torture never heard, or 1 thinke; ſearce 
heard of before, for he caufed a, beame or pole (betwixt fonrſcouteand an 
hundred foot in length) to be fixed in the. earth, to which from therop ro 
the bottome thereot he cauſed the living Bodies 'of men tobe faſtened; and 
afire of wet billets and danke reedes and {traw to be put under them, till 
ſome with the flame conſumed, others with rhe ſmoake ſuffocared, all pe- 
riſhed together, with which manner of rorture (borrowed from his preſi- 
dent) in the ten Perſecutions was uſed upon the Chriſtians 3 but he efcaped 
not a notorious judgement, dying (as fome have reported) a ſtrange and 
remarkable death; tor, fitting at dinner when an extrordinary feaſt was 
ſerved, whileſt his hand was in the diſh, and the meat between his fingers, 
one hired to that purpoſe, (ſtanding or waiting'behinde him) with his 
ſword at one blow ſtrook off his head; and thus he periſhed withour any 
remorſe or penitence in himſelte , or any commiſeration or pity from 
others. | 
Though I have ſpoken of Domitzus Nero, and withall the judgement in 
his death, yet hear but megive ye abricf relation of his inimitable butche- 
ries, andexecrable murders, with actions every way as prodigious, 'He 
was the ſon of Domitins eAnobarbus and Agrippina, who flew his mother. 
He firſt married Oeavia, and then Sabina Peppes, firſt commanding their 
husbinds to be ſlain, and was the cauſe of both their deaths after, for aftet 
in his implacable fury he had killed Poppes (being at thar time big with 
childe) with a ſpurne upon her wombe, by which ſhe periſhed with her in- 
fant; becauſe Amoniathe daughter of Clandiws (fearing the like) ann 25 
_ marry with him, he commanded her to be'put to'death. 'He perfecutedrhe 
Church,” and under his Tyranny, Saint Pcter and Saint Paw/borh ſyfftred 
Martyrdom. Aulus Plancius a beaurifulf youngRomingafter he bad vio ently 
andagainſt his will ſtuprated, he put to death Rafe Criſpinm his nc] 
by the marriage of Poppea, a beardleſſe youth, in-rage he made'tobedrow 
ed: Mary freed men whenthey came to the eſtate of riches he cut off by 
the ſword; He'pulled out the eyes of Caſ/us Longinw an excellent Lawyer 
Or Orator, and never made known the cauſe of his offence. To Poli ha , 
by Nation an' Zgyprtian, who was accuſtomed to cat raw fleſh, he gav 1i- 
vihgmento bedevoured : theſe are but a part of his barbarous inhumini- 
ties, who not throughly ſared with the blaod of men, ſought ro exerciſe his 
hate upon Reme his own City, by ſetting a great part of it on fire, his'excuſe 
being the deformity thereof; which incendiary he beheld from the Meceria- 
tian Toiver, glorying inthe flames thereof, being (6 far from commargey 
the fire to p extinguiſhed , that he ſuffered not any man to enter into 
his own houſe to fave any part 'of his Goods 3 attd” yer how merciful Was 
God in his judgement, to puyifh this Tyrant with one miferable death, 
who had indeed deſerved more than a thonfand. oo 
Ddd 2 Creon 
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Creona Tyrant of Thebes,betides many other cruelties,in which he expreſt 
2 moſt beitiall and unmercifull nature, denied Buriall toall the dead Bodies 
of his Enemies {lain in Battell with others of his own Subjects who had 
any way offended him, whom Theſews after ſlew in a conflict, and ſerved 
him with the ſame ſauce, forbidding his dead carcalſe tobe inhumed or ſe- 
pulcred,. but. thrown out in the fields, forthebrute beaſts to feed, and the 


fowles of, the air to prey on. 


 Antonizs Commodu one of the Roman Emperours, had ſo troubled the 
Empire with gladiatory {laughters,,, that the people in contempt gave him 
the denomination of Gladiator or Fencer. He (as Lampridiue witneſleth) 
when he ſaw any man weak or unſerviceable by reaſon of ſome diſeaſe in 
his feet, would ſhoot him with arrowes to death, having a ſtrong ſteel Bowe 
made for that.purpoſe. The braines of others he uſed tobeat out of their 
heads with clubs, and boaſted that therein he imutated Aercules,to that pur- 
poſe puttingon a Lions skin. He was alſo fo irriligious and ſuch a con- 
temner ofthe gods;that offerings and ſacrifice at the altars he would mingle 
with the blood and fleſh of men, and if any man ſhewed either a ſmilingor 
ſupercilious brow at what he did, (both were alike) him he commanded to 
be caſt to the Lions and other wilde beaſts to be devoured. One of his ſer- 
vants being commanded to reade unto himthe tyrannous Rajgne of Calig «- 
la, with the manrer of his death,as it was ſet down in Suetoniu Tranquilluy, 
becauſe it diſpleaſed him as ſomewhat refleting on his perſon, he com- 
manded to be caſt tothe Lions, It any man in his own heatingor by the 
information of other, ſaid he muſt die, he was precipitated from a rocke, 
or ſame other high place, and his body cruſhed to pieces : he delighted to 
ſeethe bellies of fat men ript up, and how ſuddenly their guts andentrals 


would tumbletotbe ground. But the people after fo great ſufferings, now 


at lengthtired with his inbumanities, 1n the very height of his inſolencies, 
when he leaſt dreamed of any ſuch diſaſter, cauſed him tobe ſlain; which 
though a violent death, yet in all mens judgements may appear ſomewhat 
top milde for his merit,. but the ru Judge of all, ſometime mitigates the 
pimiſhments of ſuch grand maletactours here,to make their torments more 
reat and perdorable 1a the world to come. | 
Thenext 1 preſent to your view is Caim Marins the Roman, whoas he 
was of great power and potency in Rome, fo his pride was boundleſſe and 
unmeaſured,but his inhumanity far exceeding them bothyfor after his exile, 
when he had again empticd the City of all thoſe whom he ſuſpected to 
havebut the- leaſt finger in his confinement, by the aſſiſtance of Cinza 
Carbo and Sertorizs he preſently fell upon the flaughters of the Princes and 


 Senatours, which was ſo violent that the channels overflowed with the 


blood of the ſlain Nobility. He took away the head from O&avissthe 
Conſul,and cauſed that of 0 Zaviss a conſular Senator tobe brought and ſet 
upon his table, taunting and deriding him even after death. Caſer and Fim- 
briatwo of the moſt eminent inthe City he commanded to be murdered in 
their own houſes, breaking them violently: gpen inthe night, and killing 
them in their beds : the two Craſf: the father and the ſon he ſlew one in 
the ſight of the other (the more to aggravate their ſorrow in theiralternate 
ind gence.) Bebins and Namitorius he commanded to be dragged through 
the Forum by the common hangmans clutches, but Catalus Lattatius by 
twallowing fire ended his life, and eſcaped his greater cruelty. Archarias

by what meanes they'might dammage one another in their goods, chattels, 
or any other part of their eftate, which grew to ſuch uaſuſferable height,

luxury ; to negle&rime and opportunity;;, whetein hee might doe much 
good, and make his way towards Heaven: VVhere on the. contrary, doing 
much evill, hee prepares his paſſage to Hetl and-eternall damnation: : The 
fourth beares the title of Dulxeſſe or Heavineſſt, when we ſolely incline our 
ſelves to drowfſineſle and ſleep; and thenare the adverſary and his miniſters 
vigilant and waking , to inſidiate us in all onr ſenſes : and the eſſe apr he 
findes us to the ſervice of God, the more-plyant and flexible hee makes us 
for the workes of Sathan 3 and ſuch are they, who for one houres fleepwill 
negle&t comming todivine Service, to heare the word of God preached, or

The firſt 15 Delay: for when God 
putteth into the heart of man to have an appetite, or purpoſe to doe any 
g00d worke , Of to repent him of his old {innes, and prepare himſelfe to 
newnefle of life : Then comes the old Tempter and wiſpers in his'care; 
What needes this early and too forward beginning ? thou art yet: inthy 
Prime and ſtrength, take the benefit and pleaſures of thy-youth* tit is yet 
roo ſoone : Age will come on, and then thou ſhalt have leiſure, for when 
the delights of youth forſake thee, thou ſhalr in thy decrepit eſtate have Jit- 
tleelſe or nothing to doe: thus dallying and dandling a wretched ſoule to 
it's eternall deſtruktion. Moſt true it is that God ſaith, At what time fo- 
ever a {inner repenteth himſelfe of his wickedneſle, he will blot out all his 
offences 3 bur he that made that promiſe,hath not promit'd to give the {tn- 
ner a tinſe of repentance. After Delay comes Negligence, for whoſoever 
maketh doubts and demurres to turne to God, it is no wonder if he doe it 
feignedly, ſuperficially, and negligently 3 and this 1s a vice generall and a- 
voyded by few : for alas, how many are to be found thar uſe- care and dili- 
gence in performing their bounden duty to God, and executing that charity 
1n which we are obliged towards our neighbour. The third. is Oblivion and

But from the Fathers I come to'Ethnick Hiſtory, and firſt I will give 
you the appellation of ſome rich men : Cecilins Cemidins was of that infi- 
nite eſtate, that though he had {oft a great part of his riches inthe civilf 
warres of Rowe, yet at his death he left foure rhoufand domeſtick "ſervants 
and retainers 3 in his ſtables he had am-hundred ahd threeſcore horſes, three 
thouſand and fixe hundred oxen, and of other head of cattle two hundred 
fifty and ſeaven thouſand, and perwnizs numerasis,that is in ready coyne fixe 
hundrgd thouſand ponnd weight, who alſo gave to be expended uport his 
Funerall eleven'thouſand Sefterrzi, Marcxs Craſſus would not allow any 
man to be called -a rich man, 'who was not able out of his private coffers to 
maintaine a Legion of Souldiers for a yeare3'the anfinall revenue of his.

Banquet, in which he feaſted the whole people of Rewe, and gaveto every 
one of his gueſts three pounds'in filver : He uw 'mMorrover as his ſervants 
that ha&dependance ofhim, five hutidred Smiths and Carpenters , $kilfull 
in Architeture 5 whomhee riot onely imployed: in his Snot por 
Buildings and Adifices; but t6ariy-hoble Citizen who had a will-and deſire 
to build; he nor onely lene theini freely, but paid them at his owne charge :

gold given ber by Pelznyces, betrayed her husband,- and diſcovered him in 
the place where he had hid himſelte, becauſe he would not go tothe Theban 


warres, becauſe it was told him by the Oracle, that there he ſhould affured- 


lydie, for which he lett a ftri& charge with his fon 4/cmvesn, that he ſhould 
no ſooner hear of his death, bur he ſhould inſtantly kHl his mother, which 


Oreftes-like he performed, and proved a Matricide to performe the will of 


judgement. 
Of contrary diſpoſition to theſe was the virgin Placidia daughter tothe 
Emperour Y alentimanus and Eudoſia, who neglecting all her fathers riches 


his deceaſed farheg. Thus you ſee not one of theſe three eſcaped a fearfyll 


and honours, abandoned the vanities of the world, and betook her ſelfe to a ' 


devout and ſequeſtred life. As the like did Elbarga, daughter to Edward 
King of England, (a Saxon) and had the ſirname ot Seignior, orthe elder 
Edward. And it we look no further rhan to this City Loxdexthe Metro- 
polisof the Kingdom, how many pious and devout matrons hath it yeelded 
even from antiquity ro this preſent, who have contributed largely to the 
erecting and repairing of Temples, building of Almes-houſes and Hoſpi- 
cals,ere&ing ſchooles tor learning,maintaining poore Miniſters in preach- 
ing, in giving liberally towards Halls, leaving ſtockes to ſetup young be- 
ginners, and bequeathing legacies for poor maides marriages, and theſe not 
for the preſent, but to the end of the world. For which Godbe praiſed, 
and daily increaſetheir number : but thisis dire&ly averſe to the argument

IF it be dangerous to. be rich even to him that knowes how to uſe his 


wealth, how much more fearfully perillous then for him that hath abun-' 


dance of all worldly fortunes,and knows only how to abuſe them. Caſar be- 
ing in Spain, extorted great ſummes of money moſt injuſtly from the Pro- 
conſul there, and certain Cities of the Lufiramiavs, though they neither of- 
fended him, nor violated any covenant with them, yer when they friendly fer 
open their gates to receive him as their patron and defender, he ſpoiled 
their houſes, made ſeiſure of their goods, and even the Temples of the 
gods he facrilegiouſly robbed, it being his cuſtometo rifle Cities,. not for 
any fault committed, but for the certain prey expeted. Inthe firſt year of 
his Conſulſhip he ſtole (for no better attribute my Author giveth it) three 
thouſand pound m_ of gold our of the Capitol; he moreover fol fo- 
cieties, liberties, and immuniries, nay even Grownes, Scepters, ahd Kings 
domes for gold 3 he alſo defrauded King' Prolomens of fix thouſand talents 
at one time, in his own name and Pompeys, before they were at diſtance. '

molt true it,is that 1nthe dead of night, their:houſe by a falſe key (or fame 

other pick-locke engine) was entred, the two old-people faſtſleeping, mur- - 
dered in their beds, their cheſts broke open, and rifled, and whatſoever was 
portable, and of any value carried away, and the.doores faſt ſhut upomthe 
dead bodies: the next day:they were not ſeen by their neighbours, whowon- 
dred they appeared not as they cultomably wert-wont, yet ſulpeRed litele, 
but the ſecond day when they found their door to continue ſhut, no-noiſeat 
in all the houſe,nor any11ewes of themthey knockt and raptat the door,but 
received no anſwer : in the end they {ent foran Officer, who withhis aſk- 
ſtants, forced open thedoares, and found inthefirſt room allithings out af 
order, and walking up the ſtaires they might kee-the cheſts and trunks wide 
open, 
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ſhe might have conti

open, bur looking further towards the bed, they. might'caſtly diſcoverthe 
good\mari and his wife miſerably murdered : upon which, warrants were 
made for a privy ſearch, and divers taken in ſuſpition,' but no witnefle or 
evidence could be brought againſt them': at length'orie vagabond-like fel- 
low was laid hold on; who being brought before one of the City Juſtices, 
and-examined, :couldgive noaccountof his life, and by reaſon he had been 
by ſome obſerved to hanker two or three dayes' befote thereabout, he'was 
upon tharipreſumption ſent to Newgate; and thi next Seſſions arraigned and 
by fomeerrour or default found in'his anſwer, condemned and hanged, but 
innocently for that crime '(heavet? knowes:3) for the malefactor after the 
murder done; with his rich priſcefcaped into the Low-countries, where Fe 
ſet upatrade, made good nfs of his ſtocke, and proved a very thrifty and 
thriyingthan, in ſo much that 


he grew ifto the Knowledge and familiarity 
of the Burgers, and was'of g 


'credit and countenance amongſt rhemJand 
) /but- after ſometwelve yeares aboad there; be- 
ing grown'out of all knowledge and remembrance here 1n his own Coun- 
try, hecould'not reſt inhisbed,' nor ſleep quietly, -buthe muſt needs Ice 
Emnzland; and madea voyage hitherto that purpoſe; Thaving'noother buli- 
nefle but to buy a piece 'of plate*in' Cheep-fide, to carry over backe with 
bim into theLow-countties:toaGoldſmith he commes;and in ſome'few ſhops 
above the Standard he cheapens a bowle, arid whileſt he was bargaining 
yo the ſame time a 'Gentkeman was arreſted 
juſt over againſt Bow-Chureh, who- preſently draw ing his ſword, made an 
eſcape from the Serjeants;arid ratiudp rowardsrhe'Creffe;the Serjeants and 
the people cried,ſtop him, andall their faces were bent that way; which the 
murderer hearing and ſeeing; ' and not knowingthe caule' of their noiſe and 
umult;- he apprehends that he is diſcovered,” and' thar' this is done in his 
Purſuit, and ſo begins to take his-heeles. The people ſeeing him run, they 
ran after him; (all not knowing the originallof this uprore) they tophim 
and demandthe cauſe of his flight, who in his great affright and terrour of 
conſcience'ſaid, He was the man, They asked what man? heanfwered, the 
ſame man that committed ſuch a bloody murder ſo many yeares ſince: upon which 
he was apprebended and committed to Newgate, arraigned by his own con 
feffion, condemned, and hanged firſt on a gibbet, andafter at Mzle-end in 
chaines. Thus we ſee how the devill: never leaves his miniſters and ſer- 
vants, eſpecially in this horrid caſe of murder, without ſhame and judge- 
ment. - | 
Another ſtrange but moſt true ſtory I ſhall relate of a young Gentle- 
manof good meanes and parentage __ up in Cambridge, (whoſe name 
for his worſhipfull kinreds ſake, I am deſirous to conceal ) he being of a 
bould ſpirit, and very able body ,' and much given unto riot and expence, 
could not containe himſelfe within his exhibition 3 bur being a fellow- 
commoner, laviſht much beyond his allowance : to helpe which, and to 
keepe his credit in the Towne, he kept a good horſe in the ſtable,and often- 
times would flic out and take a wry 2 by the high-way.3 and thus he conti- 
nued a yeare,or thereabouts, without the jealoufie or ſuſpition of any : Ar 
length his quarterly meanes not being come up from his father , and hee 
wanting money to ſupply his ordinary riors , hee pur himſelfe into a diſ- 
guiſe, tooke horſe,and croſſing New-market Heath he diſcovered a purchaſe, 
a ſerving-man with a cloak-bag behinde him; and ſpying him to travell fin- 
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gly and alone, be made towards him , and bid him ſtand and deliver ; the »j 
Other unacquainted with that language; anſwered-him, that be had but little ” 
money, and what he had he was loath to/part withz Then,ſaid the Gentle- 

man thiefe,thou muſt fight for it; Coprent;faith rhe other;and withall both 
alight, and drew, and fell ftontly ro'their bufinefle3 in this conflict the ho- 

neſt ſerving-man was infortunate]y {lain : whzch done;the other but ſleight- 
ly:'wounded, tooke away this cloak-bagpe, and binding it behinde his owne 
horſe, up and fled towards the Univeriity 3 and having ſet up his horſe in 
the Town, and carried the cloak-bagge or Portmantuan to his'chamber; he 
no ſooner opened it,but he found a-Letter direed'to him from his father : 
the contents whereof were , That hee hadſent' him his quarterly or halfe- 
yeares allowance by his owne man a faithfull ſervant , ( commended unto 
him by a deare friend) whom he had lately entertained 3 willing his ſonne 
touſe the man kindly for his fake : which'Letter when he had read, and 
found the money told to a penny, and confidering he had kil'd his owne fa- 
thers man, whom he had intreated to be: uſed eurteoully at his hands, and 
orely to take away his owne by force abroad , which hee might have had 
peaceably and quietly brought home to his chamber; he grew to be ſtrange- 
ly alter'd, changing all his former mirth .into' a deepe melancholy. In 
briefe, the robbery and murder were foundandiknown, and the Lord chiefe 
eng Popham then riding that Circuit, (whoſe neare kinſman hce was) 

e Was arraigned and condemned at Cambzidge Aﬀeſes, though great meanes 
were made for his pardon, yet-none could prevaile z the Judge forgetting all 
alliance, would neither commiſerate his youth,nor want of diſcretion, bur

At a place called 5c weir 
dlbids, neare untothe Lyon Tower, which hath beene an ancient ſeat 'of ſonne for the 
the Dukes of that Countrey :: There (faith-he) lived a father who had two !u<r< of mo- 
ſonnes ; the one hee brought-up to husbandry, the other in merchandiſe, "mm 
both very obedient and dutifull, and given to chritt and good husbandry : 
the Merchant traded in Lubeck , where in few yeares hee got a very faire 
eſtate, and falling ficke (even in his prime trading) he made his Will, in 
which hee bequeathed to his brother about the ſumme of: five hundred 
pounds, and his father ten, and died ſome-few houres after he had ſetled his 
eſtate : But before his death he ſent to his brother'to come in perſon and 
receive thoſe Legacies 3 the father not knowing how he had diſpoſed of his 
meanes, diſpatcht his other ſonne with all-ipeed. poſſible to Zubeck; more 
avaritious after. what his ſonne the Merchant had left him, then ſorrowing 
for bis death, though hee were a young.man of great expeRation, and of a 
moſt hopefull fortune, The ſurviving ſonne who.was the younger arriveth . 
at the Citie, and having firſt deplored the death of his brother, (as nature 
bound him, and glad to heare of him ſo great and good a report , he takes 
our a copie of the Will, and after receiveth his money to a farthing; and 
with this new ſtock (ſeeing what was-paſt) . hee joyfully returnes intohis 
owne Countrey, who at his firſt arrivall was as gladly welcommed by his 
father and mother, who were over- joyed to Jooke: upon the bagges that hee 
had brought 3 bur.when by reading of the Will they ſaw how partially the 
money was diſpoſed, in that {o little tell to oo they firſt began wy 
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723 Felyto curlethe dead ſonne 3 and after, barbarouſlly to raile, onthe living 3 
out-facing him that he had changed the Will, by altering the old and forg- 
ing a new :: which the innocent youth denying , and exculing himſelfe by 
tellmg them that the originall was upon record, and by that they might be 
fully ſatisfied ; yer all would givethem no ſatisfaCtion, till very wearineſſe 
made them give over their heavy exccrations:;: thentbe fonne offered them 
whatſoever was his todiſpoſe of at their pleaſure, which they very chur- 
liſhly refuſed , and bad him take all, and the Devill give him good with it : 
which drew teares from the ſonnes paſſtonate eyes 3 who after his bleffin 
craved (but denyed) very dolefully left them : and was no ſooner depart 
from them , but to compaſle rhis money they began to deviſe. and conſulr 
about his death , which they concluded to be performed that night 3, and 
when hee was ſleeping in his bed, they both it violently and tygerly upon 
him, forcing daggers into his breaſt 3 fo that inforced with the agony of the 
wounds, he opened his eyes, 'and ſpying both is parents with their hands 
imbrued inhis bloud,he with a loud ejaculation clamour d out theſe words;

and to his parents and friends it was:credibly reported that he was dead;and 
therefore they gave over the care for him dead, to provide for the daughter 
living3 and at convenient age provided her of an husband, and gave her'a 
competent portion, {o that the young couple lived well and thrittily roge= 
ther in the Countrey, ſome twomiles diſtant from their fathers houſe : In 
this interim the Climate had much changed the young mans complexion; 
who being but a beardlefle ſtripling when hee went his voyage, after ten 
yearcs was growne hairy and a full man, and might be eaſily out of know- 
ledge 3 who returning into England with a- good ftbocke, as having'the beſt 
part of a thouſand markes in his purſe; after hehad diſpatched his bufinefſe 
here about the Towne, he had a great minde'totravell downe into the Coun-

Aadulterinam, or Adultery the Greekes call wyvs, The Hebrews Ninphs 
and it is twofold, Spiruuall and Carnall: that which is called ſpirituall is 
metaphoricall, including every {in committed by a Chriſtian man, becauſe 
every Chriſtian ſoul is contracted to Chriſt the Husband. That which is 
called carnall, is-either {imple or ſingle, when-but the one party is married 
or doub!c,when both are inthe matrimoniall or conjugall tie:and all oftheſe 
are condemned in the holy. Text, Gern,20.3. God came to Abimelech in 4 
dream by nig ht, and ſaid unto him, Behold, thou art but dead, becauſe of the mo- 
mats (Sarah) whom thou ha#t taken; for ſhes a mans wife. Now then deliver 
the man his wife azain, for he s a Prophet, and he ſhall pray for thee,that thos 
wayFt live : but if thou delpver her not again, be ſuxe that thou ſhalt diethe 
death, even thou and all that theu hat, Lev.20.19, CAnd the man that com- 
mitteth adultery with another mans wife, becauſe he hath committtd adultery with 
another mans wife the adulterer aud the adaltere(ſe ſhall die the death.Lev.5.20.

If you will marry wives, keep your ſelves unto them, and let 
them finde you the ſame you tfite to finde them > VVhat- is he deſirous to 
marry, and would not be coupled to a chaſte wife 2 Or if a virgin, onethat 
isuntoucht > Bethou alſo chaſte and untouchr, ' Doft thou deſire one to be 
conſtant and pure tothee ? Be conſtant and pure to her 3 for can ſhe prove 
ſo tothee, and not thou alſo to her > Saint Chriſoitome, Hom.z, As that 
Pilot which ſuffers his ſhip tobe wracked in a port or harbour is inexcuſa- 
ble, ſo he that toqualifie the luſts of the fleſh ſhall lawfully take a ſpouſe to 
live withall for better and for worſe, and ſhall after inſidiate the bedof his 
neigbour 3 neither can that man whoſe wanton eyes and petulant fancies 
wander after every looſe proſtitute or ſtrumpet, either acquit himſelfe 
to men, or-excuſe himſelfe'towards God, although he ſhall ten thouſand

his many ſtaprations with a noble virgin of Rome 3 he. ___ allo one of the 
Yeftals or prieſts of FeHaz and further, to enjoy the embraces of THurelia 
AreFills, hetook away her ſon by poyſon, becauſe being grown to maturity 
andyeares of diſcretion, he oppoſed his mothers ſecond nuptials, which 
was in thoſe dayes held to be' immodeſty amongſt the nableſt matrons of 
Rome; ' and thus Salu#tius and Y alerizs report of him. Celics.cap.z o.lib.s. 
reports,that Bagoas the Eunuch was much indeared: to Alexander the great, 
for noother cauſe but that there was ſome brutiſh and unnaturall cangreſle 
betwixt them 3 therefore when Orfnes a noble:Petiian:icameto ſeerele- 
xander', and preſented to him, and to them of his choice: and. intfraate 
friends,many and rich gifts, but-gave to.Begoes not; ſomuch as the leaſt 
honour or reſpeR, . being asked the reaſon theteof, he:mmde anſwer, I owe 
-unto Alexander and His Riends all. the duty 'and reverence-'that-can be ex- 
ReR from atrueloyall and faithfull heart;'but ; toawhore or ftrumper 
ſuch as Bagoc is, tohim I acknowledge not ſo much asthe leaſt,noticeto be 
taken that ſuch a wretched fellow lives.

me and majeſty, ſo moſt of them maculated and poluted their high and 
acredcalling withthe moſtbaſe efteminacies and ſordidft. luxuries that the 
heart could conceive, ! or the fancy of man apprebend:. Neither have they 
alone ilty of theſe notorious crimes and vices, bur all Nations have 
been tainted withthe like pri, which hath been thedepopulation of 
famous Cities, the ruines of Kingdomes, the-remoying ,of Monarchies , 
fromore pooploane language to- another, .. when: ſeldgm.any Conquerour 
from any Nationbrojight home theirvidtory without their vices, of which 
there be frequearit examples;; The Bebylonizvs werethe firſtthot uſurped the 
aame of a-Monarchyz!the Mederand Rer ans wreſtediit;from them; the Gre- 
crani wan it: from the former; aiid laſtly the Royz4nsfrom. the Grecians, who

(fo far Pliny.) Demonax termes it, a pleaſure O__ with pain, adclight 
hatched with unquiet, a contentment accompanied with fear, anda fin fi- 
nithed with ſorrow, by continuance it growes to impudence, and ſhame, 
and infamy continually waites at the beeles thercof, 

For further inſtance, one Ho#ins a Prince who lived in the time of 4s- 
guitus Ceſar, was a man of a moſt perdit obſceneneſle, practiſed in that ſu- 
perlative degree of filthineſle, that ſcarce any age could produce a pxodegy 
to paralell hum, modeſty will not ſuffer me to give them name. And Tegl- 
Tinss (according to Tacitus lib.17.) was aman of a moſt corrupted life, who 
foothed and humoured Nero inall his ribaldries, his ſirname was Othenins, 
by whoſe flattery and calumny many a noble Roman was pit todeath: and 
when Orho Sho Link Nero, came to wear the Imperiall purple, and to 
be inſtated Emperour, he ſent (amongſt other malefaQours) tor him, to 
ſuffer asa putrified and corrupt member of the State, and when the execu- 
Hoke witticcher liQors and officers came to ſurpriſe him in his houſe, they 
foundhim drinking and rioting amongſt his.catamites and harlots, where 
without limiting any time either to ſettle his eſtate, or to take leaveof any 
of his friends, he was inſtantly ſlain, and his wounded body caſt into the 
open ſtreets. Craſſus the richeſt of the Roman fathers, after the death of 
ene of his brothers, married his wife, by whom he had many children, And 
Swrinss the wealthieſt and moſt potent of the Parthians next tothe King, 
had in his tents two hundred concubines at one time. And X«rxes King of 
Perſia was fo given over toall licentiouſneſſe and luxury, that be hired pur- 
ſuivants, and kept C#rſors and meſſengers in pay to inquire and finde our, 
men who could deviſe new wayes of voluptuouſheſle, and to them gave 
great rewards, for ſo Yalerius Maximus reports of him. And Yolateranus 
remembers us of one Yewutins a Florentine Prince, who was ſlainvf his Ci- 
fizens and Subjects for ſtuprating their wives, and vitiating their virgins, 
Thus ſeldom we ſee this vice to go unpuniſhed, 

* Nor is it particular to the maſculine ſex, as the ſole provocatours hereof, 
but women have been equally and alike guilry. We reade in Gezeſis of Po- 
tiphars wife, who ſolicited Toſephto her adulterate embraces, who becauſe he 
refuſed to commit ſuch willany, and to offend both God and his maſter, ſhe 
accuſed him tohis Lord, that he would bave done to her violence, for which 
he lay two years in prifon. But from prophane Hiſtories we have many 
examples. For 1ulis Agrippinathe mother of Nero was ſaid to have unlaw-

A chicken of the ſame brood was eHeſſalinathe daughter of 
Meſſala, and the wife and Empreſfle of Claudius Ceſar, a woman of a moſt 
infatiate Juſt, whoſe cuſtome was to diſguiſe her ſelfe like a private Gentle- 
woman, ſo that ſhe might not be known, and with her pandor uſhering ber,

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to walke unto common ftewes and brothell-houſes, and there proſtitute 
her ſelfe toall commers whoſoever , nay, ſhe was not aſhamed to contend 
with the ableſt and ſtrongeſt Harlot in the City for maſterie, whence alſo 
ſhee returned rather tyred then ſatisfied ; nay more, ſhe ſele&edout of the 
nobleſt Wives and Virgins to be eye witneſſes and companions in herfil-

Thus farrethe Scriptures : I come now to the Fathers, St. L4H mbroſe The Fathers 
in oneof his Sermons ſaith, That ill Miniſters wait upon the Throat, of Glunony. 3 
which alwayes covets, but is never ſatisfied ; for what is more inſatiable 
then the belly ? to day it receives, to motrow it requires; being full, it 
commends abftinence 3 being enipty, it cannot cndute the name of any 
ſuch vertue. Hunger is a friend to chaſtity, an enemy to wantonneſle : Bur 
ſaturity betrayeth modeſty,and corrupts good manners. Ir is not the meat, 
but the immoderate appetite that is condemned: For as St. dugnuſftine 
faith, It was not for a Quaile or a Pheſantthat Eve longed for, but for an 
Apple and thereby brought a curſe untoall man-kinde. It was not for a 
Kid, or a Lamb of the flock that Eſa» hungred, but for a meſſe of Brath ; 
for which he ſold his birth-right. lies was fed with fleſh ; but 79h» the 
Baptiſt with Locuſts and wilde Honey : and Davidthirſted not for wine, 
but water 3 for which be reprehended himſelfe : neither was our Saviour 
inthe Wilderneſſe tempted by the Devill with fleſh, but bread : and as 
Gregory in his Moralls ſaith, It is not _— _ but the luſt after it that ” 
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in fault 3 for we oft-times may eate of dainty Cates without offence ;. and 
yet upon-courſe and common fare may finne'by furfeit : And in another 
places where Glutrony is predominant, all cheſe honours that men winne 
are loſt ; and whilft the belly is net brid1'd, all vertues runne to havocke ; 
but when that is curb and kept in moderation, many vices with it are 
awedand reſtraind. In vaine it is for -us to enter into any ſpirituall Con- 
fli& againſt the Devill, our common adverſary and his agents, unleſle we 
firſt ſuppreſle the enemy that is within us : which is veracity and luſt af- 
rer eating and drinking, becauſe if thoſe enemies that are {< neare us bee 
not ſubdued , in vaine we fhall triveto havethe viRtory over thoſe remote 
and afarreoff:To ſmal purpoſe it were to fight againſtthe enemies without 
the Walls, when there is nothing but tumults,mutiny, and ſedition with- 
in the City : after full feeding, when the ſtomack is ſupply'*d even unto 
belching, ſo that it muft needs fay it hath enough 3 yet is not the curioſity 
of the appetite ſatisfied, for the eye is delighted with the colour, and the
